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[Hn  efficient  administration  of  the  city  government,  the  first  care 
Mall  times  sj^uld  be,  to  make  it  as  economical  as  is  consistent  with 
Hse  requisites,  but  at  the  present  time  this  must  be  a  subject  of 
B>re  than  ordinary  watchfulness. 

■  Our  mechanics,  who  are  truly  at  the  foundation  of  the  prosperity 
I"  our  city,  have  not  at  the  present  time  so  much  cause  for  congrat- 
llation  as  in  previous  years,  for  although  we  have  many  elements  of 
olid  growth,  yet  the  demand  for  labor  in  mechanical  pursuits  is  very 
puch  curtailed. 

I  This  temporary  check  upon  this  most  important  class  of  the  com- 
munity, admonishes  us  that  more  than  ordinary  vigilance  is  expected 
H  the  municipal  officers  of  the  city,  to  whom  is  confided  the  man- 
JMinent  of  her  resources,  and  the  direction  of  such  public  improve- 
Knts  as  shall  be  made  within  her  limits.  Let  us  look  to  it  with 
Kre,  that  we  engage  in  no  enterprise  which  shall  increase  the  rate  of 
taxation,  unless  absolute  necessity  demands  it.  Let  not  our  desire 
[for  the  accomplishment  of  any  favorite  object  keep  us  from  consider- 
ing whether  the  undertaking  may  not  be  inexpedient. 

The  subjects  entrusted  by  our  Legislature  to  the  municipal  gi 
ernments  of  its  citjes  are  so  numerous,  in  regard  to  the  different  j 
terests  which  they  affect,  and  so  important  in  reference  to  the  heav> 
expenditures  which  they  necessarily  involve,  that  the  immediate  and 
direct  benefits  resulting  from  a  judicious  management  of  them  are 
sensibly  felt  by  every  citizen.    As  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  with 
many  of  these,  differences  of  opinion  must  be  expected  to  exist,  ac- 
cording to  the  various  degrees  of  importance  attached  by  different 
dividuals  to  particular  subjects,  or  according  to  the  variety  of  in- 
erests  which  they  represent  in  common,  but  we  must  endeavor, 
nswayed  by  bias  or  interest,  to  give  to  each  its  proper  place  and 
^  attention  to  which  it  is  properly  entitled.    I  do  not,  at  the 
esent  time,  propose  to  enumerate  all  these,  but  to  call  your  atten- 
n  to  those  which,  strike  me  as  most  prominent,  and  requiring  our 
re,  leaving  others  to  come  up  in  the  natural  order  of  business,  or 
be  suggested  hereafter  should  occasion  require. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 
The  first  great  object  of  importance  in  every  community  is  the 
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HON.  GEORGE  W.  RICHARDSON, 

MAYOR  OF  THE  CITY  OF  WORCESTER, 

AT  THE 

•    ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  CITY  GOVERNMENT, 
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Gentlemtu  of  the  City  Council  : 

We  have  assembled  here  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year,  and  at 
the  time  specified  by  the  city  charter,  to  take  upon  ourselves  the 
oaths  of  office  and  to  assume  the  positions  assigned  us  by  our  fellow 
citizens. 

While  acknowledging  with  gratitude  the  confidence  that  has  been 
reposed  in  us,  it  should  be  our  earnest  desire  to  show  by  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  allotted  to  us  that  we  are  not  unworthy  of  it, 
and  we  are  resolved,  so  far  as  in  us  lies,  that  the  interests  of  the 
city  shall  receive  at  our  hands  all  the  attention  which  their  import 
ance  demands. 

In  my  own  official  labors,  during  the  coming  year,  while  shrinklu 
from  no  just  responsibility  for  my  actions,  I  trust  that  the  Giti 
Council  and  my  constituents  will  view  my  conduct  with  candor,  an< 
sustained  by  this  belief,  I  shall  endeavor  to  discharge  my  duty  wil 
energy  and  vigilance,  and  with  a  constant  determination  to  hold 
officers  to  a  rigid  accountability,  in  the  hope  of  infusing,  by  thefl 
means,  activity  into  all  the  departments  of  the  public  service.  Next 
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education  of  the  persons  composing  it,  or  rather  of  those  who  are 
growing  up  to  become  its  members. 

I  shall  not  enter  into  a  discussion  at  this  time,  to  demonstrate 
how  vital  it  is  to  the  permanent  welfare  of  the  city  that  we  should 
have  schools  and  instructors  of  the  first  class, — public  opinion  has 
long  since  passed  upon  and  decided  'this  question,  and  to  urge  it  upon 
you,  or  upon  a  city  of  intelligent  men  and  women,  who  have  been 
reared  themselves  under  the  public  school  system  of  New  England, 
would  be  to  the  last  degree  vain  and  superfluous. 

We  have  heretofore  taken  a  just  pride  in  our  schools,  and  there 
should  be  no  difference  of  opinion  upon  the  subject,  whether  they 
should  now  be  sustained  in  such  a  manner  as  to  continue  to  justify 
it.  But  while  we  must  have  teachers,  learned  in  every  appropriate 
branch,  and  able  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  education  which 
has  existed  among  us,  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  these  labors 
can  be  increased,  while  those  labors  themselves  are  lightened,  if  pro- 
per and  thorough  attention  is  given  in  every  family  to  domestic  edu- 
cation. 

The  whole  number  that  have  belonged  to  our  public  schools,  by 
the  last  report  of  the  school  committee,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, is  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty.  Average  regular  at- 
tendance two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-four. 

During  the  last  year  two  school  houses  have  been  built,  one  at 
Burncoat  Plain  at  a  cost  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  one  at  Provi- 
dence Street  together  with  land,  three  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 
Appropriation  in  1856,  twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 
Expended  about  twenty-nine  thousand  dollars. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  passage  of 
an  ordinance,  the  past  year,  constituting  the  office  of  superintendent 
of  public  schools,  and  the  election  of  a  suitable  person  to  the  admin- 
istration of  its  duties. 

While  it  will  not  add  to  the  expenditure  of  the  department,  the 
unequivocal  recommendation  of  my  predecessor,  the  urgent  request 
of  both  boards  of  the  school  committees  for  the  last  two  years,  and 
the  examination  which  I  have  been  enabled  myself  to  give  the  sub- 
ject— all  induce  me  to  believe  that  it  will  be  attended  with  marked 
and  decided  advantages. 
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ROADS,  &c. 

Our  streets,  bridges  and  sidewalks  form  another  subject  which 
will  demand  from  you  much  attention,  and  require  heavy  appropria- 
tions. 

The  highway  appropriation  for  the  last  year  was  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars.    Expended,  about  seventeen  thousand  dollars. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  will  soon  be  published, 
giving  a  detailed  account  of  the  situation  of  that  department. 

Notwithstanding  our  highways  are,  in  my  opinion,  in  excellent 
order,  and  the  appropriations  heretofore,  as  a  whole,  have  been  judi- 
ciously expended,  the  city  has  not  been  so  fortunate  as  to  escape  liti- 
gation on  this  subject. 

By  the  existing  provisions  of  law,  cities  are  liable  for  defects  in 
their  highways,  provided  they  have  reasonable  notice  of  the  exist- 
ence of  the  same,  and  under  this  statute  there  are  now  four  suits  in 
charge  of  the  City  Solicitor,  which  have  been  brought  against  us 
for  injuries  alleged  to  have  resulted  from  defective  highways.  This 
liability,  imposed  on  us  by  law,  is  of  a  very  serious  character,  and 
every  citizen  should  remember  that  it  is  his  duty,  on  learning  the 
condition  of  a  highway  to  be  dangerous,  to  give  immediate  notice  to 
the  Commissioner,  that  it  may  be  put  in  order. 

It  may  be  proper  further  to  observe  in  this  matter,  that  as  cities 
are  bound  to  keep  their  ways  in  reasonable  repair,  if  sidewalks  in  a 
city  like  this  are  allowed  to  be  dangerous  by  reason  of  ice,  there  can 
be  no  question  but  that  the  city  would  be  liable  for  damages  occa- 
sioned thereby.  During  the  past  year,  a  claim  for  damages  for  an 
injury  sustained  in  this  way  was  made  against  the  city,  and  paid  after 
consultation. 

Whether  in  addition  to  the  ordinances  requiring  snow  and  ice  to 
be  removed  by  the  abutters,  it  would  be  advisable  to  provide  that  in 
cases  where  the  ice  cannot  be  removed,  the  abutters  should  be  re- 
quired to  sprinkle  the  sidewalks  with  ashes  or  some  such  substance, 
so  as  to  render  them  safe  and  passable,  I  should  submit  to  your 
consideration.  In  regard  to  sidewalks,  I  would  further  suggest  that 
if  the  City  Council,  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1850,  acquired 
power  to  lay  out  sidewalks,  and  fix  the  width,  height  and  grade  of 
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the  same,  and  to  require  all  persons  owning  or  abutting  on  such 
sidewalks  to  pave  the  walk  with  brick  or  stone,  as  they  may  direct, 
the  city  first  setting  the  curbstone  and  paving  the  gutters,  I  see  no 
reason  why  this  power  should  not  be  exercised.  I  believe  in  one  or 
two  instances  it  would  be  an  accommodation  to  our  citizens  to  have 
certain  walks  bricked,  where  the  curbstones  are  set  and  gutters 
already  paved. 

POOR. 

The  appropriation  for  the  support  of  paupers  last  year  was  six 
thousand  dollars,  and  about  eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was 
expended.  Large  as  the  sum  demanded  for  this  purpose  is,  the 
duty  of  relieving  the  reasonable  wants  of  those  whom  age  and  sick- 
ness have  forced  to  become  the  recipients  of  public  charity,  is  one 
enjoined  upon  us  alike  by  the  dictates  of  humanity,  and  by  the  sa- 
cred principles  of  the  religion  we  profess. 

The  almshouse  and  farm  have  been  provided  by  the  city  at  great 
expense,  and  it  should  be  our  care  to  see  that  they  are  conducted  in 
such  a  manner,  as  best  to  effectuate  the  humane  intention,  which 
dictated  the  erection  of  the  one  and  the  purchase  of  the  other. 

If  any  improvements  either  in  carrying  on  the  establishment,  out 
doors  or  in,  are  needed,  the  overseer  of  the  poor  should  attend  to  the 
matter  without  delay. 

The  provisions  of  law  by  which  the  state  lunatic  hospitals  are  en- 
titled to  charge  the  support  of  lunatic  paupers,  who  have  a  settle- 
ment within  the  commonwealth,  to  the  town  or  city  from  which  they 
are  committed,  and  leaving  such  town  or  city  to  recover  the  amount 
paid  by  it,  of  the  town  or  city  where  the  actual  settlement  is,  and 
the  further  provision  that  in  any  action  by  the  state  lunatic  hospital 
against  a  town  or  city  for  the  support  of  a  lunatic  pauper  committed 
therefrom,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  on  the  town  or  city  to  show 
that  the  person  is  a  state  pauper,  have  been  the  occasion  of  some 
question  between  the  city  and  the  hospital. 

The  hospital  has  had  until  within  a  few  days  a  large  claim  against 
the  city,  which  had  been  suffered  to  remain  unpaid  for  a  long  time, 
on  account  of  this  difference  of  opinion. 

A  part  of  this  claim  was  for  the  support  of  paupers,  whose  actual 
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settlement  is  in  other  towns  in  the  commonwealth  ;  this  portion  hav- 
ing been  paid  by  us  in  the  first  instance,  we  shall  be  able  probably 
under  the  decision  of  the  case  of  Worcester  vs.  Sterling,  at  the  last 
law  term  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  to  recover  from  the  towns 
where  the  paupers  have  their  actual  settlement. 

Another  portion  of  the  claim  is  for  the  support  of  paupers,  who, 
it  is  contended  by  the  city,  are  properly  chargeable  to  the  state,  and 
this  has  been  also  liquidated. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  claim  against  the  city  was  three  thou- 
sand and  ninety-seven  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents  ;  amount 
charged  to  the  state  twelve  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  thirty- 
six  cents  ;  to  be  recovered  of  towns  and  parties  interested,  six  hun- 
dred and  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  leaving  a  balance  of  twelve 
hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  thirteen  cents,  to  be  charged  to 
this  department. 

For  details  in  reference  to  this,  as  well  as  other  matters  in  relation 
to  the  support  of  the  paupers,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  of  the  last  year,  which  will  be  printed  in  the  next 
annual  city  document. 

WATER. 

Another  subject  of  great  interest  and  importance  to  the  city,  will 
require  on  your  part  much  consideration,  and  will  be  found  to  be  at- 
tended with  serious  difficulties  and  embarrassments.  I  mean  that  of 
a  supply  of  pure  water  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

In  18o4r,  Mr.  Inches,  a  distinguished  engineer,  made  a  report  to 
the  City  Council,  after  careful  surveys  and  examination,  detailing 
the  various  sources  of  supply,  and  estimating  the  expense  at  which 
each  could  be  brought  into  use.  The  only  sources  found  by  Mr. 
Inches  to  be  sufficient  were  Quinsigamond  Pond  and  Henshaw  Pond. 
This  report  was  printed  for  the  use  of  the  citizens,  and  generally  dis- 
tributed. During  the  past  year,  however,  a  supplementary  survey 
has  been  made,  by  order  of  the  City  Council,  under  the  direction  of 
the  same  gentleman,  and  an  additional  report  made  by  him,  from 
which  it  appears  that  it  is  practicable  to  unite  the  waters  of  Kettle 
Brook  with  those  of  Henshaw  Pond,  and  that  the  quantity  of  water 
which  may  be  diverted  therefrom  is  equal  to  one  million  eight  hun- 
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dred  thousand  gallons  a  day ;  the  amount  that  it  is  proposed  to 
furnish,  one  million  of  gallons  a  clay.  Aside  from  land  damages,  the 
estimated  cost  of  taking  the  water  from  the  Pond  and  bringing  it  in 
a  twelve  inch  pipe  to  Lagrange  street,  is  estimated  at  seventy-eight 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  The  expense  of  distributing  it 
through  the  various  streets  as  put  down  in  the  report  of  1854,  two 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars.  To  the  sum  of  seventy-eight 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  add  two  hundred  and  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  and  for  contingencies  thirty-one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  the  total  expense  is  three  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars. 

This  additional  report  having  been  printed  and  distributed,  the 
following  question  was  submitted  to  the  citizens  for  a  yea  and  nay 
vote,  at  the  last  municipal  election. 

"  Shall  water  be  introduced  into  the  the  city  of  Worcester,  by  au- 
thority of  the  city,  from  Henshaw  Pond,  as  a  reservoir  of  its  owr 
water,  and  of  such  other  water  as  may  be  turned  into  it  from  Kettle 
Brook,  in  substantial  accordance  with  the  reports  of  M.  B.  Inches, 
and  the  joint  standing  committee  on  water  ?" 

After  our  predecessors  had  rejected  the  vote  of  ward  one,  it  was 
found  that  there  were  nine  hundred  and  thirty-nine  yeas,  and  nine 
hundred  and  forty  nays,  upon  the  propositions  it  contains.  By 
counting  the  vote  of  ward  one,  the  yeas  would  however  exceed  the 
nays  by  eighty-seven  votes. 

It  may  perhaps  be  deemed  advisable  that  inasmuch  as  the  propo-  / 
sition  failed  by  reason  of  informality  only,  that  it  should  be  again 
submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  citizens.  Such  a  vote  would,  however,  be 
advisory  only,  as  the  subject  is  by  law  left  to  the  disposal  of  the  city 
council,  and  it  is  a  somewhat  singular  fact,  that  while  twenty-nine 
hundred  votes  were  cast  for  the  municipal  officers,  upon  this 
important  question  which  involves  incurring  a  debt  to  the  city  of 
three  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  less  than  eleven  hundred 
voted  for  the  construction  of  tire  aqueduct  to  Leicester,  and  about  as 
many  against  it,  so  that  eight  hundred  must  either  have  viewed  the 
whole  matter  with  indifference,  or  else  have  felt  that  it  had  not  been 
sufficiently  discussed  for  them  to  arrive  at  an  intelligent  conclusion. 

While,  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council,  I  am  fully  aware  of  the 
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importance  of  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water,  to  the  health  and 
safety  of  the  city,  and  while  I  am  not  disposed  to  shrink  from  any 
present  expenditure,  however  heavy,  if  it  be  absolutely  required  for 
the  permanent  interests  of  the  city,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  say  frankly 
to  you,  that  in  my  opinion  this  is  not  the  time  to  enter  upon  this 
enterprise.  It  seems  to  me  that  even  if  we  have  the  facts  necessary 
to  form  an  intelligent  judgment,  they  have  not  as  yet  been  suffi- 
ciently the  subject  of  discussion  among  us  to  enable  us  to  come  to  a 
result  which  shall  be  permanently  satisfactory,  but  I  think  that 
much  may  be  added  to  the  facts  in  our  possession ;  the  additional 
report  of  Mr.  Inches  has  developed  many  new  facts  as  to  Henshaw 
Pond  and  Kettle  Brook,  as  sources  of  supply,  and  it  may  be  that  far- 
ther and  closer  examination  into  Quinsigamond  Pond  in  the  same 
aspect,  may  there  develope  information  which  will  be  of  the  highest 
^alue,  in  aiding  us  in  arriving  at  a  final  result. 

A  work  of  this  magnitude  should  not  be  undertaken,  until  we  are 
satisfied  that  all  the  means  of  information  have  been  exhausted,  and 
a  general  and  concurrent  public  sentiment  is  ready  to  sanction  the 
expenditure,  and  sustain  those  who  are  charged  with  the  prosecution 
of  the  work.  A  heavy  debt  is  always  a  serious  drawback  to  the 
growth  of  any  town  or  city,  it  forms  an  important  objection  to  those 
who  are  examining  it  with  a  view  of  making  it  a  place  of  business  or 
residence,  and  the  present  time  is  singularly  unpropitious  for  the 
commencement  of  any  work  which  involves  it.  It  is  a  time  to  man- 
age with  economy  and  care  the  enterprises  already  begun,  and  to 
husband  our  resources,  that  we  may  be  ready  in  more  prosperous  sea- 
sons to  undertake  the  projects  which  our  municipal  wants  demand. 

WARD  OFFICERS. 

I  trust  at  an  early  day  an  ordinance  may  be  passed  compensating 
ward  clerks  for  their  services,  at  such  rate  per  day  as  you  may  see 
fit  to  establish. 

The  ward  officers  are  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  several 
wards,  and  the  duty  they  are  called  upon  to  perform  is  very  similar 
to  that  of  town  officers. 

The  clerk  is  to  keep  a  fair  and  true  record  and  an  exact  journal 
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of  all  the  acts  and  votes  of  the  citizens.  The  warden  and  inspectors 
are  to  receive,  sort,  count  and  declare  all  votes  at  all  elections. 

All  votes  given  in  each  ward,  being  sorted,  counted  and  declared 
by  the  warden  and  inspectors  are  to  be  recorded  at  large  by  the 
clerk  in  open  ward  meeting.  A  transcript  of  such  record  certified 
and  authenticated  by  the  warden,  clerk  and  a  majority  of  the  in- 
spectors, forthwith  to  be  transmitted  or  delivered  to  the  city  clerk. 
If  it  is  found  necessary  in  order  to  insure  the  performance  of  these 
duties  in  the  several  wards,  that  all  the  officers  should  be  paid  and  it 
cannot  be  done  without,  I  recommend  that  they  be  paid,  in  order  that 
we  may  not  have  any  trouble  from  this  service  in  future  elections. 

POLICE. 

The  subject  of  the  police  is  one  which  will  require  our  considera- 
tion, as  being  of  importance  alike  to  the  morals  and  good  order  of 
our  city,  as  well  as  to  the  safety  of  property  within  its  limits. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  organize  a  police,  which  shall  be  watchful  and 
efficient,  and  with  your  hearty  co-operation,  and  by  their  aid  I  shall 
not  doubt  for  a  moment  that  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  and  the 
city  ordinances  will  be  enforced  in  a  manner  most  conducive  to  the 
welfare  of  this  flourishing  city. 

The  whole  number  of  complaints  before  the  police  Court  in  1856, 
ten  hundred  and  sixty-one. 

Made  by  marshal  and  assistant,  nine  hundred  and  seventy-nine. 

For  violation  of  liquor  law,  fifty-three. 

For  drunkenness,  four  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

Commitments  to  the  jail  and  house  of  correction,  mostly  for  non- 
payment of  fines  and  costs  in  cases  of  drunkenness,  four  hundred 
and  fifty-eight. 

Expenses  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  last  year,  as  by  the  re- 
port of  the  city  marshal,  about  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 
We  have  a  powerful  and  thoroughly  organized  fire  department, 
and  it  is  a  subject  of  heartfelt  congratulation  after  the  severe  losses 

we  have  heretofore  been  called  upon  to  sustain,  that  during  the  past 
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year  it  has,  though  always  efficient  and  prompt,  been  so  seldom  put 
in  requisition. 

The  department  has  only  been  called  out  twelve  times,  of  these 
twelve  only  twice  to  buildings  on  fire,  and  the  amount  of  property 
destroyed  will  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars.  There  have  been 
several  alarms  caused  by  the  burning  of  rubbish  in  the  evening,  in 
gardens.  Whether  this  trouble  can  be  obviated  by  an  ordinance  for- 
bidding these  bonfires  after  nightfall,  ma}^  be  worth  consideration. 

Appropriation  in  this  department,  nine  thousand  dollars.  Ex- 
pended about  eight  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars. 

PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

The  public  grounds  are  well  attended  to.  Hope  Cemetery  has 
been  much  improved  and  ornamented  the  past  year. 

It  is  in  the  hands  of  a  board  of  commissioners  constituted  by  an 
act  of  the  legislature,  who  are  doing  everything  in  their  power  to 
render  the  grounds  such  as  they  should  be.  The  street  on  the  west- 
erly side  of  the  new  common,  leading  from  Elm  street  to  Highland 
street,  has  been  constructed  in  the  past  year,  and  a  fence  built 
around  the  lot,  so  that  there  is  now  a  beautiful  drive  for  our  citizens 
within  a  short  distance  from  the  business  part  of  the  city. 

The  appropriations  raised  by  tax  in  1856  are  as  follows: 

For  city  purposes,  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

County  tax,  fourteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dol- 
lars and  forty-four  cents. 

State  tax,  eleven  thousand  two  hundred  and  eight  dollars. 

Whole  amount  of  tax,  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand  one 
hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  forty-four  cents. 

By  the  prompt  payment  made  by  our  citizens,  and  the  vigilance  of 
our  excellent  treasurer  and  collector,  there  only  remained  unpaid  of 
this  large  sum  about  thirty-five  hundred  dollars,  on  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary, 1857. 

The  valuation  for  185G,  eighteen  millions  nine  hundred  and  six- 
teen thousand  dollars. 

Rate  of  taxation,  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  a  thousand  dol- 
lars valuation. 
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Number  of  polls,  five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

The  city  debt,  January  1st,  1856,  one  hundred  and  eighteen  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  forty-eight  cents. 

Paid  in  1856,  fourteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one  dol- 
lars and  eighty-three  cents. 

Due  January  1st,  1857,  one  hundred  and  three  thousand,  nine 
hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council :  I  have  now  glanced  at  a  few  of 
the  many  subjects  that  will  occupy  your  attention  in  the  coming 
year.  I  have  avoided  any  allusion  to  the  management  of  previous 
city  governments,  or  making  comparisons  of  the  expenditures  of  dif- 
ferent years,  as  no  correct  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  these  sources 
alone. 

The  municipal  concerns  of  our  city  are  now  in  our  r  ads, — we 
have  pledged  ourselves  to  her  best  interests.  I  have  no  yjubt  if  we 
cordially  co-operate  with  each  other  in  the  mi"  %gement  of  her  affairs, 
wc  shall  insure  the  good  will  and  esteem  of  ou.  pellow  citizens. 

May  the  direction  we  have  implored  this  morning,  guide  us  all  in 
the  way  that  shall  be  best  for  us,  and  not  only  for  ourselves,  but 
for  all  concerned.

VALEDICTORY  ADDRESS 

OF 

HON.    ISAAC  DAVIS, 

MAYOR  OF  THE  CITY  OF  WORCESTER, 

ON    TAKING   LEAVE   OF   THE   BOARD    OP  ALDERMEN, 

January  3d,  1857. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

The  time  has  arrived  when  in  obedience  to  the  charter,  we  are  to 
surrender  the  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  affairs  of  the  city  into 
the  hands  of  our  successors.  Your  last  official  act  has  been,  to  pass 
a  resolution  approving  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  jour  pre- 
siding officer  have  been  discharged.  For  this  expression  of  your 
approbation,  I  sincerely  thank  you,  Gentlemen.  For  the  manner  in 
which  the  duties  of  the  chair  have  been  discharged,  I  am  much  in- 
debted to  your  kindness  and  courtesy,  and  in  other  and  more  responsi- 
ble and  important  duties,  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
city,  I  have  had  your  prompt,  efficient  and  cordial  co-operation,  for 
which  I  tender  to  you  my  grateful  acknowledgements. 

The  position  which  I  have  occupied  the  past  year  was  not  sought 
by  me.  The  unsought  suffrages  of  my  fellow  citizens  called  me  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city.  And 
when  the  time  arrived  to  select  a  successor  to  the  present  Mayor,  I 
positively  refused  to  be  considered  a  candidate  for  re-election.  The 
success  with  which  those  duties  have  been  performed,  is  for  you  and 
my  fellow  citizensHo  determine.  You  will  not,  I  trust,  Gentlemen, 
deem  it  improper,  in  me  to  allude  briefly,  on  this  occasion,  to  some 
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of  the  acts  and  doings  of  the  city  government  for  the  past  year,  in 
which  you  as  Aldermen  have  so  largely  participated. 

In  the  police  department  of  the  city,  important  and  radical  changes 
have  been  made.  The  expenses  have  been  curtailed  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars — yet  the  police  has  been  energetic  and  efficient. 
No  tumults,  riots  or  mobs — no  murders,  burglaries  or  aggravated 
assaults  have  occurred  in  the  city  the  past  year ;  although  it  has 
been  a  year  of  unusual  excitement,  and  of  numerous  gatherings  of 
people.  In  years  past  the  citizens  have  suffered  severely  by  fires 
originating  in  most  cases  by  design.  Incendiarism  has  not  been 
known  in  the  city  the  past  year,  and  $1000  will  cover  all  the  losses 
by  fire. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  on  petitions  of  citizens,  have  viewed, 
located  and  laid  out  and  fixed  the  grade  of  twelve  streets — and  have 
caused  permanent  stone  monuments  to  be  placed  at  their  termini 
and  at  all  the  angles  of  the  streets — and  have  satisfactorily  adjusted 
and  paid  all  damages  to  abutters.  These  streets  have  all  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  Common  Council  and  have  been  put  in  good  order  for 
travel,  with  one  exception.  One  hundred  and  forty -four  miles  of 
public  highways,  and  numerous  bridges  have  been  kept  in  good  re- 
pair, and  one  new  bridge  built.  The  road  from  the  City  Hall  to 
Quinsigamond  Village  has  been  greatly  improved,  by  order  of  the 
County  Commissioners,  at  an  expense  of  thirteen  hundred  eighty- 
one  dollars  and  forty-two  cents  ($1381.42.)  Ten  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  feet  of  curbstones  have  been  set,  and  fourteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two  yards  of  cobble  paving  have  been  laid  in  the  streets  of 
the  city — and  in  ail  cases  where  curbstones  have  been  set,  abutters 
have  been  required  and  have  caused  good  brick  side  walks  to  be 
laid,  so  that  the  walks  for  foot  passengers  have  been  greatly  im- 
proved. 

Drains  and  sewers  have  been  constructed  in  Elm,  Pleasant,  Pine, 
Summer  and  Laurel  streets  at  an  expense  of  $2764.50 — greatly 
improving  the  streets  and  enabling  individuals  by  paying  a  fair 
equivalent  to  connect  private  drains  with  the  main  sewer.  In  con- 
sequence of  the  severe  and  unusual  snow  storms  in  the  months  of 
January,  February  and  March,  $3000  was  expended  in  keeping  the 
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roads  open  and  in  a  safe  condition  for  public  travel.  The  day  we 
were  inaugurated  into  office,  the  roads  and  streets  were  blocked  up 
with  two  feet  of  snow,  the  city  not  being  the  owner  of  any  teams  to 
open  the  ways  for  public  travel.  We  have  provided  for  our  succes- 
sors teams  which  belong  to  the  city,  amply  sufficient  for  any  emer- 
gency of  that  kind. 

The  ordinary  expenses  of  the  schools  are  large,  yet  cheerfully 
borne  by  the  citizens  in  order  to  give  the  rising  generation  the  oppor- 
tunities of  thorough  mental  and  moral  training.  Three  new  schools 
have  been  established  in  order  to  meet  the  growing  wants  of  the 
city.  Two  new  school  houses  have  been  built  and  fitted  up  with  all 
the  modern  improvements  at  an  expense  of  $5250,  and  repairs  and 
great  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  school  houses  heretofore 
built.  The  city  council  have  by  ordinance  provided  for  a  superin- 
tendent of  public  schools,  and  a  superintendent  has  been  elected  by 
the  school  committee.  If  he  shall  discharge  his  duties  with  ability 
and  fidelity,  I  am  confident  the  character  of  the  schools  will  be 
greatly  improved,  and  the  annual  expense  will  be  largely  diminished. 

The  fire  department,  an  important  branch  of  the  municipal  affairs 
of  the  city,  has  been  well  organized,  and  ready  to  work  if  occasion 
required  ;  but  I  rejoice  to  say  that  they  have  had  but  small  service 
to  perform.  A  new  and  substantial  two  story  brick  building  has 
been  erected  for  Engine  Company  No.  6,  on  Pleasant  street,  at  an 
expense  of  about  -$2000.  To  the  equipment  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, there  has  been  added  500  feet  of  leading  hose,  new  carriage 
for  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.,  runners  for  all  the  engines,  suction  hose 
and  other  things  to  the  amount  of  $1454.90. 

When  we  came  into  office  no  report  relative  to  the  poor  had  been 

made  for  two  years.    We  found  claims  existing  against  the  city  to 

the  amount  of  nearly  $4000  on  account  of  the  poor.    A  thorough 

and  rigid  examination  relative  to  the  settlement  of  the  pauper  list 

was  made,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  eighteen  persons  had  been 

aided  and  assisted  by  the  city,  and  some  of  them  for  years,  who  had 

no  legal  settlement  in  the  city.    In  all  these  cases  except  one,  where 

these  settlements  have  been  traced,  the  commonwealth,  cities  and 

towns  have  acknowledged  the  settlements  and  assumed  the  paupers 
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— but  the  city  have  no  remedy  for  past  payments  because  legal 
notice  was  not  given. 

The  payments  on  account  of  these  paupers  cannot  be  precisely  as- 
certained, because  for  two  years  past  the  want  of  records  and  reports 
leave  the  expenditures  in  darkness  and  obscurity.  The  payments 
have  amounted  to  between  $1000  and  $2000.  The  claims  which 
the  city  were  legally  bound  to  pay  have  been  adjusted. 

About  $1000  have  been  expended  over  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
supporting  poor,  in  removing  the  barn  at  the  alms  house,  preparing 
a  cellar  for  the  same,  adding  to  the  furniture,  and  fitting  up  some 
strong-holds  in  order  to  comply  with  the  law  of  the  Legislature  of 
1855. 

From  the  overseers  of  the  poor  you  will  have  a  full  and  detailed 
report  for  the  past  year. 

The  new  common  has  been  enclosed  with  a  substantial  fence — orna- 
mental trees  for  shade  have  been  set  out  in  and  around  the  common 
— the  scrapings  of  the  streets  have  been  carried  on  to  it,  greatly  im- 
proving and  enriching  it;  and  something  has  been  done  towards 
grading  it.  A  new  and  beautiful  street,  worked  fifty  feet  wide,  has 
been  constructed  through  it  on  the  westerly  part  thereof,  connecting 
Highland  street  with  Elm,  and  thus  complying  with  the  conditions 
contained  in  the  deeds  of  the  grantors  to  the  city.  These  improve- 
ments have  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $1834 — deducting  the  income 
from  the  common  leaves  the  net  amount  $1559. 

Hope  Cemetery,  which  has  been  under  the  charge  of  able  and 
faithful  commissioners,  has  been  much  improved  and  ornamented. 
From  that  commission  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  their  doings 
together  with  their  expenditures,  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  our 
successors. 

Surveys  and  estimates  have  been  made  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
practicability  and  feasibility  of  supplying  the  city  with  pure  water. 
The  expenses  which  have  accrued  in  these  investigations  have 
amounted  to  $684.48.  The  result  of  the  investigations  has  been 
published  and  distributed  among  the  citizens. 

Trees  have  been  set  out  in  many  of  the  streets  for  shade  and  or- 
nament. The  public  buildings  have  been  kept  in  good  repair,  and 
many  of  them  very  much  improved. 
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The  city's  proportion  of  the  state  and  county  tax  in  1855  was 
$19,346;  in  1856,  $25,383;  so  that  the  present  city  government 
had  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  $6,037  more  than  their  immediate 
predecessors. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  municipal  year  there  were  pending 
ten  law  suits  in  which  the  city  was  a  party, — five  of  these  suits 
have  been  adjusted  and  settled  at  an  expense  of  $1112.  I  am  not 
aware  that  any  cause  of  action  exists  against  the  city  for  any  act  or 
delinquency  during  the  past  year.  No  suit  has  been  commenced 
against  the  city  except  for  causes  existing  anterior  to  the  first  of 
January,  1856. 

The  ordinary  expenses  of  the  city  for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools,  repairs  of  roads  and  bridges,  pay  of  the  fire  department, 
police  department,  salaries  of  city  officers,  repairs  and  insurance  of 
public  buildings,  support  of  the  poor  and  payment  of  interest  of 
city  debt,  are  matters  to  be  provided  by  every  city  government. 
Some  of  the  expenditures  above  the  usual  and  ordinary  expenses,  I 
have  briefly  alluded  to. 

The  general  result  is,  that  the  present  city  government  has  set- 
tled up  a  large  amount  of  old  debts  which  accrued  before  they  ca^e 
into  office — have  paid  and  discharged  all  contracts  which  they  have 
entered  into,  leaving  no  contract  for  our  successors  to  perform  and 
pay  for — have  paid  all  the  ordinary  and  extraordinary  expenses  of 
the  city  and  have  applied  more  than  $22,000  to  the  liquidation  of 
the  city  debt — thus  paying  the  interest  and  reducing  the  debt  about 
$15,000.  Should  this  policy  be  pursued  by  our.  successors  for  six 
years,  the  debt  would  be  extinguished,  and  the  city  of  Worcester 
would  present  the  anomaly  of  freedom  from  debt. 

The  official  relations  we  have  sustained  for  the  past  year,  are  soon 
to  be  dissolved.  If  my  duties  have  been  discharged  to  your  satisfac- 
tion and  to  the  satisfaction  of  my  fellow  citizens,  it  is  all  that  I  have 
wished,  and  all  that  I  have  hoped  for.  I  have  had  no  desire  but  to 
promote  the  interest,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  citizens  of  my 
adopted  city.  Gentlemen,  I  again  thank  you  for  the  efficient  aid 
you  have  rendered  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties.  For 
your  health  and  happiness  you  will  ever  have  my  best  wishes.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

[prepared  by  messrs.  jones,  clarke,  warren,  estabrook  and 

Rice.] 


The  close  of  their  official  labors  affords  the  School  Committee  an 
appropriate  occasion  to  render  to  the  public  an  account  of  their 
doings.  The  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  them  has  strength- 
ened the  conviction  long  entertained,  that  the  public  schools  are  not 
second  to  any  of  our  institutions  in  the  influence  which  they  exert 
upon  the  prosperity  and  morals,  as  well  as  the  intelligence,  of  the 
city.  The  labors  of  the  year  have  also  convinced  them  that  the  peo- 
ple/ with  a  few  honorable  exceptions,  take  far  less  interest  in  the 
schools  than  their  importance  demands.  May  it  not  be  that  the  fa- 
vorable comparison  of  the  present  state  of  our  schools  with  what 
they  were  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  induces  the  general  belief  that 
their  highest  excellence  is  already  attained,  that  nothing  better  than 
what  we  now  have  is  to  be  expected  ?  In  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
mittee, there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  They  are  not  without 
hope  that  the  next  twenty  five  years  will  witness  in  the  public 
schools  of  Worcester  greater  improvements  than  the  last  twenty-five. 
It  is  not  now  a  question  whether  we  shall  have  a  system  of  public 
schools.  That  was  settled  by  our  fathers.  It  is  not  now  a  question 
whether  they  shall  be  free,  open  to  all  alike,  of  every  nation  and  re- 
ligion, and  sustained,  as  other  state  institutions  are,  by  a  general 
tax  ;  for  this  has  been  the  long-established  policy  of  the  Common- 
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wealth.  The  heaviest  tax-payers  are  satisfied  that  schools  are 
cheaper  than  prisons. 

The  problem  now  to  be  solved  is,  how  our  present  system  of  pub- 
lic instruction  may  be  made  more  efficient  and  useful.  The  appro- 
priations now  made  are  generous.  If  more  can  be  advantageously 
expended,  we  are  certain  that  it  will  not  be  withheld.  But  cannot 
our  schools  be  improved  by  a  more  judicious  expenditure  of  what  is 
now  appropriated  ?  May  not  our  present  means  be  made  to  work 
out  greater  results  ?  Can  we  not  get  larger  dividends  from  our 
present  investment  ?  It  is  not  a  sufficient  reply  to  these  questions, 
that  our  public  schools  already  command  a  higher  premium  in  the 
market  of  the  world  than  any  of  our  public  stocks.  Can  they  not 
be  made  still  more  valuable  ?  If  they  are  now  twenty  per  cent,  bet- 
ter than  when  the  oldest  men  now  living  were  children,  with  liberal 
and  judicious  management,  they  may,  in  a  few  years,  be  made  thirty 
per  cent,  better  than  at  present.  To  this  desirable  end  should  the 
public  look,  and  the  School  Board  aim.  Convinced  of  the  practica- 
bility of  these  views,  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  his  address  at  the 
organization  of  the  city  government,  January  7,  1856,  recommended 
the  employment  of  a 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  Mayor  says,  "  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  that  pro- 
vision be  made  for  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  Should  a 
judicious  person  be  employed,  one  who  is  amply  qualified  for  the  po- 
sition, I  am  confident  that  the  advantages  which  would  arise  from  the 
labors  of  such  an  officer  would  satisfy  the  most  incredulous  on  the 
subject.  I  make  this  recommendation  for  the  double  purpose  of  im- 
proving the  character  of  the  schools,  and  of  reducing  the  annual  ex- 
penditure. The  amount  now  paid  to  the  school  committee  is  nearly 
or  quite  sufficient  to  pay  a  Superintendent.  In  the  construction  and 
fitting  up  of  school-houses,  in  the  supplies  for  schools,  in  contingent 
expenses,  I  apprehend  he  would  annually  save  to  this  city  more  than 
double  the  amount  of  his  salary.  Should  this  recommendation  be 
adopted,  I  would  not  have  it  weaken  in  any  manner  the  relation  and 
interest  of  the  school  committee,  or  the  parents,  in  the  public  schools." 

This  measure  has  long  been  deemed  necessary,  and  its  importance 
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has  been  discussed  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  School  Committees, 
but  it  has  been  left  to  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  current  year 
to  establish  the  office,  and  to  the  school  board  of  the  same  year  to 
fill  it. 

The  ordinance  authorizing  the  school  board  to  appoint  a  superin- 
tendent of  public  schools  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  $1500  per  annum, 
passed  the  Common  Council  in  November.  The  School  Board  re- 
ceived applications  from  a  large  number  of  candidates,  whose  quali- 
fications were  attested  by  the  highest  recommendations,  and,  at  their 
last  regular  meeting  elected  Rev.  Geo.  Bushnell  of  this  city. 

An  earlier  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  Common  Council  with 
the  Mayor's  recommendation  would  have  given  the  schools  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  superintendent's  labors  a  part  of  the  year  1856.  But, 
disappointed  in  this,  the  Board  have  the  satisfaction  of  having  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  schools  a  competent  and  judicious  man,  by  whose 
diligence  and  wisdom  important  improvements  may  be  suggested  to 
our  successors. 

All  the  schools  of  the  city  will  now  come  under  the  eye  of  one 
person,  which  is  the  only  possible  method  by  which  a  juct  compari- 
son can  be  instituted,  defects  be  discovered,  and  excellencies  be  appre- 
ciated. We  confidently  expect  that  this  plan  will  secure  the  best 
teachers,  introduce  a  uniform  system  of  instructionrand  make  known 
the  relative  rank  of  every  school. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

It  was  thought  by  a  former  Board  that  the  new  schools  on  Syca- 
more street  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  those  on  Front  street, 
which  were  accordingly  discontinued.  But  the  crowded  state  of  the 
new  schools,  and  the  inconvenience  to  which  that  section  of  the  city 
near  the  common  was  subjected  by  being  compelled  to  send  their  lit- 
tle children  so  far  as  the  school  house  in  Sycamore  street,  or  as  that 
in  Main  street,  induced  the  present  Board  to  repair  the  school  house 
on  the  common,  and  establish  there  two  primary  schools.  They 
also  made  arrangements  to  open  a  secondary  school  in  the  same  build- 
ing, to  relieve  those  of  that  grade,  all  of  which,  except  that  in  Ash 
street,  were  overflowing.    How  much  this  measure  was  demanded,  is 

attested  by  the  fact  that  the  new  schools  were  immediately  filled,  and 

10 
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that  the  Secretary  has  received  more  applications  for  admission  to 
each  of  these  than  to  any  other  of  the  same  grade  in  the  city. 

There  is  one  serious  objection  to  the  location  of  this  house — its 
proximity  to  Front  street,  upon  which  there  is  almost  constant  travel. 
The  incessant  noise  during  the  summer,  when  the  windows  are  open, 
nearly  drowns  the  voice  of  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  same  objection  may  be  urged  against  the  location  of  the 
schools  on  Main  street,  with  the  addition  of  unpleasant  and  incon- 
venient rooms  and  the  want  of  a  proper  play  ground.  The  first  step 
from  that  house  brings  you  upon  the  sidewalk  of  our  most  travelled 
thoroughfare.  The  sooner  our  city  fathers  sell  that  property,  and, 
with  a  part  of  the  proceeds,  purchase  a  larger  lot  in  a  more  suitable 
locality,  and  erect  a  more  convenient  house,  the  better.  In  a  finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  would  be  economy  to  sell  and  build  again.  The 
present  locality  is  worth  more  for  business  than  for  schools. 

Two  new  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  ;  one  at 
Burncoat  plain,  rendered  necessary  by  the  burning  of  the  old  one  ; 
the  other  in  the  Providence  street  district,  which  was  called  for  by 
the  sale  of  the  Medical  College  building  in  which  the  city  had  pre- 
viously4rired  accommodations  for  the  school. 

That  at  Burncoat  plain  is  a  neat  and  pleasant  house,  and  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  district  for  many  years. 

The  Providence  street  house  is  a  neat  and  comfortable  building,  of 
two  stories,  containing  ample  room  for  a  much  larger  number  of 
pupils  than  the  district  now  contains ;  but  we  expect  that  the  rapid 
increase  of  inhabitants  in  that  section  of  the  city  will  soon  fill  it. 

The  thriving  village  of  New  Worcester  has  outgrown  its  school 
accommodations.  They  have  long  been  straitened  for  room.  The 
suffering  children  will  thank  the  City  Council  if  they  will  consider 
their  wants  and  make  an  early  appropriation  for  their  relief. 

The  dilapidated  condition  of  the  house  in  the  Northville  district 
is  a  protest  against  the  negligence  of  the  city.  A  new  house  is 
needed  there. 

ATTENDANCE. 
The  whole  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen 
years  in  the  city  on  the  first  day  of  May,  185G,  was  four  thousand 
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and  fifty-six.  The  whole  number  of  all  ages  that  have  belonged  to 
the  schools  during  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  year,  as  nearly  as  can 
be  ascertained,  is  five  thousand  and  forty-six.  Five  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  of  these  were  over  fifteen,  and  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  under  five  years  of  age.  This  gives  an  aggregate  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  somewhat  greater  than  the 
whole  number  found  in  the  city  in  May.  This  can  be  accounted  for 
by  the  well  known  fact  that  a  large  number  of  children  are  regis- 
tered, during  the  year,  in  several  different  schools.  The  average 
daily  attendance  is  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty,  or  about 
fifty  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  that  have  belonged  to  the  schools 
for  a  longer  or  shorter  period  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  schools  in  the  city  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  was  thirty-five.  If  each  department,  of  the  schools  having  more 
than  one,  be  considered  a  school,  the  number  becomes  much  larger. 
This  board  has  established  two  new  ones,  and  made  arrangements  for 
a  third,  all  of  them  in  the  school-house  on  the  Common.  The  num- 
ber of  teachers  employed  is  sixty-nine,  of  whom  seven  are  males. 
TEXT  BOOKS  AND  APPARATUS. 

A  change  cf  text  books  is  always  a  burden,  and  a  frequent  c 
is  an  unmitigated  evil.  The  committee  have,  therefore,  as 
possible,  refrained  from  making  any.  Want  of  uniformity  ; 
books  used  is  a  greater  evil  than  the  change  of  them.  At  th4 
mencement  of  the  year  several  different  geographies  were  used  in  tiT 
schools,  and  in  some  instances  two  or  three  different  ones  in  one 
school.  After  mature  deliberation,  it  was  determined,  in  order  to  se- 
cure uniformity,  to  adopt  the  series  published  by  Colton  &  Fitch. 
By  an  arrangement  with  the  publishers  the  old  books  were  exchanged 
for  the  new,  without  expense  to  the  parents. 

The  want  of  a  text  book  in  Physical  Geography  has  long  been 
felt.  An  excellent  work  on  that  subject  by  D.  M.  Warren,  has 
lately  been  put  into  the  Grammar  and  High  Schools.  Hillard's 
First  Class  Reader  has  been  recently  introduced  into  the  High  School, 
where  reading  has  not  been  heretofore  taught. 

Every  school  in  the  city  ought  to  be  furnished  with  a  good  map  of 
Massachusetts,  upon  which  the  towns  should  be  delineated  and  the 
counties  colored. 
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DRAWING. 

This  important  art  has  never  been  systematically  taught  in  our 
public  schools.  It  is  devoutly  to  be  wished  that  a  branch  of  study 
so  useful  and  attractive  should  receive  the  attention  it  deserves.  We 
are  confirmed  in  the  opinion  that  the  youngest  children  in  our  Pri- 
mary Schools  may  be  taught  the  rudiments  of  drawing  more  readily 
than  of  singing.  A  competent  teacher,  though  he  should  spend 
only  one  hour  per  week  in  each  school,  would  in  addition  to  the  in- 
structions in  drawing,  do  much  to  promote  regularity  of  attendance, 
a  very  desirable  object  to  be  attained. 

SINGING. 

Vocal  music  is  practised  to  some  extent  in  most  of  the  public 
schools,  but  the  want  of  a  skillful  instructor  in  this  department 
leaves  the  whole  matter  to  the  taste  or  competency  of  the  regular 
teachers.  The  result,  as  might  be  expected,  is  that  many  are  very 
poorly  taught,  and  some  not  at  all.  Might  not  Worcester  advanta- 
geously employ  in  her  public  schools  a  professional  teacher  of  vocal 
music,  and  set  the  example  of  doing  well  what  she  undertakes  to  do 
? 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  PROMOTIONS. 
.  admission  into  all  the  schools  of  a  higher  grade  than  the  pri- 
there  ought  to  be  at  least  an  approximation  to  a  uniform  stand- 
The  promotions  at  the  annual  examinations,  under  our  present 
ractice,  depend  more  upon  the  number  in  the  classes  of  each  depart- 
ment, or  school,  than  upon  their  qualifications.  The  difference  be- 
tween the  best  scholars  and  the  poorest,  of  those  promoted  from  one 
grade  of  schools  to  another,  is  so  great  that  they  cannot  be  classed 
together  without  injustice  to  both  pupils  and  teachers.  We  are  con- 
fident the  poorest  scholars  of  a  promoted  class  are  often  not  so  well 
prepared  for  promotion  as  the  best  of  the  next  class  below  them. 
Our  schools  will  suffer  till  this  evil  finds  a  remedy.  We  trust  that 
they  who  are  looking  to  the  labors  of  the  Superintendent  to  correct 
this  evil  will  not  be  disappointed. 

SUBURBAN  SCHOOLS. 
There  are  fourteen  of  these,  all  of  which  employ  female  teachers, 
and  are  in  session  forty  weeks  during  the  year.    Some  of  them  are 
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quite  small,  while  others  are  large  enough  to  admit  of  division  into 
departments.  The  reports  of  the  sub-committees  on  these  schools 
-will  give  the  most  reliable  account  of  them  and  are  therefore 
appended. 

Tatnuc.  Mrs.  Sybell  H.  Clary,  the  teacher  of  the  Tatnuc  school, 
is  a  faithful  laborer,  and  the  school  has  made  very  good  progress. 

H.  CLARKE. 

Burncoat  Plain.  During  the  past  year  this  school  has  been  un- 
der the  care  of  Miss  Harriet  Hathaway,  who,  surrounded  by  many 
discouragements,  has  faithfully  discharged  her  duties.  On  the  12th 
of  January,  1856,  the  house  was  burned,  forcing  the  school  to  assem- 
ble elsewhere.  One  of  the  neighbors  kindly  offered  a  room,  which, 
however  well  it  might  answer  for  a  private  parlor,  was  totally  unfit 
for  a  school  of  twenty-eight,  and  he  who  expects  any  great  degree  of 
advancement  in  the  vitiated  air  of  an  apartment  fifteen  feet  square, 
does  not  correctly  understand  the  laws  of  human  existence. 

The  children  were  taught  here  till  the  first  of  November,  when  a 
new  house  was  dedicated,  second  to  none  in  the  city,  and  in  some 
essential  points  vastly  superior.  With  these  advantages,  we  shall 
now  have  a  district  school  as  it  should  be,  and  with  Miss  Hathaway 
as  teacher,  we  shall  promise  rapid  advancement  and  satisfactory 
results.  T.  K.  EARLE. 

Valley  Falls.  This  is  a  small,  but  pleasant  and  interesting  school. 
The  teacher  has  succeeded  in  gaining  the  affections  of  both  parents 
and  scholars,  and  as  a  natural  result,  her  instruction  has  been  atten- 
ded with  encouraging  success.  ADIN  THAYER. 

Leesville.  This  school  is  still  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Ruth  C. 
Thompson,  an  experienced  and  efficient  teacher.  The  progress  of 
the  school  has  been  quite  satisfactory  to  the  committee. 

BENJ.  F.  STOWELL. 

Providence  Street.  This  school  was  discontinued  several  weeks  for 
want  of  a  room,  but  is  now  well  accommodated  with  a  new  house. 
The  teacher  is  Miss  Charlotte  Wheeler,  whose  labors,  owing  to  the 
size  of  the  school,  have  been  very  arduous.  Considering  the  disad- 
vantages under  which  the  school  has  labored,  it  has  made  good 
progress.

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South  Worcester.  This  school  has  been  through  the  year  under 
the  care  of  Miss  Marion  Henshaw.  It  has  suffered  from  irregularity 
of  attendance.  Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made.  The  teacher 
appears  to  have  labored  faithfully  to  preserve  a  proper  state  of  dis- 
cipline, and  to  carry  her  pupils  forward  in  their  studies  upon  a 
thorough  and  systematic  plan.  FRANKLIN  HALL, 

JONAS  BARTLETT. 

Adams  Square.  The  teacher,  Miss  Almira  H.  Fuller,  has  had 
much  experience,  and  by  her  long  continuance  in  her  present  position 
has  become  familiar  with  her  duties  and  acquired  the  confidence  of 
both  parents  and  pupils.  Kindness  is  the  strongest  element  in  her 
system  of  discipline,  and  promptitude  and  accuracy  are  prominent 
features  in  the  recitations  of  her  pupils.  The  committee  regard  this 
as  one  of  the  best  of  the  suburban  schools.  A  competent  and  faith- 
ful teacher,  long  retained,  and  the  interest  manifestly  felt  by  the 
parents,  may  account  for  its  excellence.       FRANKLIN  HALL. 

Northville.  In  the  winter  term  Jos.  P.  Bixby  taught  this  school 
with  more  than  ordinany  success.  He  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Sophronia  Sargent,  who,  on  account  of  the  sickness  of  herself  and 
her  scholars  was  forced  to  close  the  school  and  resign  her  place, 
jjhe  committee  were  fortunate  in  afterward  securing  the  services  of 
Miss  Eliza  Harris,  who  taught  during  the  fall  term  with  very  good 
success.  JOS.  D.  DANIELS. 

North  Pond.  This  school,  for  the  past  two  years,  has  enjoyed  the 
valuable  services  of  Miss  Frances  Bates,  whose  kindness  of  manner, 
united  with  decision  of  character,  has  secured  for  her  the  affection 
and  control  of  her  scholars  and  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  their 
parents.  Although  this  is  the  only  suburban  district  that  continues 
the  old  district  system,  yet  it  may  be  said  that  many  of  its  pupils 
excel  those  more  highly  favored,  in  the  important  branches  of  Read- 
ing, Geography  and  Arithmetic.  The  interest  manifested  by  the  in- 
habitants of  this  district  in  the  progress  of  the  school  and  in  its  an- 
nual examination,  is  a  promise  of  its  continued  prosperity.

Pond.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  Miss  Emily  A.  Har- 
rington had  charge  of  this  school,  but  soon  resigned  it  and  was  sue- 
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ceeded  by  Miss  Mary  M.  Maynard,  an  excellent  teacher,  who  has 
discharged  her  duties  with  credit  to  herself  and  profit  to  her  pupils. 
The  closing  examination  gave  abundant  evidence  of  thorough  instruc- 
tion and  good  discipline.  S.  D.  HARDING. 

Blithewood.  This  school,  now  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Harriet 
R.  Burbank,  has  suffered  by  the  too  frequent  change  of  teachers, 
having  had  three  during  the  year.  Miss  Melinda  Andrews,  who 
had  been  teaching  there  for  some  time  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
both  parents  and  scholars,  was  induced  about  the  middle  of  January 
to  take  a  school  in  the  center  district.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Elizabeth  Thayer,  who  taught  the  remainder  of  the  winter  term. 
While  she  possessed  many  excellent  qualities  for  teaching,  and  per- 
formed her  duties  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the  committee,  she 
failed  to  receive  that  share  of  public  confidence  which  a  successful 
teacher  should  enjoy.  She  did  not  choose  to  continue  longer,  and  was 
succeeded  by  the  present  teacher  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring 
term.  So  far  as  the  committee  are  able  to  learn,  Miss  Burbank  has 
the  entire  confidence  and  love  of  the  scholars  and  the  respect  of  the 
parents.  The  school  is  doing  well.  Reference  is  made  in  the  report 
of  last  year  to  the  necessity  of  a  supply  of  water.  Nothing  has 
been  done.  It  is  hoped  that  our  successors  will  see  that  it  is  no  lon- 
ger neglected.  A.  L.  BURBANK. 

Quinsigamond.  This  school  was  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Mary 
M.  Cushman  until  September,  when  she  resigned,  and  Miss  Abby  J. 
Andrews  was  elected  her  successor.  The  efforts  of  these  teachers 
have  not  been  as  successful  as  is  desirable,  on  account  of  the  indiffer- 
ence of  the  parents  and  a  want  of  punctuality  in  the  scholars.  The 
committee  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  an  improvement  in  these 
matters,  which  promises  well  for  the  future  good  of  the  school.

New  Worcester.  This  school  has  three  departments.  At  the 
head  of  the  Grammar  department  is  Miss  M.  A.  Willard,  who  has 
conducted  it  in  all  respects  satisfactorily  to  the  committee  and  the 
district.  The  secondary  department  is  under  the  care  of  Miss  S.  E. 
Eaton,  who  has  devoted  her  time  and  talents  successfully  to  her 
school.    The  Primary  department  has  been  acceptably  and  ably  in- 
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structed  by  Miss  A.  P.  James.  Of  all  these  teachers  it  maybe  said 
that  for  those  schools,  no  better  can  be  found. 

WM.  DICKINSON. 

Chamberlain.  This  school  still  continues  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Martha  K.  Barnes.  The  scholars  have  made  considerable  pro- 
gress, and  the  labors  of  the  teacher  have  been  highly  satisfactory. 
The  greatest  favor  that  could  be  conferred  on  this  school  would  be 
an  increase  of  numbers.  G.  H.  HARLOW. 

ADULT  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  three  of  these,  the  Apprentices',  or  Young  Men's,  and 
t;vo  evening  schools.  They  are  designed  for  those  whose  circum- 
stances forbid  their  enjoying  the  advantages  of  the  permanent 
schools.  Their  chief  utility  is  that  they  give  instruction  to  those 
whose  early  poverty  or  misfortune  left  them  in  ignorance.  The 
whole  number  of  scholars  has  been  four  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and 
the  average  attendance  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight. 

Young  Men 's  School.  The  success  of  this  school  has  been  all  that 
could  reasonably  be  expected.  It  is  composed  of  pupils  drawn  from 
various  quarters,  some  from  the  city,  some  from  towns  in  the  vicinity, 
some  from  other  states,  and  some  from  other  countries.  They  have 
^  come"  to  Worcester  to  gain  a  livelihood,  or  learn  a  trade,  and  in  the 
season  of  the  year  when  business  is  least  active  they  attend  this 
school.  The  teacher,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Eddy,  has  been  very  success- 
ful in  the  instruction  of  these  minds,  whose  capacities  are  so  unlike, 
and  whose  early  culture  has  been  so  dissimilar.  The  session  of  this 
school  is  four  months.  A.  L.  BURBANK. 

Evening  Schools.  One  of  these  was  taught  last  winter  by  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Eddy,  in  the  Main  street  school  house.  His  services 
were  again  secured  for  the  present  winter,  and  the  school  is  now  in 
successful  operation. 

The  other,  kept  in  the  school  house  on  Front  street,  was,  owing  to 
sickness  and  other  unavoidable  circumstances,  taught  last  winter  by 
four  teachers  in  succession.  Notwithstanding  these  changes,  great 
interest  was  manifested  by  the  scholars  and  much  improvement 
made.  The  present  winter  it  is  taught  by  Mr.  0.  P.  Gilbert,  a 
teacher  of  much  experience.    It  is  fully  attended  by  both  males  and 
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females,  most  of  whom  are  Irish.  Nearly  all  of  them  are  well  dis- 
posed and  appear  anxious  to  learn,  but  we  regret  to  add  that  there 
are  some  ungentlemanly  boys,  who,  though  greatly  needing  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  school,  have  done  much  to  impede  its  progress.  We 
believe  that  none  of  our  schools  are  of  greater  utility  to  the  future 
welfare  of  our  community  than  these,  if  properly  managed.

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

These  constitute  the  foundation  of  our  whole  system  of  public  in- 
struction. They  embrace  more  pupils  than  any  of  the  higher 
grades  and  are  vastly  more  important.  A  substantial  and  perma- 
nent superstructure  must  have  a  deep  laid  foundation.  Teachers  of 
the  best  qualifications  are  required  in  this  department.  Qualities 
very  desirable  in  a  teacher  of  a  higher  grade  of  schools  are  indis- 
pensible  here.  There  are  sixteen  schools  of  this  grade  in  the  city, 
nine  of  which  employ  one  teacher  each,  and  seven  two,  all  females. 
There  have  been  under  instruction,  in  this  department,  for  a  longer 
or  shorter  period  during  the  year,  two  thousand  and  eighty-seven 
pupils,  and  an  average  attendance  of  one  thousand  and  nine. 

The  Sub-Committees  have  made  the  following  reports  of  these 
schools. 

Pleasant  Street  North.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the 
school  was  under  the  care  of  Miss  E.  M.  Lovering,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
S.  H.  Clary.  On  account  of  the  small  number  of  pupils  the  ser- 
vices of  the  assistant  were  not  required,  and  she  was  transferred  to 
one  of  the  suburban  schools.  The  school  in  the  winter  and  summer 
had  about  fifty  pupils  and  made  good  progress.  In  the  autumn  the 
numbers  increased,  and  Miss  Kate  Hobbs  was  appointed  temporary 
assistant.  She  acquitted  herself  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commit- 
tee. Irregularity  of  attendance  is  a  serious  evil,  and  the  efforts  of 
both  committee  and  teachers  have  failed  to  correct  it.  They  feel  the 
need  of  parental  co-operation.  FRANKLIN  HALL. 

Pleasant  Street  South.  This  school  continues  under  the  care  of 
Miss  L.  M.  Wilmarth,  assisted  by  Miss  E.  P.  Palmer.  It  has  lost 
none  of  its  efficiency,  and  justly  merits  the  appellation  of  "  the 
model  school.'7  H.  GRIFFIN.

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Sycamore  Street  South,  (upper.)  Nothing  has  occurred  to  inter- 
rupt the  progress  of  this  school.  The  faithful  teacher,  Miss  S.  W. 
Clements,  has  had  much  experience,  and  her  school  Ave  believe  to  be 
one  of  the  best  of  its  class  in  the  city.  W.  WARD. 

Sycamore  Street  North.  The  ability  of  Miss  C.  R.  Clements,  the 
teacher,  is  at  once  apparent  to  any  one  who  will  give  the  school  one 
visit.  Love  is  her  guiding  star.  She  has  been  untiring  in  her  ef- 
forts to  instil  into  the  minds  of  her  pupils  love  to  God,  love  to  their 
parents,  love  to  all.  An  appropriate  and  affecting  original  song  was 
sung  by  the  school,  on  examination  day,  as  a  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  one  of  their  school-mates  that  died  in  the  summer  term.

Sycamore  Street  South,  (loiver.)  In  the  first  part  of  the  year  this 
school  was  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Thayer,  who  succeeded 
admirably  in  securing  the  confidence  of  the  school.  She  resigned 
her  place  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Adeliza  Perry,  whose  qualifi- 
cations, in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  fit  her  better  for  a  school 
of  a  higher  grade.  JOS.  D.  DANIELS. 

Thomas  Primary.  Miss  L.  C.  Clark  was  a  successful  teacher 
mtil  her  failing  health  forbade  the  usual  exercise  of  her  energies. 
She  was  absent  on  account  of  sickness  during  the  summer  session, 
and  her  place  was  supplied,  with  general  acceptance,  by  Miss  C.  L. 
Perry.  In  the  autumn  Miss  Clark  resumed  her  duties,  but,  finding 
her  strength  inadequate  for  the  task,  she  resigned  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  FRANKLIN  HALL. 

Ash  Street  East.  Miss  E  A.  Pratt,  the  principal,  resigned  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  and  has  since  died.  The  assistant,  Miss  J. 
E.  Nixon,  deceased  about  the  same  time. 

Miss  Melinda  Andrews,  assisted  by  Miss  Caroline  M.  Moody,  has 
conducted  the  school  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  Notwithstanding  the  adverse  influences  to  which  the 
school  has  been  subjected  by  the  change  of  teachers,  the  drawing 
away  for  a  time  a  large  number  of  the  pupils  by  the  opening  of  the 
Catholic  Institute  in  Temple  street,  and  the  panic  occasioned  by  the 
prevalence  of  the  canker-rash  in  that  neighborhood,  of  which  dis-

ease  several  pupils  died,  manifest  improvement  has  been  made,  both 
in  the  instruction  and  the  discipline.  The  teachers  evidently  love 
their  work.  W.  WARD. 

Ash  Street  West.  This  school  has  been,  during  the  year,  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  E.  A.  Brigham  and  Miss  Sarah  J.  Smith. 
Faithful  and  punctual  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  these  teach- 
ers merit  the  approbation  of  the  Committee.  The  establishment  of 
a  sectarian  school  in  the  neighborhood,  and  the  prevailing  distemper 
among  children,  have  very  much  affected  the  regularity  of  attend- 
ance.   Apart  from  this  the  school  deserves  a  favorable  notice. 

The  large  attendance  of  parents  and  friends  at  the  annual  exami- 
nation evinces  a  commendable  interest  on  their  part  in  the  character 
and  progress  of  the  school.  W.  W.  RICE. 

Summer  Street  South.  Miss  Mary  A.  Slater  is  principal,  and 
Miss  Charlotte  Eaton  assistant,  both  of  whom  are  held  in  high  es- 
teem as  successful  teachers.  The  school  has  been  much  crowded, 
and  it  was  found  necessary  in  September  to  promote  the  first  class 
in  order  to  find  room  for  the  rest.  The  annual  examination  was  a 
fair  specimen  of  what  promptness  and  well  directed  energy  on  the 
part  of  teachers  can  accomplish.  D.  HITCHCOCK 

Summer  Street  North.  Miss  Mary  J.  Mack  is  principal.^  The 
scholarship  of  this  school  is  of  a  very  good  order,- — the  drilling 
minute  and  thorough, — the  spirit  such  as  wideawake  people  love, — 
the  discipline  vigorous  if  not  rigorous.  H.  W.  WARREN. 

Pine  Street,  (upper.)  Miss  A.  C.  Temple  continued  to  teach  this 
school  till  near  the  close  of  the  summer  term.  The  vacancy  caused 
by  her  resignation  was  filled  by  Miss  Sarah  P.  Smith.  The  improve- 
ment in  the  morals  of  this  school  as  well  as  the  progress  made  in 
their  studies  reflects  great  greclit  upon  Miss  Temple,  who  governed 
by  love  rather  than  the  rod.  Miss  Smith  is  a  worthy  successor  of 
Miss  Temple.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  teacher  now  in  it  will  not 
soon  leave  it.  Every  change  of  teachers  is  a  positive  injury.  The 
Pine  Meadow  schools  are  commended  to  the  special  care  of  our  suc- 
cessors. J.  BARTLETT. 

Fine  Street,  (lower.)    Miss  Lydia  A.  Perry  is  principal.  This 
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school  is  made  up  entirely  of  foreigners,  mostly  Irish,  and  though 
the  scholarship  is  not  of  the  first  order,  yet  in  its  effects,  as  promot- 
ing cleanliness,  and  as  Americanizing  that  class  of  children  for 
which  it  is  designed,  the  school  cannot  be  spoken  of  too  highly.  The 
teachers  deserve  high  praise  for  success  in  a  difficult  position.

Main  Street  North.  This  school  was  divided  in  the  summer  term, 
and  the  principal,  Miss  E.  M.  Shepard,  was  transferred  with  a  part 
of  the  pupils  to  the  school  house  on  the  Common,  while  Miss  C.  C. 
Henry,  the  assistant,  took  charge  of  the  remainder.  This  was  one 
of  our  best  schools  before  it  was  divided ;  still,  the  division  has  been 
an  improvement.  The  superiority  of  small  schools  with  a  single 
teacher  in  each,  over  large  schools  with  two  or  more  teachers,  is,  in 
this  instance,  most  clearly  evinced.  J.  D.  E.  JONES. 

Main  Street  South.  This  school  has  kept  on  the  even  tenor  of  its 
way,  giving  the  Committee  no  trouble,  and  furnishing  abundant  evi- 
dence that  its  teachers,  Miss  S.  S.  Banister  and  Miss  S.  M.  Jencks, 
are  worthy  of  the  confidence  and  merit  the  commendation  of  the 
friends  of  the  school.  The  perpetual  annoyance  from  the  street  and 
the  want  of  a  suitable  play-ground  make  it  very  desirable  that  a  bet- 
^Wkication  be  found  for  all  the  schools  in  this  building  as  soon  as 
possible.

Front  Street  JbJast.  About  the  middle  of  the  year  the  Main  street 
North  Primary  school  was  divided,  and  a  portion  of  it,  with  Miss 
Shepard  its  principal,  was  transferred  to  the  school  house  on  the 
Common.  It  has  afforded  great  pleasure  to  the  committee  to  visit 
this  school  and  witness  the  perfect  sympathy  between  teacher  and 
pupils,  the  good  order  in  the  school-room,  and  the  rapid  progress  of 
the  scholars.  We  can  safely  refer  to  it  as  a  model  for  the  other 
primary  schools  of  the  city.  No  one  can  visit  it  without  being  im- 
pressed with  the  excellence  of  the  teacher,  the  intelligence  of  the 
scholars,  and  the  superiority  of  small  schools  with  a  single  teacher 
over  large  schools  with  two  or  more.  We  may  add  that  the  old 
school  house  under  the  efficient  supervision  of  our  Prudential  Com- 
mittee, has  renewed  its  youth,  and  is  quite  as  much  an  ornament  to 
the  Common  as  any  of  the  public  buildings  upon  it.  W.  W.  RICE. 
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Front  Street  West.    This  school  was  established  in  the  summer 
and  put  in  the  charge  of  Miss  Martha  A.  Hobbs.    It  was  immedi- 
ately filled  and  is  an  interesting  school.    The  teacher  loves  her  pu- 
pils and  her  work.

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

There  were  seven  of  these  schools  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year.  They  have  been  attended  by  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three 
scholars,  and  have  had  an  average  attendance  of  four  hundred  and 
twenty '-eight. 

This  class  of  schools  is,  in  many  respects,  the  most  difficult  of  all. 
The  pupils  are  too  young  to  feel  the  self-respect,  which,  in  the  higher 
grades,  conduces  to  good  deportment,  and  too  old  to  cheerfully  sub- 
mit to  the  restraints  imposed  upon  the  primary  schools  without 
complaint,  and  which  are  essential  to  good  order  everywhere.  Dis- 
satisfaction is  more  frequently  expressed  concerning  these  schools 
than  concerning  any  others,  and  the  teachers  seem  particularly  ob- 
noxious, either  justly  or  unjustly,  to  criticism  and  censure.  The 
fault  most  clearly  does  not  all  lie  with  the  teachers.  Several  of 
these  schools  have  been  kept  in  rooms  inconveniently  large,  each  em- 
ploying a  principal  and  two  assistants.  The  experiment  of  smallen^^^ 
schools,  with  a  single  teacher  in  each,  has  demonstrated  that^r  Sec- 
ondary school  is  not  necessarily  a  poor  one. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year,  to  remedy  the  evils  complained  of  in 
the  Summer  street,  and  Pleasant  street,  schools  of  this  grade,  an  or- 
der was  passed  authorizing  a  division  of  the  above  school-rooms, 
abolishing  the  old  schools,  and  establishing  in  their  places  four  new 
ones,  each  to  be  under  one  teacher.  Since  it  was  too  late  on  the  last 
night  of  their  official  term  to  perfect  all  these  arrangements,  the  or- 
ganization of  the  new  schools  was  referred  to  the  next  Board.  The 
want  of  room  for  all  the  pupils  to  be  promoted  from  the  Primary 
department  induced  the  Board  to  order  a  new  secondary  school  to 
be  established  on  Front  street.  These  changes  will  increase  the 
number  of  secondary  schools  to  ten. 

Ash  Street  Secondary.  This  school  continues  under  the  efficient 
care  of  Miss  C.  N.  Follett.  She  was  assisted  the  first  term  by 
Misses  Mary  E.  Rice  and  Mary  W.  Bigelow.    Miss  Rice  then  re- 
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signed,  and  the  vacancy  was  not  filled,  the  school  not  being  large 
enough  to  require  it.  The  discipline  of  this  school  is  excellent  and 
the  progress  of  the  pupils  commendable  and  satisfactory.  The  clos- 
ing examination  evinced  the  faithfulness  and  success  of  the  teachers.

Sycamore  Street  Secondary,  (South.)  This  school,  still  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  C.  P.  Barbour,  has  exhibited  during  the  year  a  steady 
and  satisfactory  progress.  The  mutual  kindness  and  love  existing  in 
the  school  have  conduced,  in  an  eminent  degree,  to  its  efficiency. 

II.  GRIFFIN. 

Sycamore  Street  Secondary,  (North.)  This  is  one  of  our  best  sec- 
ondary schools.  The  teacher,  Miss  Helen  Goodspeed,  seems  admira- 
bly adapted  to  her  vocation.  The  relative  standing  of  the  school  has 
been  very  perceptibly  improved.  The  reading  deserves  special  com- 
mendation. Unusual  neatness  and  excellent  discipline  are  prominent 
features.  G.  H.  HARLOW. 

Thomas  Girls'  Secondary.  This  school  has  been  under  the  charge 
of  Mrs.  E.  II.  Coe,  principal,  and  Miss  Sarah  Moore,  assistant,  for 
several  years.  Their  fidelity  and  apparent  mutual  sympathy  in  the 
iiiarge  of  their  respective  duties  have  put  this  school  among  the 
first  otitis  grade  in  the  city.  The  school-room  has  seats  for  ninety- 
six  pupils.  The  attendance  for  the  year  has  averaged  eighty-four. 
It  has  hitherto  been  exclusively  a  girls'  school,  and  has  been,  in  con- 
sequence perhaps,  beautifully  quiet  and  orderly.  The  character  of 
a  mixed  school,  which  it  is  soon  to  assume,  will  introduce  into  it  a 
new  element  over  which  the  model  teachers  will  undoubtedly  hold 
complete  control.  D.  HITCHCOCK. 

Summer  Street  Secondary.  Miss  Norwood,  Miss  Albee,  and  Miss 
Moore,  have  taught  this  school.  Miss  Moore  having  resigned  in 
September,  the  vacancy  was  not  filled,  there  not  being  pupils  enough 
to  require  it.  Near  the  close  of  the  year  the  Board  ordered  the 
school-room  to  be  divided  and  the  school  to  be  abolished,  designing 
to  establish  in  its  place  two  other  schools  of  the  same  grade  with  one 
teacher  in  each.  This,  it  is  believed,  will  favor  the  teachers  and  im- 
prove the  pupils.  WM.  DICKINSON. 
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Thomas  Boys'  Secondary.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  of  this  school 
that  it  is  still  faithfully  and  efficiently  taught  by  Miss  Harriet  M. 
Walker.  This  school  has  been  hitherto  exclusively  for  boys,  but  the 
committee  having  it  in  charge,  being  convinced  that  it  would  be  im- 
proved by  having  both  sexes  in  it,  brought  the  matter  before  the 
Board,  and  an  order  was  passed  effecting  the  proposed  change. 

G.  II.  HARLOW. 
Pleasant  Street  Secondary  School    The  committee,  charged  with 
the  care  of  this  school,  felt,  through  the  year,  the  truth  of  the  re- 
marks made  in  the  report  of  the  Board  for  the  year  1852,  that 
"  schools  of  this  class,  under  our  present  system,  have  peculiar  ob- 
stacles to  contend  with,  and  are  commonly  the  source  for  more  anxi- 
ety to  the  committee  than  those  of  any  other  grade.    The  pupils  are 
less  docile  than  younger  ones,  and  have  less  self-control  than  older 
ones.    Thus  arises  a  difficulty  in  discipline,  which  is  much  increased 
by  our  system  of  large  schools.    It  may  be  regarded  an  important 
principle  in  school  organization,  that  no  teacher  should  have  under 
her  supervision  more  pupils  than  she  can  personally  instruct.  But 
in  all  our  large  Secondary  Schools,  the  principal  has  the  care  of 
more  than  double  that  number.    The  younger  classes,  therefore,  com- 
ing under  a  divided  control,  are  not  regularly  disciplined ;  the  teach- 
ers do  not  form  a  close  personal  acquaintance  Tvith  the  pupils;  the 
school  room  is  too  large  to  be  readily  embraced  by  the  eye  of  the 
principal,  and  the  recitation  rooms  are  out  of  her  sight ;  while  each 
new  recitation  brings  momentary  confusion  and  delay."    Miss  Mary 
S.  Turner,  the  principal  of  this  school,  has  been  connected  with 
it  five  years — two  years  as  assistant,  and  three  years  as  principal — 
and  during  the  three  years  Miss  C.  Crane  and  Miss  M.  A.  Smith 
have  been  her  assistants.    Taking  into  consideration  the  age  of  the 
scholars,  the  size  of  the  school,  and  its  consequent  imperfect  organi- 
zation, the  committee  would  feel  that  they  did  injustice  to  these 
young  ladies  who  have  labored  so  long  and  so  assiduously  in  this 
school,  as  well  as  to  their  own  regard  for  truth  and  justice,  if  they 
said  a  word  less  in  commendation  of  them  than  has  been  said  by 
former  committees,  who  had  their  school  in  charge.    To  the  present 
committee  they  have  exhibited  a  just  appreciation  of  the  office  of  a 
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teacher,  ability  and  tact  in  teaching,  and  that  regard  for  the  progress 
and  welfare  of  the  pupils  which  the  city  has  the  right  to  expect  in 
those  to  whom  is  assigned  the  responsible  duty  of  instructing  its 
schools.  The  opinion,  here  expressed,  is  not  the  result  of  observa- 
tion made  in  a  hasty  visit  to  the  school,  nor  of  an  examination  un- 
der adverse  circumstances  ;  but  of  repeated  visits,  at  all  times  in 
the  day,  and  in  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  of  hearing  recitations  in 
the  various  studies  that  engaged  the  time  and  attention  of  the 
scholars.

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

The  city  has  but  two  schools  of  this  rank,  each  having  three  de- 
partments, employing  in  all  nine  teachers,  of  whom  two  are  males. 
The  statistics  show  an  average  attendance  of  three  hundred  and  thir- 
teen, and  an  aggregate  of  jive  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 

With  the  general  condition  of  these  schools  the  committee  are 
happy  to  express  their  satisfaction.  In  the  Thomas  school  there  has 
been  a  change  of  one  or  more  of  the  teachers  in  each  department. 
A  detailed*  account  of  their  condition  and  prospects  is  given  in  the 
reports  of  the  sub-committees. 

The  Thomas  Grammar  School.  At  the  commencement  of  the 
year,  this  school  was  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Caleb  B.  Metcalf  as 
principal  and  Miss  Nancy  Baker  as  assistant.  Both  were  well 
known  to  the  city  as  teachers  of  large  experience,  of  energy  and 
tact,  and  eminently  thorough  in  drilling  their  classes  in  the  elements 
and  forms  of  the  branches  of  learning  taught  by  them.  Too  much 
importance  cannot  be  attached  to  this  qualification  in  the  principal 
of  this  school,  as  the  other  five  schools  in  the  building  are  to  some 
extent  under  his  supervision,  and  the  spirit,  with  which  his  own 
school  is  conducted  is  more  or  less  infused  into  the  others  with 
which  he  is  thus  connected.  The  former  high  character  of  the 
school  was  maintained  by  Mr.  Metcalf  and  his  assistant,  up  to  the 
first  of  October,  when,  to  the  regret  alike  of  pupils  and  parents, 
these  faithful  and  most  competent  teachers  closed  their  connection 
with  it  by  resigning  their  places.  As  some  difficulty  and  delay  oc- 
curred in  filling  the  vacancy  created  by  Mr.  Metcalf 's  resignation, 
the  committee,  having  the  school  in  charge,  with  the  consent  of  the 
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committee  of  the  High  School,  presented  Mr.  Metcalf 's  first  class 
for  promotion  to  that  school.  The  class  numbered  about  twenty ; 
and  the  committee  were  of  the  opinion,  that  as  their  course  of 
study  in  the  Thomas  school  would  close  with  the  year,  it  would  bet- 
ter promote  their  progress  in  study  to  transfer  them  at  once  to  the 
High  School,  than  to  require  them  to  remain,  and  be  for  a  few  weeks 
only  in  charge  of  a  new  teacher.  To  fill  Miss  Baker7 s  place,  the 
committee,  acting  upon  the  sound  policy,  as  they  believed  it  to  be, 
that  a  teacher,  who  has  been  some  time  in  the  service  of  the  city, 
ought  not  only  to  be  retained,  but  promoted,  if  found  competent  and 
faithful,  transferred  Miss  Avaline  Williams  to  that  position  from  a 
lower  department  of  the  same  school.  In  the  absence  of  a  princi- 
pal, Miss  Williams  took  the  whole  charge  and  responsibility  of  the 
school  the  first  week  in  October  ;  and  as  the  number  of  the  pupils 
had  been  reduced  by  the  transfer  of  the  first  class  to  the  High 
School,  the  whole  labor  of  instructing  those  that  remained  in  the 
school,  devolved  upon  Miss  Williams  until  Mr.  Metcalf  ;s  place  was 
supplied  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Edwin  C.  Hewett.  Under  Miss 
Williams,  the  school  was  sustained  and  carried  forward  in  a  manner 
that  met  the  full  approval  and  commendation  of  the  committee.  "  As 
Mr.  Hewett  did  not  take  charge  of  the  school  until  the  first  week  in 
December,  the  committee  are  able  to  say  but  little  more,  of  their 
own  knowledge,  than  that  upon  his  introduction  into  the  school,  he 
impressed  them,  and  the  school  also,  with  the  belief  that  the  board 
had  been  fortunate  in  its  selection  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Metcalf.

Thomas  Grammar  {Second  Department.)  Miss  Parkinson  at  the 
opening  of  the  year  found  many  of  the  scholars,  promoted  to  her 
care,  unprepared  for  that  grade  of  schools.  They  came  up  from  the 
subordinate  departments  wanting  thoroughness  in  first  principles. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  Miss  Williams,  her  assist- 
ant, was  elected  to  a  higher  place,  and  the  vacancy  thereby  caused 
was  filled  by  Miss  Mary  A.  Cushman. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  Miss  Parkinson  resigned  her  charge.  Af- 
ter nine  years  of  faithful  service,  her  failing  health  admonished  her 
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to  yield  her  high  responsibilities  to  another.  We  regret  that  she  is 
no  longer  to  be  the  guide  and  teacher  of  our  children.

Tho?nas  Grammar  (Third  Department)  This  school  was  taught 
by  Mrs.  Lois  Wheeler  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Gird  until  October,  when  Mrs. 
Wheeler  resigned  and  Miss  N.  B.  Jenks  was  appointed  in  her  place. 

The  school  has  been  somewhat  retarded  by  the  admission  of  pupils 
not  fully  qualified  to  enter.  A.  L.  BURBANK. 

Sycamore  Street  Grammar,  (First  Department.)  At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year  Mr.  Hunt,  the  principal,  was  sick,  and  the 
committee  procured  the  services  of  Mr.  A.  Dadman,  who  had  charge 
of  the  school  about  two  months,  when  Mr.  A.  A.  Hunt  was  able  to 
resume  his  labors.  The  school  did  very  well  under  Mr.  Dadman's 
instruction.  It  has  been  large,  nearly  every  seat  being  occupied 
during  the  entire  year.  The  attendance  has  been  very  regular  and 
the  amount  of  tardiness  very  small. 

Of  Mr.  Hunt  as  a  teacher,  we  cannot  speak  too  highly.  His 
manner  of  governing  is  easy,  and  his  method  of  teaching  admirable. 
His  scholars  are  trained  to  habits  of  order,  punctuality,  and  accuracy, 
to  a  degree  rarely  met  with.  HENRY  CLARKE. 

Sycamore  Street  Grammar,  (Second  Department.)  This  school  ex- 
perienced considerable  difficulty  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  from 
disorderly  pupils  ;  but  by  the  efficient  discipline  of  the  faithful 
teacher  and  the  timely  aid  of  the  visiting  commitee  these  difficulties 
were  overcome  and  good  order  prevailed.  The  attendance  has  been 
very  regular.  Having  observed  the  teacher's  method  of  instruction 
the  committee  have  found  it  thorough  and  systematic.  The  success 
of  the  teacher,  Miss  H.  G.  Baker,  in  spite  of  so  many  embarrass- 
ments, proves  her  faithfulness  and  capacity. 

FRANKLIN  HALL. 

Sycamore  Street  Grammar  (Third  Department.)  The  character  of 
this  school  has  been  such  as  to  merit  the  entire  approbation  of  the  visit- 
ing committee.  The  teacher,  Miss  C.  C.  Andrews,  has  labored  with 
unwearied  assiduity,  not  only  to  give  her  scholars  a  knowledge  of  the 
text-books,  but  to  develope  their  own  powers  of  thought.  In  thor- 
oughness and  comprehensiveness  of  instruction  she  probably  has  few 
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superiors,  while  her  gentle  demeanor  has  secured  the  respect  and  af- 
fection of  her  pupils.  She  was  compelled  to  be  absent  from  her  post 
several  weeks  near  the  close  of  the  summer  term,  on  account  of  sick- 
ness, during  which  time  her  place  was  acceptably  filled  by  Miss 
Nancy  B.  Jenks.  The  school  has  been  in  all  respects  eminently 
successful.  ADIN  THAYER. 

Classical  and  English  High  School.  The  school,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year,  was  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  Osgood  Johnson,  as 
principal,  Mr.  William  E.  Starr  as  assistant  in  the  English  depart- 
ment, and  Miss  Mary  L.  Parmenter  in  the  French  language.  As  an 
instructor  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages,  Mr.  Johnson  had  some 
excellent  qualifications.  He  excited  an  interest  in  the  study  of 
them  by  a  constant  analysis  of  their  structure,  and  by  pointing 
out  to  his  pupils  the  intimate  relation  there  is  between  our  own 
language  and  the  Greek  and  Latin,  to  which  it  is  so  largely 
indebted  for  its  derivation.  But  while  the  committee  are  thus 
free  to  acknowledge  Mr.  Johnson's  capability  as  a  teacher,  they 
must,  in  justice  to  themselves,  state  the  fact  that  in  his  adminis- 
tration of  the  government  of  the  school,  and  in  his  bearing 
towards  the  school  board,  he  was  less  acceptable  to  them  than  he 
was  in  his  capacity  of  an  instructor.  His  connection  with  the  school 
was  closed  by  an  abrupt  resignation  in  the  month  of  July — about 
two  weeks  before  the  close  of  the  summer  term.  For  the  remainder 
of  that  term,  the  school  was  placed  in  the  general  charge  of  Mr. 
Starr,  with  Mr.  Homer  B.  Sprague  as  teacher  in  the  classical  de- 
partment. At  the  commencement  of  the  Fall  term,  Mr.  Sprague 
was  chosen  by  the  board  as  the  principal  of  the  school.  Upon  as- 
suming the  responsibilities,  and  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the  place, 
he  found  himself  in  a  position  of  some  delicacy  arising  from  the  pe- 
culiar condition  of  the  school  consequent  upon  the  resignation  of  his 
predecessor.  But  his  success  in  winning  the  regard  of  the  pupils, 
and  in  governing  and  teaching  the  school  during  the  Fall  term,  in- 
duced the  belief  in  the  committee,  that  in  passing  by  the  numerous 
applicants  for  the  place,  they  had  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  Sprague.  As  assistant,  Mr.  Starr  maintained  the  high 
reputation,  which  had  been  awarded  him  by  former  committees,  as  a 
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most  thorough,  accurate  and  indefatigable  teacher  in  the  higher 
branches  of  mathematics  and  other  studies  assigned  to  his  depart- 
ment. In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  committee,  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  principal  of  the  school,  recommended  to  the  board  that 
authority  be  given  them  to  employ  Miss  Mary  E.  Waterman — one  of 
the  advanced  pupils — to  hear  some  of  the  recitations.  She  had 
been  some  time  connected  with  the  school,  and  being  found  very  use- 
ful as  an  aid  to  the  other  teachers,  the  arrangement  with  her  was 
continued,  at  a  moderate  compensation,  to  the  close  of  the  year. 

French  Department. — There  have  been  four  large  classes  in  French, 
each  of  which  has  been  most  thoroughly  drilled  in  all  to  which  any 
attention  has  been  given.  The  teacher,  Miss  Parmenter,  is  an  excel- 
lent French  scholar,  and  well  understands  the  art  of  teaching.  She 
suffers  no  pupil  to  give  a  loose  translation,  but  is  particular  that 
every  word  should  have  its  exact  rendering,  and  every  idiom  its  true 
sense.  Accuracy  and  elegance  of  translation  are  two  great  excel- 
lencies of  Miss  Parmenter's  teaching.  A  good  degree  of  attention 
has  been  given  to  writing  and  speaking  the  language,  and  the  classes 
have  made  very  creditable  proficiency  in  both. 

But  notwithstanding  the  general  commendation  which  the  Com- 
mittee are  able  to  bestow  upon  this  school,  and  the  fact  that  its  num- 
bers for  the  year  have  been  more  than  equal  to  the  average  of  past 
years,  yet  they  are  obliged  to  participate  in  the  sentiment  that  is 
common  with  many  of  our  citizens,  that  the  High  School  does  not 
maintain  that  high  place  it  ought  to  hold  in  our  system  of  public  in- 
struction. It  is  open  to  pupils  from  all  parts  of  the  city.  It  is  the 
highest  in  our  grade  of  schools.  The  branches  taught  there,  espe- 
cially in  the  English  department,  are  of  such  practical  importance  to 
all,  that  every  young  man  and  woman  in  the  city  ought,  if  possible, 
to  be  familiar  with  them.  And  yet  the  history  of  the  school,  for 
years,  indicates  that  but  very  few,  comparatively,  of  the  scholars  that 
enter  our  public  schools  ever  proceed  so  far  up  as  the  High  School. 
The  improvement  that  is  desired  in  this  particular  can  scarcely  be 
accomplished  by  any  one  committee — holding  their  relation  to  the 
school  but  for  a  single  year,  and  surrendering  up  the  trust  almost  as 
soon  as  they  have  become  acquainted  with  its  purposes  and  duties. 
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In  this  view  of  the  subject,  the  Committee  readily  reach  the  conclu 
sion,  that  if  the  High  School  is  to  be  greatly  enlarged  in  its  capa- 
bilites  for  usefulness— if  the  number  of  its  students  is  to  be  largely 
augmented,  year  after  year,  with  the  growth  of  the  city — if  it  is  to 
hold  a  higher  place  in  the  public  approval  than  it  has  hitherto  held — 
it  must  be  placed  under  a  different  superintendence  from  that  of  a 
committee,  chosen  annually,  and  without  any  special  reference  to  this 
object.  A  continuous  character  should  be  given  to  the  organization 
and  action  of  this  school,  when  that  organization  has  been  properly 
established,  and  that  action  has  become  effective  in  its  operations. 
It  is  the  expectation  of  the  Committee,  that  a  superintendent  of  the 
public  schools — if  continued  in  office  year  after  year — will  be  found 
especially  serviceable  to  the  High  School,  in  improving  its  character 
and  in  enlarging  the  sphere  of  its  usefulness.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY. 


To  the  City  Government  of  the  City  of  Worcester : 

The  Commissioners  of  Hope  Cemetery,  in  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirement of  law,  present  their  Third  Annual  Report. 

On  the  opening  of  the  season,  and  as  soon  as  the  state  of  the 
ground,  the  last  spring,  would  permit,  the  Commissioners  carefully 
examined  the  condition  of  the  whole  Cemetery  Lot,  and  caused  the 
principal  avenues,  to  an  extent  of  between  two  and  three  miles,  to  be 
thoroughly  repaired,  by  removing  obstructions,  opening  ditches,  and 
crowning  the  centre  of  the  travelled  way.  The  road-bed  of  some  of 
these  avenues,  from  their  recent  construction  the  preceding  year,  the 
loose  material  of  which  they  were  composed,  and  the  irregularity  of 
the  natural  surface,  had  become  washed  by  the  spring  rains,  and  re- 
quired much  repair.  Their  greater  compactness  by  use,  and  the 
addition,  where  needed,  of  a  harder  material,  have  already  given  them 
greater  firmness  ;  and  so  thoroughly  has  the  work  now  been  done, 
that  little  injury  is  apprehended  from  the  storms  of  the  coming 
season.  The  reserved  ornamental  plats,  near  the  principal  entrance, 
have  been  greatly  improved,  during  the  year,  by  the  planting  out  of 
additional  trees,  and  the  cultivation  of  artificial  grasses,  which  have 
greatly  increased  the  attractions  to  this  beautiful  place.  Terraces, 
to  a  considerable  extent,  have  been  constructed  against  the  precipi- 
tous sides  of  the  most  accustomed  pathways,  and  the  banks  of  gentle 
slope  have  been  secured  by  a  firm  and  compact  turfing.    In  the  gen- 
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eral,  the  subdued  and  open  portions  of  the  whole  Cemetery  have  been 
raked  over,  all  rubbish  removed,  and  the  lots,  avenues,  and  paths  put 
and  kept  in  a  neat,  safe,  and  proper  condition.  It  must  be  obvious, 
that  over  so  large  a  tract  of  land,  devoted  to  a  sacred  object,  attract- 
ing the  notice  and  deeply  engaging  the  feelings  and  sympathies  of  the 
community,  there  must  be  much  of  watchful  attention,  and  careful  and 
expensive  labor,  to  meet  and  satisfy  public  expectation.  While  much 
is  given  to  necessary  work  in  rendering  the  lots  accessible  to  use  and 
eligible  for  purchase,  good  taste  will  require  the  embellishment,  in 
some  degree,  of  artistic  arrangement  and  ornamental  cultivation. 
The  Commisssioners  have  intended  so  to  direct  their  operations  as  to 
render,  the  Cemetery  an  appropriate  resting  place  for  the  dead  ; — 
and  resort  to  it,  the  solace  and  comfort  of  the  thoughtful  and  affec- 
tionate, the  bereaved  and  mournful,  among  the  living. 

The  Commissioners  take  great  satisfaction  in  stating,  that,  since 
their  last  report,  the  claims  of  sixteen  persons,  having  lots  in  the 
burial  ground  on  Racoon  Plain,  have  been  extinguished,  at  small  ex- 
pense to  the  city,  and  the  remains  interred  in  those  lots  removed  to 
Hope  Cemetery.  Two  or  three  other  families  are  known  to  have 
similar  claims,  but  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  of  their  early  set- 
tlement, in  a  like  satisfactory  manner  ;  and  with  the  removal  of  the 
remains  of  a  few  more,  who  were  strangers,  or  have  no  surviving 
family  connexions  here,  the  city  will  acquire  the  unquestioned  right 
to  the  resumption  of  this  valuable  tract  of  land,  either  for  its  future 
more  suitable  appropriation,  or  absolute  disposal. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  there  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
Commissioners,  (of  the  balance  of  last  year's  account,)  the  sum  of 
$18,83.  During  the  season,  they  received  for  stumps  and  refuse 
wood,  taken  from  the  land  in  the  course  of  improvement,  the  sum  of 
$14,50  ;  and  they  have  drawn  from  the  treasury  the  sum  of  $413,7G  ; 
making  an  aggregate  of  receipts,  during  the  year,  of  $447,09.  The 
expenditures  made  by  the  Commissioners,  of  which  a  particular  de- 
tailed account  is  returned  with  this  report,  amount  to  $439,51,  leav- 
ing a  balance  between  the  aggregate  of  all  sums  received  and  the 
expenses  incurred,  of  $7,58  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners,  to  be 
carried  to  the  credit  of  the  city,  in  a  new  account. 
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The  appropriation  from  the  Treasury,  made  by  the  city  govern- 
ment, to  the  use  of  the  Cemetery,  at  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
was  $500.  Deducting  from  this  sum  the  amount  of  $413,76,  drawn 
for  by  the  Commissioners  during  the  year,  there  remains  to  their  credit, 
on  this  account,  an  unexpended  balance  of  $86,76.  The  Commission- 
ers are  of  opinion,  that  with  this  balance,  and  the  small  balance  be- 
fore referred  to,  of  $7,58,  in  their  hands,  an  additional  appropriation 
of  $400,  for  the  coming  year,  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  amelioration  and  gradual  improvement  now  in  progress and  which 
the  interest  of  the  city,  the  good  taste  and  reasonable  expectations  of 
the  inhabitants,  and  the  sacred  use  of  these  consecrated  grounds  seem 
most  imperiously  to  demand  ;-^and  they  respectfully  ask  for  such 
appropriation,  accordingly. 

There  have  been  sold  seventy-four  lots,  during  the  year,  for  the 
aggregate  amount  of  $637 — the  whole  of  which  money  has  been  paid 
into  the  Treasury.  Deducting  from  this  sum  the  aggregate  of  ex- 
penditures, $439,51,  gives  a  balance  in  the  accounts  of  the  year,  of 
$197,49  in  favor  of  the  city.  In  the  report  of  the  last  year,  the 
opinion  was  expressed  that  this  property  should  not  be  looked  to  as 
a  source  of  income  to  the  city,  but  that  improvements  should  be  made 
to  keep  corresponding  pace  with  the  demand  for  and  sale  of  lots,  so 
that,  at  no  future  time,  greater  outlays  should  be  required  than  the 
usual  annual  receipts  would  meet.  Much  work  remains  to  be  done, 
in  clearing  and  grubbing  some  parts  of  the  grounds  which  will  soon 
be  required  for  selection,  and  in  gradually  substituting  for  the  present 
superficial  and  decaying  fences  more  permanent  structures  ; — in 
largely  planting  out  ornamental  shrubs  and  trees,  which  cannot  be 
done  successfully  until  the  wild  herbage  is  subdued,  and  the  soil 
made  susceptible  of  cultivation  ;  and  in  reducing  to  terraces  and  grass 
plats,  the  more  precipitous  and  irregular  portions  of  the  land,  in  its 
most  noticeable  and  commanding  locations.  To  these  objects,  and  to 
the  general  care  and  good  ordering  of  the  grounds,  the  Commission- 
ers will  continue  faithfully  to  direct  their  service,  looking  only  for  the 
incentives  to  duty,  and  the  reward  of  their  labors,  to  those  continued 
manifestations  of  general  satisfaction  with  which  their  fellow-citizens 
have  been  pleased,  hitherto,  to  regard  their  endeavors. 
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Notwithstanding  the  greatly  improved  state  of  the  Cemetery,  the 
Commissioners  have  not  judged  it  expedient,  the  past  year,  to  enhance 
the  price  of  the  lots.  These  may  still  be  selected  for  purchase,  at  all 
sums,  from  $5  to  the  highest"  fixed  appraisal,  while  the  large  area,  set 
apart  for  free  burial,  remains  open  to  all.  As  new  lots,  hereafter, 
shall  be  laid  out,  a  different  estimate  of  value,  having  relation  to  the 
cost  of  preparation  and  improvement,  may  be  required. 

The  Commissioners  deem  it  an  act  of  justice  to  the  City  Treasurer 
to  acknowledge  his  efficient  co-operation  in  the  sale  and  conveyance 
of  the  lots,  disposed  of  during  the  year,  and,  more  especially,  in  set- 
tling and  extinguishing  the  claims  to  burial  places  on  Racoon  Plain, 
by  which  this  valuable  property  may  be  brought  within  the  absolute 
control  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  city.

'REPORT 

OF  THE 

AQUEDUCT  COMMISSIONERS. 


City  op  Worcester,  February  9th,  1857. 
To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Wor- 
cester : 

The  Aqueduct  Commissioners  for  the  year  1856,  respectfully  sub- 
mit to  the  City  Council  their  annual  report,  showing  the  whole 
amount  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past  year,  and  giving  a 
general  account  of  their  doings,  the  condition  of  the  Aqueduct  and 
property  connected  therewith. 

The  Commissioners  had  intended  to  have  made  this  report  at  an 
earlier  day,  and  should  have  done  so,  had  it  not  been  for  the  hope 
they  entertained  of  settling  the  only  claim  there  is  against  the  Aque- 
duct before  reporting.  This  claim  is  for  power  used  in  pumping 
water  into  the  Aqueduct  during  the  dry  season,  from  October  20th, 
1855,  to  April  19th,  1856,  (six  months.)  The  disagreement  is  on 
the  amount  of  power  used  ;  Mr.  Merrifield,  who  furnished  the  power, 
claiming  that  it  takes  more  than  double  the  quantity  than  it  has  been 
computed  to  take  by  competent  engineers.  The  Commissioners  have 
not  yet  been  able  to  adjust  this  claim  satisfactorily  to  themselves,  for 
the  interests  of  the  city,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  Mr.  Merrifield, 
although  considerable  exertion  has  been  made  to  do  so. 

The  Aqueduct  is  in  good  working  order,  with  the  exception  of  a 
short  section  in  Front  street,  between  Church  and  Bridge  streets, 
which  is  probably  obstructed  by  the  action  of  frost  during  the  late 
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severe  cold  weather.  The  water  pipe  should  either  be  lowered  near 
the  corner  of  Church  and  Front  streets,  or  carried  across  the  Canal 
,and  connected  with  the  pipe  in  Summer  street,  so  as  to  give  the 
water  a  circulation,  and  prevent  its  freezing. 

The  whole  number  of  water-takers,  at  the  present  time,  is  ninety- 
nine,  a  decrease,  since  the  last  annual  report,  of  twenty.  Early  in 
March  last,  the  water  was  shut  off  from  all  the  takers  by  order  of  the 
City  Council,  in  consequence  of  the  small  supply  in  Bell  Pond,  it 
being  necessary  to  retain  a  sufficient  quantity  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires.  In  the  month  of  May,  a  portion  of  the  takers  were  again 
supplied,  leaving  off  some  of  the  largest.  Water  rents  have  been 
collected  for  only  ten  months  of  the  present  year,  which,  with  the 
reduced  number  of  takers,  has  considerably  decreased  the  income  to 
the  city,  while  the  above  causes  have  added  to  the  expenses. 

Be*U  Pond  is  in  good  condition,  and  it  is  believed  will  amply  sup- 
ply the  present  number  of  takers.  The  average  draft  from  the  Pond 
is  about  50,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  water  rents  have  all  been  collected  to  the  first  of  November 
last,  except  $4,33,°  due  from  Dr.  0.  Martin,  which  he  declines  paying.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER. 


Engineer's  Office,  Worcester,  January  26,  1857. 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council : — Gentlemen  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report,  showing  the  doings  of  the 
Board  of  Engineers  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1856 — the 
amount  of  money  expended  by  them  during  that  time — the  number 
of  fires  and  amount  of  loss  thereby — the  present  condition  of  the 
department  and  the  apparatus  connected  therewith,  and  a  schedule 
of  the  property  in  charge  of  the  board  of  Engineers. 

During  the  year  through  which  we  have  now  passed,  our  city  has 
been  favored  to  an  extent  unprecedented  in  its  history,  in  regard  to 
loss  or  damage  by  fire,  for  with  one  or  two  exceptions  of  a  trifling 
nature,-  we  have  been  entirely  free  from  disasters  of  this  kind.  This 
singularly  fortunate  state  of  things  may  perhaps,  besides  luck,  be 
attributed  to  the  greater  care  exercised  by  our  citizens  in  regard  to 
fire  since  the  severe  lessons  they  have  been  taught  within  the  last 
few  years.  That  they  have  been  thus  careful  in  regard  to  their 
neighbor's  fire,  if  not  with  their  own,  is  evident  from  the  numerous 
calls  made  upon  the  Engineers  for  protection  against  the  dangers 
arising  from  insecure  flues,  ashes  carelessly  kept,  &c.  And  a  con- 
tinuance of  this  care  cannot  be  too  strongly  recommended. 

Another  cause  that  has  contributed  to  this  result  is  the.  fact  of 
the  existence  of  our  Fire  Police  Company,  inasmuch  as  there  can  be 
no  inducement  whatever  for  an  incendiary  to  operate  for  the  sake  of 
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plunder  at  the  fire,  as  there  could  be  no  possible  chance  of  success, 
and  the  attempt,  if  made,  would  be  followed  by  almost  certain  de- 
tection. 

And  again,  the  general  quiet  that  has  existed  in  our  city  has  been 
favorable  to  such  a  result,  and,  finally,  while  in  other  cities,  extensive 
fires  have  been  traced  to  the  wilful  acts  of  men  whose  duty  it  was  to 
suppress,  rather  than  to  kindle  fires,  the  general  character  of  the  men 
composing  our  Fire  Department,  containing  as  it  does,  a  very  large 
proportion  of  responsible  and  reliable  men,  is  a  sure  guarantee  that 
we  shall  not  suffer  from  fires  thus  originating.  Fortunate  would  it 
be  for  Worcester,  if  this  class  of  men  generally,  could  be  induced  to 
lay  aside  their  pride,  their  love  of  ease,  and  their  dread  of  the  fa- 
tigue, exposure  and  danger  incident  to  the  life  of  a  fireman,  and 
enter  this  department  of  service. 

The  burning  of  a  small  house  occupied  by  Irish  families  at  Pine 
Meadow  on  the  29th  of  February,  and  a  shanty  in  a  pasture  near 
by,  in  March,  are  all  the  fires  that  have  occurred  during  the  year. 
The  whole  loss  is  seven  hundred  and  forty  dollars,  insured  for  five 
hundred.  Besides  these,  the  department  has  been  called  out  ten 
times, — twice  by  false  alarms,  three  times  by  chimneys  burning  out, 
once  by  fire  out  of  the  city,  and  four  times  by  burning  the  rubbish 
of  gardens  in  the  evening.  To  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  latter,  I 
would  recommend  the  passage  of  an  ordinance,  prohibiting,  with 
suitable  penalties,  the  building  of  bonfires  after  sunset. 

The  Department  consists  of  twelve  companies,  containing  three 
hundred  and  eighty-two  men,  organized  as  follows :

Engine  houses  Nos.  1  and  3  need  some  repairs,  and  some  other 
companies  need  better  accommodations  for  holding  their  meetings. 
An  attempt  will  be  made  to  remedy  this  evil  as  soon  as  some  feasi- 
ble plan  can  be  agreed  upon.

Engine  Co.  No.  6,  is  a  new  company,  organized  in  May  last,  and 
is  attached  to  the  engine  purchased  of  A.  W.  Roberts  &  Co.,  of 
Hartford,  some  two  years  since.  It  is  stationed  on  Pleasant  street, 
and  occupies  a  new  house  built  for  that  purpose  the  past  season,  on 
the  west  corner  of  the  school  house  lot.

Each  company  has  also  the  necessary  supply  of  spanners,  belts, 
ropes,  hand-lanterns,  jacks  and  furniture  for  their  respective  houses. 

We  have  also  on  hand  a  large  lot  of  old  hose  and  four  old  hose 
carriages  which  we  are  now  authorized  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
to  dispose  of,  which  will  be  done  as  fast  as  opportunities  are  pre- 
sented. 

One  other  hose  carriage  still  remains  at  the  factory  of  William  B. 
Fox  &  Sons,  and  two  long  ladders  on  Main  Street — one  at  No.  285, 
the  other  at  Granite  Row. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  ordinance,  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Clerk 
of  Board  of  Engineers  at  twenty  dollars,  there  have  been  added  to 
the  department  four  companies  containing  one  hundred  and  fifty-five 
men,  which  increases  very  materially  the  amount  of  his  labor,  and  I 
would  suggest  the  propriety  of  raising  his  pay  to  a  sum  correspond- 
ing somewhat  with  the  amount  of  labor  required  of  him. 

The  department  has  at  all  times  been  in  a  highly  satisfactory  con- 
dition. The  companies  have  generally  been  full,  containing  a  good 
proportion  of  experienced  firemen,  at  peace  among  themselves,  with 
each  other,  and  the  "  rest  of  mankind." 

For  a  more  particular  description  of  the  condition  of  the  compa- 
nies, I  will  refer  you  to  the  registers  kept  by  the  clerk  of  each  com- 
pany, which  will  at  an  early  day  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  Fire  Department.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  for  the  municipal  year  ending 
January  1,  1857,  submit  the  following  report: 

Immediately  upon  entering  upon  the  responsible  duties  devolving 
upon  them,  the  Board  made  choice  of  Samuel  Banister,  one  of  their 
number,  as  Clerk  of  the  Board,  with  the  understanding  that  he  was 
to  devote  all  his  time  and  attention,  if  need  be,  to  the  care  of  the 
suffering  poor  of  the  city.  The  Board  take  this  opportunity  of  say- 
ing that  Mr.  Banister  ■  has  discharged  the  duties  which  have  been  as- 
signed to  him  with  promptness  and  fidelity. 

The  Board  was  embarrassed,  at  the  commencement  of  their  labors, 
from  the  fact  that  there  had  been  no  report  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  for  two  years  preceding,  and  from  the  fact  that  no  books  had 
been  kept  of  the  monies  received  and  disbursements  made  ; — so  that 
it  could  not  be  ascertained  what  had  been  the  expenses,  annually,  for 
supporting  the  poor,  or  what  was  due  the  city  from  towns  and  cities 
and  from  the  Commonwealth  on  account  of  the  poor,  or  how  much  the 
city  was  indebted  on  account  of  this  department. 

The  Board  immediately  ascertained  what  property  there  was  be- 
longing to  the  city  at  the  Alms  House,  and  caused  an  inventory  and 
an  appraisal  of  the  same  to  be  made,  a  schedule  of  which,  marked  A, 
is  annexed  to  this  report,  amounting  in  value  to  $2,834  49. 

The  pauper  list,  including  those  persons  at  the  Alms  House,  In- 
sane Hospital,  and  those  supported  out  of  the  Alms  House,  was  then 
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taken  up,  and  a  careful  examination  was  made,  which  -required  much 
time  and  no  inconsiderable  expense.  Seventeen  persons,  who  had 
been  receiving  aid  from  the  city,  were  stricken  from  the  list,  as  be- 
longing to  other  towns  or  cities,  or  the  Commonwealth,  and  notice 
was  given  accordingly,  and  they  have  all  been  recognized  as  belonging 
to  other  places,  with  the  exception  of  two  persons.  Some  of  these 
persons  had  been  aided  by  the  city  for  years. 

It  was  found  indispensable  to  remove  the  barn  from  the  old  to  the 
new  Alms  House,  to  fit  up  some  strong  rooms  to  comply  with  the  law 
of  the  Legislature  of  1855,  and  to  furnish  a  number  of  rooms  in  ad- 
dition to  those  already  furnished.  This  was  accomplished  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $1,183  98.

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  there  was  a  bill  presented  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  against  the  city,  of  over 
$3,300,  a  part  of  which  had  been  of  long  standing.  Of  this  bill, 
$2,700  have  been  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  the  past  year.  A 
portion  of  this  sum  has  been  repaid  to  the  city  from  other  towns. 
The  whole  matter  would  have  been  settled  long  before  this,  had  there 
not  been  some  difficulty  in  ascertaining  the  real  settlement  of  one  of 
the  paupers,  whose  bill  amounts  to  about  $600.  It  is  believed  by  the 
Board  to  be  now  in  the  way  of  a  speedy  adjustment. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  have  received  assistance  from 
the  city  for  the  year  ending  January  1,  1857,  is  436.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 40  are  residents  of  this  city,  47  of  other  towns  in  this  State,  30 
of  other  States  in  the  Union,  307  were  natives  of  England,  Scotland, 
and  Ireland,  10  of  the  British  provinces,  and  of  France  and  Germany 
one  each. 

There  were  at  the  Alms  House  on  the  first  of  January,  1856, 
supported  as  paupers,  27.  There  have  been  admitted  during  the 
year  54  persons.  There  have  been  seven  deaths  and  two  births.  Ten 
females  have  been  sentenced  by  the  Court  to  the  Alms  House  during 
the  year. 

There  have  been  twelve  families,  who  have  a  settlement  in  this 
city,  supported  on  a  weekly  allowance,  at  prices  varying  from  7 5 
cents  to  $2  a  week.    Ten  of  this  number  are  now  remaining. 

There  were  at  the  Alms  House,  January  1st,  1857,  fifteen  per- 
sons— only  seven  of  this  number  having  a  settlement  in  this  city — 
one  of  them  a  colored  person,  ninety  years  of  age,  and  two  are  elderly 
females,  from  seventy-five  to  eighty  years  of  age.

In  closing  this  report,  the  Board  are  confident  that  its  Clerk  has 
been  vigilant  and  faithful  in  administering  to  the  wants  of  the  suffer- 
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ing  and  destitute  poor  within  the  limits  of  the  city.  There  are  quite 
a  number  on  the  pauper  list  who  are  aided  and  assisted,  who  reside 
with  their  friends.  The  question  is  often  asked,  why  are  not  these 
persons  sent  to  the  Alms  House  ?  It  will  be  found,  on  examination 
of  all  these  cases,  the  amount  paid  is  much  less  than  it  would  cost  to 
support  them  at  the  Alms  House,  their  connections  and  friends  bear- 
ing a  part  of  the  expense.

OF  THE 

CITY  MARSHAL. 


City  Marshal's  Office,  January  1,  1857. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Worcester : 

Gentlemen  :  Herewith  I  present  to  your  Honorable  Board  my 
fourth  Quarterly  Report,  which  will  give  you  a  detailed  account  of 
the  doings,  earnings  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department,  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1856. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  arrested  and  committed  to  the 
Watch  House,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1856,  was  911, 
and  for  the  following  causes,  viz :  drunkenness,  582  ;  disturbing  the 
peace,  77  ;  house  and  shop  breaking,  7  ;  larceny,  44  ;  detained  as 
witnesses,  3  ;  assault  and  battery,  39  ;  diporderly,  43  ;  vagrancy,  9  ; 
adultery,  3  ;  common  drunkards,  17;  highway  robbery  1  ;  insane  2  ; 
fornication,  5 ;  playing  cards  on  Sunday,  25  ;  refusing  to  pay  rail- 
road fare,  1  ;  assault  on  watchman,  1  ;  resisting  an  officer,  1  ;  cru- 
elly beating  a  horse,  2  ;  neglecting  to  support  family,  2  ;  abducting 
a  child,  1  ;  rape,  2  ;  assault  on  officers,  7  ;  taking  a  girl  to  a  house 
of  ill  fame,  1 ;  disobedient  children,  2 ;  keeping  a  house  of  ill  fame, 
3 ;  picking  pocket,  1  ;  fast  driving,  3  ;  driving  away  a  horse,  2  ; 
indecent  exposure,  1  ;  gambling,  6 ;  larceny  of  fruit,  2  ;  embezzle- 
ment, 1  ;  suspicious  persons,  2  ;  taken  from  a  house  of  ill  fame,  13  ; 
making  in  the  whole,  911  ;  of  which  271  wTere  non-residents,  all  the 
rest  claimed  a  residence  in  the  city. 

There  have  been  84  persons  discharged  during  the  year  without 
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complaint  before  the  Police  Court,  for  what  seemed  to  me  good  cause, 
and  I  think  the  ends  of  justice  as  well  answered,  and  the  public  as 
well  protected,  as  though  they  had  been  taken  before  the  court. 

During  the  year,  697  persons  have  applied  at  the  Watch  House 
for  lodgings,  which  has  been  furnished  them,  most  of  them  poor, 
without  money  or  means  of  any  kind.  Nearly  all  of  them  have 
been  furnished  with  food,  which  has  been  furnished  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  prisoners  have  been  kept,  and  not  one  cent  has  been  paid 
by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor  for  this  class  of 
paupers. 

I  have  made  during  the  year,  963  complaints  before  the  Police 
Court,  for  various  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  which  are  as  follows, 
viz  :  drunkenness,  430  ;  larceny,  48  ;  fast  driving,  14  ;  assault  and 
battery,  150  ;  concealing  stolen  goods,  1  ;  vagrancy,  14  ;  shop  break- 
ing, 2  ;  common  drunkards,  43  ;  disturbing  the  peace,  101  ;  breaking 
glass,  1  ;  obstructing  street,  1 ;  picking  pocket,  1 ;  assault  with  in- 
tent to  kill,  2  ;  highway  robbery,  1  ;  assault  on  officers,  11 ;  selling 
liquor,  62  ;  violation  of  Sunday  law,  3  ;  assault  on  watchmen,  3  ; 
fornication,  6 ;  adultery,  4  ;  playing  cards  on  Sunday,  24  ;  disor- 
derly houses,  4  ;  evading  rail-road  fare,  1  ;  keeping  dog  unmuzzled, 
2  ;  enticing  a  girl  from  her  home,  2  ;  keeping  a  house  of  ill  fame,  5  ; 
keeping  shop  open  on  Sunday,  6  ;  leaving  a  dead  horse  to  decay,  1  ; 
disobedient  children  4  ;  cruelly  beating  a  horse,  3  ;  hawking  and 
peddling,  1  ;  rape,  2  ;  trespass,  1  ;  driving  away  a  horse,  2 ;  leaving 
the  contents  of  a  privy  on  Main  street,  1  ;  selling  berries  in  un- 
sealed measures,  1  ;  gambling,  6  ;  indecent  exposure,  1 ;  selling 
wood  unmeasured,  1  ;  stealing  a  horse,  1 ;  nuisance,  1  ;  making  in 
all,  963.

You  will  perceive  that  there  is  some  variation  in  the  amount  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Police  Department,  as  reported  by  your  com- 
mittee a  few  days  since  ;  the  reason  for  this  is,  that  all  the  bills 
were  not  in,  so  that  I  could  give  the  amount  of  the  expenses  ;  still 
the  amount  is  not  very  large  ;  so  with  regard  to  the  earnings,  you 
will  perceive  a  small  variation  there. 

The  earnings  of  the  Police  Department  have  been  as  follows,  a 
part  of  which  is  due  from  J.  B.  Dexter,  Jr.,  Esq.,  clerk  of  the  Po- 
lice Court,  and  the  balance  is  due  from  the  County  Treasurer,  which 
I  had  hoped  that  I  should  get  in  season  to  pay  over  during  the  ex- 
istence of  the  present  government,  and  I  still  hope  to  ;  if  not,  I  shall 
take  the  earliest  opportunity  to  pay  over  any  and  all  moneys  that 
may  come  into  my  hands  that  belong  to  the  city.  In  consequence  of 
the  great  length  of  the  late  session  of  the  Criminal  Court,  and  the 
large  amount  of  business  before  that  Court,  the  bills  of  costs  have 
been  delayed  till  this  time  ;  still  Mr.  Dexter,  the  Clerk  of  the  Po- 
lice Court,  is  doing  all  that  he  can  to  get  the  matter  settled.

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j  INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

OF 

HON.     ISAAC  DAVIS, 

MAYOR  OF  THE  CITY  OF  WORCESTER. 

DELIVERED  JANUARY  4,  1858. 

■ 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 

and  Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council  : 

We  have  been  selected  by  the  partiality  of  our  Fellow  Citizens 
to  take  the  charge  of  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  affairs  of 
the  City  for  the  current  year :  We  have  taken  the  oaths  required 
by  the  Charter,  solemnly  pledging  ourselves  to  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  our  respective  stations.  Allow  me  to  say, 
Gentlemen,  that  the  duties  and  responsibilities  which  we  have  now 
assumed,  will  require  much  time,  skill,  prudence,  energy  and  wisdom, 
in  order  that  we  may  discharge  them  with  fidelity. 

At  the  opening  of  a  new  year  upon  us,  the  first  sentiment  which 
impresses  itself  upon  the  mind,  is  of  gratitude  to  the  Author  and 
Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift  for  the  continuance  of  the 
blessings  of  His  providence  upon  the  inhabitants  of  our  beloved 
city. 

Although  Heaven  has  smiled  upon  us,  and  showered  its  blessings 
in  our  pathway,  yet  our  Citizens  are  far  from  being  prosperous  in 
the  various  branches  of  industrial  pursuits  :  business  is  paralized, — 
the  busy  hum  of  industry  has  died  away  in  the  shops  of  the  me- 
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chanics  and  artisans,  and  hundreds  of  laborers  are  thrown  out  of  j  | 
employment  and  reduced  to  want.    This  state  of  things  is  not  con- 
fined to  our  city,  but  exists  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  in  our  sister 
cities  throughout  the  Country.    If  we  enquire  what  has  produced 
these  disastrous  results,  we  shall  find  it  is  to  be  attributed  mainly  to  j 
our  defective  system  of  currency.    Its  extravagant  expansions  excite 
wild  speculations,  prodigal  expenditures,  and  improvident  invest- 
ments.   Its  great  contractions,  produce  ruin,  bankruptcy  and  crime. 
All  civilized  nations,  by  common  consent,  have  made  silver  and  ; 
d  the  standard  by  which  the  value  of  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
iiandize — lands  and  tenements,  can  be  ascertained.    The  History  of  1 
urrency  shows  that  whenever,  and  wherever,  Kings,  Governments 
)r  States,  have  made  war  on  this  standard,  either  by  debasing  the 
?oin,  or  issuing  bills  of  credit  without  a  specie  basis,  it  has  in  the 
end,  excited  alarm,  paralizcd  industry,  suspended  the  employments 
of  labor  and  produced  bankruptcy  and  its  attendant  evils.    Our  City, 
in  common  with  all  the  cities  of  New  England,  is  experiencing  the  \ 
effects  at  this  time  of  this  war  on  the  currency,  by  the  issuing  of 
bills  of  credit  by  institutions  created  by  the  States  to  an  amount  ten  ! 
or  fifteen  fold  greater  than  they  had  gold  or  silver  to  redeem  them. 
England,  France  and  Germany,  in  their  extensive  commercial  re- 
lations with  this  Country,  have  brought  here  thier  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise,  and  sold  them  at  the  inflated  prices  of  our  paper  cur- 
rency, receiving  in  payment,  not  bills,  but  gold  and  silver,  thereby 
crushing  our  own  mechanics,  artisans  and  manufacturers. 

Our  State  Legislature  has  the  power  to  accomplish  much  towards 
providing  a  remedy  for  this  evil.  Something  might  be  done  to  cor- 
rect it  by  the  City  Council,  by  requiring  as  far  as  practicable  all 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  city,  to  be  made  in  silver  and 
gold.  If  all  our  sister  cities  would  do  likewise,  it  would  effect 
much  towards  restoring  confidence,  and  giving  life  and  energy  to 
industry.  Under  these  repressive  circumstances,  we  should  not 
despond.  The  indomitable  energy — the  untiring  perseverance — the 
indefatigable  industry  of  our  Fellow  Citizens,  will  enable  us,  amid 
the  elements  of  prosperity,  soon  to  rise  triumphant  over  this  financial 
embarrassment  and  witness  again  the  onward  progress  of  all  our 


various  industrial  pursuits.  Amid  this  depression,  our  citizens  are 
obliged  to  curtail  their  expenditures  and  adopt  a  system  of  economy 
in  the  management  of  their  private  affairs.  They  will  assuredly 
require,  and  have  a  right  to  demand  of  us,  a  prudent  and  economical 
management  of  all  monies  which  we  may  exact  of  them  by  taxation. 
In  order  that  business  may  again  revive,  that  the  mechanic  and 
artizan  may  find  full  employment — that  our  city  may  again  assume 
its  onward  progress,  much  is  to  be  done  in  its  municipal  capacity. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: — 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  City  Charter,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  usage  of  my  distinguished  predecessors,  I  shall 
call  your  attention  to  the  consideration  of  some  of  the  principal 
subjects  which  will,  in  the  performance  of  your  official  duties,  claim 
your  careful  and  thorough  investigation. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 
Our  Public  Schools,  so  important  to  the  welfare  of  our  city,  must 
be  honorably  provided  for,  and  will  require  a  large  expenditure  of 
money  in  order  to  furnish  the  best  instruction,  More  than  two  cen- 
turies ago,  when  the  entire  Colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay  contained 
a  population  less  than  this  city,  our  Pilgrim  Fathers  without  experi- 
ence, and  without  precedent,  devised  a  system  of  education  which 
has  commanded  the  admiration  of  succeeding  generations.  In  the 
year  1647,  a  law  was  passed  making  the  support  of  schools  compul- 
sory and  education  universal  and  free.  By  this  law,  every  Town 
containing  fifty  house  holders  was  required  to  appoint  a  Teacher  "  to 
teach  all  such  children  as  should  resort  to  him  to  write  and  read;  " 
and  every  Town  containing  one  hundred  families,  or  house  holders, 
was  required  "  to  set  up  a  grammar  school  "  whose  master  should  be 
able  "  to  instruct  youth  so  far  as  they  may  be  fitted  for  the  Univer- 
sity. "  This  act  laid  the  foundation  of  our  present  system  of  Free 
Schools.  Centuries  of  successful  operation  proclaim  the  wisdom  of 
the  system.  Every  civilized  community  awards  to  it  the  highest 
encomiums.  We  have  occasion  to  be  grateful  to  God  and  man  for  its 
untold  blessings. 

Our  City  has  twenty-five  school  houses  which  have  been  constructed 
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at  an  expense  of  about  $130,000.  These  school  houses  will  afford 
accommodations  for  4500  scholars.  The  last  official  report  shows 
that  there  are  fifty  schools,  and  the  average  attendance  of  scholars  in 
the  summer  is  2,415,  in  winter  2,507.  This  report  covers  a  period 
when  the  schools  were  larger  than  they  are  at  present — the  number 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  years  and  15  years  having 
diminished  according  to  the  returns  of  the  Assessors. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  appropriations  for  schools,  ex- 
^^penditures.  and  the  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and 
15  years,  for  the  last  five  years.

This  table  does  not  include  the  appropriations  or  expenditures  for 
new  school  houses,  or  for  the  repairs  of  old  ones.  It  will  be  per- 
ceived, that  the  expenses  for  maintaining  our  schools  have  increased 
with  much  greater  rapidity  than  the  children  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  15  years.  During  the  last  year,  the  number  of  children  has 
diminished  while  the  expenses  have  largely  increased.  Two  years 
since,  in  my  address  to  the  City  Council,  I  recommended  that  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  This 
recommendation  was  made  for  the  double  purpose  of  improving  the 
character  of  the  schools  and  reducing  their  annual  expenses.  My 
successor  in  alluding  to  the  ordinance  creating  the  office,  in  his  inau- 
gural address,  was  clearly  of  the  opinion,  that  the  expenses  would 
not  be  increased.  On  examination,  I  find  that  although  there  are 
not  so  many  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years  as  there 
were  in  the  year  preceding,  yet  the  expenses  of  the  schools  have 
been  increased  more  than  three  thousand  dollars.  It  may  be  that 
the  schools  have  been  better  attended  to,  and  that  more  life  and 
energy  has  been  infused  into  them  by  frequent  visitation  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  Superintendent. 

This  subject  will  require  your  early  attention — and  if  it  is  found 
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on  a  careful  examination,  that  the  objects  for  which  the  office  was  : 
created,  are  not  accomplished,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  rescind  the  J 
ordinance  by  which  the  office  was  established. 

By  a  recent  act  of  the  Legislature  more  permanency  has  been 
given  to  the  School  Committee,  by  increasing  the  tenure  of  their 
office  three  fold.    If  in  making  the  selection  of  the  Committee,  the  j 
citizens  ignore  all  parties  and  sects,  and  elect  men  qualified  for  the 
station,  I  have  no  doubt  it  will  produce  very  beneficial  effects  on  the  ! 
character  of  our  schools. 

During  the  past  year  the  City  Council  have  commenced  the  erec-  j 
tion  of  a  school  house  in  New  Worcester  for  the  accommodation  of 
four  schools.  This  is  a  substantial  brick  edifice — the  outside  is  com- 
pleted, and  the  inside  is  to  be  finished  by  contract  on  or  before  Octo- 
ber next.  When  finished  and  fitted  up  with  desks,  it  will  cost  about 
$8,000.  Of  this  sum,  $4,100  have  been  paid  by  the  last  City 
Government;  the  balance  must  be  provided  for  in  the  appropriations 
for  the  current  year. 

By  reference  to  the  expenditures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  School 
Committee  have  expended  the  past  year  three  thousand  dollars  more  | 
than  the  appropriation. 

The  laws  of  the  State  give  liberal  power  to  the  School  Committee,  j 
in  case  the  City  does  not  appropriate  the  amount  required  by  statutes  i 
for  schools,   .Yet  I  know  of  no  authority  which  gives  the  Committee 
power  to  exceed  the  appropriation.    In  all  the  Departments  of  the  j 
Government  the  utmost  caution  should  be  used  by  all  who  have  any 
charge  of  expenditures,  to  keep  them  within  the  appropriations. 

I  recommend  to  you  to  make  ample  provision  for  the  Public 
j  Schools,  and  to  do  all  acts  within  your  power  to  make  them  as  good 
!  as  any  within  the  Commonwealth. 

STREETS,  BRIDGES,  AND  SIDE  WALKS. 
Last  week  an  ordinance  was  adopted  by  the  City  Council,  provid- 
ing for  a  joint  Standing  Committee  on  streets  and  bridges,  and  also 
requiring  of  the  Street  Commissioner  a  strict  accountability.  I  feel 
confident  that  a  judicious  Committee  to  act  in  connection  with  the 
Commissioner  in  the  various  important  questions  which  may  arise  in 
the  repair  and  construction  of  bridges,  and  in  the  repairing,  grading, 
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and  construction  of  streets,  will  be  very  beneficial  to  the  city.  One 
hundred  and  forty-five  miles  of  streets,  and  thirty-five  bridges  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  will  require  a  large  outlay  to  keep  them  in 
good  repair  so  that  they  will  be  safe  and  convenient  for  travelers. 
A  new  street  has  been  laid  out  by  our  predecessors,  from  Stafford 
street  to  James'  mill,  which  will  require  a  bridge  over  the  Western 

!  Rail  Road.    The  construction  of  the  bridge  and  completing  of  the 
street  will  cost,  probably,  between  two  and  three  thousand  dollars, 
i  |  A  suit  is  pending  against  the  City  for  alledged  obstructions  to  the 

;  water,  caused  by  the  stone  bridge  over  the  river  Blackstone  on  Mill- 

j  bury  street  below  Quinsigamond  village.  In  this  case,  an  accurate 
survey  should  be  made  by  a  competent  engineer  to  ascertain  with  . 

[  accuracy  the  capacity  of  the  arches  to  pass  the  water  in  its  highest  ! 
state.    This  is  a  permanent  stone  bridge,  recently  constructed  at  an 
expense  of  $2,000.    In  the  construction  of  bridges  great  care  should 
be  taken  that  the  span  of  the  arches  should  be  capacious  enough  to 

[  pass  the  water  in  the  greatest  freshets.  A  stone  bridge  built  but  a 
few  years  since,  was  re-constructed  the  past  year  in  consequence  of 

:  its  entire  inadequacy  to  pass  the  water  when  the  stream  was  swollen. 
In  constructing  bridges,  or  re-building  them,  I  recommend  that  they 
should  be  constructed  with  stone  in  all  cases  where  it  is  practicable, 
and  that  the  arches  should  be  built  upon  the  segment  of  an  ellipse, 
rather  than  on  a  segment  of  a  circle,  as  this  mode  of'  construction 
will  give  greater  facilities  for  passing  the  water  in  the  swollen  state 
of  the  streams,  and  will  supercede  the  necessity  of  raising  the 
bridges  as  high  as  would  be  required,  if  constructed  upon  the  seg- 
ment of  a  circle.  The  cost  of  stone  bridges  will  be  greater  than 
wood,  but  if  properly  constructed,  they  will  last  for  centuries.  The 
City  Council  appropriated  the  past  year,  the  sum  of  $20,000  for 
this  department.    The  amount  expended  has  been  about  18.000. 

I  apprehend  that  our  system  of  repairs  of  streets  and  bridges  is 
not  yet  so  perfect  that  it  is  not  susceptible  of  great  improvement. 
Many  of  the  streets  are  ornamented  with  shade  trees  which  give 
comfort  to  the  traveler  and  beauty  to  the  city.  I  would  recommend 
that  gratuities  be  offered  to  those  land  holders  in  the  agricultural 
portions  of  the  city,  who  will  plant  trees  on  the  borders  of  streets  i 
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adjoining  their  lands,  under  the  directions  of  the  Committee  on  Shade  ! 
Trees.    An  ordinance  should  be  adopted  for  the  more  perfect  protec- 
tion of  shade  trees. 

The  Commissioner  of  Streets  will  make  a  full  and  detailed  report 
upon  the  subject  of  streets,  bridges  and  side  walks-^to  which  I  refer 
you  for  further  information. 

POOR. 

In  this  time  of  general  depression,  when  there  are  so  many  desti- 
!  tute,  and  so  many  out  of  employment,  it  may  be  reasonably  expected 
:  that  the  applications  of  the  poor  for  aid  and  assistance,  will  be  nu- 
merous. 

The  dictates  of  religion,  the  feelings  of  humanity,  the  requisitions 
of  law — all  demand  that  shelter,  food  and  raiment  should  be  fur- 
nished to  the  poor.    The  spacious  Alma  House,  fitted  up  with  all 

j  modern  conveniences,  at  great  expense,  will  furnish  ample  accommo- 
dations for  all  who  may  apply. 

The  average  number  of  poor  in  the  alms  house  for  the  past  year 
is  twenty — the  amount  appropriated  for  the  poor  was  $8,000,  and 
the  amount  actually  expended  about  .$8,500.  The  Superintendent 
and  Matron  of  the  alms  house,  receive  a  salary  of  $400  a  year,  with 
board  for  themselves  and  two  children.  A  hired  man  receives  $19 
per  month;  two  hired  girls  receive,  one  $1.75,  the  other,  $1.50  per 
week  with  board — these  constitute  the  force  to  take  charge  of  the  \ 

\  alms  house  establishment,  with  an  average  number  of  twenty  poor  j 

j  persons,  most  of  whom  are  able  and  do  perform  more  or  less  service,  j 
This  would  seem  to  be  rather  a  large  force  for  the  services  performed;  j 
and  the  amount  expended  seems  large  when  the  average  number  of 
the  poor  is  considered.    This  whole  subject  will  require  your  careful 
consideration,  and'as  soon  as  you  receive  the  detailed  report  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  you  can  determine  more  definitely  what 

!  action  is  necessary. 

WATER 

How  shall  the  City  be  supplied  with  pure  water  ?  This  question 
has  been  much  discussed  by  the  City  Government  for  four  or  five 
years  last  past.    Extensive  surveys  and  estimates  have  been  made 

I  
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by  competent  Engineers,  and  their  reports  have  been  printed  and 
widely  circulated.  The  question  whether  water  should  be  brought 
into  the  city  from  Henshaw  Pond  in  Leicester,  has  been  submitted 
to  the  legal  voters— the  result  of  which  was,  about  the  same  number 
in  favor  of  the  project  as  there  was  against  it.  About  1000  voters 
had  no  opinion  upon  the  subject — or,  they  did  not  express  it  at  the 
polls.  The  whole  surface  of  our  city  is  variegated  with  hill  and 
valley,  where  many  bubbling  springs  of  pure  water  gush  from  the 
earth.  The  several  streams  of  water  which  unite  in  forming  the 
river  Blackstone,  flow  through  our  city.  Upon  these  streams  are 
twenty-five  dams,  forming  as  many  reservoirs  of  water,  which  with 
two  natural  ponds,  cover  more  than  nine  hundred  acres  of  land  within 
the  city,  with  water.  Almost  every  citizen  can  procure  good  pure 
water  at  his  own  door,  by  digging  15  or  20  feet  The  city  aqueduct, 
which  cost  the  city  over  $40,000,  supplies  our  citizens  with  50,000 
gallons  of  water  per  day.  Connected  with  this  aqueduct  are  104 
hydrants,  to  be  used  in  case  of  fire.  Three  aqueducts,  laid  and  con- 
structed by  individual  enterprise,  furnish  daily,  about  30,000  gallons. 

A  careful  analysis  of  the  waters  of  springs,  streams  and  ponds, 
within  the  city  demonstrates  the  fact,  that  the  water  is  unusually 
pure.  The  uniform  good  health  of  the  citizens  is  an  evidence  of  the 
purity  of  that  element  so  necessary  to  health  and  comfort.  Few 
cities  in  New  England  are,  after  all,  better  supplied  with  water, 
than  our  city.  I  do  not  recommend  any  attempt  at  present,  to  bring 
water  into  the  city  upon  any  of  the  plans  heretofore  reported  upon 
by  Engineers  for  that  purpose — any  one  of  which,  would  involve 
the  city  in  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  debt. 

In  examining  the  income  of  the  Worcester  aqueduct,  for  the  last 
five  years,  I  find  it  does  not  pay  but  a  fraction  over  one  per  cent,  on 
its  original  cost  to  the  city.

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The  water  rents — hydrants  and  all  other  matters  connected  with 
the  Worcester  aqueduct,  may  be  managed  in  the  best  manner,  but 
the  system  of  placing  the  whole  in  the  hands  of  three  Commissioners, 
with  authority  to  lease  water-rights,  to  collect  rents — fix  their  own 
salaries — make  such  repairs  and  improvements  as  they  deem  best — 
audit  their  own  bills  and  pay  them,  and  pay  the  balance  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  city — is  clothing  commissioners  with  a  power  which 
does  not  exist  in  any  other  department  of  the  city  government. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance,  defining 
more  fully  the  duties  of  the  commissioners,  fixing  their  compensa- 
tion— the  mode  and  the  manner  in  which  the  bills  of  the  department 
shall  be  audited  and  paid,  and  the  income  disposed  of.  For  further 
information  relative  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  Worcester  Aque- 
duct, I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioners. 

CEMETERY. 

Hope  Cemetery,  occupying  fifty-three  acres  in  the  south  westerly  ! 
part  of  the  city,  is  becoming  a  beautiful  and  attractive  place  of  i 
sepulture.  The  inequality  of  the  Ground,  and  its  various  picturesque 
undulations,  impart  a  character  to  its  appearance,  which  no  artificial 
operations  could  effect.  The  charge  and  oversight  of  improving, 
ornamenting  and  laying  out  these  interesting  Grounds  in  which  are 
sown  the  seeds  of  the  resurrection,  is  placed  by  a  Law  of* the  Com- 
monwealth in  the  hands  of  a  Board  of  five  Commissioners,  elected 
by  the  City  Council. 

The  Commissioners  have  caused  the  remains  of  the  few  graves  in 
the  Cemetery  on  Cambridge  street,  to  be  removed  to  Hope  Cemetery, 
thus  leaving  that  lot  of  land  to  be  occupied  in  such  manner  as  the 
City  Council  may  direct. 

Hope  Cemetery  with  all  the  improvements  which  have  been  made 
upon  it,  has  cost  the  city  $7,770,74.  The  receipts  for  the  sale  of 
lots  to  the  present  time  has  amounted  to  $ 3. 008, 50.  I  feel  confi- 
dent in  saying  that  the  city  will,  eventually,  be  fully  reimbursed,  by 
the  sale  of  lots,  for  all  the  disbursements  made  on  account  of  this 
enterprise. 

From  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  you  will  receive  a  full  report 
of  their  doings  for  the  past  year. 

A  small  appropriation  will  be  required  for  this  object. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 
The  Fire  Department  to  which  the  City  is  largely  indebted  for 
the  protection  of  public  and  private  property,  has  enrolled  in  its  or- 

|  ganization  380  men.  Four  Engine  Companies  of  40  men  each — 
and  two  Engine  Companies  of  50  men  each.  Two  Hook  and  Ladder 
Companies  of  30  men  each,  and  three  Hose  Companies  each  having 
10  men,  and  a  Fire  Police  composed  of  25  men  and  seven  Engineers. 
This  force  are  supplied  with  good  machines  and  all  the  necessary 
apparatus  for  extinguishing  Fires.  During  the  past  year  there  have 
been  sixteen  alarms  of  fire.  The  amount  of  property  destroyed  by 
fire  has  been  $10,800.  An  efficient,  energetic,  well  disciplined  and  ' 
well  organized  Fire  Department  that  know  their  duty  and  do  it, 

!  merit  the  respect,  regard  and  gratitude  of  their  fellow  Citizens.  I 
commend  the  Department  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Department  the  past  year  was  $10,000 
and  the  expenditures  has  been  about  equal  to  the  appropriation. 

POLICE. 

The  Police  is  an  important  department  of  the  City  Government. 
The  peace,  quiet,  and  good  order  of  the  City,  depend  much  upon  its 
energy,  efficiency  and  fidelity.  It  should  be  composed  of  men  well 
qualified  to  discharge  the  important,  difficult,  and  often  times  delicate 
duties  confided  to  them — men  whose  duty  it  will  be,  to  see  that  the 
Laws  and  Ordinances  of  the  city  are  observed  and  kept — who  will 
show  no  partiality  between  the  rich  and  the  poor,  the  high  and  the 
low — who  will  see  that  right  is  vindicated,  wrong  suppressed,  and 
I  peace  and  good  order  maintained.  We  should  not  rely  wholly  on 
:  a  vigilant  well  organized  Police,  to  prevent  crime.  The  good  exam- 
ple of  the  citizens,  wise  parental  training,  instruction  in  the  Public 
Schools  and  the  teachings  of  religion,  will  be  of  immensely  greater 
service,  in  accomplishing  this  object,  than  the  best  regulated  Police 
which  ever  existed.  The  expenses  of  this  department  for  the  past 
year  have  been  $7155.01.  Number  of  arrests  986.  For  Drunken- 
ness 566. 

The  Report  of  the  City  Marshal  will  show  the  number  of  com- 
plaints made,  and  for  what  offences,  and  the  number  of  convictions 
and  other  statistics — to  which  I  refer  you  for  further  information. 
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Your  attention  has  now  been  called  i,o  some  of  the  principal  sub- 
jects which  will  require  your  consideration  during  the  present  mu- 
nicipal year. 

The  ordinary  expenses  of  the  city — the  interest  on  the  city  debt — 
our  proportion  of  the  County  and  State  tax,  will  necessarily  make 
a  large  sum  to  be  raised  by  a  tax  upon  the  Polls  and  Estates  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  City.

These  appropriations  were  for  ordinary  expenses,  with  the  single 
exception  of  $3,500  towards  constructing  the  School  House  at  New 
Worcester.  This  Building  is  left  for  you  to  finish  at  an  expense  of 
about  $4,000 — as  is  also  the  road  from  Stafford  street  to  James's 
mills,  which  will  cost  about  $2000  more.  These  two  items  making 
$6000,  must  be  provided  for,  over  and  above  the  ordinary  expenses 
of  the  City.  This  system  of  providing  work  and  expenditures 
for  future  city  Governments  is  wrong  in  principle  when  it  can  be 
avoided.  Every  city  Government  should  be  left  to  make  their  ap- 
propriations, accomplish  their  enterprises — pay  for  them  and  take  the 
responsibility  of  them.  I  recommend  to  you  to  lay  out  no  work 
for  your  successors. 

You  will  judge  whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  as  large 
appropriations  for  the  current  year,  as  they  were  for  the  past.  The 
value  of  property  is  changed,  and  will  not  command  the  price  it  did 
one  year  ago  by  fifteen  or  twenty  per  cent.  A  greater  depreciation 
has  taken  place  in  most  of  the  necessaries  of  life.  Retrenchment 
in  the  expenditures  of  the  city  should  be  made  wherever  it  is  prac- 
ticable— not  so  much  however,  as  not  to  command  the  best  talent  to 
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I  accomplish  the  objects  desired.  Ivothing  will  be  so  great  an  hin- 
drance to  the  onward  progress  and  improvement  of  the  city,  as 
oppressive  taxation.  Our  City  debt  has  been  reduced  the  past  year 
about  $4000  leaving  it  $100,000.  This  has  been  accomplished  by 
reducing  the  cash  on  hand  several  thousand  dollars  less  than  it  was  at 
the  commencement  of  the  municipal  year.  The  amount  of  cash  in  ! 
the  City  Treasury  one  year  ago,  was  $7885,79.  The  city  debt  and  j 
the  mode  of  funding  it,  will  be  the  subject  of  special  communication 
hereafter  to  be  made. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

We  are  now  to  assume  the  high  trusts  and  important  responsi- 
bilities confided  to  us.    The  peace,  happiness  and  welfare  of  thousands 
of  our  fellow  citizens,  and  the  security  and  enjoyment  of  millions  of 
property,  will  be  effected  by  the  manner  in  which  we  execute  these 
I  trusts,  and  discharge  these  responsibilities. 

With  great  confidence  I  rely  on  your  cordial  co-operation  in  every 
|  measure  which  will  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  city. 

Be  assured  Gentlemen,  that  you  will  have  my  cordial  co-operation, 
in  all  legal  and  constitutional  measures  which  you  may  adopt,  to  im- 
prove the  system  of  education  in  our  public  schools,  to  perfect  the 
method  of  feeding,  clothing  and  sustaining  the  poor — to  make  better

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 

and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester, 

The  Commissioners  of  Hope  Cemetery  respectfully  submit  their 
Fourth  Annual  Report. 

During  the  last  year,  the  Commissioners  Jiave  pursued  the  same 
course  of  gradual  and  systematic  improvement  of  the  Cemetery, 
previously  adopted  by  the  Board,  and  of  which  they  have  given 
full  explanation  in  former  Keports;  and  have  caused  such  progress 
in  the  work  of  grubbing,  clearing,  and  smoothing,  the  irregular 
and  broken  surface  of  the  Grounds,  as,  under  the  appropriation 
made  by  the  City  Government,  the  best  interest  of  the  city,  and 
the  prospective  uses  of  the  place  seemed  most  urgently  to  require. 
The  first  object  of  attention  has  been  the  care  of  the  grounds,  and 
especially,  the  repair  of  the  principal  avenues  and  drive-ways, 
which  the  unusual  severity  of  the  preceding  winter,  and  the  heavy 
rain-storms  of  the  early  season,  had  very  considerably  impaired. 
These  have  all  been  put  in  fine  condition,  and  by  time  and  use, 
and  proper  drainage,  are  now  rendered  -so  compact  and  solid,  as 
probably,  with  little  care  and  labor  hereafter,  effectually  to  resist 
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j  

I  the  ordinary  influences  of  the  changes  of  the  seasons.  On  Chest- 
ut  Avenue,  over  which  is  the  greatest  amount  of  passing  with 
Carriages,  and  quite  the  leading  path-way  through  the  grounds, 
the  highest  grades  of  the  travelled  way  have  been  reduced,  as  far 
as  access  to  the  adjoining  Lots  would  admit,  and  the  gutters,  where 
most  subject  to  be  washed  by  currents  of  water,  have  been  paved. 
Magnolia  Avenue,  running  for  some  distance  nearly  parallel  with 
Chestnut  Avenue,  and  then  crossing  it  into  Cedar  Avenue,  which 
was  wholly  unnecessary,  and  would  be  expensive  to  keep  in  order, 
has  been  discontinued,  and  several  eligible  Lots  laid  out  over  its 
former  track.  Laurel  and  Cherry  Avenues,  leading  through  that 
portion  of  the  Cemetery  appropriated  to  free  burial,  have  been  cut 
out,  worked,  and  made  easy  and  pleasant  of  passage.  There  can 
nardly  be  occasion,  for  some  time  to  come,  to  extend  further,  the 
leading  avenues  of  communication.  The  grounds  are  now  con- 
veniently divided  for  access  and  use,  and  the  Lots  upon  the  path- 
ways already  constructed,  offer  every  variety  of  aspect  for  selection, 
to  the  taste  of  the  purchaser.  Although,  by  the  costly  improve- 
ment of  these  beautiful  grounds,  from  year  to  year,  the  value  of 
the  Lots  is  being  continually  enhanced,  yet,  in  view  of  the  strin*  j 
gency  of  the  times,  the  Commissioners  have  not  deemed  it  expedi- 
ent, the  past  year,  to  cause  any  advance  in  the  prices,  at  which  | 
they  were  previously  estimated,  nor  do  they  propose  to  do  so,  for 
|   the  year  to  come. 

The  number  of  Lots  sold,  since  the  last  annual  Eeport  of  the 
Commissioners,  is  sixty-one, — for  the  aggregate  sum  of  Six  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty  four  Dollars, — the  whole  of  which  has  been  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury. 

The  amount  of  appropriation  made  by  the  City  Government  to 
the  use  of  the  Cemetery  was  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  of  which  there 
has  been  paid  to  the  order  of  the  Commissioners,  Four  Hundred 
and  ninety-seven  Dollars  and  ninety-eight  cent's,  giving  an  excess  of 
One  Hundred  and  Fifty-six  Dollars  and  two  cents  paid  into  the 
Treasury  for  the  sale  of  Lots,  over  the  amount  drawn  from  the 
appropriation. 

In  addition  to  this  sum  of  Four  Hundred  ninety-seven  Hollars 
and  ninety-eight  cents  received  from  the  Treasury,  the  Commis- 
sioners had  in  their  hands  from  the  balance  of  last  years  account, 
the  sum  of  Seven  Dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents,  and  they  obtained 
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during  the  year,  for  wood,  which  was  cut  from  the  land,  in  the 
course  of  improvement,  and  sold,  Thirty  Five  Dollars  and  forty -ni 
cents  j  and  for  some  refuse  Bricks,  left  from  curbing  the  well 
Dollar  and  twenty-five  cents,  making  in  the  aggregate,  th 
Five  Hundred  and  forty -tic  o  Dollars  and  thirty  one  cents. 
they  were  chargeable.  Against  this  amount,  they 
in  the  purchase  of  ornamental  trees,  of  manur 
seeds,  and  in  labor  in  the  care  of  the  grounds  and 
ment,  of  which  a  minute  detailed  account  of  all  the  ite 
pany  this  Beport,  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  and  Two  Dolld 
ninety-eight  cents,  thus  showing  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  City, 
the  amount  of  Beceipts  by  the  Commissioners,  from  all  sources, 
over  the  expenditures,  of  Thirty  nine  Dollars  and.  thirty  cents,  and 
an  excess,  in  the  receipts  of  the  City  for  the  sale  of  Lots,  of  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty  one  Dollars  and  two  cents.  This  balance  of  Thirty 
nine  Dollars  and  thirty  cents,  in  the  Commissioners  accounts,  is 
carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Cemetery,  in  a  new  account. 

In  the  ensuing  year,  the  Commissioners  propose,  in  addition  to 
the  necessary  work  in  repairing  the  avenues  and  pathways,  and 
keeping  the  Cemetery  in  neat  and  proper  condition,  (always  re- 
quiring constant  attention  and  labor,)  to  continue  the  process  of 
grubbing,  clearing,  and  laying  to  grass,  that  portion  of  land  situated 
upon  the  left,  and  near  the  principal  entrance  to  the  Cemetery, 
between  Chapel,  Aspen,  Sycamore,  and  Maple  Avenues.  This 
area  is  a  very  conspicuous  part  of  the  grounds,  diversified  by  hill 
and  dale,  susceptible  of  high  improvement,  and  offering  very  de- 
sirable sites  for  interment.  The  rapid  sale  of  the  lots  already  laid 
out,  will  soon  bring  it  into  demand,  and  it  can  hardly  too  soon,  be 
prepared  for  occupation.  A  like  improvement  may  advantageous- 
ly be  commenced  on  the  larger  area  between  Glen  Avenue  and 
Chestnut  Avenue — and  in  reference  to  the  grounds  generally,  the 
same  system  of  gradual  reclamation  from  the  Forest  and  the 
waste,  should  be  pursued,  which  has  been  so  successfully  and  satis- 
factorily entered  upon,  under  this  Commission.  It  should,  indeed, 
be  the  grateful  office  of  the  Commissioners,  to  dress  and  to  embellish, 
this  "  Garden  of  Graves, "  that  so  it  may  be  made,  as  it  was  de- 
signed to  be,  a  hallowed  spot,  consecrated  in  the  hearts  of  the  liv- 
ing, to  the  blessed  memories  of  the  dead ; — the  cherished  resort  of 
the  bereaved,  and  a  solace  to  the  mourner. 
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With  these  views  and  for  such  purposes,  the  Commissioners  ask 
i  appropriation  of  Four  Hundred  Dollars,  which,  in  their  judg- 
\  will  be  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  for  labor  andim- 
^nt,  the  present  year.

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A  lot  of  old  hose  and  other  rubbish,  totally  worthless  to  the  de- 
partment, we  are  disposing  of  at  every  opportunity ;  when  all  sold 
it  will  probably  amount  to  about  two  hundred  dollars,  one  hundred 
of  which  was  paid  into  the  city  treasury  Jan.  15  1858. 

The  Engines  and  other  apparatus  are  now  m  perfect  order  and 
will  require  but  a  small  outlay  annually  to  keep  them  in  good  con- 
dition for  years.  The  companies  all  have  convenient  and  pleasant 
houses  in  which  to  store  their  apparatus  and  to  hold  their  meet- 
ings with  the  exception  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  No.  1,  and  I  am 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Engineers  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
condition  of  the  house  occupied  by  them.  The  sidewalk  in  front 
has  been  lowered  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  access  to  their 
house  almost  impossible,  thereby  impairing  the  efficiency  of  one  of 
our  most  valuable  companies.  The  room  also  heretofore  used  for 
holding  their  meetings  is  now  occupied  as  a  schoolroom,  obliging 
them  oftentimes  to  call  the  roll  and  transact  other  business  upon 
the  sidewalk.  This  company  claims  and  have  a  right  to  expect  as 
good  accommodations  as  the  other  companies  of  the  department. 

In  closing,  I  cannot  but  congratulate  the  city  upon  the  excellent 
condition  in  which  we  find  the  companies  composing  this  department. 
Our  best  men  and  firemen  have  always  rallied  around  and  sus- 
tained the  board,  in  every  undertaking,  and  seconded  every  effort 
for  the  good  of  the  department  and  such  liberal  action  by  the  city 
government  as  will  tend  to  draw  in  and  retain  such  men  in  the  de- 
partment will  always  be  followed  by  beneficial  results.  For  a 
more  particular  description  of  the  condition  of  the  companies,  refer- 
ence may  be  had  to  the  registers  kept  by  the  clerk  of  each  com- 
pany, which  will  at  an  early  day  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
committee  on  the  fire  department.

Gentlemen  :  Herewith  I  present  to  your  Honorable  Board,  my 
Fourth  Quarterly  Report,  which  will  give  you  a  detailed  account 
of  the  doings,  earnings  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st  1857- 

The  whole  number  of  persons  arrested  and  committed  to  the 
Watch-House.during  the  year,  was  nine  hundred  and  eighty-six, 
and  for  the  following  causes,  viz  :

Of  this  number,  three  hundred  and  forty 
five  were  non-residents,  the  balance,  six  hundred  and  forty-one, 
claimed  a  residence  in  this  city. 

Two  hundred  and  five  persons  have  been  discharged  during  the 
year  without  complaint  before  the  Police  Court,  for  reasons  which 
at  the  time,  seemed  good  and  sufficient,  and  in  my  opinion  their 
discharge  did  not  conflict  with  the  demands  #f  justice  or  interfere 
with  that  protection  which  the  Public  has  a  right  to  expect. 

During  the  year,  twelve  hundred  and  ninety-eight  persons  have 
applied  for  food  and  lodgings  at  the  Police  Office,  which  has  been 
furnished  them,  and  is  the  same  as  that  furnished  to  Prisoners  in 
the  Watch-House.  Those  who  call  for  aid  as  stated,  are  mostly 
travellers  in  search  of  employment  or  friends,  and  the  cost  of  feed- 
ing them  has  been  about  eight  cents  each,  amounting  in  all  to 
§103,84  which  has  been  charged  to  the  expenses  of  the  Police  De- 
partment, nothing  having  been  paid  for  this  class  of  Paupers  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

Including  Prisoners,  you  will  perceive  that  we  have  provided 
lodgings  for  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  persons 
during  the  past  year,  and  if  this  state  of  things  is  to  continue,  it 
will  become  necessary  to  enlarge  the  "Watch-House,  as  there  are 
now  but  twelve  beds,  and  some  nights  we  have  twenty  people  to 
take  care  of,  rendering  it  necessary  to  accommodate  the  larger 
portion  of  them  upon  the  floor.  I  therefore  hope  your  Honorable 
Board  will  examine  the  Watch-House  at  an  early  day,  and  take 
such  action  as  may  be  considered  proper  in  the  matter. 

I  have  made,  or  caused  to  be  made,  nine  hundred  and  forty  com- 
plaints before  the  Police  Court  for  various  crimes  and  misdemean- 
ors, which  are  as  follows,  viz  :

Deduct  the  above  amount  of  earnings  from  the  total  expenses 
of  the  Department,  (not  including  the  amount  paid  for  poor 
lodgers,)  which  is  $9,110  15,  will  leave  the  actual  expenses  of  the 
Police  Department  for  the  year,  $7,068  17. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  for  this  year  exceed  those  of 
the  Department  for  1856.  The  reasons  for 'this  excess  of  expendi- 
ture are  obvious — first,  we  have  had  a  larger  number  of  watchmen, 
thereby  increasing  the  expenses  $2,257  20  ;  the  Pay  Poll  of  the 
Watchmen  for  this  year  being  $6,353  50,  and  the  pay  roll  of  last 
year  $4,096  30.  Secondly,  the  large  number  of  public  days  during 
the  year  last  past,  has  made  it  necessary  to  employ  a  large  extra 
Police  force  for  duty  on  those  occasions,  at  an  extra  expense 
chargeable  to  the  Department,  the  amount  of  which  will  be  found 
in  the  preceding  table. 

I  have  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  $1,581  57  for  which  I 
hold  his  receipts.  That  amount  is  the  earnings  of  the  Police  De- 
partment from  Jan.  1st  to  Oct.  19th,  1857,  which  I  have  received 
from  J.  B.  Dexter  jr.,  Clerk  of  the  Police  Court,  ancl  from  J.  W. 
Denny,  Assistant  Marshal.  The  balance  of  the  earnings  of  the 
Department  will  be  due  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Police  Court  and  the 
County  Treasurer,  after  the  next  term  of  the  Criminal  Court 
which  commences  its  session  in  this  city  on  the  third  Monday  of 
the  present  month. 

In  concluding  this  Report,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to 
a  subject,  which  in  my  judgment  is  one  of  great  importance  to  the 
community,  to  which  I  have  endeavored  to  call  the  attention  of 
your  predecessors  in  my  former  Reports.  1  refer  to  the  growing 
evil  of  the  large  number  of  truant  and  vagrant  children  constantly 
found  upon  our  streets.  Many  of  these  children  arc  found  in  the 
yards  of  our  citizens,  ostensibly  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  offal, 
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but  in  too  many  instances  for  the  real  purpose  of  pilfering  what- 
ever they  can  lay  their  hands  upon.  Complaints  against  this  class 
of  pilferers  come  almost  daily  to  this  office,  from  those  who  have 
just  cause  of  complaint.  If  such  children  are  arrested,  it  is  cer- 
tainly very  difficult  for  me  to  determine  what  disposition  should 
be  made  of  them.  If  they  are  taken  before  the  Police  Court,  a 
fine  must  be  imposed  upon  them  which  they  or  their  parents  are 
not  able  to  pay,  or,  if  no  fine  is  imposed  they  must  be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Correction,  which  I  submit,  does  not  seem  to  be  the 
proper  place  for  this  class  of  offenders.  I  think  something  should 
be  clone  at  an  early  day,  either  by  Legislative  enactment  or  by 
some  act  of  the  City  Council,  to  provide  some  proper  place  where 
these  truant  and  vagrant  children  can.be  taken  care  of  and  receive 
suitable  instruction.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Worcester : 

The  Aqueduct  Commissioners  for  the  year  1857,  respectfully 
present  to  the  City  Government  their  annual  report,  showing  the 
condition  of  the  water  works,  and  giving  an  account  of  their  do- 
ings, the  amount  of  property  connected  therewith,  and  also  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  past  year. 

The  water  in  Bell  Pond  has  been  in  good  condition  as  to  quality 
and  quantity  through  the  year,  ranging  from  four  to  nearly  eight 
feet  in  depth  at  the  gates. 

Nine  new  Hydrant  Boxes  have  been  put  in  this  year  in  place  of 
old  ones  that  had  become  decayed.  Six  more  are  finished  and 
ready  to  be  used  in  the  spring,  and  five  others  are  being  made,  all 
of  which  will  be  wanted  in  the  course  of  the  coming  season.  The 
Aqueduct  has  been  kept  in  good  condition  throughout  the  year  and 
is  now  in  good  order. 

A  larger  number  of  leakages  have  been  discovered  in  the  pipes 
the  past  year  than  usual,  all  of  which  have  been  repaired ;  in  two 
instances  new  pipe  was  required,  and  three  6  foot  pieces  of  4  inch 
pipe  was  used.  One  Hydrant  burst  for  which  a  new  one  has  been 
substituted. 

In  consequence  of  the  alteration  of  grade  in  some  of  the  streets 
it  is  necessary  to  take  out  some  of  the  Hydrants  and  replace  them 
with  larger  ones;  therefore,  four  long  Hydrants  have  been  ob- 
tained at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  dollars,  only  one  of  which  has 
yet  been  put  in;  the  others  should  be  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  in 
suitable  condition. 
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The  claim  of  Wm.  T.  Merrifield,  Esq.,  alluded  to  in  the  last  annu- 
al report,  has  been  settled,  and  the  Commissioners  do  not  know 
of  any  unpaid  bills,  or  claims  of  any  description  against  the  Aque- 
duct at  the  present  time. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  fourteen  water  takers  at  the  present 
time,  an  increase  of  fifteen,  in  small  quantities,  since  the  last  annu- 
al report.  The  Commissioners  have  been  obliged  to  reject  a  large 
number  of  applications  for  water  the  past  year,  in  consequence  of 
the  inadequate  supply. 

There  are  water  rents  now  due  which  are  in  process  of  collec- 
tion to  the  amount  of  about  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which 
will  probably  soon  be  received  and  added  to  the  amount  already 
paid  to  the  City  Treasurer.  Most  of  the  unpaid  bills  are  for  the 
six  months  ending  "on  the  first  of  May  next.  Nearly  or  quite  all 
of  these  bills  would  have  been  collected  by  the  first  of  January  in 
ordinary  times,  but  the  present  stagnation  in  business  has  rendered 
collections  much  more  difficult,  and  under  these  circumstances  it  is 
thought  best  not  to  press  payment  too  strongly.

REPORT 
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OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR, 


The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  year  1857,  in  con- 
formity to  custom,  submit  their  Annual  Keport : 

The  general  feeling  in  the  community  is  believed  to  be  in  favor 
of  the  most  liberal  appropriations  for  the  relief  of  the  poor.  It 
has  been  our  endeavor  during  the  past  year,  to  distribute  the 
means  put  into  our  hands  for  this  charity,  so  as  to  secure  the  great- 
est amount  of  good.  We  have  made  thorough  investigation  into 
all  the  claims  made  upon  us  for  assistance  by  all  applicants. 

At  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board,  a  general  inquiry  has 
been  made  into  all  cases  brought  before  us  by  our  Clerk,  or  by  ap- 
plication of  individuals.  A  committee  of  the  month  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  together  with  the  Clerk,  have  had  full  authority 
to  do  what  in  their  judgment  was  thought  best,  and  their  action 
reported  to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  for  approval. 
It  is  believed  that  in  no  instance  have  the  deserving  been  turned 
away  without  relief,  and  in  no  case  has  any  one  been  allowed  to 
suffer. 

The  Board  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  elected  Samuel 
Banister,  Esq.,  as  their  Clerk,  and  they,  as  well  as  the  citizens  in 
general,  are  indebted  to  him  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  he 
has  discharged  his  duty. 
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After  the  resignation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harrington,  the  former 
Superintendent  and  Matron,  the  Board  appointed  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Drury  to  fill  the  vacancies.  Under  the  direction  of  Mr  Drury  the 
Board  have  found  that  the  farm  has  been  carried  on  in  a  farmer-like 
manner,  so  as  to  yield  a  bountiful  supply ;  and  the  indoor  part  of 
the  establishment  conducted  in  such  a  way  by  Mrs.  Drury  as  to 
meet  not  only  the  approval  of  the  Board,  but  the  approbation  of 
all  who  have  seen  fit  to  visit  the  Alms  House  at  any  and  all  times. 
The  Institution  is  still  under  their  charge  and  supervision,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  wants  of  the  inmates  and  the  interests 
of  the  city  are  both  properly  regarded. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Board  by  a  committee,  caused  an 
appraisal  to  be  made  of  the  property  of  the  Alms  House  and  Farm, 
and  their  report  was  as  follows  :

The  whole  number  of  persons  assisted  out  of  the  Alms-house  for 
the  year  ending  January  1, 1858,  is  919  ;  seven  of  this  number  are 
supported  at  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  twelve  on  weekly  allowT- 
ances  at  their  own  residences;  113  of  this  number  have  a  settle- 
ment in  this  city,  90  from  other  towns  in  the  State,  57  from  other 
States,  43  from  Canada,  8  from  Germany,  1  from  Prussia,  and  619 
from  Scotland,  England,  and  Ireland. 

There  were  at  the  Alms-house,  January  1,  1858,  28  persons — 20 
of  whom  have  a  settlement  in  this  city. 

The  whole  number  that  have  received  permanent  assistance  at 
the  Alms-house,  during  the  year,  is  76 ;  of  this  number,  22  have  a 
settlement  in  this  city,  15  in  other  towns  in  the  State;  7  from 
Canada,  5  from  other  States,  27  from  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
land ;  six  females  have  been  sentenced  from  Court  to  the  Alms- 
house. The  average  number  at  the  Alms-house,  about  20.  There 
have  been  8  deaths  during  the  year.     Meals  and  lodging  have 
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been  furnished  to  201  persons,  who  were  traveling  about  the 
country  in  pursuit  of  work.  The  whole  number  of  persons  who 
have  received  assistance  during  the  year,  exclusive  of  the  way- 
faring persons,  is  995.

REPORT 

OF  THE 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 


In  closing  their  official  connection  with  the  Common  Schools  of 
Worcester,  the  Committee  for  1857,  respectfully  submit  to  the  cit- 
izens an  account  of  their  labors,  and  of  the  condition  of  Schools 
under  their  charge : 

SUMMARY   OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  plan  initiated  by  our  predecessors,  of  dividing  double 
schools,  has  been  still  further  pursued  the  present  year,  and  con- 
sequently the  number  of  schools  has  been  increased.  We  found 
arrangements  already  partially  made  for  dividing  the  Secondary 
Schools  on  Pleasant  and  Summer  streets,  which  were  completed, 
and,  after  two  weeks  delay,  two  separate  schools  were  established 
in  each  locality.  Experience  has  shown  that  this  was  a  wise  ar- 
rangement, though  it  has  made  these  schools  permanently  more 
expensive. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  an  additional  Secondary 
School,  for  which  our  predecessors  had  prepared,  was  opened  in 
the  Front  street  school  house.  During  the  Summer  vacation,  the 
large  Secondary  School  room  on  Ash  street  was  divided.  One  of 
the  apartments  has  been  used  for  the  Secondary  School,  and  the 
other  was  left  for  the  use  of  a  Grammar  School  whenever  it  should 
be  needed.    At  the  present  time  it  is  used  for  that  purpose. 
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The  Young  Men's  School  room  on  Main  street,  having  heen 
found  insufficient  to  accommodate  all  the  scholars  of  that  grade, 
an  adjoining  room  has  been  put  in  order  and  is  now  used  for  a 
branch  school  of  the  same  grade. 

The  school  at  Quinsigamond  has  also  been  divided ;  the  older 
scholars  occupying  the  lower  room,  and  the  younger,  a  pleasant 
apartment  taken  off  from  the  upper  room. 

During  the  year  the  three  schools  in  "New  Worcester  have  been 
recognized  as  schools  of  the  Centre  District  and  placed  under  the 
same  regulations.  An  Evening  School  has  been  oj^ened  in  that 
District.    The  other  schools  .remain  as  formerly. 

With  these  changes  the  number  and  grades  of  schools  main- 
tained during  the  past  year,  were  : 

One  High  School,  (of  two  departments;)  seven  Grammar 
Schools,  (three  double  and  four  single  ;)  eleven  Secondary  Schools, 
(one  double  and  ten  single ;)  seventeen  Primary  Schools,  (eight 
double  and  nine  single  j)  two  Young  Men's  Schools ;  three  Even- 
ing Schools,  (one  for  males,  one  for  females,  and  one  mixed;) 
seventeen  Common  District  or  Suburban  Schools.  Whole  number 
of  schools,  fifty-five. 

In  t  wo  of  the  largest  Primary  Schools  additional  assistants  have 
been  employed  a  part  of  the  year,  and  one  in  the  Tatnic  District. 
Including  the  three  temporary  teachers  last  mentioned,  there  were 
in  all  these  various  schools,  seventy-three  teachers — nine  male,  six- 
ty-four female. 

It  would  make  our  system  of  schools  more  complete  and  greatly 
aid  in  the  classification  of  scholars,  if  another  school  were  added 
to  the  list;  a  school,  as  it  might  be  called,  for  Irregulars.  There 
is  a  class  of  children,  who,  by  stress  of  fortune  or  by  neglect  of 
parents,  are  prevented  from  attending  school  regularly;  and 
another,  who,  for  the  want  of  early  advantages,  cannot  be  class- 
ified with  children  of  their  own  age,  and  who,  shamed  by  their 
association  with  children  so  much  younger  than  themselves,  re- 
main but  a  few  weeks  at  a  time. 

There  is  still  another  class  who,  from  natural  incapacity  or 
invincible  heedlessness,  are  forever  falling  behind  their  classes,  and 
must  either  be  waited  for  or  dragged  over  the  ground  faster  than 
they  can  or  will  go.  Scholars  of  the  above  description  should  be 
provided  for  in  an  unclassified  school. 
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We  -respectfully  solicit  the  attention  of  the  next  Board  to  this 
subject. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  whole  number  of  children  in  the  city  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  fifteen,  the  1st  of  May  last,  was  found  to  be  three  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eighty-nine.  On  the  1st  of  May,  1856,  it  was  four 
thousand  and  fifty -six.  The  whole  number  of  all  ages  belonging  to 
the  schools  in  1857,  was  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  and  the  average  daily  attendance,  two  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  FIFTEEN.  The  corresponding  numbers  in  1856,  were 
five  thousand  and  forty -six,  and  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty. 

Thus  it  appears  that  while  the  number  of  children  in  the  city 
has  diminished,  there  has  been  an  average  daily  attendance  at  the 
schools  of  nearly  three  hundred  more  than  last  year.  The  increase 
of  average  attendance,  as  every  one  familiar  with  school  statistics 
knows,  is  an  infallible  proof  of  a  more  healthy  vigor  in  the  sys- 
tem. The  whole  number  in  attendance  last  year  (5187)  is  probably 
the  largest  number  registered  any  one  year  in  the  city. 

[For  further  particulars  on  the  subject  of  attendance,  we  refer 
to  the  table  published  at  the  close  of  this  report.] 

ABSENCE    AND  TARDINESS. 

These  are  sore  evils,  of  which  much  has  been  written  and  said. 
Almost  innumerable  remedies  have  been  devised.  The  best  remedy 
of  all,  without  question,  is  to  render  the  schools  themselves  as 
attractive  as  possible.  Boys  and  girls  are  of  like  passions  with  the 
rest  of  us.  "We  do  not  care  to  go  frequently  where  we  are  not 
interested.  We  shun  the  presence  of  one  whom  we  neither  love 
nor  respect.  "We  have  noticed,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  other 
things  be  equal  and  the  class  of  scholars  remaining  the  same,  the 
better  teacher  quite  uniformly  secures  the  better  attendance. 
Much  importance,  however,  is  to  be  attached  to  the  enforcement 
of  rules;  for  the  most  interested  scholars  may  grow  heedless,  and 
in  a  city  like  this  there  is  no  want  of  attractions  to  draw  off  the 
young. 

The  rules  laid  down  by  the  Board  on  this  subject,  were,  at 
the  time  of  their  adoption,  thought  almost  too  stringent,  but 
experience  has  abundantly  shown  their  feasibility  as  well  as  their 
great  usefulness. 
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Last  year,  one  teacher,  as  a  matter  of  experiment,  was  allowed 
to  send  his  scholars  to  the  Superintendent  for  so  slight  an  offence 
against  good  order  as  one  tardiness,  and  the  result  has  been  that 
tardiness  has  almost  wholly  disappeared  from  his  school. 

Parents  too,  may,  if  they  will,  do  much  to  secure  a  more  regular 
attendance  at  the  schools.  Many,  it  is  believed,  yield  to  the  mere- 
est  wishes  of  the  children  in  this  respect,  entirely  thoughtless  of 
the  consequences.  Some  seem  to  feel  that  they  have  a  right  of 
proprietorship  in  the  schools,  which  authorizes  them  to  withdraw 
their  children  when  they  please,  and  for  as  long  a  time  as  they 
please.  A  legal  right  perhaps  they  have,  but  it  is  one  which  it  is 
hardly  worth  while  to  assert.  Xo  one  certainly  has  the  moral 
right  to  abuse  his  privileges  of  education,  to  put  obstacles  in  the 
way  of  the  progress  of  other  men's  children,  or  to  make  laggards 
or  dunces  of  his  own. 

During  this  year  the  School  Board  recommended  to  the  city  to 
employ  a  Truant  officer,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  truant  and 
idle  children  into  the  schools,  and  of  enforcing  against  the  more  in- 
corrigible and  vicious,  the  truant  laws  of  the  State.  The  measure 
failed,  it  is  understood,  for  the  want  of  a  suitable  place  for  the 
confinement  and  correction  of  the  worst  offenders  of  this  class. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  consideration  of  this  subject  will  be 
resumed  at  no  distant  day.  Whether  the  measure  j)roposed  is  of 
all  measures  the  best  for  reaching  the  class  contemplated,  we  will 
not  venture  to  decide ;  but  sure  we  are,  that  an  enlightened  self- 
interest,  no  less  than  philanthropy,  requires  that  by  some  means, 
if  possible,  they  should  be  reached  and  reformed.  The  size  of  this 
class,  however,  we  are  inclined  to  think  is  over  estimated. 

Intimately  connected  with  this,  is  another  subject;  that  of 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

No  new  School  House  has  been  built  the  past  year.  A  fine 
structure  has  been  in  the  process  of  erection  at  New  Worcester, 
which  promises  to  be  an  ornament  to  that  pleasant  suburb,  and  to 
furnish  suitable  accommodations  for  its  three  prosperous  schools. 

AVe  allude  to  this  subject  for  the  sake  of  calling  timely  attention 
lo  wants  which  are  sure  to  make  themselves  known  soon,  and  for 
which  it  is  good  economy,  seasonably  to  provide.  Every  school 
room  in  the  Centre  District  is  in  use,  and  with  one  exception, 
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filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  some  part  of  the  year.  The  pressure 
upon  the  Primary  schools,  the  last  year,  has  been  too  great  to 
admit  of  comfort  or  due  attention  to  the  health  of  the  pupils,  to 
say  nothing  of  their  proficiency.  If  there  should  be  only  as  much 
increase  of  scholars  the  coming  year,  as  there  has  been  the  past,  it 
will  be  impossible  to  accommodate  them  in  the  rooms  now  owned 
by  the  city  and  appropriated  to  school  purposes. 

The  sale  of  the  Main  street  school  house  lot,  could  it  be  effected 
on  suitable  terms,  would  enable  the  city,  without  additional  cost, 
to  erect  two  school  houses  in  localities  where  they  might  be  more 
needed,  besides  ridding  us  of  a  building  in  all  respects  unsuitable 
for  school  purposes. 

The  re-modeling  of  the  interior  of  the  Thomas  school  house  was 
considered  by  the  Board  of  1856,  and  a  recommendation  made  to 
the  city  government,  that  it  be  done.  The  project  failed,  it  is 
understood,  on  account  of  its  supposed  cost.  We  should  not  care 
to  have  this  done  for  the  sake  of  changing  the  schools  in  that 
building,  to  single  schools.  We  are  not  altogether  positive  that 
single  schools  of  the  Grammar  grade,  are  all  things  considered,  to 
be  preferred.  But  since  the  catastrophe  at  Brooklyn,  we  confess 
we  have  hardly  been  able  to  think  of  a  fire  in  connection  with  that 
building  without  a  shudder.  Its  five  hundred  pupils,  it  is  pre- 
sumptuous to  suppose  could  escape  in  such  an  event  through  its 
winding  passages  and  dark  stairways  in  safety. 

MUSIC   AND  DRAWING 

Have  figured  somewhat  in  the  reports  of  previous  Committees, 
and  it  has  been  strongly  urged  that  instruction  should  be  given  in 
both  these  branches  in  our  Public  Schools.  The  example  of  other 
cities  has  been  cited  in  support  of  the  measure,  and  we  have  been 
pointed  to  the  uniform  practice  of  private  schools  in  this  respect. 
This  subject,  so  far  as  our  schools  are  concerned,  has  hitherto 
been  purely  a  matter  of  theory.  We  have  had  the  last  year  some 
experience  in  relation  to  these  branches,  and  though  the  experi- 
ment, it  must  be  confessed,  has  not  been  fairly  made,  it  has  brought 
the  subject  of  their  introduction  before  us  in  a  stronger  and  some- 
what new  light.  Without  detailing  what  has  been  attempted,  we 
will  record  the  results  to  which  we  have  come.  The  free  use  of 
Slates  (noiseless  ones  if  they  can  be  obtained,)  should  be  allowed 
13 
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in  the  Primary  Schools.  The  reasons  for  this  will  readily  suggest 
themselves  to  every  mind. 

Drawing,  too,  should  he  taught  in  the  High  School,  provided  it 
can  be  as  a  scientific  art.  The  mere  copying  of  pictures,  however, 
which  sometimes  passes  for  an  accomplishment,  should  he  shunned 
as  a  waste  of  time.  Drawing  in  the  other  grades  of  schools,  con- 
sidering the  average  condition  of  the  scholars,  and  the  short  time 
they  spend  in  getting  what  must  answer  for  an  education,  it  seems 
to  us,  on  mature  reflection,  is  not  to  be  attempted. 

In  coming  to  this  result,  we  do  not  undervalue  this  branch. 
We  think  it  essential  to  a  finished  education  and  every  year  becom- 
ing more  so.  We  would  exclude  it  from  the  grades  mentioned, 
simply  because  with  the  majority  of  scholars  little  could  be  accom- 
plished in  it,  and  that  little  must  be  gained  at  the  expense  of  other 
things  more  important. 

The  services  of  a  professional  Music  Teacher  have  been  em- 
ployed in  the  Grammar  Schools,  a  considerable  part  of  last  year, 
but  only  to  the  extent  of  one  lesson  a  week  in  each  school.  The 
experiment  was  by  no  means  a  failure ;  but,  since  it  is  found  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  that  nearly  all  the  scholars,  who,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, will  learn  music,  already  avail  themselves  of  private 
instruction  at  their  own  cost,  and  under  more  advantageous  cir- 
cumstances than  are  possible  in  our  schools,  Ave  incline  to  the 
opinion  that  music,  at  present,  should  not  be  attempted  as  one  of 
the  regular  studies;  while  singing,  as  an  occasional  relief  from 
study,  and  a  means  of  cultivating  good  feeling  and  worthy  senti- 
ments, should  in  every  school  be  freely  used,  and  if  necessary, 
strictly  required. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  Committee  on  the  High  School  have  been  allowed  to  permit 
the  introduction  into  that  school  of  Kobinson's  Algebra,  in  addition 
to  the  more  elementary  treatise  of  Davies,  already  in  use.  With 
this  exception  the  text  books  used  in  the  schools  have  not  been 
changed.  Such  changes  are  usually  made  with  too  great  facility 
and  without  a  sufficiently  thorough  investigation  of  the  merits  of 
the  rival  books.  The  fact,  however,  that  changes  were  not  made 
during  the  year,  does  not  prove  entire  satisfaction  with  the  books 
in  use,  nor  that  the  enterprising  zeal  of  the  publishers  has  in  the 
least  abated.

But,  while  freely  admitting  the  faulty  character  of  some  of  our 
text  books,  and  of  none  more  freely  than  those  more  recently 
adopted,  the  Committee  have  failed  to  find  in  the  proposed  substi- 
tutes sufficient  improvement  to  compensate  the  sore  inconvenience 
to  parents,  attendant  upon  such  changes;  and  furthermore,  their 
conviction  is  that  we  must  depend  almost  wholly,  for  the  interest  of 
the  scholars  and  the  usefulness  of  the  schools,  on  our  teachers,  not 
on  the  books  we  place  in  their  hands.  When  text  books  are  used 
for  anything  but  what  their  name  indicates  as  texts,  and  scholars 
are  gorged  with  mere  words  instead  of  being  initiated  into  princi- 
ples, it  is  the  teacher  rather  than  the  book  that  needs  reformation. 
Beading  books,  however,  should  not  be  retained  so  long,  that  the 
words  of  the  pieces  are  learned,  and  the  stories  and  facts,  and  sen- 
timents they  narrate  have  by  frequent  repetition,  lost  their  fresh- 
ness and  power  to  interest.  The  Committee,  therefore,  are  glad  to 
know  that  since  their  term  of  office  expired,  Sargent's  Eeaders 
have  been  substituted  for  the  series  by  Tower  so  long  in  use. 

Several  of  the  teachers  have  taught  Geography  quite  success- 
fully, one  especially  so,  independently  for  the  most  part,  of  any 
text  book.  Topics  are  prepared  by  teachers  and  generally  written 
I  on  blackboards  in  sight  of  the  whole  school,  and  by  the  use  of 
maps  and  reference  books,  and  aided  by  the  associations  of  con- 
trast and  comparison,  contiguity  of  time  and  place,  relations  of 
cause  and  effect,  etc.,  the  pupil  has  been  left  to  make  out  his  own 
opinions  upon  the  points  presented,  in  a  word,  to  make  up  his 
own  Geography.  The  advantage  of  such  methods  of  study  is, 
that  the  scholar,  thus  compelled  to  search  and  think,  becomes 
interested  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge,  and  self-reliant  in  using  it. 
Knowledge  thus  acquired  is  power.  It  has  within  it  the  vital 
principle  of  its  own  growth.  On  the  other  hand,  knowledge  pas- 
sively imbibed  through  the  memory  alone,  too  quickly  fades  to  be 
worth  the  time  it  costs.  It  is  not  knowledge  but  only  its 
shadow.  Good  text  books  in  Geography  and  Grammar,  presenting 
only  topics  of  study,  would  greatly  facilitate  the  acquisition  of 
real  knowledge  in  both  these  branches. 
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MORAL  INSTRUCTION  AND  TRAINING. 

Space  will  not  allow  ns  to  say  all  wc  could  wish,  of  the  import- 
ance and  the  neglect  of  this  most  vital  part  of  education.  The 
State,  as  if  alive  to  the  real  necessities  of  the  case,  has,  with  due 
solemnities  of  law,  propounded  it  as  the  duty  of  all  instructors  of 
youth,  "  To  exert  their  best  endeavors  to  impress  on  the  minds  of 
children  and  youth  committed  to  their  care  and  instruction,  the 
principles  of  piety,  justice,  and  a  sacred  regard  to  truth,  love  to 
their  country,  humanity,"  etc.,  which,  the  extracts  concludes,  "  are 
the  ornament  of  human  society,  and  the  basis  on  which  a  republi- 
can government  is  founded."  This  law  is  sufficiently  minute  and 
imperative,  but  how  much  pains  is  taken  to  secure  the  enforcement 
of  its  wise  provisions  ?  What  candidate  for  the  office  of  an  in- 
structor of  youth  under  this  statute,  is  questioned  as  to  his  ability 
to  explain  and  enforce  principles,  acknowledged  to  be  so  funda- 
mental to  the  well  being  of  the  individual  and  society  ? 

In  what  school  ^is  time  taken  for  securing  an  end  confessedly 
paramount  to  all  others  ?  The  truth  seems  to  be  that  in  all  schools, 
private  as  well  as  public,  the  inculcations  of  religion,  have,  for  the 
most  part  ceased,  as  a  matter  of  accommodation  to  what  are  sup- 
posed to  be  the  wishes  of  some  portion  of  their  patrons ;  and  as  a 
natural  consequence,  all  moral  teaching,  and  even  moral  training, 
has  fallen  into  a  like  disuse,  and  that  too,  in  defiance  of  public 
statute,  and  we  doubt  not  in  opposition  to  the  almost  unanimous 
wish  of  our  people.  We  secure  teachers,  it  is  true,  of  unexcep- 
tionable moral  character.  Examples  of  truthfulness,  patience, 
cheerfulness,  moral  courage,  and  of  all  the  virtues  we  would  im- 
plant in  the  minds  of  children,  are  sometimes  developed  in  the 
school  room,  with  a  beauty  and  a  power  which  we  should  wrong 
our  feelings  not  to  acknowledge  as  sufficient  of  itself  to  compen- 
sate for  the  cost  of  such  a  school. 

But  should  we  be  content  with  an  occasional  and  incidental 
result  of  this  kind  ?  Is  there  not  a  species  of  cruelty  in  creating 
intellectual  power,  without  any  systematic  plan  for  subjecting 
it  to  wise  and  genial  restraint ;  in  kindling  an  ambition  regard- 
less of  the  means  it  may  choose  for  gratification'/  If  it  be  true  in 
the  case  of  many,  that  their  moral  education  may  be  attended  to 
elsewhere  than  in  school,  of  many  and  perhaps  the  majority  it  is 
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not  true.  And  were  it  true  of  all,  there  would  still  be  a  fatal 
weakness  in  the  plan  of  carrying  forward  the  process  of  educa- 
tion, in  entirely  separate  compartments  and  by  totally  different 
and  dissimilar  agencies.  Or,  if  it  be  urged  that  we  have  not  time 
for  moral  training  and  instruction  in  our  public  schools,  we  reply 
we  have  time,  if  this  is  our  duty,  and  the  appropriate  place  of 
performing  it.  Better,  far,  that  a  young  man  or  woman  should 
leave  school  ignorant  of  Geography,  Grammar  and  Arithmetic, 
than  untrained  and  undeveloped  in  his  moral  faculties.  The 
knowledge  of  all  the  savans  of  Europe,  would  be  a  poor  com- 
pensation for  such  a  defect. 

SUPER  VISON    OF  SCHOOLS. 

This  is  a  more  difficult  and  delicate  task  than  is  commonly  sup- 
posed. The  popular  impression  seems  to  be,  that  a  system  of 
schools  is  as  pliant  to  the  hand,  and  may  be  as  easily  managed,  as 
a  manufacturing  establishment.  No  analogy  could  be  more  false 
or  deceptive.  In  establishments  of  this  kind,  each  ivorkman  is 
expected  to  do  the  same  thing,  in  very  nearly  the  same  way. 
There  may  be  different  degrees  of  quickness  and  manual  dexterity 
among  them,  but  all  must  follow  nearly  the  same  process ;  and  if 
they  fail  of  a  desired  result,  the  failure  is  at  once  evident,  and  the 
reasons  of  it;  the  remedy,  also,  is  easy.  A  teacher,  on  the  other 
hand,  who  deserves  the  name,  is  to  some  extent,  an  original ;  that 
is  to  say,  he  views  and  explains  subjects  in  a  way  peculiar  to 
himself  and  the  natural  Avorkings  of  his  own  mind.  He  manages 
his  school  also  in  that  way,  and  by  that  kind  of  personal  influence 
which  a  character  and  temperament  like  his,  naturally  generates. 
Hence,  the  difficulty  and  delicacy  of  really  helping  the  teacher  by 
advice  or  directing  his  labors.  To  require  him  to  surrender  his 
individuality,  and  to  do  his  work  after  some  favorite  method  of 
ours,  is  easy,  and  as  preposterous  as  easy.  To  see  that  lie  does 
his  work  well,  whatever  be  the  mode,  or  if  he  does  it  ill,  to  show 
him  where  the  defect  is,  and  how  to  remedy  it,  and  yet  allow  him 
the  freedom  so  essential — requires  more  soundness  of  judgment, 
and  delicacy  of  discrimination,  than  are  always  at  command. 

The  mere  occasional  presence  in  a  school  room  of  parents  or  a 
committee,  may  be  of  service,  inasmuch  as  it  assures  both  teachers 
and  scholars  that  an  interest  is  felt  in  their  work.    In  cases  of  in- 
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subordination  for  example,  the  j udgment  or  support  of  a  commit- 
tee, may  be  invaluable  to  a  teacher. 

But,  a  supervision  which  attempts  more,  unless  it  is  skillfully 
conducted,  may  prove  an  injury  instead  of  a  benefit.  Moreover, 
it  should  be.  remembered  that  the  principle  of  inertia  applies  to 
schools  no  less  than  other  bodies  j  and  in  a  system  of  schools  so 
large  as  ours,  the  inertia  is  far  from  inconsiderable.  If  the  prob- 
lem, were  for  example,  to  substitute  the  topical  for  the  memoriter 
method  of  instruction,  a  plan  involving  so  many'changes  in  the 
mental  habits  of  both  teachers  and  scholars,  could  not  possibly  be 
effected  at  once.  So  in  all  the  improvements  attempted  in  the 
work  of  supervision,  time  is  an  important  element.  The  nature  of 
the  teacher's  work,  our  obligations  to  respect  his  reputation,  and 
not  rashly  endanger  or  destroy  it,  alike  forbid  attempting  sudden 
and  violent  changes )  and  also  forbid  our  despairing,  if  the  bene- 
ficial effects  of  what  we  do,  are  not  immediately  apparent. 

From  these  considerations,  among  others,  two  inrportant  changes 
have  been  recently  made  in  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Schools. 

The  term  of  office  on  the  part  of  the  Committee,  has  been  ex- 
tended from  one  to  three  years,  and  a  Superintendent  of  schools 
has  been  chosen.  The  former  measure  can  hardly  fail  to  be  an 
improvement.  It  will  raise  the  character  of  the  office,  by  giving 
its  occupants  more  time  to  learn  their  duties,  and  carry  through 
their  plans ;  and  will  secure  more  uniformity  and  steadiness  in  the 
action  of  the  Board. 

The  present  Superintendent  was  elected  in  December,  1856,  and 
entered  upon  his  duties  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  covered 
by  this  report.  His  duties  have  been  defined  by  the  Board,  as 
follows,  viz  : 

"  The  Superintendent  shall  make  the  duties  of  his  office  his  sole 
business,  and  it  shall  be  his  special  duty  to  occupy  his  time  during 
school  hours  in  visiting  Public  Schools.  He  shall  also  keep  such 
regular  office  hours,  other  than  school  hours,  not  less  than  three 
each  day,  as  in  his  judgment  will  best  meet  the  public  conven- 
ience. 

He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  heretofore  required  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board,  and  of  the  Prudential  Committee  for  the 
Centre  District. 
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He  shall  be,  ex- officio,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Examin- 
ation of  Teachers. 

He  shall  be  the  Executive  officer  of  the  Board,  carrying  out  its 
directions,  and  also  of  the  Sub-Committees,  unless  reversed  by  the 
action  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  advise  and  direct  the  Teachers  in  the  discharge  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  shall  report  any  delinquencies  on  their  part 
to  the  Board.  He  shall  examine  into  such  cases  of  misconduct  or 
discipline  of  scholars  as  shall  be  reported  to  him  by  teachers,  or 
by  parents  or  guardians ;  and  in  case  a  pupil  has  been  suspended 
or  excluded  by  the  teacher,  he  shall  acquaint  himself  with  the  facts 
of  the  case,  and  report  them  forthwith  to  the  Sub-Committee,  in 
concurrence  with  whom  he  shall  act,  to  re-instate  the  pupil  or 
confirm  the  suspension  or  exclusion. 

He  shall  also  inform  himself  respecting  new  and  improved 
methods  and  instruments  of  teaching,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Board. 

He  shall  endeavor,  by  the  most  efficient  means  in  his  power,  to 
secure  as  general  and  regular  attendance  in  the  public  schools  as 
possible. 

He  shall  be  empowered  to  employ,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Mayor,  a  police  officer,  so  many  school  hours  as  he  shall  see  fit,  to 
act  as  Truant  Officer.  [The  City  Government  failed  to  approve 
this  measure.] 

He  shall  each  quarter  present  a  written  report  of  the  state  of 
the  Schools,  instead  of  the  reports  of  the  Yisiting  Committee,  and 
afford  such  other  information  and  plans  for  the  improvement  of 
the  schools  as  he  may  have  to  communicate. 

He  shall  call  together  the  teachers  once  each  month,  in  order 
that  they  may  interchange  their  views  on  the  various  points  of 
instruction  and  discipline,  and  discuss  any  matters  of  interest  rela- 
tive to  the  welfare  of  the  Public  Schools. 

He  shall  prepare  the  annual  report  required  from  the  School 
Committee. 

He  shall  keep  a  regular  office,  which  shall  be  a  general  deposi- 
tory of  the  books,  records,  and  other  papers  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment, and  which  shall,  at  all  times,  be  accessible  to  members  of  the 
Board,  for  committee  meetings,  and  other  business." 
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As  to  the  wisdom  of  imposing  or  accepting  so  wide  a  range  of 
duties,  and  as  to  the  measure  of  fidelity  with  which  they  have 
been  discharged,  no  opinion  can  properly  be  expressed  in  this  re- 
port. Before  passing  however  to  consider  the  condition  of  the  va- 
rious schools,  it  may  be  proper  to  allow  the  writer  of  the  report  to 
say  thus  much,  in  behalf  of  the  office  he  has  had  the  honor  to  hold  • 
that  the  charge  of  an  increase  of  expenditure  in  consequence  of 
the  creation  of  this  office,  is  not  warranted  by  the  facts  now  to  be 
|  made  public.  If  the  average  daily  attendance  on  the  schools  be 
aken  as  a  basis  of  calculation  (and  this  is  as  fair  a  criterion  as 
any)  it  will  be  seen,  by  dividing  the  total  expenses  of  the  schools 
for  the  years  1856  and  1857,  that  the  amount  expended  per 
scholar  was  eighteen  cents  less  in  the  latter  than  the  former 
year.  This  ho w ever,  is  not  a  fair  statement  of  the  case.  For  in 
the  exjjenses  of  the  School  department  for  1857  as  reckoned,  are 
included  fuel  for  two  years,  and  the  charges  for  visiting  for  two 
years.  Deduct  these  items  from  the  proper  expenses  of  the  year, 
and  the  cost,  reckoned  on  the  average  attendance,  will  be  found  to 
be  seventy-seven  cents  less  per  scholar  in  1857  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

By  consulting  a  memorandum  he  has  kept,  the  Superintendent 
finds  that  he  has  made  in  the  schools,  two  hundred  and  ninety  seven 
regular  visits,  during  the  year. 

SUBURBAN  SCHOOLS. 

Of  these  there  are  now  fourteen,  situated  in  the  farming  dis- 
tricts and  manufacturing  villages  skirting  the  city,  showing  an 
attendance  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  in  all,  and  an  average 
attendance  of  four  hundred  and  eleven.  In  none  of  our  schools 
have  Ave  brighter  scholars,  or  a  more  thorough  or  capable  class  of 
teachers.  We  have  been  sorry  so  find,  in  some  districts,  more 
jealousy  of  the  Board  and  its  management  than  seemed  to  us  called 
for.  Goodwill  and  the  spirit  of  impartial  justice  we  arc  sure  have 
characterized  its  action  toward  them,  and  it  has  a  right  to  ask 
the  reciprocation  of  the  same  feelings. 

"  The  sight  of  a  Committee  man  in  these  schools,"  it  was  testi- 
fied some  three  years  ago,  "  was  almost  as  astonishing  a  spectacle 
as  an  Esquimaux,  and  much  more  welcome."  The  last  year, 
though  they  have  not  had  even  the  small  stipend  of  former  years, 
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the  committee  have  furnished  the  surprising  spectacle  alluded  to, 
about  as  frequently,  we  judge,  as  in  former  years.  The  teachers 
in  these  schools  should  not  feel  that  they  are  isolated,  and  left  to 
toil  alone  and  unsupported.  The  monthly  meetings  of  the  teach- 
ers, could  they  attend  them,  would  go  far  towards  enlivening 
their  toil,  and  furnishing  them  with  useful  hints  for  their  work. 

The  residents  of  these  districts  by  making  the  acquaintance  of 
their  teachers  and  frequently  visiting  their  schools  can  do  much 
for  their  improvement.  An  influence  from  no  quarter  is  likely  to 
be  more  efficient  in  answering  most  of  the  purposes  of  school  vis- 
itation or  more  prized  by  the  teachers  or  the  pupils.  Secluded  as 
the  children  in  some  of  these  districts  are,  or  may  be,  from  the  con- 
taminations of  the  town,  the  ground  work  of  their  education 
may  be  the  more  soundly  laid  in  the  pure  affections  and  habits  of 
practical  energy  and  self  reliance  formed  amid  the  domestic  cares 
and  responsibilities  of  their  rural  homes.  Should  they  not  there- 
fore cheerfully  pay  the  price  of  this  privileged  seclusion  by  a  more 
zealous  care  of  their  schools  ? 

TATNUCK. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  this  school  was  under  the 
charge  of  Mrs.  Sybil  H.  Clary  as  principal,  and  Mrs.  E.  J.  Jones 
as  assistant. 

The  school  was  in  a  very  bad  condition,  thinly  attended,  and 
entirely  void  of  what  should  be  observed  as  proper  discipline.  The 
reason  for  this  state  of  affairs  became  a  fit  subject  of  enquiry,  and 
the  visiting  committee  after  a  careful  examination  became  satisfied 
that  the  elder  portion  of  the  scholars  would  not  attend  the  school 
— and  were  borne  out  in  that  decision  by  their  parents — as  long 
as  the  present  principal  was  suffered  to  remain,  in  whom  all  con- 
fidence was  lost  as  regarded  the  mode  of  teaching  and  governing. 

The  same  feeling  appeared  to  pervade  the  whole  district.  The 
Committee  so  informed  Mrs.  Clary,  and  have  reason  to  suppose 
that  their  statements  were  subsequently  endorsed  and  fully  cor- 
roborated by  the  Superintendent,  whereupon  the  principal  and  her 
assistant  Mrs.  Jones,  on  the  17th  day  of  February,  abruptly 
abandoned  their  charge. 

Miss  Mary  Eichardson  succeeded  Mrs.  Clary  on  the  9th  of  March, 
I     and  had  the  sole  management  of  the  school  until  the  7th  of  De- 
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cember  when  Miss  Hannah  Pierce  was  engaged  as  assistant,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  large  increase  of  the  number  of  scholars. 

The  school  from  the  time  Miss  Eichardson  assumed  the  duties  of 
teacher,  has  been  well  attended,  and  a  steady  advancement  mani- 
fested. She  succeeded  in  an  eminent  degree  in  gaining  the  confi- 
dence and  love  of  all  connected  therewith.  The  school  contains 
good  material,  and  the  progress  made,  fully  sustains  the  accorded 
reputation  of  the  teacher,  as  one  peculiarly  adapted  for  a  school 
of  this  kind. 

Miss  Pierce  will  undoubtedly  prove  herself  a  worthy  co-laborer. 
The  Committee  cannot  close  this  report  without  again  urging  the 
immediate  necessity  of  a  new  School  House  for  the  better  accom- 
modation of  the  district.  J.  B.  Dexter,  Jr. 

VALLEY  FALLS. 

Miss  Mary  J.  Ainsworth  resigned  her  situation  as  teacher  in  this 
school,  early  in  the  year,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Elizabeth  L. 
G-ibbs,  a  lady  of  high  scholarship.  She  discharged  her  duties  with 
credit  to  herself  and  to  the  manifest  improvement  of  her  pupils. 
The  examination  gave  evidence  of  the  faithfulness  of  the  teacher 
and  the  proficiency  made  by  the  scholars.  Irregularity  of  the 
scholars  in  consequence  of  being  detained  at  home  by  the  parents, 
is  a  just  cause  of  complaint  in  this  district.  C.  "W.  Angier. 

LEESVILLE. 

This  school  still  continues  under  the  care  of  Miss  Thompson. 
It  is  small,  though  somewhat  larger  this  year  than  formerly.  The 
scholars  are  irregular  in  attendance.  The  teacher  is  conscientious 
and  faithful  in  discharging  her  duties,  and  exact  in  her  methods; 
in  fact  too  dainty  and  precise  to  be  hearty  and  inspire  enthusiasm. 

SOUTH  WORCESTER 

School  has  been  under  the  care  of  Miss  Marion  Henshaw  through- 
out the  year.  It  is  among  the  larger  suburban  schools,  and  on  the 
whole  has  been  quite  prosperous,  despite  some  discontents  in  the 
district.  The  teacher  is  thorough  and  capable,  easily  securing 
good  order  and  commendable  progress.  The  closing  examination 
was  not  attended  by  the  Committee  or  Superintendent,  owing  to  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  time  when  it  was  to  take  place. 
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At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  this  school  was  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  A.  J.  Andrews,  assisted  by  Miss  Holman.  Its 
condition  at  that  time  was  far  from  promising.  As  Spring  ap- 
proached, it  diminished  in  size,  and  Miss  il.  who  had  been  but  tem- 
porarily employed,  retired.  Through  the  Summer  its  condition 
improved,  but  still  was  not  satisfactory.  Late  in  the  year  it  was 
determined  to  divide  it.  This  was  done  too  late,  however,  to  enable 
us  to  speak  with  entire  confidence  of  the  result.  There  is  a  want 
of  decorum  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  children  in  this  district,  and 
a  backwards  in  learning  which  nothing  but  two  good  schools,  effi- 
ciently maintained  for  a  long  time,  is  likely  to  overcome.  The 
present  teachers,  Miss  Helen  T.  Spalding  and  Miss  Andrews,  have 
the  confidence  of  the  committee,  and  it  is  hoped  will  have  of  the 
district.    They  are  certainly  worthy  of  it. 

B  LIT  II  E  WOOD. 

This  is  one  of  our  small  but  excellent  suburban  schools.  It  is 
under  the  charge  of  Miss  H.  E.  Eurbank.  Nothing  that  the  Com- 
mittee are  aware  of,  has  occurred  during  the  year  to  mar  the  peace 
and  prosperity  of  the  school,  which  seems  to  be  doing  good  service 
in  educating  the  young.  A  supply  of  water  long  needed  has  been 
provided  for  by  the  construction  of  a  cistern,  which  so  far  appears 
to  answer  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed. 

A.  L.  BURBANK. 

PON  I). 

This  school  has  continued  under  the  care  of  Miss  Maynard, 
whose  experience  and  faithfulness  have  been  rewarded  with  entire 
success.  E.  F.  Chamberlain. 

The  efforts  of  the  scholars  in  this  school,  under  the  guidance  of 
their  accomplished  teacher  to  cultivate  shrubs  and  flowers  on  the 
school  premises,  deserve  commendation. 

ADAMS  SQUARE. 

Miss  Fuller,  whose  labors  for  a  term  of  years  were  universally 
acceptable  both  to  the  former  Committees  and  the  district,  left  the 
school  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  Miss  Cornelia  Learned 
took  her  place.  The  school  seems  to  have  fully  retained  its  for- 
mer character,  and  only  needs  a  little  more  attention  to  thorough- 
ness of  discipline,  to  make  it  in  every  respect  unexceptionable. 
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NORTHVILLE, 

This  is  an  excellent  school.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year 
Miss  Eliza  Harris  was  its  teacher.  The  Committee  saw  nothing 
in  their  visits  to  disapprove  and  very  much  to  commend.  Never- 
theless, so  much  dissatisfaction  appeared  in  the  district,  that  the 
teacher,  under  the  advice  of  her  Committee,  consented  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  a  more  peaceful  scene  of  labor,  and  Miss  Anna  E.  Ay  res, 
a  graduate  of  the  Westfield  Normal  School,  and  a  resident  of  the 
district,  was  her  successor.  Under  her  tuition  the  school  has  in- 
creased in  numbers,  and  entire  good  feeling  prevailed.  It  is  one 
of  the  best  schools  of  its  grade. 

CHAMBERLAIN. 

Miss  Mary  W.  Barnes  is  a  teacher  of  high  merit,  and  well 
adapted  to  her  sphere.  The  school  is  small,  and  she  rules  it  by  the 
respect  she  inspires  by  her  attainments,  and  the  gentleness  of  her 
spirit.  The  Committee  are  glad  to  know  the  district  appreciate 
her  services.  The  School  House  yard  is  actually  planted  with 
trees,  and  has  so  much  the  air  of  coolness  and  comfort,  that  one 
might  possibly  mistake  it  for  something  beside  a  school  house. 

BURN  COAT  PLAIN. 

This  district  has  in  its  teacher,  Miss  Hathaway,  a  prize.  We 
have  examined  her  school  carefully  and  observed  with  great  atten- 
tion her  methods  of  instruction,  and  do  not  hesitate  to  pronounce 
them  remarkably  well  adapted  to  secure  thoroughness,  exactness, 
and  self  reliance  on  the  part  of  the  pupil.  H.  A.  Hill. 

north  POND. 

The  winter  term  of  this  school  was  commenced  by  Mr.  S.  Sears, 
who  labored  diligently  three  weeks,  but  with  so  little  success  that 
he  thought  fit  to  withdraw.  Miss  Mary  C.  Brooks  was  then  placed 
in  charge  of  the  school,  temporarily  at  first,  but  has  remained 
through  the  year,  giving  entire  satisfaction  to  both  parents  and 
committee.  E.  F.  C. 

PROVIDENCE  ST, 

This  school  is  the  nearest  to  the  city  of  the  suburban  schools, 
and  none  the  better  on  that  account.  Some  of  the  boys  a  little 
incline  to  the  airs  of  fast  young  gentlemen,  and  hence  are  not  over- 
fond  of  study  or  wholesome  restraint.  The  teacher  has  meant 
to  be  faithful  to  her  charge;  in  fact,  had  she  been  less  anxious, 
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and  of  steadier  nerve,  she  doubtless  would  have  succeeded  more  to 
her  satisfaction,  and  that  of  the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  with 
firmer  health,  and  a  lessened  charge,  she  will  continue  to  gain  in 
the  confidence  of  the  district  as  she  gains  in  happiness  in  her  work. 

ADULT  SCHOOLS. 

Of  these  there  have  been  five  : — two  day  schools  and  three  even- 
ing schools.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance,  for  a 
longer  or  shorter  period,  585  j  average,  251.  The  number  of 
schools  and  of  pupils  in  this  grade  has  been  larger  than  usual, 
and  larger  than  it  would  have  been,  had  business  been  more  pros- 
perous and  remunerative, — labor  less  scarce. 

These  schools  have  a  character  and  mode  of  instruction  peculiar 
to  themselves.  In  other  schools,  the  aim  is,  or  ever  should  be,  the 
discipline  and  improvement  of  the  mind,  the  formation  of  such 
habits  of  attention,  accuracy,  self-reliance,  etc.,  as  are  of  value 
in  preparing  for  the  business  and  duties  of  life,  while  the  imme- 
diate accumulation  of  a  certain  amount  of  knowledge  is  but  sec- 
ondary. Here  the  aim  is  less  radical.  The  scholars  are  too  far 
advanced  in  life,  and  spend  by  far  too  little  time  in  school,  to  admit 
of  anything  more  than  the  snatching  of  such  knowledge  as  is  want- 
ed for  immediate  use.  Some  of  the  pupils  bring  to  these  schools 
habits  of  industry,  and  a  serious  determination  and  fixedness  of 
purpose;  and  of  course  make  commendable,  and  even  rapid  pro- 
gress. We  can  but  hope  that  some  of  them  have  entered  upon 
courses  of  self  improvement  which  they  will  hold  to  through  life, 
and  find  eminently  self-rewarding.  Of  others,  actuated  by  no 
such  honorable  purpose,  too  thoughtless  to  feel  their  deficiences, 
and  too  indolent  to  make  the  exertions  requisite  to  supply  them, 
we  have  no  such  pleasing  anticipations.  However  faithful  or  j 
wise  the  effort  of  their  teachers,  the  schooling  of  a  few  months  can 
avail  little  for  this  class.  They  are  destined,  we  fear,  to  fill  none 
but  the  lower  positions  in  society,  and  to  know  no  other  pleasures 
than  the  indulgence  of  their  lower  appetites.  We  shall  be  glad  if 
a  stray  thought  or  impression  received  in  the  school  room  by  any 
of  these,  shall  awaken  them  to  their  dangers,  and  kindle  them  to 
a  nobler  ambition. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  Eddy,  well  known  to  many  for  his  acceptable 
services  in  former  years,  has  taught  the  Young  Men's  School  in 
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the  Main  Street  School-house,  with  his  usual  tact,  fidelity  and  suc- 
cess. In  ability  to  teach,  and  in  experience,  he  is  probably  second 
to  none  whom  the  city  could  obtain  for  this  or  a  like  position. 

The  Front  Street  Evening  School,  in  the  winter  of  1856-7,  was 
for  both  sexes,  and  was  large,  turbulent,  and,  to  a  great  extent, 
profitless.  For  the  winter  of  1857-8,  it  has  been  exclusively  for 
girls;  has  been  as  large  as  the  room  would  well  permit,  more 
quiet  and  regular  in  attendance,  and  every  way  improved. 
Both  seasons  it  has  been  taught  by  Mr.  O.  P.  Gilbert,  the  last 
season  assisted,  to  a  considerable  extent,  by  his  daughter,  whose 
benevolent  and  unpaid  services  among  the  more  backward  mem- 
bers of  the  school,  deserve,  to  say  the  least,  the  thanks  of  the 
committee  and  the  public. 

The  day  schools  at  New  Worcester,  being  incapable  of  accom- 
modating all  the  scholars  in  that  district,  an  evening  school  was 
opened  on  the  15th  of  December,  1857,  in  the  room  used  during 
the  day  by  the  Grammar  School,  and  taught  by  Mr.  II.  L.  Jenks. 
It  was  designed  to  meet  the  urgent  wants  of  the  district  only  for 
a  time.  In  more  prosperous  business  years,  it  might  not  have 
been  called  for.  Opened  so  late  in  the  year,  the  committee  can 
say  little  more  of  it  than  that  it  has  been  attended  by  about  fifty 
different  scholars,  with  an  average  of  thirty,  and  seems  to  be 
answering  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  opened. 

Of  the  adult  school,  opened  the  1st  of  December,  1857,  as  a 
branch  of  Mr.  Eddy's,  and  in  an  adjoining  room,  the  Committee 
say  :— 

"  It  was  taught  at  its  opening,  for  six  weeks,  by  Mr.  D.  W.  Has- 
kins,  a  student  in  Amherst  College.  Of  the  progress  of  the  school 
for  that  time,  we  cannot  say  much ;  it  is,  however,  the  opinion  of 
the  committee,  that  Mr.  H.  possesses  many  very  excellent  qualities 
for  a  teacher,  and  could  he  have  remained  for  the  entire  winter, 
some  of  the  fruits  of  his  arduous  labors  would  have  been  apparent, 
and  the  establishment  of  the  school  justified  as  a  wise  and  judicious 
measure/'  A.  L.  Burbank. 

The  Evening  School,  taught  by  the  same  teacher,  and  in  the 
same  room,  was  excessively  large,  and  too  much  in  advance  of  the 
civilization  of  most  of  its  turbulent  members,  to  have  much  appre- 
ciable value. 
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PRIMARY    S  C  H  O  O  L  S  .  ^^■^ 

These  are  first  in  the  order  of  time,  and  it  may  be,  of  impor- 
tance, in  our  whole  system.  They  have  certainly  a  dignity  not 
suspected  by  the  unreflecting,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  what  is  done  in  them,  should  be  done  thoroughly  and  yet 
judiciously.  Bad  habits  cultivated  or  even  endured  here,  lay  the 
foundation  of  an.  essentially  faulty  education,  and  it  may  be  irre- 
coverably so.  Bad  discipline,  or  personally  disagreeable  teachers 
in  this  grade,  sour  minds  at  an  impressible  age,  and  beget  a 
positive  distaste  for  books,  and  all  the  subsequent  processes  of 
education. 

Three  things  have  impressed  us  in  our  intercourse  with  this 
grade  of  schools  the  past  year.  First,  that  we  have  in  these 
schools  a  remarkably  good  corps  of  teachers,  gentle,  affectionate, 
far  the  most  intelligent  and  independent  in  their  methods,  patient 
even  to  a  wonder,  and  untiring  in  whatever  promises  to  benefit 
their  pupils.  The  last  sentence  was  not  meant  for  a  eulogy, 
though  it  looks  like  it ;  but  for  an  accurate  criticism.  Indeed,  it 
does  not  surprise  us  that  woman's  impressible  nature  should  be 
stirred,  and  her  best  powers  called  into  use,  by  the  presence  of  so 
much  childhood,  and  in  view  of  her  relations  to  it.  We  confess  f 
that  even  we  have  at  times,  felt  a  strange  spell  in  the  same  pres-  1 
ence,  with  its  tender  and  thronging  associations. 

Another  thing  which  has  impressed  us  is,  that  among  these 
schools,  good  as  they  are,  there  is  hardly  one  which,  in  its  equip- 
ment and  style  of  management,  more  than  approximates  our  ideal 
of  what  such  schools  should  be.  If  we  might  venture  a  few 
touches  towards  our  model,  we  should  say  that  books  should 
figure  but  subordinately  in  it,  and  that  only  at  intervals  through 
the  day.  Objects  tangible  to  the  senses,  or  if  not,  to  a  child's 
imagination,  should  furnish  most  of  the  texts,  and  a  teacher  of  a 
ready  and  fluent  mind,  should  make  it  her  great  business  to  ex- 
pound to  her  wondering  flock,  the  names,  uses,  concomitants,  real 
or  imaginary,  physical  or  moral,  which  belong  to  them,  or  which 
they  seem  to  suggest.  The  knowledge  of  things  should,  at  least, 
accompany,  if  it  does  not  precede  the  knowledge  of  their  shadows, 
words.  Every  process  should  be  as  thoroughly  objective  as 
possible.    When  the  memory  is  to  be  put  to  use,  it  should  not  be 
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ta^|  I^R^rasp  mere  words,  but  the  scholars  should  be  helped 
beforehand  to  understand  what  is  to  be  committed  to  this  faculty. 
Books  should  be  used  sparingly,  and  with  a  hearty  relish ;  not  as 
a  bitter  medicine,  or  a  dull  and  unmeaning  task.  Drawing, 
marching,  singing,  concert  exercises,  plays  even,  of  an  innocent 
and  perhaps  instructive  character,  should  be  freely  used,  to  diver- 
sify the  exercises,  and  drive  otf  that  horror  of  the  young  mind, — 
ennui. 

Another  thing  has  impressed  us,  as  may  be  readily  imagined, 
viz :  the  difficulty  of  realizing  this  ideal.  There  are  obstacles 
arising  from  the  size  of  these  schools,  and  the  diversity  of  attain- 
ments they  embrace.  But  a  greater  difficulty  still,  is  to  find  teach- 
ers to  undertake,  seriously,  methods  to  which  they  are  so  little 
accustomed.  The  old  way  of  giving  out  lessons  and  hearing 
recitations,  it  is  not  proposed  to  dispense  with ;  but  teachers  com- 
plain that  they  have  time  for  nothing  more.  A  sudden  revolution 
in  the  methods  of  these  schools  perhaps  is  not  desirable, — certainly 
is  not  expected.  Still  we  deem  it  a  movement  in  the  right  direc- 
tion, to  interweave  with  the  methods  in  use,  as  far  and  fast  as 
may  be,  those  now  hinted  at,  based  as  they  are  on  the  plain  fact, 
B  noticeable  in  every  child,  that  the  perceptive  faculties  are  the  first 
W  awaken  and  come  into  play.  In  the  Primary  Schools,  we 
should  begin  with  tangible  things  just  around  us,  and  extend  the 
sphere  of  thought  and  knowledge,  as  the  mind  calls  for  more  and 
higher  knowledge. 

Miss  Wilmarth,  Miss  Slater,  and  Miss  S.  W.  Clements,  are  araonc 
the  more  experienced  teachers  of  this  grade,  and  it  would  be 
superfluous  to  speak  of  their  tact,  fidelity,  and  uniform  good  suc- 
cess. Miss  Mack,  Miss  C.  E.  Clements,  Miss  Shepard,  Miss  Hobbs, 
and  Miss  Dudley,  are  younger  in  the  service  of  the  Board,  and 
less  known  to  the  public,  but  not  less  deserving  of  favorable  men- 
tion. Miss  Brigham,  Miss  Andrews,  Miss  Banister,  Miss  Henry, 
Miss  Lovering,  Miss  Mary  A.  Smith,  and  Miss  James,  of  New 
Worcester,  may  be  classed  together,  as  having  schools  of  a  similar 
character.  They  are  all  faithful  and  useful  teachers.  The  teach- 
ers at  Pine  Street,  may  be  mentioned  by  themselves,  as  having  a 
peculiar  field.  JSTo  teachers  in  the  city  arc  doing  a  more  useful 
work,  or  doing  it  better.    The  proficiency  of  some  of  Miss  Perry's 
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scholars,  as  seen  at  the  annual  examination,  was  remarkable.  We 
have  not  even  mentioned  the  names  of  the  assistants  in  this 
enumeration,  because  in  schools  of  this  grade,  important  as  are 
their  services,  their  labors  and  influence  are  inseparable  from 
those  of  the  principals,  and  we  doubt  not  they  will  be  content  to 
share  in  their  reputation. 

The  whole  number  in  attendance  in  the  Primary  Schools  the 
last  year,  is  2185;  average  daily  attendance,  1170, 
SECONDAEY  SCHOOLS. 

In  former  reports  this  grade  of  schools  has  been  spoken  of  as 
the  most  difficult  and  on  the  whole  the  least  satisfactory  of  any. 

This  has  been  owing  in  part,  no  doubt,  to  the  precise  age 
of  those  comprised  in  it.  That  children  of  this  grade  should 
be  less  ductile  than  those  of  a  lower  grade  is  to  be  expected,  and 
it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  they  should  have  so  much  power  of 
self  control  or  be  to  such  extent  self  prompted  in  their  studies  as 
those  in  the  next  stage  of  maturity. 

A  part  of  the  difficulty  experienced  heretofore,  had  its  origin  in 
a  faulty  arrangement  and  an  undue  exaction.  Indeed  hints  have 
been  dropped  from  time  to  time  in  the  reports,  signifying  as  much. 
The  division  of  all  the  double  schools,  save  one,  of  this  grade,  so 
that  no  more  scholars  are  allowed  in  one  apartment  than  a  single 
teacher  is  able  to  instruct  and  govern,  has  been  found  a  valuable 
improvement,  harrowing  somewhat  the  range  of  studies  in  these 
schools  and  adapting  them  more  nearly  to  the  average  of  capacity 
in  them,  have  also  been  attended  with  beneficial  consequences.  De- 
cided improvement  has  been  made  in  nearly  all  these  schools,  and 
the  continuance  of  the  same,  or  equally  competent  and  faithful 
teachers,  will,  ere  long,  raise  them  above  the  reproach  of  being  the 
most  troublesome  schools,  and  make  them  if  not  the  best,  as  good 
as  we  can  reasonably  expect.  While  in  many  respects  the  schools 
have  had  a  common  history  for  the  year,  they  are  yet  sufficiently 
diverse  to  demand  separate  notice. 

ASH  STREET  SECONDARY. 

This  is  one  of  the  schools  that  have  been  divided.    Its  teachers 
before  the  division  were  Miss  Follett  and  Miss  Mary  W.  Bigelow. 
The  latter  voluntarily  withdrew  in  June,  the  number  of  the  scholars 
not  being  such  as  to  require  the  services  of  an  assistant.  Miss 
15 
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Bigelow  was  a  kind,  energetic,  and  faithful  teacher.    Miss  Follett 
who  has  remained  in  charge  of  the  school,  is  well  known  and 
highly  appreciated  both  by  her  pupils  and  the  Board.    We  can  do  ! 
no  better  than  to  quote  the  language  of  her  Committee. 

"The  reputation  of  this  school  has  been  well  sustained.  Miss 
Follett  is  a  strong  and  earnest  teacher,  emphatically  impressing 
her  character  upon  her  scholars."  T.  K.  Earle. 

PLEASANT    STREET    N  ORT  H. 

This  school,  as  well  as  its  counterpart,  in  the  other  wing  of 
the  building,  is  a  new  school,  made  by  dividing  the  former  school 
room  and  distributing  the  scholars.  Miss  Elizabeth  L.  Capron,  its 
teacher,  is  a  person  of  considerable  experience,  exact  in  her  knowl- 
edge and  discipline,  and  eminently  thorough  and  conscientious  in 
whatever  she  undertakes.  Her  first  and  almost  only  aim  at  the 
commencement  of  her  labors  was  to  repress  with  a  firm  hand 
the  spirit  of  heedlessness  and  disorder  which  she  found  rife  among 
the  scholars,  and  weed  out  their  bad  habits.  Of  course  the  pro- 
cess was  trying,  at  least  to  the  subjects  of  it,  and  some  parents 
were  clear  in  taking  the  side  of  their  children  against  the  teach- 
er. The  school,  notwithstanding  the  withdrawal  of  confidence  on 
the  part  of  some,  has  been  a  prosperous  one.  Every  one  acquaint- 
ed with  its  character  when  its  present  teacher  entered  it,  and 
knowing  the  high  aim  she  proposed  to  herself,  will  appreciate  the 
difficulties  of  her  position.  It  may  have  been  an  error,  it  proba- 
bly was,  that  this  teacher  made  the  unpleasant  work  of  correcting 
bad  habits,  too  exclusively  her  business  at  first,  not  waiting  till  her 
efforts  could  be  seconded  and  made  effectual,  by  a  cordial  sympa- 
thy between  her  and  her  pupils.  The  committee  hope  that  the 
peculiar  difficulties  which  have  arisen  in  this  school  will  not  re- 
appear, but  that  the  teacher,  established  in  the  confidence  of  the 
district,  will  henceforth  win,  as  doubtless  it  will  be  her  aim,  the 
affections  of  her  pupils  and  be  happy  in  her  work. 

PLEASANT   STREET  SOUTH. 

Of  this  school,  its  committee  after  speaking  of  its  origin  as  a 
new  school,  say  : 

It  was  placed  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Caroline  Ilewett,  a  teach- 
er who  has  had  considerable  experience  in  another  school  of  like 
grade  in  the  city.    Her  charge  the  past  year  has  been  large,  the 
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number  of  scholars  exceeding,  by  some  six  or  eight,  the  number  of 
seats  provided.  Though  not  all  that  could  have  been  desired,  it 
has  made  good  progress,  and  by  its  success  shown  the  superiority 
of  single  to  double  schools.  A.  L.  Burbank. 

SUMMER    STREET  NORTH. 

The  origin  of  this  school  and  its  fellow  at  the  same  locality,  is 
precisely  like  that  of  the  two  schools  on  Pleasant  street.  Miss 
Melora  Fletcher  was  its  teacher  for  the  first  two  and  a  half  months 
of  the  year,  after  which  time  she  resigned,  her  health  proving  in- 
sufficient for  the  labor  she  had  undertaken.  Miss  Jane  A.  Baldwin 
was  her  successor  and  has  taught  the  school  through  the  year. 
Her  ability  to  govern  has  been  put  to  a  severe  test,  and  has  borne 
it  to  the  admiration  of  her  Committee.  The  school  after  a  few 
weeks  became  quiet  and  orderly,  and  has  made  excellent  progress. 
Higher  commendation  for  its  teacher  would  not  be  required  on 
the  part  of  any  one  acquainted  with  the  school  when  she  entered  it. 

SUMMER    STREET  SOUTH, 

Has  been  taught  by  Miss]  Amanda  E.  Albee,  throughout  the  year. 
There  is  a  greater  diversity  than  is  usual  in  the  attainments  of  the 
scholars,  which  is  easily  accounted  for  by  a  corresponding  difference 
in  regularity  of  attendance.  Miss  Albee  is  prompt  and  devoted  to 
the  welfare  of  her  pupils.  The  improvement  of  the  school  on  the 
whole,  has  been  highly  gratifying. 

THOMAS  WEST. 

This  is  the  only  double  school  of  this  grade  yet  remaining.  It 
retains  its  form,  not  so  much  by  choice  of  the  Board  as  in  conse- 
quence of  the  difficulty  of  remodeling  it.  There  have  been  no 
complaints,  however,  to  indicate  that  any  change  either  in  the 
building  or  teachers  are  requisite  to  its  success.  Mrs.  Coe  and 
Miss  Moore  are  well  suited  co-laborers,  doing  their  work  easily  and 
yet  faithfully. 

SYCAMORE    STREET  SOUTH, 

Has  been  under  the  tuition  of  Miss  C.  P.  Barbour,  from  its  es- 
tablishment till  the  latter  part  of  November,  when  she  resigned,  to 
accept  an  appointment  as  teacher  for  English  and  American 
children  in  Constantinople.  She  had  a  strong  hold  of  the  affections 
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of  her  pupils  and  was  in  all  respects,  a  good  teacher.  Her  place 
has  been  taken  by.  Miss  Harriet  Lamb,  whose  connection  with  the 
school  when  the  year  closed,  had  been  too  short  to  allow  us  to 
speak  decisively  of  her  success. 

FRONT  STREET. 

This  school  was  gathered  at  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
and  consisting  of  materials  not  well  sorted,  and  never  having  felt 
the  impress  of  any  one  teacher,  the  work  of  organising  it,  especial- 
ly as  it  was  large,  was  not  easy.  Miss  Harriet  A.  Bigelow  its  first 
teacher,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term  on  account  of  her 
health.  Miss  Fanny  D.  Clark  was  selected  as  a  temporary  sub- 
stitute and  remained  through  the  vear.  The  school  has  never  been 
quite  satisfactory  to  the  Committee.  It  has  however  improved  | 
slowly;  in  the  matter  of  order,  its  improvement  has  been  marked. 
The  scholars  are  warmly  attached  to  their  school  and  its  instruct- 
or. The  application  of  a  stronger  mental  stimulus  is  required  to 
make  it  a  thoroughly  good  school, 

SYCAMORE    STREET  (NORTH,) 

This  school  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Helen  Goodspeed 
since  it  was  established  in  1855.  Her  fidelity  and  unwearied  as- 
siduity in  developing  the  powers  of  thought,  as  well  as  imparting 
a  correct  knowledge  of  the  text  book»  to  the  pupils  under  her 
charge,  has  gained  for  the  school  the  richly  deserved  reputation  of 
being  one  of  the  best  in  the  city,  of  its  grade. 

There  has  been  no  insubordination  or  outbreak  during  the  year. 
Good  order  has  ever  prevailed,  which  evidences  in  a  strikiug  manner 
the  effects  of  a  thorough,  though  not  rigorous  discipline.  The  at- 
tendance has  been  nearly  uniform,  and  tardiness  almost  unheard  of. 

The  school  has  made  good  progress  in  the  various  branches 
taught,  and  the  respective  classes  exhibited  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  an  advancement  worthy  of  commendation. 

The  large  gathering  of  parents  and  friends  at  the  annual  exami- 
nation, evinced  the  estimation  in  which  the  school  is  held,  and  no 
one  can  visit  this  school  without  being  impressed  with  the  efficien- 
cy and  excellence  of  its  teacher.  J,  B.  Dexter,  Jr. 

THOMAS    %  AST, 

This  school  as  in  former  years  has  been  in  the  charge  of  Miss 
H.  M.  Walker.    This  teacher  has  the  happy  faculty  of  helping  her 
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pupils  without  in  the  least  lessening  in  their  minds  the  obligation 
to  help  themselves.  Few  teachers  preside  with  more  dignity  or 
get  more  work  well  done.  The  order  of  the  school  is  uniformly 
good,  and  the  pupils  have  a  self  reliance  which  it  is  refreshing  to 
wkness. 

NEW  WORCESTER. 

This  secondary  school  taught  by  Miss  Eaton  part  of  the  year, 
and  by  Miss  Harris  the  remainder,  has  given  satisfaction  to  the 
Committee  and  the  district.  Miss  Harris,  as  a  disciplinarian  and 
teacher,  is  Well  fitted  for  the  post  she  occupies,  and  good  progress 
may  be  expected  of  the  school  under  her  charge. 

Eight  hundred  and  ninety  four  scholars  have  attended,  for  a  Ion 
or  shorter  time,  the  schools  of  this  grade,  The  daily  average 
tendance  has  been  four  hundred,  and  ninety. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS, 

These  occupy  an  important  place  in  our  system  of  schools. 
When  pupils  arrive  at  this  stage,  they  have  generally  sufficient 
maturity  to  master  thoroughly  the  studies  pursued.  Prolonged 
mental  application  can  now  not  only  be  endured,  but  it  becomes 
necessary,  and  when  successful  it  is  a  ;  jurce  of  high  enjoyment. 
We  should  require  of  the  teachers  in  these  schools  the  most  thor- 
ough acquaintance  with  the  branches  taught,  and  something  like 
enthusiasm  in  their  work.  A  careless,  uninteresting,  or  incompe- 
tent teacher  here,  undoes  what  may  have  been  w^ell  done  before, 
and  that  too  at  a  critical  period,  when  minds  are  prepared  to  make 
a  decisive  advance,  and  become  fixed  in  the  habits  they  are  to 
carry  into  their  future  studies  or  business  occupations, 

The  range  of  studies  in  these  schools  is  admirably  adapted  to 
the  double  purpose  of  mental  discipline,  and  the  advancement  of 
the  pupil  in  knowledge  and  the  love  of  knowledge,  It  is  wide  and 
various  enough  to  call  into  play  every  important  mental  faculty, 
and  yet,  not  so  wide  or  various  as  to  prevent  a  simple  and  uniform 
classification  or  the  concentration  of  labor  upon  a  few  studies. 
During  the  past  year,  Physical  Geography  and  Mental  Arithmetic 
as  a  review  study,  have  been  added  to  the  previous  branches 
taught  in  this  grade. 

The  two  principal  schools,  that  on  Thomas  street  and  that  on 
Sycamore  street,  are  alike  in  their  general  plan.    In  both  there 
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are  three  departments,  a  male  teacher  presiding  over  the  highest, 
and  having  a  general  supervision  over  the  others,  and,  for  certain 
purposes,  of  all  the  scholars  in  the  building. 

The  two  lower  departments  of  the  Sycamore  Grammar  School, 
have  always  been  reckoned  equal  in  rank,  and  one  class  of  scholars 
has  been  received  into,  and  another  promoted  from  each  every 
year.    The  same  is  now  true  of  the  two  lower  departments  of  the 
Thomas  Grammar  School,  a  change  to  that  effect  having  been 
introduced  during  the  year ;  so  that  there  are  properly  but  two 
|   departments,  a  Junior  and  a  Senior.    The  Thomas  Grammar  Schools 
are  all  double  schools,  employing  each,  two  teachers ;  those  on 
fcjiycamore  street  are  all  single  schools  having  each  one  teacher. 
P^^Fi?-e  Committee  take  occasion  to  recommend  these  schools  to 
their  fellow  citizens  for  the  training  they  give  preparatory  to  the 
High  School,  or  if  the  scholar  must  stop  short  of  that,  preparatory 
to  entering  upon  business  pursuits.    They  feel  authorized  to  speak 
confidently  of  that  training,  as  thorough  and  exact,  as  compared 
witfi^vhat  has  been  hitherto  attained  in  private  schools  in  which 
the  same  brunches  are  taught.    Its  superiority  is  proved  quite 
uniformly,  at  every  annual  examination  for  the  High  School,  when 
he  merits  of  different  schuds  are  subjected  to  the  same  tests. 

It  is  difficult  to  characterize  'Ug?ther  the  schools  of  the  grade  of 
which  we  are  speaking,  they  differ  so  widely  in  their  methods, 
their  history  and  their  success.  While  in  some  of  them,  all  and 
even  more  than  we  had  dared  to  hope,  has  been  accomplished, 
others  have  been  unfortunately  interrupted  by  the  illness  of  teach- 
ers, and  for  this  and  other  reasons  have  not  been  so  successful  as 
we  could  have  wished. 

We  finish  this  portion  of  our  report  by  subjoining  a  brief  state- 
ment of  each  school. 

THOMAS    GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

During  the  past  year  this  school  has  had  the  faithful  labors  of 
earnest,  industrious  and  efficient  teachers.  Mr.  E.  C.  Hewett,  the 
Principal,  commenced  his  labors  but  a  short  time  before  the  close 
of  last  year.  The  report  of  that  year  says,  "  The  Committee  are 
able  to  say  but  little  more  of  their  own  knowledge,  than,  that 
upon  his  introduction  into  the  school,  he  impressed  them  and  the 
school  also,  with  the  belief  that  the  Board  had  been  fortunate  in 
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its  selection  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Metcalf."  The  impression  thus 
made  has  been  fully  sustained  during  the  entire  year.  Of  Miss 
Williams  who  has  so  long  been  a  teacher  in  this  city,  no  word  of 
commendation  is  necessary  from  us.  With  the  school  and  its  pro- 
ficiency the  Committee  at-  their  monthly  visits  have  been  highly 
pleased,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year,  they  feel  it  is  but  right  for 
them  to  say  that  it  has  their  hearty  commendation.       A.  L.  B. 

THOMAS  GRAMMAR,  (SECOND  DEPARTMENT.) 

This  department  commenced  the  year  under  somewhat  discour- 
aging circumstances.  Having  new  teachers,  and  scholars  promoted 
from  a  lower  grade,  who  were  decidedly  deficient  in  their  attain- 
ments, we  watched  with  much  anxiety  the  result.  Improvement 
was  made  during  the  year,  though  the  number  of  scholars  the  last 
half  of  the  year  was  quite  small.  The  condition  of  the  school  at 
the  annual  examination  was  satisfactory,  and  all  the  scholars,  save 
six,  were  found  prepared  for  promotion.  T.  K.  E. 

THOMAS  GRAMMAR,  (THIRD  DEPARTMENT.) 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  this  school  was  large  and 
promised  well.  The  teachers,  Miss  Jenks  and  Mrs.  Gird,  were  in- 
terested, even  enthusiastic  in  their  work.  In  the  spring,  however, 
Miss  Jenks'  health  failed,  and  she  was  obliged  to  leave,  and  Miss 
Eosalinda  Palmer  was  temporarily  substituted  in  her  stead.  The 
arrangement  did  not  for  some  reason  prove  a  good  one,  and  Miss 
Palmer  retired,  while  Mrs.  Gird  assumed  the  duties  of  principal, 
with  Miss  Moore  for  an  assistant.  Mrs.  Gird's  classes  which  she 
retained  through  the  year  appeared  to  have  been  well  trained.  Of 
the  other  classes  less  was  to  be  expected  under  the  circumstances. 
Miss  Jenks  retained  her  place  nominally  to  the  close  of  the  year, 
the  Committee  being  unwilling  to  deprive  her  of  it  on  account  of 
her  misfortune,  or  to  lose  her  valuable  services  while  there  was  a 
reasonable  prospect  of  her  recovery. 

SYCAMORE  STREET  GRAMMAR,  (FIRST  DEPARTMENT.) 

This  school  under  its  able  and  devoted  teacher,  Mr.  Hunt,  has 
been  throughout  the  year  eminently  successful.  The  order  and 
punctuality  of  the  school  have  been  highly  commendable.  The 
zeal  and  unwearied  assiduity  with  which  the  teacher  has  labored 
to  bring  up  each  scholar  to  his  idea  of  scholarly  excellence,  has 
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been  remarkable.  The  appearance  of  the  scholars  at  the  close  of 
the  year  met  with  the  warmest  approval  of  the  Committee.  The 
examination  in  Arithmetic  displayed  a  thoroughness  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  principles  and  an  exactness  and  rapidity  in  the  application 
of  them,  which  we  have  rarely  seen  surpassed. 

The  necessity  of  making  room  for  the  scholars  of  the  two  lower 
departments,  induced  the  teacher  to  make  the  experiment  of  get- 
ting his  whole  school  ready  for  promotion.  This  was  done,  shorten- 
ing thereby  in  the  case  of  some,  the  ordinary  course,  a  whole 
year.  A  like  necessity  we  hope  will  not  again  recur,  on  account 
of  the  peril  it  involves  to  teacher  and  scholars,  and  the  crudeness 
in  some  branches  of  study  which  it  necessitates, 

MISS    ANDREWS'  SCHOOL. 

The  accomplished  principal  of  this  school  was  excused  during 
one  term  of  the  year  on  account  of  her  health,  and  her  place  was 
supplied  by  Miss  White  of  this  city.  The  school  has  fully  sustained 
its  high  reputation.  W.  W.  Rtce. 

It  is  due  to  this  teacher  to  speak  more  particularly  of  her  suc- 
cess in  teaching  Geography.  For  a  part  of  the  year  she  has  em- 
ployed the  tojncal  method,  instead  of  following  tamely  the  narrow 
and  oftentimes  barren  track  of  the  text  book.  The  result  has  been 
that  her  pupils  have  been  deeply  interested  in  the  study,  and  im- 
proved by  it.  We  saw  none  of  that  vagueness  in  their  views  of 
the  subject,  which  we  had  feared  might  result,  and,  which  certainly 
would  have  resulted  from  this  method  in  the  hands  of  a  lukewarm 
and  less  determined  teacher.  The  training  of  Miss  A.'s  scholars 
in  Arithmetic  has  also  been  close  and  vigorous.  The  progress  of 
the  school  for  the  year  was  hindered  by  a  change  of  teachers  for 
one  term,  but  its  appearance  at  the  close  of  the  year,  was,  notwith- 
standing, highly  creditable. 

miss  baker's  school. 

This  school  as  usual  has  done  its  work  easily  and  to  the  general 
acceptance  of  the  Committee  and  its  patrons.  If  less  remarkable 
than  some  other  schools  for  salient  points,  it  should  also  be  said  in 
its  praise,  that  it  is  remarkable  for  the  strength  and  steadiness  of 
its  disci] dine  and  the  uniformity  of  its  success. 
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NEW    WORCESTER  GRAMMAR. 

The  Committee  regret  the  resignation  of  Miss  Willard,  in  June 
last,  in  consequence  of  ill  health.  She  had  been  an  efficient  and 
successful  teacher  for  several  years.  Miss  Charlotte  Hapgood  was 
employed  as  her  successor  temporarily,  and  though  energetic  and 
able  to  teach,  her  strength  hardly  sufficed  for  the  management  of 
a  school  so  large  and  embracing  so  many  classes.  The  school  em- 
braces scholars  of  high  promise  and  has  been  successful. 

The  whole  number  taught  in  all  the  Grammar  Schools  the  last 
year,  was  Six  Hundred  and  Seven.  Average  attendance,  Three 
Hundred  and  Eighty-eight. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  school  during  the  past  year,  has  been  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  Homer  B.  Sprague,  Principal,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Osgood 
Johnson  in  the  Summer  of  1856.  At  the  close  of  that  year  Mr. 
William  E.  Starr,  who  had  long  and  faithfully  discharged  the  duties 
as  first  assistant,  resigned,  to  take  the  place  of  Superintendent  of 
the  State  Keform  School,  at  Westboro'.  Mr.  S.  C.  Gale  was  select- 
ed by  the  Committee  as  temporary  Teacher  in  his  place,  first  for 
a  term  of  six  weeks,  and  continued  to  hold  the  place  till  Mr.  Phin- 
eas  W.  Calkins,  the  present  incumbent  was  chosen  and  entered 
upon  his  duties.  Mr.  Calkins'  term  of  service  began  in  May. 
Miss  Mary  L.  Parmenter  has  been  the  only  female  assistant  per- 
manently employed  in  the  school.  Her  health  failing,  she  left  in 
November,  and  near  the  close  of  the  year  resigned  her  place,  much 
to  the  regret  of  the  Committee  and  the  patrons  of  the  school. 
Her  duties  after  November,  were  divided  between  Miss  Gardner  of 
the  School  of  Design  and  Miss  E.  L.  Perry,  one  of  the  pupils,  and 
were  acceptably  performed  by  them  to  the  close  of  the  year.  Miss 
Waterman's  services  as  assistant  pupil  had  been  continued  from 
the  previous  year  till  the  summer  of  1857,  when  she  left  with  the 
respect  and  good  will  of  the  Committee  and  her  fellow  pupils. 

So  many  changes  in  its  teachers  during  the  year  has  of  course 
weakened  the  power  of  this  school  for  a  time  and  impeded  the  pro- 
gress of  many  of  its  pupils.  Notwithstanding,  the  Committee  have 
been  gratified  to  witness  a  manifest  improvement  in  its  condition, 
particularly  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  The  confidence  of  the 
public  seem  to  have  risen  in  like  proportion,  as  is  shown  by  the  in- 
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crease  in  the  number  of  its  pupils.  Whole  number  of  pupils  dur- 
ing the  year  has  been  166.    Average  105. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  its  meeting  in  Decem- 
ber, a  Committee  of  nine  gentlemen,  not  members  of  the  School 
Board,  was  selected,  who  were  requested  to  act  as  special  visitors 
at  the  annual  examination  to  be  held  Dec.  30th  and  31st.  Those 
gentlemen,  (with  the  exception  of  two  who  were  prevented  by  una- 
voidable engagements,)  accepted  their  appointments  and  attended 
very  faithfully  it  is  believed  to  the  duties  assigned  to  them. 

As  they  are  eminently  qualified  to  judge  and  in  a  position  to  be 
entirely  impartial,  their  Reports  will  furnish  the  public  with  the 
best  means  of  knowing  the  condition  of  the  school. 

Their  several  Eeports  are  therefore  subjoined,  together  with  a 
brief  statement  by  Rev.  Dr.  Hill,  chairman  of  the  High  School 
Committee. 

REPORT   OX   CLASSICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  undersigned  at  the  request  of  the  School  Board  attended 
the  annual  examination  of  the  Classical  department  of  the  Wor- 
cester High  School  at  the  close  of  the  year  1857,  and  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

It  may  be  proper  for  the  Committee  to  lay  before  the  Board 
their  views  as  to  the  design  of  Classical  instruction  and  the  mode 
of  instruction  best  adapted  to  effect  this  design.  The  object  is  in 
general,  the  discipline  of  the  mind,  the  exercise  of  the  mental 
faculties,  especially,  perhaps  the  faculties  of  memory  and  attention. 
Obviously  then,  the  prime  characteristic  of  the  education  impart- 
ed should  be  thoroughness.  The  pupil  should  be  taught  to  make 
himself  absolute  master  of  every  particular  relating  to  the  etymol- 
ogy of  each  word,  to  the  grammatical  structure  of  each  clause,  and 
to  the  rhetorical  force  of  each  period.  It  is  evident  that  but  a 
small  portion  of  any  classic  author  thus  considered  is  far  more 
profitable  than  a  much  larger  amount  more  cursorily  studied. 

Another  design  of  these  studies  is  to  give  to  the  pupil  such  an 
acquaintance  with  the  ancient  languages  as  may  place  at  his  dis- 
posal all  of  the  wealth  of  history,  poetry  and  philosophy  found  in 
the  classic  authors.  Certainly,  nothing  will  tend  so  much  to  enable 
him  to  study  these  with  facility,  or  will  be  so  likely  to  render 
classical  study  pleasurable  to  him  as  the  thoroughness  and  pre- 
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cision  to  which  allusion  has  just  been  made.    Your  Committee 
would  not  leave  this  point  without  raising  the  enquiry,  whether 
'  the  classic  authors  usually  employed  in  our  literary  Seminaries  are 
;  those  most  calculated  by  their  matter  and  spirit  to  benefit  the 
|  young  who  study  them.    May  we  not  look  for  a  time  when  the 
place  of  the  heathen  writers  of  antiquity  shall  be  supplied  by  some 
of  the  early  christian  writers,  whose  works,  not  less  elegant  in 
style,  are  vastly  more  valuable  for  the  purity  and  elevation  of 
their  intellectual  and  moral  tone. 

But  the  chief  object  of  classical  studies  is  to  give  to  the  student 
readiness  and  exactness  in  the  use  of  language.  He  is  to  transfer 
into  elegant  and  idiomatic  English  the  exact  idea  contained  in  a 
foreign  tongue.  Few  exercises  can  be  imagined  more  fitted  to  give 
him  a  fluent  and  correct  diction  than  this.  To  ensure  the  highest 
success  in  the  attainment  of  this  result,  the  student  should  first 
gain  the  precise  meaning  of  the  original.  He  should  study  as  be- 
fore remarked  the  derivative  of  each  word,  the  structure  of  each 
clause.  He  should  also  familiarize  himself  with  whatever  may 
throw  light  on  the  passage  in  question,  with  the  mythological,  his- 
torical, and  geographical  details  to  which  allusion  is  made,  and 
with  all  the  circumstances  which  illustrate  the  spirit  of  the  writer 
and  the  genius  of  the  age.  He  should  then  transfer  all  this,  the 
exact  force  and  the  full  spirit  of  his  author  into  English,  not  into 
sentences  made  up  of  English  words  in  a  foreign  idiom,  but  into 
pure,  elegant  English  such  as  would  be  employed  by  the  best  writ- 
ers of  our  tongue  to  express  the  same  idea.  To  do  this  will  require 
a  knowledge  of  synonyms  and  an  accurate  acquaintance  with  his 
own  tongue.  We  may  add  that  nothing  could  serve  in  a  higher 
degree  than  this  course  to  promote  that  interest  and  that  generous 
literary  enthusiasm  without  which  there  cannot  exist  a  real  love 
of  scholarship. 

With  these  imperfect  preliminary  remarks,  prolonged  already 
quite  too  far,  your  committee  would  proceed  to  speak  of  the  Class- 
ical exercises  to  which  they  listened  at  the  recent  examination. 

They  heard  a  class  in  Classical  Mythology  and  History  which 
had  been  instructed  by  Mr.  Sprague  in  a  course  of  familiar  lectures, 
and  by  subsequent  recitations  on  the  topics  of  the  lectures,  in  | 
which  the  pupils  had  been  encouraged  to  seek  information  from  I 
all  the  various  text  books  to  which  they  could  obtain  access.  This 
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class  showed  a  gratifying  familiarity  with  the  mythology,  history 
and  geography  of  the  ancients,  indicating  not  only  thorough  in- 
struction but  a  good  degree  of  interest  and  intelligence  on  their 
own  part,  without  which,  lectures  and  general  examinations  with- 
out a  specific  text  book,  rarely  produce  a  satisfactory  result. 

They  subsequently  heard  in  Latin,  classes  in  Grammar  in  Horace 
and  in  Yirgil,  all  instructed  by  Mr.  Sprague,  and  a  class  in  Nepos 
before  Mr.  Calkins.  They  heard  in  Greek,  classes  in  Grammar  and 
in  the  Anabasis  of  Xenophon,  which  had  been  under  the  tuition  of 
Mr.  Sprague, 

Your  Committee  would  gladly  review  each  of  these  classes  suc- 
cessively and  state  in  detail  their  opinion  of  their  relative  profi- 
ciency ,  but  they  have  not  thought  it  worth  while  so  far  to  tres- 
pass upon  the  space  allotted  to  their  report.  As  must  always  be 
the  case,  individual  scholars  showed  various  degrees  of  intelligence 
and  studiousness ;  while  some  had  attained  to  a  high  degree  of  ex- 
cellency, more  were  found  below  mediocrity. 

In  comparison  with  the  academical  classes,  which  the  members 
of  your  committee  have  known  elsewhere,  the  average  of  these 
scholars  is  by  no  means  unfavorable. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  in- 
struction they  had  received,  the  topics  which  it  had  embraced,  and 
the  degree  of  patience  and  thoroughness  with  which  the  pupils  had 
been  trained  by  their  teachers. 

In  all  these  particulars  so  far  as  your  Committee  are  competent 
to  judge  the  result  was  highly  satisfactory.  The  examination  was 
attended  during  much  of  the  time  by  two  former  teachers  of  the 
school ;  Mr.  Smith  now  of  the  Norwich  Free  Academy,  and  Mr. 
Whiton  of  the  Hopkins  Grammar  School  at  New  Haven. 

Both  of  these  gentlemen,  as  well  as  your  Committee,  questioned 
the  scholars  freely  and  on  a  considerable  variety  of  topics.  The 
test  was  one  of  more  than  usual  severity,  and  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  standard  of  instruction  in  the  school  at  the  present 
time  is  as  good  as  at  any  former  period,  and  equal  to  that  in  most 
of  the  classical  institutes  of  New  England. 

It  is  creditable  to  our  city,  and  must  be  highly  satisfactory  to 
our  citizens  to  know,  that  the  system  of  public  instruction  in  our 
school  affords  to  all  the  children  in  our  community  advantages  for 
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an  education  as  good  as  private  wealth  or  anxious  parental  care 
can  bestow  on  the  most  highly  favored. 

Your  Committee  congratulate  the  School  Board  on  the  increased 
numbers  and  flourishing  condition  of  the  High  School,  and  express 
their  earnest  wishes  for  a  continuance  of  its  prosperity.

report  on  mathematical  department. 

The  undersigned,  by  request  of  the  School  Board,  attended  the 
examination  of  the  mathematical  department  in  the  High  School, 
on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  Dec.  30th  and  31st.  This  depart- 
ment is  under  the  general  supervision  of  Mr.  Calkins,  assisted  by 
Mr.  Chamberlin.  The  following  classes  were  examined,  namely  : — 
A  class  in  Natural  Philosophy,  taught  by  Mr.  Calkins,  a  class  in 
Arithmetic  composed  of  two  classes,  one  taught  by  Mr.  Calkins 
the  other  by  Mr.  Chamberlin  j  a  class  of  beginners  in  Algebra  by 
Mr.  Chamberlin,  an  advanced  class  in  Algebra,  and  two  classes  in 
Geometry  and  Algebra  combined,  by  Mr.  Calkins. 

In  the  study  of  Natural  Philosophy  the  method  had  been  adopt- 
ed of  selecting  topics,  instead  of  following  the  order  of  the  text 
book )  and  the  scholars  had  been  encouraged  to  gain  information 
from  any  authors  accessible  to  them.  The  number  of  subjects  in- 
vestigated was  quite  limited,  and  the  method  had  not  perhaps  been 
sufficiently  applied  to  test  its  practical  utility.  The  Committee 
can  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  advantage  of  discarding  a  servile 
attachment  to  a  text  book,  and  encouraging  a  freer  and  wider 
discussion,  than  is  possible  under  any  close  adherence  to  the  sys- 
tem of  an  author.  Either  from  the  differing  capacity  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  class,  or  from  the  short  time  which  had  been  devoted 
to  the  study,  the  class  did  not  appear  as  well  as  might  have  been 
expected  from  the  spirited  manner  in  which  they  had  been  in- 
structed. While  some  scholars  were  prompt  and  correct  in  their 
answers,  the  class  as  a  whole,  foiled  to  impress  the  Committee 
with  the  idea,  that  they  had  a  familiar  and  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  topics  upon  which  they  were  examined. 

The  class  in  Arithmetic  was  evidently  composed  of  individuals 
widely  differing  in  attainments — and  while  a  few  were  ready  in 
answering  questions,  designed  to  elicit  their  knoAvledge  of  princi- 
ples, the  majority  of  the  class,  seemed  too  deficient  to  authorize 
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commendation.  Without  doubt  allowance  is  to  be  made  for  the 
fact,  that  the  class  had  not  been  in  the  habit  of  reciting  together, 
and  also  that  necessity  had  compelled  uniting  those  who  were  un- 
equal in  their  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

The  younger  class  in  Algebra  exhibited  a  good  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency and  correctness  in  Algebraic  operations.  The  work  upon  ! 
the  blackboard  was  promptly  and  well  performed.  And  when  wTe 
consider  the  defective  character  of  most  of  the  elementary  works 
on  Algebra,  and  the  comparatively  small  number  of  pupils  in  our 
schools  wTho  really  gain  a  clear  conception  of  the  meaning  and 
purpose  of  Algebra,  it  will  not  be  extraordinary  that  this  class  of 
beginners  failed  in  their  attempt  to  analyse  some  of  the  formulae, 
and  show  the  principles  involved.* 

This  deficiency  disappeared  in  the  brief  examination  in  Algebra 
which  accompanied  the  recitation  of  the  lower  class  in  Geometry. 
It  wTas  quite  apparent,  that  they  were  commencing  with  clear  and 
correct  views,  and  the  Committee  were  gratified  with  the  tokens 
they  gave,  that  at  the  outset  they  were  getting  some  notions  of 
the  generalizations  which  characterize  and  give  value  to  Algebraic 
science.  The  recitation  of  the  advanced  class  in  Algebra  was  such 
as  to  justify  the  hopes  inspired  in  the  one  just  mentioned.  They 
were  examined  in  the  last  half  of  Bobinson's  Algebra,  though  de- 
monstrations and  analysis  were  introduced,  not  contained  in  that 
work.  The  class  was  small  comprising  one  male  and  three  female 
pupils. 

The  points  selected  were  theBenomial  Theorem,  and  the  Theory 
and  use  of  Logarithms,  and  all  were  worked  out  with  admirable 
readiness  and  precision.  Most  of  the  long  processes  were  per- 
formed mentally,  and  with  great  facility  and  exactness,  notwith- 
standing the  interruptions  and  questionings  of  the  Committee. 
The  scholars  appeared  to  have  thoroughly  grasped  every  princi- 
ple involved,  and  executed  with  ease  such  practical  applications  as 
were  required  of  them.  The  proof  given  by  the  examination  of 
this  class  of  the  high  and  competent  instruction  they  had  enjoyed, 
elicited  the  warmest  approbation. 

*  It  should  perhaps  bo  stated  that  the  "  proficiency  and  correctness  "  in  Algebraic 
operations  here  commended  was  precisely  the  thing  and  the  only  thing  aimed  at  in  the 
instruction  of  this  class.  The  close  analysis  of  formulae,  is  deferred  until  a  higher  work 
is  taken  up.  The  drill  in  this  class  is  only  a,  preparation  for  tho  study  of  Algebra  proper. 
—Ed. 
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The  lower  class  in  Geometry  acquitted  themselves  very  satisfac- 
torily. While  there  were  instances  of  failure,  arising  perhaps 
from  embarrassment,  the  Avhole  aspect  of  the  class,  clearly  showed 
that  they  had  been  under  a  most  vigorous  tuition,  and  had  re- 
sponded to  it  with  alacrity.  The  method  of  examination  demand- 
ed a  constant  wakefulness  on  the  part  of  the  class.  The  demon- 
stration of  a  proposition  involved  also  the  demonstration  of  every 
previous  proposition  required  as  proof;  so  that  in  the  process,  ev- 
ery step  was  fully  exhibited  from  the  simplest  principles.  By  this 
method  the  demonstration  of  one  proposition  called  up  ten  or 
twelve  pupils,  and  the  entire  process  was  carried  forward,  by  each 
one  supplying  in  his  turn,  the  needed  proof.  By  this  means  quick- 
ness and  attention  are  stimulated  and  the  exercise  is  highly  inter- 
esting and  spirited,  Avhile  it  loses  nothing  of  the  exactness  and 
consecutiveness  which  belongs  to  Geometrical  reasoning. 

In  the  advanced  class  in  Geometry,  the  Committee  had  a  more 
favorable  opportunity  to  test  the  thoroughness  of  the  instruction 
in  this  department.  The  examination  wTas  confined  principally  to 
propositions  in  solid  Geometry.  The  Committee  were  requested 
by  the  instructor,  not  to  allow  any  assertion  to  pass  without  full 
proof,  and  a  protracted  examination  showed  to  what  an  extent 
the  class  had  mastered  the  subject,  and  how  faithfully  they  had 
improved  the  severe  discipline  to  which  they  had  been  subjected. 
The  vigor  and  quickness  of  perception  which  wTas  manifested,  and 
the  thorough  appreciation  of  that  completeness  which  is  the  true 
glory  of  a  Geometrical  demonstration,  evinced  not  only  faithful 
study  but  enthusiastic  teaching.  The  Committee  cannot  withhold 
high  praise  from  this  class. 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  said  in  respect  to  the  particular 
recitations  which  were  listened  to,  it  is  but  just  to  express  the 
great  confidence  inspired  by  the  high  tone  and  enthusiasm  of  Mr. 
Calkins,  who  is  at  the  head  of  this  department.  While  he  is  in- 
dependent and  earnest,  he  appears  also  to  possess  the  true  spirit 
of  exactness  and  accurate  reasoning  which  are  essential  in  mathe- 
matical science.  He  has  the  rare  faculty  of  combining  quickness 
and  thoroughness — of  being  at  once  rapid  and  severe.  lie  electri- 
fies the  coldest  formula,  and  inspires  with  life  the  rigid  lines  of  the 
stiffest  diagram. 

The  Committee  would  congratulate  the  Board  and  their  fellow 
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citizens,  on  securing  the  services  of  so  able  and  competent  a  suc- 
cessor, to  one  whose  fidelity,  patient  assiduity,  and  uncompromis- 
ing thoroughness,  for  so  many  years,  made  him  one  of  our  most 
valued  teachers;  and  they  cannot  but  indulge  the  confident  expecta- 
tion that  the  Mathematical  department  in  the  High  School,  is  des- 
tined to  reach  a  high  prosperity  under  its  present  auspices.  The 
advantages  inherent  in  such  training  as  may  be  found  in  this  school, 
need  only  to  be  cordially  appreciated  by  a  discerning  community, 
to  secure  for  it  a  just  and  encouraging  patronage.

N.  B.  In  addition  to  the  above  examination  of  the  Mathemati- 
cal department,  there  was  assigned  to  this  Committee,  a  class  in 
English  Literature,  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Sprague.  It  con- 
sisted of  four  young  ladies,  who  had  studied,  with  critical  accuracy, 
passages  from  Milton's  Minor  Poems.  Their  reading  was  uncom- 
monly graceful  and  expressive,  and  they  showed  much  technical 
familiarity  with  etymology  and  prosody. 

There  should  be  a  larger  class  of  this  character  in  a  High  School; 
but  it  may  be  doubted  whether  it  is  desirable  to  insist  so  much  on 
the  application  of  classical  metres  to  English  versification. 

REPORT    OF   FRENCH  DEPRATMENT. 

The  undersigned,  having  been  invited  by  the  School  Committee, 
to  attend  the  Annual  Examination  of  the  French  Department  of 
the  High  School,  and  to  prepare  a  written  expression  of  opinion, 
of  the  advantages  afforded  by  that  department,  &c.  &c,  respectfully 
report : 

For  several  years  some  uneasy  feeling  has  occasionally  mani- 
fested itself  in  regard  to  the  advantages,  afforded  at  the  High 
School  for  learning  the  French  language.  Many  have  regarded 
the  instruction  as  more  or  less  inadequate  and  unsuccessful,  while 
others  have  even  gone  so  far  as  to  denounce  it  as  worse  than  use- 
less. This  dissatisfaction,  however,  appears  to  us  to  be  without 
any  real  foundation.  The  French,  like  other  cultivated  languages, 
is  of  a  twofold  character,  written  and  spoken.  Now  a  pupil  may 
learn  to  read  undcrstandingly  a  foreign  tongue,  without  learning 
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to  write  it  with  any  degree  of  correctness.  He  may  learn  to  read 
it  understanding^  and  to  write  it  correctly,  without  learning  to 
understand  a  single  sentence  of  it,  when  spoken.  He  may  have 
mastered  the  written  language,  and  may  understand  perfectly 
what  is  addressed  to  him  in  the  spoken  language,  and  yet  be  unable 
to  speak  the  language  intelligibly. 

This,  which  to  a  considerable  extent  is  even  true  of  one's  native 
tongue,  may  be  easily  explained.  Language  written,  or  otherwise 
represented  by  inaudible  signs,  addresses  itself  to  the  deliberate 
examination  of  the  eye,  and  we  express  ourselves  in  such  language, 
with  any  degree  of  deliberation.  Spoken  language  is  caught  at 
once,  or  lost,  by  the  ear,  and  whoever  speaks  it  fluently  has  no 
time  to  cull  words  from  dictionaries,  or  to  compare  forms  of  con- 
struction and  modes  of  pronunciation.  Thus  the  ear  and  even  the 
tongue  of  an  accomplished  linguist — like  the  eye  of  the  artist  and 
the  fingers  of  the  blind  man — differ  from  those  of  other  men. 

Beading  or  hearing  a  foreign  tongue — two  modes  of  receiving 
ideas, — and  writing  or  speaking  a  foreign  tongue — two  modes  of 
communicating  ideas, — may  be  regarded  as  four  somewhat  inde- 
pendent acquisitions ;  for  any  one  of  which,  the  time  allotted  to 
French,  in  the  High  School,  is  certainly  very  brief.  But  this 
ought  not  to  be  urged  against  the  French  department  of  the  school, 
unless,  indeed,  we  decide  that  the  pupils  shall  be  taught  nothing  at 
all,  because  they  have  not  time  to  learn  everything ! 

The  reading  of  French,  that  is,  the  translation  of  this  modern 
universal  language  into  English,  may  be  learned  as  a  branch  of 
education  by  itself,  useful,  and  daily  becoming  more  useful  to  every 
one.  This,  and,  to  some  extent,  the  translation  of  English  into 
French,  (in  other  words,  the  written  French  language,)  may  be 
taught  by  an  American,  quite  as  well  as  by  a  Frenchman. 

To  go  beyond  this  and  increase  the  already  heavy  expenses  of 
the  High  School,  by  employing  a  native  French  teacher  exclusively 
for  the  French  classes,  or  a  French  lady — if  one  could  be  found — 
satisfactorily  qualified  in  other  respects  to  fill  the  place  hitherto 
held  by  the  female  principal,  would  hardly  appear  justifiable,  when 
we  consider  that  a  very  small  minority  only  of  the  pupils  will 
probably  ever  have  occasion  to  converse  in  any  foreign  tongue; 
that  an  elegant  French  pronunciation,  under  the  best  Parisian 
teacher,  could  not  be  acquired  in  the  short  space  of  time  devoted 
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to  this  language;  that  such  pronunciation,  if  attained,  would  not, 
except  in  rare  instances,  survive  long  in  the  American  atmosphere 
by  which  the  maturer  years  of  the  pupils  will  be  surrounded ; — 
that,  in  short,  the  rare  and  difficult  accomplishment  in  this  part  of 
the  world — a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  French  language — is  hardly 
comprised  within  the  limits  of  the  education  legally  afforded  by 
the  Public  Schools  of  this  Commonwealth. 

The  recitations  of  the  pupils  generally — at  the  recent  examina- 
tion— were  very  satisfactory.  The  translation  from  French  into 
English — which  is  by  far  the  most  practically  useful  branch  of  a 
French  education, — was  accurate  and  often  elegant,  indicating  a 
familiar  acquaintance  with  grammatical  forms  and  idiomatical  ex- 
pressions. The  renderings,  in  particular,  of  difficult  passages  from 
the  somewhat  antiquated  French  of  Racine,  were  such  as  would 
be  creditable  to  a  class  in  any  of  our  colleges. 

The  translation  from  English  into  French — an  invaluable  exercise 
in  learning  the  written  language, — was  very  neatly  and  accurately 
written  upon  the  black-board,  and  sometimes  given  orally,  Avith 
great  promptness. 

The  good  results  of  this  constant  training  in  these  double  trans- 
lations were  very  apparent. 

Of  the  French  Pronunciation,  we  may  say,  in  general  terms,  that 
it  compared  favorably  with  what  it  has  been  in  former  years,  even 
when  the  classes  had  instruction  from  teachers  who  had  spoken 
the  language  from  infancy.  In  other  words,  the  pronunciation  of 
the  pupils,  with  a  very  few  exceptions,  was  well  up  to  that  standard 
level  beyond  which  American  students  rarely  ever  advance,  in  this 
country. 

Our  report  would  be  incomplete,  were  we  to  neglect  to  pay  a 
merited  compliment  to  the  two  French  teachers,  Miss  Gardner  and 
Miss  Perry.  Having  been  only  a  few  weeks  in  the  school,  taking 
the  place  which  Miss  Parmenter  had  been  obliged  to  relinquish, 
on  account  of  ill  health,  Miss  Gardner  deserves  great  credit  for 
the  excellent  manner  in  which  her  classes  acquitted  themselves, 
As  for  Miss  Perry,  her  knowledge  of  French,  wholly  acquired  in 
the  High  School,  may  be  referred  to  as  an  example  of  the  success 
with  which  the  language  is  taught  there,  while  her  deportment  as 
a  teacher,  was  alike  honorable  to  herself,  and  creditable  to  the 
institution,  of  which  she  is  still  a  pupil.  George  Jaques,

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It  is  proper  to  add,  in  this  connection,  the  written  testimony  of 
Dr.  Henry  Clarke,  who  has  had  particular  charge  of  the  French 
department.  Eespecting  Miss  Parmenter  who  has  been  obliged  to 
leave  the  school  during  the  year,  by  protracted  illness,  he  says : — 
"  She  has  gained  for  herself  a  high  reputation  as  a  teacher.  Her 
method  of  instruction  is  excellent.  Possessed  herself  of  a  good 
pronunciation  and  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  language,  she  has 
imparted  to  her  pupils  the  same  habits  of  accuracy  and  thorough- 
ness in  the  study  of  it.  She  commanded  the  respect  and  esteem 
of  her  pupils,  and  has  carried  with  her  their  best  wishes  and  those 
of  her  Committee." 

Dr.  Hill  gives  his  impressions  of  the  High  School,  in  the  follow- 
ing language,  with  which  we  close  our  report : 

I  have  been  familiar  with  the  school  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  two  years,  some  thirty  years.  I  remember  when  it  was  merely 
a  school  for  boys,  and  was  a  source  of  constant  trouble  and  anxiety 
to  the  Committee ;  when  again  the  commodious  edifice  was  erected 
in  which  it  is  now  gathered,  and  when  under  new  auspices,  a  just 
pride  was  awakened  and  a  noble  enthusiasm  enkindled  in  its  be- 
half. I  have  seen  it  in  its  most  depressed  and  most  prospered 
state :  and  after  a  frequent  examination  and  careful  study  of  its 
character,  1  am  free  to  declare  that  I  have  never  seen  it  when  it 
was  more  worthy  of  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  community. 
The  careful  preparation  of  the  scholars  for  admission,  the  exact 
scholarship  of  Mr.  Sprague,  the  enthusiastic  devotion  of  Mr. 
Calkins,  and  the  thorough  discipline  of  Miss  Parmenter,  have  now 
raised  it  to  a  degree  of  excellence,  which  I  think  has  never  been 
surpassed. 

Yet  excellent  as  the  school  is,  its  present  condition  should  not 
satisfy  us.  A  community  like  ours  continually  rising  in  the  scale 
of  intelligence  and  cultivation,  demands  more  of  us.  Permit  me 
to  mention  some  particulars  in  respect  to  which  improvement 
should  be  attempted.  First  of  all,  there  should  be  more  system, 
and  a  more  exact  standard  of  requirement  in  the  admission  of 
scholars.  Candidates  should  be  required  to  be  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  all  the  studies  gone  over  in  the  lower  schools,  and 
proficiency  in  one  study  should  not  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  profi- 
ciency in  another.    The  ambition  of  parents  to  press  their  children 
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forward  too  early  into  the  High  School  should  not  be  encouraged, 
but  thoroughness  should  be  our  first  aim,  advancement  the  next. 
A  system  of  rules  and  a  course  of  study  for  each  year  and  each 
term  of  the  year,  should  be  adopted,  and  as  rigidly  adhered  to  as 
circumstances  will  admit.  Otherwise  there  is  danger  of  looseness 
and  irregularity. 

In  the  next  place,  I  should  suggest  that  there  is  a  better  way 
than  to  employ  advanced  pupils  in  hearing  any  of  the  recitations 
in  this  school.  Those  who  have  been  employed  hitherto,  have 
been  acceptable  to  the  Committee  and  respected  by  the  scholars. 
They  have  done  as  well  as  persons  in  such  circumstances  can  be 
expected  to  do.  Still,  I  doubt  the  wisdom  of  this  policy  and  would 
prefer  as  a  general  rule  the  employment  of  regular  and  permanent 
teachers.  Instruction  though  it  may  be  as  thorough,  will  not  as  a 
general  thing  be  received  with  the  same  confidence  from  a  fellow 
pupil  as  from  a  regular  teacher.  There  will  be  a  constant  tempta- 
tion to  test  the  strength  of  the  temporary  instructor  and  unless  he 
have  more  than  ordinary  dignity,  and  careful  scholarship,  this  dis- 
position to  carp  will  result  in  inattention  and  insubordination. 

Besides  in  the  High  School,  greater  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
cultivation  of  the  aesthetic  faculties.  Especial  attention  has  been 
paid  to  Drawing  the  last  year,  and  very  respectable  specimens  of 
progress  were  exhibited  at  the  examination.  This  subject  is  be- 
ginning to  engage  attention  as  is  evident  from  the  School  of  De- 
sign recently  established  in  this  city,  and  liberally  patronized. 

The  study  of  this  and  the  kindred  arts  of  Design  not  only  re- 
fines and  cultivates  the  taste,  but  is  every  year  growing  more 
necessary  for  the  useful  purposes  to  which  it  can  be  turned.  The 
school  should  be  supplied  to  some  extent  with  models  of  art  and 
specimens  of  ancient  and  modern  skill.  Music  too  should  be  more 
extensively  cultivated. 

The  High  School  should  from  some  source  be  provided  with  the 
means  and  instruments  of  a  larger  culture.  It  greatly  needs  more 
books  of  reference,  encyclopedias,  histories,  works  on  Archaeology 
and  the  Fine  Arts,  maps  and  models.  No  question  of  History 
Science,  Philology  or  Taste  should  be  asked  in  the  school,  which 
there  should  not  be  the  means  of  answering.  It  would  be  well 
also  could  there  be  connected  with  the  school  collections  of  Botan- 
ical and  Mineralogical  specimens.    It  may  not  be  right  to  raise

by  taxation  the  means  of  endowing  our  High  School  with  these 
things.  Certainly  it  is  not  to  be  expected  in  these  times  of  pecuni- 
ary embarrassment.  A  few  years  ago  a  gentleman  of  wealth  in 
our  city  gave  to  this  school  a  very  valuable  philosophical  apparatus, 
not  inferior  to  that  of  many  of  our  colleges,  and  it  may  be  others 
can  be  found  to  emulate  his  example. 

Most  certain  it  is  that  our  High  School  where  so  many  complete 
their  education  should  be  furnished  with  the  means  of  a  larger  and 
broader  culture.  Standing  as  it  does  at  the  head  of  our  noble  sys- 
tem of  Free  Schools  it  should  have  an  equipment  worthy  of  its 
high  position,  one  which  shall  fitly  express  our  sense  of  the  dignity 
and  value  of  a  liberal  no  less  than  a  free  education.

Bills  presented  for  the  action  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  must  specify  what 
the  article  or  articles  sold  were  for— when  for  labor,  where  it  was  performed, 
number  of  days  and  price  per  day,  unless  otherwise  agreed  upon.  When  there 
are  charges  belonging  to  different  departments,  separate  bills  must  be  made, 
including  only  charges  belonging  to  each  department.

Claimants  should  carefully  note  the  name  of  the  person  who  orders  the  arti- 
cle or  service,  and  should  inquire  to  what  department  the  charge  shall  be  made, 
and  should  also  know  that  the  person  is  duly  authorized  to  make  contracts. 
Unless  this  is  done,  the  claimant  will  be  put  to  the  trouble  of  making  out  his 
account  the  second  time,  and  run  the  risk  of  losing  it.

ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Boaud  of  Aldermen, 

and  of  the  common  council  : 

We  are  called  by  the  suffrages  of  our  fellow-citizens  to  assume 
the  administration  of  their  municipal  affairs  under  somewhat  au- 
spicious circumstances.  After  a  most  serious  interruption  to  the 
usual  prosperity  of  the  City,  there  is,  at  length,  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  nearly  all  branches  of  its  business ;  the  number  of  persons 
without  employment  has  within  six  months  been  greatly  reduced, 
and  a  more  cheerful  tone  pervades  the  community.  If  our  trade 
and  manufactures  have  not  the  full  momentum  which  bore  our  pop- 
ulation upward  so  rapidly  three  or  four  years  since,  they  are  at 
least  moving  onward  with  the  equable  power  which  marks  the 
propitious  breeze.  Our  constituents  are  in  that  condition  between 
extremes  which  will  justify  us,  their  agents,  in  every  honest  en- 
deavor to  promote  the  public  welfare,  by  all  reasonable  appropria- 
tions ;  while  it  should  likewise  awaken  on  our  part  a  constant  sense 
of  accountability.  To  this  I  ought  to  add,  that  by  good  management, 
and  good  fortune,  our  immediate  predecessors  have  been  enabled  to 
pass  over  into  our  hands  the  several  departments  of  the  public  ser- 
vice in  a  sound  and  wholesome  condition,  free  of  incumbrance,  and 
to  leave  in  the  Treasury  at  least  as  much  as  they  in  like  manner 
had  received. 
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Upon  the  organization  of  the  Government,  January 

1,  1858,  there  was  in  the  City  Treasury,  about  $4,000 

And  there  has  been  paid  during-  the  year,  of  uncol- 
lected Taxes  of  1857,   6,000

Leaving  a  balance  of  $3,000  in  favor  of  the  past  year,  which  will 
probably  be  reduced,  by  bills  lying  over  unpaid,  to  about  $2,500. 
We  may,  therefore,  justly  congratulate  ourselves,  that  we  enter 
upon  the  municipal  year  with  at  least  the  usual  amount  of  funds  on 
hand,  and  so  far  as  can  be  foreseen,  with  only  the  ordinary  expendi- 
tures to  incur  :

The  City  is  now  in  the  eleventh  year  of  its  corporate  existence, 
and  its  Debt  is  within  a  mere  fraction  as  large  as  when  it  first  took 
its  Seal.  Most  corporations,  municipal  or  otherwise,  having  a  fund- 
ed debt,  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  its  redemption  ;  but  we  have  no 
such  provision  for  ours.  On  the  other  hand,  our  obligations  are 
constantly  maturing,  and  we  as  constantly  renewing  them,  until  no 
small  part  of  the  Treasurer's  time  and  service  is  put  in  requisition 
by  placing  our  liabilities  in  new  hands.  I  submit  for  your  consider- 
ation, whether  in  the  absence  of  all  calls  for  extraordinary  expendi- 
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tures,  the  present  is  not  a  favorable  opportunity  to  commence  a 
reduction  of  these  obligations.  Unless  a  permanent  debt  be  regarded 
as  a  conservative  element  in  the  public  welfare — a  municipal  luxu- 
ry, but  an  expensive  one — it  is  time,  in  my  judgment,  that  we 
should  begin  to  extinguish  it.  We  have  been  funding  and  refunding 
it;  when  shall  we  commence  to  pay  it?  I  cannot  doubt,  that  if 
with  earnestness  we  initiate  it  as  the  policy  of  the  city,  that,  within 
a  period  of  ten  years,  our  debt  shall  be  paid  off,  our  successors  will 
co-operate  in  carrying  out  the  policy,  and  that  the  intelligence  of 
our  citizens  will  approve  it. 

VALUATION  OF  THE  CITY. 

The  valuation  of  the  City  has,  during  the  past  year,  been  sub- 
jected to  a  wholesome  revision.  During  the  five  years  prior  to 
1857,  by  reason  of  the  rapid  increase  of  our  population,  the  expan- 
sion of  our  industry,  and  the  infection  of  the  times,  much  of  the 
real  estate  of  the  City  acquired  a  speculative  and  a  fictitious  appre- 
ciation. Under  this  pressure,  our  valuation  had  swollen  in  1857  to 
the  sum  of  $18,472,200.  The  revulsion  of  that  year  has  been  in 
no  respect  more  palpably  recognized,  than  in  the  change  which  has 
passed  over  the  opinions  of  many  concerning  the  value  of  our  un- 
productive real  estate.  The  valuation  of  1858  was  $16,385,650 ; 
showing  a  reduction  in  twelve  months  of  $2,086,560,  of  which 
$1,384,150,  or  about  two-thirds,  is  in  the  reduced  value  of  real 
estate.  The  question  will  come  before  the  proper  department,  in  the 
present  year, —  if  indeed  it  can  be  called  a  question — whether  the 
establishment  of  a  just  and  true  value  will  not  demand  a  renewed 
application  of  the  same  principles  which  governed  the  assessors  of 
the  last  year  in  their  action.  For  many  and  obvious  reasons  — 
directly  affecting  the  interests  of  the  City,  its  eligibility  for  resi- 
dence, trade,  and  business — it  is  important  that  the  standard  of 
value  affixed  to  our  real  estate,  should  be  as  near  a  true  one  as 
practicable ;  and  that,  if  it  has  been  carried  upward  to  a  fanciful 
elevation,  it  should  be  brought  back,  not  to  a  point  of  corresponding 
depression,  but  to  the  reasonable  medium  which  imparts  stability  to 
public  prosperity.  By  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  assess- 
ments upon  all  property  are  to  be  predicated  upon  its  actual  value. 
It  is  reasonable  for  us  to  suppose  that  other  towns  will  conform  to

this  law — certainly  it  is  safe  to  believe  that  they  will  not  go 
higher  than  the  law ;  and  it  then  becomes  a  practical  matter  that  we 
should,  in  like  manner,  adjust  our  own  valuation.  We  are  ap- 
proaching a  new  State  valuation,  by  which  our  own  share  of  State 
and  County  taxation  will  be  determined  for  a  period  of  ten  years. 
For  every  million  of  dollars  excessive  valuation  of  our  estates,  the 
undue  and  excessive  proportion  of  State  and  County  Taxes,  which, 
upon  the  basis  of  the  present  year,  would  fall  annually  upon  our 
City  would  be  rising  $2,000 ;  or,  during  the  decade  for  which  a 
valuation  is  fixed,  the  sum  of  $20,000.  The  occasion  for  a  just 
scrutiny  and  analysis  of  the  values  which  we  call  property,  is  there- 
fore apparent,  and  will,  doubtless,  commend  itself  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  appropriate  department. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  largest  expenditure  which  we  have  annually  to  incur,  is  for 
the  support  of  Public  Schools.  It  is  an  observable  circumstance, 
that  in  the  largest  city  of  America  the  appropriation  for  Education 
exceeds  by  only  twenty-five  per  cent,  that  made  for  maintaining  the 
police ;  while  in  our  own  rural  City  the  appropriation  for  Schools 
exceeds  that  for  the  department  of  police  by  six  hundred  per  cent. 
No  citizen  who  has  witnessed,  and  breathed,  and  felt  the  blessings  of 
an  elevated  system  of  Free  Schools,  can  desire  either  to  reverse  this 
proportion  or  to  reduce  it.  But  it  may  be  reckoned  among  the 
sources  of  our  most  satisfactory  municipal  reflection  and  pride,  that 
within  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  (since  many  now  in  our  schools 
were  born,)  beginning  on  Walnut  street,  and  ending  thus  far  at  New 
Worcester,  we  have  erected  a  series  of  neat,  commodious,  and  well 
ventilated  school  houses  in  all  parts  of  the  City,  at  large  expense, 
but  with  large  blessing,  which  afford  room  for  present  wants,  and 
upon  which,  with  slight  additions,  we  may  probably  rely  for  some 
years  to  come.  There  are  in  the  City  fifty-foir  Public  Schools, 
which  are  represented  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  be  full. 
The  number  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  was,  in 
May  last,  4078 ;  showing  an  increase  of  nearly  100  since  1857. 
The  appropriation  for  this  branch  of  the  public  expenditure  in  1858 
was  $28,000  ;  and  the  expenses,  as  nearly  as  can  be  now  ascertained, 
were  about  $30,000.    It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  City 
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Council  and  School  Committee  of  the  present  year,  will  bring  this 
department  within  the  appropriation  of  $28,000  or  $29,000.  It  is 
an  anomalous  feature  of  the  system — against  all  dangers  resulting 
from  which,  we  should  guard  by  conciliatory  counsels  —  that  while 
the  appropriations  pass  only  through  the  usual  channels  of  the  City 
Council,  the  School  Committee  has  the  general  legislative  power  of 
the'schools,  and  practically  determines  its  disbursements,  but  is  not 
itself  directly  accountable  to  the  people  as  a  money  raising  power. 
During  the  last  year,  the  excellent  Superintendent  (Rev.  George 
Bushnell,)  resigned  his  office,  and  the  vacancy  has  not  been  filled, 
though  the  ordinance  establishing  the  office  still  exists.  Although, 
according  to  the  opinion  I  have  heretofore  entertained,  the  efficiency 
and  economy  of  our  school  system  can  in  no  way  be  so  well  promo- 
ted, as  by  the  constant  services  of  an  able  and  practical  Superin- 
tendent ;  yet,  unless  such  an  officer  can  be  cordially  selected  and 
cordially  supported  by  the  School  Committee,  we  shall  look  in  vain 
for  that  unity  and  vigor  of  counsel  which  are  essential.  Our  schools 
would  be  in  a  better  way,  having  either  a  good  Committee  without  a 
Superintendent,  or  a  good  Superintendent  without  a  Committee,  than 
having  both,  however  competent,  if  leading  in  opposite  directions  and 
acting  with  discordant  counsels. 

The  only  extraordinary  expenditure  in  this  department,  which,  so 
far  as  I  am  aware,  will  call  for  an  appropriation  during  our  term  of 
office,  will  be  for  the  erection  of  a  school  house  at  Tatnuck,  and  an- 
other at  Northville.  The  old  ones  in  both  places  are  represented  to 
be  unfit  for  present  accommodations,  and  the  people  resident  in  those 
places,  will  justly  call  for  this  outlay,  which  can  probably  be  kept 
within  the  limit  of  $4500.  This  will  be  no  more  than  has  been  ex- 
pended in  each  of  the  last  two  years  upon  the  new  building  at  New 
Worcester. 

HIGHWAYS  AND  BRIDGES. 

The  Streets,  Side-walks,  and  Bridges  of  the  City  usually  present 
the  next  largest  claim  for  appropriations.  The  condition  of  public 
highways  is  not  unjustly  regarded  by  modern  Committees  as  one  of 
the  standards  by  which  to  estimate  a  progressive  civilization.  While 
the  public  now  demand  much  more  in  this  respect  than  was  deemed 
sufficient  in  former  times,  I  beg  leave  to  repeat  the  opinion  expressed 
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by  one  of  my  predecessors  (Mr.  Knowlton,  in  1853,)  that  in  a  city 
comprising  a  territory  so  large  as  ours,  we  should  not  look  for  the 
same  degree  of  finish  in  our  streets  and  highways,  as  is  attainable  in 
towns  more  limited  in  their  area,  and  more  compact  in  their  settle- 
ment. It  has  heretofore  been  found  almost  impossible  to  keep  this 
department  of  the  public  expense  within  the  specific  appropriations, 
by  reason  of  the  demand  for  new  roads  and  paving  of  streets ;  and 
accordingly  this  expenditure  has  ranged  in  some  instances  as  high  as 
$25,000  per  annum.  The  appropriation  for  this  object  in  the  last 
year  was  $12,000,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  that  this 
sum  has  not  been  exceeded  in  the  results.  This  is,  doubtless,  very 
largely  to  be  attributed  to  the  faithful  and  efficient  Superintendent, 
(Henry  Prentice,)  who  has  exhibited  the  gratifying  and  not  too  fre- 
quent example  of  a  public  officer,  pursuing  his  official  duties  with 
the  same  diligence  and  economy  with  which  he  would  execute  his 
private  affairs.  I  can  see  no  reason,  extraordinary  and  unforeseen 
causes  excepted,  for  supposing  that  in  the  current  year  there  will  be 
any  necessity  for  increasing  this  appropriation.  There  is  some  rea- 
son for  believing  that  with  as  efficient  a  Superintendent  as  that  of 
the  past  year,  $10,000  or  $11,000  may  cover  the  ordinary  demands 
of  the  department.  Many  of  the  applications  for  changes  and  im- 
provements in  the  streets  and  highways,  when  scrutinized,  will  be 
found  to  have  quite  as  close  reference  to  private  interest  as  to  the 
public  good.  The  embarrassments  which  frequently  arise  from  the 
circumstance,  are  increased  by  the  marked  declivities  of  many  of  our 
streets,  which  renders  it  extremely  difficult  to  accommodate  the  re- 
quests of  one  without  affecting  adversely  the  supposed  interests  of 
another.  I  therefore  particularly  suggest  as  a  rule  for  our  observ- 
ance in  all  cases,  and  to  the  utmost  practicable  extent,  and  to  be 
overruled  only  when  a  clear  public  demand  shall  be  presented, —  that 
the  consent  of  abuttors  and  the  release  of  damages  be  required,  in 
advance,  before  entering  upon  the  alterations  of  streets  and  side- 
walks. A  disregard  of  this  security  is  the  opened  gateway  to  a  field 
of  contingent  liabilities,  wide  in  extent,  studded  with  private  claims, 
and  here  and  there  in  the  distance  a  glimpse  of  that  most  expensive 
and  uncertain  institution,  a  sheriff 's  jury.  You  will  permit  me  in 
this  connection,  to  commend  to  your  care  the  preservation  and  pro- 
tection of  the  shade  trees,  which  impart  beauty  to  the  City  and  com- 
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fort  to  all.  Whenever  and  wherever  we  substitute  a  new  one  for  an 
old  one  misplaced,  we  render  a  service  which  will  be  entered  not  into 
the  account  of  the  year  only,  but  of  generations. 

THE  CITY  CHARITIES. 

In  the  expenditures  for  the  support  and  relief  of  the  Poor,  the 
report  of  the  Overseers  will  present  satisfactory  results.  The  costs 
of  this  business-like  charity  have  varied  from  time' to  time  in  con- 
formity with  the  legislation  of  the  State,  and  with  circumstances 
which  Providence  and  not  ourselves  control.  Prior  to  1856  no 
booky  had  been  kept  by  the  Board  of  Overseers  which  would  exhibit 
either  its  receipts  or  its  disbursements;  but  since  that  time  I  under- 
stand that  order  and  system  and  record  have  characterized  its  proceed- 
ings, and  that  its  affairs  are  now  in  good  condition.  The  income  of 
the  farm  has  been  enlarged  under  the  present  occupant,  and  keeping 
pace  with  agricultural  improvement,  we  may  expect  a  still  further 
increase  in  its  productiveness.  The  expenses  of  this  department 
rose  in  1856  above  $10,000;  in  1857  they  were  $9,600;  and  in 
1858,  if  I  am  correctly  informed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  they 
have  been  about  $8,500,  only  slightly  in  excess  of  the  appropria- 
tion. One  large  item  of  its  expenses  is  for  the  occasional  relief  of 
our  own  residents,  not  paupers,  whose  claims  upon  our  charity  vary 
according  to  the  dispensations  of  the  seasons  and  other  causes  beyond 
our  control.  For  the  relief  of  this  class  the  sum  of  $3,000  has 
been  expended  during  the  year,  upon  more  than  one  thousand  per- 
sons. The  utmost  that  can  be  done  to  keep  down  this  particular 
expenditure,  is  that  we  should  grant  this  species  of  relief  as  infre- 
quently and  as  economically  as  a  rightful  and  discriminating  hu- 
manity will  permit. 

THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

I  have  derived  such  information  from  the  Chief  Engineer  as  leads 
justly  and  candidly  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Fire  Department  is  in 
a  sound  and  vigorous  condition.  The  number  of  fires  during  the 
year  has  been  twenty-two,  but  the  destruction  of  property  has  been 
remarkably  small.  The  number  of  men  upon  the  roll  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  was  three  hundred  and  eighty-two ;  since  which 
lime  the  force  has  been  reduced,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
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neer,  without  impairing  its  efficiency,  to  three  hundred  and  seven 
men.  The  expenses  of  the  Department,  predicated  upon  the  suppo- 
sition of  full  companies,  will,  by  this  reform,  be  reduced  $1,500  or 
$1,700  per  annum.  The  appropriation  for  the  last  year  was 
$10,000,  which  will  probably  have  covered  all  its  expenditures.  If 
the  calculation  already  alluded  to  shall  not  prove  in  any  respect  fal- 
lacious, I  cannot  see  why  $8,500  might  not  defray  all  ordinary  de- 
mands of  this  branch  of  service  for  the  present  year.  The  recent 
disastrous  explosion  of  the  Engine  house  on  Pleasant  street,  accom- 
panied by  the  loss  of  valuable  machines  and  equipments,  will  be 
worthy  of  your  early  consideration;  and  I  suggest  that  the  causes  of 
the  occurrence  be  made  the  subject  of  investigation. 

The  importance  of  sustaining  a  Fire  Department,  with  such  liber- 
ality as  will  guaranty  its  most  vigorous  and  effective  working  condi- 
tion, has  been  frequently  the  theme  of  remark  by  my  predecessors, 
and  a  topic  of  conversation  everywhere.  It  has  been  reinforced  upoa 
our  attention  within  a  few  years  past.  When  the  Aqueduct  was  first 
put  in  operation,  its  own  mere  power  was  sufficient,  at  a  moment's 
warning,  to  apply  upon  any  building  within  the  circuit  traversed  by 
its  pipes,  such  volume  and  force  of  water,  as,  in  many  instances, 
seemingly  almost  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  the  regular  com- 
panies. So  gratifying  and  appreciable  was  this  fact,  that  in  the 
minds  of  many,  the  former  accustomed  estimate  of  a  well  organized 
Department  began  in  some  degree  to  give  way  to  indifference.  A 
moment's  thoughtfulness  —  the  consideration  that  a  large  portion  of 
our  buildings  and  property  lies  outside  the  district  of  the  hydrants  — 
would  at  any  time  be  sufficient  to  correct  this  error.  But  of  late 
years,  observation,  even  within  the  area  of  the  water  works,  has 
shown  the  fallacy  of  placing  too  much  reliance  upon  them,  and  has 
restored  the  Fire  Department  to  its  original  importance  in  the  esti- 
mation of  the  community.  For  causes  into  which  it  is  not  pertinent 
here  to  inquire,  it  now  frequently  happens  that  a  single  hydrant 
when  opened,  except  in  a  few  favorable  localities,  yields  a  jet  of  such 
diminished  volume  and  force,  as  is  altogether  inadequate  for  the 
emergency,  without  the  regular  companies  and  machines.  Upon  this 
organization,  therefore,  we  must  continue  to  rely,  yielding  to  them 
a  liberal  encouragement  and  support.  In  this  connection,  I  submit 
whether  you  should  not  grant,  at  a  moderate  expense,  the  petition 
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of  the  Department  now  upon  file,  asking  for  the  construction  of  a 
Reservoir  in  the  vicinity  of  the  City  Hall. 

THE  WATER  QUESTION. 

Under  an  ordinance  of  the  past  year,  the  number  of  Aqueduct 
Commissioners  has  been  reduced  to  one.    The  water  pipes  have  also 
been  extended  at  Bloomingdale  road  for  the  protection  of  valuable 
property  concentrated  there,  at  a  cost  of  $600.    At  the  opening  of 
the  present  winter,  the  quantity  of  water  in  Bell  Pond  was  found  to 
have  been  drawn  so  low  as  to  require  a  further  supply,  by  special 
application  of  power.    To  provide  for  this  want  arrangements  have 
been  completed,  and  are  now  in  operation,  by  which  in  ten  hours  of 
the  day,  about  thirty  thousand  gallons  are  forced  into  the  Reservoir, 
from  Gates'  spring.    The  cost  of  this  preparation  and  outlay  has 
been  about  $300,  and  the  Commissioner  estimates  that  the  expense 
of  pumping  for  six  months  will  not  be  far  from  $250.    It  is  the 
opinion  of  that  officer,  that  when  the  Pond  shall  again  be  filled  the 
work  of  pumping  may  safely  be  discontinued,  and  the  necessity  of 
resuming  it  will  probably  not  recur  for  a  considerable  period.  In 
consequence  of  the  extension  of  the  pipes,  and  of  the  preparations 
for  pumping,  the  cost  of  the  Aqueduct  for  the  year  has  been  about 
$1,400  ;  and  its  receipts  from  private  consumers  about  $1,100.  In 
conformity  with  an  ordinance  passed  in  May  last,  a  revision  of  the 
water  rates  has  been  made,  by  which  the  receipt  will  be  considerably 
increased ;  estimated  by  the  Commissioner  to  amount,  in  the  current 
year  to  about  $1,600,  which  would  be  more  than  double  the  average 
receipts  of  the  last  four  years.    The  primary  object  for  which  this 
public  work  was  instituted,  and  should  be  continued,  was  the  protec- 
tion of  the  property  of  our  citizens  from  fire.    The  letting  of  water 
for  domestic  uses,  at  least  to  its  present  extent,  is  in  a  degree  a  di- 
version from  its  original  and  principal  purposes.    Two  objects  ought 
now  to  be  kept  constantly  in  view,  the  one,  never  to  allow  the  water 
to  be  reduced  below  the  necessity  for  fires,  and  the  other,  to  realize 
liberally  from  private  consumers.    It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
missioner and  of  the  government,  to  observe  closely  the  nature  and 
extent  of  this  consumption,  guarding  promptly  against  any  abuses, 
and  to  see  that  the  rates  be  well  sustained. 

I  learn  from  the  Commissioner  thatt  he  has  received  about  one 
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hundred  more  applications  for  the  use  of  the  water  than  can  be  ac- 
commodated. Notwithstanding  this  fact,  and  with  a  full  appreciation 
of  the  deficiency  which  is  expressed  by  it,  it  is  not  my  purpose  at 
this  time  to  revive  the  subject  of  a  further  and  new  supply  of  water 
for  the  city.  In  my  judgment  we  should  better  serve  the  interests 
of  our  constituents  in  the  existing  posture  of  affairs,  by  paying  off 
a  portion  of  their  debt,  than  by  adding  another  and  a  large  one  to  it. 

HOPE  CEMETERY. 

The  condition  of  Hope  Cemetery  reflects  the  diligence  and  fidel- 
ity of  the  Commissioners.  The  cost  of  this  work  has  been  about 
$8,000,  and  the  receipts  thus  far  amount  to  $3,740.  The  annual 
income  from  this  investment  is  now  considerably  in  excess  over  the 
disbursements,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  anticipate  that  within  a 
few  years  it  will  have  redeemed  itself.  I  recommend  to  your  consid- 
eration the  question  of  supplying  this  place  with  permanent  fencing. 
This  suggestion  is  demanded  by  the  proprieties  and  solemnities  of  the 
use  to  which  the  spot  is  appropriated,  and  by  a  proper  deference  to 
the  feelings  of  our  fellow  citizens  whose  memories  and  affections  are 
enshrined  there. 

During  the  year  the  last  relic  has  been  removed  from  the  graves 
in  the  former  burial  ground  upon  Cambridge  street,  and  that  lot 
comprising  about  six  acres  is  now  unoccupied.  I  presume  you  would 
concur  with  me  in  the  opinion  that  the  city  should  retain  it,  subject  to 
future  consideration  as  to  the  uses  for  which  it  shall  be  appropriated. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  1858  has  been 
already  completed  by  the  acting  Marshal,  and  submitted  to  my  in- 
spection. The  whole  number  of  arrests  has  been  930 ;  in  1857  it 
was  986 ;  for  drunkenness  in  1858,  the  arrests  were  487,  and  in 
1857  they  were  566.  The  complaints  made  during  the  year  in  the 
Police  Court  by  the  Marshal  and  assistants  was  834,  showing  242 
to  have  been  discharged  without  complaint.  The  appropriation  for 
this  department  was  $4,400,  and  its  earnings  $2,384,33;  the  gross 
expense  were  $7,388,33,  loaving  the  net  expenditure  $5,023,43, 
overruning  the  appropriation  $623,43.  The  acting  Marshal  in  his 
report  invites  special  attention  to  the  increasing  tendency  to  moral 
delinquency  on  the  part  of  minors. 
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The  character  and  efficiency  of  the  Police  Department  is  a  matter 
of  great  moment  to  the  people  of  any  city.  It  is  my  purpose,  so  far 
as  the  charter  invests  my  office  with  a  general  oversight  over  the  de- 
partment, to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  these  officers  a  sense  of  res- 
ponsibility for  the  good  order  of  the  city.  There  is  at  all  times  in 
the  very  nature  of  the  service,  an  exposure  to  temptation  to  relax  the 
vigilance  of  their  office  for  the  favor  of  friendship,  and  sometimes,  it 
is  to  be  feared,  indirectly  connive  at  infractions  of  the  law.  Believ- 
ing it  to  be  of  paramount  importance  to  the  public  welfare  that  the 
Police  force  should  command  general  confidence  and  respect,  as  well 
by  exemplary  personal  conduct  in  the  discharge  of  official  duty  as  by 
diligence  in  the  service,  and  especially  by  avoiding  every  questionable 
complicity,  I  should  feel  it  my  duty  in  concurrence  with  the  Alder- 
men to  regard  the  deliberate  or  habitual  violation  of  these  principles 
as  a  forfeiture  of  office.  In  my  judgment  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired 
that  the  office  of  Chief  Marshal  should  be  occupied  by  one  whose 
known  character,  while  it  shall  commend  him  to  the  regard  of  the 
community,  shall  also  be  felt  in  the  personal  relations  which  he 
necessarily  sustains  towards  his  subordinates.  In  seeking  for  such 
as  impersonate  this  and  other  requisite  qualifications  for  the  office, 
frequent  embarrassment  will  be  found  to  arise  from  the  present  sal- 
ary. Can  I  be  mistaken  in  supposing  that  the  citizens  of  Worcester 
would  not  deem  the  matter  of  one,  two  or  three  hundred  dollars, 
whether  taken  from  or  added  to  this  salary,  as  an  overruling  consid- 
eration, contrasted  with  the  consequence  of  having  a  first  rate  or 
second  rate  incumbent?  Entertaining  the  opinion  that  the  office  can- 
not be  made  what  we  all  desire  or  ought  to  desire  that  it  should  be, 
without  attaching  to  it  a  sufficient  salary,  I  feel  no  hesitation  in 
recommending  the  subject  to  your  early  consideration  and  action. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  LAWS. 

A  few  weeks  since,  at  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Worcester,  em- 
inently large,  eminently  respectable,  and  without  distinction  of  party, 
I  had  the  honor  to  state,  as  I  have  here  the  opportunity  to  repeat, 
that  there  is  known  to  me  no  better  platform  for  the  Executive  of 
the  City,  than  the  faithful  and  impartial  administration  of  the  laws. 
I  take  the  laws  of  the  land  and  of  the  City  as  I  find  them,  under- 
standing it  to  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  connected  with  the  Execu- 
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tive  Department,  to  direct  their  efforts  towards  their  execution, 
without  selection  or  distinction,  fearlessly,  honestly,  and  honorably. 
Where  there  is  a  right  way  and  a  wrong  way  of  accomplishing  this 
object,  it  will  be  my  preference  to  find  out  and  choose  the  right  way. 
So  far  as  the  executive  direction  shall  rest  upon  me,  I  shall  instruct 
all  officers  to  shrink  from  no  responsibility  for  fear  or  favor,  but  also 
to  act  under  a  becoming  sense  of  self-respect,  and  with  a  becoming 
propriety  towards  the  rights  of  every  citizen.  It  is  my  opinion  that 
the  observance  of  law  can  be  secured  in  the  best  manner  and  to  the 
largest  extent,  by  following  the  provisions  and  employing  the  instru- 
mentalities of  the  law ;  and  believing  these  instrumentalities  to  be, 
in  the  main,  the  officers  of  the  law,  I  shall  employ  no  spies  or  in- 
formers. The  oaths  we  have  taken  do  not,  in  my  opinion,  require  of 
us  that  we  should  make  witnesses  by  making  men  accessories  in 
crime.  The  dignity  of  our  places,  the  efficiency  of  the  executive, 
and  the  moral  sense  of  the  community,  coincide  and  combine  in  this 
conclusion.  If  any  one  expects  that  the  officers  of  the  law  can  re- 
form society  and  by  baton  or  tipstaff  remove  the  vices  of  the  human 
heart,  he  expects  too  much ;  that  is  not  the  work  for  municipal  exe- 
cution, but  for  moral  agencies  and  Divine  power.  But  upon  the 
external  expression  and  development  of  vice,  whenever  and  wherever 
it  appears  in  collision  with  the  law  and  order  of  society,  executive 
fidelity  becomes  a  recognized  duty.  I  adopt  the  sentiment  of  a  pro- 
found statesman  (Mr.  Burke):  that  "society  cannot  exist  unless  a 
controlling  power  upon  will  and  appetite  be  placed  somewhere ;  and 
the  less  of  it  there  is  within,  the  more  there  must  be  without."  But 
even  in  the  promulgation  of  this  principle  and  in  its  official  applica- 
tion, there  are  incidental  considerations  which  commend  themselves 
to  the  candor  of  all.  It  must  be  remembered  that  crime  usually 
seeks  retirement  and  concealment ;  that  the  duties  of  the  police  are 
often  of  a  delicate  nature  ;  that  the  discrimination  between  the  au- 
thority of  the  officer  and  the  rights  of  the  citizen  is  frequently  a 
very  nice  one,  which  can  be  much  more  justly  understood  by  the  offi- 
cer than  by  a  spectator,  especially  if  he  be  predisposed  to  cavil  and 
fault-finding ;  that  the  police  force  of  this  city  is  a  small  one,  and 
cannot  be  expected  to  be  in  all  places,  at  all  times ;  and  that,  if 
cases  of  infraction  of  the  laws  become  personally  known  to  the  citi- 
zen, he  is  bound  by  every  consideration  of  personal  honor  and  manli- 
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ness  to  come  forward,  institute  a  complaint,  and  furnish  the  evidence, 
before  he  can  be  entitled  to  complain  at  random  of  the  officer  whose 
vigilance  has  been  eluded. 

CONCLUSION. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council^  it  will  be  my  pleasure,  because  it 
will  be  my  duty,  to  co-operate  with  you  through  the  year  upon 
which  we  have  entered  in  all  efforts  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the 
City.  Allow  me  to  suggest  that  it  is  extremely  important  that  we 
should  be  constant  and  punctual  in  our  attendance  at  the  meetings  of 
our  respective  Boards.  It  is  also  desirable  that  we  should  cheerfully 
and  respectfully  receive  whatever  counsel  may  come  to  us  from  other 
quarters,  but  act  at  last  in  accordance  with  our  own  independent 
judgment.  Following  such  .a  rule  of  action,  whether  we  shall  re- 
ceive, or  fail  to  receive  the  approbation  of  our  constituents,  we  shall 
achieve  a  higher  object  than  popular  applause — we  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  approval  of  our  own  convictions  and  consciences. 


VALEDICTORY  ADDRESS

HON.    ISAAC    D  AY  IS, 

MAYOR  OF  THE  CITY  OF  WORCESTER, 
ON  TAKING  LEAYE  OP  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN, 
December  31,  1858.' 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  resolution  which  you  have  unanimously  adopted  fills  my 
heart  with  grateful  emotions.  I  sincerely  thank  you,  gentlemen,  ^ 
for  this  expression  of  your  approbation  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
duties  of  your  presiding  officer  have  been  discharged.  Allow  me  to 
say,  gentlemen,  that  I  am  largely  indebted  to  your  kindness  and 
courtesy  for  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  the  Chair  have  been 
performed ;  and  still  more  am  I  under  obligations  to  you  for  your 
prompt,  efficient  and  hearty  co-operation  in  the  discharge  of  other 
and  more  important  official  duties  connected  with  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  City;  —  for  all  which,  gentlemen,  I  tender  to  you 
my  sincere  and  grateful  acknowledgements.  I  was  elected  by  my 
fellow  citizens  to  the  office  which  I  now  hold,  without  my  consent, 
and  against  my  wishes,  and  when  the  time  arrived  to  select  my  suc- 
cessor, I  positively  declined  being  a  candidate,  under  any  circum- 
stances, for  the  responsible  position. 

As  the  official  relations  which  have  existed  between  us  for  the  past 
year,  so  harmoniously,  are  now  to  be  dissolved,  and  we  are  to  sur- 
render the  important  trusts  and  responsibilities  confided  to  us  by  our 
fellow  citizens  into  the  hands  of  our  successors,  you  will  not,  I 
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trust,  deem  it  improper  in  me  to  briefly  review  the  acts  and  doings 
of  the  City  Government  for  the  past  year. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  municipal  year,  when  we  entered 
on  the  discharge  of  our  duties,  great  numbers  of  our  fellow  citizens 
were  out  of  employment,  and  the  prospects  of  business  were  dark 
and  gloomy.  A  general  sentiment  pervaded  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple that  frugality  and  economy  must  be  exercised  in  public  and 
private  expenditures.  Had  we  not  heeded  this  sentiment  we  should 
have  sad]y  disappointed  the  hopes  and  expectations  of  the  wise  and 
prudent — the  sober  and  discreet  of  our  City. 

Our  Public  Schools,  the  pride  and  glory  of  our  City,  designed  to 
give  to  the  rising  generation,  irrespective  of  social  condition,  that 
physical,  mental  and  moral  culture  which  is  necessary  to  qualify 
them  to  discharge  the  social  and  civil  duties  of  citizens,  have  been 
honorably  sustained  and  supported.  In  this  department,  which 
gives  the  youth  of  our  city  a  rich  legacy,  which  neither  fraud,  chi- 
canery nor  art  can  take  from  them,  nothing  should  be  withheld 
which  will  contribute  to  prepare  them  fully  to  discharge  the  social 
and  civil  duties  of  citizens.  The  expenses  of  the  schools  will  amount 
to  about  $29,000.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
schools,  a  lot  of  land  has  been  purchased,  and  paid  for,  on  Summit 
street,  which  adjoins  the  grounds  of  Ash  street  school  house,  and 
adds  much  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  five  schools  which 
assemble  at  that  school  house.  A  lot  of  land  has  been  purchased 
at  Tatnuck,  in  contemplation  of  a  new  school  to  be  created  in  that 
district.  The  large  and  commodious  brick  school  house  in  New 
Worcester  has  been  finished  for  the  accommodation  of  four  schools, 
at  an  expense  of  $ 4,150,  and  great  improvements  have  been  made 
in  and  about  several  other  school  houses  in  the  city,  making  in  all 
an  expenditure  of  more  than  $5,000  over  and  above  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  schools.  All  the  coal  and  wood  for  the  use  of  the 
schools  in  the  centre  district  during  the  winter  has  been  purchased 
at  greatly  reduced  prices  from  the  year  previous,  and  all  bills  for 
the  same  have  been  paid  for  up  to  the  first  Monday  in  January, 
1859. 

Our  Streets  and  Bridges  are  the  next  largest  item  of  expenditure. 
One  hundred  and  forty-six  miles  of  streets,  and  between  thirty  and 
forty  bridges,  necessarily  require  a  large  outlay  to  keep  them  in  a 
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good  and  safe  condition  for  travellers.  This  has  been  accomplished 
at  an  expense  of  about  $12,000.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  ex- 
pense of  streets,  ten  new  streets  have  been  viewed,  located  and 
made,  and  all  damages  of  adjoining  owners  settled.  Permanent 
stone  monuments  have  been  placed  at  the  termini  and  all  the  angles 
of  these  streets,  so  that  their  precise  location  can  be  ascertained  at 
any  future  period.  723  feet  of  curb  stone  have  been  set.  1556 
yards  of  cobble  paving  have  been  laid,  and  481  feet  of  sewerage 
have  been  constructed,  and  a  bridge  has  been  re-built  at  South 
Worcester.  A  new  road  and  bridge,  laid  out  by  our  predecessors, 
from  James'  Mill  to  Stafford  street  has  been  constructed  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $1,166  88.  West  street  has  been  extended  at  an  expense 
of  about  $342.  Salisbury  street  has  been  improved,  by  order  of 
the  County  Commissioners,  at  a  cost  of  $582  25.  Permanent  and 
extensive  improvements  have  been  made  at  New  Worcester,  at  the 
junction  of  Main  street  with  Webster  and  Leicester  streets.  Heavy 
damages  were  claimed  of  the  City  in  consequence  of  injuries  sus- 
tained previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  year,  by  the  adjoining 
owners  in  consequence  of  water  from  Main  street,  flooding  their 
estates.  These  damages  have  been  satisfactorily  adjusted,  and  the 
improvements  have  removed  all  cause  of  further  complaint.  For 
most  of  the  year  the  roads  have  been  under  the  care  of  the  able  and 
faithful  Commissioner,  Henry  Prentice,  Esq.  We  have  left,  in  the 
way  of  supplies  for  our  successors,  three  yoke  of  oxen  —  more  than 
we  received  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 

The  Poor  have  been  generously  provided  for.  More  than  three 
thousand  dollars  have  been  given  to  a  great  number  of  individuals 
and  families  who  had  no  legal  settlement  in  the  City,  to  relieve 
temporary  want  and  distress.  The  average  number  of  paupers  for 
the  year,  in  and  out  of  the  Alms  House,  has  been  thirty-eight 
persons,  and  1071  have  received  temporary  assistance.  Mr.  Drury, 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Farm  and  Alms  House,  has  been  faithful 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  both  in  the  management  of  the  Farm 
and  the  care  of  the  inmates  of  the  House. 

The  water  which  supplies  the  establishment  has  been  secured  by 
purchase  the  past  year.  The  difficult  and  delicate  duties  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  have  been  discharged 
with  fidelity  and  discretion  by  Samuel  Banister,  Esq. 
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The  Fire  Department,  so  important  in  the  preservation  of  the 
property  of  the  citizens,  was  re-organized  in  May  last,  in  harmony 
with  the  views  of  the  Engineers,  by  which  there  will  be  a  saving 
of  $1700  to  the  next  City  Government.  The  Fire  Department 
being  paid  in  May  of  each  year,  the  next  City  Government  will 
derive  the  advantage  of  this  reform.  The  machines  and  equipments 
of  this  Department  have  been  kept  in  good  working  order.  Engine 
House,  No.  1,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  a  new  hose  loft 
erected.  There  have  been  thirty-four  alarms  of  fire,  six  of  which 
have  been  false  alarms.  The  loss  sustained  by  fire  during  the  year, 
is  estimated  at  $11,025.  This  speaks  well  for  the  energy  and 
efficiency  of  the  Department,  Not  a  building  of  any  importance 
which  has  taken  fire  has  burnt  down  —  but  the  fires  have  been 
quenched  as  soon  as  the  Department  could  get  at  them  fairly. 
Among  these  fires  were  two  large  factories,  where  most  of  the  loss 
occurred  —  both  of  which  fires  were  extinguished  with  comparatively 
small  injury  to  the  Buildings. 

This  Department  deserves  the  gratitude  of  their  fellow  citizens, 
for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  their  duties  have  been 
performed.  The  expenses  of  this  Department  will  be  about 
$10,000. 

The  Police  Department,  so  essential  to  the  peace  and  good  order 
of  the  City,  was  re-organized  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  for 
the  double  purpose  of  increasing  its  efficiency  and  curtailing  its 
expenses.  The  fact  that  there  has  not  been  a  case  of  murder  or 
man-slaughter,  that  no  dwelling  house  has  been  broken  into  in  night 
time,  no  shop  or  store  plundered,  no  property  of  our  citizens  destroyed 
by  mobs  or  riots,  no  case  of  arson,  not  a  single  case  of  incendiarism, 
indicates  that  the  Police  have  been  vigilant  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  that  we  have  a  peaceable  and  well-behaved  community. 
From  our  central  position  in  New  England,  the  number  of  railways 
terminating  here,  the  large  gatherings  of  people  who  assemble  here, 
we  may  well  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  peace,  good  order,  and 
quietness  of  the  City.  The  whole  number  of  persons  arrested  for 
crime,  infraction  of  law,  ordinance,  or  detained  as  witnesses,  from  the 
first  day  of  January  to  the  twentieth  day  of  December,  1858,  is 
897.  Three  hundred  and  four  of  this  number  were  not  residents  of 
this  City. 
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Much  can  be  done  by  the  Police  to  protect  the  interest  and  morals 
of  the  people  ;  —  but  persons  who  expect  that  the  Police  can  majke 
men  moral  and  religious  by  force,  are,  in  my  judgment,  doomed  to 
disappointment.  Religion  and  morality  alike  shrink  from  the  touch 
of  civil  power. 

The  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  estates  stood  in  1857  at 
$18,472,200,  the  present  year  it  is  $16,385,650,  showing  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  valuation  of  $2,086,550.  The  tax  has  been  reduced 
from  $8  on  $1000,  to  $7  on  $1000.  The  amount  of  tax  assessed 
on  the  polls  and  estates  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  in  1857,  was 
$158,996  60,  the  amount  assessed  in  1858,  was  $123,776  55; 
showing  a  diminution  in  1858  of  $35,223  05. 

The  City  debt  on  the  4th  of  January,  1858,  was  $100,188  80, 
bearing  an  interest  of  six  per  cent.  The  interest  has  been  paid  and 
the  debt  reduced  to  $99,553  95.  This  debt  has  been  re-invested 
at  5  per  cent.,  redeemable  from  one  to  seven  years,  making  a  saving 
of  nearly  $1000  a  year  in  interest  money. 

The  general  result  is,  that  all  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  year 
have  been  paid.  About  $9,000  have  been  paid  for  extraordinary 
expenses,  and  we  shall  leave  in  the  Treasury  over  $6,000  more 
than  we  found  in  it  when  we  entered  on  the  discharge  of  our  duties, 
and  all  bills  paid  up  as  fully  as  in  any  former  year. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure,  gentlemen,  that  I  now  surrender  my 
trust  to  abler  hands.  If  I  have  discharged  my  duties  to  your 
satisfaction  and  to  the  acceptance  of  my  fellow  citizens,  it  is  all  I 
hoped  for,  and  all  I  desired.  Allow  me  again  to  thank  you,  gentle- 
men-, for  your  uniform  kindness  and  assistance,  and  I  desire  also  to 
thank  all  the  officers  of  the  City  for  their  kindness  and  courtesy  to 
me,  and  to  assure  you  and  them  of  my  sincere  desire  for  your  and 
their  prosperity  and  happiness.

EEPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY, 

FOR  1858. 
WITH  ACCOMPANYING  ANNUAL  ACCOUNT, 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen,  and  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester  ; 

The  Commissioners  of  Hope  Cemetery,  in  completion  of  their 
enjoined  duties  for  the  year  1858,  respectfully  present  to  the  City 
Government  the  following  Eeport. 

The  frosts  of  winter  and  the  rain  storms  of  early  spring  must 
always  give  occasion,  as  the  first  object  of  attention,  in  the  opening 
season,  to  a  general  supervision,  and  repairs  more  or  less  extensive, 
of  the  condition  of  the  Cemetery.  So  diversified  is  the  soil,  and 
so  undulating  the  surface,  that  the  pathways  are  particularly 
exposed  to  being  washed,  and  the  terraces  broken,  by  the  ordinary 
action  of  the  elements,  and  no  foresight  or  providence  on  the  part 
of  the  Commissioners,  can  wholly  guard  against  such  contingent 
injury.  The  very  features  of  the  place,  which  most  constitute  its 
beauty  and  attractiveness,  add  correspondingly  to  the  care  and 
outlays  of  expense  in  their  preservation.  The  first  labor  on  the 
grounds  is  always  directed  to  these  objects,  and  in  the  past  as  in 
preceding  years,  the  Commissioners  entered  upon  their  duties  by 
causing  all  obstructions  to  be  removed,  the  pathways  to  be  made 
safe  and  smooth,  and  the  improved  portions  of  the  land  to  be 
cleared  and  raked  over,  and  put  in  perfect  order.  Where  the 
10 
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work  of  grubbing  and  reclaiming  had  been  done  the  preceding 
season,  grass  seeds  were  sowed,  and  the  cultivation  of  shrubs  and 
trees,  before  planted  out  to  the  embellishment  of  the  grounds,  was 
carefully  attended  to.  When  it  is  considered,  that  the  travelled 
carriage  ways  over  this  large  area  of  land  extend  to  miles,  and  the 
improvements  on  reserved  portions  only,  not  included  within  the 
lots,  to  many  acres,  the  labor  constantly  to  be  bestowed  upon  them 
cannot  foil  to  be  appreciated,  and  this  must  ever  constitute  a  large 
item  in  the  account  of  annual  expenditure.  Within  the  year,  there 
were  planted  between  fifty  and  sixty  ornamental  trees  on  various 
parts  of  the  grounds  best  suited  to  their  growth,  principally  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  main  entrance,  where  they  would  be  most 
noticed  and  could  be  best  protected,  and  on  the  north  side  of 
Maple  Avenue,  between  Chapel  and  Chestnut  Avenues,  Sycamore 
and  Glen  Avenues,  and  south  of  the  latter.  The  Reserves,  on  each 
side  of  Cypress  Avenue,  and  also  between  Chapel  and  Chestnut 
Avenues,  heretofore  laid  to  grass,  were  enriched  with  compost, 
and  the  plat  at  the  north-east  corner,  upon  Webster  street,  was 
dressed  and  seeded.  A  large  belt  of  land,  north  of  Chestnut,  and 
east  of  the  intersection  of  that  Avenue  with  Sycamore  Avenue, 
after  being  reclaimed,  was  ploughed  and  harrowed,  and  over  its 
graded  surface  fifty-three  lots  have  been  artistically  surveyed  and 
laid  out  in  ranges,  with  suitable  pathways  between,  and  entered 
upon  the  plan  of  the  Cemetery.  These  lots,  now  made  from  their 
position  and  aspect  among  the  most  eligible  and  valuable,  were 
subsequently  appraised  by  the  Commissioners,  and  certified  to  the 
City  Treasurer  as  open  for  selection  and  purchase.  The  usual 
care  and  attention  to  all  parts  of  the  grounds,  to  preserve  the  lots 
from  encroachments,  and  their  many  beautiful  improvements  and 
monuments  from  defacement,  have  been  continued  through  the 
season,  and  the  close  of  the  year,  as  the  Commissioners  humbly 
trust,  was  not  without  witness  to  the  fidelity  and  good  success  of 
their  labors. 

By  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  passed  May  21st,  1855,  the 
Commissioners  were  authorized  "to  make  such  arrangements  with 
the  occupants  of  lots  at  Raccoon  Plain  Ground,  for  the  clearing 
of  the  same,  as  they  deem  expedient."  This  assigned  duty  has 
been  to  the  Commissioners  a  subject  of  anxious  thought  and 
attention.  The  accomplishment  of  it  was  a  work  alike  of  difficulty 
and  delicacy.  To  disturb  the  resting-place  of  the  dead  is  always 
attended  with  unpleasant  and  objectionable  considerations,  and 
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however  proper  and  imperative  the  requirement,  as  in  the  present 
instance,  its  very  necessity  will  be  viewed  with  repugnance.  From 
the  friends  of  some  of  the  persons  interred,  the  Commissioners, 
at  first,  met  with  positive  denial,  while  others  withheld  all 
co-operation  or  consent.  A  few  readily  and  cheerfully  accepted 
lots  in  the  new  Cemetery,  and  voluntarily  removed  the  remains 
of  their  relatives  to  this  permanent,  and  more  appropriate 
consecrated  burial  place.  By  persistent  amicable  efforts,  and 
liberal  arrangements,  in  1856  and  1857,  the  graves  of  the  dead 
from  the  families  of  the  known  and  the  willing,  were  mostly  changed, 
and  during  the  past  year  the  work  has  been  entirely  completed, 
and  the  last  grave  transferred,  from  the  ground,  —  leaving  no 
cause  of  complaint  unsatisfied,  and  no  sensibilities  wounded.  The 
remains  of  the  unknown,  and  of  those  whose  families  and  friends 
were  beyond  the  reach  of  the  diligent  inquiries  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, were  exhumed  with  becoming  solemnity,  under  the 
direction  of  one  of  the  respectable  undertakers  of  the  City,  and 
borne  to  graves  in  the  range  of  free  lots  in  the  Cemetery,  with 
distinctive  marks  and  references  of  record,  to  location  and  numbers, 
which  will  secure  the  means  of  future  identity.  Thus,  "Baccoon 
Plain  Ground"  is  made  entirely  free  of  its  former  silent  occupants, 
and  may  henceforth  be  appropriated,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  City 
Government,  to  purposes,  to  which,  from  its  character  and  exposed 
situation,  it  is  far  better  adapted.  It  is  a  small  but  pleasant  level 
plat  of  ground,  of  but  little  present  value  in  the  market,  and  at 
no  distant  day,  in  the  probable  growth  and  spread  of  population 
in  that  busy  and  enterprising  part  of  the  City,  may  not  unfitly  be 
devoted  to  the  uses  of  a  public  park.  If  designed  to  this  end,  the 
Commissioners  would  recommend  that,  as  soon  as  may  be,  it  should 
be  planted  with  trees  upon  its  borders,  and  protected  from  tho 
inroads  of  cattle  by  a  cheap  but  sufficient  fence. 

The  appropriation  by  the  City  Government  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Cemetery,  the  last  year,  was  four  hundred  dollars.  Of  this 
sum  the  Commissioners  have  drawn  directly  from  the  Treasury, 
during  the  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  nine 
cents.  To  this  should  be  added  the  balance  in  their  hands  from 
last  year's  account  of  thirty-nine  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents, 
together  with  fourteen  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  received  in 
various  small  sums  for  wood  cut  from  the  land  in  the  process  of 
reclamation,  making  an  aggregate  of  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents,  to  the  debit  of  the  Commissioners. 
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There  has  also  been  paid  from  the  Treasury,  and  charged  to  the 
account  of  the  appropriation,  the  sum  of  fifty-one  dollars  and 
thirt3^-seven  cents,  for  expenses  incurred  in  vacating  the  grounds 
on  Eaccoon  Plain  and  re-interments  in  the  Cemetery.  This  latter 
item  although  rightly  enough  set  to  the  appropriation,  can  in  no 
proper  sense  be  regarded  as  a  charge  in  the  account  with  the 
Cemetery,  inasmuch  as  it  was  occasioned  by  the  attempt  to  clear 
and  make  available  other  property  in  no  wise  connected  with  it. 
Adding,  however,  this  amount  to  the  above  sums  of  receipts  by 
the  Commissioners,  gives  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-one 
dollars  and  thirty-two  cents,  with  which  they  are  chargeable. 
Against  this  amount  the  Commissioners  have  expended  in  various 
items,  of  which  a  particular  detailed  account  is  herewith  rendered, 
inclusive  of  the  expenditures  in  the  removals  from  Kaccoon  Plain, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and  forty-six 
cents,  leaving  a  balance  in  their  hands  to  be  carried  to  their  debit 
in  a  new  account,  of  fifty-two  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents.  It 
thus  results,  that,  deducting  from  the  appropriation  of  four  hundred 
dollars  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and 
forty-six  cents,  being  the  whole  amount  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Commissioners,  there  remains  an  unexpended 
balance  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents 
undrawn  for,  in  the  Treasury.  In  asking  for  the  appropriation  of 
the  last  year,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Commissioners  to  provide 
for  fencing  in  a  cheap  and  durable  manner  the  land  on  the 
easterly  and  southerly  sides  of  the  lot,  but  unlooked-for  obstacles 
to  the  execution  of  the  work  were  found  to  exist  in  making 
satisfactory  arrangements  with  proprietors  of  adjoining  lands,  and 
especially  in  effecting  a  desirable  straightening  of  the  line  by 
exchange  of  land,  or  otherwise,  at  the  south-east  corner.  At  this 
point  are  sharp  angles  which  would  add  greatly  to  the  expense 
of  enclosure,  while  it  is  most  obvious  to  observation  that  mutual 
advantage  might  be  made  to  result  to  all  parties  interested, 
by  negotiating  for  and  adopting  a  new  line  of  boundary.  The 
Commissioners  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  this  may  be 
accomplished  early  in  the  coming  season.  The  grounds  on  three 
sides  are  but  illy  protected  by  fences  of  any  description,  and  in 
parts  are  wholly  deficient.  Cattle  may  freely  enter  from  the 
adjacent  fields,  and  the  costly  improvements,  the  ornamental  trees 
and  shrubs  and  flowers,  planted  out  by  the  affection  of  mourning 
friends  and  the  dutiful  service  of  the  Commissioners,  are  con- 
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stantly  exposed  to  destruction.  It  is  the  earnest  purpose  of  the 
Commissioners,  if,  by  any  means  it  can  be  effected,  to  guard 
against  this  danger  beyond  another  year. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  sold  fifty-eight  lots,  of 
different  appraised  value,  to  the  amount  of  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-three  dollars,  for  which  payment  has  been  made  into  the 
Treasury,  and  deeds  executed  to  the  purchasers.  Stating  the 
account  of  the  Cemetery  with  the  Treasury,  for  the  year,  it  results, 
that  charging  all  the  expenditures  on  the  grounds,  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, amounting  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and 
nine  cents,  (exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  removals  from  Eaccoon 
Plain,  which  do  not  pertain  to  the  same  concern,)  from  the 
amount  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  paid  into  tho 
Treasury  for  the  conveyance  of  lots,  the  difference,  to  the  credit  of 
the  Cemetery,  is  five  hundred  and  ninety -five  dollars  and  ninety -one 
cents.  And  again,  deducting  from  this  latter  sum  the  cost  on  Eac- 
coon Plain,  of  fifty-one  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents,  the  balance  of 
receipts  is  five  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents 
over  all  expenditures  upon  this  interest  of  the  City,  during  the 
year. 

The  period  of  five  years,  the  legal  term  of  office  for  which  Com- 
missioners receive  their  appointment,  having  now  elapsed  since 
the  constitution  of  this  Board,  pursuant  to  a  special  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  review,  very  briefly, 
the  doings  of  the  Commission,  and  the  results  to  the  City  from  its 
direction  and  management.  When  the  Commissioners  entered 
upon  their  office,  they  found  that  a  vast  plan  of  operations  had 
been  projected,  extending  over  the  whole  area  of  more  than  fifty 
acres  of  land,  from  Webster  street  to  the  extreme  eastern  limit  of 
the  lot,  and  from  its  northern  to  its  southern  boundary.  The 
work  had  been  undertaken  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a 
person  claiming  the  character  of  a  landscape  gardener,  —  an  ir- 
responsible man  and  a  foreigner,  —  who,  after  a  single  season  of 
costly  operations,  conducted  in  better  taste  than  with  good  judg- 
ment or  regard  to  economy,  suddenly  abandoned  his  engagement 
and  left  the  country.  The  number  and  extent  of  the  avenues 
and  path-ways,  and  the  labor  upon  the  grounds  in  detached  and 
distant  parcels,  were  upon  a  scale  of  enlargement  greatly  in 
advance  of  any  immediate  possible  requirement  for  use,  and 
involved  an  expense,  in  their  preservation  and  care,  which  no 
probable  demand  for  lots,  in  many  years,  would  justify.  Much 
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was,  everywhere,  laid  out  and  begun,  and  nothing,  literally  nothing, 
anywhere,  finished.  The  Commissioners,  at  once,  changed  the  whole 
course  of  proceedings.  They  arrested  the  work  upon  the  exterior 
and  more  distant  avenues  and  detached  plats,  and  continued  the 
process  of  grading  upon  those  passage-ways,  only  which  were 
necessary  or  convenient  in  the  use  of  the  lots  already  occupied, 
or  most  likely  to  be  first  selected.  The  improvements  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Public  Entrance  to  the  grounds,  and  about  the  site 
of  the  Public  Tomb,  which  were  in  an  imperfect  state,  they 
caused  to  be  completed ;  and  the  land  from  which  the  wood  had 
been  cut,  and  the  surface  grubbed,  by  further  cultivation  was 
thoroughly  subdued.  The  process  of  reclamation  from  the  forest 
and  the  waste,  was  moderately  prosecuted,  by  which  a  gradual 
amelioration  and  preparation  of  the  soil  would  be  produced,  as 
far,  and  as  fast,  as  there  could  be  occasion  for  its  use, — and, 
indeed,  somewhat  in  advance,  to  give,  at  all  times,  variety  and 
choice  in  the  selection.  It  was  made  a  rule  of  action,  that  nothing- 
should  be  done  that  might  not  be  needful  or  appropriately  orna- 
mental, and  that  the  outlays  of  expense  should  always  have 
respect  to  the  desirableness  of  the  object  to  be  accomplished. 
Under  this  guiding  principle,  the  plan  of  improvement  has  been 
systematically  pursued  through  succeeding  years  up  to  the  present 
time;  and  the  result  may  now  be  seen  in  the  order  and  greater 
economy  of  the  work,  in  the  amelioration  of  the  soil  in  those 
parts  subjected  to  cultivation,  in  the  broader  and  smoother  ave- 
nues, in  the  increased  facility  of  access  to  the  lots,  in  the  beauty 
of  the  reserved  plats,  and  in  the  embellishment  of  the  most  con- 
spicuous points  in  the  Cemetery. 

By  a  statement  prepared  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  furnished 
to  the  Commissioners,  it  appears,  that  there  have  been  drawn  from 
the  Treasury,  and  expended  for  labor  on  the  Cemetery  grounds, 
under  the  Commission,  in  1854,  $581  40;  in  1855,  $1,361  18;  in 
1856,  $398  76;  in  1857,  $497  98;  and  in  1858,  $126  09;  making  an 
aggregate  of  $2,965  41,  in  the  five  years.  And  that,  for  the  same 
time,  there  has  been  paid  into  the  Treasury:  in  1854,  for  the 
consideration  of  sixty  deeds,  $692  50  ;  in  1855,  for  forty-four  deeds, 
$404  00;  in  1856,  for  seventy-four  deeds,  $637  00;  in  1857,  for 
sixty-one  deeds,  $654  00;  and  in  1858,  for  fifty-eight  deeds,  $723  00; 
in  the  whole,  $3,170  50;  giving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Treasury 
of  $215  09.  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that,  since  the  large  outlay 
by  the  Commissioners  in  1855,  and  the  subsequent  revision  and 
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adjustment  by  them  of  the  tariff  of  prices,  the  receipts  from  the 
sale  of  lots  have  constantly  and  greatly  increased,  and  in  the  last 
three  years,  have  produced  to  the  Treasury,  a  net  excess  of  nine 
hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  eighteen  cents  (991  18). 
From  this,  however,  is  excluded  the  cost  of  surveys  and  plans, 
which  are  required  for  all  time,  and  the  expense  incurred  m  the 
removals  from  Eaccoon  Plain,  which  do  not  belong  to  the  account. 
In  no  one  instance  have  the  expenditures  by  the  Commissioners 
exceeded  the  appropriation  made  by  the  City  Government. 

There  can  be  no  reason  to  doubt,  that,  under  prudent  manage- 
ment in  the  future,  the  receipts  may  be  made  to  meet  all  proper 
requirements  for  the  care  and  gradual  improvement  of  the  Ceme- 
tery, and  at  no  remote  time,  reimburse  to  the  City  the  price  paid 
for  the  land,  together  with  the  large  expenditures  in  its  original 
laying  out.  There  arc  now  open  for  selection  and  purchase,  206 
located  lots,  at  prices  varying  from  five  to  thirty  dollars,  with  one 
of  larger  dimensions  and  particular  attractions,  at  fifty  dollars ; 
while  a  sufficient  number,  pleasantly  situated  and  easily  accessible, 
are  offered  without  price,  for  free  burial. 

The  Commissioners  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  ready 
and  earnest  co-operation  and  assistance  which  they  have  uni- 
formly received  from  the  energetic  and  faithful  City  Treasurer, 
particularly  in  his  methodical  arrangement  of  accounts  with  the 
Cemetery,  the  sale  of  lots,  and  the  prompt  execution  of  deeds; 
and  more  especially  for  his  efficient  influence  and  aid  in  obtaining 
the  removals  of  the  graves  from  Eaccoon  Plain,  without  which, 
the  efforts  of  the  Commissioners  to  that  end,  must  have  been  much 
more  difficult  and  protracted. 

To  enable  the  Commissioners  to  employ  the  necessary  labor  in 
the  care  of  the  Cemetery,  and  continue  the  proc3SS  of  gradual 
reclamation  and  improvement;  to  plant  out  trees  for  its  ornament, 
and  to  construct  fences  upon  its  boundaries  for  its  protection, 
during  the  present  year,  they  are  of  opinion  will  require  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  leaving  in  the  Treasury  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  last  year,  they  ask  for  this  amount  of  appropriation, 
accordingly.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

[Prepared  by  Messrs.  Goddard,  Davis  and  Faunce.] 


The  Legislature  of  1857  provided  by  law  that  the  School 
Committee  of  Worcester,  as  in  many  other  cities,  should  be 
elected  for  three  years  instead  of  one  j  —  one-third  of  the  Board 
being  chosen  annually  after  the  first  year.  It  was  the  design  to 
create,  for  all  essential  purposes,  a  permanent  Board  on  which 
the  controlling  influence  should,  at  all  times,  be  given  by  those 
who  have  had  an  immediate  and  continuous  personal  acquaintance 
with  the  Public  Schools.  "Whatever  disadvantages  committees 
have  incurred  under  the  old  system,  from  the  fragmentary 
experience  caused  by  the  preferences  of  committee  men  or  the 
uncertainty  of  elections,  have,  of  course,  rested  with  some  weight 
on  the  committee  of  the  past  year.  It  is  for  future  years  to 
furnish  the  evidences  of  wisdom  in  applying  to  the  school  system 
the  same  prudent  regulations  which  are  recognized  in  other 
matters  of  corporate  interest  and  concern. 

In  the  supervision  of  schools,  the  care  of  school  property,  and 
in  methods  of  instruction,  the  Committee  have  introduced  no 
radical  changes,  nor  attempted  any  system  of  expensive  reform. 
To  preserve  the  good  character  of  the  public  schools,  to  complete 
the  plans  of  enlarged  privilege  undertaken  in  previous  years,  and 
to  supply  such  other  facilities  for  education  as  the  necessity  of 
the  year  demanded,  has  been  the  extent  of  their  effort.    If  the 
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work  has  required  much  labor  and  large  outlay,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  field  is  a  large  one,  and  its  interests 
immeasurable.  Aside  from  that  wise  and  discriminating  economy 
which,  in  public  affairs,  is  a  religious  duty  and  obligation,  the 
interests  of  the  common  schools  are  not  to  be  wholly  estimated 
by  rules  of  parsimonious  restraint.  The  material  prosperity  of  the 
City,  which  we  all  love,  no  less  than  its  intellectual  and  its  moral 
growth,  are  inseparably  incident  to  the  character,  the  temper,  the 
fidelity  and  the  usefulness  which  are  given  to  them. 

SUMMARY  Or  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  fifty-four  separate 
schools  in  successful  progress.  "We  count,  in  this  enumeration, 
tho  Classical  and  English  High  School,  with  its  several  depart- 
ments, as  one  school ;  and  the  departments  of  the  Grammar 
Schools,  on  Sycamore  and  Thomas  streets,  as  separate  schools. 
In  each  of  these  Grammar  Schools  the  departments  come  under 
the  general  supervision  of  one  principal;  yet  they  seldom,  if 
ever,  come  together,  are  counted  upon  distinct  registers,  and  are, 
in  reality,  separate  schools. 

Early  in  the  year  a  new  Grammar  School  was  temporarity 
located  in  the  Ash  street  School  House,  to  satisfy  a  growing 
necessity  in  that  section  of  the  city.  In  April  following,  it  was 
established  as  a  permanent  school,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Sarah 
M.  Eogers.  The  experiment,  which  was  at  first  regarded  with 
some  doubt  and  misgiving,  has  proved  entirely  successful,  and  has 
contributed  an  estimable  addition  to  our  public  schools,  besides 
securing  desirable  advantages  to  residents  in  the  south-eastern 
portion  of  the  city. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  summer  term,  the  pressure  in  the 
Primary  Schools  became  so  great,  that  it  was  found  necessary, 
in  addition  to  some  irregular  promotions  made  at  the  time,  to 
open  new  schools  of  the  same  grade.  The  ward  room  of  the 
Ash  street  School  House  was  accordingly  furnished  for  that 
purpose,  and  on  the  first  of  September  a  permanent  school,  with 
upwards  of  sixty  scholars,  was  opened,  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
Harriet  A.  Bigelow.  A  new  Primary  School  was  also  established 
in  the  Front  street  School  House,  in  place  of  Miss  Fanny  B. 
Clark's  Secondary  School,  which  was  abolished. 

There  were  two  schools  at  Quinsigamond  till  April,  when  the 
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number  of  scholars  diminished,  and  those  who  remained  were 
brought  together  under  a  single  teacher.  The  school  at  Leesville 
was  discontinued  for  a  small  portion  of  the  year,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  its  committee,  and  the  scholars  were  sent  to  other 
schools.  The  evening  school  taught  by  Mr.  Jencks  at  New 
"Worcester  last  winter,  has  been  discontinued. 

With  these  additions  and  changes,  the  whole  number  of  schools 
remains  fifty -four,  though  there  was  one  more  permanent  school  at 
the  close  than  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  These  are 
classified  as  follows :  —  One  High  School,  with  a  Classical,  an 
English,  and  a  French  Department;  eight  Grammar  Schools,  of 
which  three  are  double  and  five  single  schools;  ten  secondary 
schools,  one  double  and  nine  single ;  nineteen  Primary  Schools, 
nine  double  and  ten  single;  thirteen  suburban  or  mixed,  and  three 
adult  schools. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  every  room  prepared  for  school  purposes 
except  one  in  the  new  school  house  at  New  Worcester,  was  filled, 
and  the  signs  of  the  incoming  year  indicated  the  necessity  of 
establishing  immediately  two  or  more  new  schools,  for  permanent 
occupation. 

TEACHERS. 

These  schools  have  furnished  constant  employment  to  nine 
male  teachers,  and  sixty-one  female  teachers.  The  actual  number 
employed  during  the  year  is  considerably  larger,  on  account  of 
changes  which  have  taken  place  from  time  to  time.  Several 
superior  teachers  have  left  us  during  the  year,  but,  according  to 
the  reports  to  be  given  hereafter,  their  places  have  been  acceptably 
filled.  Without  venturing,  at  this  point,  into  particulars,  or 
employing  any  terms  that  might  be  mistaken  for  eulogy,  we  may 
say,  with  confidence,  that  for  intellectual  capacity  and  moral 
worth,  for  untiring  industry  and  devoted  attachment  to  their 
profession,  for  that  genuine  sympathy  with,  and  love  for  children 
and  youth,  without  which  the  best  of  teachers  would  be  but  as 
sounding  brass  or  a  tinkling  cymbal,  our  instructors,  as  a  whole, 
are  eminently  worthy  of  the  places  which  they  hold. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  refer  in  this  connection  to  a  commu- 
nication transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education 
in  August  last,  in  reply  to  questions  relating  to  our  experience 
with  normal  teachers,  and  the  advantages  of  their  methods  of 
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instruction.  Our  experience,  more  limited,  perhaps,  than  that  of 
most  other  cities  in  the  Commonwealth,  has  not  given  an 
opportunity  for  a  critical  and  definite  statement.  In  general, 
however,  the  system  of  normal  teachers  in  communicating  the 
knowledge  of  elements  and  principles,  gradually  works  its  way 
beyond  their  own  sphere  of  activity,  making  its  influence  felt 
where  it  cannot  be  accurately  defined.  It  will  be  one  of  the  best 
tendencies  of  normal  instruction  to  clear  the  field  of  that  class 
of  temporary  teachers  who,  with  no  special  fitness  by  nature  or 
by  culture,  take  up  the  work  as  a  merely  incidental  business,  — 
as  a  day  laborer  takes  up  a  job,  and  for  want  of  something  else 
to  do.  If  teaching  ever  expects  to  rise  to  the  dignity  of  a 
profession,  and  to  escape  from  the  multitudinous  vexations  of 
which  Teachers'  Associations  are  accustomed,  with  some  justice, 
to  complain,  it  must  be  cultivated,  like  other  professions,  and 
guarded  against  intruders  with  as  watchful  and  jealous  an  eye. 
The  communication  was  substantially  as  follows  : — 

"  Six  Normal  School  teachers  have  been  employed  in  the  last  three  years. 
Four  are  now  employed. 

"  Their  character  and  success  as  teachers  has  been  generally  good,  and  their 
methods  of  teaching  well -approved. 

"  In  one  or  two  cases  there  has  been  a  failure  in  discipline  and  government. 

"  In  general,  they  excel  in  communicating  what  they  know  to  others,  and  in 
explaining  the  truths  they  teach. 

"  The  Normal  Schools  are  exerting  a  good  influence  on  the  system  of  common 
echool  education,  by  sending  forth  a  class  of  teachers,  so  far  as  our  observation 
has  extended,  who  are  superior  to  those  who  have  not  had  the  advantages  of 
the  Normal  Schools.  A  person  may  pass  a  good  examination,  may  have 
knowledge  enough  to  keep  a  good  school,  and  yet  have  very  little  capacity  to 
communicate  what  he  knows  to  others.  This  difficulty  may  be  remedied  at  the 
Normal  Schools.  When  they  can  send  forth  teachers  enough  to  supply  our 
common  schools,  we  feel  confidence  in  saying  that  they  will  take  a  higher  rank 
than  they  do  at  the  present  time."

We  ought  also  to  speak  with  commendation  of  the  Association 
of  Teachers,  whose  monthly  meetings  for  the  consideration  of 
questions  incident  to  their  calling  are  productive  of  great  good. 
They  promote  unity  and  harmony  of  views,  and  secure  to  each 
the  advantage  and  experience  of  all.  If  committees  themselves, 
whether  as  silent  members  of  such  an  association  or  by  any  other 
practicable  means,  were  better  acquainted  with  the  sentiments  of 


associated  teachers,  it  would  be  advantageous  © 
nothing  can  be  more  unreasonable  than,  with  a, 
justice,  to  exact  a  vote,  on  any  important  ques 
vital  interests  of  the  school  system,  of  those  whose  Ou. 
ance  with  it  has  been  acquired  from  an  impatient  half-ho 
monthly  to  three  or  four  schools,  and  a  total  negligence  of  all  t 
rest. 

SCHOLARS. 

The  tabulated  statement  which  accompanies  this  report,  contains 
all  the  details  desirable  for  reference.  There  were  in  the  city  on 
the  1st  of  May  last,/owr  thousand  and  seventy-eight  children  between 
the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  —  an  excess  of  eighty-nine  over 
the  number  at  the  corresponding  period  in  1857.  The  whole 
number  of  scholars  registered  for  the  year  1858,  between  the  same 
ages,  was  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighteen.  The  whole 
number  of  all  ages  was  Jive  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-four, 
with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  two  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nineteen.  For  the  year  1857,  the  whole  number  of  scholars 
was  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  with  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  showing 
in  favor  of  the  year  now  closed,  a  balance  of  seven  in  number, 
and  of  one  hundred  and  four  in  the  average  attendance.  Com- 
pared with  the  year  1856,  the  difference  is  still  more  marked  — 
the  excess  in  numbers  being  one  hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  in 
the  average  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine.  The  number  of 
scholars  under  five  years  of  age  in  1858,  was  three  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  ;  and  over  fifteen,  six  hundred  and  nineteen. 

If  the  inference  were  to  be  hastily  made,  that  the  great 
difference  between  the  average  attendance  and  the  whole  number 
recorded,  was  owing  either  mainly  or  in  any  considerable  degree, 
to  truancy,  it  would  be  a  startling  and  melancholy  fact.  It  should 
be  remembered,  however,  that  there  are  in  the  city  a  large  number 
of  private  schools,  some  of  them  of  a  superior  character,  which, 
for  a  variety  of  reasons,  draw  their  chief  support  from  the  public 
schools.  The  whole  number  attending  these  private  schools  and 
incorporated  institutions  of  a  higher  class,  would  not  vary  far  from 
six  or  seven  hundred  for  the  year,  with  an  expense  for  tuition  alone 
of  $12,000  or  $14,000  —  or  nearly  one-half  the  appropriation  for 
all  our  public  schools,    A  portion  of  these  come  from  other  towns, 


partially  offset  by  that  of  our  own  children, 
t  of  town  to  be  educated.  In  estimating  the 
lar  attendance,  the  effect  of  this  great  diversion 
lie  schools  must  be  taken  into  account.  The  number 
imperative  causes  of  irregularity  might  be  greatly  extended, 
'ontagious  sickness  may  come,  like  a  thief  in  the  night,  and 
decimate  the  most  prosperous  and  successful  school.  Poverty 
may  hang  its  weary  mantle  on  many  a  bright-eyed  and  enthusi- 
astic boy.  The  inclement  season  may  keep  at  home  those  delicate 
"  household  jewels "  whose  cheeks  have  never  blushed  before  an 
east  wind,  or  have  never  been  colored  by  a  mid-summer's  sun. 
Innumerable  incidents  which  can  neither  be  foreseen  nor  avoided, 
will  happen  in  the  best  regulated  families,  making  the  constant 
and  unbroken  attendance  of  children  at  school  impossible.  If 
these  causes  are  all  taken  into  account,  as  they  should  be,  the 
cases  of  wilful  and  deliberate  truancy  would  be  found  compara- 
tively small. 

Though  the  evil  of  truancy  and  absence  is  very  far  from  being 
removed,  and  is  still  the  great  vice  of  our  schools,  yet  it  has 
appeared  during  the  past  year  in  no  special  instances  of  excess. 
It  is  a  vice  which  might  be  somewhat  mitigated  by  severer 
applications  of  civil  authority;  but  it  is  questionable  whether 
such  interference  would  be  on  the  whole  desirable.  Parents  and 
teachers  in  the  faithful  exercise  of  their  united  duty,  can  accom- 
plish by  persuasive  appeals  and  timely  discipline,  more  than  the 
law.  Make  the  schools  more  attractive.  Enliven  them  with  music 
and  drawing  and  recreation.  Increase  the  number  of  holidays  if 
necessary.  But  till  all  these  means  of  making  the  virtue  of  the 
schoolroom  more  fascinating  and  seductive  than  the  vice  of  the 
street  have  failed,  the  time  of  a  civil  officer  spent  in  suppressing 
truancy,  would  be  poorly  spent,  indeed. 

RESOURCES  AND  EXPENDITURES.

That  is,  taking  the  average  daily  attendance  as  the  basis,  the  cost 
of  education  was  $1  37  less  per  scholar  than  in  1857,  and  $1  45 
less  than  in  1856. 

In  addition  to  the  above  expenditures,  however,  there  were  paid 
$4,125  77  to  complete  the  school  house  at  New  Worcester,  and 
$230  72  for  a  lot  for  a  school  house  in  Tatnuck.  These  expenses, 
together  with  the  $412  50  paid  for  the  Ash  street  lot,  and  which 
is  included  in  the  general  account,  are  chargeable  to  permanent 
improvements,  and  not  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  year.  The 
real  estate  now  owned  by  the  city  and  used  for  school  purposes, 
is  estimated  at  about  $140,000. 

The  committee  were  early  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
economy  in  this  department  of  municipal  expenditure.  The 
sensitiveness  of  the  public  mind  at  the  time  their  duties  com- 
menced, was  such  as  to  require  not  a  little  moral  courage  to  make 
the  necessary  disbursements;  in  which  respect,  however,  the 
Board  was  not  wholly  wanting.  In  January,  a  committee  to 
whom  the  subject  had  been  referred  of  devising  means  for  "re- 
ducing the  expenses  of  the  Public  Schools  without  impairing  their 
efficiency,"  recommended,  among  other  things,  that  all  teachers, 
to  be  hereafter  employed  by  the  city,  should  be  employed  at 
reduced  salaries,  both  for  the  sake  of  present  economy,  and  be- 
cause an  opportunity  would  be  thus  afforded  to  increase  the 
compensation  of  deserving  teachers,  as  their  value  should  increase 


experience  and  success.    They  also  suggested,  that,  at  a  lau> 
eriod  in  the  year,  should  the  existing  depression  in  business  and 
diminution  in  prices  continue,  a  revision  of  the  entire  scale  of 
laries  should  be  made,  with  a  view  to  effect  such  reductions  as 
\ight  be  found  expedient  and  practicable  for  another  year.  The 
recommendation  was  applied  during  the  rest  of  the  year,  in 
ployment  of  all  new  teachers  at  ten  per  cent,  less  than  the 
salaries  of  the  places  to  which  they  were  elected.  The 
ommendation  was  not  again  brought  before  the  Board 
ufficient  reason  that  the  condition  of  public  prosperity 
t  contemplated  did  not  continue.    And  at  the  close  of 
ar,  when  all  the  teachers  in  the  service  of  the  city,  except 
who  resigned  by  choice,  were  re-elected,  their  salaries  were 
'tored  to  the  former  rate.     The  suggestion,  however,  of  a 
^orough  revision  of  salaries,  is  still  eminently  worthy  of  consid- 
eration.   Before  many  years,  at  the  farthest,  the  work  must  be 
undertaken,  as  a  simple  act  of  justice  to  teachers  of  superior 
culture,  and  of  long  and  faithful  services. 

Events  which  have  transpired  since  the  new  year  commenced 
show  how  exceedingly  difficult  it  is — how  constant  and  watchful 
care  it  requires  to  restrain  the  expenses  of  this  department  within 
the  limits  which  a  proper  regard  for  economy  and  the  public 
feeling  has  established.  With  daily  applicants  for  admission  to 
schools  already  crowded  to  overflowing;  with  fresh  sources  of 
expenditure  as  the  schools  enlarge,  and,  we  trust,  improve,  from 
year  to  year;  with  new  ambitions  on  the  part  of  scholars  to  be 
gratified,  and  new  demands  on  the  part  of  parents,  anxious  for 
the  best  of  privileges,  at  the  very  moment  when  most  aDxious  for 
reform,  there  is  little  left  for  the  School  Committee  to  do  but  to 
supply  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Department,  and  trust  to 
Providence  for  the  consequences.  If  the  population  should  con- 
tinue to  increase,  both  in  numbers  and  in  the  enjoyment  of  that 
genuine  thrift  and  prosperity  which  comes  from  honest  occupation 
and  actual  values,  the  expenses  of  the  Public  Schools  will  continu- 
ally enlarge.  It  is  a  matter  which  no  committee  or  delegation  of 
citizens  can  limit  or  control.  The  Board  of  Education  has  sug- 
gested, as  one  method  of  meeting  such  a  contingency,  that  the 
State  School  Fund  should  be  increased  to  $3,000,000,  which  is  now 
a  little  more  than  half  that  sum.  The  suggestion  has  been  offi- 
cially approved  by  His  Excellency,  and  will  have  the  sanction  of 
all  right  minded  men.    For  the  rest  each  town  and  city  must

SCHOOL 

No  changes  in  the  location  or  in  tne  n 
any  of  our  school  houses  have  been  seriously 
the  past  year ;  and  the  necessary  repairs  have 
less  than  the  usual  outlay. 

The  old  school  house  at  New  Worcester,  which  had 
than  half  a  century's  excellent  service,  was  closed  fim 
appropriate  ceremonies  at  the  end  of  the  Summer  term. 
30th  of  August  the  new  edifice,  built  to  meet  the  demands' 
increased  population  and  enlarged  prosperity,  was  formally  del 
cated.    It  is  an  elegant  and  durable  structure,  of  ample  accomm< 
dation  for  the  present  wants  of  the  District.    Three  of  its 
rooms  are  already  filled  with  an  aggregate  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  scholars,  which  number  will  probably  be  increased 
during  the  current  year.  , 

It  will  be  gratifying  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Tatnuck  and/ 
Northville  Districts,  to  know  that  there  is  a  very  general  disposi^ 
tion  to  replace  their  inconvenient  and  worn-out  school  accommcj- 
dations  at  an  early  day.  With  these  exceptions,  we  know  of  no 
call  for  permanent  expenditure  during  the  current  year.  Tne 
school  houses  on  Front  and  Main  streets,  though  improperly 
located  almost  in  the  midst  of  the  most  noisy  and  crowded 
thoroughfares  in  the  city,  could  not  be,  under  present  circum- 
stances, replaced,  without  serious  disturbance  to  the  comfort  and 
progress  of  the  children  who  are  compelled  to  attend  them.  No 
losses  by  casualty  or  fire  were  sustained  during  the  year.  The 
explosion  on  Pleasant  street,  by  which  the  school  house  on  that 
street  was  damaged  to  the  value  of  about  $500,  occurred  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  when  the  old  Board  had  nearly  completed 
its  labors. 

Little  attention  has  been  given  for  several  years  to  improving 
the  grounds  and  the  external  attractions  of  our  school  houses. 
The  grounds  on  Walnut  and  Pleasant  streets,  at  New  Worcester, 
South  Worcester,  and  in  many  of  the  suburban  districts,  are  as 
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necessary  changes  have  been  made  in  text  books.  At  the 
ming  of  the  year  Sargent's  Series  of  Headers  was  introduced 
>lace  of  Tower's  and  the  other  Readers  then  in  use.  Warren's 
yTsical  Geography  was  put  into  some  of  the  suburban  schools, 
here  it  had  not  before  found  its  way.  Book-keeping  has  been 
'introduced  into  some  of  the  .schools,  and  is  of  sufficient  practical 
importance  to  be  prescribed  in  all  the  schools  of  the  higher  grades. 
Greenleaf 's  Series  of  Arithmetics,  Primary,  Intellectual  and  Com- 
\mon  School,  were  prescribed,  near  the  close  of  the  year,  in  all  the 
Schools.  By  an  arrangement  with  the  publishers,  the  Readers  and 
Arithmetics  were  introduced  without  expense  to  the  parents, — 
t|ie  old  books  being  received  in  exchange  for  the  new.  The 
writing  books  of  Pay  son,  Dunton  &  Scribner,  wTere  prescribed 
for  general  use ;  and  the  teachers  of  the  secondary  schools  were 
instructed  to  give  four  lessons  a  week,  of  not  less  than  one  hour 
each. 

As  nothing  was  done  by  the  committee  towards  providing  maps 
or  other  illustrative  school  apj)aratus,  or  books  of  reference, 
during  the  year,  it  is  a  proper  subject  of  inquiry  wThether  they 
may  not  soon  be  needed  to  promote  the  general  efficiency  and 
progress  of  the  schools ;  some  of  which  are  wholly  destitute,  and 
others  only  provided  with  a  dictionary,  and  maps  deficient  in 
accuracy  or  in  detail.  The  suburban  schools  stand  in  especial 
need  of  aid.  It  was  the  practice  for  sometime  previous  to  1858  to 
expend  from  $200  to  $300  annually  in  apparatus  and  books  of 
reference.  But  a  very  small  part  ever  found  its  way  to  those 
isolated  and  too  much  neglected  schools  which  guard  the  outskirts 
of  the  city. 
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In  this  place  we  would  direct  attention  to  the  timely  suggestion 
of  the  committee  on  the  third  department  of  the  Sycamore  street 
Grammar  School,  relative  to  the  more  general  use  of  globes. 
"  The  writer,"  he  says,  "  has  only  to  remember  the  hasty  lessons 
given  on  the  maps  of  the  world,  the  few  sights  caught  of  the 
globe,  and  the  long  and  tedious  minutise  on  separate  pictures 
called  maps,  to  remind  him  of  the  labor  of  after  years,  to  correct 
the  errors  he  had  learned.  Countries  and  States  are  mapped 
with  the  borders  only  of  oceans  and  seas  that  wash  their  shores. 
The  bays  and  capes  may  be  carefully  projected,  but  the  ocean 
and  sea  intermingle,  and  the  relative  situation  of  the  different 
countries  is  so  little  shown  and  taught  that  it  is  impossible  for  the 
pupil  to  get  correct  notions  on  the  subject.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  teaching  of  geography  should  be  mostly  by  the  use  of  globes 
instead  of  maps.  The  relative  situation  of  one  country  to  an- 
other; the  comparative  amount  of  sea  and  land;  varying  degrees 
of  longitude  and  the  latitude  of  each  place,  with  its  products,  are 
here  brought  to  the  comprehension  of  the  pupil,  without  the 
errors  of  the  dissected  maps  of  the  atlas,  or  the  hanging  planes 
used  in  our  school- rooms.  The  text  books,  would,  of  course, 
require  alteration  to  adapt  them  to  such  a  system.  Nor  are  the 
globes  now  in  general  use  (from  five  to  six  inches  in  diameter,) 
capable  of  giving  the  necessary  information.  They  should  be 
from  twenty-four  to  thirty-six  inches  in  diameter." 

The  cultivation  of  Music  has  been  less  general  than  in  some 
previous  years.  Four  years  ago,  it  is  related  in  the  report  of  that 
year,  the  practice  of  singing  was  maintained  in  all  the  schools  but 
five.  Under  judicious  encouragement,  it  promised  to  become  one 
of  the  most  pleasing  and  useful  exercises  of  instruction.  Early 
last  year  the  services  of  a  professional  teacher  of  music,  who  had 
been  employed  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  were  dispensed  with,  and 
the  whole  matter  was  left  to  the  taste  of  scholars  or  the  discretion 
of  teachers.  The  custom  in  some  of  the  schools  has  fallen  into 
an  irregular  practice,  and  in  others  has  ceased  altogether.  The 
influence  of  music,  especially  on  young  and  susceptible  minds,  is 
so  salutary ;  it  affords  such  a  relief  to  ttie  more  laborious  routine 
of  schoolroom  duties,  acting,  at  once,  as  a  solace  and  a  recreation  \ 
it  unconsciously  promotes  such  happiness  of  feeling  and  such 
virtuous  sentiments,  that  it  should  be  encouraged  by  all  practicable 
methods,  not  as  a  substitute  for  any  of  the  legitimate  exercises, 
but  as  a  pleasant  assistance  and  auxiliary  to  all  of  them. 
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SUPERVISION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

On  the  first  day  of  May,  Kev.  George  Bushnell,  the  able  and 
successful  Superintendent  of  Schools,  resigned  the  position  he  had 
held  since  January,  1858.  By  his  resignation,  the  Board  lost  an 
earnest  co-worker,  and  the  schools  a  devoted  and  faithful  friend. 
It  is  not  our  purpose,  or  our  work,  to  show  whether  the  duties  of 
the  Department  have  been  better  or  worse  performed  with  a 
Superintendent  than  without  one;  nor  to  repeat  the  familiar 
arguments  which  were  urged  for  four  years,  by  unanimous  com- 
mittees, in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  the  office.  We  think  the 
community  generally  were  satisfied  with  the  experiment,  although 
it  was  not  made  at  a  fortunate  time,  nor  under  wholly  fortunate 
circumstances.  And  if  there  could  now  be  found  a  man  thor- 
oughly acquainted  with  the  public  schools;  identified  with  the 
interests  of  education  by  voluntary  service  in  its  field;  gifted  with 
enthusiasm  for  the  fairest  cause  to  which  intellectual  energies  can 
be  devoted ;  entitled  to  the  confidence  of  citizens  by  the  integrity 
of  his  character,  and  to  the  affection  of  children  by  the  purity  of 
his  life  and  the  love  he  could  return  to  them;— if  such  a  man 
could  be  persuaded  to  accept  the  office  and  perform  its  duties,  the 
School  Committee  would  be  bound  by  the  gravest  obligations  of 
public  duty,  to  elect  him  and  to  set  him  at  work.  And  the  City 
that  never  yet  hesitated  in  works  of  practical  beneficence,  would 
pay  him  the  salary  to  which  his  services  would  be  entitled  in  any 
other  field. 

It  is  a  popular  mistake,  into  which  even  some  School  Committees 
are  liable  to  fell,  to  infer  that  the  members  of  the  Board  are 
absolved  from  a  considerable  portion  of  their  duties  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Superintendent.  The  inference  is  not  consistent 
with  a  correct  appreciation  of  the  trust  they  were  appointed  to 
hold.  The  committee  abates  nothing  of  its  advisory  or  its  legis- 
lative power  by  the  appointment  of  an  executive  officer.  The 
•duties  are  the  same  in  both  contingencies.  And  the  committee 
man  who  thinks  he  has  entered  a  limited  field,  and  fears  he  shall 
do  too  much,  may  be  certain  he  has  mistaken  his  calling.  It  is 
often  a  difficult  thing  to  steal  time  enough  from  regular  occupa- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  forming  such  a  discreet,  intelligent  and 
discriminating  judgmcnta  8  requires  patience  and  frequency  of 
observation.  But  it  is  a  difficulty  to  be  contemplated  and  pro- 
vided for  before,  and  not  after,  assuming  the  office  with  its 
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constant  and  manifold  duties.  Schools  may  be  thriving  under 
faithful  supervision,  or  suffering  on  account  of  ill-arranged  accom- 
modations, incompetent  teachers  or  unworthy  books.  In  searching 
for  the  facts,  and  applying  the  proper  instrumentalities  of  relief 
and  reform,  there  is,  always,  a  need  of  watchfulness  and  activity. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  held  twelve  regular 
meetings  and  four  special.  At  all  the  regular  meetings,  except 
two  occurring  in  vacations,  the  schools  were  generally  reported 
upon,  showing  that  the  system  of  visitation  was  maintained,  at 
least,  with  usual  regularity.  We  cannot  allow  this  subject  of 
visitation  to  pass  without  saying  a  word  of  the  delinquency  of 
parents  with  reference  to  their  own  schools.  For  the  industrious 
and  conscientious  teacher,  who  takes  much  pains  to  instill  the 
first  and  most  difficult  lessons  the  child-scholar  has  to  learn,  and 
to  change  the  crude  notions  of  honor  and  morality  which  nearly 
all  boys  and  some  girls  entertain,  into  intelligent  ideas  of  propriety 
and  right  conduct  —  for  such  a  teacher  it  is  a  source  of  great 
encouragement  and  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  parents  for 
whom  she  is  maturing  pillars  of  strength  and  beauty,  appreciate 
and  approve  her  work.  Yet  it  is  within  the  truth  to  say,  that 
scarcely  one  child  in  ten  ever  saw  his  parents  across  the  threshold 
of  his  schoolroom.  In  some  schools,  especially  in  the  suburban 
districts,  the  whole  year  has  been  suffered  to  pass,  while  their 
listless  and  unprofitable  repose  has  been  disturbed  only  by  the 
monthly  or  quarterly  visits  of  a  single  member  of  the  committee. 
How  can  a  school  be  animated  with  interest,  enthusiasm  and 
ambition;  —  how  can  a  teacher  be  inspired  with  an  earnest  and 
increasing  love  of  her  calling,  while  parents  carelessly  remain  at 
home,  through  good  report  and  through  evil  report,  —  many  of 
them,  perhaps,  forming  injurious  opinions  from  the  partial  state- 
ments of  children,  or  the  ill-founded  rumor  of  the  street  ?  If  the 
schools  have  a  claim  on  the  watchful  regard  of  one  class  more  than 
another,  it  is  on  those  who  fill  them  with  the  intelligence  and  the 
life  which  they  are  expected  to  develope  and  control. 

But  the  burden  of  responsibility  returns  to  the  teacher,  after 
all.  Others  can  trifle  with  it,  or  throw  it  entirely  aside ;  and  the 
injurious  consequences  will  not  immediately  appear.  But  the 
teacher  is  compelled  to  summon  her  "best  thoughts  and  energies" 
to  the  service,  with  an  industry  that  never  tires  and  a  care  that 
seldom  sleeps.  The  increased  interest  which  is  beginning  to 
prevail  throughout  the  Commonwealth  in  the  cause  of  the  common 
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Schools  —  manifesting  itself  in  the  growth  of  normal  schools,  in 
public  discussions,  and  in  the  frequent  expression  of  favor  from 
high  official  sources — -will,  while  it  adds  to  the  pride  of  the 
teacher,  multiply  her  labors  and  duties.  With  the  new  light,  the 
good  teacher  does  not  regard  her  pupils  as  endowed  with  only  a 
single  faculty,  which  is  common  to  all  of  them;  but  as  the 
possessors  of  a  multitude  of  faculties,  of  which  the  intellect 
embraces  but  a  small  part.  It  is  true  that  she  must  command 
the  literary  qualifications  which  are  required  of  the  best  pupils  j 
for  she  cannot  teach  what  she  has  not  learned;  and  that  she  is 
able  to  explain  why  the  application  of  specific  rules  to  figures  and 
to  words  will  produce  desirable  combinations.  She  also  strives  to 
impress  a  desire  for  knowledge  and  a  love  of  virtue,  not  in  the 
spirit  of  servile  obedience,  but  for  their  own  sake.  She  accustoms 
her  pupils  only  to  privations  which  they  may  hereafter  feel,  and 
to  pleasures  they  may  hereafter  enjoy  —  aiming  to  make  the 
school  life  a  miniature  of  that  which  they  may  lead  hereafter. 
By  kindness  of  manner  and  patient  decision  of  purpose,  she 
encourages  the  idle  and  timid,  and  restrains  the  hasty  and  impul- 
sive. She  searches  out  the  motives  by  which  bad  pupils  are 
governed,  and  quietly  persuades  them  into  right  directions ;  for 
she  knows  better  than  any  other,  that  none  are  incorrigible  or 
beyond  hope.  She  aims  with  conscientious  fidelity  to  inculcate 
those  principles  of  truth,  humanity,  benevolence,  justice,  and  ail 
the  benign  virtues  which  the  Christian  law-givers  of  an  earlier 
generation  assigned  as  the  especial  duty  of  all  instructors  of 
youth. 

ADULT  SCHOOLS. 

These  schools  are  much  smaller  the  present  winter  than  usual. 
The  whole  number  in  attendance  being  only  about  three  hundred, 
and  these  very  irregular.  The  character  of  these  schools  does 
not  admit  of  any  regular  or  systematic  course  of  instruction,  since 
they  are  composed  chiefly  of  those  who  have  arrived  at  maturo 
age,  whose  habits  are  formed,  and  whose  time,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  hours  in  the  winter  months,  is  generally  occupied  with 
quite  different  pursuits.  They  are  mostly  young  men  and  women 
by  whom  early  advantages  have  been  neglected,  or  to  whom  early 
k         privileges  have  been  denied.    Some  of  them  come  with  a  sincere 
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others  bring  with  them  their  habits  of  thoughtlessness,  indolence 
and  mischief,  making  study  a  burden  and  improvement  impossible. 
Schools  for  them,  however,  are  indispensable,  and  productive  of 
much  good. 

The  Young  Men's  Day  School  is  still  under  the  faithful  charge 
of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Eddy.  It  is  held  in  the  Main  street  school 
house,  and  was  kept  seventeen  weeks  in  1858.  Only  the  common 
branches  are  taught.  Book-keeping  was  added  to  the  list  of  studies 
at  the  beginning  of  the  present  term.  The  whole  number  of  his 
scholars  was  one  hundred  and  fifty-five,  of  whom  nineteen  only 
were  less  than  fifteen  years  of  age.  The  average  attendance  was 
about  fifty.  The  committee  on  the  school  makes  the  following 
report :  — 

"  The  school  has  done  a  good  work  in  educating  young  men  who  have  not 
the  privilege  of  attending  school,  except  in  the  winter  season.  In  consequence 
of  the  depression  of  business  during  the  last  year,  a  large  number  of  young 
men  being  out  of  employment,  the  school  became  excessively  large,  and  was 
by  our  predecessor jj  divided,  the  younger  pupils  being  placed  in  charge  of 
another  teacher,  in  an  adjoining  room.  The  committee  found  the  school  in 
confusion  and  disorder,  on  account  of  which  the  teacher,  though  well-disposed 
and  ready  to  do  all  in  his  power,  chose  to  resign.  The  committee  secured  the 
services  of  Mr.  Francis  H.  Manning,  an  excellent  teacher,  who  soon  succeeded 
in  bringing  order  out  of  chaos,  and  continued  the  school  the  remainder  of  the 
term,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all." 

There  are  now  but  two  evening  schools  in  session,  which  are 
also  held  in  the  Main  street  school  house,  four  evenings  each  week. 
The  school  for  girls  has  been  taught  by  Mr.  O.  P.  Gilbert.  It  has 
had  eighty  different  scholars,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about 
forty.  The  change  of  the  location  of  the  school  from  Front  to 
Main  street,  the  last  season,  has  somewhat  diminished  its  numbers. 
It  is,  however,  a  well-disposed  and  orderly  school.  In  this  peculiar 
field  Mr.  Gilbert  has  served  with  commendable  fidelity  and  good 
success.  His  daughter  generously  continues  to  assist  in  giving 
personal  instruction  to  the  older  and  more  backward  members  of 
the  school,  as  she  has  done  heretofore.  It  is  purely  a  labor  of 
love,  and  is  worthy  of  much  commendation. 

The  evening  school  for  young  men  opened  tho  present  season 
on  the  6th  of  December,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  S.  K".  Aldrich, 
with  about  ninety  scholars,  of  ages  varying  from  twelve  to 
thirty  years.    The  first  month  the  attendance  was  regular  and 
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constant,  but  has  since  fallen  off  materially.  The  school  is  con- 
ducted with  energy,  and  with  manifest  profit  to  those  who 
honestly  and  regularly  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages. 

SUBURBAN  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  now  thirteen  mixed  Suburban  Schools,  all  of  which 
are  permanent,  and  most  of  them  have  permanent  teachers.  The 
whole  number  of  scholars  attending  them  has  been  eight  hundred 
and  nineteen,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  four  hundred 
and  thirty-eight.  Some  of  them  are  large  and  promising  schools^ 
in  which  the  graded  system,  as  at  New  Worcester,  must  be  intro- 
duced within  a  few  years.  The  reports  made  by  their  respective 
visiting  committees  are  given  below  : 

TATNUCK. 

This  school  was  taught  till  the  close  of  the  fall  term  by  Miss 
Mary  Eichardson,  in  a  manner  highly  creditable  to  herself  and 
satisfactory  to  the  friends  of  the  school.  She  was  a  conscientious, 
earnest  and  faithful  teacher,  mindful  of  the  moral  as  well  as  the 
intellectual  welfare  of  her  school,  and  she  resigned  her  place, 
enjoying  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  parents  and  committee. 
The  school  is  now  under  the  care  of  Miss  Mary  C.  Brooks  as 
Principal,  and  Miss  Calista  B.  Tainter  as  Assistant,  both  thorough 
and  earnest  teachers,  and  the  committee  believe  they  will  main- 
tain the  good  character  of  the  school.

VALLEY  FALLS. 

The  school  at  Valley  Falls,  at  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
was  taught  by  Miss  Elizabeth  L.  Gibbs,  who  gave  excellent 
satisfaction.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Mary  E-.  Bothwell,  who 
performed  her  duties  to  the  approval  of  the  friends  of  the  school.

TROWBRIDGEVILLE. 

This  school  has  for  the  past  term,  been  taught  by  Miss  Caroline 
Wheeler,  in  place  of  Miss  Thompson,  resigned.  Under  her  in- 
struction it  is  making  good  progress.

SOUTH  WORCESTER. 

This  school  continued  under  the  care  of  Miss  Marion  Henshaw, 
its  Principal,  for  the  last  three  years.  She  discharged  her  duties 
with  fidelity  and  success.    While  the  relations  between  the  teacher 
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and  a  portion  of  the  district  were  not,  at  all  times,  the  most  cor- 
dial, the  school  has  not  suffered,  and  the  teacher  left  her  position 
with  the  entire  confidence  of  those  whose  duty  it  had  been  to 
watch  over  it.  Her  place  has  been  acceptably  filled  by  Mrs.  M. 
A.  Nichols.  D.  A.  Goddard. 

QUINSIGAMOND. 

The  Quinsigamond  school  has  for  too  long  a  period  been  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition ;  very  much  troubled  with  tardiness,  ab- 
sence, some  immoral  conduct,  and  a  general  debility,  which  is 
more  owing  to  the  scholars  than  the  teachers,  and  to  the  parents 
than  the  scholars.  Miss  Brown,  the  present  teacher,  has,  by 
constant  and  untiring  exertion,  very  much  allayed  these  evils ; 
and  we  hope  she  will  be  able  to  eradicate  them.  If  the  parents 
appreciate  their  interests,  and  are  faithful  to  theirt  rusts,  we  do 
not  fear  the  result.  T.  K.  Earle. 

BLITHEWOOD. 

This  is  one  of  our  small,  but  excellent  schools.  It  is  still  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  H.  E.  Burbank,  and  is  doing  a  good  work  in 
the  education  of  those  in  attendance.  Harmony  and  good  feeling 
prevail  in  the  district.  A.  L.  Burbank.

This  school  continues  under  the  charge  of  Miss  M.  M.  Maynard. 
Her  instruction  has  been  very  acceptable  to  the  committee  and 
the  parents  of  her  scholars.  It  has  been  her  aim  to  draw  out  the 
the  reasoning  powers  of  her  pupils,  and  give  them  such  practical 
ideas  as  will  be  of  service  to  them  in  the  common  business  of  life. 
Special  pains  have  been  taken  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  her 
pupils  the  importance  of  always  doing  right.  This  school  is  gov- 
erned by  one  of  the  most  powerful  of  all  laws — the  law  of  love — 
the  effect  of  which  is  a  happy  and  prosperous  school.

ADAMS  SQUARE. 

It  was  thought,  by  some  of  the  district,  that  a  female  teacher 
had  hardly  this  vigor  and  energy  necessary  for  this  school  in 
winter,  and  a  request  was  made  for  a  male  teacher.  After  a  full 
consideration  the  change  was  not  thought  advisable.  The  school 
is  doing  very  well  for  a  mixed  school.  The  only  change  the 
committee  would  recommend  is  that  fewer  classes  be  formed,  and 
13 
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more  time  be  spent  with  each  class.  They  were  reminded,  in 
their  visits,  of  too  much  confinement  to  the  questions  in  the  text 
book,  and  a  want  of  variety  in  the  illustrations.

It  is  in  one  of  our  pleasantest 
suburban  districts,  and  for  three  years,  under  Miss  Hathaway, 
has  been  highly  successful.  She  has  raised  it  from  a  low  degree 
to  more  than  a  medium  standard.  May  the  parents  never  find 
cause  to  regret  her  removal.

NORTHVILLE. 

This  school  was  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Anna  C.  Ayres 
till  the  close  of  the  fall  term,  when  she  resigned,  and  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Wheeler  was  elected  to  fill  her  place.  It  has  been  a  large 
school,  and  has  been  taught  with  satisfaction  to  the  district  and 
profit  to  the  scholars.  S.  D.  Harding. 

CHAMBERLAIN. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  Miss  Mary  W.  Barnes  was 
the  teacher  of  this  school.  Her  merits  were  highly  appreciated 
by  the  district  and  the  scholars.  She  resigned  in  March,  when 
Miss  Parks-  was  chosen  in  her  place.  In  November,  she  also 
resigned,  and  the  present  teacher,  Miss  Ellen  J.  Wilson,  was 
elected.  Owing  to  the  frequent  changes,  the  school  has  not 
maintained  its  former  position  in  numbers  or  scholarship.

NORTH  POND. 

This  is  a  backward,  but  well-disposed  school.  Its  numbers  are 
very  small,  and  its  attendance  is  not  regular  through  the  year — 
the  older  scholars  attending  only  in  the  winter  months.  Both 
Miss  Mary  C.  Brooks  and  Miss  Ellen  S.  Barnes,  the  former  and 
present  teacher,  are  understood  to  have  given  satisfaction  to  the 
district,  and  the  school  has  appeared  well  under  the  charge  of 
each,  whenever  visited  by  the  committee.  The  kindest  relations 
seem  to  exist  between  the  parents,  teacher  and  her  pupils.

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PROVIDENCE  STREET. 

The  visiting  committee  of  the  Providence  street  school,  believe 
it  to  be  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  older  scholars,  especially,  seem  to  have  made  real 
progress  in  their  studies,  although  some  of  their  text  books  are 
rather  too  mature  for  their  years ;  and  the  scholars  and  classes 
are  so  numerous,  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  teacher,  alone,  to 
do  ample  justice  to  them  all.  In  the  judgment  of  the  committee, 
the  Principal,  Miss  Emma  M.  Taggart,  though  a  good  instructor 
and  disciplinarian,  ought  to  have  an  assistant.

PKIMAKY  SCHOOLS. 

Of  our  nineteen  primary  schools,  all  but  two  have  been  main- 
tained during  the  whole  year.  The  whole  number  in  attendance 
for  a  longer  or  a  shorter  time,  has  been  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven;  and  the  average  attendance  has  been  one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-one.  The  visiting  committees 
submit  the  following  reports  of  their  condition. : 

THOMAS  STREET. 

This  school  still  remains  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Mary  C. 
Dudley.  It  has  been  very  much  crowded  with  scholars  during 
the  year,  so  much  so,  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  transfer  a 
large  number  to  other  schools,  greatly  to  the  detriment  of  this 
one.  At  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  nearly  all  the  first 
class  was  promoted  to  make  room  for  younger  classes  demanding 
admission;  —  all  of  which  has  been  very  disheartening  to  the 
teacher.  But  she  labored  hard  to  overcome  the  difficulty,  and 
succeeded  well,  as  those  who  witnessed  the  annual  examination 
can  fully  testify.  Willard  Ward. 

SUMMER  STREET  NORTH. 

The  Summer  street  North  Primary  School,  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Mary  J.  Mack,  and  her  Assistant,  Miss  Chenery,  is  so  well 
governed,  instructed,  and  provided  for,  as  to  leave  hardly  any- 
thing to  be  desired.  E.  Cutler. 

SUMMER   STREET  SOUTH. 

Miss  Slater's  school  has  been  throughout  the  year  in  most 
prosperous  condition,  as  all  schools  must  be  where  the  instructors 
have  an  innate  love  for  teaching,  and  a  congeniality  that  wins  the 
affections  and  commands  the  respect  of  the  children.

PLEASANT  STREET  NORTH. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  this  school  was  under  the 
care  of  Miss  E.  M.  Lovering,  principal,  and  Miss  Kate  Hobbs, 
assistant.  The  numbers  of  scholars  was  so  small  during  the 
month  of  January,  that  it  was  thought  best  by  the  Board  to 
dispense  with  the  service  of  the  assistant  for  a  time ;  the  school 
continuing  under  the  care  of  Miss  Lovering  till  the  spring 
vacation,  when  she  resigned.  Miss  Ellen  P.  Palmer  was  appointed 
principal  at  the  commencement  of  the  summer  term,  and  the 
school  has  continued  under  her  charge,  with  the  assistance  of  Miss 
Hobbs,  who  returned  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  the 
number  of  scholars  having  increased  so  as  to  require  the  services 
of  an  assistant.  During  the  year  the  school  has  labored  under 
some  disadvantages,  growing  partly  out  of  a  change  of  teachers, 
and  much  more  from  the  circumstance  that  many  of  the  children 
attending  it  are  quite  young  and  live  at  a  great  distance  from  the 
school  j  consequently  they  have  been  more  irregular  in  their 
attendance  than  is  always  desirable.  The  teachers  have  been 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  succeeded  in  gaining 
the  affections  of  the  scholars.  John  A.  Dana. 

PLEASANT  STREET  SOUTH.

Though  very  unpromising  in  its 
first  appearance,  under  the  energetic  and  faithful  tuition  of  Miss 
Greene,  it  soon  assumed  an  excellent  position.  Too  much  praise 
can  hardly  be  awarded  her  for  her  persevering  and  skillful  labors 
under  obstacles  which  would  have  appalled  many  ordinary 
teachers.

The  school  during  the  summer 
months  was  excessively  crowded,  rendering  it  necessary  to 
promote  the  first  class  at  the  commencement  of  the  September 
term.  With  all  these  discouragements  the  school  has  made  good 
progress,  and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  energy  and  capacity  of 
the  principal.

ASH   STREET  EAST. 

This  school  is  now  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Caroline  M.  Moody 
as  principal,  and  Miss  Sarah  J.  Newton  as  assistant.  Its  improve- 
ment during  the  year  has  been  marked  and  constant.  This  school 
ranks  with  the  best  in  the  city  in  the  matter  of  good  order  and 
interest  evinced  by  the  pupils  in  their  studies.  The  efforts  of  the 
teachers  in  these  respects  have  been  noted  by  the  committee  and 
judged  worthy  of  especial  commendation.

ASH  STREET  LOWER. 

This  is  a  new  school  commenced  in  September  last,  and  made  up 
from  the  overflowings  of  the  other  schools,  and  of  new  comers  ; 
therefore  not  of  the  best  material  to  make  at  the  commencement 
a  first  class  school.  But  the  patient  and  conscientious  industry 
of  the  teacher  is  meeting  its  reward,  and  will  soon  put  the  school 
upon  a  level  with  others  of  its  grade.  S.  Y.  Stone. 

PINE  STREET,  UPPER. 

This  Primary  School  is  composed  of  children  from  the  humble 
homes  of  the  poor,  where  want  and  poverty  have  left  their  foot- 
prints and  banished  the  refining  influences  of  a  happy  home. 
The  teacher  to  whose  lot  it  falls  to  guide  and  instruct  such  little 
ones,  should  be  endowed  with  love  and  patience,  and  impressed 
with  a  full  sense  of  her  duty.  Miss  Smith,  who  has  had  the  charge 
of  this  school  the  past  year  up  to  the  commencement  of  the  fall 
term,  has  faithfully  performed  her  labor,  and  proved  that  the 
intellect  of  Pine  Meadow  is  not  below  that  of  more  fortunate 
localities.

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*  PINE  STREET. 

This  school  continues  under  the  charge  of  Miss  L.  A.  Perry  as 
Principal,  and  Miss  C.  E.  Putnam  as  assistant.  Great  credit  is 
due  these  teachers  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have 
discharged  their  duties.  The  school  is  large,  being  composed  of 
children  of  the  less  favored  portion  of  our  citizens,  consequently 
the  work  to  be  done  has  been  laborious.  The  attendance  during 
the  winter  term,  on  account  of  sickness,  was  irregular.  But 
notwithstanding  all  the  disadvantages  this  school  has  to  contend 
with,  it  gave  the  evidence  on  the  day  of  examination  that  the 
teaching  had  been  of  the  right  kind,  always  impressing  upon  the 
minds  of  their  pupils  the  importance  of  being  truthful  and  doing 
right.  If  we  would  see  this  portion  of  our  city  prosperous  and 
happy,  the  foundation  must  be  laid  in  schools  like  this  one.  To 
this  end  the  sympathies  of  all  good  citizens  should  be  enlisted  in 
this  field.  J.  Bartlett. 

NEW  WORCESTER. 

In  the  teacher  of  this  school  we  find  all  the  qualifications 
essential  to  success  in  a  school  of  this  grade.  The  teaching,  to 
a  great  extent,  is  oral  —  objects  in  nature  have  been  presented 
and  explained  in  an  interesting  and  instructive  manner.  The 
morals  Qf  her  pupils  have  been  well  cared  for.  It  has  been  her 
custom  to  require  her  children  to  commit  to  memory  such  portions 
of  scripture  as  would  most  interest  and  instruct  them ;  in  short, 
she  has  been  to  this  school  what  a  parent  should  be  to  a  family.

One  was  abolished  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term,  but  will  have 
to  be  restored  at  an  early  day.  The  whole  number  of  scholars 
registered  was  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  four  hundred  and  seventy- three.  The  visiting 
committees  report  as  follows  :  — 

THOMAS  STREET  WEST. 

This  school  is  and  has  been  for  a  number  of  years,  under  the 
charge  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  H.  Coe,  an  able  and  faithful  teacher, 
and  one  who  deserves  the  credit  she  receives  for  her  efficient 
services  in  the  school.  Miss  Sarah  Moore,  her  valuable  assistant, 
remained  till  the  close  of  the  summer  term,  when  she  resigned, 
and  Miss  Sarah  L.  Phillips  was  selected  to  fill  her  place.  Though 
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young  and  with  little  experience,  Miss  Thillips  commands  the 
respect  of  her  pupils,  and  is  doing  exceedingly  well.  The  school, 
notwithstanding  the  change,  maintains  its  former  good  reputation.

THOMAS  STREET  EAST. 

Miss  Walker,  for  some  years  teacher  of  this  school,  was,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  May  term,  promoted  to  the  Sycamore  street 
East  Grammar  School,  and  Miss  Melinda  Andrews  was  elected  in 
her  place.  Under  her  instruction  the  school  has  fully  sustained 
ts  former  good  character ;  and  under  her  faithful  and  affectionate 
care  has  materially  increased  in  numbers  and  interest.  Mutual 
love  between  the  teacher  and  scholars  is  the  ruling  characteristic 
in  this  school.  S.  V.  Stone. 

SUMMER  STREET  SOUTH. 

Miss  Amanda  E.  Albee,  who  has  had  the  charge  of  this  school 
the  past  year,  is  an  able,  earnest  and  efficient  teacher.  Her 
instruction  seems  to  be  thorough  and  correct,  and  her  discipline, 
though  mild,  commands  the  respect,  and,  consequently,  the  prompt 
and  complete  obedience  of  her  pupils.  Wm.  S.  Greene. 

SUMMER  STREET  NORTH. 

This  school  has  been  nominally  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Jane 
A.  Baldwin ;  and  while  she  was  able  to  have  personal  oversight, 
it  retained  its  former  high  reputation  as  a  school  in  which  the 
discipline  was  perfect.  But  for  a  period  of  several  months,  the 
teacher  was  obliged  to  obtain  a  substitute.  The  committee  were 
unwilling  to  lose  the  services  of  so  valuable  an  instructor,  if  there 
was  any  hope  of  her  ultimate  restoration  to  health.  And  on  this 
account  her  leave  of  absence  was  extended  from  time  to  time. 
Though  opposed  to  this  in  ordinary  cases,  there  are  schools,  they 
think,  where  the  discipline  needed  is  so  peculiar  that  a  teacher 
whose  success  is  established  should  be  retained  if  possible.  The 
ladies  employed  as  substitutes  labored  earnestly,  and  their  work 
gave  promise  of  large  success  in  different  and  less  trying  schools. 
No  substitute,  however  excellent,  can  enter  into  another's 
labors  without  such  a  change  in  the  methods  of  conducting  a 
school,  as  will  affect  disastrously  the  immediate  progress  of  the 
scholars.  During  the  few  months  immediately  preceding  the  close 
of  the  term,  the  teacher  returned,  and  at  the  examination,  the 
school,  though  backward  in  its  studies,  exhibited  signs  of  its 
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former  discipline  and  life.  The  restoration  of  the  teacher's  health 
enables  the  committee  to  predict  a  coming  year  of  larger  success 
than  the  past.  D.  W.  Faunce. 

PLEASANT  STREET  SOUTH. 

This  school  remains  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Caroline  Hewett, 
a  teacher  of  some  experience,  and  conscientious  in  the  discharge 
of  her  duties,  indefatigable  in  her  labors,  and  as  a  teacher  abund- 
antly successful.  She  has  the  affection  of  her  scholars  and  the 
confidence  of  their  parents.  The  school  has  been  very  large 
during  the  year.  Though  the  committee  do  not  recommend  it  as 
a  model  of  good  order  and  discipline,  they  do  feel  that  it  possesses 
many  excellencies,  and  has  made  good  proficiency  during  the 
year.

PLEASANT  STREET  NORTH. 

This  has  been  an  unfortunate  school  for  several  years.  Though 
made  up  almost  wholly  of  children  from  the  most  respectable 
families  of  the  city  —  children  who  are  bright,  and  possessing 
more  than  an  ordinary  share  of  natural  intellect,  and  who  have 
not  the  excuse  for  their  misconduct  that  they  do  not  know  how 
to  behave  themselves, — it  has  been  constantly  in  trouble.  Either 
the  discipline  has  been  so  loose  as  to  call  forth  the  reprobation  of 
the  committee,  or  so  severe  as  to  excite  the  opposition  of  a  portion 
of  the  parents.  The  committee  are  not  disposed  to  ascribe  this 
unfortunate  state  of  affairs  wholly  to  the  teachers.  Of  Miss 
Capron,  who  taught  this  school  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the 
committee  can  say  but  little.  They  had  no  opportunity  of  personal 
observation  of  her  management.  But  of  Miss  Spaulding  they  can 
say  that  she  has  been  entirely  faithful  to  her  charge,  and  has 
labored  anxiously  and  arduously  for  the  good  of  the  pupils ;  and 
they  think  that  in  any  ordinary  school  her  labors  would  have  been 
wholly  successful.  That  they  have  not  been  so  here,  is  ascribable 
to  some  extent,  at  least,  to  the  want  of  cordial  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  the  parents.  No  school  can  be  successful  in  which 
the  parents  are  in  the  habit  of  discussing  freely  the  demerits  of 
the  teacher  in  the  presence  of  the  pupils,  or  of  shielding  them 
from  the  punishment  which  their  misdee,ds  merit.  A  very  few 
bright  children  who  entertain  a  feeling  of  disrespect  for  a  teacher, 
especially  if  derived  from  those  to  whom  they  are  in  the  habit  of 
looking  up  to  as  their  superiors,  will  very  soon  diffuse  the  sentiment 
through  a  whole  school,  and  affect  its  ruin.  W.  S.  Davis, 
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ASH  STREET. 

This  school  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Charlotte  N. 
Follett.  Though  too  large  for  a  single  teacher,  yet  her  energy 
has  been  sufficient  to  overcome  the  difficulty,  and  to  make  an 
excellent  appearance  of  discipline  and  scholarship  at  the  annual 
examination.  S.  D.  Harding. 

SYCAMORE  STREET  SOUTH. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  number  of  scholars  in 
this  school  was  small,  and  its  discipline  was  not  such  as  to  satisfy 
the  committee.  This  was,  no  doubt,  to  be  attributed  in  a  great 
measure  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  scholars  had  but  just  been 
promoted  to  it,  and  to  the  further  circumstance  that  Miss  Lamb 
had  but  recently  taken  charge  of  the  school.  The  number  has 
been  increased  during  the  year  by  ordinary  accessions,  and  by  the 
addition  of  a  part  of  the  scholars  from  the  Front  street  Secondary 
upon  the  discontinuance  of  that  school.  Miss  Lamb  has  devoted 
herself  with  great  assiduity  to  the  discharge  of  her  duties,  and 
the  committee  are  happy  to  testify  that  they  find  the  evidence  of 
her  faithfulness  not  only  in  the  very  manifest  improvement  of  the 
school  in  its  order  and  discipline,  but  also  in  the  progress  the 
scholars  have  made  in  their  studies  during  the  past  year.  The 
examination  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  highly  creditable  both  to 
the  teacher  and  the  pupils.  John  A.  Dana. 

SYCAMORE  STREET  NORTH. 

Miss  Goodspeed  had  charge  of  the  school  till  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, when  she  resigned,  and  Miss  E.  J.  Clapp  was  elected  to  fill 
her  place.    It  is  making  excellent  progress  in  all  the  various 
branches  taught  in  the  schools.    The  teacher  is  untiring  in  her ' 
efforts  to  impart  instruction  to  her  scholars.

FRONT  STREET. 

This  school  has  never  been  large  nor  had  a  very  regular 
attendance,  and  perhaps  has  never  been  a  very  satisfactory  one 
to  teach.  Under  the  charge  of  Miss  Fannie  D.  Clark,  a  constant 
though  most  rapid  improvement  was  visible.  A  more  thorough 
discipline  and  a  closer  investigation  into  the  reasons  and  explana- 
tions of  facts,  would  have  improved  its  appearance  and  hastened 
the  intellectual  progress  of  the  pupils.  In  August,  owing  to  a 
sudden  influx  of  Primary  School  children  into  this  -district  who 
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could  not  be  accommodated  in  the  existing  schools,  it  was  thought 
best  to  abolish  the  Secondary  school,  distributing  the  pupils  among 
the  adjacent  schools  of  the  same  grade,  and  erect  a  new  Primary 
school  in  its  place.  W.  S.  Davis. 

NEW  WORCESTER. 

Miss  Eliza  Harris  has  discharged  her  duties  with  fidelity  as  a 
teacher  in  this  school  the  past  year,  winning  the  confidence  and 
regard  of  the  friends  of  the  school.  Her  future  work  here  is  full 
of  promise.

GEAMMAE  SCHOOLS. 

The  Grammar  schools  of  the  city  are  in  an  excellent  and 
promising  condition.  They  are  now  eight  in  number*  under 
industrious  and  competent  teachers,  crowded  to  overflowing,  and 
full  of  animation  and  life.  The  whole  attendance  last  year  was 
six  hundred  and  ninety-one,  with  the  comparatively  large  average 
of  four  hundred  and  forty-five.  The  three  in  Thomas  street  are 
double  schools,  the  rest  single,  and  they  together  are  under  the 
government  of  three  male  and  eight  female  teachers. 

THOMAS  STREET  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

This  school,  during  the  most  of  the  year,  was  under  the  charge 
of  its  former  very  successful  teacher,  Mr.  E.  C.  Hewett,  who 
resigned  his  place  in  October  last,  to  take  the  post  of  teacher 
in  the  State  Normal  School,  in  Bloomington,  111.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Harris  E.  Greene,  a  teacher  of  some  experi- 
ence and  great  promise,  who  was  engaged  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  the  former  teacher.  Of  Mr.  Hewett,  it  is  only  necessary 
to  say  that  he  possessed  the  affection  of  the  scholars,  the  entire 
confidence  of  their  parents,  and  the  full  approbation  of  the  com- 
mittee. The  committee  were  fearful  that  they  might  not  well 
succeed  in  securing  a  successor  who  could  fill  his  place.  It  is  very 
difficult,  in  most  cases,  for  one  teacher  to  succeed  another  and 
finish  an  unexpired  term,  without  serious  detriment  to  the  school, 
especially  so,  when  the  retiring  teacher  has  the  full  confidence  of 
the  school  and  its  patrons;  and  hence,  such  a  change  is  always  to 
be  deprecated.  But  the  present  case  seems  to  have  been  an  ex- 
ception, and  if  the  school  has  suffered  by  the  change,  it  was  so 
slight  as  not  to  be  observable  by  the  committee ;  and  the  annual 
examination  of  the  school  proved  the  teaching  of  Mr.  Greene  to 
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be  an  entire  success.  The  arduous  labors  of  the  energetic  and 
faithful  Assistant,  have,  during  the  year  past,  as  in  former  years, 
contributed  very  much  towards  the  success  of  the  school.

Second  Department.  Miss  Cushman's  school  commenced  the  year 
with  nattering  prospects,  and  with  two  months  of  success,  we  had 
everyreason  to  expect  a  highly  satisfactory  result,  when  there  oc- 
curred one  of  those  perplexing  difficulties  that  are  so  detrimental 
to  all  schools.  Some  of  the  parents  had  become  impressed  that 
the  assistant  teacher  was  arbitrary  and  exacting,  and  did  not  suf- 
ficiently win  the  love  and  command  the  respect  of  their  children. 
However  this  might  have  been,  your  committee  believe  she  is 
among  the  first  in  teaching  the  rudiments,  and  elucidating  the 
principles,  and  more  especially  so,  in  mathematics.  She  took 
care  to  govern  the  manners  and  morals  of  her  pupils,  and  is 
worthy  of  much  credit  in  detecting,  in  their  incipient  stages, 
some  flagrant  evils.  She  was  sacrificed,  a  new  teacher  succeeded, 
the  Principal  became  disabled,  and  her  place  was  tenrporarily 
filled  for  six  weeks.  Under  this  state  of  affairs,  advancement 
could  not  be  expected. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  Miss  Cushman  was  in 
her  place,  with  renovated  health  and  energy,  striving  to  retrieve 
what  had  been  lost.  The  annual  examination  gave  evidence  of 
her  labors,  and  was  of  a  higher  degree  than  so  many  disappoint- 
ments led  us  to  anticipate.  T.  K.  Earle. 

Third  Department.  This  school  has  been  successfully  taught  by 
Mrs.  Gird,  assisted  by  Miss  Charlotte  L.  Hapgood.  It  is  among 
the  first  of  its  grade  in  the  city,  and  is  made  so  by  the  fidelity  of 
the  teachers,  and  the  kind  feelings  between  them  and  their  pupils.

SYCAMORE  STREET  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

The  First  Department  of  the  Sycamore  street  Grammar  School 
continued,  through  the  year,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Addison  A. 
Hunt.  It  is  a  school  of  superior  excellence,  and  has  won  a  high 
place  in  our  system  of  schools.  Fidelity  of  discipline,  clearness 
and  accuracy  of  method,  and  the  ability  to  awaken  interest  and 
enthusiasm  among  his  scholars,  has  been  rewarded  with  the  most 
gratifying  success.  The  classes  in  arithmetic  show  large  command 
of  the  principles  of  the  study,  and  a  rapidity  and  correctness  of 
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calculation  which  it  is  as  rare,  as  it  is  pleasant,  to  see.  The 
progress  of  other  classes  is  good.  The  school  has  been  very  full, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year,  there  was  a  very  general  indisposition 
on  the  part  of  scholars  fully  prepared  for  promotion  to  leave  it. 
Promotions  crowding  from  below  were  so  great  as  to  render  the 
.establishment  of  a  new  Grammar  School,  or  the  enlargement  of 
Mr.  Hunt's  department  into  a  double  school,  an  imperative  and 
early  necessity.  D.  A.  Goddard. 

Miss  Walker's  Department.  This  school,  now  taught  by  Miss 
Harriet  M.  Walker,  has  always  ranked  high  in  its  grade.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  committee,  it  has,  during  the  past  year,  maintained 
its  former  good  character.  Miss  Walker  is  a  systematic,  faithful 
and  eminently  successful  Grammar  School  teacher.

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HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  school  has  been  divided  into  three  Classes.  The  Junior 
Class  includes  all  who  entered  from  the  Grammar  Schools,  in 
January,  1858,  and  commenced  the  regular  course  of  studies.  A 
few  have  been  added  to  the  Class  at  each  of  the  following  terms, 
by  passing  an  examination  upon  the  previous  studies  of  the  Class, 
in  addition  to  the  studies  required  for  entering.  The  Middle  Class 
includes  all  who  had  been  members  of  the  school  one  year  previous 
to  January,  1858;  or  had  completed  the  studies  of  one  year.  The 
Senior  Class  includes  all  who  had  been  members  of  the  school  two 
years,  or  more,  previous  to  January,  1858;  or  had  completed  the 
studies  of  two  years.  As  many  scholars  are  members  of  the 
High  School  but  a  part  of  the  year,  the  per  centage  of  the 
attendance  of  each  has  been  calculated  from  the  time  of  entering 
until  the  time  of  leaving.  The  average  of  these  ratios  is  given 
below :

It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  pe*r  centage  of  actual  attendance 
(,90)  is  far  below  what  it  ought  to  be,  and  below  many  other  High 
Schools  in  the  State,  yet  the  habit  of  leaving  school  before  the 
completion  of  the  year  is  the  great  cause  of  irregularity  in  this 
school.  Many  scholars  have  been  present  but  one  term  of  the 
year.  Others  have  left  permanently,  having  completed  the  course 
of  studies.  Three  have  been  removed  by  death.  It  may  not  be 
improper  to  state,  as  marked  examples  of  regularity,  that  the 
following  scholars  have  not  been  absent  or  tardy  during  the  year : 
David  B.  Perry,  of  the  Senior  Class ;  Henry  Chamberlain,  and 
Misses  Annette  M.  Bemis,  Harriet  A.  Smith,  Amelia  White  and 
Joanna  Woodbury,  of  the  Junior  Class. 

We  close  this  report  with  the  statement  of  the  visiting  com- 
mittee upon  the  school,  and  of  the  special  visitors  who  kindly 
consented  to  attend  the  annual  examination  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 
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REPORT  OP  THE  VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  committee  on  the  English  and  Classical  High  School,  have 
pleasure  in  reporting  its  continued  and  undiminished  prosperity. 
They  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  special  committees  who  attended 
the  annual  examination,  as  exhibiting  with  impartiality  and 
fullness  the  proficiency  of  the  scholars,  and  the  success  of  the 
teachers. 

The  principal  teacher,  H.  B.  Sprague,  Esq.,  and  his  associate, 
Mr.  P.  W.  Calkins,  have  sustained  through  the  last  year  their  high 
and  well  deserved  reputations,  and  your  committee  trust  the  time 
is  far  distant  when  the  city  shall  cease  to  enjoy  the  valuable 
services  of  either  of  these  gentlemen.  There  was  no  female 
teacher  ^employed  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  and  the 
vacancy  then  existing  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Sarah  L. 
Greenleaf,  a  graduate  of  the  school,  and  a  highly  educated  and 
accomplished  teacher,  entirely  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
the  place,  which  she  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  after 
a  brief  period  of  service.  Her  successor,  Miss  Waterman,  entered 
upon  the  situation  in  October,  and  has  fully  justified  the  high 
expectations  entertained  by  those  who  remembered  her  attain- 
ments as  a  pupil  in  the  school,  or  knew  how  well  she  had  availed 
herself  of  subsequent  and  superior  advantages.  In  the  month  of 
September  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ  an  additional  male 
assistant,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  numbers  of  the  scholars. 
The  services  of  Mr.  Horace  Graves,  a  graduate  of  the  State 
Normal  School  at  Bridgewater,  were  secured  in  that  situation,  and 
he  has  proved  an  excellent  and  popular  teacher.  The  entire  corps 
of  instructors  at  the  present  time  is  harmonious  and  effective,  and 
combines  an  amount  and  diversity  of  educational  ability  which 
must  be  entirely  satisfactory  to  all  the  friends  of  the  school. 

The  average  attendance  during  the  year  has  been  good,  and  a 
very  fair  degree  of  regularity  and  punctuality  has  been  secured. 
But  it  continues  to  be  difficult  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  either 
parents  or  scholars  the  essential  injury  done  to  any  pupil  who  is 
allowed  to  be  absent  or  tardy  frequently,  or  without  urgent 
reasons.  The  discipline  of  the  school  has  been  well  maintained, 
and  few  serious  difficulties  have  occurred.  There  has  been  no 
case  where  your  committee  have  been  unable  to  sustain  the  action 
of  the  teachers  without  hesitation.  The  rules  of  the  school  board 
require  that  only  certain  specified  excuses  for  absence  should  be 
received  by  the  teachers,  and  that  any  scholar  who  has  six 
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unexeused  absences  should  be  excluded  from  the  school,  and  not 
re-admitted  without  a  certificate  from  one  of  the  committee. 
Many  applications  arise  under  this  provision  of  the  by-laws  of  the 
school  board,  and  your  committee  have  occasionally  felt  that  it 
was  regarded  merely  as  a  matter  of  form,  and  did  not  produce 
much  effect  upon  the  regularity  of  the  scholars.  As  an  exclusion 
from  the  school  is  the  most  severe  penalty  for  serious  trangressions, 
it  seems  very  desirable  not  to  have  it  become  a  familiar  idea  to  the 
minds  of  the  scholars,  and  especially  that  they  should  not  regard 
restoration  to  the  school  as  a  thing  easy  and  almost  of  course. 
But  in  this  instance,  as  in  so  many  others,  it  is  easier  to  notice 
the  evil  than  to  suggest  an  effectual  remedy.  Much  depends  upon 
the  tact  and  sound  management  of  the  teachers  themselves,  and 
very  much  responsibility  also  rests  with  the  parents  and  guardians 
of  those  who  attend  the  school. 

Your  committee  believe  that  there  is  in  our  entire  community 
an  increasing  appreciation  of  the  importance  and  value  of  the 
Classical  and  English  High  School,  and  they  feel  assured  that  its 
success  and  usefulness  were  never  greater  than  at  the  present 
time.  Dwight  Foster. 

THE  ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  gentlemen,  namely,  Eev.  II.  L.  Wayland,  Prof. 
James  Bushee,  Hon.  Henry  Chapin,  Geo.  W.  Baldwin,  Esq.,  Dr. 
William  Workman,  and  the  undersigned,  were  requested  by  the 
school  board  to  attend  the  annual  examination  of  the  English 
department  in  the  High  school  in  December  last.  All  the  exercises 
in  this  department  were  attended  by  one  or  more  of  the  above 
named  committee.  In  English  literature  the  junior  class  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  Graves,  and  the  middle  and  senior  classes  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  Calkins,  were  examined.  The  gentlemen  who 
listened  to  these  exercises,  express  themselves  in  general  as 
satisfied  with  the  acquisitions  of  the  several  classes.  The  recita- 
tion of  the  senior  class,  which  exhibited  much  careful  study  of  the 
history  and  derivation  of  words,  was  considered  an  exercise  of 
very  great  value,  and  the  prosecution  of  this  method  of  obtaining 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  English  language,  as  well  as  by  such 
critical  examinations  as  that  presented  by  the  class  in  the  Merchant 
of  Yenice,  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  facilitate  a  dis- 
criminating and  exact  use  of  words  so  essential  in  expressing 
sharply  defined  and  nicer  shades  of  thought.    The  rich  mine  of 
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wealth  in  our  own  familiar  tongue,  the  flexibility  and  the  compre- 
hensiveness, as  well  as  the  massive  strength  and  beauty  of  it,  are 
often  left  unnoticed  in  the  predominant  cultivation  in  early  life  of 
the  more  polished  Latin,  and  the  copious  and  almost  perfect,  but 
scarcely  more  expressive  Greek. 

The  Mathematical  recitations  occupied  more  time  in  the  exam- 
ination, as  they  evidently  had  received  more  attention  during  the 
study  hours  of  the  year.  It  is  but  just  to  say  of  the  tuition  in 
this  department,  that  the  evidences  of  its  thoroughness  were 
abundant  and  conclusive.  The  examination  of  the  second  division 
of  the  Senior  Class  in  Algebra,  and  of  the  Middle  Class  in  Algebra 
through  Quadratics,  and  of  the  Senior  Class  in  Plane  and  Spheri- 
cal Trigonometry,  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Graves.  The  gentlemen 
who  heard  these  exercises  say  that  the  classes  under  the  instruction 
of  Mr.  Graves  acquitted  themselves  very  honorably,  and  with 
much  credit  to  the  fidelity  of  their  teacher,  who  seems  to  be 
heartily  devoted  to  his  work.  The  different  members  of  the  class 
in  Algebra  exhibited  a  noticeable  uniformity  in  the  degree  and 
character  of  their  attainments,  which  distinguished  them  from 
some  other  classes  in  which  a  considerable  diversity  was  apparent. 
The  examination  of  these  classes  was  as  a  whole  deemed  creditable 
and  unexceptionable. 

The  examination  as  conducted  by  Mr.  Calkins,  consisted  of  the 
1st  division  in  the  Senior  Class  in  Algebra,  the  Middle  Class  in 
Geometry,  the  Senior  Class  in  the  Binomial  Theorem  and  Loga- 
rithms, and  a  class  in  Theoretical  Arithmetic.  The  peculiarities 
of  Mr.  Calkins'  method  of  teaching  and  drilling  were  evident  in 
all  his  classes.  The  recitations  were  characterized  by  promptness, 
rapidity,  thoroughness  and  accuracy.  The  analysis  and  general- 
ization in  Theoretical  Arithmetic  were  invaluable,  conducting  the 
scholars  at  once  to  a  perception  of  the  necessary  relations  of 
numbers,  and  discarding  all  arbitrary  rules  and  processes.  The 
drill  in  the  simplification  of  methods,  though  liable  if  not  watched 
to  lead  to  mistaking  novelties  for  improvements,  tends  when 
carefully  prosecuted  to  sharpen  invention  and  to  cultivate  a  self- 
relying  dexterity.  Under  such  a  tuition  the  blind  formalities  of 
common  arithmetic  become  at  once  luminous  and  attractive.  The 
demonstrations  in  Geometry  were  particularly  interesting  to  the 
committee.  The  philosophical  arrangements  and  classification  of 
propositions,  by  which  they  were  presented  in  their  natural 
dependence  and  connections,  and  the  clearness  with  which  every 
15 
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link  in  the  entire  chain  of  reasoning  was  supplied,  gave  to  the 
whole  an  aspect  of  convincing  strength  and  completeness.  The 
severity  and  rigor  with  which  the  consecutiveness  of  the  steps  is 
maintained,  affords  an  admirable  discipline  of  the  mind,  and  the 
habit  formed  of  taking  nothing  for  granted  cannot  fail  to  cultivate 
accuracy  in  thinking,  and  safety  in  adopting  conclusions.  With- 
out any  design  of  disparaging  any  exercises  of  the  school,  it  may 
not  be  improper  for  the  committee  to  say  that  the  class  examined 
in  the  Binomial  Theorem  and  the  theory  of  Logarithms,  were 
excelled  by  no  other.  The  facility  and  accuracy  with  which  the 
processes  were  carried  through,  the  rapid  development  of  difficult 
algebraic  formulae,  the  determination  of  the  methods  and  the 
actual  construction  of  Logarithmic  Tables,  left  no  room  to  question 
that  diligent,  laborious,  and  successful  effort  had  been  expended 
upon  the  subject.  It  may  safely  be  said  that  these  recitations  for 
thoroughness,  skill  and  promptness,  would  have  been  highly 
creditable  to  students  in  our  colleges  —  very  many  of  whom 
certainly  never  master  and  really  comprehend  problems  which  in 
this  examination  were  satisfactorily  resolved.  The  committee  do 
not  hesitate  in  saying  that  if  the  youth  of  our  city  do  not  attain 
a  thorough  mathematical  education,  and  make  ample  advances  for 
their  period  of  life  in  this  department,  it  cannot  be  for  want  of 
adequate  means  and  opportunities.  Enough  has  already  been 
accomplished  in  the  cultivation  of  independent  thinking  and 
reasoning,  in  stimulating  the  powers  to  work  out  new  solutions 
and  to  form  new  demonstrations,  to  show  that  there  is  no  lack  of 
mathematical  talent  amongst  the  scholars  of  our  public  schools. 
A  well  regulated  enthusiasm,  and  wise  incentives  and  encourage- 
ments, will  give  the  start  to  many  minds  to  whom  the  achievement 
of  future  celebrity  and  success  will  be  certain. 

A  class  was  very  briefly  examined  by  Mr.  Graves  in  Physical 
Geography  and  Meteorology,  which  closes  the  review  of  the 
studies  under  the  charge  of  the  principal  of  the  English  depart- 
ment. And  if  it  is  not  assuming  on  the  part  of  the  committee, 
they  would  suggest  the  importance  of  more  attention  to  the 
physical  sciences,  if  it  can  be  done  without  overburdening  either 
the  teachers  or  the  scholars. 

The  afternoon  of  Friday  was  devoted  to  exercises  in  rhetoric 
and  composition,  which  deserve  the  usual  commendation,  as  they 
exhibited  the  usual  vigor  of  thought,  facility  of  expression,  and 
discipline  of  voice  which  have  marked  the  school  in  former  years. 
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In  conclusion,  the  committee  beg  leave  to  congratulate  the 
board  and  their  fellow-citizens  upon  the  prosperous,  healthful  and 
promising  condition  of  the  department  of  the  High  School  which 
fell  under  their  inspection. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  in  behalf  of  the  Committee.

In  addition  to  these  full  and  satisfactory  reports  we  have  a 
more  precise  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  several  classes. 
In  Mathematics  there  are  three  classes.  The  first  have  reviewed 
the  whole  of  Geometry,  completed  Algebra  through  the  Binomial 
Theorem  and  Logarithms,  and  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry. 
They  have  carried  the  investigations  in  Logarithms  beyond  the 
formulae  in  the  book,  finding  other  formulae,  and  calculating,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  tables  of  Logarithms.  They  have  made  the 
usual  application  to  the  measurement  of  heights  and  distances,  &c. 
The  second  division  have  recited  with  the  Senior  Class  only  a  part 
of  the  year,  while  studying  higher  Algebra. 

In  the  second  class  the  attempt  was  early  made  to  combine  the 
different  methods  pursued  in  mathematical  reasoning,  in  such  a 
way  as  to  show  their  unity  and  their  application.  Accordingly,  as 
soon  as  the  simple  processes  of  Algebraic  formulae  were  familiar, 
and  the  idea  of  equations  was  perfectly  understood,  the  class 
commenced  Geometry,  combining  Algebra  and  Geometry  in  the 
same  recitation.  Whenever  it  was  possible,  two  entirely  different 
demonstrations  have  been  given  to  the  same  proposition  —  one 
geometrical,  the  other  analytical.  In  Geometry  the  book  has  been 
followed,  with  some  changes  in  the  arrangement;  but  in  Algebra 
the  class  have  been  taught  to  find  methods  and  explanations  of 
their  own,  and  to  depend  upon  the  book  only  for  examples.  The 
class  have  completed  six  books  of  Geometry,  and  Algebra  to 
Quadratic  Equations.  The  Junior  Class  have  completed  all  the 
more  important  topics  of  theoretical  Arithmetic,  and  Algebra 
through  Simple  Equations,  Involution  and  Evolution.  There  has 
also  been  a  class  in  Commercial  Arithmetic  and  Book-keeping 
during  a  portion  of  the  year. 

The  Senior  Class  in  Natural  Science  have  been  instructed  in 
Experimental  Philosophy  by  familiar  lectures,  with  the  use  of  the 
excellent  apparatus  belonging  to  the  school  —  the  class  subse- 
quently reciting  on  the  topics  of  each  lecture.  The  Junior  Class 
recited,  during  two  terms,  in  Jarvis'  Physiology.  The  book  proved 
to  be  diffuse  and  uninteresting. 
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In  the  study  of  the  English  Language  and  Literature,  the 
Senior  Class  have  pursued  the  principles  of  grammatical  analysis 
from  a  system  of  oral  instruction ;  have  read  parts  of  Washington 
Irving,  giving  a  close  analysis  of  all  the  more  difficult  sentences ; 
Trench's  Study  of  Words  j  and  one  play  of  Shakspeare.  In  the 
last  book  the  class  gave  the  derivation  and  history  of  all  the  more 
interesting  words  in  the  text,  the  life  of  the  author,  the  sources 
from  which  he  drew  his  materials,  and  other  kindred  topics.  It 
is  proposed  to  continue  a  thorough  study  of  the  English  classics 
so  long  as  the  class  shall  remain  in  the  school.  The  Middle  Class 
have  had  a  similar  oral  drill,  and  have  read,  in  the  same  manner, 
Bacon's  Essays.  The  Junior  Class  have  been  drilled,  orally,  in 
Grammar  and  Analysis,  using  Tower's  Grammar  of  Composition 
as  an  exercise  book. 

THE   FRENCH  DEPARTMENT. 

The  undersigned  were  invited,  by  the  school  committee,  to 
attend  the  annual  examination  of  the  French  department  of  the 
High  School,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1858.  In  regard  to  the 
Erench  instruction,  generally,  in  the  school,  little  occurs  to  us  to 
be  said,  additional  to  what  is  contained  in  the  report  made  for 
the  year  1857.  The  exercises,  at  the  recent  examination,  consisted 
of  the  grammatical  recitations  of  the  Junior  Class ;  translations, 
from  French  into  English,  of  Telemaque  and  Racine,  by  the  Mid- 
dle Class,  and  of  Moliere  and  Lamartine,  by  the  Senior  Class ; 
and,  lastly,  of  translations  from  English  into  French,  written  on 
the  black-board,  by  both  the  latter  classes. 

The  renderings,  from  French  to  English  and  from  English  to 
French,  were  promptly  and  accurately  made,  evincing  a  very 
creditable  knowledge  of  the  grammatical  structure,  both  general 
and  idiomatic,  of  the  French  language.  The  recitations  of  the 
pupils,  for  the  most  part,  seemed  to  us  to  compare  favorably  with 
those  heard,  on  similar  occasions,  in  former  years.  During  the 
year  just  closed,  as  in  1857,  the  classes  have  labored  under  the 
disadvantages  of  a  change  of  teachers.  Miss  Waterman,  who  has 
been  in  charge  of  the  classes  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  weeks, 
only,  is  a  young  lady  of  superior  talents  and  an  accomplished 
scholar.  She  is  thoroughly  qualified  to  teach  French,  and,  from 
the  opportunity  we  have  had  of  judging,  we  do  not  hesitate  to 
express  the  opinion  that  she  will,  at  least,  sustain  the  high  repu- 
tation which  the  French  department  of  the  school  has,  lor  several 
years,  enjoyed.    We  consider  it  a  fortunate  circumstance  for  the 
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pupils  that  her  services  have  been  secured  for  the  current  year. 

Were  we  to  venture  to  propose  any  changes  in  the  manner  of 
instructing  the  -classes,  we  would  suggest  that  the  Senior  Class 
should  pay  more  attention  to  French  composition,  in  which  they 
were  somewhat  deficient.  A  little  more  perseverance  in  the 
practice  would  enable  them  to  write  the  language  with  commend- 
able ease,  and  with  a  good  degree  of  accuracy.  We  would  also 
suggest  that  the  language  of  communication  between  teacher  and 
pupils,  in  the  recitation  room,  might  be,  for  the  Senior  Class,  with 
a  little  effort  on  their  part,  exclusively  French  j  for  the  Middle 
Class,  French  or  English,  according  to  the  proficiency  of  each 
pupil  j  and  that,  for  the  Junior  Class,  this  communication  should 
be  exclusively  in  the  English  language.  We  would,  however,  by 
no  means  insist  upon  a  rigid  enforcement  of  such  a  regulation, 
but  should  prefer,  rather,  to  leave  it  entirely  as  an  experiment, 
discretionary  in  the  hands  of  the  teacher. 

George  Jaques, 
Henry  Clarke, 
Arthur  De  Veneze. 
This  department  is  divided  into  three  Classes,  corresponding, 
in  a  measure,  to  the  same  Classes  in  the  other  departments.  The 
Senior  Class  has  read  Charles  Y,  Lamartine  (one  volume),  and 
three  plays  of  Moliere ;  studied  Howard's  Aids  to  French  Compo- 
sition, and  Noel  and  ChapsaPs  French  Grammar.    The  Middle 
Class  read  the  Siege  of  Kochelle,  Eacine  and  Telemaque,  and 
studied  Fasquelle,  which  was  also  the  text  book  of  the  Junior 
Class.    The  whole  number  of  scholars  in  the  French  department 
during  the  year  was  seventy-five. 

THE   CLASSICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  were  the  committee  for  the  examination  of  the 
Classical  department  of  the  High  School :  Hon.  Eli  Thayer,  Eev. 
Mr.  James,  Eev.  Mr.  Jones,  Eev.  Mr.  Power,  Geo.  H.  Gunnison, 
Esq.,  and  the  undersigned,  —  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of 
Mr.  Thayer,  were  able  to  be  present  during  some  portion  of  the 
examination. 

The  duties  of  the  committee  are  so  far  to  acquaint  themselves 
with  the  condition  of  the  classes,  by  attendance,  personal  exami- 
nation and  enquiries  of  the  teacher,  that  they  shall  be  able  to 
pass  an  unbiased  judgment  on  the  proficiency  and  standing  of  the 
school,  and  report  the  same  to  the  public.  This  year  they  have 
been  very  much  assisted  in  forming  their  opinions  by  the  excellent 
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method  pursued  by  the  teacher,  who,  instead  of  making  a  formal 
preparation  for  the  final  day,  and  showing  the  pupils  in  a  holiday 
dress,  have  exhibited  them  only  in  their  ordinary  attire.  In 
consequence  of  the  habit  of  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
elements,  and  of  frequent  reviews,  they  were  as  well  prepared  on 
any  day  of  the  year  as  on  the  last,  and  would  have  appeared  as 
well.  The  committee  selected  the  passages  to  be  recited,  and 
these  were  indiscriminately  chosen  from  the  wide  range  of  studies 
pursued  by  the  classes  during  the  year.  It  is  but  just  to  say  this, 
for  the  examination  becomes  a  reality,  and  the  reports  of  the 
committee  are  of  any  value,  only  as  they  indicate  the  every  day 
workings  and  the  absolute  character  of  the  school.  I  now  copy 
the  statements  of  the  individual  members  of  the  committee,  and 
through  these  means,  reach  the  judgment  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  James  says :  "  I  heard  a  recitation  in  Sallust,  in  which 
considerable  variety  of  attainment  and  scholarship  was  noticeable  . 
but  the  larger  part  of  the  class  appeared  to  have  a  good  under- 
standing of  the  author.  The  passages  given  to  them  were  ren- 
dered fluently  and  correctly.  The  class  had  been  well  drilled  in 
grammatical  construction  and  the  inflexions  of  words.  The  class 
in  Greek  was  examined  on  the  poetical  extracts  in  the  Greek 
Eeader,  and  did  themselves  great  credit  in  their  manner  of  read- 
ing, rendering  and  analyzing  them.  Answers  were  ready  on  all 
points  suggested  by  the  examining  committee  5  and  especially  in 
metres  and  quantity,  and  the  rythmical  construction  of  Homer, 
Pindar,  Anacreon,  the  Tragedies,  etc.,  did  the  class  appear  at 
home.  Abundant  evidence  was  furnished  in  this  recitation  of 
diligence,  patience,  and  accuracy  on  the  part  of  the  young  gen- 
tlemen, and  of  faithful,  scholarly  instruction  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher." 

Mr.  Jones  says  :  "I  heard  only  one  class  in  Greek,  and  one  in 
Latin.  In  the  Greek  Eeader  the  translations  were  made  into 
good  English — a  rare  attainment  in  students  so  young — and  the 
meaning  of  the  original  was  fully  apprehended  and  clearly  brought 
out.  Their  familiarity  with  grammatical  forms  evinced  the  faith- 
fulness of  their  discipline  in  the  elements  of  the  language;  and 
their  acquaintance  with  ancient  geography,  mythology  and  his- 
tory, showed  that  their  attention  had  not  been  exclusively  to  the 
Grammar  and  Lexicon.  The  students  in  the  Latin  class  were  all 
young.  Thoir  examination  was,  however,  much  to  their  credit, 
and  many  of  them  gave  fine  promise  of  future  success." 
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Mr.  Power  writes  :  "  The  translation  of  Xenophon,  and  especi- 
ally the  analysis  and  parsing,  were  highly  creditable,  both  to  the 
teacher  and  pupils.  The  Latin  Scholars,  also,  in  Cicero,  as  far  as 
I  could  judge,  from  the  time  I  was  in  attendance,  showed  them- 
selves at  home  in  their  knowledge  of  prosody." 

Mr.  Gunnison  adds:  "I  heard  most  of  the  Senior  class  in 
Greek  read  portions  of  the  Greek  Header.  Their  pronunciation 
of  the  language  was  good,  without  being  unusually  so.  Their 
rendering  into  English  was  ready,  and,  as  a  general  thing,  ade- 
quate. They  all  seemed  to  be  quite  familiar  with  the  forms,  and 
especially  at  home  in  the  laws  of  accentuation.  Those  who  re- 
cited portions  of  Grecian  history  did  themselves  and  teachers 
great  credit.  In  Harkness'  First  Latin  Book  the  second  division 
of  the  Junior  Class  were  examined;  there  was  scarcely  a  trip 
in  what  I  heard,  although  the  pupils  differed  in  excellence.  It 
occurred  to  me  that  the  rules  of  syllabization,  on  which  they 
were  questioned,  were  mainly  derived  from  other  sources  than 
from  the  book  studied.  If  so,  great  care  has  been  taken  with  the 
class  and  great  faithfulness  shown  in  the  oral  instruction." 

Thus  we  have  the  independent  testimony  of  four  gentlemen,  to 
the  excellence  of  the  instructors,  with  small  abatement,  in  the 
Classical  Department.  We  are  not  merely  furnished  with  vague 
expressions  of  approval — the  hackneyed  language  of  compliment 
— but  we  are  directed  to  the  exact  points  of  excellence.  We  are 
assured  that  the  teaching  is  thorough,  going  to  the  foundation ; 
that  it  is  broad,  taking  in  a  large  range  of  topics ;  and  refined, 
extending  to  the  imagination  and  taste  as  well  as  the  judgment 
and  memory.  And  we  think,  that  in  this  department,  at  least, 
the  school  is  such  that  it  should  receive  the  confidence,  the  hearty 
sympathy  and  co-operation  of  all  who  wish  well  to  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  our  city. 

We  learn,  with  satisfaction,  that  the  number  of  classical  schol- 
ars in  the  High  School  is  increasing.  We  dissent  from  the  opinion 
of  those  who  think  that  because  a  language  is  not  to  be  used  as  a 
living  tongue,  or  because  a  pupil  is  not  to  engage  in  one  of  the 
learned  professions,  Latin  and  Greek  are  not  to  be  studied.  They 
are  to  be  studied,  not  for  their  practical  utility,  not  because  a  few 
Latin  and  Greek  words  remain  untranslated  in  our  language ;  but 
because  the  drilling  in  learning  them  is  the  best  possible  exercise 
for  the  growth  of  the  faculties.  It  is  the  mental  gymnastics  that 
develope,  at  the  same  time,  the  intellect,  the  imagination  and  the 
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memory.  In  the  study  of  these  languages  we  are  made  acquainted 
with  the  noblest  forms  of  speech,  the  grandest  results  of  human 
art  and  contrivance.  Thus,  then,  we  learn  the  wealth  of  our  own, 
and  how  to  employ  its  treasures  in  familiar  use  j  the  taste  is  re- 
fined, the  fancy  enriched,  and  the  best  culture  of  modern  times 
reached  and  perfected.  We  are  glad,  therefore,  to  perceive  this 
increasing  attention  to  classical  studies.  In  the  hurry  and  press 
of  business  we  must  not  forget  the  nobler  training.  Let  us  have 
our  scholars  and  men  of  refined  tastes,  as  well  as  men  of  enter- 
prise and  robust  energy.  When  we  shall  combine  the  two  in  the 
same  individuals,  as  in  our  Bowditchs  and  Appletons  and  Quin- 
cys,  then  will  our  educational  institutions  do  their  best  work,  and 
bear  their  richest  fruits  among  us.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

OVERSEERS  OE  THE  POOR. 


The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  municipal  year 
1858,  respectfuliy  submit  to  the  City  Council  their  Report : 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  Board  organized  by 
making  choice  of  Samuel  Banister,  as  Clerk  of  the  Board,  and 
imposing  on  him,  with  the  aid  of  a  Committee  of  the  Board,  the 
difficult,  and  often  delicate,  duty  of  receiving  all  applications  for 
aid  and  assistance,  and  determining  the  merits  of  each  case ;  the 
Clerk  making  monthly  reports  to  the  Board  of  all  his  acts  and 
doings. 

At  no  time,  in  the  history  of  our  City,  were  there  so  many 
persons  out  of  employment  as  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
1858.  Many  families,  who  were  the  owners  of  real  estate,  could 
find  no  employment,  and  were  entirely  destitute  of  food  to  supply 
their  daily  wants,  and  of  fuel  to  protect  them  from  the  extreme 
cold  of  the  winter.  There  were  many  cases  where  pinching 
want  pressed  very  hard  upon  the  industrious,  the  frugal,  the  tem- 
perate and  the  moral  portion  of  our  citizens.  The  dictates  of 
religion  and  humanity,  alike,  required  that  want  and  suffering 
should  be  relieved.  The  whole  time  of  the  Clerk,  and  much  of 
the  time  of  the  Committee,  was  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  suf- 
fering j  and  a  large  sum,  in  the  aggregate,  was  paid  for  wood  and 
provisions  to  relieve  the  suffering,  as  will  appear  from  the  statis- 
tics furnished  in  this  report,  —  the  Board,  adopting  the  principle 
that  no  person  must  be  permitted  to  starve  or  freeze,  within  the 
limits  of  the  City,  whether  they  had  their  settlement  here  or  in 
another  place,  or  had  no  settlement  anywhere.    The  City  Gov- 
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eminent  furnished  labor,  at  a  low  price,  for  many  who  were  able 
to  work,  and  thus  furnished  means  of  support  to  many.  The 
wealthy  and  benevolent  citizens  have  remembered  the  poor  in 
their  charities,  and  the  Board  feel  confident  in  saying  that  the 
poor  have  been  well  cared  for  during  the  past  year. 

The  average  number  of  paupers  at  the  Almshouse  during  the 
past  year  has  been  twenty-five.  This  establishment  has  been 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Drury,  who  have  discharged 
their  arduous  and  trying  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 
The  Farm,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Drury,  who  acted  under 
the  advice  of  a  Committee  of  the  Board,  has  been  better  managed 
than  for  many  years.  It  will  be  perceived,  by  this  report,  that 
the  stock,  tools,  hay,  grain,  etc.,  on  the  Farm  at  the  first  of 
January,  1859,  exceeded  the  value  of  the  same  at  the  first  of 
January,  1858,  by  the  sum  of  $1,697  00. 

The  whole  number  of  paupers  belonging,  properly,  to  the  City 
of  Worcester,  is  about  forty.  Twenty -five  are  at  the  Almshouse, 
eleven  are  supported  out  of  the  Almshouse,  and  the  residue  at 
the  Hospital.  This  fact  speaks  well  for  the  thrift  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  a  City  which  contains  a  population  of  about  25,000, — 
that  only  one  person  to  625  is  a  pauper. 

The  following  statistics  will  show  the  number  of  persons  as- 
sisted, and  where  they  belonged  : 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  have  received  assistance 
from  the  City  during  the  year,  is  1,076.%  Of  this  number,  208  are 
residents  of  this  city;  129  from  other  towns  in  the  State;  34  from 
other  States  in  the  Union;  38  from  Canada;  28  from  Germany; 
15  from  England;  2  from  Spain;  5  from  Scotland;  and  617  from 
Ireland. 

There  were  at  the  Almshouse,  January  1,  1858,  24  persons 
supported  as  paupers,  and  60  persons  have  been  admitted  during 
the  year;  5  females  have  been  sentenced  from  Court  to  close 
confinement  in  the  Almshouse.  There  have  been  4  deaths,  and  3 
births.    The  average  number  has  been  25. 

There  have  been  17  persons  assisted  on  weekly  allowances,  out 
of  the  Almshouse,  at  prices  varying  from  $0  75  to  $2  00  per 
week ;  and  11  of  this  number  are  now  remaining. 

During  the  year,  336  destitute  persons,  seeking  employment, 
have  received  meals  and  lodging  at  the  Almshouse.  Six  persons 
have  been  supported  at  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  at  an  average  price 
of  $3  00  per  week.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen:  —  I  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  submit  the 
following  Eeport :  showing  the  doings  of  the  Board  of  Engineers 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1858 ;  the  amount  of  money 
expended  by  them,  and  also  the  amount  paid  out  under  the  City 
Ordinances,  making  in  all,  the  entire  cost  of  the  Fire  department ; 
the  number  of  alarms,  and  the  cause  and  extent  of  all  fires  that 
have  taken  place  during  the  year,  as  well  as  could  be  ascertained ; 
the  amount  of  insurance  on  property  destroyed ;  and  the  present 
condition  of  the  department. 

On  the  first  of  May,  last,  by  dispensing  with  the  services  of 
Engine  Company  jNo.  4,  and  the  Fire  Police,  and  reducing  the 
number  of  men  in  the  Hook  &  Ladder  Companies,  from  30  to 
25  men  each,  the  number  of  men  in  the  department  was  reduced 
from  382  to  307,  thereby  curtailing  the  expenses  for  the  present 
year  about  $1,700  00.  By  keeping  Engine  No.  4  in  constant 
readiness  for  use,  the  Board  believed  that  this  retrenchment  might 
6afely  be  made,  and  still  ample  protection  be  afforded  our  citizens 
against  the  ravages  of  fire.  Thus  far,  the  correctness  of  that 
decision  is  sustained.  Although  the  number  of  fires  has  been 
greater  than  usual,  and  many  of  them  of  a  difficult  nature  and 
threatening  aspect,  the  department  has  proved  itself  equal  to 
every  emergency,  having,  in  every  case,  successfully  extinguished 
the  fire  and  averted  the  danger. 
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The  department,  as  at  present  organized,  consists  of  307  men, 
as  follows :

The  Companies  have  heen  unusually  full,  and  have,  at  all  times, 
been  in  a  highly  satisfactory  condition.    And  that  they  have  at 
all  times  discharged  their  duties  with  promptness  and  efficiency, 
is  plainly  seen  in  the  success  which  has  attended  their  efforts.

On  the  31st  day  of  December,  all  the  Engines  and  other 
apparatus  were  in  good  order  and  condition.  On  the  next  day, 
Jan.  1st,  as  you  are  aware,  an  explosion  of  gas  at  the  Engine 
House  on  Pleasant  street,  completely  destroyed  that  building, 
with  all  its  contents.  It  contained,  among  other  things,  Engine 
No.  4,  with  Hose  Carriage  attached,  and  Eagle  Hose  Carriage  No. 
3.  The  apparatus  destroyed  is  considered  almost  indispensable  to 
the  department,  and  we  anxiously  await  an  appropriation  for 
replacing  it.  Although  the  Engine  was  not  manned,  it  was  kept 
in  order  for  immediate  use,  and  was  confidently  relied  upon  in 
case  of  emergency.  It  was  also  used  as  a  relief,  while  others 
were  undergoing  repairs. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  a 
reservoir  near  the  City  Square,  of  a  capacity  sufficient  for  the 
protection  of  property  in  that  vicinity ;  our  only  resource,  now, 
being  the  aqueduct,  and  that,  in  its  present  condition,  would  be 
totally  inadequate,  in  case  of  a  fire  of  much  extent. 

There  are,  also,  numerous  places  along  the  various  streams  that 
run  through  the  Centre  district,  where  there  is  sufficient  water  for 
Engines  in  case  of  fire — 'though  from  shallowness,  and  other 
causes,  at  present  unavailable  —  but  which  might,  at  a  small 
expense,  be  made  a  valuable  addition  to  Our  means  of  defence.  I 
would  recommend  that  measures  be  taken  to  put  such  places  in  a 
suitable  condition  for  the  use  of  the  department. 

I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  the  chances  for  getting  water 
from  streams  and  wells  have  decreased- one-half  since  the  intro- 
duction of  the  aqueduct,  and  a  timely  attention  to  it  may  be  the 
means  of  saving  much  property  which  might  otherwise  be  lost. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  improve  this  opportunity  to  say,  that, 
though  truly  grateful  for  the  confidence  heretofore  reposed  in  me, 
I  most  respectfully  decline  being  considered  a  candidate  for  re- 
election.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

AQUEDUCT  COMMISSIONER, 


Worcester,  January  8,  1859. 

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 

of  the  City  of  Worcester* 

Herewith  I  present  to  your  Honorable  Board,  my  .Report  of 
the  expenses  and  earnings  of  the  Aqueduct  department,  from  the 
1st  day  of  July  to  the  31st  day  of  December,  1858. 

The  expenditures  for  the  past  six  months  have  been  much 
larger  than  for  some  of  the  past  years.  The  Aqueduct  has  been 
extended  about  600  feet,  on  the  Bloomingdale  Eoad.  The  pipe  on 
Green  street  has  been  lowered,  at  an  expense  of  about  $50  00, 
in  consequence  of  a  sewer  which  was  put  in  said  street  in  1857, 
leaving  the  pipes  exposed,  so  that  they  were  frozen  during  the 
past  winter  (1857).'  At  the  first  of  November  the  amount  of 
water  in  Bell  Pond  was  so  small  that  I  informed  most  of  the 
water  takers  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  furnish  them  with 
water  after  that  time ;  and  if  water  had  not  been  obtained  from 
another  source,  but  few  of  the  water  takers  could  have  been 
supplied.  By  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  I  was  authorized  to 
contract  with  Wm.  T.  Merrifield,  to  run  a  pump  for  the  term  of 
six  months,  and  to  do  all  the  work  necessary  for  furnishing  water 
for  the  pumps,  and  connecting  the  pipes  from  the  service,  or  draft 
pipes,  with  the  main  pipes.  In  pursuance  of  the  above  order,  I 
contracted  with  Wm.  T.  Merrifield  to  furnish  power  to  run  a 
three  plunger  force  pump,  (the  pump  then  owned  by  the  city,)  at 
the  speed  of  fifty-five  revolutions  per  minute,  and  ten  hours  per 
18 
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day,  for  the  term  of  six  months  (working  days),  for  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  twenty -five  dollars,  from  the  7th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1858.  I  also  contracted  with  John  Gates,  for  the  water  in  a 
spring  in  his  lumber  yard,  for  the  term  of  twelve  months,  for  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  from  the  7th  day  of  December,  1858.  Since 
the  7th  day  of  December  last,  the  water  furnished  has  been  partly 
from  the  spring  above  mentioned,  and  the  other  portion  from  Bell 
Pond.  The  amount  of  water  furnished  from  the  first  of  July  to 
the  first  of  November,  as  near  as  I  could  estimate  it,  was  about 
eighty  thousand  gallons  per  day.  Since  the  first  of  November 
there  has  not  been  as  much  taken  from  the  Pond.  Some  of  the 
water  takers  were  then  shut  off.  There  are  some  places  where 
water  is  taken  that  are  not  so  much  entitled  to  it  as  some  that 
have  made  application  and  cannot  obtain  it.  I  think  it  should  be 
supplied  to  all  private  dwellings  that  may  want  it  for  culinary 
purposes,  instead  of  supplying  many  of  the  larger  public  places, 
which  now  consume  the  most  of  the  water  furnished  from  Bell 
Pond. 

By  an  Ordinance  of  the  City  Council,  new  rates  and  rules  were 
established  for  the  prices  at  which  water  should  be  furnished, 
after  the  first  day  of  November,  1858,  which  made  all  bills  paya- 
ble within  sixty  days.  But  I  made  out  no  bills  at  that  time,  as 
the  City  had  no  water  to  sell  j  and  none  were  made  until  I  was 
sure  of  having  enough  in  reserve  for  the  purpose  for  which  the 
Aqueduct  was  constructed.  I  have  now  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer  a  list  of  the  water  takers,  with  the  amount  each  is 
assessed,  for  the  term  of  six  months  from  the  first  of  November, 
as  required  by  the  ninety-eighth  Ordinance. 

The  number  of  water  takers  at  this  time  is  one  hundred. 
The  amount  of  their  bills,  as  delivered  to  the  City

REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  MARSHAL. 


City  Marshal's  Office,  Jan.  1,  1859. 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  :  —  On  the  tenth  day  of  November  last,  the  Chief 
of  the  Police  Department  received  an  accidental  wound  which 
prostrated  him  upon  a  bed  of  suffering,  and  on  the  thirteenth 
day  of  the  same  month  he  died.  By  his  death  the  Police  Depart- 
ment was  left  without  a  head,  whereupon  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
designated  the  undersigned  to  act  in  the  capacity  of  the  City 
Marshal.  Acting  in  that  capacity,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  submit 
the  Fourth  Quarterly  Keport  of  the  Police  Department,  giving 
you  a  synopsis  of  the  condition  and  doings  of  the  department  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1858. 

The  Police  Department  of  this  city  is  composed  of  nineteen 
officers,  of  which  number  nine  are  employed  as  "  night  police/' 
being  required  to  patrol  the  streets  of  the  city,  protecting  to  the 
best  of  their  ability  the  persons  and  property  of  the  citizens. 
Three  only  of  the  constabulary  force,  making  up  the  balance  of 
the  department,  have  given  their  regular  attendance  at  the 
Police  Office,  so  that  in  fact  twelve  men  only  have  comprised  the 
active  force  of  the  department.  Upon  public  days,  as  for  instance, 
the  Firemen's  Muster,  the  active  Police  has  been  augmented  by 
the  appointment  of  an  extra  force,  and  during  some  portion  of 
the  summer  months  an  extra  day  force  has  been  on  duty  during 
the  Sabbaths,  to  preserve  the  order  and  quiet  of  the  city. 


As  a  general  thing,  although  the  force  employed  in  active  duty 
has  not  been  so  large  as  in  some  former  years,  the  administration 
of  this  department  of  the  government  for  the  past  year  has  been 
successful.  No  outbreaks  have  occurred,  none  of  our  citizens 
have  experienced  any  heavy  loss  from  the  operations  of  burglars 
or  thieves  of  any  description,  excepting  the  few  "  breaks"  during 
the  Firemen's  Muster.  Life  and  property  have  been  safe  within 
our  borders,  our  citizens  have  pursued  peaceably  their  ordinary 
lawful  occupations  during  all  the  year,  while  their  families  have 
remained  quietly  in  their  domicils,  with  none  to  molest  or  make 
afraid.  Nevertheless,  law  has  to  a  certain  extent  been  violated, 
and  men  have  in  too  many  instances  surrendered  their  manhood 
to  the  control  of  their,  baser  passions. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  notice  that  there  is  an  increasing  tendency 
to  crime  among  minors.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  that  two-thirds  of 
the  petty  larcenies  committed  in  this  city,  are  by  minors.  The 
youthful  appearance  of  the  inmates  of  our  houses  of  correction 
and  jails,  as  well  as  the  prisoners'  docks  in  our  courts  of  justice, 
are  sad  illustrations  of  this  fact.  The  late  City  Marshal  has  on 
several  occasions  directed  your  attention  to  the  alarming  increase 
of  crime  among  the  young  of  this  city,  and  has  also  pointed  out 
what  he  conceived  might  be  a  remedy,  viz :  the  establishment  of 
some  place  where  juvenile  offenders  may  be  educated  and  reformed, 
and  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  forbidding  these  juveniles  from 
gathering  house  offal  from  the  dwellings  of  our  citizens.  The 
latter  suggestion  has  afready  been  acted  upon,  and  it  is  confidently 
believed  that  your  action  and  a  judicious  execution  of  the  ordi- 
nance, will  close  up  in  a  great  measure  the  source  of  much  crime 
among  the  young.  To  the  first  suggestion  I  respectfully  ask  your 
candid  consideration,  it  being  one  of  great  importance  to  the 
welfare  of  the  young,  upon  the  decision  of  which  will  rest  to  a 
great  extent  the  future  moral  welfare  of  the  city. 

The  whole  number  of  arrests  during  the  year  was  930.  Of  the 
above  number  committed  to  the  Watch  House,  two  hundred  and 
forty-two  were  discharged  without  complaint  being  entered  against 
them  in  the  Police  Court ;  the  remainder  were  disposed  of  as  the 
cause  of  justice  seemed  to  require.  Three  hundred  and  thirty  of 
the  above  number  arrested  were  not  residents  of  this  city. 

A  large  amount  of  labor  is  performed  every  year  by  those 
stationed  at  the  Watch  House,  in  providing  food  and  lodgings  for 
those  whose  necessitous  condition  compels  them  to  ask  assistance 
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of  the  city.  The  number  of  travelling  poor  has  not  been  as  large 
the  past  year  as  during  the  preceding  year,  which  affords  gratify- 
ing proof  that  those  who  seek  employment  are  enabled  to  find  it 
more  readily  than  during  the  latter  year  when  all  branches  of 
mechanical  and  manufacturing  business  suffered  a  general  stag- 
nation. Two  thousand  and  thirty-one  persons  have  been  supplied, 
with  food  and  lodgings  at  the  Watch  House  during  the  year ;  the 
cost  of  providing  food  for  these  persons  has  been  one  hundred 
and  ninety-two  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents,  and  as  formerly, 
although  more  properly  belonging  to  the  pauper  department,  this 
expense  has  been  charged  to  the  Police  department.  Including 
prisoners,  we  have  provided  lodgings  for  twenty-nine  hundred 
and  sixty-one  persons  during  the  year,  and  this  has  been  done 
with  only  twelve  bunks  or  beds.  It  is  sometimes  a  matter  of 
close  calculation  with  the  officers  to  be  able  to  accomplish  the  feat 
of  accommodating  twenty  persons  upon  twelve  single  beds.  We 
often  lodge  as  many  as  twenty  in  one  night.  The  accommodations 
for  the  department  are  not  what  they  should  be,  and  1  trust  some 
provision  may  be  made  to  meet  the  daily  and  nightly  wants  of 
those  who  do  business  at  the  Police  Office. 

The  City  Marshal  and  his  Assistants  have  made  during  the 
year  eight  hundred  and  thirty -four  complaints  in  the  Police  Court. 
Of  the  above  number  of  complaints,  two  hundred  and  eighteen 
were  against  persons  who  were  non-residents.

Deducting  the  above  total  of  earnings  from  the  total  of  expenses 
leaves  the  expenses  of  the  department  for  the  past  year  five 
thousand  twenty-three  dollars  and  forty-three  cents,  [5,023  43.] 
Deducting  one  hundred  ninety-two  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents, 
expense  of  providing  food  for  lodgers,  which  has  as  usual  been 
charged  to  the  Police  department,  we  find  that  the  actual  expense 
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of  the  department  for  the  past  year  has  been  four  thousand  eight 
hundred  thirty  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents,  [4,830  61.]  Which  is 
an  excess  over  the  appropriation  for  the  Police  department  of 
four  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents,  the  appro- 
priation for  this  department  being  four  thousand  four  hundred 
dollars.  The  late  City  Marshal,  Mr.  Warren,  paid  into  the  hands 
of  Geo.  W.  Wheeler,  Esq.,  City  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
five  hundred  eighteen  dollars  and  forty-two  cents,  and  the  under- 
signed has  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  sixty-five  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents,  amounting  in 
all  to  one  thousand  nine  hundred  eighty -four  dollars  and  fourteen 
cents,  [$1,984  14,]  being  the  balance  of  earnings  for  the  year 
1857  and  the  earnings  of  the  department  for  this  last  year  up  to 
October  18th.  The  balance  of  the  earnings  from  October  18th 
will  be  due  after  the  January  term  of  the  C.  C.  Pleas  for  the  trial 
of  criminal  causes. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that  during  the  past  year  no 
offences  of  an  heinous  nature,  and  no  capital  crimes  have  been 
committed  within  the  city.  The  834  complaints  that  have  been 
made  were  as  follows  :  For  murder  1,  arson  1,  burglary  6,  drunk- 
enness 324,  common  drunkards  37,  assault  and  battery  107, 
disturbing  peace  64,  larceny  90,  selling  liquor  68,  vagrancy  34, 
and  for  various  crimes  102.  The  Police  Court  having  jurisdiction 
of  offences  throughout  the  county,  frequently  receives  complaints 
for  crimes  and  offences  not  committed  in  this  city.  The  murder 
of  which  complaint  was  made  as  appears  by  the  table,  was  com- 
mitted in  a  neighboring  town,  and  the  offender  is  now  in 
confinement  in  the  State  Prison.  The  complaint  for  arson  was 
not  sustained  by  the  evidence,  and  the  burglaries  committed  and 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Court  were  entirely  from  stores 
or  shops,  resulting  in  no  considerable  loss  of  property.

TO  PERSONS  HAVING  CLAIMS  AGAINST  THE  CITY. 

Bills  presented  for  the  action  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  must  specify 
what  the  article  or  articles  sold  were  for — when  for  labor,  where  it  was  per- 
formed, number  of  days  and  price  per  day,  unless  otherwise  agreed  upon. 
When  there  are  charges  belonging  to  different  departments,  separate  bills  must 
be  made,  including  only  charges  belonging  to  each  department. 

J^^*ALL  BILLS  MUST  SPECIFY  THE  DATE  OF  THE  SEVERAL  CHARGES. 

Claimants  should  carefully  note  the  name  of  the  person  who  orders  the 
article  or  service,  and  should  enquire  to  what  department  the  charge  shall  be 
made,  and  should  also  know  that  the  person  is  duly  authorized  to  make  con- 
tracts. Unless  this  is  done,  the  claimant  will  be  put  to  the  trouble  of  mak- 
ing out  his  account  the  second  time,  and  run  the  risk  of  losing  it. 

When  bills  are  certified  to,  as  per  Ordinance  70  (below) ,  they  can  be  left 
at  the  Treasurer's  or  Auditor's  Office,  on  or  before  the  first  Saturday  of  each 
month,  except  bills  at  the  close  of  the  year ;  these  must  be  left  on  or  before 
December  25th,  before  2  o'clock  P.  M. 

Those  who  attend  to  the  above,  will  find  their  bills  audited  and  ready  at 
the  Treasurer's  Office,  who  will  pay  them  promptly  at  the  times  designated 
below. 

TIMES  OF  PAYMENT. 
Salaries  of  the  City  Officers,  and  Teachers  in  the  permanent  Schools,  on 
the  first  day  of  each  quarter. 
Salaries  of  Watchmen,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month. 
Salaries  of  Firemen,  on  the  15th  day  of  May. 
All  other  bills  on  the  10th  of  each  month. 

When  the  above  days  come  on  Sundays,  payment  will  be  made  the  next 
day. 

And  persons  having  claims  are  requested  to  call  promptly  for  their 
money  on  the  day  designated.

INAUGURAL  ADDRES 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 

AND  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL: 

The  beginning  of  the  new  year  imposes  upon 
the  temporary  administration  of  the  municipal  affairs 
of  our  city.  The  duty  is  a  grave  and  responsible  one, 
and  we  should  enter  upon  it  with  a  spirit  of  faithful 
and  earnest  devotion  to  the  interests  of  our  fellow- 
citizens,  whose  favor  and  confidence  have  devolved  it 
upon  us. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  us,  the  municipal  officers- of 

this  New  England  city,  to  devise  new  forms  under 

which  to  organize  and  administer,  or  to  practice 

periments,  the  result  of  untried,  and  often  impra 

cable  theories.    It  is  our  good  fortune  to  be  call

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conservators,  not  as  innovators ;  and 
ist  to  study  the  policy  of  those  who 
preceded^  us,  that,  during  our  official  term,  our 
'advanced  in  that  path  of  material  and 
)S(perity,  upon  which  she  has  been  placed,  by 
have  hitherto  directed  her  affairs, 
ig  your  attention,  therefore,  to  the  various 
fents  of  affairs,  which  are  about  to  pass  under 
our  control  and  management,  I  shall  offer  few,  if  any, 
new  s/uggestions,  premising  that,  while  the  still  de- 
pressed condition  of  business  justifies  and  demands 
rict  economy  in  all  our  appropriations,  that  is 
lietimes  most  truly  found  in  generous  expenditure. 
Relieving  that  it  is  our  duty  to  maintain  m  good 
►air  the  property  and  highways  of  the  city,  to  guard 
iciently  against  the  devouring  element,  to  provide 
•th  largely  and  wisely  for  our  public  schools,  and  to 
►estow  liberally  the  charities  of  the  city,  I  shall  re- 
fcommend  no  new  enterprise,  tending  to  increase  the 
demand  upon  the  City  Treasury,  excepting  such  as 
the  occasion  and  circumstances  indicate  to  be,  not 
only  eminently  useful  and  proper,  but  also  inevitable. 

The  funded  debt  of  the  city  now  amounts  to 
#99,429  10  ;  #20,000  of  this  matures  the  first  of 
April  next,  but  in  the  present  state  of  the  money 
.market,  no  difficulty  is  apprehended  in  refunding  it 
advantageously,  certainly,  as  at  present. 
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Oar  predecessors  found  in  the  Treasury  about  $12,000 
They  received  from  uncollected  taxes  of 

1858,  about  2,000 

$14,000 

They  leave  in  the  Treasury,  about  -  $7,500 
And  for  taxes  uncollected  and  collectible  for 

1859,  about       ■  1,800 

$9,300 

But  if  they  do  not  leave  in  the  Treasury  as  much 
money  as  they  found,  they  are,  nevertheless,  able  to 
show  substantial  results  from  its  expenditure. 

Among  other  things,  they  have  expended  specially : 


For  a  school  house  at  Tatnuck,  about     -  $4,200 

For  a  school  house  at  Northville,  about    -  2,550 

For  a  new  engine  house,  about        -       -  3,800 

For  a  lot  of  land  added  to  the  city  farm,  -  1,000 

For  a  lot  of  land  adjoining  city  barn,  -  2,000 
For  a  lot  of  land  on  Elm  street,  for  a  city 

library  building,     -  5,000 


While  they  have  been  generous  in  their  various 
appropriations,  they  have  not  been  lavish,  and  after 
a  somewhat  careful  examination  of  the  items  of  ex- 
penditure in  the  various  departments,  as  well  as  of 
those  of  a  contingent  character,  I  do  not  see  where 
we  can  effect  any  considerable  retrenchment. 

We  have,  already  pointed  out  for  us,  objects  of 
expense  of  an  extraordinary  character,  more  than 


equal  to  those  which  I  have  just  enumerated  as 
incurred  by  the  last  city  government. 

While,  therefore,  I  should  be  most  happy  to  repeat 
the  recommendation  of  almost  all  my  predecessors, 
that  we  attempt  a  reduction  of  our  city  debt,  circum- 
stances beyond  our  control  render  it  so  clearly  impos- 
sible, that  I  can  only  caution  you  against  increasing 
it  more  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Against  any  undertaking  tending  permanently  to 
increase  it,  I  must  enter  my  remonstrance.  I  see  no 
reason  why  the  well-tested  principle,  that  it  is  good 
policy  for  the  individual  to  pay  as  he  spends,  is  not 
equally  applicable  to  municipal  corporations.  I  do 
not  believe  in  incurring  debts  for  our  children  to 
pay.  It  is  urged,  that  the  improvements  we  effect 
and  the  institutions  we  establish,  will  be  for  their 
benefit  as  well  as  ours,  and  that  therefore  they  should 
bear  their  proportion  of  the  expense.  Depend  upon 
it,  however,  that  the  spirit  of  progress,  which  has 
thus  far  prevailed  in  our  city,  and  which  we  trust 
will  never  die  out  in  the  bosoms  of  its  citizens,  will 
be  constantly  suggesting  new  enterprises,  equal  in 
utility  and  magnitude  to  those  which  now  engross 
our  attention.  The  next  generation  will  have  respon- 
sibilities enough  of  its  own  to  meet,  without  inherit- 
ing burdens  from  us. 

In  two  months  our  city  will  have  attained  the  age 
of  twelve  years,  and  its  debt  is  not  $300  less  than 
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when  it  entered  on  its  corporate  existence.  I  am 
convinced  that,  with  proper  management,  all  current 
expenses  can  be  met,  and  this  entire  debt  expunged 
in  twenty  years,  without  subjecting  our  citizens  to  a 
rate  of  taxation,  exceeding  the  average  per  cent,  in 
the  towns  of  the  county.  Inexperience  hazards  con- 
clusions which  experience  contradicts,  but  I  think 
we  can  safely  claim  to  have  administered  the  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  city  well,  if,  at  the  close  of  our 
official  term,  we  shall  have  demonstrated  this  to  be 
correct. 


PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Our  public  schools  properly  claim  from  us  the 
largest  appropriations  of  money  and  attention. 
With  4163  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen  years,  of  whom  3400  are  constantly  in  the 
schools,  we  should  not  superintend  carelessly,  or  give 
grudgingly  to  these  moral  and  intellectual  nurseries 
of  our  city. 

The  annual  expenditure  in  this  department  during 

the  last  four,  years,  has  been  as  follows  :

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Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  average 
attendance  during  the  last,  has  been  greater  than  in 
any  preceding  year,  and  that  about  $1500  has  been 
paid  for  furnishing  new  school  houses  and  repairing 
the  damage  done  by  the  explosion  on  Pleasant  street, 
I  think  that  the  cost  of  education,  per  scholar,  has 
not  been  increased  during  the  past  year. 

We  have  now  57  schools,  of  which  54  are  perma- 
nent. These  are  instructed  by  75  teachers,  of  whom 
68  are  females. 

The  $35,000  expended  during  the  past  year  may 
be  divided,  by  estimation,  as  follows : 
For  salaries  of  Teachers  and  Superin-

This  leaves  a  balance  of  about  $4000  expended 
for  repairs  and  miscellaneous  expenses.  The  school- 
house  property  of  this  city  is  worth  more  than 
$140,000.  Although  it  must  cost  a  large  sum  to 
keep  that  amount  of  property,  consisting  chiefly  of 
buildings,  in  repair  and  supplied  with  stoves,  fur- 
naces and  other  articles  of  necessary  use,  yet  I  am 
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fully  convinced  that  a  saving  of  from  $1000  to 
#2000  can  be  effected  in  this  last  item.  Heretofore, 
prudential  and  other  committees  have  expended 
money  very  much  at  their  pleasure,  but  by  the  adop- 
tion  of  a  rule  by  the  School  Board,  establishing  a 
finance  committee,  which  must  approve  of  every 
item  of  expenditure  before  incurred,  I  think  that  a 
little  retrenchment  in  this  department  might  be 
effected. 

While  we  regard  with  pleasure  and  with  favor  the 
private  schools  and  seminaries  which  are  located  on 
the  pleasant  hills  about  us  in  almost  every  direction, 
attracting  to  the  privileges  and  culture  of  our  city 
the  children  of  strangers,  we  should  raise  the  stand- 
ard of  our  public  schools  so  high  above  these,  that 
our  own  citizens  should  find  in  them  for  their  chil- 
dren no  superior  attractions.  This  superiority 
should  be  attained  in  every  respect,  whether  tending 
to  physical,  moral  or  intellectual  development.  In- 
struction in  some  practical  studies,  as  book-keeping 
and  commercial  arithmetic,  now  regarded  somewhat 
as  specialties,  should  be  made  common  and  thorough. 
Penmanship,  now  likely  soon  to  be  ranked  among 
the  lost  arts,  among  the  more  liberally  educated 
classes,  should  be  restored  to  its  proper  position,  and 
I  shall  recommend  to  the  proper  department  that  a 
competent  teacher  be  employed,  who  shall  devote  all 
his  time  to  giving  instruction  in  that  branch,  in  our 
public  schools. 
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Our  public  schools  ought  also  to  be  carefully  con- 
ducted in  such  a  manner  as  to  excite  no  mutual  ani- 
mosities and  repulsions  between  the  native  born  and 
those  who  have  come  from  foreign  lands  to  share  in 
the  privileges  and  blessings  of  this.  Those  who 
have  thus  come,  necessarily  bring  with  them  preju- 
dices and  opinions,  in  some  respects  differing  from 
those  to  which  natives  of  Massachusetts  were  born, 
but  they  have  entered  into  and  become  an  integral 
part  of  the  community.  The  next  generation,  at 
farthest,  will  pull  down  any  division  walls  which  the 
present  may  build,  and  it  is  better  therefore,  for  all 
good  citizens  to  aid  in  the  process  of  assimilation 
and  absorption,  than  by  any  unwise  and  partial 
measures,  to  defer  its  completion. 

Our  public  schools  should  be  preserved  impartially 
free  to  all  children,  of  whatever  rank  or  denomina- 
tion. Within  their  sacred  walls  should  never  enter 
any  discrimination  of  caste,  or  creed,  or  color. 

Again,  our  public  schools  should  be  adapted  to 
the  wants  of  Worcester,  and  of  no  other  city  differ- 
ing from  Worcester,  in  the  character  of  its  popula- 
tion or  their  pursuits.  If  Worcester  is  a  city  of 
scholars,  and  a  majority,  or  a  large  portion  even,  of 
its  children  are  destined  for  a  college  course,  or  lives 
devoted  to  literature,  then,  in  her  public  schools,  a 
chief  prominence  should  be  given  to  classical  studies. 
They  should  stand  at  the  apex  of  the  pyramid,  the 
culminating  point  of  effort  and  attraction. 
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If,  on  the  contrary,  Worcester  is  a  city  of  practical 
business  men,  and  its  children  are  to  enter,  at  an 
early  age,  upon  the  duties  of  life,  as  tradesmen,  as 
farmers,  or  as  mechanics,  then  the  same  prominence 
should  be  given  to  that  class  of  studies  which  will 
best  fit  them  for  these  duties. 

The  scholars  in  attendance  upon  our  public  schools 
in  the  month  of  October  last,  were  distributed  as 
follows : 

In  the  Primary  Schools,  -  57  per  cent,  of  all. 
In  the  Secondary  Schools,  -  20  per  cent,  of  all. 
In  the  Grammar  Schools,  -  18  per  cent,  of  all. 
In  the  High  School,  less  than  6  per  cent,  of  ail- 
This  disproportion  between  the  attendance  upon 
our  schools  of  the  lowest  and  the  highest  grades,  is 
produced  somewhat  by  the  increase  of  population, 
but  this  is  not  sufficient  to  account  for  the  discrep- 
ancy. I  submit  that  there  is  somewhere  a  hidden 
defect,  which  should  be  sought  out  and  removed.  I 
do  not  think  that  children  should  be  kept  too  long 
in  the  lowest  schools,  or  that  when  there,  they  should 
be  constantly  subjected  to  a  dull  routine,  as  inflexi- 
bly monotonous  as  the  drill  of  a  martinet.  More 
variety,  more  spirit  should  be  introduced.  The  High 
School,  the  head  of  the  system,  should  be  the  model 
for  all  the  rest.  Everything  within  its  walls  should 
be  instinct  with  life,  harmony  and  order.  The  prin- 
ciple of  propriety  and  adaptation,  to  which  I  have 
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before  alluded,  should  be  carefully  obeyed  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  studies.  The  department  which 
graduates  five  scholars  annually,  should  be  made 
subordinate,  to  a  proper  extent,  to  that  which  grad- 
uates fifty.  Let  our  citizens  once  be  convinced  that 
their  children  can  be  better  educated  in  our  public 
schools  than  anywhere  else, — that  they  will  there  be 
taught,  not  ornamental  altogether,  but  practical 
studies, — and  they  will  forfeit  their  present  character 
for  thrift  and  good  sense,  if  they  do  not  send  them 
there  in  preference  to  expensive  private  schools,  and 
keep  them  there  fora  longer  term  than  at  present. 

Our  present  excellent  and  efficient  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  (Rev.  J.  D.  E.  Jones,)  I  am  happy  to  know, 
concurs  with  me  in  these  views.  His  indefatigable 
labors  are  already  producing  gratifying  results.  Be- 
tween him  and  the  School  Board  of  last  year,  existed 
a  pleasant  harmony  of  opinion  and  effort,  which  I 
cannot  doubt  will  continue  during  the  present  year. 

The  views  which  I  have  here  expressed  have  been 
long  entertained  by  me,  and  were  written  previous  to 
the  recent  sudden  action  of  the  School  Board  in 
relation  to  the  High  School,  which  was  as  entirely 
unanticipated  by  me  as  its  results  are  regretted. 


HOPE  CEMETERY 

Has  continued  during  the  past  year  under  the  same 
excellent  management  and  supervision  as  heretofore. 


The  receipts  from  56  lots  sold  have  been  $690,  which 
has  been  carried  to  the  fund  accruing  from  the  sale 
of  lots,  the  appropriation  of  $400  having  more  than 
covered  all  expenses.  It  may  come  before  you  for 
consideration  during  the  year,  how  long  the  city  shall 
claim  the  proceeds  of  lots  in  remuneration  for  its 
past  outlay. 

It  may  be  decided  to  be  the  wisest  policy,  hence- 
forth, to  allow  these  proceeds  to  be  expended,  under 
proper  restrictions,  in  improving  and  beautifying  this 
spot,  destined  to  be  the  last  resting  place  of  so  many 
of  our  citizens.  „ 


THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

I  should  do  injustice  to  the  men  who  compose  this 
department,  did  I  not  here  repeat  the  general  voice  of 
the  community,  that  it  was  never  in  a  more  efficient 
condition  than  at  the  present  time.  The  number  of 
fires  during  the  year  has  been  very  small,  and  the 
value  of  property  destroyed  previous  to  the  last  fire, 
in  the  manufactory  of  the  Messrs.  Earle,  was  less 
than  $900.  The  appropriation  for  the  last  year  was 
$8000.  The  expenditures  have  been  $8500,  includ- 
ing $500  expended  for  new  hose. 

In  common  with  many  other  citizens,  I  have  had 
an  opportunity  within  a  few  days  of  witnessing  the 
operation  of  a  steam  fire  engine.    So  convincing  to 
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my  mind  was  the  exhibition  of  its  power  and  effi- 
ciency, that  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  to 
you  to  consider,  at  an  early  day,  the  propriety  of  pur- 
chasing one  for  the  use  of  the  city.  Although  our 
firemen,  while  animated  by  their  present  spirit,  would 
drown  a  small  fire  before  the  steam  engine  would  be 
ready  to  work,  yet  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it 
would  prove  an  invaluable  auxiliary  in  case  of  the 
recurrence  of  any  large  conflagration,  like  several  by 
which  our  city  has  been  visited  during  the  last  ten 
years.  The  statistics  of  insurance  indicate  the  fear- 
ful uniformity  with  which  these  r,ecur,  and  it  is 
therefore  the  part  of  wisdom  for  us  to  be  guarded  in 
season  against  them.  I  am  not  sufficiently  informed, 
but  you  will  be  able  to  ascertain,  regarding  the  prob- 
ability of  farther  speedy  improvement  in  the  manu- 
facture of  these  steam  engines,  or  of  a  reduction  of 
the  high  price  at  which  they  are  now  held.  The 
expense  of  running  the  engine  after  purchase,  might 
be  met  by  disbanding  one  of  the  present  fire  com- 
panies, which  would  then  be  superfluous. 


THE  AQUEDUCT. 

The  receipts  for  water  during  the  past  year  have 
been  about  $2200,  and  the  various  expenditures  of 
the  Commissioner  have  been  about  $4300,  including 
about  $3700  for  laying  new  pipe.    It  would  seem 
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desirable  to  spend  at  least  an  equal  sum  the  present 
year,  in  prosecuting  the  laying  of  pipe,  with  a  double 
view,  of  extending  the  accommodations  of  water, 
and  of  completing  a  circle  by  which  a  greater  quan- 
tity of  water  may  be  obtained  in  case  of  fire. 

I  am  aware  that  the  supply  of  water  furnished  by 
the  city  is  not  equal  to  the  demand.  In  some  sec- 
tions of  the  city,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
water  is  impure,  and  of  an  inferior  quality.  Still 
it  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  want  is  so  pressing 
as  to  justify  the  immense  expense  which  would  be 
attendant  upon  bringing  water  into  the  city  by  any 
of  the  ways  as  yet  contemplated. 


HIGHWAYS  AND  BRIDGES. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department,  the  last 
year,  was  #12,000.  This,  added  to  #1929  20  saved 
from  the  year  before,  gave  the  Commissioner  an 
available  fund  of  $13,929  20.  The  actual  expendi- 
ture has  been  about  #15,000,  including  #2000  paid 
for  the  lot  of  land  purchased  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  city  barn,  which  was  charged  to  this  depart- 
ment. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Commissioner,  that  he  ha& 
set  during  the  year  1318  feet  of  new  curb,  has  reset 
957  feet  of  old,  and  has  laid  2327  yards  of  cobble 
paving,  being  much  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
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We  have  already  about  200  miles  of  road  to  keep  in 
repair,  and  there  are  constantly  new  demands  for  out- 
lay, as  must  be  the  case  in  every  thriving  city.  The 
building  of  a  new  bridge  over  the  Blackstone,  near 
Quinsigamond  village,  cannot  be  much  longer  delayed. 
The  floating  bridge  over  Long  Pond,  requires  essen- 
tial repairs.  Taking  these  facts  into  account,  I  do 
not  see  that  we  can  expect  to  diminish  the  expendi- 
ture of  this  department  the  coming  year. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  POOR. 


It  is  pleasant  to  know  that  the  department  charged 
with  dispensing  the  charities  of  the  city  is  satisfacto- 
rily and  efficiently  administered.  Its  management 
during  the  past  year  has  been  eminently  thrifty  and 
judicious.  A  strip  of  land,  originally  belonging  to 
the  farm,  has  just  been  repurchased  at  an  expense  of 
$1000.  This  has  been  charged  to  the  department, 
which,  even  including  this,  has  barely  exceeded  its 
appropriation  of  $8000.  There  are  now  but  19  pau- 
pers supported  at  the  Almshouse.  A  large  item  of 
expenditure  in  this  department  has  been,  and  always 
must  be,  for  those  who  receive  occasional  aid  at  their 
own  places  of  abode.  It  is  proper  and  economical 
that  those  who  are  partially  able  to  provide  for  them- 
selves by  their  own  efforts,  and  the  kindness  of  their 
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friends  and  the  benevolent,  should  be  assisted  in  this 
way  rather  than  transferred  to  the  Almshouse. 

Often  assistance  is  bestowed  upon  those  who  have 
not,  by  residence,  strictly  acquired  a  right  to  the 
same  from  our  hands.  I  believe  this  to  be  good 
policy,  so  long  as  the  health  and  habits  of  the  recip- 
ient justify  the  belief  that  the  assistance  will  be  but 
temporarily  required.  When  it  is  otherwise,  the  city 
should  be  relieved  of  the  expense  by  a  transfer  to  the 
State  Almshouse.  The  matter  can  safely  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
so  long  as  they  act  in  the  same  judicious  manner  as 
during  the  past  year. 


THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  of  arrests  made  by  the  Police  during 
the  year  has  been  913,  being  17  less  than  for  1858. 
The  whole  number  of  complaints  has  been  511;  of 
these  255,  one  less  than  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number,  were  for  drunkenness.  The  appropriation 
for  this  department  was  $5000,  and  its  earnings  for 
the  year  have  been  about  $2300.  The  expenditures 
have  been  about  $7600,  thus  slightly  exceeding  the 
appropriation  and  the  earnings. 

In  my  opinion,  the  appropriation  for  this  depart- 
ment should  be  liberal,  and  any  inclination  unduly 
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to  increase  its  earnings  by  unnecessary  arrests  and 
complaints,  should  be  discouraged. 

That  Police  is,  by  no  means,  necessarily  the  most 
efficient,  which  makes  the  largest  number  of  arrests. 
Upon  reference  to  the  above  statistics,  it  is  evident  to 
all  what  has  been  the  cause  of  a  majority  of  the 
arrests  during  the  year.  It  has  not  been  different  in 
any  preceding  year.  Could  the  Police  be  successful 
in  suppressing,  that  cause,  existing  in  violation  of 
law,  and  deservedly  reprobated  by  all  good  citizens, 
Chey  would  do  better  service  to  the  city,  than  by 
arresting  hundreds  of  its  miserable  victims.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  Police  not  only  to  be  vigilant  in  pre- 
serving the  peace  and  property  of  the  city,  but  also 
to  be  zealous  in  detecting  and  arresting  all  violations 
of  law.  They  should  be  aggressive  against  all  crime, 
— seeking  it  out  and  boldly  advancing  against  it  in 
the  name  of  the  law,  whose  officers  they  are,  and 
whose  violation  can  never  be  countenanced  by  any 
who  would  preserve  the  reputation  of  good  and  order- 
loving  citizens.  What  else  can  be  expected  in  that 
city,  whose  Police  are  incompetent  or  disinclined  to 
detect  and  arrest  the  violation  of  the  laws,  than  that 
it  will  become  a  resort  for  the  lawless  and  the  vicious; 
that  it  will  suffer  in  its  peace  and  order  at  home,  and 
in  its  good  name  abroad. 

Our  fellow  citizens  have  a  right  to  hold  us  respon- 
sible that  no  such  result  shall  be  experienced  here. 
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re  a  right  to  expect  that  the  laws  will  be 
enW^B  and  good  order  maintained  during  our  term 
of  ol^^.  To  insure  this  result,  so  far  as  lies  in  my 
power,  I  shall  endeavor  to  secure  the  services  of  men 
in  the  Police  department,  whose  names  will  command 
the  respect  and  confidence  of  all  good  citizens,  while 
they  will  be  a  terror  to  all  evil  doers.  I  shall  en- 
deavor to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  connected 
with  the  department,  a  sense  of  personal  responsi- 
bility for  the  detection  and  the  prevention  of  crime, 
and  when  there  is  evidence  that  that  responsibility  is 
forgotten  by  any  one,  I  shall  ask  the  concurrence 
of  the  aldermen  in  his  immediate  discharge. 


THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

On  the  26th  of  last  November,  Dr.  John  Green 
addressed  a  note  to  Hon.  A.  H.  Bullock,  Mayor  of 
the  city,  expressing  his  desire  to  present  to  the  city 
his  valuable  library,  then  in  the  possession  of  the 
Lyceum  and  Library  Association,  "  upon  such  terms 
as  would  insure  its  usefulness,  safety  and  perma- 
nency." 

On  the  same  day  the  Directors  of  the  Lyceum  and 
Library  Association  adopted  resolutions  recommend- 
ing the  transfer  of  their  Library  to  the  city,  should 

Dr.  Green's  proposition  be  accepted.    The  generous 
3* 
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offer  of  Dr.  Green  and  the  action  of  the  Di»  Bf 
the  Lyceum  and  Library  Association  were  vM  Khe 
subject  of  a  communication  from  Mayor  Bu^Bfk  to 
the  City  Council,  setting  forth  at  length,  in  alnuch 
abler  manner  than  I  can  do,  the  advantages  which 
would  result  from  an  acceptance  of  the  propositions, 
and  the  consequent  establishment  of  a  Free  Ptiblic 
Library. 

i 

Proper  resolutions  of  acknowledgment  were  adopt- 
ed by  the  City  Council,  and  the  different  communi- 
cations were  referred  to  the  joint  standing  Committee 
on  Education,  to  report  what  action  was  advisable. 
This  Committee,  upon  conference  with  Dr.  Green, 
received  from  him  a  written  communication,  embod- 
ying his  proposition  and  the  terms  and  conditions 
with  which  it  was  attended. 

One  of  those  conditions  was,  that  the  management 
of  the  Library  should  be  vested  in  twelve  Directors, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  City  Council  for  stated  terms, 
from  the  citizens  of  Worcester,  and  another  the  pro- 
vision, by  the  city,  of  a  building  suitable  for  the 
reception  of  the  Library. 

The  report  of  the  Committee,  recommending  the 
acceptance  of  the  proposition,  with  the  limitations 
and  conditions,  was  accepted  by  the  City  Council, 
and  a  deed  of  gift  of  the  Library  subsequently  exe- 
cuted by  Dr.  Green  and  accepted  by  the  city. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  City  Council  for  1859, 
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they  chose  the  Directors,  under  whose  management 
and  supervision  the  Library  is  to  pass.  A  lot  of 
land  on  Elm  street  has  been  purchased  by  the  city 
of  Hon.  Emory  Washburn,  for  the  location  of  the 
building,  so  that  it  only  remains  for  us  to  provide  for 
and  superintend,  in  conjunction  with  the  Directors, 
the  erection  of  that  building. 

Had  not  our  predecessors  generously  assumed  the 
responsibility  and  labor  of  consummating  these  pre- 
liminary arrangements,  and  of  prosecuting  thus  far 
this  great  enterprise,  I  have  no  doubt  that  you  would 
have  done  so  with  equal  cheerfulness  and  alacrity. 
I  recommend,  gentlemen,  that  you  proceed  to  perform 
what  remains  to  be  done,  to  redeem  the  plighted 
faith  of  the  city,  and  that  you  do  it  in  a  spirit  respon- 
sive to  that  enlarged  munificence  which  has  suggested 
and  set  in  operation  an  enterprise  so  conducive  to 
the  welfare  of  the  city.  I  will  not  enter  more  into 
detail  as  to  the  advantages  to  be  anticipated  from  the 
establishment  of  a  free  public  library,  or  of  the  par- 
ticulars relating  to  the  libraries  given  to  the  city,  as 
they  have  been  so  fully  and  abl^  enumerated  in  the 
communication  of  my  predecessor,  and  the  report  of 
the  committee  to  the  last  City  Council,  and  are  al- 
ready familiar  to  you,  nor  have  I  now  any  other  re- 
commendation to  offer  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
library  building,  than  that  the  work  be  done 
promptly  and  well. 
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Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

We  are  now  ready  to  proceed  in  the  discharge  of 
our  duties.  May  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  a  desire 
to  promote  the  public  weal  preside  over  our  deliber- 
ations, and  may  our  action  in  all  respects  be  prompt, 
efficient  and  judicious.  By  accepting  the  positions  of 
trust  to  which  we  have  been  respectively  elected,  we 
have  pledged  to  our  fellow  citizens  our  best  efforts  in 
their  service.  * 

Let  us  so  discharge  our  duties  as  to  redeem  this 
pledge,  that  at  the  close  of  our  term  of  office  we 
may  retire  with  the  plaudits  of  our  consciences,  and 
the  approval  of  our  fellow  citizens.

REPORT. 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  legislature  of  1857  changed  the  organization 
of  the  school  committee  of  this  city,  by  making  the 
term  of  office  three  years  instead  of  one,  only  one- 
third  of  the  committee  going  out  annually. 

The  results,  so  far,  confirm  the  anticipation  of  the 
friends  of  the  change.  It  gives  some  degree  of  per- 
manency to  the  board,  secures  for  the  management 
and  control  of  our  schools  the  wisdom  of  experience, 
and  affords  those  who  initiate  improvements  time 
to  test  their  practicability. 

Would  not  the  efficiency  of  the  committee  be  still 
further  promoted,  if  gentlemen  of  large  experience 
and  liberal  culture  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  decline 
an  election  to  the  board,  or  to  resign  after  the  citi- 
zens had  placed  them  on  it  I 

The  committee  of  1859  lost  two  worthy  and  effi- 
cient members  by  death, — Mr.  O.  P.  Gilbert  of  the 
first  ward,  and  Mr.  Alvin  Allen  of  the  fourth.  The 
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removal  of  two  other  members  from  the  city,  reduced 
the  board,  near  the  close  of  the  year,  to  twenty 
members. 

The  committee  began  the  year  without  proposing 
any  radical  changes  in  our  system  of  public  schools, 
but  with  the  desire  to  perfect  that  system,  and  to 
introduce  such  measures  as  the  increase  of  pupils 
and  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  might  require. 

SUMMARY  OF  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  committee  found 
in  the  city  fifty-three  schools,  of  which  fifty  were 
permanent,  and  three  were  in  session  only  four 
months  of  the  year. 

When  the  promotions,  which  were  delayed  for  a 
short  period,  were  made,  the  grammar  schools  were 
found  to  be  overflowing,  and  the  organization  of  a 
new  one  became  a  pressing  necessity.  Miss  Walker's 
school  was  accordingly  removed  from  Sycamore  street 
to  Pleasant  street,  and  a  new  one  organized  where 
hers  had  been. 

The  secondary  school  in  Ash  street  could  not 
accommodate  all  the  applicants,  and  a  new  one  was 
organized  in  the  ward-room  of  that  house.  At  a 
later  period  this  school  was  removed  to  Main  street. 

In  the  summer  term,  the  primary  schools  were  so 
full  that  no  primary  school  room  in  the  city  had  as 
many  seats  as  pupils.  To  relieve  this  pressure,  the 
city  council  removed  the  property  of  the  fire  de- 
partment from  the  Front  street  school  house,  and 
finished  a  room  of  dimensions  to  accommodate  sixty- 
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three  pupils,  and  the  committee  organized  a  fourth 
primary  school  in  that  house. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  crowded  state  of  the  pri- 
mary schools  in  East  Worcester  received  attention, 
an  assistant  was  placed  in  the  upper  school  room, 
and  seats  enough  were  added  to  accommodate  one 
hundred  and  twenty  pupils. 

Although  in  the  last  two  years  three  new  primary 
schools  have  been  organized,  and  one  single  school 
has  been  made  double,  there  are  still  more  pupils 
than  seats.  Thomas  street  primary  school  cannot 
accommodate  half  the  pupils  whose  parents  desire 
to  send  there. 

The  large  increase  in  the  Providence  street  school 
made  it  necessary,  near  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
to  place  a  temporary  assistant  there.  The  number 
of  pupils  has  not  diminished,  the  assistant  has  not 
been  withdrawn,  and  two  schools  will  be  needed 
there  hereafter. 

The  building  of  the  new  school  house  in  Tatnuck 
made  it  expedient  to  suspend  that  school  for  several 
months,  and  two  schools  are  in  session  there  now. 
The  Leesville  school  was  also  suspended  during  the 
fall  term. 

The  adult  schools  closed  about  the  first  of  April, 
and  opened  again  the  Monday  after  Thanksgiving. 
This  winter,  both  sexes  attend  one  evening  school. 
There  have  not  been  pupils  enough  to  require 
another. 

With  the  above  additions  and  changes,  there  are 
in  the  city  now  fifty-four  permanent  schools,  and  two 
temporary  ones,  namely,  one  Classical  and  English 
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high  school,  with  three  departments,  Classical,  En- 
glish, and  French ;  nine  grammar  schools,  three  of 
them  double ;  eleven  secondary  schools,  one  of 
them  double ;  twenty  primary  schools,  eight  of  them 
double ;  thirteen  suburban  schools,  one  of  them 
double,  and  another  having  two  teachers  in  the  win- 
ter ;  one  adult  school  for  males,  and  one  evening 
school  for  both  sexes,  each  kept  four  months  in  the 
year. 

TEACHERS. 

The  above  schools  give  employment  to  six  male, 
and  sixty-five  female  teachers.  The  admission  of  a 
preparatory  class  into  the  high  school  in  October, 
created  the  necessity  of  an  additional  teacher  there. 
The  promotions  from  the  grammar  schools  made  it 
practicable  to  grant  temporary  leave  of  absence  to 
two  teachers,  and  the  promotions  from  the  primary 
schools  diminished  their  numbers  so  that  the  super- 
intendent could  dismiss  the  temporary  assistants  in 
Ash  and  Sycamore  streets. 

In  intelligence  and  energy  and  professional  skill, 
the  teachers  of  Worcester  will  compare  favorably 
with  those  of  any  city  in  the  Commonwealth. 
While  it  is  gratifying  to  our  municipal  pride  to  see 
that  our  best  teachers  are  seldom  induced  to  leave 
our  schools  to  assume  the  charge  of  schools  else- 
where, we  confess  a  large  annual  loss  from  the  pre- 
ference which  many  of  our  most  successful  teachers 
give  to  domestic  duties  over  those  of  the  school 
room. 

Our  sources  of  supply  are  many.     Some  come 
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from  the  schools  in  the  country,  where  they  have 
established  a  reputation  before  applying  for  a  situa- 
tion in  the  city.  The  larger  number  are  daughters 
of  our  own  citizens  and  have  been  educated  for  the 
most  part  in  our  own  schools. 

It  is  our  deliberate  conviction  that  the  daughters 
of  our  own  citizens  should  be  encouraged  to  prepare 
themselves  to  be  teachers,  and  that,  being  equal  to 
strangers,  they  should  be  preferred  to  them. 

Encouragement  may  also  be  extended  to  faithful 
and  successful  teachers  by  promoting  them  to  higher 
grades  and  better  salaries  when  vacancies  are  to  be 
filled.  Faithfulness,  skill,  and  success  in  one  grade 
of  schools,  furnish  the  best  evidence  of  fitness  to  go 
up  higher. 

The  state  normal  schools  have  given  our  city 
some  excellent  teachers.  These  are  not  uniformly 
successful.  The  normal  discipline  does  for  those 
having  a  natural  aptness  to  teach,  what  the  law 
school  does  for  a  shrewd  young  man  of  mental  vigor 
and  industrious  habits,  who  designs  to  enter  the 
legal  profession.  The  normal  school  cannot  make 
all  her  graduates  first  class  teachers,  any  more  than 
Yale  can  make  all  her  students  Calhouns,  or  Dart- 
mouth all  hers  Websters.

This  shows  in  favor  of  the  year  1859,  a  balance 

of  227  in  number,  and  of  221  in  the  average  daily 
attendance. 

In  regularity  and  punctuality  of  attendance  there 
has  been  a  marked  improvement.  Seventy-five 
pupils  have  a  record  of  perfect  attendance  for  the 
entire  year,  i.  e.  they  have  not  been  absent,  tardy, 
or  dismissed  during  that  time. 

Three  hundred  and  nine  were  perfect  in  their 
attendance  during  the  fall  term.  The  names  of  these 
pupils  would  appear  here  if  they  had  not  been 
already  published  in  the  Evening  Transcript. 

While  the  rules  of  the  school  committee  permit 
children  of  four  years  of  age  to  attend  the  primary 
schools,  some  of  the  parents  are  wise  enough  not  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  inflicting  both 
physical  and  mental  injury  upon  their  innocent  babes. 
Others  have  not  this  wisdom,  and  send  to  the  school 
room  children  too  young  to  leave  the  nursery. 
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On  the  other  hand,  many  pupils  are  removed  from 
school  at  too  early  an  age.  A  very  large  per  cent,  of 
the  pupils  in  our  primary  schools  never  advance 
beyond  them.  Others,  fortunate  enough  to  reach 
the  secondary  or  grammar  schools,  are  taken  from 
their  books  for  the  sake  of  the  pittance  they  can 
earn.  Necessity,  alone,  can  justify  this ;  but  necessity 
is  rarely  the  motive.  The  parent  unthinkingly  robs 
his  child  of  his  only  fortune,  his  education,  for  the 
insignificant  dimes  the  child  can  earn  at  service. 

Irregularity  of  attendance  exerts  a  pernicious 
influence  upon  the  schools  as  well  as  upon  the  delin- 
quents. Every  lesson  lost  by  a  part  of  the  school  is 
a  tax  imposed  upon  the  other  part.  The  leaders 
must  wait  till  the  laggards  come  up.  The  present 
system  of  registering  all  delinquencies  and  of  mak- 
ing them  count  against  the  relative  standing  of  the 
pupil  in  his  class,  as  well  as  affect  his  prospect  of 
promotion,  exerts  a  healthful  influence,  and  has 
already  in  a  large  degree  corrected  the  evil. 

Under  our  present  system,  every  failure  in  recita- 
tion and  every  error  in  deportment  is  recorded,  and 
the  sum  of  them  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian 
monthly. 

This  system  of  recording  the  daily  standing  of 
each  pupil  contemplates  their  promotion  from  grade 
to  grade  without  a  formal  examination,  if  their 
scholarship  and  deportment  come  within  twenty 
per  cent,  of  perfection. 

The  experiment  so  far  has  worked  well.  All,  not 
known  by  the  record  to  be  prepared  for  promotion, 
are  subjected  to  the  test  of  an  examination.  The 
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desire  to  escape  this  dreaded  test  quickens  the  dili- 
gence and  industry  of  the  otherwise  indolent  and 
careless. 

Another  motive  for  diligence  and  punctuality  has 
been  supplied  with  the  best  results.  Promotions 
were  made  in  the  fall  term,  from  class  to  class,  and 
from  grade  to  grade,  of  such  pupils  as  were  qualified 
to  enter  the  higher  classes  without  creating  the 
necessity  of  making  new  ones. 

Pupils  classed  together  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  cannot  always  be  profitably  kept 
together  till  its  close,  for  the  irregularity  in  the 
attendance  of  a  part  of  them,  and  the  natural  differ- 
ences in  mental  capacity  and  readiness  to  learn  in 
others,  soon  separate  them.  Pupils  in  advance  of 
their  classmates,  should  not  be  chained  to  the  dead 
weight  behind  them.  Would  anything  more  effec- 
tually discourage  all  enterprise  in  the  community, 
and  keep  us  all  poor,  than  a  statute  prohibiting  the 
industrious  and  frugal  from  outstripping  the  idle  and 
profligate  in  the  road  to  wealth?  Is  not  human 
nature  in  the  child  very  like  what  it  is  in  the  man  ? 
Industry  and  perseverance  should  never  be  compelled 
to  draw  after  them  laziness  and  imbecility. 

If  a  part  of  each  class  can  accomplish  in  six 
months  what  another  part  must  be  twelve  months  in 
accomplishing,  why  should  the  former  be  required  to 
wait  the  slow  movements  of  the  latter  ]  Would  there 
not  be  just  as  much  propriety  in  enacting  that  the 
railway  locomotive  should  never  move  faster  than 
the  stage  coach  % 
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SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  school  houses  in  the  city  is  twenty- 
three,  ten  in  the  centre  district  and  thirteen  in  the 
suburbs.  In  one  of  these  houses  eight  schools  are 
kept,  in  another,  six,  and  in  another  three ; — two 
others  have  five  schools  in  each, — three  have  four  in 
each, — three  have  two  in  each,  and  twelve  have  one 
in  each.  Every  school  room  in  the  city  is  occupied 
by  a  school  except  one  in  New  Worcester.  That 
beautiful  and  expensive  house  was  evidently  designed 
for  the  use  of  the  next  generation. 

Two  new  school  houses  have  been  built  and  dedi- 
cated to  school  purposes  during  the  year,  one  in  Tat- 
nuck  at  an  expense  of  §4217,76,  a  beautiful  struc- 
ture of  two  stories,  designed  for  two  schools,  which 
the  large  number  of  pupils  in  the  district  requires  a 
portion  of  the  year  ; — the  other  in  Northvilie,  where 
the  old  one  had  long  ago  ceased  to  command  even 
the  respect  due  to  age.  The  new  house  has  but 
one  school  room,  is  a  neat  and  substantial  structure, 
in  a  new  and  beautiful  locality. 

The  school  yard,  as  well  as  many  others  in  the 
city,  stands  much  in  need  of  ornamentation,  and  we 
are  happy  to  record  a  resolution,  unanimously  adopt- 
ed by  the  citizens  of  Northvilie,  to  give  May  Day 
to  the  work  of  grading  the  yard  and  planting 
trees.  The  children  of  the  Puritans  will  not  neces- 
sarily degenerate,  in  learning  that  the  cultivation 
of  the  taste  is  an  important  and  an  essential  part  of 
a  complete  education. 

The  Northvilie  school  house,  including  the  lot, 
cost  $2586  10. 
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Nine  of  the  thirteen  school  houses  in  the  suburbs 
are  nearly  new. 

If  the  ratio  of  increase  in  the  population  of  the 
city  is  constant,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  provide 
a  school  room  for  the  accommodation  of  the  people 
in  the  west  part  of  the  center  district,  one  or  more  to 
relieve  the  schools  in  the  vicinity  of  the  old  common, 
and  perhaps  another  on  Laurel  hill.  When  the 
time  to  build  comes,  it  may  be  thought  expedient  to 
appropriate  the  Walnut  street  school  house  to  gram- 
mar school  purposes,  and  build  a  new  house  for  the 
high  school.  The  rooms  wanted  for  primary  schools 
would  then  be  found  in  the  houses  from  which  the 
grammar  schools  would  be  taken.

Previous  to  the  superintendent's  entering  upon 
his  duties,  on  the  3d  day  of  May  1859,  no  account 
of  the  expenditures  in  this  department  had  been  kept 
by  the  school  committee. 

The  twelfth  section  of  the  duties  of  the  superin- 
tendent requires  all  bills  for  the  expenses  of  the 
school  department  to  be  presented  to  him  for  his  cer- 
tification and  approval,  and  requires  him  to  keep  a 
"  complete  schedule  of  all  audited  accounts,  classified 
under  appropriate  heads,  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  make  a  financial  report  to  the  board 
as  soon  as  the  financial  reports  for  the  year  are  made 
up." 

For  convenience  of  reference,  the  expenses  of  the 
school  department  for  the  year  1859,  are  here 
arranged  so  as  to  show,  first,  what  was  expended  in 
the  four  months,  from  January  to  May,  when  there 
was  no  superintendent,  and  second,  what  was  expend- 
ed from  May  to  January  1860,  eight  months,  under 
the  superintendent.

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That  is,  notwithstanding  the  large  expenditures  of 
the  year,  the  cost  per  pupil  is  sixty-three  cents  less 
than  in  1856,  fifty-five  cents  less  than  in  1857,  and 
only  eighty-two  cents  more  than  in  1858,  which  year 
bequeathed  to  the  year  1859  the  legacy  of  a  debt  of 
nearly  #800. 

The  heating  of  the  school  houses  is  a  serious 
bill  of  expense.  Economy  of  fuel  cannot  be  prac- 
ticed where  furnaces  are  used.  Each  of  the  seven 
furnaces  in  the  centre  district  consumes  fifteen  tons 
of  coal  per  year.  The  Walnut  street  and  the  Syca- 
more street  school  houses  are  heated  wholly  by  fur- 
naces, two  in  each.  The  Thomas  street  school  house 
has  two  furnaces,  and  the  New  Worcester  one ;  but 
they  are  insufficient,  and  stoves  are  also  used.  It  is 
not  easy  to  economically  heat  and  properly  ventilate  a 
schoolroom.  What  we  gain  in  one  we  lose  in  the 
other.  Until  a  cheap  plan  of  heating  our  school  rooms 
by  steam  can  be  devised,  the  most  satisfactory  and  eco- 
nomical method  is  clearly  the  use  of  coal  stoves. 
Though  it  might  not  be  good  policy  to  remove  the 
furnaces  we  now  have,  it  would  not  be  wise  to  put 
in  more. 

The  superintendent  has  called  the  attention  of  the 
teachers  to  their  responsibility  in  taking  care  of  the 
school  property,  and  they  have  generally  responded 
to  his  suggestions  with  very  commendable  alacrity. 

During  the  year  nearly  all  the  school  rooms  in  the 
centre  district  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  the  teachers.  Some  of 
the  rooms  then  received  their  first  ablution.  Clean- 
liness is  a  constituent  part  of  a  good  education,  as 
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well  as  an  indispensable  element  in  civilization  and 
religion.  It  will  always  be  difficult  to  maintain  the 
purity  of  our  children's  minds  and  hearts  in  an  im- 
pure atmosphere  and  in  filthy  rooms. 

One  other  item  of  expense,  the  supply  of  books, 
merits  notice.  Each  school  room  is  furnished  with 
one  copy  of  each  of  the  books  used  in  that  room. 
The  statute  also  requires  the  city  to  furnish  the 
indigent  with  books.  A  short  experience  convinced 
the  superintendent  that  most  of  the  books  given 
away  by  the  city,  were  worse  than  thrown  away. 
The  children  had  no  motive  to  preserve  them. 
Costing  nothing,  they  were  soon  destroyed  or  lost, 
and  the  city  was  called  on  for  more.  Persons,  not 
too  poor  to  pay  a  dollar  to  license  a  useless  dog, 
classed  themselves  with  the  indigent  and  called  upon 
the  city  to  supply  their  children  with  books ! 
Selfish  persons,  of  considerable  wealth,  joined  in 
the  demand.  To  correct  so  gross  an  evil,  the  super- 
intendent refused  to  give  books  to  any  pupil,  but 
furnished  them  to  the  teachers  to  lend  to  the  needy. 
In  this  way  the  really  indigent  have  been  supplied,  and 
the  city  is  relieved  of  an  onerous  tax.  Stopping  the 
supply  has  diminished  the  demand.  The  monthly 
expense  of  the  city  for  books,  from  May  to  Decem- 
ber, was  less  than  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent,  of  what 
it  was  per  month  from  January  to  May. 

The  price  paid  for  books  early  received  the  atten- 
tion of  the  board,  and  a  plan  was  adopted  to  furnish 
both  the  citizens  and  the  city  with  all  the  authorized 
school  books,  at  the  lowest  rates.  Proposals  were 
solicited  from  all  the  book  sellers  in  the  city.  The 
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result  was  a  contract  between  the  city  and  Mr. 
Edward  Mellen,  Jr.,  by  which  he  furnishes  all  the 
authorized  school  books,  to  the  citizens  as  well 
as  the  city,  at  a  great  reduction  from  former  prices. 

The  amount  saved  to  the  city  is  large,  but  that 
saved  to  the  citizens  is  much  larger.  If  there  are  in 
the  public  schools  4,000  children,  and  the  books  of 
each  child  cost  fifty  cents  per  term,  or  two  dollars  per 
year,  the  annual  cost  of  school  books  will  be  $8,000. 
If  one-fourth  of  this  is  saved  by  the  reduction  in  the 
price,  the  annual  saving  to  the  citizens  will  be  $2,000. 
Might  not  all  the  supplies  for  the  schools,  as  well  as 
the  books,  be  profitably  bought  by  contracting  with 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder !  The  book  sellers  can 
hardly  see  why  they  alone  should  be  compelled  to 
sell  at  reduced  rates. 


SUPERVISION    OF  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  school  committee  of 
1859,  a  sub-committee  of  five  was  appointed,  of  which 
the  mayor  was  chairman,  to  consider  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  superintendent  of  public  schools.  At  the 
regular  meeting  in  April,  that  committee  presented  a 
unanimous  report,  recommending  that  a  superinten- 
dent be  elected.  The  board  confirmed  the  recom- 
mendation by  proceeding  at  once  to  elect  one.  After 
a  month's  deliberation,  the  superintendent  elect  ac- 
cepted the  office,  and  has  since  given  his  undivided 
attention  to  the  schools,  The  duties  assigned  him 
embrace  a  supervision  of  both  the  financial  and 
educational  interests  of  the  schools,  as  well  as  the 
10* 
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work  of  secretary  to  the  committee.  The  care  of 
the  school  property,  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the 
schools,  the  supervision  of  all  repairs,  and  the  keeping 
of  all  the  accounts  of  the  department,  necessarily 
make  a  large  demand  upon  his  time. 

Since  the  control  of  the  expenses  in  the  suburban 
districts  lies  in  the  prudential  committees,  if  the  su- 
perintendent is  expected  to  do  anything  more  than 
audit  their  accounts,  his  powers  must  be  enlarged 
and  theirs  restricted. 

The  educational  department  has  received  the 
superintendent's  attention  generally  during  the  school 
hours  of  every  day  ;  and  two  hours,  other  than  school 
hours,  have  been  given  to  office  work,  consultation 
with  teachers,  pupils,  and  parents.  In  visiting  the 
schools,  he  has  studied  the  system  as  a  whole,  and  in 
its  several  parts.  The  want  of  entire  uniformity  of 
method  and  progress  in  schools  of  the  same  grade 
did  not  surprise  him,  since  the  teachers  have  very 
limited  opportunities  of  comparing  their  own  schools 
with  others,  and  the  visiting  committees  are  so 
arranged  that  no  one  of  them  sees  all  the  schools  of 
any  one  grade.  With  many  differences  in  the  age 
and  the  culture  of  the  pupils,  and  with  many  degrees 
of  difference  between  the  best  and  the  poorest,  the 
schools  of  the  same  grade  were  found  as  nearly 
alike  as  they  could  be  expected  to  be  without  the 
supervision  and  control  of  one  mind. 

In  some  instances,  the  classes  in  one  school  were 
found  several  months  in  advance  of  the  correspond- 
ing classes  in  another  of  the  same  grade.  The 
inconvenience  of  this  becomes  strikingly  manifest 
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when  these  classes,  of  attainments  so  unequal,  are 
united  to  form  a  single  class  in  the  next  higher 
grade. 

An  attempt  to  correct  this  has  been  made  in  the 
primary  and  secondary  schools  by  defining  the 
amount  to  be  required  for  promotion,  and  the  cor- 
rection can  soon  be  extended  to  the  higher  grades. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  superintendent,  and  he 
is  happy  to  know  that  mayors  Bullock  and  Rice,  both 
well  known  friends  of  our  public  schools,  coincide 
with  him  in  the  opinion,  that  the  pupils  have  been 
retained  too  long  in  the  primary  schools,  that  the 
studies  of  the  secondary  schools  have  not  been  well 
adapted  to  the  mental  capacity  of  the  pupils,  or  the 
most  useful  for  those  that  cannot  long  attend  school* 
The  standard  is  now  fixed  for  promotion  from  the 
primary  schools  to  the  secondary,  and  the  studies  of 
the  latter  grade  have  been  revised,  practical  arithmetic 
has  been  introduced,  and  a  mental  arithmetic,  not 
beyond  the  comprehension  of  the  pupils,  has  been 
put  into  their  hands. 

The  introduction  of  a  fourth,  or  preparatory,  class 
into  the  high  school  enables  the  pupils  promoted 
from  the  grammar  schools  to  review  and  complete 
certain  English  studies,  for  which  under  our  former 
arrangements  there  was  no  provision. 

It  has  been  no  part  of  the  superintendent's  design 
to  depress  the  standard  of  any  of  the  schools,  but  to 
supply  defects,  and  make  one  grade  meet  another 
without  leaving  a  chasm  between  them. 

An  argument  for  the  introduction  of  written  arith- 
metic into  the  secondary  schools  is  found  in  the 
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melancholy  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  pupils 
never  go  any  higher  than  this  grade.  Their  school 
days  close  as  soon  as  they  can  work,  which  is  usually 
sometime  before  they  are  prepared  for  the  grammar 
schools. 

The  semi-annual  promotion  of  such  as  are  fitted 
to  enter  the  next  higher  classes  than  those  to  which 
they  belong  will  tend  to  relieve  the  pressure  in  the 
lower  grades,  and  to  fill  those  of  the  higher. 

The  high  school  has  never  had  a  larger  number  of 
pupils  than  now,  and  it  will  receive,  in  May,  accessions 
of  as  many  as  it  can  accommodate.  Standing  at  the 
head  of  our  schools,  the  committee  and  the  public 
justly  demand  that  it  should  be  a  model  and  pattern 
for  all  the  others,  in  its  discipline,  government, 
and  teaching. 

The  superintendent  gratefully  acknowledges  the 
generous  assistance  given  him  by  the  committee  in 
perfecting  his  plans,  and  in  elevating  the  schools. 
Their  monthly  visits  encourage  and  animate  both 
teachers  and  pupils. 

BOOKS  AND  APPARATUS. 

Besides  furnishing  the  schools  with  the  text  books 
used  in  them,  the  city  also  furnishes  each  school 
with  certain  books  for  reference,  a  globe,  and  a  set 
of  outline  maps. 

The  change  of  books  is  at  any  time  a  burden,  and, 
unless  the  substitute  is  a  very  decided  improvement 
upon  the  original,  it  is  an  unmitigated  evil. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Greenleaf 's  series 
of  arithmetics,  and  Qackenbos'  History  of  the  United 
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States,  were  introduced  into  the  schools.  Whether 
the  exclusion  of  Chase's  and  Colburn's  arithmetics, 
with  the  consequent  expense  of  introducing  others, 
even  under  the  publisher's  proposal  to  exchange  one 
for  the  other,  was  a  gain  to  the  schools,  is  very 
questionable. 

Except  the  introduction  of  a  few  text  books  into 
the  high  school,  no  other  changes  in  books  have  been 
made  or  recommended  during  the  year.  The  same 
reason  that  would  forbid  the  introduction  of  a  new 
book,  would  weigh  equally  against  its  rejection  when 
once  introduced,  namely, — that  a  decided  and  positive 
preference  for  a  book,  on  account  of  its  superior 
merits,  is  the  only  reason  justifying  a  change. 

The  high  school  is  the  only  one  in  the  city  sup- 
plied with  a  philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus. 
It  has  suffered  for  the  want  of  care  and  is  now  quite 
imperfect.  An  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars 
was  recently  made  by  the  school  committee  for  re- 
pairs and  additions. 

SINGING,  WRITING,  AND  DRAWING. 

The  experiment  of  employing  a  teacher  of  vocal 
music  in  the  grammar  and  secondary  schools  was 
made  during  two  terms  of  the  last  year  with  very 
decidedly  favorable  results.  The  salary  paid  was 
$100  per  term,  and  lessons  of  thirty  minutes  were 
given  weekly  to  each  of  the  above-named  schools. 
The  need  of  such  an  instructor  is  obvious.  Few  of 
the  teachers  employed  by  the  city,  however  compe- 
tent in  other  respects,  can  teach  singing.  In  many 
schools  no  attempt  to  teach  it  is  made.    If  the  pupils 
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sing,  it  is  without  help  or  direction.  In  others, 
singing  is  taught  more  or  less  correctly  according  to 
the  skill  and  knowledge  of  the  teacher.  The  brief 
experiment  of  the  last  year  proved  that  a  competent 
teacher  of  vocal  music  would  secure  uniformity  of 
method  and  awaken  a  general  interest  in  the  subject. 

Nearly  the  same  reasoning  will  demonstrate  the 
importance  of  employing  one  competent  instructor  of 
writing.  Very  few,  if  any,  of  the  public  school 
teachers,  have  made  penmanship  a  study  with  the 
design  of  teaching  it.  An  incompetent  teacher  must 
give  very  indifferent  instruction.  Did  not  the  public 
schools  fifty  years  ago  make  nearly  as  good  writers 
as  our  schools  make  ? 

The  subject  of  drawing  has  received  attention  in 
the  high  school  since  the  summer  term.  Miss 
Helen  M.  Knowlton,  a  very  excellent  and  accom- 
plished teacher,  gave  lessons  through  the  fall  term 
with  eminent  success.  This  department  is  now 
under  the  charge  of  Miss  Kate  F.  Leland,  one  of  the 
permanent  teachers  in  the  school.  The  progress  of 
the  pupils  under  her  tuition  is  very  gratifying. 

CHANGE  OF    THE  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

The  school  year  has  heretofore  corresponded  with 
•the  municipal  year,  commencing  with  January  and 
closing  with  December.  There  are  some  inconven- 
iences in  this  arrangement.  The  time  of  the  annual 
promotions  in  the  schools  is  not  the  most  opportune 
for  a  new  committee  to  assume  the  charge  of  the 
schools. 

The  annual  promotions  should  be  made  at  the 
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time  when  the  necessary  changes  will  cause  the  least 
possible  disparity  in  the  attendance.  The  primary 
schools  have  the  smallest  number  of  pupils  in  the 
winter,  when  the  higher  grades  have  the  largest.  It 
is  therefore  an  unpropitious  time  to  make  promotions, 
since  the  primaries  wo  aid  be  diminished  when  they 
need  no  diminution,  and  the  other  schools  would  be 
enlarged  when  they  need  no  additions.  In  the  spring, 
the  higher  grades  lose  many  pupils  and  the  primaries 
receive  large  accessions.  These  facts  induced  the 
committee  to  change  the  commencement  of  the 
school  year  from  January  to  May.  It  is  expected 
that  making  the  promotions  at  that  time  will  fill  the 
vacancies  in  the  higher  grades,  and  leave  room  in  the 
primaries  for  the  crowd  of  little  ones  that  the  warm 
sun  of  May  will  call  out  from  their  homes  where  the 
winter  has  confined  them,  and  that  a  nearly  uniform 
attendance  will  be  secured  for  the  year. 

The  committee  also  reduced  the  school  year  from 
forty-four  weeks  to  forty-three,  and  made  the  number 
of  terms  four  instead  of  three,  no  term  to  be  longer 
than  twelve  weeks,  and  a  vacation  to  follow  each 
term.  A  term  protracted  beyond  twelve  weeks  taxes 
too  severely  the  nerves  of  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

Since  the  change  in  the  school  year  postponed  the 
annual  examination  from  December  to  May,  the 
usual  reports  of  the  visiting  committee  upon  the  sev- 
eral schools  under  their  charge  do  not  appear  in  this 
report. 
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ADULT  SCHOOLS. 

The  young  men's  school  has  for  several  years  been 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Eddy.  In  the 
fall  of  1859,  Mr.  Eddy  having  been  elected  to  the 
state  senate,  the  school  passed  into  other  hands. 

Most  of  the  pupils  in  these  schools  have  been 
either  very  unfortunate  or  very  negligent  in  early 
life.  They  are  quite  irregular  in  their  habits,  and 
are  not  enough  in  earnest  to  improve  their  time  and 
opportunities.  Mr.  Samuel  N.  Aldrich,  the  present 
teacher,  has  experience  and  skill. 

The  number  in  the  day  school  is  now  seventy-five, 
with  a  daily  attendance  of  fifty -two. 

The  evening  schools  have  been  reduced  to  one,  to 
which  both  males  and  females  are  admitted.  This  is 
found  sufficient  for  all  that  apply.  The  number  of 
males  in  attendance  is  sixty-one,  females  sixteen. 

Firm  government  and  strict  discipline  have  very 
nearly  discouraged  the  attendance  of  those  who  go 
there  merely  for  recreation  or  amusement. 

The  little  learned  in  these  schools  is  all  the  literary 
capital  which  many  of  the  pupils  have  with  which 
to  begin  life.  However  small,  it  is  far  better  than 
none. 

SUBURBAN  SCHOOLS. 

Number  of  pupils  registered  during  the  year,  670 
Average  number  of  pupils  belonging  during  the  year,  436 
"  "        "  in  daily  attendance,  339 

Per  centage  of  attendance,  .78 
There  are  thirteen  suburban  schools,  of  which 
one,  Providence  street,  has  employed  two  teachers  all 
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the  year,  and  another,  Tatnuck,  has  employed  two  in 
the  winter.  The  others  employ  one  each.  The 
Providence  street  school  properly  belongs  to  the 
center  district,  and  is  placed  there  in  the  statistical 
tables  accompanying  this  report.  The  change  of 
teachers  in  some  of  these  schools  is  quite  too  frequent 
for  their  highest  good.  Only  six  of  them  have  not 
changed  teachers  during  the  year,  and  two  of  them 
have  changed  more  than  once. 

The  disparity  between  the  largest  taught  by  a 
single  teacher,  and  the  smallest,  is  very  marked.  The 
average  daily  attendance  at  South  Worcester  is  45  : 
the  average  daily  attendance  at  Blithewood  is  15.  The 
school  houses  are  among  the  best  we  have.  The  school 
yards  are,  in  a  few  instances,  adorned  with  trees,  but 
in  most  cases  are  neglected.  The  inhabitants  of 
these  districts  have  a  fine  opportunity  to  cultivate 
the  taste  of  their  children  by  planting  trees  and  laying 
out  miniature  flower  gardens  in  these  ample  yards. 

These  are  all  mixed  schools,  and  therefore  the 
classes  are  often  very  numerous  and  the  time  very 
limited  which  the  teachers  can  give  to  each.  There 
is  no  remedy  for  this  in  the  sparsely  populated  dis- 
tricts. The  privilege  of  attending  the  schools  of  the 
centre  district  is,  however,  extended  to  any  who 
may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  it. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  whole  number  of  primary  schools  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  nineteen.    One  has  since 
been  added  on  Front  street,  and  one  single  school 
in  East  Worcester  has  been  made  double,  the  two 
11 
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furnishing  additional  accommodations  for  about  120 
pupils.

The  need  of  still  more  room  for  this  grade  of 
schools  is  very  manifest.  The  number  of  seats,  in- 
cluding the  additions  just  mentioned,  is  only  1632, 
while  the  number  of  pupils  in  pleasant  weather  is 
often  1800.  Taking  the  old  common  as  the  centre 
of  a  circle  one  mile  in  diameter,  we  have,  in  that 
circle,  the  crowded  district.  If  the  city  should,  at 
the  proper  time,  build  a  new  house  for  the  high 
school,  and  appropriate  the  present  one  to  grammar 
school  purposes,  one  grammar  school  being  removed 
to  it  from  Thomas  street,  another  from  Pleasant  street, 
and  another  from  Sycamore  street,  three  rooms,  suffi- 
cient for  two  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  and  located 
nearly  where  we  want  them,  would  be  left  for  primary 
schools.  If  we  do  not  build  or  rent  a  house,  the 
only  other  practicable  method  of  relief  is  earlier 
promotion  to  the  higher  grades  and  the  rejection  of 
all  pupils  under  five  years  of  age. 

The  teachers  of  these  schools  deserve  great  credit 
for  accomplishing  all  they  have  under  the  pressure 
of  an  attendance  so  large.  An  attempt  has  been 
made  to  secure  at  least  an  approximation  to  a  uni- 
form preparation  for  promotion,  as  well  as  to  fix  the 
standard  for  it.  In  no  schools  are  semi-annual  pro- 
motions more  needed.  The  more  constant  and 
regular  very  soon  outstrip  the  irregular  and  incon- 
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stant,  and,  to  retain  them  in  these  schools,  after  they 
are  fitted  to  enter  the  schools  above,  is  an  injustice, 
as  well  as  a  discouragement. 

The  efficiency  of  the  primary  schools  would  be 
greatly  promoted  by  dividing  them  into  two  depart- 
ments, in  one  of  which  the  instruction  should  be 
chiefly  oral  and  extend  only  through  the  alphabet 
and  the  primer ;  in  the  other,  the  studies  prescribed 
for  the  primary  schools  should  be  completed. 

The  advantages  of  such  a  system  are  obvious. 
Each  teacher,  having  fewer  classes,  could  give  more 
attention  to  each  pupil,  entertaining  the  beginners 
with  oral  instruction,  cards  and  pictures,  without 
requiring  them,  as  now,  to  sit  painful  and  protracted 
intervals  with  folded  arms,  to  their  great  physical 
discomfort  if  not  permanent  injury. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  ten  sec- 
ondary schools,  one  double,  and  nine  single. — One 
single  school  has  since  been  added.

The  character  of  these  schools  has  much  improved. 
The  government  of  them  is  particularly  difficult. 
One,  which  has  from  its  organization  been  trouble- 
some and  in  consequence  had  frequent  changes  of 
teachers,  has  come  to  be,  under  the  charge  of  a  supe- 
rior teacher  of  fine  executive  ability,  one  of  the  best 
governed  secondary  schools  in  the  city. 
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There  is  no  immediate  demand  for  another  school  of 
this  grade.  The  one  on  Main  street  is  badly  located, 
since  most  of  the  pupils  attending  it  live  in  the  south- 
east part  of  the  city.  The  number  of  pupils  that 
complete  their  education  in  these  schools  is  large. 
The  study  of  the  fundamental  rules  of  written 
arithmetic,  in  addition  to  the  mental  arithmetic 
heretofore  studied,  has  been  introduced  during  the 
year. 

Through  an  oversight  of  the  committee  when 
Greenleaf 's  series  of  arithmetics  was  introduced, 
the  mental  arithmetic  designed  for  grammar  schools 
was  put  into  the  secondary  schools. 

This  unfortunate  mistake  discouraged  the  pupils, 
since  what  they  could  not  understand  they  could 
not  love.  The  correction  of  the  mistake  has  cleared 
the  mental  sky  of  the  poor  boys  and  girls  and  ena- 
bled them  to  discover  beauties  even  in  what  had 
seemed  to  them  the  dark  science  of  numbers. 

Under  the  new  arrangement,  the  classes  entering 
these  schools  from  the  primary  bring  with  them 
and  complete  the  geography  of  which  they  had 
learned  only  a  part  in  the  primary  schools.  It  has 
been  the  custom  at  the  time  of  promotion  to  lay 
aside  the  primary  geography,  half  finished,  and  take 
up  a  larger  and  more  difficult  one.  The  transition 
from  grade  to  grade  should  not  be  made  difficult  and 
forbidding,  but  easy  and  inviting. 
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GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

Of  these  there  are  nine,  of  which  three  are  double. 
The  increase  of  pupils  in  the  south  part  of  the  city, 
and  the  large  number  of  applicants  to  enter  Mr. 
Hunt's  school,  made  it  necessary,  early  in  the  year, 
either  to  give  him  an  assistant,  or  to  organize  a  new 
school  of  the  grade  of  his  second  class.  The  last 
was  done,  and  the  new  school  supplied  the  immedi- 
ate demand  for  more  room. 

After  the  promotions  to  the  high  school  in  Octo- 
ber, this  new  school  was  temporarily  suspended  and 
the  teacher  transferred  to  another.

Average  number  of  pupils  belonging  during  the  year,  564

The  two  teachers  in  the  first  department  of  the 
Thomas  street  grammar  school  were,  during  the 
year,  promoted  to  the  high  school,  and  the  commit- 
tee were  compelled  to  search  for  suitable  candidates 
to  fill  the  vacancies.  A  change  of  teachers,  like  a 
change  of  books,  is  not  of  itself  desirable.  The 
committee,  however,  do  not  always  feel  at  liberty  to 
interpose  objections,  when  their  most  reliable  teachers 
are  invited  to  "  go  up  higher."  The  committee 
deem  themselves  fortunate  in  the  selection  of  the 
present  excellent  principal  of  the  Thomas  street 
school  and  his  worthy  assistant.  Neither  are  nov- 
ices in  teaching. 

The  experiment  of  employing  a  male  teacher  in 
the  New  Worcester  grammar  school  was  made  in 
11* 
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the  early  part  of  the  year,  but,  before  the  fall  term, 
it  was  deemed  wise  to  return  to  the  old  policy. 

CLASSICAL  AND   ENGLISH  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Number  of  pupils  registered  during  the  year,  244 

Average  number  of  pupils  belonging  during  the  year,  159

Percentage  of  attendance  during  the  year,  .82 

While  this  school,  in  some  respects,  is  the  most 
fortunate,  in  others  it  is  the  most  unfortunate  in  the 
city.  It  has  never  had  a  surplus  of  pupils.  It  has 
ample  accommodations  for  204  pupils,  but  in  1857 
the  average  attendance  was  only  149  ;  in  1858,  166  ; 
in  1859,  131. 

The  school  has  not  for  several  years  enjoyed  as 
fully  as  is  desirable  popular  sympathy  and  public 
confidence. 

The  impression  has  somewhat  extensively  prevailed, 
that  the  high  school  is  not  entirely  adapted  to  the 
wants  of  the  Worcester  people. 

Whether  this  impression  is  correct  or  not,  the 
effect  upon  the  school  has  been  unfortunate.  Pupils 
entering  there  have  not  always  remained  long  enough 
to  ascertain  what  the  school  would,  or  would  not,  do 
for  them. 

The  frequent  change  of  teachers  has  not  tended 
to  bring  the  school  into  popular  favor.  Twenty 
teachers  have  been  connected  with  the  school  during 
the  last  five  years,  fifteen  of  whom  have  now  no  con- 
nection with  it.  At  no  time  have  there  been  more 
than  five  teachers  in  the  school  at  once. 

The  year  1859  has  had  its  full  share  of  changes. 
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None  of  the  teachers  now  in  the  school  have  been  in 
it  more  than  eight  months.  These  frequent  resigna- 
tions have  not  often  been  at  the  suggestion  or  by  the 
desire  of  the  committee,  but  usually  from  causes 
beyond  their  control. 

Early  in  the  summer  term  of  the  last  year,  an 
unhappy  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  relative 
authority  of  the  two  male  teachers  became  manifest. 
One,  as  principal,  claimed  jurisdiction  over  every 
department  of  the  school ;  the  other  claimed  ultimate 
authority  in  his  own  department.  This  difference 
culminated  in  the  resignation  of  all  the  teachers  in 
the  school  except  the  principal.  The  confidence  of 
the  public,  never  too  strong  in  the  school,  was  not 
augmented  by  this  new  hegira. 

It  has  sometimes  been  questioned  whether  the 
school  has  been  always  firmly  and  vigorously  gov- 
erned, and  it  has  been  objected  that  however  exten- 
sive and  accurate  the  instruction,  its  value  is  greatly 
depreciated  by  the  want  of  strict,  dignified,  and  firm 
discipline. 

The  school  was  enlarged  in  October,  by  a  prepar- 
atory class  of  67,  and  an  additional  teacher. 

The  visiting  committee  of  this  school  have  given 
careful  attention  to  its  condition,  and  have  attempted 
to  bring  it  into  harmony  with  the  wishes  and  inter- 
ests of  the  people.  They  recognize  the  importance 
of  having  a  high  school  with  facilities  to  educate 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  all  the  citizens  of  our 
beautiful  city.  With  this  purpose,  they  have  already 
made  some  important  changes,  given  an  additional 
year  to  the  English  department,  and  introduced  the 
study  of  drawing. 
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They  have  spared  no  pains  to  secure  for  every 
vacancy  a  competent,  earnest,  and  enthusiastic 
teacher,  one  who,  with  the  high  and  indispensable 
qualities  of  the  scholar,  combines  the  best  elements 
of  the  teacher,  the  ability  to  teach  his  pupils  to  think, 
as  well  as  to  remember ;  the  rare  good  sense  which 
never  tasks  the  mind  too  much,  and  yet  assists  the 
pupil  to  acquire  the  habit  of  intense  and  even  pro- 
tracted mental  application,  which  makes  study  attrac- 
tive by  leading  the  mind  of  the  student  rather  than 
driving  it. 

The  committee  feel  confident  that  this  part  of 
their  labor  has  been  attended  with  unusual  success. 
Mr.  H.  B,.  Greene  had  already  secured  the  confidence 
of  the  community  by  a  very  successful  and  popular 
career  in  the  Thomas  street  school. 

Miss  Susan  E.  White,  the  successor  of  Miss  M.  E. 
Waterman,  has  had  many  accomplished  and  brilliant 
predecessors  in  the  French  department,  but  no  supe- 
riors. Miss  Ava  Williams  had  long  been  known  as 
one  of  the  most  earnest,  faithful,  and  successful  teach- 
ers in  the  city.  Miss  Kate  F.  Leland,  who  has  been 
in  the  school  but  a  few  weeks,  has  taught  with  suc- 
cess in  other  schools,  and  her  classes  here  evince  her 
faithfulness,  competency,  and  skill. 

The  classical  department  has  been  under  the  charge 
of  Mr.  H.  B.  Sprague,  who  has  also  had  charge  of 
the  government  of  the  school.  In  the  department  of 
teaching,  he  has  given  entire  satisfaction  to  the  com- 
mittee. His  classes  have  been  an  honor  to  the 
school  as  well  as  creditable  to  himself.  At  the 
annual  election  of  teachers  in  December,  the  com- 
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mittee  expressed  their  cordial  approval  of  the  classi- 
cal instruction  in  the  school  by  unanimously  placing 
Mr.  Sprague  in  charge  of  that  department,  and  they 
relieved  him  of  the  executive  department  with  the 
hope  of  making  it  more  vigorous  and  effective. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  MEDAL  FUND. 

What  Benjamin  Franklin  did  for  the  lads  of  the 
Boston  schools,  Hon.  A.  H.  Bullock  has  done  for 
the  youth  of  both  sexes  in  the  Worcester  schools. 

The  following  letter  of  mayor  Bullock,  proposing 
to  give  to  the  city  of  Worcester  one  thousand 
dollars,  the  annual  income  of  which  is  to  be  forever 
appropriated  by  the  school  committee  for  the  en- 
couragement of  merit  in  scholarship  and  deportment 
in  both  sexes  in  the  high  school  of  this  city,  and 
the  official  action  of  the  city  council  and  of  the 
school  committee  upon  that  communication,  form 
an  interesting  and  important  chapter  in  the  history 
of  our  public  schools,  and  deserve  a  place  in  the 
permanent  records  of  the  city,  that  the  pupils  of 
1960  may  not  find  it  difficult  to  ascertain  whose 
munificent  hand  it  is  that  reaches  down  through  the 
century  and  bestows  a  reward  upon  industrious  and 
virtuous  merit. 

City  of  Worcester,  ) 
Mayor's  Office,  Oct.  31,  1859.  5 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

In  the  course  of  my  official  connection  with  the  school 
board,  and  of  my  visits  to  the  schools  during  the  present 
year,  I  have  observed  with  interest  the  success  of  our  sys- 
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tem  of  education.  I  well  recollect  the  condition  of  the 
schools  at  the  time  immediately  prior  to  our  organization  as 
a  city,  when  for  a  period  of  four  or  five  years  it  was  my 
lot,  as  secretary  of  the  board  of  overseers  of  schools  in 
the  centre  district,  to  enter  them  frequently,  and  to  inspect 
them  somewhat  minutely  ;  and  though  they  were  then  in 
high  repute  and  wore  honors  in  a  comparison  with  those 
of  other  equal  towns,  it  now  appears  to  be  manifest  that  in 
maturity  of  system,  and  in  the.  efficacy  of  intelligent  and 
vigorous  instruction,  we  have  since  made  a  large  and  grati- 
fying advance. 

But  in  this  department  of  the  public  interests,  our  neces- 
sities as  a  local  community  require  that  the  progress  to 
which  I  have  alluded  should  be  continued.  Our  prosperity, 
position,  and  influence  as  a  city,  absolutely  depend  upon 
this.  In  the  tendency  of  our  time  to  centralization,  which 
is  collecting  a  great  proportion  of  the  population  of  the 
state  into  its  large  and  thriving  cities, — where  the  useful 
arts  of  material  power,  and  all  the  agencies  of  influence 
are  quickened  and  supported  by  the  aids  of  aggregated 
wealth  and  cultivation ; — you  will  concur  with  me  in  the 
opinion,  that  the  best  way,  and  the  only  way,  in  which  we 
can  expect  to  sustain  ourselves  in  such  a  competition  of 
communities,  is  by  a  constant,  liberal,  and  thorough  devel- 
opment and  stimulation  of  our  public  schools.  These 
make  the  men  and  women,  who  are  the  city.  And  it 
becomes  us  to  establish  these  free  and  public  institutions  in 
the  confidence  and  affections  of  our  whole  population,  with- 
out distinction  of  race,  or  party,  or  sect ;  and  especially  to 
invest  them  with  such  varied  attractions  as  shall  enlist  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  youth  whose  preparation  for 
active  life  is  in  a  large  degree  dependent  upon  them. 

My  excuse  for  having  thus  briefly  indulged  in  this 
expression  of  such  truisms  as  are  familiar  to  all,  must  be 
found  in  the  interest  which  has  been  freshly  awakened  in 
my  own  mind  by  the  frequent  and  immediate  contact  with 
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our  school  system  to  which  I  have  been  called  in  the  dis- 
charge of  my  official  duties.  My  particular  object,  how- 
ever, in  making  to  you  this  communication,  is  to  say  that, 
entertaining  these  opinions,  and  impressed  with  a  sense  of 
their  importance,  however  familiar  or  common  they  may  be, 
it  is  my  wish,  before  retiring  from  the  office  I  now  hold  in 
the  city,  to  leave  behind  some  token  of  the  sincerity  with 
which  they  are  cherished.  For  the  more  definite  accom- 
plishment of  this  desire,  I  shall  select  the  high  school  of 
our  city.  This  selection  is  made  for  the  reason  that  this 
institution  is  the  only  one  which  is  open  to  pupils  resident 
in  all  parts  of  the  city  ;  and  because,  as  the  school  of  last 
resort  for  nearly  two  hundred  lads  and  girls  before  engaging 
in  the  practical  life  of  the  world,  it  possesses  peculiar  claims 
upon  our  thoughtful  care. 

I  propose,  therefore,  gentlemen,  to  now  tender  to  you,  as 
representatives  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  set  apart  as  a  fund  of  which  the  annual  income 
shall  be  appropriated,  under  the  direction  of  the  school 
committee,  for  the  encouragement  of  merit  in  scholarship 
and  deportment,  in  both  sexes,  in  the  high  school  of  Wor- 
cester. If  you  accept  the  gift,  I  recommend  that  the  whole 
subject  be  referred  to  the  school  committee,  in  whose  dis- 
cretion and  judgment  we  may  safely  confide  ;  and  with 
reference  to  the  investment  of  the  money,  permit  me  to 
recommend  that  the  treasurer  be  ordered  with  it  to  pay  off 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  city  debt,  and  to  open  an 
account  which  shall  represent  and  designate  this  fund, 
paying  annually  six  per  cent,  interest  for  the  object  I  have 
expressed,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  voted  by  the  school 
committee.  The  particular  name  to  be  attached  to  the 
account  or  fund,  can  better  be  determined  by  you  after  the 
school  committee  shall  have  arranged  the  mode  for  its  use  ; 
it  being  expressly  understood,  however,  that  my  own  name 
is  not  in  any  event  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  title  which 
may  be  adopted. 
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If  I  had  regarded  mere  delicacy  or  general  propriety,  this 
communication  might  perhaps  have  been  deferred  to  the 
close  of  the  municipal  year.  But  I  am  sure  that  your 
judgment  will  relieve  me  from  any  embarrassment  arising 
from  this  consideration,  when  I  give  you  the  assurance  that, 
as  my  term  of  office  will  soon  expire,  to  which  I  shall  not 
under  any  circumstances  be  a  candidate  for  re-election,  my 
sole  object  in  bringing  the  subject  to  your  attention  at  this 
time,  is  that,  by  reason  of  my  connection  with  you  in  the 
government  of  the  city,  I  may  share  with  the  city  council 
and  school  committee  in  arranging  the  details  for  the 
investment  and  use  of  the  fund.

This  communication  was  referred  to  a  joint  special 
committee,  consisting  of  aldermen  Armsby  and 
Goddard,  and  councilmen  Barton,  Stone,  and  Cham- 
berlain, who  reported  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  unanimously  adopted  : — 

Whereas,  the  Hon.  A.  H.  Bullock,  mayor  of  the  city, 
has,  by  a  communication  of  this  date,  tendered  to  the  city 
of  Worcester  "  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  set 
apart  as  a  fund,  of  which  the  annual  income  shall  be  appro- 
priated, under  the  direction  of  the  school  committee,  for 
the  encouragement  of  merit  in  scholarship  and  deportment, 
in  both  sexes,  in  the  high  school  of  Worcester," 

Resolved,  That  the  city  council,  for  and  in  behalf  of 
the  city  of  Worcester,  tenders  its  cordial  and  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Hon.  A.  H.  Bullock  for  his  liberal  donation,  rendered 
doubly  valuable  for  the  objects  which  it  is  intended,  and  so 
well  designed,  to  promote. 

Resolved,  That  the  city  council,  in  behalf  of  the  city, 
hereby  accept  the  gift  as  a  sacred  trust,  to  be  appropriated 
and  used  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  contemplated 
by  the  generous  donor. 
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Resolved,  That  the  city  treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby- 
authorized  to  receive,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  city,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  thus  tendered,  at  the  convenience 
of  the  donor,  and  that  he  be  instructed  "  to  pay  with  it  an 
equal  amount  of  the  city  debt,  and  to  open  an  account 
which  shall  represent  and  designate  this  fund,  paying  annu- 
ally six  per  cent,  interest  for  the  object  expressed  and 
intended  by  the  donor,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  voted  by 
the  school  committee." 

Resolved,  That  the  communication  of  the  mayor  be 
referred  to  the  school  committee,  in  compliance  with  his 
request. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolves,  duly  certified, 
be  sent  to  the  Hon.  A.  H.  Bullock.

The  city  council  referred  the  mayor's  communi- 
cation to  the  school  committee,  in  compliance  with 
his  request,  and  the  school  committee  referred  it  to 
a  special  committee  of  eight,  who  made,  through 
their  chairman,  the  Hon.  Dwight  Foster,  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  city  of  Worcester  : 

The  sub-committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communi- 
cation of  the  mayor  offering  to  create  a  fund  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  the  annual  income  of  which  shall  be 
appropriated  under  the  direction  of  the  school  committee 
for  the  encouragement  of  merit  in  scholarship  and  deport- 
ment, in  both  sexes,  in  the  high  school  of  Worcester,  have 
the  honor  to  submit  their  report. 
12 
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They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  vote  : 

Resolved,  That  the  income  of  the  fund  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  which  has  heen  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  hoard 
hy  the  munificent  liberality  of  the  Hon.  A.  H.  Bullock, 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Worcester,  he  annually  appropriated 
the  purchase  of  twenty  silver  medals,  of  uniform  size, 
appearance  and  value,  for  distribution  as  prizes  among 
the  scholars  of  the  high  school,  and  that,  at  the  end  of 
each  school  year,  on  the  last  day  thereof,  these  prizes  shall 
he  publicly  awarded  as  follows  : — 

Four  medals  for  excellence  in  deportment, — under  which 
term  shall  be  included  good  morals,  good  manners,  indus- 
try and  assiduity,  regularity,  punctuality,  and  every  des- 
cription of  honorable  and  meritorious  conduct. 

Four  medals  for  excellence  in  classical  studies. 

"Four  medals  for  excellence  in  mathematics. 

Four  medals  for  excellence  in  English  studies, — which 
shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  branches  taught  in  the 
school,  except  those  for  which  the  other  prizes  are  especially 
offered. 

And  one  medal  for  excellence  in  each  of  the  following 
branches  :    composition,  declamation,  reading,  and  French. 

All  who  shall  have  been  members  of  the  school  during 
the  entire  year,  with  the  exception  only  of  temporary 
absences,  for  sufficient  excuses,  shall  be  candidates  for  med- 
als, each  in  the  studies  which  he  or  she  has  pursued  ;  but 
only  one  medal  shall  be  awarded  to  any  scholar  in  a  year, 
and  no  one  shall  receive  a  medal,  who  has,  during  the  year, 
been  guilty  of  any  serious  misconduct  or  gross  violation  of 
the  rules  of  the  school. 

When  the  merits  of  any  scholar  shall  have  been  such, 
that  he  or  she  would  be  entitled  to  a  prize  in  more  than 
one  department,  that  fact  shall  be  publicly  announced,  and 
the  medal  shall  be  awarded  for  excellence  in  all  the  branches 
in  which  it  has  been  deserved. 

The  school  committee,  at  the  commencement  of  each 
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school  year,  shall  elect  five  gentlemen,  none  of  whom 
shall  be  members  of  that  board,  to  act  as  judges  in  the  award 
of  the  foregoing  prizes  ;  who  shall  be  governed  in  their 
decision  by  the  marks  of  the  scholars  for  recitation  and 
deportment  during  the  year,  by  their  appearance  and  profi- 
ciency at  the  school  examinations,  and  such  other  modes 
of  ascertaining  their  comparative  merits  as  they  may  think 
fit  to  employ. 

The  terms  of  the  preceding  vote  which  your  committee 
submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  are  sufficiently 
explicit  to  explain  their  views  of  the  best  mode  of  appropri- 
ating the  liberal  donation  of  the  mayor.  It  has  been  their 
aim  to  devise  such  a  plan  as  will  encourage  a  worthy  ambi- 
tion for  honorable  distinction,  founded  upon  good  character 
and  good  scholarship.  And  they  cannot  doubt  that  the 
prizes  thus  offered  will  afford  to  all  the  members  of  the  high 
school  an  incentive  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of 
that  Institution  to  the  highest  possible  degree. 

Hereafter,  it  will  be  an  honor,  always  known  and  remem- 
bered, that  a  young  man  or  a  young  lady  is  one  of  "  the 
Medal  Scholars  of  the  Worcester  High  School." 

And  your  committee  trust  that  the  founder  of  this  fund 
may  for  many  years  witness  the  beneficial  results  of  his 
judicious  liberality,  in  the  elevated  tone  of  character  and 
scholarship  among  the  members  of  the  school  and  its  grad- 
uates in  after  life.

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With  his  usual  generosity,  the  worthy  donor  has 
provided  that  the  first  distribution  of  medals  shall 
be  made  at  the  close  of  the  present  school  year,  the 
first  week  in  May  1860. 

It  can  only  be  regretted  that  he  has  forbidden  the 
use  of  his  own  name  in  designating  the  fund. 
While  the  official  designation  may  require  us  to 
write  "The  High  School  Medal  Fund,"  it  will  be 
difficult,  we  think,  to  induce  the  people  not  to  call 
the  prizes  "  The  Bullock  Medals."

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY, 

WITH  ANNUAL  ACCOUNT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester : 

The  Commissioners  of  Hope  Cemetery  respectfully 
submit  their  sixth  annual  Report. 

The  act  relating  to  Hope  Cemetery  in  the  City  of 
Worcester,  passed  April  24,  1854,  requires  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  annually  in  the  month  of 
January,  "  to  make  and  render  a  report  of  all  their 
acts,  doings  and  proceedings,  and  of  the  condition  of 
the  Cemetery,  and  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  same." 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  said  act,  the 
Commissioners  met  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
1859,  and  organized  by  electing 

Hon.  Levi  Lincoln,  Chairman, 
Albert  Tolman,  Esq.,  Secretary, 
Albert  Curtis,  Esq.,  Superintendent. 
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The  Commissioners  took  measures  early  in  the 
Spring  to  have  Cypress  square,  Chestnut,  Pine, 
Aspen,  Chapel,  Maple,  Larch,  Sycamore,  Glen,  Lo- 
cust, Myrtle,  Walnut,  Cedar,  Spruce,  Pyrola,  Juniper 
and  River  avenues,  worked  and  put  in  good  order, 
for  the  comfort  and  safety  of  those  who  might  have 
occasion  to  use  them.  The  above-named  avenues 
are  all  the  principal  or  carriage  avenues  in  the  Cem- 
etery. The  common  burial  place  was  dressed  over, 
and  cleared  of  weeds,  shrubs,  bushes  and  stones.  A 
portion  of  the  land  between  Chestnut  and  Glen 
avenues,  has  been  cleared,  grubbed,  graded,  seeded 
down,  and  is  now  ready  to  be  laid  out  into  burial 
lots.  The  large  lot  enclosed  by  Maple,  Chapel, 
Aspen,  Sycamore  and  Larch  avenues,  has  been 
grubbed,  graded  and  seeded  down,  and  fully  prepared 
for  being  laid  into  paths  and  lots. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Commissioners  have 
caused  all  the  lots  to  be  numbered  in  a  permanent 
manner.  On  the  east  side  of  the  Cemetery,  there 
has  been  no  division  fence  to  separate  the  lands  of 
the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  which  are  used  for 
agricultural  purposes,  from  those  of  the  Cemetery. 
The  Commissioners  have  procured  stone  posts  to  be 
set  along  the  line  of  forty  four  rods,  with  a  view  of 
completing  a  substantial  board  fence  five  feet  high, 
the  whole  length  of  the  line,  at  the  opening  of 
spring.  An  amicable  arrangement  was  entered  into 
between  the  Commissioners  and  the  Agent  of  the 
College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  relative  to  the  proportions 
which  each  should  pay  towards  the  expense  of  the 
fence. 
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On  the  south  line  of  the  Cemetery,  which  is  un- 
fenced,  the  Commissioners  have  been  negotiating  for 
an  exchange  of  lands  with  adjoining  owners,  in  order 
to  straighten  and  improve  the  line,  and  greatly  short- 
en the  line  of  fence,  and  they  have  confidence  to 
believe  that  this  desirable  object  may  be  accom- 
plished the  current  year. 

Ornamental  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  planted, 
grounds  enriched,  trees  trimmed,  and  many  other 
things  done  to  make  the  grounds  attractive,  and  to 
carry  out  the  design  for  which  the  Cemetery  was 
established.

The  details  of  receipts  and  disbursements  are  fully 
stated  in  the  account  current  attached  to  this  report, 
to  which  the  City  Council  is  referred. — With  the  un- 
drawn balance  of  #44  46  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer, and  #46  20  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners, 
the  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  appropriation 
of  #400,  for  the  current  year,  will  be  sufficient  to. 
13 
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keep  the  grounds  in  order,  and  make  such  improve- 
ments as  are  desirable.  They  would  therefore  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  of  $400  for  the  current  year. 

Fifty  seven  burial  lots  have  been  sold  during  the 
year,  the  sales  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum 
of  $695,  showing  an  income  to  the  city  over  and  above 
the  appropriation  of  $295,  and  over  the  actual  amount 
drawn  from  the  City  Treasurer  of  $339  56.  It 
should  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  city  expend- 
ed large  sums  of  money  for  this  enterprise  in  the 
original  purchase,  and  in  the  preparation  of  the 
grounds,  so  that  the  income  of  this  year  would  about 
pay  a  year's  interest  on  the  expense  of  establishing 
the  Cemetery.  Burials  were  first  made  in  the  Ceme- 
tery in  1852.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  measures 
were  adopted  to  preserve  a  record  of  the  interments 
made,  and  it  is  now  too  late  to  determine  the  number 
with  accuracy.  There  have  been  four  hundred  and 
sixty  four  family  lots  sold,  and  the  number  of 
burials  amount  to  about  616.  The  number  of  lots 
laid  out,  numbered,  and  now  ready  for  sale,  is  158, 
and  the  prices  affixed  to  these  unsold  lots  vary  from 
$5  to  $50  a  lot,  according  to  the  improvements  and 
location  of  the  lots. 

It  is  now  eight  years  since  Hope  Cemetery  was 
opened  as  a  place  of  sepulture.  The  purchasers  of 
lots  acquire  not'  only  the  right  of  burial,  but  they 
take  a  fee  simple  of  the  ground  they  purchase,  which 
is  not  liable  for  debt,  taxes  or  assessments,  and  the 
lots  can  never  be  forcibly  taken  from  them.  The 
grounds  comprise  53  acres — and  although  a  large 
tract  for  burial,  yet  there  are  those  who  now  exist, 
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who  will  live  to  behold  it  a  city  of  the  dead  o 
numbering  the  living  by  its  side.  The  avenues, 
winding  gracefully  over  the  undulating  surface  of 
the  Cemetery,  are  nearly  four  miles  in  length,  and 
are  all  in  good  order.  The  improvements  made  by 
the  city,  and  by  the  owners  of  the  lots,  are  rendering 
this  resting  place  of  the  dead  more  and  more  attrac- 
tive, from  year  to  year,  for  the  sacred  purposes  for 
which  it  has  been  consecrated.

OF  THE 

OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1859. 


The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  year 
1859,  herewith  submit  their  Report : 

The  Board  elected  Mr.  Samuel  Banister  clerk, 
and  to  his  charge  committed  the  responsible  agency 
of  this  department;  and  his  colleagues  deem  it  their 
duty  to  bear  testimony  to  the  great  efficiency  and 
value  of  his  services.  Alike  as  the  dispensing  almo- 
ner of  the  city's  charity,  and  as  the  financial  man- 
ager of  the  Board,  he  has  earned  a  just  title  to  the 
grateful  confidence  and  respect  of  the  public.  Only 
those  who  have  become  by  experience  familiar  with 
the  duties  of  this  office,  can  fully  appreciate  the 
justness  of  this  tribute  to  his  merits  as  a  public 
officer. 

The  calamitous  reverses  which  came  upon  the 
business  of  the  community  in  1857,  and  which  so 
greatly  affected  its  social  and  domestic  condition  in 
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1858,  continued  to  a  considerable  extent  in  their 
effects  upon  families  and  individuals  in  1859;  and 
no  small  part  of  the  responsibilities  of  this  Board, 
related  to  the  distribution  of  the  public  bounty  to 
the  needy  and  deserving  in  all  portions  of  the  city. 
In  the  absence  of  any  private  association  for  organi- 
zed relief  to  the  poor,  it  has  devolved  upon  this 
Board  to  have  an  open  ear  to  such  calls  for  assis- 
tance as  individual  philanthropy  has  not  gone  forth 
to  meet ;  and  in  granting  this  miscellaneous  aid,  it 
has  been  their  aim  to  harmonize  municipal  economy 
and  public  charity  as  equitably  for  the  poor,  and 
as  justly  for  the  city,  as  judgment,  conscience  and 
humanity  would  permit. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  have  received 
aid  from  the  city  in  the  year  1859,  is  732.  Of  this 
number,  128  were  residents  of  the  city;  71  from 
other  towns  in  this  state ;  36  from  other  states  of 
this  union;  23  from  Canada,  9  from  Germany,  4 
from  England,  and  461  from  Ireland. 

The  number  of  persons  out  of  the  Almshouse, 
assisted  on  weekly  allowance,  was  21,  at  prices  vary- 
ing from  75  cents  to  2,00  per  week,  of  which  num- 
ber 14  were  receiving  aid  at  the  close  of  the  munici- 
pal year. 

January  1st,  1860,  there  were  at  the  almshouse 
21  persons  supported  as  paupers.  During  the  year 
14  persons  have  been  received  there  on  sentence 
from  court.  There  have  been  at  the  house  4  births 
and  4  deaths.  The  city  has  supported  5  insane  per- 
sons at  the  hospital,  at  an  average  cost  of  $2,87  per 
week ;  of  whom  2  now  remain. 
13* 
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The  average  number  of  persons  supported  at  the 
almshouse,  on  weekly  allowance,  and  at  the  hos- 
pital, has  been  45,  at  an  expense  of  about  $1,71 
per  week,  exclusive  of  interest  on  the  cost  of  the 
almshouse  establishment. 

During  the  year  40  persons  were  sent  to  the  state 
almshouse  at  Monson,  and  2  to  Rainsford  Island. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  numbers,  during  the 
same  period,  305  persons  seeking  employment  have 
received  meals  and  lodging  at  the  city's  almshouse. 

The  actual  cost  of  supporting  paupers  in  1859,  was  5,822  54 
Of  this  sum  there  was  paid  out  for  persons  having  no 

settlement  in  this  state,  -  -  -  1,631  46 
Leaving  as  the  cost  of  supporting  our  own  poor  in

For  a  community  of  nearly  25000  inhabitants, 
this  result  is  stated  by  the  Board  with  confidence 
and  pride,  as  highly  honorable  to  the  character  of 
the  city.

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It  will  be  perceived  that  these  footings  give  as  the 
aggregate  expenditures  of  this  department  in  1859, 
the  sum  of  $10,052  22.  The  appropriation  was 
but  $7,000  00. 

It  is  therefore  proper  that  the  Board  should,  in 
this  connection,  state  that  they  have  had  during  the 
year  many  extraordinary  expenditures  to  incur,  and 
have  greatly  added  to  the  property  of  the  city. 
They  have  added  to  the  furniture  and  stock  at  the 
almshouse  establishment,  to  the  amount  of  $1,- 
392  11.  They  have  repurchased  the  land  sold  off 
the  city  farm,  in  1855,  to  Jonas  Bartlett,  together 
with  an  additional  tract  of  about  two  acres,  at  a  cost 
of  $975.  This  is  deemed  an  important  recovery  to 
the  city,  as  this  land  has  for  many  reasons  been 
greatly  needed,  and  could  not  well  be  dispensed  with. 
The  sum  of  $150  has  been  paid  for  a  shed  at  the 
farm ;  $266  65  for  a  substantial  and  comely  wall 
and  fence  in  front  of  the  almshouse  upon  the  street, 
$76  20  for  a  right  of  water  and  for  conductors  at  the 
barn,  $373  62  for  numerous  cases  of  small  pox 
which  occurred  during  the  year,  and  other  items  of 
extraordinary  expenditure,  which  with  those  already 
enumerated  exceed  the  amount  of  the  difference 
between  the  appropriation  and  the  actual  expenses 
of  the  department.

The  Board  cannot  conclude  this  Report  without 
commending  the  judicious  management  which  the 
farm  receives  from  the  intelligent  and  faithful  Su- 
perintendent, Mr.  Drury.  During  the  period  of  his 
connection  with  this  service  of  the  city,  he  has 
greatly  improved  the  general  appearance,  fruitfulness 
and  value  of  the  farm,  and  at  no  time  has  this  fact 
been  more  apparent  than  during  the  past  year.  And 
with  equal  justness  the  Board  may  advert  to  the 
character  and  services  of  the  matron  of  the  estab- 
lishment, Mrs.  Drury.  Her  relations  to  the  econom- 
ical and  humane  characteristics  of  this  home  of  the 
poor,  have  been  necessarily  most  intimate  and  impor- 
tant, and  these  she  has  conducted  with  such  mingled 
energy  and  gentleness  as  to  have  won  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  every  member  of  the  Board.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

AQUEDUCT  COMMISSIONER. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester : 

The  Aqueduct  Commissioner  would  respectfully 
submit  to  the  City  Council  his  annual  report,  giving 
an  account  of  his  doings  for  the  year  1859,  showing 
the  amount  of  expenditures  and  the  receipts  during 
the  year,  the  condition  of  the  property,  the  property 
connected  therewith,  a  list  of  the  water  takers,  the 
amount  charged  each  person,  and  the  use  made  of 
the  water  as  near  as  I  possibly  can. 

The  condition  of  water  works  is  very  good,  but 
the  amount  of  water  in  "  Bell  Pond,"  is  not  what  I 
had  wished,  but  all  that  I  have  been  able  to  have  or 
to  keep.  The  months  of  August,  September,  Octo- 
ber and  November,  when  we  have  reason  to  expect 
much  rain,  have  proved  very  dry.  During  the  last 
part  of  November  and  the  first  of  December,  we  had 
a  gain  of  ten  inches  of  water  at  the  pond,  but  the 
severe  cold  in  December  has  caused  a  large  part  to 
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be  made  into  ice,  leaving  2  3-10ths,  feet  of  water 
that  can  be  drawn  from  the  pond. 

By  order  of  the  City  Council,  the  six  inch  pipe 
between  the  Reservoir  and  Summer  street  was  taken 
up,  and  an  eight  inch  pipe  substituted  in  its  place, 
and  the  six  inch  so  taken  up  to  be  relaid  in  South- 
bridge  street  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  four  thou- 
sand dollars.  Also  that  a  hydrant  be  placed  on 
Shelby  street,  and  one  on  Laurel  street.  The  order 
as  above  has  all  been  finished  except  the  hydrant  on 
Laurel  street,  which  could  not  be  well  done  as  the 
ground  froze  before  that  work  could  be  reached,  but 
the  materials  are  ready  and  the  work  can  be  done  in 
one  day  as  soon  as  the  ground  will  permit. 

The  expense  of  pipe,  digging  a  new  trench,  lead 
&c,  between  the  Reservoir  and  Summer  street,  was, 
as  near  as  I  can  get  at  the  expense,  $3100. 

The  expense  of  relaying  the  old  pipe  in  South- 
bridge  street,  1600  feet,  was  as  near  as  I  can  get  at 
the  expense,  $628  36 

Making  the  total  cost  $3,728  36 

There  is  much  need  of  extending  the  pipes.  The 
places  of  extension  are  as  follows :  from  the  lower 
end  of  Front  street  to  connect  with  pipes  in  Wash- 
ington square,  on  Southbridge  street  to  the  Rail- 
road bridge,  on  Pleasant  street  from  Ashland  street 
to  West  street.  Also  from  Pleasant  south  in  some 
street  to  Austin  or  Chandler  street, — as  some  means 
is  very  much  needed  in  that  part  of  the  city  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires.

The  orders  of  the  City  Council  have  all  been  exe- 
cuted with  the  exception  of  the  "  Patch  road,"  so 
called,  which  was  ordered  to  be  completed  on  the 
first  of  September  next,  and  will  require  an  appro- 
priation of  about  $1000,  to  finish  it. 

The  streets  and  bridges  were  all  in  good  condition 
at  the  closing  in  of  winter.

Gentlemen  : — I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  doings  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  A.  D.  1859,  showing  the 
expense  and  present  condition  of  the  department, 
the  number,  cause  and  extent  of  fires  that  have 
taken  place  during  the  year ;  the  amount  of  insur- 


ance on  property  destroyed.

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A  new  brick  edifice  has  been  built  by  the  city 
upon  land  purchased  of  Abijah  Bigelovv,  Esq.,  in 
Bigelow's  court,  which  has  enabled  us  to  vacate  the 
school  house  on  the  Common.  The  new  house  is 
ocupied  by  Hook  &  Ladder  Co.  No.  1,  and  Eagle 
Hose  Co.,  No.  3,  and  furnishes  fine  accommodations 
for  the  same. 

A  new  Engine  has  been  purchased  of  Hunneman 
&  Co.,  and  is  now  used  by  Yankee  Co.,  No.  5, — the  one 
heretofore  used  by  them  is  laid  aside  ;  it  is  of  no  use 
to  the  department,  and  I  would  recommend  that  it 
be  disposed  of  at  the  first  opportunity. 

A  cistern  has  also  been  built  upon  the  com- 
mon, near  the  city  hall,  calculated  to  hold  about 
35,000  gallons.  It  will  no  doubt  be  a  valuable  aux- 
iliary to  our  means  for  protecting  property  in  that 
part  of  the  city. 

There  are  still  some  parts  of  our  city  entirely  un- 
protected from  fire,  for  want  of  water,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  two  or  three  cisterns  be  built  in 
such  localities  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of 
Engineers.  I  cannot  too  earnestly  repeat  the  re- 
commendation of  my  predecessor,  in  his  last  annual 
report,  that  a  small  appropriation  be  made  to  improve 
the  natural  reservoirs  connected  with  the  numerous 
streams  that  run  through  the  centre  district.  He 
truly  said  that  the  opportunities  for  obtaining  water 
from  such  sources,  have  decreased  more  than  one 
half  since  the  introduction  of  the  aqueduct ;  and  I 
know  of  no  way  by  which  a  greater  amount  of  good 
can  be  accomplished  at  so  small  an  outlay  of  money. 
I  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  2000  feet 
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of  leading  hose,  as  it  will  require  full  that  amount  to 
keep  our  hose  good,  the  present  year. 

The  department  has  at  all  times  been  in  a  highly 
satisfactory  condition.  The  companies  have  gener- 
ally been  full,  and  the  members  are  to  a  great  extent 
experienced  firemen,  devoted  to  their  profession ;  and 
I  am  proud  to  say  that  both  in  point  of  character 
and  efficiency,  it  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
department  of  its  size  in  the  country.  In  conclu- 
sion, I  would  improve  this  opportunity  to  say,  that, 
though  truly  grateful  for  the  confidence  heretofore 
reposed  in  me,  I  most  respectfully  decline  being  con- 
sidered a  candidate  for  re-election.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  MARSHAL 


City  of  Worcester, 
Marshal's  Office,  Dec.  31,  1859. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Worcester: 

I  have  the  Honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual 
report  of  the  doings  of  the  Police,  and  the  condition 
of  the  department  for  the  year  1859.  The  commit- 
ments to  the  Watch  House  for  the  quarter  ending 
this  day  have  been  191,  of  which  number  96  have 
been  prosecuted  in  the  Police  Court  of  the  city.  The 
remaining  95  have  been  discharged  from  custody  by 
my  order.  From  January  1st,  1859,  to  the  present 
date,  the  whole  number  of  persons  arrested  and  com- 
mitted to  the  lock  up,  has  been  913,  of  which  num- 
ber 511  have  been  prosecuted  by  complaint  in  court. 
The  remaining  402,  arrested  for  the  lighter  and  more 
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venial  class  of  offences,  have  not  been  subjected  to 
prosecution,  under  the  belief  that  the  temporary 
confinement  to  which  they  were  subjected,  would 
prove  as  effectual  for  future  restraint  as  the  imposi- 
tion of  fines,  which  in  many  instances  are  discharged 
only  by  confinement  in  the  House  of  Correction. 

Of  this  number  428  were  non-residents  of  the  city. 

The  whole  number  of  complaints  made  in  the 
Police  Court  for  the  year  is  753,  for  offences  specified 
below :

liquor,  23  ;  being  common  seller  of  intoxicating  liquors,  1  ;  main- 
taining nuisance,  9  ;  furnishing  intoxicating  liquors  to  prisoner,  1  ; 
idle  and  dissolute  persons,  4  ;  disorderly  conduct,  ;  violating 
Lord's  day  act  by  engaging  in  games,  5  ;  common  drunkards,  34  ; 
unlicensed  hawking  and  peddling,  2  ;  gambling,  2  ;  obstructing 
public  streets,  4  ;  depositing  ashes  on  public  streets,  4  ;  collecting 
and  carrying  away  house  offal,  11;  not  removing  snow  from  side- 
walks, 12;  removing  night  soil  at  forbidden  hours,  2 ;  carrying 
night  soil  through  public  streets  in  open  vessels,  1  ;  fast  driving, 
4  ;  keeping  billiard  room  without  license,  2  ;  keeping  dogs  with- 
out license,  23  ;  running  hackney  carriage  without  license,  1  ; 
allowing  sink  water  to  run  into  public  streets,  1 ;  selling  wood 
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without  same  being  measured,  1  ;  vagrancy,  25  ;  violation  of  the 
milk  law,  1  ;  selling  fire  works  without  license,  1 . 

Of  which  number  265  were  against  persons  claim- 
ing a  residence  out  of  the  city. 

Food  and  lodging  have  been  furnished,  during  the 
year,  to  1552  poor  persons,  mostly  traveling  in  search 
of  employment.  These,  with  the  prisoners  confined 
in  the  watch  house,  in  all  numbering  2465,  have  been 
provided  with  food  at  a  cost  of  $133.65,  and  although 
a  large  part  of  this  sum  should  be  charged  to  the 
pauper  account,  it  has  been  included,  as  in  former 
years,  among  the  expenses  of  this  department. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Police  Department  the 
current  year,  was  for  salaries  of  marshal  and  assist- 
ants and  pay  of  the  watchmen,  $5000.

A  further  sum  of  twenty-six  dollars  has  been  re- 
ceived into  the  treasury  for  police  detailed  from  this 
office  to  attend  at  the  theatre  during  the  early  part 
of  the  performances  at  that  place. 

Of  the  entire  constabulary  force  of  the  city,  twelve 
only  have  been  in  the  public  employ  and  pay.  Of 
these  twelve,  nine  are  employed  as  night  watch, 
being  one  more  than  was  employed  in  1858,  leaving 
three  men  only  as  an  active  day  force,  upon  whose 
vigilance  has  depended,  in  a  great  measure,  the  pre- 
servation of  the  peace  and  the  protection  of  the  lives 
and  property  of  our  citizens.  Yet  I  cannot  but  con- 
gratulate myself  that  quiet  and  general  good  order 
has  prevailed  throughout  the  city  during  the  current 
year. 

Bringing  to  the  service  of  the  city  neither  previous 
experience  nor  that  intimate  knowledge  of  persons 
and  places  which  is  of  such  value  in  the  administra- 
tion of  a  police  force,  and  which  service  alone  gives, 
I  refer  with  confidence  to  the  records  of  the  office  as* 
voucher  for  the  activity  and  fidelity  of  the  members 
of  the  department,  claiming  for  myself  only,  that 
without  fear  or  favor,  with  honesty  and  fidelity,  I 
have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
I  have  had  the  honor  to  hold.  With  a  proper  regard 
to  the  rights  of  parties  accused,  determining  guilt 
before  directing  an  arrest,  I  have  the  consciousness 
of  having  prosecuted  in  court  every  complaint  of 
public  interest  which  has  been  made  to  me,  save  only 
in  one  instance  where  the  character  of  the  complain- 
ant was  too  questionable  to  justify  me  in  swearing  to 
the  truth  of  his  complaint.

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I  should  do  injustice  no  less  to  my  own  feelings 
than  to  the  officers  who  have  been  associated  with 
me  in  this  department,  if  I  omitted  to  express  my 
satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  they  have 
performed  their  duties,  at  all  times  delicate,  often 
unpleasant  and  difficult,  and  not  always  without 
danger.  More  especially  do  I  feel  indebted  to  my 
first  assistant,  James  McFarland,  for  the  unwearied 
zeal  and  fidelity  exhibited  by  him  in  the  service  of 
the  city,  and  I  desire  to  make  this  public  acknowl- 
edgment of  my  great  indebtedness  to  him,  as  well 
as  to  testify  to  the  government  my  high  appreciation 
of  his  services  to  the  city.

Treasurer's  Office,  City  of  Worcester,  April,  1861. 
TO  PERSONS  HAVING  CLAIMS  AGAINST  THE  CITY. 
Bills  presented  for  the  action  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  must  specify  wh^t  the 
article  or  articles  sold  were  for  —  when  for  labor,  where  it  was  performed,  number  of 
days  and  price  per  day,  unless  otherwise  agreed  upon.  When  there  are  charges 
belonging  to  different  departments,  separate  bills  must  be  made,  including  only 
charges  belonging  to  each  department. 

[UP3  ALL  BILLS  MUST  SPECIFY  THE  DATE  OF  THE   SEVERAL  CHARGES. 

Claimants  should  carefully  note  the  name  of  the  person  who  orders  the  article  or 
service,  and  should  enquire  to  what  department  the  charge  shall  be  made,  and  should 
also  know  that  the  person  is  duly  authorized  to  make  contracts.  Unless  this  is  done, 
the  claimant  will  be  put  to  the  trouble  of  making  out  his  account  the  second  time, 
and  run  the  risk  of  losing  it. 

When  bills  are  certified  to,  as  per  Ordinance  70  (below),  they  can  be  left  at  the 
Treasurer's  or  Auditor's  Office,  before  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on  or  before  the  first  Saturday 
of  each  month,  except  bills  at  the  close  of  the  year,  which  must  be  left  on  or  before 
December  25th. 

Those  who  attend  to  the  above,  will  find  their  bills  audited  and  ready  at  the 
Treasurer's  Office,  who  will  pay  them  promptly  at  the  times  designated  below.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 

and  Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council : 

Our  Fellow  Citizens  have  selected  us,  by  their  suffrages, 
to  assume  the  administration  of  the  municipal  affairs  of 
the  city,  for  the  current  year.  We  have  taken  the  oaths 
required  by  the  charter,  solemnly  pledging  ourselves  before 
God,  to  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  our 
respective  stations.  The  duties  and  responsibilities,  which 
we  have  assumed,  will  require  much  time,  prudence, 
energy  and  wisdom,  in  order  that  we  may  discharge  them 
with  fidelity,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  constituents. 

At  the  commencement  of  a  new  year,  the  first  sentiment 
which  impresses  itself  upon  the  mind,  is  gratitude  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  the  continuance  of  the  blessings  of 
his  Providence  upon  the  inhabitants  of  our  beloved  city. 
During  the  past  year,  the  earth  has  yielded  her  increase, 
manufactures  and  the  industrial  pursuits  have  been  prose- 
cuted with  vigor  and  success,  and  have  afforded  a  fair  re- 
muneration for  the  capital  invested.  Yet  within  a  few 
weeks  confidence  is  shaken,  business  is  paralyzed,  our 
monetary  system  is  deranged,  the  merry  shuttle  is  ceasing 
to  dance  to  the  music  of  our  water-falls,  the  busy  hum  of 

industry  is  dying  away  in  the  shops  of  mechanics  and  arti- 
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zans,  many  industrious  citizens  are  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment and  exposed  to  chill  penury  and  want,  and  we  are 
threatened  with  Bankruptcy,  and  all  its  attendant  evils. 
This  gloomy  condition  of  affairs,  is  not  confined  to  our  city, 
but  exists  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  in  our  sister  cities 
throughout  the  Country.  If  we  seek  for  the  cause  of 
these  sudden  and  disastrous  results,  we  shall  find  it  attrib- 
utable to  the  fact  that  our  glorious  Union  is  in  danger  of 
dissolution.  The  causes  which  have  brought  our  Country 
into  this  position,  it  would  not  be  proper  here  to  discuss. 
But  if  we  would  see  again  that  prosperity  which  was  so 
apparent  and  real  a  few  months  since,  we  as  citizens,  as 
patriots,  irrespective  of  all  party  considerations,  should 
take  the  Constitution,  the  charter  of  our  liberties,  for  our 
guide,  the  peace,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  all  the  citi- 
zens of  our  beloved  Country,  for  our  aim,  and  in  the  spirit 
of  conciliation,  seek  to  preserve  and  perpetuate  the  best 
Government  a  kind  Providence  ever  bestowed  on  any 
people. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

It  has  been  customary  on  occasions  like  the  present,  for 
the  chief  Executive  officer  of  the  city,  to  present  to  the 
two  branches  of  the  City  Council  some  of  the  principal 
subjects  which  will,  in  the  performance  of  their  official 
duties,  claim  their  careful  consideration  and  thorough  in- 
vestigation. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  history  of  our  Commonwealth  informs  us  that  the 
system  of  free  schools  was  sustained  for  nearly  two  cen- 
turies, directly  by  the  people  without  special  care  or  direct 
aid  from  the  State.    In  consequence  of  great  changes  in

the  population,  and  in  many  cases,  a  neglect  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  advantages  of  education,  patriotic  and  good 
men  became  alarmed,  and  the  Legislature  in  1834  estab- 
lished the  School  Fund,  and  in  1837  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. In  the  last  twenty  years  much  has  been  done,  by 
aid  of  the  State,  to  elevate  free  and  universal  education  in 
the  Commonwealth.  Our  free  schools,  so  important  to 
the  prosperity,  good  order  and  well  being  of  our  city, 
must  be  provided  for  with  a  liberal  hand,  in  order  to  com- 
mand the  best  instruction.  The  profession  of  a  Teacher 
is  a  noble  one.  A  Teacher  who  has  the  skill  and  power  to 
unfold  the  human  mind,  and  give  it  full  development,  is 
entitled  to,  and  will  command,  high  regard  and  a  liberal 
compensation.  I  recommend  appropriations  to  be  made 
for  this  department,  sufficient  to  command  first  class 
teachers,  in  order  that  all  the  youth  of  the  city,  as  they 
rise  into  manhood,  may  be  fully  qualified  to  exercise  un- 
derstandingly,  the  great  rights  of  citizenship  in  a  free 
Goverment.  Wise  and  good  men  of  the  State  were  so 
strongly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  fully  preparing 
all  the  youth  of  the  State  for  the  great  duties  of  good  citi- 
zens, that  they  by  solemn  enactment  incorporated  the 
duties  of  Teachers  into  the  Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth. 
If  Teachers  and  Instructors  of  youth  in  our  Public  schools 
would  sacredly  and  religiously  observe,  and  carry  into  full 
effect,  the  requisitions  of  Law,  we  should  have  less  occa- 
sion for  Beform  Schools,  Prisons  and  Penitentiaries,  and 
we  might  reasonably  expect  soon  to  see  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  peace,  harmony,  and  good  order  of  our  city, 
and  a  more  exalted  and  elevated  patriotism  among  our 
citizens. 

The  city  has  now  twenty- three  school-houses,  most  of 
which  are  thoroughly  and  substantially  built,  and  are  fitted 
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up  with  all  the  modern  improvements,  and  will  accommo- 
date comfortably  about  3700  scholars. 

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  1859  was 
3140.  The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  1860 
was  about  3500.  The  City  Government  have  hired  a 
school-house  the  past  year  in  Temple  Street  at  an  annual 
rent  of  $300.  This  lease  will  terminate  in  September 
next.  It  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  all 
the  scholars  in  some  portions  of  the  city,  to  make  further 
outlays  for  school  accommodations.  Although  the  average 
daily  attendance  for  the  past  year  has  been  but  about 
3500,  still  the  number  of  scholars  upon  the  Eegisters  of 
the  schools  has  been  about  5000.  Owing  to  the  great 
extent  of  our  city,  there  are  and  will  be,  school  houses  in 
certain  localities,  which  are  not  filled  by  scholars  living 
within  reasonable  distance,  while  others  are  crowded  with 
scholars  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  are  too  small  to 
afford  accommodations  to  all  who  may  desire  to  attend. 

The  appropriations  and  expenditures  for  the  Public 
schools,  and  the  number  of  minors  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  15  years,  for  the  three  years  last  past,  are  as  follows : 

No.  of  Minors  between 
Appropriation.  Expenditures.  5  and  15  years. 

1858,  $28,000  $30,504  4078 

1859,  30,000  35,390  4160 

1860,  33,000  about  33,500  4820 

By  this  table  it  appears  that  in  three  years,  the  minors 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years,  have  increased  742, 
and  this  increase  has  been  principally  in  the  Centre  district, 
where  there  has  been  no  school-house  erected  for  four 
years.  Should  it  be  necessary  to  construct  a  new  school 
house  for  the  accommodation  of  the  scholars  in  the  Centre 
district,  I  recommend  one  to  be  erected  on  the  lot  owned 
by  the  city  on  Salem  Street.    This  lot  of  land  fronts  on 
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Salem  and  Orange  Streets,  and  contains  between  12,000 
and  13,000  square  feet  of  land.  A  house  erected  upon  this 
lot  for  the  accommodation  of  four  schools,  with  two  en- 
trances on  Salem  Street  and  two  on  Orange  Street,  might 
be  constructed  for  $6,000,  or  $7,000,  relieving  in  a  great 
measure  the  present  pressure  for  room.  Another  year  it 
may  be  necessary  to  make  an  enlargement  to  the  school 
house  on  Walnut  Street,  and  also  to  build  a  school  house 
in  Pleasantville  for  the  accommodation  of  two  schools. 

Should  this  suggestion  receive  your  favorable  considera- 
tion, I  recommend  your  immediate  attention  to  this  subject, 
in  order  that  a  school  house  may  be  finished  by  the  first 
of  September  next,  to  take  the  schools  which  are  now  in 
a  leased  building,  which  must  be  surrendered  at  the  ter- 
mination of  the  lease. 

It  appears  by  the  foregoing  table,  that  the  expenses  of 
schools  the  past  year,  exceed  the  appropriation  only  about 
$500.  This  is  a  gratifying  fact.  Much  credit  is  due  to 
the  Superintendent  for  the  order,  system,  and  economy 
which  he  has  introduced  into  the  prudential  affairs  of  the 
schools  in  the  city.  Reform  is  needed  in  the  Salaries  oi 
the  Teachers,  not  however  to  interfere  with  the  salaries 
of  present  Teachers.  The  system  now  is  to  give  a  new 
and  untried  Teacher  the  same  Salary  as  one  who  has  ex- 
perience, and  who  is  known  to  be  well  qualified.  All  new 
Teachers  should  enter  upon  their  duties  with  a  less  salary, 
until  they  have  fully  shown,  by  actual  experiment,  that 
they  are  fully  qualified.  This  system  is  adopted  in  many 
of  our  sister  cities  with  eminent  success. 

The  liberal  endowment  made  by  the  Hon.  Alex.  H. 
Bullock  in  1859,  to  be  set  apart  for  the  encouragement  of 
merit  in  scholarship,  and  deportment,  in  the  High  School 
in  Worcester,  is  already  producing  most  satisfactory  re- 
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suits.  From  the  income  of  this  fund,  the  School  Com- 
mittee have  established 

Four  medals  for  excellence  in  Deportment. 
Four     "       66         "        "  Classical  Studies. 

Four  "  "  "  "  Mathematics. 
Four     "       "         "        "  English  Studies. 

Also  medals  for  excellence  in  Composition,  Declama- 
tion, Reading  and  French.  These  medals  have  excited 
a  laudable  ambition  among  the  pupils,  and  given  a  new 
impetus  to  their  progress  in  the  different  branches  of 
study. 

Our  Public  schools  necessarily  require  a  large  outlay, 
and  appropriations  should  be  made  sufficient  to  give  that 
amount  of  mental  and  moral  culture  to  the  youth  of  our 
city,  which  will  enable  them  to  discharge  understanding^ 
their  social  and  civil  duties. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

We  have  in  our  city  the  library  of  the  American  Anti- 
quarian Society,  containing  30,000  volumes,  among  which 
are  many  rare  and  valuable  works.  This  is  a  library  of 
consultation.  We  have,  also,  many  large  private  libraries 
of  great  value.  Our  Free  Public  Library  is  of  recent  ori- 
gin. On  the  21st  of  November,  1859,  Doct.  John  Green, 
a  native  of  the  city,  and  for  many  years  a  distinguished 
and  eminent  physician,  presented  to  the  city  his  valuable 
library,  now  containing  over  8,000  volumes.  On  the  same 
day,  the  directors  of  the  Lyceum  and  Library  Association 
made  a  present  of  their  library  to  the  city,  containing 
about  3,500  volumes.  Since  then,  the  liberal  donations  of 
individuals  and  the  purchases  of  the  city  have  increased 
the  books  about  3,000  volumes,  making  the  library  to  con- 
tain at  the  present  time  between  14,000  and  15,000  vol- 
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umes.  This  library  is  now  mostly  in  the  large  hall  in  the 
Bank  Block  on  Foster  street. 

Thus,  in  the  short  period  of  little  more  than  a  year,  the 
city  is  possessed  of  a  large  and  valuable  library,  open  to 
all,  high  or  low,  rich  or  poor,  native  or  foreign,  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Directors. 

A  lot  on  Elm  street  was  purchased  and  paid  for  by  the 
City  Council,  in  1859,  for  a  site  for  the  library  building, 
at  an  expense  of  $5,000.  The  City  Council,  early  in  the 
past  year,  contracted  with  Messrs.  H.  &  A.  Palmer  for  the 
erection  of  a  library  building  at  a  cost  of  $  19,040.  The 
exterior  of  the  building  is  nearly  completed, — and  the  in- 
terior is  to  be  finished  by  the  first  of  June  next.  There 
have  been  various  alterations,  so  that  there  will  be 
extra  bills,  as  I  am  informed  by  the  contractor,  of  $1200. 
Then  the  shelving  and  furniture  will  cost  from  $2,000  to 
$2,500  more, — making  the  cost  of  the  land  and  building 
about  $27,500. 

The  new  library  building  should  have  been  constructed 
to  have  answered  the  purpose  for  at  least  thirty  or  forty 
years  to  come.  Its  arrangement  is  such  that  the  books 
now  owned  by  the  city  will  nearly  fill  that  portion  of  the 
building  appropriated  to  the  library.  In  looking  over  the 
plan  of  the  building,  I  see  that  rooms  are  appropriated 
for  the  following  purposes  :  a  large  room  for  a  Vestry,  a 
room  for  the  Assessors,  a  large  room  for  the  Medical  So- 
ciety, two  rooms  for  the  Society  for  Natural  History,  and 
one  room  for  the  Agricultural  Society, — making  six 
rooms,  which  take  up  nearly  one-half  of  the  building  ; 
and  these  rooms  are  mostly  separated  by  brick  walls, 
which  are  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  building,  so 
that  if  further  accommodations  for  the  library  should,  at  a 
future  day,  be  required,  an  enlargement  would  be  very 
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difficult  and  expensive.  The  library  accommodations 
seem  to  have  been,  in  a  measure,  sacrificed  to  favor 
other  societies  which  have  never  asked  of  the  city  accom- 
modations. If  a  building  had  been  built  simply  for  the 
library,  and  for  its  wants,  till  it  had  accumulated  to  50,000 
volumes,  it  might  have  been  accomplished  for  about  half 
the  cost  of  the  present  building,  and  made  fire-proof,  and 
thus  have  saved  a  large  outlay  at  the  commencement,  and 
the  annual  expense  of  insuring  the  library. 

In  April  last,  the  City  Council  adopted  an  order  author- 
izing the  City  Treasurer  to  issue  bonds  of  the  city,  with 
cupons  attached,  for  the  sum  of  $16,000,  towards  defraying 
the  expenses  of ,  erecting  the  library  building.  Subse- 
quently, the  Council  appropriated  $4,000  towards  accom- 
plishing the  object.  These  bonds  are  redeemable,  $4,000 
this  year  and  $4,000  each  succeeding  year  till  this  library 
debt  is  extinguished.  By  this  arrangement  a  debt  against 
the  city,  in  another  name,  is  created  for  the  sum  of 
$16,000.  In  order  to  carry  into  effect  this  plan,  projected 
by  the  wisdom  of  our  predecessors,  you  will  have  to  pro- 
vide for  the  $4,000  of  the  scrip,  for  interest  on  the  library 
debt,  and,  also,  for  shelving  and  furnishing  the  library 
rooms, — making  in  all  about  $7,500  towards  the  library 
building  this  year,  you  having  no  voice  in  the  plan  or  style 
of  the  building. 

I  recommend  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  in  all  the  contracts 
you  make,  to  provide  the  means  for  their  full  execution, 
by  paying  the  money  or  borrowing  it,  and  adding  it  to  the 
city  debt,  and  thus  assume  the  whole  responsibility  of  the 
enterprise,  so  that  your  successors  will  have  full  opportu- 
nity, without  being  trammelled  with  your  contracts,  of 
managing  the  affairs  of  the  city  according  to  their  best 
judgment.

This  subject,  so  far  as  providing  the  means  for  furnish- 
ing the  library,  will  call  for  your  early  attention.  For 
sustaining  and  upholding  a  good  public  library  for  the 
benefit  of  all  the  citizens,  I  recommend  ample  appropria- 
tions. The  Directors  of  the  Library  will  furnish  you  with 
a  full  and  detailed  report  relative  to  the  library. 

WATER. 

Plans  for  bringing  water  into  the  city  have  been  agi- 
tated, more  or  less,  in  every  City  Council  for  the  last  eight 
or  ten  years.  Various  sources  of  supply  have  been  sug- 
gested. Engineers  have  been  employed,  surveys  have 
been  taken  and  estimates  made — much  time  and  money 
expended  without  any  practical  results.  Citizens  in  their 
individual  capacity  have  made  greater  progress  than  the 
City  Governments.  In  the  vicinity  of  Union  street,  where 
good  water  could  not  be  obtained  by  sinking  wells  in  the 
usual  form,  enterprising  citizens  have  sunk  artesian  wells 
and  found  copious  supplies  of  pure  and  excellent  water, 
at  much  less  expense  than  it  would  cost  to  take  the  water 
from  the  City  Aqueduct.  These  experiments  demonstrate 
the  fact  that  all  the  boilers  to  the  engines  in  the  vicinity 
of  Union  street  could  be  supplied  with  pure  water  from 
artesian  wells  at  a  much  less  sum  than  they  could  be 
supplied  from  the  City  Aqueduct,  at  its  present  prices. 

Among  the  various  plans  and  projects  which  have  been 
suggested  to  supply  the  city  with  water,  are  the  following  : 

First.  To  take  the  water  from  Kettle  Brook  and  Hen- 
shaw  Pond  in  Leicester.  The  estimates  to  accomplish 
this  object,  made  by  a  skillful  engineer,  were  as  follows :

Fourth.  A  bond  was  procured  in  June  last,  by  the  past 
City  Government,  of  Edwin  Waite,  of  Leicester,  for  the 
purchase  of  his  farm,  containing  130  acres,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  next,  for  the  sum  of  $10,000.  On 
this  farm,  it  was  contemplated  to  construct  a  dam  across  a 
small  stream,  called  East  Brook,  and  save  from  the  water- 
shed of  this  stream  sufficient  water  to  supply  the  city  of 
Worcester.  The  estimates  for  supplying  the  city  with 
water  from  this  source  have  never  been  fully  completed. 

These  are  the  most  prominent  sources  of  supply  of  wa- 
ter, with  estimates, — and  to  these  estimates  there  should 
be  added  land  damages  and  damages  to  mill  owners.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  we  live  in  a  section  of  the 
country  where  every  waterfall  is  occupied  to  its  fullest 
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extent.  I  am  frank  and  free  to  say  to  you,  gentlemen  of 
the  City  Council,  that  I  shall  not  recommend  any  of  the 
above  plans  or  projects  ;  still  I  have  no  doubt  that  at  no 
distant  day,  water  will  be  brought  into  our  city  if  it  con- 
tinues to  prosper. 

The  mill  owners  in  the  valley  of  the  Blacks  tone  have 
located  a  dam  at  the  outlet  of  Quinsigamond  Lake  to 
raise  that  lake  twenty  feet — not  intending  to  raise  it  at 
one  time  to  that  amount — and  they  have  already  purchased 
most  of  the  land  which  it  will  now.  The  water  of  this 
lake  is  very  pure  and  excellent.  The  water  now  extends- 
over  six  hundred  acres,  and  has  a  water-shed  of  over 
twelve  thousand  acres.  The  parties  interested  would  be 
happy  to  make  an  equitable  arrangement  witfi  the  city  of 
Worcester  to  allow  them  to  put  in  a  wheel  or  wheels  at 
the  outlet  of  the  pond,  to  pump  the  water  on  to  some  one 
of  the  hills  east  of  the  city,  where  it  could  be  distributed 
over  the  city  after  the  manner  of  the  Philadelphia  water 
works.  In  the  present  aspect  of  affairs,  there  is  no  im- 
mediate prospect  of  the  manufacturers  moving  in  this 
project.  But  whenever  this  is  done,  I  have  no  doubt  that 
an  arrangement  can  be  effected  which  will  give  us  a 
supply  of  water  on  reasonable  terms. 

Our  Aqueduct,  constructed  in  1845,  to  take  the  water 
from  Bell  Pond,  has  never  yielded  an  income  of  two  per 
cent,  for  the  capital  invested.  Still  it  has  been  of  great 
advantage  to  the  city  in  case  of  fire.  Three  Aqueducts 
which  convey  water  to  the  city  by  individual  enterprise 
have  not  been  very  remunerative,  from  the  fact  that 
almost  every  householder  can  procure  pure  water  at  his 
own  door  by  excavating  a  few  feet  and  constructing  a 
well. 

During  the  past  year  about  1000  feet  of  pipe  have  been 
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laid  in  Southbridge  street,  extending  the  advantages  of 
water  in  that  direction  to  the  Railroad  Bridge,  and  600 
feet  have  been  laid  in  Front  street.  This  has  been  a  great 
improvement. 

The  appropriation  to  this  department  the  past  year, 
was  $1,500.  The  expenditures  about  $3,300,  and  the  in- 
come from  the  aqueduct,  about  $1,600. 

The  Commissioner  of  water  will  make  a  full  and  detailed 
Report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  to  which  I  refer 
you  for  further  information. 

HOPE  CEMETERY. 

This  resting  place  of  the  dead  was  purchased  by  the 
city  in  1850,  and  opened  as  a  place  of  Sepulture  in  1851. 
This  beautiful  forest  tract  of  fifty-three  acres  of  land, 
admirably  adapted  for  the  use  for  which  it  was  selected, 
is  tastefully  laid  out  into  avenues,  paths  and  lots.  The 
purchasers  of  lots  acquire  not  only  the  right  of  burial  but 
they  take  a  fee  simple  in  the  ground  they  purchase,  which 
is  not  liable  for  debts,  assessment,  or  taxes.  The  Grounds 
are  annually  improved  and  ornamented  under  the  direction 
of  Commissioners  elected  by  the  City  Council.  The  ap- 
propriations for  this  object,  the  past  year,  were  $400,  and 
the  expenditures  will  not  probably  exceed  the  appropria- 
tions. Fifty-six  lots  have  been  sold  the  past  year  amount- 
ing to  $816.  A  lot  of  land  has  been  purchased  the  past 
year  by  the  Commissioners  at  a  cost  of  $131.56,  which  is 
a  great  improvement  to  the  grounds. 

The  Commissioners  will  ask  an  appropriation  of  $400 
or  $500  for  the  current  year. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  important  department  to  which  the  citizens  of 
Worcester  are  so  largely  indebted  for  the  protection  of 
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public  and  private  property,  has  enrolled  in  its  organiza- 
tion 260  men,  as  follows  : —  ' 

Board  of  Engineers,  7  men. 

Four  Engine  Companies,  40  men  each. 

Three  Hose  Companies,  10  men  each. 

Two  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies,  25  men  each. 

One  Steam  Fire  Engine,  13  men. 

Important  changes  have  taken  place  in  this  department 
the  past  year.  A  Steam  Fire  Engine  has  been  added,  and 
one  Engine  Company  disbanded.  The  introduction  of 
Steam  Fire  Engines  will  not  do  away  with  the  necessity  of 
keeping  a  sufficient  number  of  well  organized  Engine  Com- 
panies. As  a  general  principle  the  suction  engines  will 
make  the  first  attack  upon  the  enemy,  and  the  Steam 
Engine  will  operate  as  a  corps  de  reserve,  doing  effectual 
service. 

The  number  of  fires  the  past  year  is  40  ;  false  alarms  25. 
The  appropriation  to  this  department  was  $12,200- 
The  expenditures  of  this  department  were  about       1 4,500. 

I  regret  to  say  that  quite  a  number  of  these  fires  are  the 
work  of  Incendiaries.  Effective  measures  should  be 
adopted  to  put  a  stop  to  these  high-handed  crimes.  I 
recommend  a  reward  to  be  offered  to  any  one  who  will 
detect  and  cause  to  be  convicted  any  person  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  this  offence. 

A  prompt,  energetic,  efficient,  well  organized  and  well 
disciplined  Fire  Department,  who  comprehend  their  duties, 
and  manfully  discharge  them,  merit  the  esteem,  respect 
and  gratitude  of  their  Fellow  Citizens. 

This  department,  I  most  cheerfully  commend  to  your 
favorable  consideration,  for  all  proper  appropriations, 
and  as  a  further  prevention  of  extensive  conflagrations,  I 
recommend  the  City  Council  to  adopt  measures  to  prevent 
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the  erection  of  any  more  wooden  buildings  in  the  compact 
part  of  the  city. 

THE  POOR. 

"  The  poor  always  ye  have  with  yon,"  is  a  declaration 
of  our  Blessed  Saviour.  At  this  time  when  business  is  de- 
pressed, and  many  of  our  laboring  people  are  out  of  em- 
ployment and  deprived  of  the  means  of  earning  their  daily 
bread,  the  hand  of  charity  will  be  often  extended.  The 
dictates  of  religion,  the  feelings  of  humanity,  the  require- 
ments of  Law,  all  demand  that  the  destitute  should  be 
cared  for,  that  food,  raiment  and  shelter  should  be  furnished 
them. 

Ample  accommodations  have  been  provided  for  sheltering 
all  the  poor  of  our  city  in  the  Almshouse.  It  will  be  your 
duty  to  provide  the  means  necessary  for  food,  raiment,  and 
attendants. 

The  Farm  connected  with  the  Almshouse,  I  am  happy 
to  say  has  been  much  improved  within  the  last  three  or 
four  years.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  there  were  twenty 
paupers  in  the  Almshouse,  'and  fifteen  receiving  weekly 
allowances  in  different  parts  of  the  city.  Two  insane  pau- 
pers are  supported  in  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  tem- 
porary aid  has  been  furnished  to.  1052  persons  during  the 
year.  There  was  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the 
Poor  the  past  year  $8,000.  And  the  expenditures  have 
been  about  §9,300. 

STREETS,  ROADS  AND  BRIDGES. 

The  Streets,  Roads  and  Bridges  will  necessarily  require 
a  large  outlay  to  keep  them  in  good  order,  so  that  they 
will  be  comfortable,  safe  and  convenient  for  citizens  and 
travelers. 
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A  petition  is  pending  before  the  Connty  Commissioners 
to  make  a  short  straightening  in  the  road  from  Worcester 
to  Millbury,  near  Quinsigamond  Village.  The  straighten- 
ing asked  for  is  about  one-third  of  a  mile  in  length.  A 
hearing  has  been  had  before  the  Commissioners,  but  no 
adjudication  has  been  made.  If  the  prayer  of  the  petition 
is  granted,  it  will  cost  the  city  six  or  seven  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  the  improvement  will  be  one  of  very  question- 
able character,  as  it  will  bring  the  traveled  road  very  near 
the  railroad,  and  make  the  crossing  at  Quinsigamond  Vil- 
lage much  more  dangerous  than  at  present.  This  altera- 
tion will  involve  the  building  of  a  bridge  and  a  heavy  till. 

Among  the  last  acts  of  the  City  Council,  they  have 
located  a  town  road  from  James's  Mill  to  Auburn  line, 
thus  kindly  providing  work  for  you  to  accomplish.  The 
construction  of  this  road  will  involve  the  erection  of  a 
bridge  over  Kettle  Brook. 

The  bridge  over  Quinsigamond  Lake  is  in  bad  condition 
and  has  been  injured  by  the  raising  of  the  water  to  a  point 
higher  than  the  owners  have  a  right,  without  paying  dam- 
ages. This  bridge  will  require  expensive  repairs  the 
present  year,  and  perhaps  will  require  to  be  rebuilt. 
Should  it  require  to  be  rebuilt,  it  will  cost  to  build  of 
wood  $10,000  or  $12,000.  In  my  judgment  it  would  be 
cheaper  in  the  end  to  make  a  solid  causeway  across  the 
pond.  The  length  of  the  present  bridge  is  444  feet.  The 
greatest  depth  of  the  water  is  76  feet.  The  average 
depth,  from  abutment  to  abutment,  is  55  feet.  It  would 
require  101,600  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  make  a  road 
across  the  pond,  six  feet  above  high  water  mark  and  fifty 
feet  wide,  leaving  a  passage  for  the  water  from  one  part  of 
the  pond  to  the  other  covered  with  a  drawbridge,  so  that 
boats  might  pass.    A  competent  engineer  estimates  that  to 
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construct  a  solid  way  aeross,  as  above,  would  cost 
$13,560.00.  If  a  solid  road  can  be  built  for  the  above 
sum,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  it  rather  than 
the  construction  of  another  floating  bridge.  But  before 
either  is  constructed,  I  recommend  a  consultation  with  the 
persons  interested  in  raising  the  water  on  Quinsigamond 
Lake. 

I  have  been  informed  that  the  proprietors  would  be 
willing  to  enter  into  an  equitable  arrangement  with  the 
city  to  allow  a  supply  of  water  to  be  taken  at  all  times  for 
the  use  of  the  city,  and  a  wheel  or  wheels  to  be  put  in  at 
the  outlet,  providing  the  city  would  make  an  arrangement 
with  them  to  enable  them  to  raise  the  lake  a  given 
number  of  feet  above  the  present  height  of  the  bridge. 
If  a  contract  could  be  made  to  procure  a  right  to  take 
water  without  being  subjected  to  suits  from  mill  owners,  it 
would  be  very  desirable. 

In  this  department  you  will  have  opportunity  to  do  some- 
thing towards  giving  aid  to  the  numerous  laborers  who  are 
thrown  out  of  employment,  and  who  are  dependent  on  their 
daily  earnings  for  their  daily  bread.  It  adds  much  to  the 
beauty  and  attractions  of  a  city  to  have  beautiful  streets  well 
graded  and  ornamented  with  shade  trees,  handsome  drives, 
where  the  scenery  is  beautiful  and  attractive,  and  if  a  road 
could  be  cut  through  on  the  western  margin  of  Quinsiga- 
mond Lake  at  moderate  expense,  and  give  employment  to 
many  of  our  laboring  men,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
it  would  add  much  to  the  attractions  of  our  beautiful  city. 

On  a  former  occasion  I  recommended  the  adoption  of  an 
ordinance  giving  a  premium  to  every  owner  of  real  estate 
who  would  cause  suitable  shade  trees  to  be  set  along  the  road 
in  front  of  his  estate.  I  now  renew  the  recommendation. 
If  all  the  streets  and  highways  in  the  city  were  tastefully 
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ornamented  with  trees,  it  would  add  much  to  the  beauty  of 
the  city,  the  comfort  of  its  citizens  and  travelers,  and  to 
the  value  of  landed  property, 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance  prohibiting 
any  individual  from  opening  a  private  street  into  any  of 
the  public  streets  of  the  city  without  first  procuring  per- 
mission from  the  City  Council.  An  ordinance  of  this 
character  would  be  beneficial  both  to  the  city  and  the 
individual  or  individuals  desirous  of  opening  a  street, 
because  the  grade  of  the  street  could  be  established  with 
regard  to  sewerage, — and  persons  building  on  the  street, 
could  build  having  a  full  knowledge  of  the  grade.  If 
such  an  ordinance  had  been  adopted  the  first  year  of  the 
City  Government,  it  would  have  saved  the  city  much 
expense. 

The  appropriations  for  highways,  bridges  and  repairs 
by  the  last  City  Council  were  $14,000,  and  there  has  been 
expended  over  and  above  the  appropriations,  about 
$1,600. 

OUR    PUBLIC  PARKS. 

No  appropriation  has  been  made  the  past  year  for  im- 
proving or  ornamenting  the  Public  Parks  belonging  to  the 
city.  Col.  T.  Bigelow  Lawrence  is  about  to  erect  a  splendid 
marble  monument  at  an  expense  of  about  $15,000,  on  the 
Central  Park,  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  that  brave  and 
patriotic  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  Col.  Timothy  Bigelow. 
For  these  Parks,  so  necessary  for  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  citizens,  I  recommend  moderate  outlays  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  walks  and  ornamenting  the  grounds 
with  shrubbery  and  shade  trees. 

Lake  Quinsigamond  is  becoming  a  place  of  great  resort 

for  the  inhabitants  of  our  city  for  boating  and  bathing  in 
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summer  and  skating  in  winter.  Individuals  who  resort  to 
this  beautiful  lake  for  recreation  and  amusement  are  far 
more  numerous  than  all  who  visit  the  new  common,  which 
was  purchased  and  improved  at  an  expense  of  about 
$13,500.  Nowhere  upon  the  shores  of  the  lake  is  there 
any  land  belonging  to  the  city,  where  the  people  can 
resort  without  being  trespassers.  I  propose,  as  soon  as  I 
can  procure  the  necessary  surveys,  to  present  to  the  city  a 
tract  of  land  bordering  upon  the  lake,  and  also  upon  the 
railroad,  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  Park,  where  our 
public  schools  and  Sunday  schools  may  hold  their  pic-nics, 
where  individuals  or  clubs  can  have  their  boat-houses, 
where  skating  parties  can  assemble,  and  where  all  the  cit- 
izens can  visit  the  lake  and  see  and  enjoy  its  beautiful 
scenery  without  being  trespassers.  Whenever  this  gift  is 
made,  I  hope  you  will  not  have  the  least  delicacy  about 
rejecting  it,  if  you  are  not  fully  satisfied  that  it  will  be 
beneficial  to  the  city.  One  mode  of  adding  to  the  wealth 
and  prosperity  of  the  city  is  to  make  it  beautiful  and 
attractive,  so  that  men  of  science,  wealth,  genius  and 
learning  may  select  it  as  a  place  of  residence. 

POLICE. 

During  the  past  year  the  Legislature  have  passed  an  act 
to  define  the  costs  in  criminal  prosecutions.  By  the  terms 
of  this  act  the  Marshal  and  assistant  marshals  having 
salaries  paid  by  the  city,  are  to  pay  all  fees  into  the  County 
Treasury,  thus  adding  to  the  expense  of  this  department 
more  than  a  thousand  dollars  annually.  I  recommend  to 
the  City  Council  the  immediate  amendment  of  the  ordi- 
nances relative  to  Marshal  and  assistant  marshals,  so  as  to 
avoid  the  impolitic  requisitions  of  this  Statute.  In  a  free 
Government  where  the  sovereignty  is  in  the  people,  there 
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is  much  less  occasion  for  a  Police,  than  in  arbitrary  Gov- 
ernments where  the  police  is  occupied  in  watching  the 
political  tendency  of  the  people.  Where  the  people  are 
well  educated  and  understand  how  to  discharge  their  social 
and  civil  duties,  a  healthy  enlightened  public  sentiment  is 
more  potent  than  all  Police  arrangements. 

Men  commit  a  great  mistake  who  believe  that  force  will 
improve  the  moral  sentiment  of  a  community.  We  must 
rather  look  for  this  improvement,  to  good  parental  train- 
ing, the  mental  and  moral  culture  of  free  schools  and  the 
teachings  of  the  Gospel.  Still  in  our  enlightened  com- 
munity, a  well  organized  and  well  regulated  Police  is  very 
important  to  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  city. 

The  appropriation  to  this  department  the  past  year  was 
$7,000,  and  the  expense  exceeds  the  appropriation 
$625.98.  The  expenses  of  this  department  may  be  largely 
diminished  without  affecting  its  efficiency  or  power. 

The  whole  number  of  complaints  made  in  the  Police 
Court  for  violations  of  Law  in  the  year  1859  was  753,  in 
the  past  year  819. 

FINANCES. 

Cash  in  the  Treasury  at  the  commencement  of  the  last 
fiscal  year,  1860,  including  Bills  receivable,  $7,965.65. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  present  fiscal  year  there  is 
in  the  Treasury,  $6,500.00  showing  over  $1,400  less  to 
apply  to  the  current  expenses  than  our  predecessors  had 
for  the  same  object. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  amount  of  money 
raised  by  taxes  each  year  for  three  years,  the  valuation 
and  city  debt  for  each  year.

1860.  140,745.70  16,406,900  94,533,95 
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On  an  examination  of  this  Table  it  appears  that  the 
Taxable  property  was  less  last  year  than  the  year  preced- 
ing, while  the  taxes  were  $14,354.70  more  than  in  the 
year  1859.  The  City  debt  has  been  lessened  nominally 
$5,000,  but  a  new  debt  has  been  created  called  a  Library 
debt  of  $16,000,  this  sum  added,  makes  the  legitimate 
city  debt  $110,533.95,  showing  that  the  actual  indebted- 
ness of  the  city  has  been  increased  $11,000  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  extraordinary  expenditures  over  the 
ordinary,  for  the  coming  year,  are  likely  to  be  quite  as 
large,  if  not  larger,  than  the  past  year.  The  Taxes  the 
past  year  have  been  increased  1-8,  the  actual  city  debt 
about  1-9,  while  there  has  been  no  corresponding  increase 
of  Taxable  property.  This  indicates,  at  least,  an  unhealthy 
tendency  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the  city.  It  is  wise  for 
an  individual  or  a  City  to  live  within  their  means,  if  thrift 
and  prosperity  is  desired. 

We  have  a  Constituency  of  intelligent,  hard-working, 
industrious,  prudent  men,  and  they  will  most  assuredly 
require  of  us  a  wise  economy  in  the  disbursement  of  all 
monies  Ave  exact  of  them  in  the  shape  of  Taxes.  By  a 
prudent  and  economical  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
city,  I  am  confident  that  all  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
city  can  be  provided  for  without  increasing  the  rate  of  Tax- 
ation and  have  $25,000  or  $30,000  to  apply  for  extraordi- 
nary expenses,  or  the  liquidation  of  the  city  debt.  In  April 
next,  $25,000  of  the  city  debt  falls  due  and  must  be  pro- 
vided for,  as  well  as  the  current  expenses  of  the  city,  before 
any  money  can  be  received  from  Taxes. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  : 

We  are  the  public  servants  and  Trustees  of  the  people, 
to  do  their  will  in  obedience  to  the  charter  of  the  city  and 
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the  Laws  of  the  land.  Let  us  strive  so  to  discharge  our 
duty,  and  so  to  execute  our  trusts,  as  to  promote  the  peace, 
prosperity  and  happiness  of  all  the  citizens  of  our  beloved 
city. 

With  entire  confidence  I  rely  on  your  cordial  co-opera- 
tion in  all  measures  which  will  promote  the  well  being  of 
the  city.  Allow  me  to  assure  you,  that  you  will  have  my 
hearty  and  zealous  co-operation  in  all  legal  and  constitu- 
tional efforts  to  manage  with  skill,  wisdom  and  prudence, 
the  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  affairs  of  the  city. 
May  a  kind  Providence  guide  and  direct  us  in  the  faithful 
discharge  of  our  respective  duties. 


VALEDICTORY  ADDRESS 

O  F 

HON.  W.  W.  RICE, 

MAYOR  OF  THE  CITY  OF  WORCESTER, 

ON  TAKING  LEAVE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN, 
JANUARY  7,  1801. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

I  thank  you  for  the  resolution  which  you  have  just 
adopted.  It  adds  to  the  weight  of  my  obligation  to  you 
which  has  been  constantly  accumulating  during  the  year. 
And  not  only  have  you  generously  sustained  me  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties,  but  in  my  judgment  your  relations 
with  each  other  have  been  eminently  harmonious.  The 
members  of  the  board  have  been  united  in  support  of 
almost  all  the  important  measures  which  have  been 
adopted  by  us,  each  striving  to  share,  rather  than  evade, 
the  common  labor  and  responsibility.  And  now  that  we 
take  our  leave  of  each  other  in  this  relation,  I  trust  and 
believe  that  we  separate  with  increased  sentiments  of 
mutual  friendship  and  esteem. 

I  do  not  propose  to  examine  in  detail  the  proceedings 
of  the  year,  or  the  present  condition  of  our  municipal 
affairs.  Custom  and  courtesy  assign  that  duty  to  my  suc- 
cessor. Still,  as  careful  and  prudent  stewards,  we  should 
not  render  up  our  trusts  without  a  knowledge  of  the  con- 
dition in  which  we  leave  them. 


And  in  the  first  place,  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful 
that  Providence  has  not  visited  the  city  during  our  term  of 
office  with  any  severe  calamity,  of  pestilence  or  of  fire. 

Our  citizens  have  enjoyed  an  average  degree  of  health, 
while  the  amount  of  property  destroyed  by  fire  during  the 
year  has  been  much  less  than  the  average  annual  loss.  In 
1858,  the  value  of  property  destroyed  by  fire  was 
$15,600;  in  1859,  $33,115  ;  while  this  year  it  has  been 
but  $8,300,  or  less  than  half  what  was  lost  by  incendiarism 
alone  during  the  last  year.  Twenty-five  per  cent,  of  this 
loss  has  been  in  the  suburban  districts,  beyond  the  control 
of  the  fire  department. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  who,  you  will  permit  me 
to  say  in  passing,  receives  less  compensation  in  proportion 
to  the  value  of  services  performed  than  almost  any  other 
man  in  the  city,  will  show  a  balance  of  some  $7,000  in 
the  treasury  after  the  settlement  of  all  the  bills  of  the 
year,  and  the  payment  of  from  $5,000  to  $6,000  in  reduc- 
tion of  the  city  debt  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
council.  Our  policy  was  to  make  liberal  appropriations  to 
the  several  departments,  and  endeavor  to  keep  within  them. 
This,  I  am  happy  to  say,  in  most  cases  has  been  accom- 
plished. Our  largest  appropriation  was  $33,000  for 
schools.  The  expenses  have  been  kept  within  the  appro- 
priation, notwithstanding  the  establishment  of  three  new 
schools  and  the  employment  of  additional  teachers,  at  an 
annual  additional  expense  of  $700  for  salaries  alone. 
This  large  reduction  of  the  expenses  of  our  schools,  not- 
withstanding their,  increasing  facilities,  being  some  $2,370 
less  than  for  the  last  year,  is  attributable  in  a  great  degree 
to  the  ability  and  faithfulness  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Schools. 

We  appropriated  $14,000  for  highways  and  bridges, 
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$15,933.16  being  the  expenditure  of  last  year.  Our 
expenditure  will  exceed  the  appropriation  less  than  $200, 
including  $1,208.89  expended  in  the  completion  of  the 
Patch  road  laid  out  and  commenced  by  our  predecessors. 
We  have  set  2,976  feet  of  curb  stone,  and  paved  3,072 
yards  of  gutter  and  sidewalks,  being  a  quarter  more  than 
was  done  last  year,  which  exceeded  the  amount  of  the 
year  before.  To  those  acquainted  with  the  efficient  man- 
agement of  this  department,  it  is  unnecessary  to  add  that 
we  leave  the  highways  and  bridges  in  as  good  condition  as 
we  found  them. 

The  pauper  and  police  expenditures  will  somewhat, 
though  not  considerably,  exceed  the  appropriations,  which 
may  be  accounted  for  in  the  police  department  by  the  fact 
that  the  earnings  of  the  Assistant  Marshals  are  now  paid 
into  the  County  Treasury,  instead  of  the  City  Treasury, 
as  heretofore. 

We  found  ourselves  called  upon,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  to  incur  two  extraordinary  expenditures,  the 
first,  by  the  action  of  our  predecessors,  in  the  erection  of 
a  library  building ;  the  second,  by  the  general  voice  of  the 
citizens  in  the  purchase  of  a  steam  fire  engine. 

The  building  committee  have  submitted  a  report  of  their 
doings  in  regard  to  the  library  building.  We  appropriated 
for  the  erection  of  this  building  $20,000,  $4,000  of  which 
was  to  be  paid  this  year,  and  the  city  scrip,  to  be  known 
as  the  "Free  Public  Library  Scrip,"  to  be  issued  for  the 
remainder,  to  be  paid  in  equal  annual  installments  in  one, 
two,  three  and  four  years.  The  committee  contracted  with 
the  Messrs.  Palmer  to  finish  the  building  according  to  the 
plan  and  specifications  adopted,  for  $19,940,  the  building 
to  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  June  next.  These  gentlemen 
have  done  their  work  thus  far  in  a  satisfactory  and  workman- 
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like  manner.  We  have  negotiated  $8,000  of  the  $16,000 
scrip,  which,  with  the  $4,000  appropriated  this  year,  has 
been  sufficient  to  meet  all  payments  under  the  contract  to 
the  present  tim^L 

Early  in  the  ^fcr,  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment were  instructed  to  procure  a  steam  fire  engine  for 
the  use  of  the  Fire  Department.  This  duty  was  performed 
by  them  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Engineers,  and 
the  result  has  been  eminently  satisfactory.  A  steam 
engine  was  purchased  for  $3,000  from  Silsby,  Mynderse  & 
Co.,  of  Seneca  Falls,  New  York,  the  operation  of  which, 
to  the  present  time,  has  been  admirable,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  it  has  added  greatly  to  the  safety  of  the  prop- 
erty of  our  citizens.  The  purchase  of  another  steamer  of 
similar  construction  and  capacity,  to  be  located  in  a  differ- 
ent section  of  the  city  from  the  one  we  now  have,  would 
be  a  profitable  investment. 

In  the  month  of  March,  John  Q.  Hill  was  appointed 
agent  for  the  sale  of  liquors,  in  compliance  with  the  stat- 
utes of  the  Commonwealth.

The  Agent  has  sought,  in  conformity  with  his  instruc- 
tions, to  keep  the  debtor  and  credit  sides  of  his  account  as 
nearly  balanced  as  possible,  it  not  being  desirable  that  the 
city  should  make  a  profit  out  of  the  agency,  and  we  must 
admit  that  in  so  large  an  account  he  has  calculated  very 
closely. 
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The  sales  have  fallen  off  very  considerably  during  the 
last  quarter,  indicating  that  the  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  has  not  been  observed  during  the  last 
three  months  as  it  was  in  the  early  part  ojfthe  year.  This, 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  I  believe  has  been  th»act,  and  should 
the  sales  continue  to  diminish  in  the  saW>  proportion,  the 
agency  can  be  conducted  as  it  has  been  only  at  a  loss  to 
the  city. 

I  still  maintain,  however,  as  I  ever  have  done,  the 
wisdom  of  the  policy  of  establishing  this  agency,  and  our 
experiment  has  proved  that  while  it  is  a  great  advantage 
to  the  city,  to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  statute  in 
this  respect  rather  than  seek  to  evade  it,  it  may  also  be 
done  without  expense  to  the  city. 

A  scarcity  of  water  during  the  summer  induced  our 
attention  to  the  hackneyed  question  of  the  best  source  of 
supply  of  pure  water  for  the  city. 

We  were  favorably  impressed  with  the  promise  of  East 
or  Lynde  Brook  for  this  purpose,  and  caused  surveys  and 
measurements  to  be  made  to  ascertain  the  capacity  of  the 
stream.  The  result  of  our  measurements  shows  the  run 
of  water  to  have  averaged :

This  would  seem  to  prove  that  the  capacity  of  the 
stream  is  sufficient  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  city.  The 
result  of  an  analysis  of  the  water  by  Dr.  Jackson,  the 
State  Assayer,  has  also  bee*n  most  favorable. 

The  Council  has  therefore  instructed  the  Mayor  to  peti- 
tion the  Legislature  for  the  passage  of  an  act  conferring 
upon  the  City  Government   the  requisite  authority  to 
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introduce  water  from  this  source.  Should  this  authority 
be  obtained,  it  would  in  my  judgment  be  the  wisest  course 
to  erect  a  dam  and  fill  the  proposed  reservoir  the  year 
before  laying  the  pipe.  This  could  be  done  at  a  small 
expense,  and  wou^d  test  the  accuracy  of  the  measurements 
as  well  as  the  quality  of  the  water,  after  standing  in  the 
reservoir. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  great  demand  for  a  supply  of 
water,  and  the  information  already  acquired  in  reference 
to  this,  as  a  source  of.  supply,  would  justify  the  adoption 
of  this  course. 

This  is  not  the  time  or  the  place  to  speak  of  the  difficulties 
against  which  this  government  has  been  forced  to  contend, 
or  of  the  sources  whence  these  difficulties  have  sprung. 
That  there  have  been  some  disturbances  of  the  peace  is 
true,  but  we  were  not  responsible  for  them.  Fires  and 
alarms  of  fire  have  been  frequent  during  the  year,  and  we 
cannot  award  too  much  praise  to  the  Board  of  Engineers, 
and  other  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the  prompt 
and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their 
duties,  rendered  doubly  onerous  by  this  rampant  spirit  of 
malice  and  mischief.  But  we  can  console  ourselves  with 
the  reflection  that  we  have  been  called  upon  to  encounter 
only  the  perplexities  and  vexations  incident  to  official 
station,  and  that  those  who  endeavor  to  discharge  their 
duty  most  faithfully  are  not  always  most  exempt  therefrom. 
In  taking  my  leave  of  you,  I  cannot  wish  you  the  pleasure 
of  frequent  re-elections  to  this  Board,  but  I  do  most 
cordially  wish  you  all  other  happiness  and  prosperity  in 
the  various  walks  and  occupations  of  life  which  you  have 
chosen  for  yourselves.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


If  the  materials  could  be  found  for  the  history  of  the 
public  schools,  which  have  contributed  more  than  any 
other  enterprise  to  the  material  and  intellectual  prosperity 
of  the  city,  a  valuable  and  interesting  volume  might  be 
added  to  our  local  history. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  no  records  of  the  schools  in 
the  school  department  going  back  farther  than  1843.  For 
nearly  all  we  know  of  the  schools  prior  to  that  date  we 
are  indebted  to  the  brief  but  very  valuable  chapter  on 
schools  in  Lincoln's  History  of  Worcester.  The  proba- 
bility that  some  records  do  exist,  and  the  possibility  of 
recovering  them  from  the  mice  and  spiders  of  some  old 
attic,  induce  us  to  write  this  paragraph. 

SUMMARY  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  public  schools  in  the  city  on  the  first 
of  January,  1860,  was  fifty-six,  all  of  which,  except  the 
two  adult  schools  which  are  in  session  only  in  the  winter, 
are  permanent. 

Early  in  the  year,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  include 
the  double  school  in  Providence  street  in  the  centre  dis- 
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trict,  and  to  grade  it,  making  two  single  schools.  While 
this  plan  took  one  school  from  the  suburban  districts,  it 
added  two  to  the  centre  district. 

To  answer  a  very  urgent  and  just  demand  for  an  addi- 
tional primary  school  in  the  north-east  part  of  the  city, 
on  the  first  of  May  one  of  the  secondary  schools  in 
Thomas  street  was  removed  to  Main  street,  and  a  new 
primary  school  was  organized  in  that  locality. 

The  extreme  pressure  upon  the  primary  schools  in  the 
south  part  of  the  city  made  it  necessary  to  employ  tempo- 
rary assistants  in  the  spring  and  summer  terms  in  the 
schools  on  Sycamore  and  Pleasant  streets,  and  at  length  to 
organize  a  new  one  in  a  leased  building  in  Temple  street. 

This  school,  organized  in  October,  furnished  only  par- 
tial relief  to  the  schools  in  Sycamore  and  Ash  streets,  and 
none  to  those  in  Pleasant  street.  A  new  school  house  in 
the  south  part  of  the  centre  district,  and  another  in  Pleas- 
antville,  will  be  necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  that 
desirable  end. 

The  time  is  not  distant  when  two  permanent  schools 
will  be  required  in  Quinsigamond.  The  school  is  now  too 
large  for  one  teacher,  and  has  been  furnished  with  an 
assistant  for  several  months. 

On  the  first  of  January,  1861,  the  number  of  public 
schools  in  the  city  was  fifty-nine,  all  of  which,  but  the  two 
adult  schools  are  permanent.  The  twelve  suburban  and 
two  adult  schools  are  not  graded.  The  remaining  forty- 
five  are  graded  as  follows  :

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TEACHERS. 

In  the  fifty-nine  schools,  seven  male  and  sixty-nine 
female  teachers  are  employed,  an  addition  in  one  year  of 
three  schools  and  four  teachers. 

An  additional  teacher  in  the  high  school  was  made  im- 
perative by  the  large  addition  of  pupils,  and  another,  for 
the  same  reason,  in  the  higher  grade  of  grammar  schools 
in  Sycamore  street,  and  one  in  each  of  the  two  new  primary 
schools. 

The  number  of  teachers  employed  by  the  city  in  January,  1859,  was  70

The  character  of  the  teachers  of  this  city  is  deservedly 
high.  Among  so  many  there  is  necessarily  a  great  diver- 
sity of  talents,  acquirements,  tact  and  skill.  First  class 
teachers,  like  first  class  statesmen  or  lawyers,  are  few. 
Only  the  few  in  any  profession  are  eminent.  Worcester 
probably  has  as  large  a  proportion  of  eminent  teachers  as 
she  has  of  eminent  physicians,  ministers,  or  lawyers.  In 
the  selection  of  new  ones,  the  committees  cannot  exercise 
too  much  wisdom.    None  but  the  best  should  be  employed. 

The  supply  of  teachers  is  much  greater  than  the  de- 
mand ;  but  the  supply  of  first  class  teachers  is  still  very 
limited.  No  teachers  need  more  various  and  extensive 
resources,  both  natural  and  acquired,  than  those  in  the 
primary  department.  They  bend  the  twig  of  the  coming 
tree.  They  draw  and  color  the  first  pictures  presented  to 
the  child's  intellectual  vision.  If  "apt  to  teach,"  they  fill 
the  infant  mind  with  an  undying  love  of  knowledge  ;  but 
whatever  be  their  attainments,  if  they  cannot  condescend  to 
the  simplicity  of  childhood,  and,  from  the  want  of  an  innate 
love  of  both  children  and  truth,  cannot  employ  all  their 
energies  to  bring  the  two  into  harmony,  they  are  unfit  to 
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assume  the  responsible  duties  of  the  teacher's  office.  The 
mind,  like  the  eye,  loves  light.  The  teacher,  who  brings 
no  light  into  the  school  room,  wraps  round  the  young  mind 
murky  clouds  which  years,  and,  perhaps,  a  life  time  will 
not  dissipate. 

Teaching  is  an  art  second  to  none  in  usefulness  or 
honor.  It  is  not  quite  clear,  however,  that  all  teachers 
comprehend  the  dignity  and  responsibility  of  their  profes- 
sion. Few  of  any  profession  do.  Only  teachers  them- 
selves can  answer  the  often  agitated  question,  whether 
teaching  shall  be  placed  on  an  equality  with  the  learned 
professions.  Merit,  like  water,  finds  its  own  level.  If 
modest  and  unostentatious  merit  restrains  teachers  from 
demanding  of  society  the  consideration  which  the  learned 
professions  enjoy,  a  discriminating  public  will  not  long 
withhold  honors  deserved.  But  so  long  as  teaching  con- 
tinues to  be  a  temporary  expedient  of  honest  poverty,  or 
worthy  ambition — a  mere  stepping  stone  to  a  more  desir- 
able and  permanent  position  or  profession,  a  teacher  will 
hold  a  lower  place  in  the  public  mind  than  a  member  of 
the  learned  professions.  A  teacher  whose  heart  is  not 
in  the  work,  who  does  not  prefer  teaching  to  any  other 
business,  will  never  excel.  In  other  professions,  eminence 
is  attained  by  protracted  and  patient  industry.  The 
teacher  must  walk  the  same  path  to  reach  the  same  goal. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  school  houses  belonging  to  the  city  are  twenty- 
three,  of  which  twelve  are  suburban  having  only  one 
school  in  each,  though  three  of  them  are  large  enough  for 
two  schools  in  each. 

Eleven  of  them  are  in  the  centre  district,  furnishing 
accommodations  for  forty-four  schools,  of  which  one  has 
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six  teachers,  twelve  are  double,  and  thirty-one  are  single. 
Three  other  single  schools  are  kept  in  the  leased  house  in 
Temple  street. 

Since  the  lease  of  that  house  expires  on  the  first  of 
September  1861  and  cannot  be  renewed,  some  other  pro- 
vision for  the  pupils  in  that  part  of  the  city  will  be  ne- 
cessary. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  ninety-six  more  pupils  in  the 
centre  district  than  seats  in  all  the  school  houses  owned 
by  the  city  in  that  district.  This  surplus  lies  almost 
wholly  in  the  south  and  west  parts  of  the  district.  A  new 
house  in  the  south  part  of  the  city  large  enough  for  four 
single  schools,  and  another  in  the  west  for  two,  would 
supply  the  present  demand,  and  afford  immediate  relief  to 
the  crowded  houses  in  Ash,  Sycamore,  and  Pleasant  streets. 

In  the  construction  of  new  school  houses  great  care 
should  be  taken  that  the  defects  of  the  old  ones  are  not 
reproduced.  It  is  both  wisdom  and  economy  to  know 
what  you  want  before  you  build.  The  neglect  of  this 
simple  rule  has  subjected  the  city  to  a  great  annual  ex- 
pense in  making  alterations  of  the  original  plans  of  the 
school  houses.  The  contracted  and  ill- ventilated  school 
rooms  in  the  Sycamore  street  house  suggest  the  propriety 
of  making  the  rooms  of  the  new  houses  larger,  and  or 
invoking  the  aid  of  science  in  providing  means  of  ventila- 
tion. 

Of  the  suburban  school  houses,  that  at  North  Pond  is 
the  least  attractive  and  the  most  uncomfortable.  A  peti- 
tion for  a  new  one  has  been  laid  before  the  committee  and 
is  now  under  consideration.  The  citizens  of  that  district 
will  hardly  think  themselves  as  well  treated  as  their 
neighbors  till  the  old  house  between  the  road  and  the  fence 
gives  place  to  a  new  one,  in  a  more  desirable  locality. 
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PUPILS. 

The  growth  of  the  city  is  quite  as  manifest  in  the  in- 
crease of  pupils  in  the  public  schools  as  in  the  erection  of 
new  blocks  of  stores  or  new  dwellings. 

The  whole  number  of  children  in  the  city  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen  years,  on  the  first  day  of  May  1860,  was        <■  -  4824

An  increase  of  six  hundred  and  sixty-one.  This  is  the 
largest  increase  for  several  years.  In  1859  the  increase 
was  eighty-seven.  In  1858  it  was  eighty-nine.  In  1857 
there  was  a  loss  of  sixty-seven.

By  the  frequent  removal  of  families  from  one  part  of 
the  city  to  another,  the  same  child  may  be  registered  in 
two  or  three  different  schools  in  one  year.  This  has  some- 
times swelled  the  number  registered  in  a  year  beyond  the 
actual  number  in  the  city.  Great  care  has  been  taken  to 
include  in  the  report  for  this  year  each  pupil  but  once, 
whatever  be  the  number  of  times  he  may  have  been  regis- 
tered in  the  schools.  The  whole  number  registered  ap- 
pears to  be  eighty-two  less  than  last  year,  though  the  actual 
number  has  been  much  greater  than  last  year.

The  tabulated  statement  which  accompanies  this  report 

will  show  the  relative  standing  of  the  several  schools  in 

regularity  and  punctuality  of  attendance.    There  are  so 

many  good  reasons  for  irregularity  in  attendance,  that  all 

the  pupils  belonging  to  the  schools  can  never  be  found  in 

attendance  at  one  time. 

The  attendance  during  the  last  year  has  been  more  uni- 

12 
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form  and  regular,  and  has  approximated  more  nearly  to 
the  average  whole  number,  than  is  usual.  Some  of  the 
schools  have  done  so  well  that  their  future  efforts  will  not 
be  likely  to  surpass  what  they  have  already  achieved. 

In  the  fall  term  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  pupils 
were  perfect  in  their  attendance,  that  is,  were  not  absent, 
tardy,  or  dismissed,  for  twelve  successive  weeks.  Fifty-five 
have  a  perfect  record  for  the  entire  year.

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RESOURCES  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  aggregate  value  of  the  school  property  of  the  city, 
personal  and  real,  is  not  far  from  $150,000  00. 

A  large  part  of  this  property  is  perishable,  consisting  of 
buildings  and  furniture,  and  therefore  requires  a  consid- 
erable annual  outlay  to  keep  it  from  serious  depreciation. 
Repairs  which  ought  to  be  made  at  once  cannot  be  long 
i  postponed  without  prejudice  to  the  public  interest ;  for,  a 
slight  defect,  if  neglected,  soon  comes  to  be  a  great  one. 
The  limited  appropriation  will  not  permit  the  superinten- 
dent to  put  all  the  houses  in  complete  repair  in  a  single 
year.  His  policy  has  been,  by  timely  repairs  in  every 
locality,  to  arrest  the  destruction  of  the  property  and  to 
thoroughly  repair  two  or  three  houses  every  year.  The 
houses  which  have  received  particular  attention  this  year 
are  those  in  Main,  and  Ash,  streets  in  the  centre  district, 
and  those  in  the  Chamberlain,  and  Pond,  districts  in  the 
suburbs. 

The  property  would  now  be  in  a  better  condition,  and 
the  cost  to  the  city  would  have  been  less,  if  this  work  had 
been  done  three  or  four  years  earlier.

This  result  is  as  gratifying  as  it  is  unusual.  For  many 
years  the  balance  has  been  largely  the  other  way  and  has 
been  paid  from  the  contingent  fund.

In  1860  nothing  has  been  drawn  from  the  contingent 
fund,  and  a  surplus  of  $363  30  is  left  to  apply  to  the  ex- 
penses of  another  year. 

The  annexed  schedules  will  show  for  what  the  expendi- 
tures have  been  made.  The  item  of  teachers'  salaries  is 
larger  than  ever  before,  not  because  the  salaries  have  been 
higher,  but  because  the  number  of  teachers  employed  has 
been  larger. 

In  the  first  schedule  are  arranged  the  actual  expenses 
of  the  schools  for  the  year  1860.  It  is  confidently  believed 
that  the  bills  of  that  year  lying  over  for  future  payment  do 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars.

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In  the  last  annual  report  the  superintendent  called  the 
attention  of  the  board  to  the  want  of  economy  in  the  use 
of  furnace's  in  heating  the  school  houses.  The  original 
defects  of  the  furnaces  have  been  greatly  aggravated  by 
the  method  of  arranging  the  smoke  flues.  This  defect  has 
been  so  serious  that  the  utmost  capacity  of  the  furnaces 
was  not  enough,  on  the  coldest  days,  to  heat  one  half  the 
rooms  which  they  were  designed  to  heat.  A  new  arrange- 
ment has  proved  of  great  service  and  obviated  the  necessity 
of  the  frequent  dismission  of  the  schools  on  account  of 
cold  rooms,  while  it  saves  a  large  amount  of  fuel. 

A  part  of  the  teachers  never  lose  sight  of  their  responsi- 
bility to  preserve  the  property  under  their  care.  Much 
would  be  saved  if  all  of  them  would  strictly  observe  the 
fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  and  seventeenth  sections  of 
the  sixth  chapter  of  the  general  regulations  of  the  public 
schools,  which  prescribe  the  duties  of  teachers  in  respect 
of  the  school  property. 

The  system  of  supplying  the  pupils  and  the  schools  with 
books,  which  was  introduced  in  1859,  has  been  continued 
through  this  year  with  the  very  decided  approval  of  the 
board.  It  would  be  a  public  convenience  if  the  books 
could  be  procured  at  the  same  rates  at  all  the  book-stores 
in  the  city. 

SUPERVISION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  duties  assigned  the  superintendent  is  to 
"visit  each  school  as  often  as  his  other  duties  will  permit ; 
keep  himself  familiar  with  their  condition  and  progress  ; 
give  to  teachers  such  counsel  and  direction  as  they  may 
require  ;  and  see  that  careful  attention  is  given  to  the 
classification  of  pupils,  and  the  proper  apportionment  of 
studies."    He  has  given  more  time  to  this  duty  than  to  any 
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other  one  of  all  that  are  assigned  him, — generally,  all  the 
hours  the  schools  are  in  session. 

Unless  other  pressing  duties  forbid  it,  he  visits  every 
school  monthly.  To  accomplish  this,  the  schools  are  so 
numerous,  he  must  visit  three  every  day.  In  the  fall 
term,  consisting  of  twelve  weeks,  his  records  show  that 
he  made  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits  and  calls 
upon  the  schools,  which  is  very  nearly  four  per  day.  He 
is  not  aware  that  his  visits  in  that  term  were  more  fre- 
quent or  more  numerous  than  they  have  been  every  term. 
If  his  presence  is  needed  in  any  school  oftener  than  once 
a  month,  he  goes  without  regard  to  the  time  of  his  last 
visit.  Inspection  is  not  the  only  purpose  of  these  visits. 
A  prominent  object  is  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
school  by  counsel  with  the  teacher  and  encouragement  to 
the  pupils. 

The  studies  of  each  grade  are  now  defined,  and  a  uni- 
form standard  for  promotion  is  fixed,  and  there  is  as  much 
uniformity  in  the  tasks  assigned,  and  in  the  lessons 
learned,  as  the  different  mental  characteristics  of  the 
teachers,  and  the  disparity  in  their  capacity  to  make 
pupils  think,  will  allow. 

The  changes  made  in  1859  in  the  course  of  study  and 
in  the  amount  required,  have  not  disappointed  expecta- 
tion. Children  of  different  mental  capacities  are  not  now 
chained  together.  While  the  slower  is  not  forced  to 
keep  up  with  the  more  active,  the  latter  is  not  held  back 
to  keep  unwilling  and  unnecessary  company  with  the 
former. 

Great  care  has  -  been  taken  to  give  every  mind  as  much 
freedom  of  action  as  is  compatible  with  thorough  disci- 
pline and  profitable  progress.  No  pupil  in  the  city  is  com- 
pelled to  spend  in  daily  study  and  recitations  more  hours 
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than  are  assigned  to  the  school  sessions  ;  at  the  same  time, 
no  one  is  constrained  to  study  less.  In  assigning  lessons, 
the  teachers  are  enjoined  not  to  require  too  much.  In 
graduating  the  daily  tasks,  the  guide  is  not  what  the  best 
minds  in  a  class  can  acquire  in  a  given  time,  or  only  what 
the  dullest  can  learn,  but  a  medium  between  them. 

The  secondary  schools  have  lost  their  dread  of  mental 
arithmetic  since  a  book  they  can  comprehend  has  been  sub- 
stituted for  the  one  over  which  the  superintendent  found 
them  weeping  in  the  commencement  of  the  year  1859, 
and  the  introduction  of  the  fundamental  rules  of  written 
arithmetic  has  awakened  an  unusual  interest  in  these 
schools.  The  semi-annual  promotion  of  pupils  whose  stand- 
ing entitles  them  to  a  place  in  the  next  higher  class,  has 
done  much  to  encourage  merit  and  promote  correctness  of 
deportment  and  accuracy  in  scholarship.  Promotions 
should  not  be  regulated  by  the  time  of  service  in  a  given 
grade,  but  by  the  quality  of  the  service, — the  fitness  for 
promotion.  It  is  the  very  nearly  uniform  testimony  of  the 
teachers  that  they  have  no  better  or  worthier  or  healthier 
pupils  than  those  whose  very  decided  merit  has  enabled 
them  to  anticipate  the  regular  annual  promotions. 

The  schools  no  longer  suffer  from  an  excess  of  pupils 
in  one  grade,  and  a  corresponding  want  of  them  in  an- 
other, for  nearly  all  the  grades  are  equally  crowded. 

BOOKS  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  recent  statute  of  the  commonwealth  restricting  the 
powers  of  school  committees  to  change  text  books,  while 
it  relieves  committees  from  the  incessant  importunities  of 
book  publishers'  agents,  whose  business  is  not  the  interest 
of  education,  but  of  their  employers,  also  relieves  the 
community  of  an  odious  and  unnecessary  tax.    No  change 
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of  text  books  has  been  made  during  the  year.  One  or 
two  new  ones  have  been  introduced  to  supply  the  wants  of 
new  classes,  and  the  "Boston  Primary  School  Tablets,"  a 
very  valuable  contribution  to  primary  school  education, 
by  John  D.  Philbrick,  Esq.,  superintendent  of  the  public 
schools  of  that  city,  have  been  introduced  into  the  sub- 
primary  schools.  Their  early  introduction  into  all  the 
primary  schools  is  very  desirable. 

A  few  new  instruments  and  some  chemicals  have  been 
added  to  the  high  school  philosophical  and  chemical 
apparatus,  which  has  undergone  extensive  and  much 
needed  repairs.  The  amount  now  possessed  is  hardly 
adequate  to  the  wants  of  the  school. 

SINGING. 

Vocal  music  is  one  of  the  exercises  in  all  the  schools, 
but  it  is  necessarily  very  indifferently  executed  when  the 
teacher  is  not  a  singer.  Very  few  public  school  teachers 
have  ever  studied  music,  or  feel  that  it  is  a  part  of  their 
duty  either  to  know  or  teach  it.  Singing  is  a  most 
delightful  exercise,  producing  the  happiest  effects  upon 
the  pupils  in  those  schools  whose  teachers  are  good 
singers.  The  ability  to  sing  should  be  held  to  be  an 
essential  qualification  of  all  candidates  for  the  place  of 
teacher  in  the  primary  schools.  In  one  of  the  grammar 
schools,  Mr.  J.  H.  Newton's,  the  time  devoted  to  music  is 
spent,  not  in  rehearsing  familiar  tunes,  but  in  studying 
the  elements  of  the  science  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
result,  on  the  day  of  the  annual  examination,  will  justify 
the  making  it  a  study  as  well  as  a  pastime. 

WRITING  AND  DRAWING. 

The  mayor,  in  his  inaugural  address,  recommended  the 

employment  of  a  writing  master  in  the  public  schools, 

18 
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and,  at  a  subsequent  period,  a  sub-committee  of  the  board 
reported  favorably  upon  the  recommendation,  but,  between 
the  inception  and  the  consummation,  the  measure  died. 
While  that  plan  would  be  more  expensive  than  our  pres- 
ent one,  it  would  also  be  much  more  efficient.  Writing  is 
much  better  taught  in  some  of  the  schools  than  in  others, 
and  the  success  of  a  teacher  usually  corresponds  with  the 
effort  he  makes. 

Drawing  is  taught  in  the  high  school  only.  If  daily 
attention  were  given  to  this  study  in  the  primary  and  sec- 
ondary schools,  it  would  furnish  an  agreeable  recreation 
to  the  active  minds  that  sicken  of  the  monotony  of 
the  school  room,  while  it  would  cultivate  a  taste  which 
American  educators  have  sadly  neglected. 

READING. 

Reading  is  one  of  the  exercises  in  all  the  schools.  In 
nothing  do  teachers  differ  more  than  in  their  ability  to 
make  good  readers.  After  ten  years  of  daily  drill,  the 
reading  of  many  pupils  is  too  often  mechanical  and  monot- 
onous, a  mere  calling  of  the  words  without  a  discovery  of 
the  thoughts  clothed  by  the  words.  Words  without 
thoughts  are  bodies  without  souls. 

A  very  commendable  effort  has  been  made  by  a  part  of 
the  teachers  in  the  city  to  improve  their  own  reading  by 
taking  semi-weekly  lessons  in  elocution,  and  the  valuable 
results  are  already  manifest  in  the  improvement  of  their 
classes.  The  committee  have  been  very  fortunate  in 
securing  an  accomplished  elocutionist,  Miss  Anna  U.  Rus- 
sell, to  take  charge  of  this  department  in  the  high  school. 
It  will  be  very  gratifying  if  the  competitors  for  the  medals 
which  are  given  for  excellence  in  reading  and  declamation 
are  numerous. 
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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

Many  important  educational  questions,  which,  during 
the  last  century,  have  engaged  the  attention  of  the  public 
and  the  deliberations  of  legislators,  have  been  definitely 
settled,  never  again  to  be  discussed  in  New  England. 
The  duty  of  the  state  to  make  provision  for  the  education 
of  all  her  children  is  not  likely  to  again  become  a  question 
for  discussion  in  this  commonwealth  ;  and  it  is  not  prob- 
able that  any  large  number  of  persons  will  ever  be  found 
in  Massachusetts  who  will  question  the  wisdom  of  the 
statute  which  declares  that  "no  child  shall  be  excluded 
from  a  public  school  on  account  of  the  race,  color  or  reli- 
gious opinion  of  the  applicant  or  scholar ;"  and  that 
man  will  surely  not  be  envied  who  shall  have  the  hardi- 
hood to  denounce  the  statute  which  declares  that  "the 
tenets  of  any  particular  sect  of  Christians  shall  never  be 
taught  in  the  public  schools." 

But  as  soon  as  one  question  is  settled  a  new  one  rises. 
That  now  uppermost  is  physical  education.  Whether 
physical  education  is  necessary  or  desirable  is  not  the 
question,  for  all  agree  that  it  is  both  ;  but  the  question  is 
whether  the  public  shall  undertake  the  physical  as  well  as 
the  mental  education  of  all  the  children  of  the  common- 
wealth, or  whether  this  necessary  part  of  every  child's 
education  shall  still  be  left  to  the  care  and  wisdom,  or  the 
negligence* and  ignorance  of  parents.  That  parents,  par- 
ticularly in  the  large  towns  and  cities,  do  neglect  the 
physical  culture  of  their  children,  and  that  there  is  a  con- 
sequent physical  deterioration  in  those  places,  are  facts  as 
melancholy  as  they  are  indisputable.  To  correct  these 
errors,  many  eminent  educators  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  public  should  make  provision  for  the  physical  as  well 
as  the  mental  education  of  the  young.    The  results  of 
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the  first  experiments  will  be  looked  for  with  great  interest, 
and  if  an  unexceptional  plan,  adapted  to  the  school  room 
and  to  both  sexes,  and  not  too  expensive,  can  be  devised,  it 
will  be  hailed  with  delight  as  one  of  the  improvements 
most  needed  to  perfect  our  admirable  system  of  free 
schools.  The  superintendent  of  the  public  schools  of 
Boston  has  recommended  a  plan  for  the  schools  of  that 
city,  which,  if  on  trial  it  proves  successful,  Worcester 
may  do  well  to  adopt. 

CHANGE  OF  THE  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

The  advantages  which  it  was  thought  would  result  from 
changing  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  from  January 
to  May,  have  been  found  to  correspond  with  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  committee.  It  is  a  pleasanter  season  for  the 
annual  examination,  and  the  promotions  from  the  lower 
grades  take  place  at  the  time  when  the  seats  vacated  are 
•  wanted  by  the  little  ones  which  the  spring  is  as  sure  to 
call  out  from  their  homes  as  it  is  to  call  the  birds  from 
the  south.  The  more  frequent  vacations  under  the  new 
arrangement  of  terms  are  a  grateful  relief  to  those  teach- 
ers and  pupils  whose  hearts,  as  well  as  minds,  are  given 
to  their  work.  Intense  application  is  essential  to  the  best 
mental  discipline,  but  it  should  not  be  too  protracted.  The 
bow  must  not  be  bent  too  long. 

ADULT  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  only  two  schools  of  this  class  in  the  city, — a 
day  school  for  males  and  an  evening  school  for  both  sexes. 
The  average  attendance  in  the  day  school  is  forty-seven, 
and  in  the  evening  school  fifty-nine,  of  whom  twenty-eight 
are  females. 

The  rooms  in  the  Main  street  school  house,  formerly 
occupied  by  these  schools,  having  been  appropriated  last 
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spring  to  permanent  graded  schools,  the  adult  schools 
were  organized  this  winter  in  the  Temple  street  house. 

Mr.  Francis  H.  Manning,  a  former  very  successful 
teacher  of  one  of  the  evening  schools,  now  has  charge  of 
both,  and  his  faithful  labors  encounter,  among  other  hin- 
drances, a  want  of  studious,  and  often  of  cleanly,  habits, 
on  the  part  of  some  young  men  and  lads,  whose  stay  in 
school  is  not  long  enough  for  its  influence  to  thoroughly 
correct  those  habits.  The  larger  part  of  the  pupils,  how- 
ever, evidently  feel  the  need  of  additional  education 
before  entering  upon  the  responsibilities  of  manhood,  and 
by  patient  industry  are  making  commendable  progress.

The  number  of  suburban  schools  in  1859  was  thirteen  ; 
but  the  one  in  Providence  street  was  admitted  into  the 
centre  district  in  January  1860  and  graded,  the  assistant 
taking  the  primary  department,  and  the  principal  the  sec- 
ondary. 

The  Tatnuck  school  is  taught  by  a  male  in  the  winter 
and  by  a  female  in  the  summer.  All  the  others  are  under 
the  charge  of  females  all  the  year.  Except  in  Quinsiga- 
mond,  where  the  principal  has  a  temporary  assistant,  but 
where  a  distinct  primary  school  ought  to  be  organized, 
each  school  employs  but  one  teacher.  The  South  Wor- 
cester school  is  too  large  for  one  teacher,  and  hardly  large 
enough  for  two.  It  will  be  greatly  improved  when  it 
becomes  large  enough  to  justify  the  appointment  of  an 
assistant,  or  the  organization  of  an  additional  school,  for 
which  the  house  is  well  adapted. 
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Every  change  of  teachers  necessitates  a  corresponding 
change  in  the  character  of  a  school.  In  six  of  these 
schools  there  have  been  changes  of  teachers  the  last  year. 
The  changes  in  some  of  them  have  been  quite  clearly  an 
improvement,  while  in  others  the  improvement  is  not 
quite  so  clear. 

If  the  schools  in  the  suburbs  be  compared  with  those 
in  the  centre,  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  one  which  would 
surpass  Miss  M.  M.  Maynard's,  in  the  Pond  district,  in  men- 
tal activity  and  independent  thought,  or  Miss  M.  U.  Blanch- 
ard's,  in  North ville,  in  good  order,  punctual  and  regular 
attendance,  and  the  harmony  between  teacher  and  pupils. 
Since  these  districts  are  taxed  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
centre  district  and  their  municipal  advantages  are  more 
limited,  the  city  can  afford  to  adopt  a  generous  policy  in 
respect  of  their  schools  to  compensate  for  their  losses  in 
other  directions.

These  schools  have  multiplied  rapidly.  In  three  years 
they  have  increased  from  seventeen  to  twenty-three,  and 
the  teachers  from  twenty-six  to  thirty-one.  But  rapid  as 
has  been  the  increase  of  schools  it  has  not  kept  pace  with 
the  increase  of  the  population.  To  relieve  the  south  part 
of  the  city  new  schools  are  needed  somewhere  between 
Sycamore,  and  Ash,  streets,  and  another  is  needed  in  Pleas- 
antville  to  relieve  the  west.  It  is  hoped  that  no  delay  in 
building  will  leave  the  school  in  Temple  street  without 
accommodations  when  the  lease  of  the  house  now  occu- 
pied expires. 
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Of  the  twenty-three  primary  schools  eight  are  double. 
Though  some  of  these  double  schools  are  among  the  best 
in  the  city,  yet  it  would  be  an  improvement  if  they  could 
all  be  made  single.  The  rooms  in  the  Summer  street 
house  are  not  adapted  to  double  schools,  and,  if  one  pri- 
mary school  were  organized  on  Laurel  hill,  both  those  in 
Summer  street  might  at  once  be  reduced  to  single  ones, 
much  to  the  gratification  of  the  present  excellent  and  vig- 
orous principals  of  those  schools. 

Last  May  the  superintendent  recommended  the  division 
of  several  primary  schools  into  two  grades,  one  of  which 
should  embrace  the  younger  classes,  and  the  other  the 
older ;  in  the  former  the  teaching  to  be  chiefly  oral  and 
the  pupils  to  be  allowed  more  freedom  than  in  the  schools 
where  the  children  were  able  to  engage  in  the  profitable 
study  of  books.  The  experiment  was  tried  in  the  four 
schools  on  Front  street  and  in  the  two  on  Thomas  street, 
with  very  gratifying  success.  An  early  application  of  the 
principle  to  all  the  primary  schools  will  improve  their 
order  and  increase  their  efiiciency.  The  greatest  caution 
should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  teachers  for  the 
primary  schools.  The  candidates  are  always  numerous, — 
more  numerous  than  they  would  be  if  only  those  qualified 
in  heart  as  well  as  intellect  were  applicants.  No  person, 
who  does  not  love  children, — not  pretty  children  only,  or 
good  ones,  but  all  children,  even  the  dirty,  the  deformed, 
the  degraded,  the  perverse,  and  the  stubborn, — is  a  proper 
person  to  teach  a  primary  school.  To  all  her  acquisitions 
a  good  teacher  must  add  a  natural  fitness  for  the  work,  a 
native  aptness  to  teach,  a  countenance  made  always  cheer- 
ful by  a  perpetually  cheerful  heart.  She  must  draw  from 
wells  within,  as  well  as  from  wells  without,  to  satisfy  the 
intellectual  and  moral  cravings  of  her  pupils. 
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Such  facilities  as  will  render  these  schools  so  pleasant 
and  attractive  that  the  children  will  not  willingly  stay- 
away  from  them,  the  committees  should  unhesitatingly 
furnish ;  and  while  children  of  four  years  are  permitted 
to  attend  the  schools,  the  committee  should  see  that,  if 
not  physically  improved,  they  at  least  are  not  physically 
injured. 

The  standard  for  promotion  is  fixed,  and  the  classes  of 
one  school  ought  not  to  differ  much  from  the  correspond- 
ing classes  in  another  ;  and  perhaps  they  approach  uni- 
formity as  nearly  as  is  possible  under  so  great  a  variety  of 
teachers,  among  whom  are  some  of  the  best  in  the  city. 


All  the  schools  of  this  grade,  except  the  one  in  Thomas 
street,  are  single.  Their  location  is  not  altogether  favora- 
ble. The  want  of  room  in  the  south  part  of  the  city  has 
pushed  one  of  them,  which  draws  its  pupils  mostly  from 
the  vicinity  of  Ash  street,  into  the  Main  street  house. 

These  schools  are  now  so  located  that  the  first  ward  has 
one, — the  double  school ;  the  second,  fifth,  seventh,  and 
eighth  wards,  two  each  ;  the  sixth  ward,  three  ;  and  the 
third,  and  fourth  wards,  none.  The  only  change  in  their 
locality  made  the  last  year  is  the  removal  in  May  of  one 
school  from  Thomas  street  to  Main,  to  make  room  for  the 
much  needed  new  primary  school  in  that  section  of  the  city. 

This  class  of  schools  has  been  generally  and  justly 
regarded  as  among  the  most  difficult  to  govern  and  to 
teach.    They  are  difficult  to  govern  because  the  pupils

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are  at  that  critical  age  when  they  have  least  reverence  for 
authority  as  well  as  least  self-respect, — when  they  have  not 
learned  self-control  and  are  impatient  of  restraint.  They 
are  difficult  to  teach  because  the  pupils  have  not  yet  formed 
habits  of  study  without  which  the  tasks  of  the  school  room 
are  particularly  irksome.  Still  our  own  city  furnishes 
abundant  evidence  that  schools  of  this  grade  under  skillful 
teachers  are  often  models  of  good  behavior  and  accurate 
scholarship.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  the  school  is  a  mirror, 
and  its  character  is  the  reflection,  more  or  less  exact,  of  the 
teacher's  mental  and  moral  image.  As  the  character  of 
the  sky  determines  the  aspect  of  the  sea,  so  the  character 
of  the  teacher  the  aspect  of  the  school. 


GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

Of  these  there  are  two  grades,  the  lower,  and  the 
higher.  The  course  of  study  in  each  extends  through  two 
years.  The  best  scholars,  however,  do  not  find  it  neces- 
sary to  be  four  years  in  accomplishing  the  prescribed 
course,  but  often  complete  it  in  three,  and  sometimes  in  two. 
The  generous  impulses  of  active  and  honest  minds  are  not 
wisely  curbed  to  the  slow  and  unsteady  pace  of  the  dull 
and  indolent.  The  public  can  use  its  wealth  more  wisely 
than  in  teaching  the  young  how  to  protract  the  work  of 
three  years  into  four.  No  undue  pressure  has  been  ap- 
plied to  those  who  have  completed  the  grammar  school 
course  in  less  than  the  prescribed  time.  Their  study 
hours  in  school  have  not  been  increased,  and  they  have 
not  been  required  to  study  at  home.  They  have  been 
encouraged  to  choose  to  do  well  rather  than  constrained  to 
do  well,  and  the  result  has  been  happy,  promoting  a 
healthful  influence  in  the  schools  of  every  grade,

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  course  of  study  during 
the  year,  and  only  one  change  of  teachers.  On  the  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Eliza  A.  Brigham,  principal  of  the  third 
department  of  the  Sycamore  street  school,  Miss  Carrie  A. 
George  was  secured  to  fill  the  vacancy.  One  of  the  six 
schools  has  two  teachers,  another,  though  for  the  last 
eighteen  months  a  single  school,  will  probably  require  an 
assistant  after  the  annual  promotions  are  made  in  May. 

The  committee  have  been  very  fortunate  in  their  recent 
selections  of  teachers  for  these  schools.  They  have  vin- 
dicated their  right  to  a  place  in  the  front  rank  of  first  class 
teachers.  Others  may  be  their  equals,  but  few  are  their 
superiors.

Thorough  instruction,  mild  but  firm  discipline,  punctual 
and  regular  habits,  self-respect,  independent  thought,  and 
a  high  moral  tone,  are  elements  which  the  committee  look 
for  in  these  schools,  and  which  being  found,  attest  the 
skill,  capacity  and  faithfulness  of  the  teachers. 

The  semi-annual  promotions,  which  serve  as  a  healthful 
stimulant  to  both  teachers  and  pupils,  have  drawn  a  few 
scholars  from  these  to  the  high  school  and  lifted  others 
from  an  inferior  to  a  higher  class,  and,  in  no  instance, 
have  been  known  to  work  any  other  than  good  results. 
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The  fact  that  merit  is  recognized  and  rewarded  furnishes 
an  innocent  and  much  needed  motive  to  accurate  scholar- 
ship and  unexceptionable  deportment,  and,  without  creat- 
ing the  necessity  for  'new  classes,  improves  the  existing 
classification  and  becomes  a  substantial  benefit  to  the  school 
as  well  as  to  the  persons  promoted. 

No  teacher  has  left  this  grade  of  schools  during  the 
year  and  only  one  has  been  added.  The  crowd  of  appli- 
cants at  Mr.  Hunt's  school,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
compelled  the  committee  to  open  a  new  one.  Fully  aware 
of  the  responsibility  of  the  position,  the  committee  sought 
among  a  host  for  a  suitable  candidate.  The  one  whom 
they  selected,  Miss  Eleutheria  Manly,  entered  upon  her 
duties  in  February  and  very  soon  demonstrated  the  wisdom 
of  the  committee's  choice  and  her  own  fitness  for  the 
place.  The  prominent  characteristics  of  the  school  are, 
that  the  pupils  are  taught  to  think  ;  that  the  analysis  of 
every  problem  in  arithmetic  is  rigid,  logical  and  complete  ; 
that  it  is  a  school  of  ideas  rather  than  of  words.  In 
geography  and  history  the  pupils  are  encouraged  to  con- 
sult ail  the  authorities  to  which  they  have  access  and  to 
arrange  their  knowledge  so  that  the  naming  of  a  particu- 
lar topic  will  suggest  without  further  questioning  what 
should  be  recited  on  a  given  subject. 

The  able  assistant  in  the  Thomas  street  school,  Miss 
Caroline  Parkinson,  known  for  many  years  as  one  of  the 
best  teachers  in  the  lower  grade  of  grammar  schools,  suc- 
cessfully maintains  in  this  higher  position  her  well  de- 
served reputation  for  thorough  instruction  and  conscien- 
tious fidelity. 

The  principal  of  the  Thomas  street  school,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Newton,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  school  about  eighteen 
months,  has  proved  himself  worthy  of  the  confidence  of 
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the  committee.  His  school  is  making  commendable  pro- 
gress, is  completely  under  his  control,  is  both  well  taught 
and  well  governed,  and  in  every  particular  is  steadily  and 
constantly  improving. 

The  principal  of  the  first  department  of  the  Sycamore 
street  grammar  school,  Mr.  A.  A.  Hunt,  who  has  held  his 
position  several  years  longer  than  any  of  the  other  teach- 
ers of  this  grade,  is  so  well  and  so  favorably  known  that 
anything  said  of  him  will  be  nearly,  if  not  quite,  super- 
fluous. In  his  power  to  awaken  and  maintain  a  healthful 
enthusiasm  among  his  pupils  he  has  no  compeer  in 
this  city.  His  school  is  his  exclusive  business.  Under 
his  eye  the  indolent  become  industrious,  the  irregu- 
lar and  careless  prompt  and  punctual,  and  his  classes 
are  so  taught  that  they  become  familiar  with  a  subject 
wholly  independent  of  the  questions  and  answers  of  the 
text  book.  His  method  is  conformed  to  no  particular 
model,  but  is  as  original  as  it  is  excellent. 

One  change  in  the  course  of  study  has  been  made. 
Physiology  has  been  substituted  for  physical  geography. 
The  reasons  which  induced  the  change  were  first,  that 
greater  maturity  of  mind  and  the  study  of  other  sciences 
properly  precede  the  profitable  study  of  physical  geogra- 
phy ;  and  second,  that  since  a  large  number  of  scholars 
leave  school  altogether  after  completing  the  grammar 
school  course,  it  is  extremely  undesirable  that  they  should 
go  out  ignorant  of  their  own  fearful  and  wonderful  struc- 
ture and  of  the  fundamental  laws  of  health. 

CLASSICAL  AND  ENGLISH   HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  school  began  the  year  under  auspices  not  the  most 
favorable.  The  public  were  not  unanimous  in  their 
approval  of  the  action  of  the  committee  at  their  last  meet- 
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ing  in  1859,  and  the  late  principal,  Mr.  Homer  B. 
Sprague,  after  being  deposed  from  the  executive  author- 
ity, declined  to  accept  the  charge  of  the  classical  depart- 
ment for  which  all  the  committee,  as  well  as  other  friends 
of  the  school,  thought  him  eminently  qualified.  The 
cloud  which  hung  over  the  school  on  the  opening  of  the 
year  was  soon  dispelled.  The  energetic  action  of  the 
committee  at  once  filled  the  vacancy  and  allayed  the 
excitement.  The  school  has,  on  the  whole,  enjoyed  a 
prosperous  year.  It  has  had  more  pupils  than  in  any  for- 
mer year  and  attained  a  higher  ratio  of  daily  attendance. 
The  statistics  compare  with  those  in  1859  as  follows :

The  school  has  not  suffered  as  in  former  years  by  fre- 
quent changes  of  teachers.  Mr.  Henry  Winn  supplied 
the  place  of  classical  teacher  till  the  first  of  May,  when 
the  committee  filled  it  permanently  by  the  election  of  Mr. 
James  K.  Lombard.  This  was  the  only  change  of  teach- 
ers made  during  the  year,  except  that,  on  the  first  of 
December,  the  excellent  and  accomplished  teacher  of 
French,  Miss  Susan  E.  White,  resigned,  carrying  with  her 
to  her  new  home  the  best  wishes  of  her  pupils,  her  asso- 
ciate teachers,  and  the  committee.  This  permanency  of 
teachers  is  a  great  improvement  on  former  years.  In 
January  1860  not  a  teacher  in  the  school  had  been  con- 
nected with  it  a  year.  Since  the  promotions  in  May,  the 
school  has  been  as  large  as  the  capacity  of  the  house 
would  permit,  and  a  sixth  teacher,  Miss  C.  C.Plimpton,  has 
been  employed.  The  subsequent  losses  by  removals  and 
other  causes  have  been  more  than  balanced  by  accessions, 
the  largest  of  which  was  the  class  sent  up  at  the  beginning 
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of  the  winter  term  from  the  Sycamore  street  grammar 
school. 

The  order  and  discipline  of  the  school  have  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  committee,  more  or  less,  for  several 
years.  License  is  not  liberty,  and  wholesome  restraint  is 
not  oppression.  How  much  less  restraint  than  is  neces- 
sary in  the  other  schools  is  compatible  with  the  highest 
interests  of  this  may  be  a  question  upon  which  there  may 
be  honest  differences  of  opinion  ;  but  in  school,  as  in 
states,  the  only  liberty  worth  having  is  the  liberty 
Avhich  is  regulated  by  law.  The  principal,  Mr.  Harris  R. 
Greene,  and  his  excellent  assistants,  deserve  much  credit 
for  the  improvement  already  effected  in  this  department  of 
the  school  and  for  the  care  taken  of  the  school  property. 
That  young  man,  who  has  not  learned  to  respect  the  rights 
of  property,  has  neglected  one  of  the  most  important 
parts  of  his  education.  Magnificent  schemes  of  public 
plunder  which  startle  a  nation  may  sometimes  be  traced  to 
their  obscure  origin  in  the  unrestrained  abuse  of  the 
rights  of  property  in  school  or  college.  It  is  a  wise  pro- 
vision of  the  high  school  committee  which  forbids  the 
school  house  to  be  used  for  any  purposes  without  the  pres- 
ence of  a  teacher. 

The  course  of  study  in  each  department,  to  which  the 
classes  are  made  to  conform  as  nearly  as  is  practicable, 
has  been  arranged  with  considerable  care.  It  is  of  course 
susceptible  of  improvement ;  and  some  of  the  friends  of 
the  school  have  very  justly  remarked  that  the  course  of 
study  in  the  classical  department  might  with  eminent  pro- 
priety be  made  to  correspond  to  the  course  which  Harvard 
University,  the  largest  and  oldest  college  in  America,  has 
prescribed  for  those  who  aspire  to  enter  her  classes. 

The  rapid  progress  of  science  and  art  the  last  half  cen- 
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tury  is  to  be  attributed  in  a  large  degree  to  a  judicious 
division  of  labor.  The  family  physician  used  to  be  ,  the 
occulist,  and  aurist,  and  dentist,  and  surgeon,  besides  look- 
ing after  all  cardiac  and  pulmonic  affections,  and  minister- 
ing to  his  patients  in  all  the  diseases  to  which  flesh  is 
heir.  The  lawyer  once  might  be  eminent  in  all  the  de- 
partments of  his  profession  ;  but  now  one  is  eminent  in 
criminal  law,  another  in  civil,  another  in  maritime,  and 
another  in  international,  but  none  in  all.  Physicians  have 
learned  that  the  diseases  of  one  part  of  the  human  sys- 
tem,— of  a  single  organ,  may  profitably  employ  all  the  time 
and  all  the  skill  of  the  ablest  man  in  the  profession.  Hu- 
man suffering  has  been  alleviated  and  human  life  prolong- 
ed by  the  change.  The  division  of  labor  in  mechanics  has 
perfected  machinery.  No  one  man  makes  the  whole  of  a 
watch,  or  a  rifle,  or  a  steam  engine.  One  mind  concen- 
trated on  a  particular  part  perfects  that  part.  The  same 
law  holds  in  teaching.  The  teacher  of  everything  teaches 
nothing  well.  In  attempting  too  much,  he  fails  in  all.  It 
is  better  to  hold  an  eminent  position  in  one  department 
than  a  medium  one  in  all.  The  classes  are  entitled  to  the 
best  instruction  which  the  school  with  which  they  are 
connected  can  give  them.  To  effect  this,  each  teacher 
should  have  a  distinct  and  well-defined  department,  for 
the  condition  of  the  classes  in  which  he  should  be  held 
strictly  and  solely  responsible. 

The  classical  department,  which,  by  the  vote  of  the 
board  one  year  ago,  was  assigned  to  the  assistant,  is  vir- 
tually where  it  always  has  been,  and  where  many  friends 
of  the  school  still  think  it  ought  to  be,  under  the  charge 
of  the  principal.  The  number  preparing  for  college  is 
unusually  large.  The  committee  trust  that  the  position 
taken  by  these  young  men  on  entering  college  will  be 
creditable  to  both  the  teachers  and  the  school. 
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The  course  of  study  in  the  English  department  is  now 
much  more  extensive  and  complete  than  before  the  class 
of  the  first  year  was  required  to  review  the  studies  of  the 
grammar  school.  This  provision  has  brought  the  two 
schools  near  enough  to  meet,  a  result  always  desired,  and 
often  attempted,  but  never  before  accomplished. 

The  French  department,  which  was  resigned  at  the  close 
•of  the  fall  term  by  Miss  Susan  E.  White,  has  been  placed 
in  charge  of  Miss  Anna  U.  Eussell,  an  accomplished 
scholar  of  large  experience,  who,  in  addition  to  the 
French,  takes  charge  of  the  classes  in  reading  and  elocu- 
tion, for  which  she  has  superior  qualifications. 

The  first  award  of  the  Bullock  medals  was  made  at 
the  annual  examination  in  May.  The  generous  gift  was 
as  timely  and  useful  as  it  was  munificent.  The  grammar 
schools  have  heretofore  had  more  to  stimulate  the  pupils 
to  earnest  and  vigorous  work  than  the  high  school.  The 
desire  for  promotion  and  the  fear  of  not  attaining  it,  pow- 
erful incentives  to  study  and  decorum  in  the  lower  schools,, 
are  wholly  wanting  in  this  school.  The  Bullock  medals 
more  than  supply  the  deficiency.  In  future  years,  the 
medals  will  be  suggestive  and  valuable  mementoes  of 
happy  school  days,  generous  rivalry,  and  innocent  victory. 

The  medal  scholars  are  worthy  of  a  name  in  the  perma- 
nent records  of  the  schools.  The  judges  who  made  the 
award  were :

REPORT 


OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OF  THE 

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  herewith 
submit  to  the  City  Council  their  first  annual 

report : 

The  Free  Public  Library  of  the  city  of  Worcester  was 
established  by  an  ordinance  of  the  City  Council  passed 
December  23,  1859.  Prior  to  that  time  the  want  of  such 
an  institution  had  for  a  long  period  been  felt  by  the  people 
of  the  city,  and  had  repeatedly  been  made  the  subject  of 
remark  in  the  inaugural  addresses  of  its  chief  magistrates. 
So  great,  however,  would  necessarily  be  the  expenditure 
of  its  establishment,  that  no  mayor  of  the  city  had  felt 
authorized  to  treat  the  matter  with  any  other  language 
that  of  desire  and  hope. 

But  in  November,  1859,  private  and  associate  munifi- 
cence enabled  the  City  Council  to  lay  the  foundations  of 
the  institution  which  has  now  entered  upon  the  second 
year  of  successful  operation.  At  that  time,  Dr.  John 
Green,  esteemed  by  all  for  a  life-long  service  in  which 
professional  success  and  personal  virtues  had  been  equally 
characteristics,  made  known  to  the  authorities  of  the  city 
his  desire  to  endow  here  a  public  library.    This  purpose 
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had  for  many  years  been  cherished  by  him.  In  a  com- 
munication addressed  to  the  mayor,  and  afterwards  by  a 
formal  deed  of  gift,  he  presented  to  the  city  his  large  and 
valuable  private  library,  consisting  of  about  seven  thous- 
and (7,000)  volumes,  which  had  been  collected  by  him  at 
a  cost  of  not  far  from  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000), 
accompanied  with  such  conditions  as  in  the  judgment  of 
himself  and  others  would  best  secure  their  preservation 
and  use. 

About  the  same  time,  and  in  harmonious  co-operation 
with  the  design  of  Dr.  Green,  the  Worcester  Lyceum  and 
Library  Association,  a  voluntary  and  vigorous  organiza- 
tion well  known  and  appreciated  here,  made  donation  to 
the  city  of  its  entire  library,  containing  about  four  thous- 
and five  hundred  (4,500)  volumes.  The  liberality  and 
public  spirit  of  this  accompanying  endowment  were  duly 
recognized  by  the  city  authorities  and  expressed  in  the 
terms  of  acceptance. 

These  two  libraries,  comprising  together  about  eleven 
thousand  five  hundred  (11,500)  volumes,  were  duly  ac- 
cepted by  the  City  Council,  in  behalf  of  the  city,  and  by 
the  ordinance  already  referred  to  were  dedicated  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Free  Public  Library  of  Worceater. 
Under  this  ordinance  the  present  Board  of  Directors  was 
elected  in  December,  1859,  Dr.  John  Green  being  by  the 
terms  thereof  made  an  honorary  life  member.  In  the 
same  month  the  City  Council  purchased  a  lot  of  land 
upon  Elm  street,  on  which  a  building  for  the  library  might 
thereafter  be  erected. 

In  January,  1860,  the  mayor,  in  his  inaugural  address  to 
the  City  Council,  in  terms  alike  cordial  and  unequivocal, 
commended  to  their  care  and  support  the  prosecution  and 
development  of  the  enterprise.    On  the  nineteenth  (19th) 
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of  March  following,  the  City  Council  voted  an  appropria- 
tion of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  for  the  support  and 
increase  of  the  library  ;  in  which  act  the  directors  could 
not  fail  to  recognize  a  liberal  spirit  of  appreciation  of  the 
great  public  importance  of  the  institution. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  formally  organized  January 
6th,  1860,  by  the  choice  of  A.  H.  Bullock  as  President, 
and  Albert  Tolman  as  Secretary.  Both  libraries  were 
found  occupying  the  third  story  of  the  Worcester  Bank 
Block,  where  they  had  been  kept  for  some  time  previous  ; 
and  although  many  inconveniences  must  necessarily  attend 
the  opening  of  these  quarters  .  for  public  resort  and  use, 
it  has  been  deemed  by  the  Board,  for  reasons  of  econ- 
omy and  the  better  preservation  of  the  books,  expedient 
not  to  remove  them  from  this  place  until  they  can  be 
transferred  to  their  permanent  abode  in  the  building  now 
being  finished  for  them.  The  rent  which  has  been  paid 
for  the  use  of  the  premises  during  the  year  has  been  two 
hundred  and  five  dollars  ($205).  The  necessities  of  re- 
binding  a  portion  of  the  volumes,  and  of  covering  them, 
together  with  other  unavoidable  causes,  delayed  the 
opening  of  the  library  for  public  use  until  the  middle  of 
April. 

At  that  time,  the  library,  as  a  free  public  institution, 
was  opened,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Z.  Baker  as  Libra- 
rian, at  -  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  per 
annum.  At  a  later  day,  as  the  exigency  required,  Miss  C. 
Barnes  was  selected  as  assistant,  at  a  salary  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  ($250)  per  annum.  Both  of  these 
officers  have,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Directors,  discharged 
their  duties  with  approved  assiduity  and  fidelity.  Stand- 
ing Committees  of  the  Board  were  appointed  respectively 
on  the  Library,  on  the  Building  and  Library  Rooms,  and 
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on  Finance  and  Accounts,  who  have  had  charge  of  these 
several  departments. 

The  purchases  of  new  books,  commenced  soon  after  the 
appropriation  had  been  made  by  the  City  Council,  have 
been  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library,, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Isaac  Davis,  Stephen  Salisbury,  John 
Green,  W.  A.  Smith,  Henry  Chapin  and  Dwight  Foster. 
The  number  of  books  purchased  and  added  to  the  library 
has  been  about  two  thousand  (2,000,)  at  a  cost  of  eleven 
hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents  ($1,1 70.36.) 
In  every  instance  the  committee  has  availed  itself  of  the 
largest  attainable  discount  from  the  usual  prices.  It  is 
not  deemed  advisable  to  attempt  any  considerable  further 
additions  to  the  library  until  the  new  building  shall  be 
completed,  as  in  the  rooms  now  occupied  there  is  no  space 
unimproved.  But  upon  its  transfer  to  the  library  build- 
ing, the  necessity  will  be  at  once  felt  of  a  very  considera- 
ble increase.  "Without  liberal  accessions  at  that  time,  the 
just  expectations  of  the  inhabitants  cannot  fail  to  be  dis- 
appointed.

The  volumes  contributed  by  Mr.  Hoar  are  the  Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica,  the  whole  set  of  this  work  being  his 
donation,  commenced  while  the  library  was  the  property 
of  the  Lyceum  Association.    Mr.  Thayer  has  also  present- 
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ed  a  large  number  of  other  volumes  of  public  documents, 
mostly  duplicates.  The  entire  library,  therefore,  now  com- 
prises about  fourteen  thousand  (14,000)  volumes. 

The  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  Directors 
for  the  government  of  the  library  have  been  as  few  and 
simple  as  possible,  with  a  proper  regard  to  the  security 
and  preservation  of  the  books.  The  only  •  guaranty  re- 
quired for  their  return  uninjured  has  been  the  liability  to 
a  fine  for  a  book  kept  over  time,  and  to  make  good  any 
loss  by  reason  of  injury  or  failure  to  return  it.  In  some 
other  cities  having  a  similar  institution,  this  security  has 
been  provided  by  requiring  a  deposit  to  be  made  by  the 
borrower  with  the  Librarian  at  the  time  of  taking  the 
book.  How  admirably  the  more  liberal  rule  has  worked 
here,  and  how  fully  warranted  the  Directors  are  proved  to 
have  been  in  placing  a  larger  confidence  in  the  honor  and 
integrity  of  borrowers  and  readers,  will  be  apparent  from 
a  statement  of  the  results  of  their  experience. 

At  the  time  up  to  which  this  report  is  made,  the  fif- 
teenth (15th)  of  December,  comprising  the  period  of 
eight  months  of  actual  public  use  of  the  library,  thirty-one 
thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-four  (31,454)  volumes  had 
been  delivered  to  borrowers,  thus  averaging  nearly  one 
hundred  and  fifty-three  (153)  each  day.  There  are  on  the 
records  more  than  three  thousand  two  hundred  (3,200) 
different  names  of  applicants,  and  the  list  is  increasing  at 
the  rate  of  from  ten  to  twelve  per  day.  The  order  and 
condition  in  which  the  books  have  generally  been  returned 
has  been  highly  satisfactory.  And  notwithstanding  the 
large  number  of  borrowers  and  the  frequency  with  which 
most  of  the  volumes  have  been  loaned  out,  expressed  by 
the  figures  already  given,  the  number  of  books  lost  or  not 
returned  on  the  fifteenth  (15th)  of  December  did  not  ex- 
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ceed  one  dozen  !  This  circumstance,  while  it  reflects  the 
highest  credit  upon  the  people  of  our  city,  may  well  be 
regarded  as  justifying  the  most  encouraging  hopes  of  real- 
izing the  great  benefits  which  a  library  free  to  all  is  de- 
signed to  confer  upon  the  whole  community. 

The  interest  in  the  institution,  which  these  statements 
of  themselves  illustrate,  has  been  manifested  by  all  classes 
and  ages  and  by  both  sexes.  Any  one,  not  previously 
acquainted  with  the  workings  of  such  an  establishment, 
who  may  have  been  at  any  time  a  witness  of  the  large  and 
frequent  attendance  at  the  library,  the  zeal  and  animation 
with  which  the  calls  for  books  have  been  made,  the  new 
faces  daily  appearing  at  the  desk  of  the  Librarian,  the 
spirit  of  inquiry  and  enthusiasm  which  has  marked  these 
demonstrations,  and  the  good  order  which  has  uniformly 
prevailed,  must  have  been  impressed  with  the  visible 
proofs  of  the  practicability  and  efficacy  of  a  free  public 
library  as  an  agency  for  the  diffusion  of  knowledge.  And 
as  we  follow  up  the  work  in  our  conceptions,  and  behold 
the  library  by  the  process  of  constant  accretions  augment- 
ed to  twenty  thousand,  thirty  thousand,  forty  thousand, 
fifty  thousand  volumes — comprising  the  wide  range  of 
popular  and  current  literature,  history,  biography,  travels, 
the  sciences  and  the  useful  arts,  the  domain  of  moral  and 
religious  truth,  of  poetry,  of  aesthetic  taste,  in  short,  all 
that  can  entertain,  instruct  and  educate, — made  a  part  of 
the  daily  study  and  contemplation  of  perhaps  a  majority 
of  our  entire  population, — we  are  still  perceiving  only 
the  outlines  of  an  institution  whose  finest  proportions 
lie  beyond  the  reach  of  sight,  in  the  imperishable  ele- 
ments of  popular  culture  and  virtue.  At  no  distant  day, 
if  this  department  of  our  city  shall  be  sufficiently  sustain- 
ed by  municipal  support,  all  the  results  which  those  most

sanguine  can  now  anticipate,  are  morally  certain  to  be 
appreciably  developed. 

By  the  terms  of  the  donation,  the  library  presented  by 
Dr.  Green,  known  as  the  Green  Library,  is  to  be 
used  only  on  the  premises  where  it  is  kept.  This  feature, 
it  is  believed,  will  fully  commend  itself  as  experience 
shall  illustrate  its  benefits.  Already  the  uses  of  this  de- 
partment have  been  frequent  and  of  great  importance.  In 
consequence  of  the  inconvenience  resulting  from  its  pres- 
ent location,  the  public  advantages  of  the  Green  Library 
cannot  be  fully  realized  in  its  use  ;  but  when  removed  to 
the  new  building  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  full 
value  and  interest  of  this  department  to  the  public  will 
rapidly  and  constantly  be  developed.  The  varied  uses  for 
which  it  may  then  be  put  in  requisition  will  doubtless  cor- 
respond to  its  comprehensive  design.  In  communicating 
Dr.  Green's  gift  to  the  city,  in  December,  1859,  the  Mayor 
believed  himself  warranted  in  suggesting  a  degree  of  as- 
surance that  the  care  and  interest  which  the  donor  had 
manifested  in  the  collection  of  his  library,  would  follow 
it  as  it  should  pass  into  the  possession  of  the  city,  and  not 
abandon  it  there.  Any  additions  to  the  Green  Library,  in  its 
present  place,  would  be  impossible.  But,  perhaps,  without 
transcending  the  limits  of  propriety,  it  may  be  stated  that  it 
is  believed  the  donor  has  already  procured  a  very  consider- 
able number  of  valuable  books,  awaiting  only  the  opportu- 
nity which  the  opening  of  the  new  building  will  afford  for 
making  them  a  part  of  the  collection  before  referred  to. 

The  conditions  connected  with  the  establishment  of  the 
institution  required  that  before  the  City  Council  should 
construct  a  library  building,  the  plans  should  receive  the 
approval  of  this  Board.  The  Directors  might  therefore 
approve,  or  refuse  to  approve,  any  plan  submitted  to 
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them  ;  but  their  authority  ceases  there,  and  the  direction 
of  the  work  of  building  very  properly  belongs  to  the  City 
Council.  Accordingly,  at  a  meeting  of  this  Board  held  on 
the  sixteenth  (16th)  of  April  last,  the  plans  for  a  building 
made  Mr.  C.  K.  Kirby,  of  Boston,  an  architect  of  high 
repute,  were  submitted  by  a  committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil for  the  consideration  of  the  Directors.  After  inspec- 
tion and  discussion,  it  was  voted  by  the  board  to  approve 
the  plans,  and  this  action  was  officially  communicated  to 
the  City  Council.  The  building  is  now  far  advanced  in 
the  stages  of  erection  ;  and  the  Directors  look  forward 
with  interest  to  the  time  when  the  library  may  be  placed 
within  its  walls,  and  be  set  apart  to  the  public  use,  with 
accommodations  more  befitting  the  objects  of  a  free  public 
library,  and -better  calculated  to  awaken  a  general  sense  of 
their  value  and  importance  than  the  limited  and  inconve- 
nient quarters  at  present  occupied.  This  event  may  be 
expected  to  transpire  during  the  coming  season. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Library  in  1860  made  by  the  City 

Council,  as  before  stated,  was  -  $4,000  00 

The  expenses,  including  purchases  of  new  books,  rent,  sala-  ■ 

ries,  &c,  &c,  have  been         -  2,351  14 

This  leaves  remaining  to  be  drawn  by  the  Directors  from  the 

above  appropriation,  the  sum  of  $1,648  86 

A  detailed  account  of  all  expenditures  is  appended  to 
this  report.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  sum  expended 
has  been  $2,439.40  ;  but  of  this  amount  $88.26  has  been 
paid  from  money  received  by  the  Librarian  for  fines,  &c, 
leaving  $2,351.14,  as  before  stated,  chargeable  to  the  ac- 
count of  the  appropriation  for  1860.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen,  and  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester : 

The  Commissioners  of  Hope  Cemetery,  in  each  of  their 
previous  annual  reports  since  the  organization  of  the 
Board,  having  presented  precise  statements  of  the  general 
aspect,  condition,  plan  of  management  and  improvement 
of  the  grounds  under  their  charge,  and  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  who  is  himself  a  member  of  the  Board,  in  his  late 
inaugural  address,  having  in  appropriate  and  impressive 
terms,  adverted  to  this  interesting  and  cherished  concern  of 
the  city,  it  remains  only,  as  necessary  or  proper,  in  the 
present  report,  to  comply  with  that  injunction  of  law 
which  requires  an  account  of  the  particular  acts  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  of  their  receipts  and  expenditures  the 
past  year. 

Immediately  after  the  place  of  the  retiring  Commissioner 
was  supplied  by  the  City  Government,  the  Board  was 
duly  organized  for  the  year.  The  completion  of  the  di- 
vision fence,  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  cemetery, 
which  had  been  commenced,  by  the  setting  of  stone  posts, 
the  preceding  season,  was  the  first  object  of  attention,  and 
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the  work  was  prosecuted  and  finished  in  an  effective  and 
durable  manner,  by  attaching  to  these  posts,  by  means  of 
iron  bolts  and  clamps,  sawed  chestnut  rails  of  suitable  di- 
mensions, and  by  firm  and  substantial  boarding.  A  fence 
five  feet  in  height,  is  thus  constructed  along  this  whole 
line,  of  forty-nine  rods  in  extent,  which  will  prove  an  ef- 
fectual protection  to  the  grounds  on  that  border,  and  from 
the  indestructible  character  of  the  most  expensive  parts, 
may  be  maintained,  through  all  time,  at  little  comparative 
cost  in  reparation  or  removal. 

The  clearing  of  the  grounds  from  decaying  vegetable 
matter,  the  rubbish  of  falling  limbs  and  leaves  blown 
about  by  the  winds  and  storms  of  winter,  and  the  repair  of 
the  avenues  and  paths,  more  or  less  affected  by  alternate 
frosts  and  heavy  rains,  must  ever  be  a  tax  upon  the  labor 
of  each  opening  season.  All  these  objects  received  the 
early  care  of  the  Commissioners,  and  throughout  the  en- 
tire year  the  cemetery  lot  has  been  kept  in  a  neat  and 
attractive  condition.  The  labor  has  all  been  performed 
under  the  personal,  vigilant,  and  faithful  direction  of  Mr. 
Curtis,  one  of  the  Board,  who  was  constituted  superin- 
tendent for  this  purpose,  and  whose  judgment,  economy, 
and  good  taste,  have  met  the  approval  of  his  associates. 

Applications  having  been  pressed  upon  the  Commission- 
ers for  an  increased  number  of  lots,  presenting  more  vari- 
ety of  position,  and  greater  preference  in  selection,  it  was 
deemed  best  to  survey  and  lay  out  a  section  of  ground  on 
each  side  of  Magnolia  Avenue,  in  a  prominent  part  of  the 
cemetery.  Fifty-seven  lots  have  thus  been  created,  ap- 
praised, and  offered  for  purchase.  Nine  additional  lots  on 
Juniper  Avenue,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  cemetery,  have 
also  been  opened  for  selection,  thereby  increasing  the 
number  of  lots  for  sale,  the  last  year,  sixty-three,  and  to

the  full  extent  of  the  demand.  The  range  of  lots  for  free 
burial  has  also  been  extended,  and  improved*  access  had  to 
them.  A  portion  of  land  sufficient  for  about  thirty  lots, 
south  of  and  adjoining  Pine  Avenue,  has  been  cleared, 
preparatory  to  laying  out  and  offering  the  same  for  pur- 
chase, in  lots,  at  low*prices. 

The  arrangement  of  the  Commissioners  for  a  gradual 
preparation  of  the  grounds  and  the  laying  out  of  lots,  to 
be  commensurate  only  with  the  progressive  requirement 
for  their  use,  approves  itself  to  their  observation  and  ex- 
perience. The  soil,  once  broken  and  graded,  is  the  more 
readily  washed  by  rains,  filled  with  weeds  and  made  un- 
sightly, and  unless  cared  for  by  individual  proprietorship, 
becomes  at  once  a  direct  tax  upon  the  institution.  While 
therefore  the  Commissioners  will  study  to  have  at  all 
times  in  preparation,  a  sufficient  number  of  lots  to  meet  a 
reasonable  demand,  by  every  variety  of  taste  in  location 
and  selection,  they  will  continue  to  restrict  them  within 
such  limit  as  will  best  comport  with  the  economical  man- 
agement, general  good  order,  and  harmonious  appearance 
of  all  parts  of  the  cemetery. 

The  surface  of  the  land,  heretofore  laid  into  lots,  between 
Aspen  and  Chestnut  Avenues,  being  extremely  irregular, 
and  the  grade  precipitous  and  unsightly,  in  this  most  con- 
spicuous portion  of  the  grounds,  the  Commissioners,  with 
the  consent  of  the  proprietors  of  lots,  reduced  the  irregu- 
larities to  a  convenient  level,  and  very  greatly  improved 
the  appearance  of  this  prominent  feature  of  the  place.  The 
use  of  the  earth,  in  filling  abrupt  and  deep  depressions  near 
by,  was  more  than  an  equivalent  for  the  cost  of  the  work. 

4  Considerable  additional  paving  has  been  done  to  the 
gutters,  across  and  by  the  sides  of  the  avenues,  which  were 
most  exposed  to  beiug  washed  by  heavy  rains. 
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Ornamental  trees  have  been  planted  out,  and  manures 
and  surface  dressings  applied  to  the  soil,  wherever  it  was 
thought  to  be  beneficial. 

The  City  Government  of  the  last  year,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department, 
"for  the  appropriation  of  a  lot  in  the  cemetery  for  the 
final  resting  place  of  such  firemen  as  may  die  otherwise 
unprovided  for,  to  be  known  and  used  as  the  'Firemen's 
Burial  Lot,'  "  authorized  the  Commissioners  "to  convey  to 
the  Board  of  Engineers,  in  trust,  such  lots  as  they  may 
see  fit,  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the  petition."  A  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Engineers  selected  a  site,  embracing 
an  area  of  four  lots,  numbered  on  the  plan  65,  66,  67  and 
68,  on  Sycamore  Avenue,  for  the  location  of  the  burial  place. 
The  ground  was  the  very  apex  of  a  sharp  acclivity,  but 
the  position  was  a  commanding  one,  and  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commissioners,  if  properly  graded,  and  especially 
if  adorned  by  cultivation  and  appropriate  commemorative 
structures,  as  was  suggested,  it  probably  might  be,  pecu- 
liarly suited  to  the  object.  As  the  earth  from  the  top  of 
the  mound  was  needed  to  fill  deep  depressions  and  ine- 
qualities in  the  surface  of  immediately  adjoining  lands,  the 
Commissioners  caused  the  height  of  the  elevation  to  be 
reduced  by  several  feet,  the  earth  to  be  deposited  where  it 
was  most  wanted,  and  with  this  preparation,  surrendered 
the  lot  to  the  use  to  which  it  was  appropriated.  No 
conveyance,  however,  has  yet  been  made,  as  the  neces- 
sary and  proper  restrictions  and  provisions  in  reference  to 
the  enclosure,  improvement  and  care  of  the  ground,  have 
not  been  settled  between  the  department  and  the  commis- 
sioners. 

In  the  Commissioners'  Report  of  the  last  year,  it  was 
mentioned,  that  an  effort  had  been  made  to  procure  a  con- 
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veyance  of  land  on  the  southerly  border  line  of  the  cem- 
etery, for  the  purpose  of  straightening  that  line  as  well  as 
obtaining  a  desirable  acquisition  of  property.  The  object 
has  now  been  satisfactorily  accomplished,  and  a  deed  of 
about  three  acres  of  land  obtained  from  Mr.  C.  S.  Bancroft, 
for  the  consideration  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars 
and  fifty-six  cents.  By  this  purchase,  an  acute  angle  in  the 
former  existing  lines  is  avoided,  and  a  saving  will  be 
effected  in  the  cost  of  fencing  alone,  nearly  or  quite  equal 
to  the  price  paid  for  the  land.  Besides,  the  ground  is 
thickly  covered  with  a  thrifty  growth  of  young  wood, 
which,  at  no  distant  day,  will  be  of  considerable  value, 
and  when  cleared  off,  the  earth  is  well  adapted  to  the  pur- 
poses of  interment.  The  deed,  duly  executed,  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  expenditures  under  the  direction  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, the  past  year,  have  been  eight  hundred  and  seven 
dollars  and  eighty-one  cents,  inclusive  of  the  purchase  of 
the  land  of  Mr.  Bancroft,  or  exclusive  of  that  outlay,  six 
hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents.  The 
resources  have  been,  a  balance  remaining  in  the  hands  of 
the  Commissioners,  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year,  of 
forty-six  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  a  balance  in  the  City 
Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Commissioners  from  former 
appropriations,  of  three  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars  and 
sixty  cents,  together  with  an  appropriation  made  by  the 
City  Government  for  the  year  1860,  of  four  hundred  dol- 
lars. There  has  also  resulted  from  the  sales  of  grass  cut 
from  the  land  in  the  course  of  cultivation,  and  from  brush 
and  wood  in  the  process  of  reclamation,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  eighty-four  cents,  making 
the  aggregate  of  receipts  nine  hundred  and  three  dollars 
and  thirty-one  cents.    Deducting  from  this  latter  sum  the 
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amount  of  expenditures  in  the  management,  care  and  im- 
provement of  the  grounds,  of  six  hundred  and  seventy-six 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  (exclusive  of  the  purchase  of 
land,)  the  charges  fall  short  of  the  receipts  two  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  six  cents,  or  inclusive  of  the 
purchase,  ninety-five  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  of  which  bal- 
ance thirty-six  dollars  and  forty-five  cents  are  in  the  City 
Treasury,  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  five  cents  in  the  hands 
of  the  Commissioners,  to  the  credit  of  the  coining  year. 

There  is  due  from  the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross  the 
sum  of  thirty-six  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  on  account  of  the 
construction  of  the  division  fence  between  the  lands  of 
that  institution  and  the  cemetery,  which,  when  received, 
will  be  duly  credited. 

A  precise  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures by  the  Commissioners,  during  the  year,  accompanies, 
and  is  offered  as  part  of  this  report.  Not  a  cent  of 
charge,  directly  or  indirectly,  has  ever  been  made  for  the 
personal  services  of  either  of  them. 

During  the  year,  fifty-six  lots  have  been  sold,  for  the  ag- 
gregate sum  of  eight  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars,  and 
deeds  thereof  duly  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
the  money  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  If  from  this  sum 
is  deducted  the  cost  of  the  care  and  improvement  of  the 
grounds  for  the  same  period,  amounting,  as  before  stated, 
to  six  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents, 
it  will  appear,  that  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  lots  have 
exceeded  the  outlay  by  the  Commissioners,  (exclusive  of 
the  purchase  of  land)  by  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dol- 
lars and  seventy-five  cents.  A  list  of  conveyances,  with 
the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  made,  and  the  prices 
of  the  lots  respectively,  are  on  the  records  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  to  whose  vigilant  attention  and  efficient  co-ope- 
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ration,  the  Commissioners,  as  heretofore,  have  been  largely 
indebted,  in  the  discharge  of  their  trust. 

In  addition  to  the  requirement  for  the  ordinary  care  of 
the  grounds  the  current  year,  the  Commissioners  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  appropriations  should  provide  for  their 
further  gradual  improvement,  and  especially  for  their  pro- 
tection, in  the  renewal  of  the  defective  and  decaying 
fences  on  the  north  and  south  boundary  lines.  The  cem- 
etery is  now  quite  insecure  from  the  inroads  of  cattle  from 
neighboring  fields,  and  ornamental  cultivation  and  costly 
monuments  are  constantly  and  imminently  exposed  to  de- 
struction. Along  the  entire  lines,  both  north  and  south, 
immediate  repairs  are  necessary,  and  very  shortly  the  fence 
on  the  street  must  be  wholly  renewed.  It  will  be  good 
economy  to  begin  this  most  indispensable  work  at  once, 
aud  prosecute  it  by  portions,  as  may  be  most  needed,  from 
year  to  year,  until  the  whole  shall  be  accomplished.  In  the 
judgment  of  the  Commissioners,  with  the  balance  of  ninety- 
five  dollars  and  fifty  cents  remaining  from  the  accounts 
now  rendered,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  will  be  re- 
quired to  meet  the  demands  of  the  present  year,  and  they 
respectfully  present  to  the  City  Government  that  estimate, 
with  a  request  for  a  corresponding  appropriation.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Engineer's  Office,  January  24,  1861. 
To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  City  Council : 

Gentlemen — Agreeably  to  the  requirement  of  the  hon- 
orable city  government,  I  herewith  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  city  of  Worcester,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1860,  showing  the  expenses  and  present 
condition  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  items  of  ex- 
pense and  disbursement  incident  to  the  same,  and  com- 
posing the  entire  cost  of  the  department  for  the  year ;  an 
exhibit  of  the  alarms  and  of  the  causes  and  effect  of  all 
fires  which  have  occurred  ;  an  appreciable  estimate  of  the 
value  of  property  destroyed,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  insurance  upon  the  same,  as  far  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained, to  wit :

Of  the  quota  of  coal  purchased  for  the  steamer,  four 
tons  or  more  still  remain  on  hand. 

The  department  has  been  called  out  sixty-five  times 
during  the  year,  as  will  appear  by  the  accompanying  table, 
being  nearly  double  the  number  in  1858,  and  more  than 
double  that  of  1859.  Twenty-five  of  these  calls  were  oc- 
casioned by  false  alarms,  as  compared  with  nine  from  the 
same  cause  in  1858,  and  eight  from  the  same  cause  in 
1859.  The  amount  of  property  in  the  aggregate  destroy- 
ed during  the  year,  insured  and  otherwise,  is  about  50  per 
cent,  of  that  of  1858,  and  about  25  per  cent,  of  that  of 
1859.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  notwithstanding  the  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  alarms  and  turn-outs  during  the 
year,  there  is  good  cause  for  public  congratulation  on  the 
great  decrease  in  the  actual  destruction  of  property  occa-

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sioned  by  the  same.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  false 
alarms  during  the  year  may  be  attributed,  perhaps,  some- 
what to  the  spirit  of  wanton  mischief  and  malice  which 
has  been  to  some  extent  abroad  in  the  city,  and  somewhat 
perhaps  to  the  pressure  of  the  times,  the  excess  of  unem- 
ployed labor  and  comparative  destitution,  animated  by  the 
hope  of  partial  plunder,  &c.  But  from  whatever  causes 
they  may  have  arisen,  the  actual  damage  to  the  city  is  by 
no  means  unimportant  in  many  respects.  Aside  from  the 
actual  cost  to  the  department,  the  injurious  effect  upon 
the  peace,  business  and  sanitary  interests  and  comfort  of 
the  community  is  not  inconsiderable,  while  the  lawless- 
ness which  generally  prompts  to  them  evinces  a  most  de- 
praved state  of  morals,  and  is  directly  calculated  to  foster 
and  increase  the  same.  The  offer  of  reward  for  the  de- 
tection of  the  offenders,  the  increased  vigilance  of  the 
police,  and  the  rule  of  instruction  adopted  by  the  engi- 
neers to  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  alarm  bells  not  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  rung  except  in  case  of  satisfactory 
evidence  or  assurance  of  fire,  have  had  a  good  effect  in 
repressing  false  alarms,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  continue 
to  diminish  the  same  hereafter. 

The  property  of  all  kinds — houses,  apparatus,  &c,  &c. — 
connected  with  the  department,  is  in  excellent  condition. 
An  important  change  has  been  occasioned  in  the  efficiency 
of  the  department  during  the  year.  Steam,  the  potent 
and  beneficent  power  which  is  almost  daily  producing 
such  mighty  and  beneficial  results  upon  the  water  and  the 
land,  and  which  has  proved  so  advantageous  an  accession 
to  the  fire  departments  of  the  larger  cities  of  our  land, 
has  been  added  to  our  own,  and  here  as  elsewhere  in  this 
method  of  application,  its  success  has  been  highly  advan- 
tageous and  satisfactory.    Upon  the  organization  of  our 
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board  we  found  the  steamer  already  purchased  and  in 
the  hands  of  the  government.  We  were  requested  to 
receive  the  same  into  the  department,  and  at  the  same 
time  a  written  communication  was  made  to  us  by  the  gov- 
ernment requesting  us  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  Co. 
No.  6.  The  result  has  demonstrated  the  sound  policy  of 
the  movement.  The  steamer  has  in  every  instance  been 
prompt  in  its  attendance  at  fires,  and  the  dispatch  evinced 
in  its  action  and  the  great  efficiency  of  the  same,  completely 
disarms  all  factious  opposition  and  cavil,  and  makes  its 
experiment  and  ability  a  complete  triumph  and  success. 
I  unhesitatingly  declare  that  the  purchase  of  a  second 
steamer,  of  the  capacity  and  build  of  the  present  one, 
would  be  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  department,  and 
a  great  addition  to  the  protection  and  security  of  the  city. 
At  the  request  of  the  committee  on  the  fire  department  of 
the  late  city  government,  I  made  a  contract  with  C.  H. 
Blake,  of  this  city,  for  the  construction  of  a  hose  carriage 
for  the  steamer.  An  appropriation  of  $200  was  voted  for 
the  same.  I  have  procured  a  carriage  capable  of  holding 
from  ten  to  twelve  hundred  feet  of  hose,  for  the  sum  of 
$153,  which  is  a  most  valuable  auxiliary  as  well  as  orna- 
ment to  the  department,  and  a  handsome  credit  to  the 
builder.  The  steamer  is  now  fully  equipped,  and  will,  I 
doubt  not,  commend  itself  more  cordially  to  the  respect, 
confidence,  and  gratitude  of  the  public. 

When  our  board  commenced  its  year,  we  found  the  cis- 
tern upon  the  old  common  in  a  leaky  and  useless  condi- 
tion, owing  to  the  alluvial  nature  and  condition  of  its  sides 
and  bottom  and  the  great  distension  of  its  foundation. 
We  caused  a  solid  foundation  of  some  six  inches  thick- 
ness, of  cement,  to  be  placed  in  its  bottom,  and  the  result 
has  been  a  perfect  cure  of  the  trouble,  and  a  constant  sup- 
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ply  of  water  ready  for  action.  The  advantage  of  this  in- 
stitution, in  so  exposed  and  valuable  a  section  as  the  city 
square,  is  very  great,  and  cannot  be  too  highly  appre- 
ciated. 

I  concur  with  my  predecessors  in  regard  to  the  great 
necessity  for  more  water  for  the  cases  of  fires.  Many 
parts  of  the  city  are  much  exposed,  and  the  present  sup- 
ply is  altogether  inadequate.  But  I  do  not  think  it  would 
be  permanently  profitable  for  the  city  to  undertake  to  in- 
crease the  capacity  of  streams  and  other  sources  connected 
with  the  centre  district,  for  they  do  not  and  cannot  afford 
reliable  means.  What  is  wanted,  I  respectfully  suggest, 
is  the  introduction  of  full  and  efficient  water  resources, 
from  sources  of  undoubted  and  permanent  capacity.  But 
if  such  are  not  to  be  furnished  at  present,  I  recommend 
the  establishment  of  several  additional  cisterns  at  suitable 
points  in  the  city.  A  cistern  on  Walnut  street,  at  the  high 
school  house,  is  much  needed,  and,  in  case  of  fire  in  that 
vicinity,  or  on  Chestnut  or  Main  street,  would  be  of 
great  practical  advantage.  More  water  resources  are  also 
required  on  Exchange  street,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Mer- 
rifield's  buildings.  The  peculiar  susceptibility,  as  it  would 
seem,  to  fires  there,  renders  the  extension  of  the  aque- 
duct through  to  Summer  street  a  matter  greatly  to  be  de- 
sired. The  extension  of  the  aqueduct,  also,  along  Union 
street,  from  Lincoln  square  to  Mechanic  street,  is  a  great 
desideratum,  and  would  no  doubt  prove  of  much  advan- 
tage and  security  to  the  thickly  congregated  business  in- 
terests along  that  active  line  of  our  city's  industry. 

In  case  of  the  introduction  of  a  permanent  supply  of 
water  from  without  the  city,  no  distributing  pipe  along  the 
central  portion  should  be  of  less  dimensions  than  fifteen 
inches.    A  comparatively  small  increase  in  the  size  of  the 
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principal  distributing  pipe  adds  immensely  to  the  capacity 
and  force  of  the  respective  hydrants,  as  shown  in  the  work- 
ing of  the  present  aqueduct  system. 

I  commenced  with  the-  Fire  Department  of  Worcester 
in  1845,  as  a  member  of  old  "  Dispatch"  company,  No.  3. 
Then  its  numbers,  apparatus,  and  capacity  were  very  small, 
comparatively.  With  the  exception  of  two  years,  during 
my  absence  from  the  city,  I  have  remained  a  constant 
member  of  the  department  from  that  time,  and  an  active 
member  of  some  one  of  the  companies,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  years  as  assistant  engineer,  and  of  the  last 
year  as  chief.

AQUEDUCT  COMMISSIONER. 


City  of  Worcester,  January  1,  1861. 
Tc  the  Hon.  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester: 

The  undersigned,  Aqueduct  Commissioner,  in  obedi- 
ence to  an  ordinance  of  the  city,  herewith  presents  his 
annual  report,  showing,  with  the  accompanying  schedules, 
the  expenditures  from  Jan.  1,  1860,  to  Jan.  1,  1861,  and 
the  property  belonging  to  the  city.* 

The  condition  of  the  Aqueduct  is  very  good  ;  the  depth 
of  water  at  the  gate  which  can  be  drawn  is  fifty-one 
inches.  The  Aqueduct  has  been  extended  the  past  year 
one  thousand  and  ten  feet  (1,010)  on  Southbridge  street 
and  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  (625)  on  Front  street. 
Twenty-two  new  hydrant  boxes  have  been  put  in,  and 
several  stop-cock  boxes.  There  are  a  few  hydrant  and 
some  stop-cock  boxes  that  will  need  replacing  the  present 
year.  A  new  fence  is  very  much  needed  around  the. Res- 
ervoir and  some  repairs  to  the  Receiving  basin  at  the 
Pond.  There  is  need  of  an  extension  of  the  Aqueduct  on 
Pleasant  street,  from  Ashland  to  West  street,  and  from 
Pleasant  street  southerly  in  Oxford  street  to  Austin,  as

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there  is  no  place  from  which  water  could  be  obtained  in 
that  locality  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires.

By  a  vote  of  the  City  Council  a  contract  was  made  in 
May  with  W.  T.  Merrifield,  for  power  to  operate  a  pump 
at  a  rent  of  $400  for  one  year,  and  with  John  Gates,  for 
the  water  in  a  spring  in  his  lumber  yard  for  $50  for  one 
year.  The  expense  of  operating  the  pump  and  the  care 
of  the  same  has  added  very  much  to  the  expense  of  the 
Aqueduct  for  the  past  year,  in  comparison  to  the  income 
received.  The  water  furnished  from  the  spring  is  not 
what  is  wanted  by  the  consumers,  and  if  used  for  a  few 
years  will  ruin  the  pipes  of  the  city.  And  if  water  is  to 
be  forced  into  the  pipes,  it  should  be  water  free  from  for- 
eign matter. 

The  Aqueduct  Department  very  much  needs  a  building 
for  the  storage  and  safe  keeping  of  the  tools  and  materials 
on  hand  which  are  needed  for  repairs,  instead  of  keeping 
them  in  three  or  four  places,  as  I  am  obliged  to  do  at  the 
present  time.

To  the  Hon.  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  a  report  of  the  doings 
of  the  Police  Department  of  the  city  for  the  year  ending 
this  day.  "Nine  hundred  and  eighty-two  persons  have 
been  committed  to  the  watch-house  during  the  year,  three 
hundred  and  seventy-four  of  whom  did  not  belong  to  this 
city.

On  the  first  day  of  July  last  a  new  law  went  into  opera- 
tion, providing,  among  other  things,  that  an  officer  who 
receives  a  salary  shall  not  receive  fees,  the  effect  of  which 
is  to  deprive  the  city  of  the  income  it  had  received  prior  to 
that  time  from  the  services  of  the  Marshal  and  Assistants. 
Had  there  been  no  change  of  the  law,  the  appropriation 
would  have  been  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the  ex- 
penses of  the  department  over  what  would  have  been 
received  from  the  earnings.  I  respectfully  suggest  the 
importance  of  passing  an  Ordinance  to  meet  this  contin- 
gency. Under  the  present  arrangement  the  city  pays  the 
men  and  the  county  gets  the  benefit  of  their  services. 

With  pleasure  I  bear  unqualified  testimony  to  the  zeal, 
faithfulness,  and  efficiency  of  Assistant  Marshals  Jackson 
and  Braman  and  the  Watchmen  now  in  service  of  the  city.

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  year  ending 
January  1,  1861,  submit  the  following  report : 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  have  received  aid 
from  the  city  during  the  year  is  703.  Of  this  number, 
198  were  residents  of  the  city,  71  were  from  other  towns 
within  the  commonwealth,  18  from  other  states  in  the 
union,  5  from  Canada,  10  from  England,  356  from  Ireland, 
and  20  whose  residence  is  unknown. 

The  whole  number  assisted  by  weekly  allowances  dur- 
ing the  year  was  16,  of  whom  12  were  still  receiving  these 
allowances  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  31  persons  at  the 
Alms  House,  supported  as  paupers.  There  have  been  8 
persons  sent  to  the  Alms  House  during  the  year  by  sen- 
tence of  court.  Four  births  and  two  deaths  have  occurred 
at  the  Alms  House  during  the  year ;  427  travelers  have 
been  accommodated  with  food  and  lodging;  54  persons 
have  been  sent  to  the  State  Alms  House  at  Monson,  and 
1  to  Kainsford  Island.

TO  PERSONS  HAVING  CLAIMS  AGAINST  THE  CITY. 
Bills  presented  for  the  action  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  must  specify  what  the 
article  or  articles  sold  were  for  —  when  for  labor,  where  it  was  performed,  number  of 
days  and  price  per  day,  unless  otherwise  agreed  upon.  When  there  are  charges 
belonging  to  different  departments,  separate  bills  must  be  made,  including  only 
charges  belonging  to  each  department. 

Q^T^  ALL,  BILLS  MUST  SPECIFY  THE  DATE  OF  THE  SEVERAL  CHARGES. 

Claimants  should  carefully  note  the  name  of  the  person  who  orders  the  article  or 
service,  and  should  inquire  to  what  department  the  charge  shall  be  made,  and  should 
also  know  that  the  person  is  duly  authorized  to  make  contracts.  Unless  this  is  done, 
the  claimant  will  be  put  to  the  trouble  of  making  out  his  account  the  second  time, 
and  run  the  risk  of  losing  it. 

When  bills  are  certified  to,  as  per  Chapter  3,  Revised  Ordinances  (below),  they 
can  be  left  at  the  Treasurer's  or  Auditor's  Office,  before  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on  or  before 
the  third  day  of  each  month,  except  bills  at  the  close  of  the  year,  which  must  be 
left  on  or  before  December  25th. 

Those  who  attend  to  the  above,  will  find  their  bills  audited  and  ready  at  the 
Treasurer's  Office,  who  will  pay  them  promptly  at  the  times  designated  below.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 

and  of  the  common  council 

No  thoughtful  man  and  loyal  citizen  can,  at  this  event- 
ful period  in  the  history  of  our  country,  enter  upon  the 
administration  of  any  portion  of  public  affairs,  in  however 
humble  a  sphere,  without  a  feeling  of  deep  solicitude. 

Fifteen  months  ago  profound  peace  and  general  pros- 
perity prevailed  throughout  the  Republic,  to-day  war  is 
flagrant,  raging  along  the  entire  border  marking  the  boun- 
dary between  the  loyal  and  disloyal  states  ;  and  not  less, 
perhaps,  than  a  million  of  men  called  from  the  peaceful 
pursuits  of  commerce,  agriculture,  and  the  mechanic  arts, 
are  now  arrayed  in  hostile  hosts  against  each  other,  pre- 
pared or  preparing  to  settle  by  the  stern  arbitrament  of 
the  sword,  questions  which  we  had  too  confidently  hoped 
would  have  resolved  themselves  in  the  peaceful  and  nat- 
ural progress  of  our  Republic,  in  its  onward  march  to 
greatness  and  supremacy  among  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

This  great  and  disastrous  change  has  brought  with  it 
the  long  train  of  evils  inevitably  and  always  attendant 
upon  the  withdrawal  of  large  masses  of  men  from  the  pro- 
ductive pursuits  of  peaceful  industry  to  the  destructive 
arts  of  war. 

But  the  power  of  the  government  and  the  patriotism  of 

the  people  have  so  far  proved  quite  equal  to  the  great 
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emergency,  and  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  they  will  con- 
tinue to  rise  with  every  new  demand  for  men  and  money, 
until  this  most  unnatural  and  wicked  rebellion  shall  be 
driven  from  the  fair  fields  of  the  Union,  and  that  this  gov- 
ernment, then  free  in  fact  as  in  name,  and  which  at  once 
inspires  the  admiration  and  hopes  of  the  masses  of  man- 
kind and  the  envy  and  hatred  of  the  few  who  indulge  the 
vain  belief  that  they  are  born  to  rule  and  domineer  over 
the  many,  shall  rise  to  greater  heights  of  prosperity  and 
renown  than  it  has  ever  before  known. 

This  dread  ordeal  through  which  we  are  now  passing 
has  imposed  and  will  continue  to  impose  upon  the  general 
government,  upon  the  several  states,  and  upon  all  towns 
and  cities,  heavy  losses,  and  a  burden  of  taxation  to  which 
Americans  have  hitherto  happily  been  strangers. 

It  therefore  becomes  all,  and  especially  all  who  are  in 
any  way  called  to  the  administration  of  public  affairs,  to 
practice  the  strictest  economy  in  the  present,  and  to  pro- 
vide wisely  and  well  for  the  future  ;  for  when  once  there 
is  an  appeal  from  law  to  arms,  from  reason  to  force,  it  be- 
comes impossible  to  foresee  what  a  year,  a  month,  or  even 
a  day,  may  bring  forth. 

Our  own  City,  in  common  with  the  whole  country,  has 
experienced  the  bad  effects  of  this  change  from  a  state  of 
peace  to  a  state  of  war.  Our  fellow  citizens,  in  large 
numbers,  have  been  called,  or  rather  have  voluntarily  gone 
forth  to  the  defence  of  the  government  and  constitution, 
formed  by  good  and  patriotic  men  and  which  bad  men  and 
traitors  are  seeking  to  subvert,  and  thus  withdrawn  from 
us  some  portion  of  the  productive  energy  and  enterprise 
which  were  contributing  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of 
the  City.  Loss  of  property,  bankruptcies,  stagnation  in 
business,  and  an  almost  or  quite  total  suspension  of  some 
of  the  branches  of  industry  which  have  heretofore  tended 
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largely  to  secure  individual  prosperity  and  promote  the 
general  welfare  of  this  community,  are  some  of  the  fruits 
of  this  disastrous  change. 

Still,  neither  the  courage  nor  the  patriotism  of  our  citi- 
zens has  failed,  and  after  the  first  rude  shock  of  arms  left 
time  for  reflection,  men  of  enterprise,  contemplating  the 
altered  condition  of  affairs,  directed  their  energies  into 
new  channels  of  industry,  and  there  is  already  a  marked 
revival  in  the  business  of  the  City.  An  abundance  of  all 
the  necessary  comforts  of  life  has  crowned  the  year  that 
has  just  closed,  and  there  has  been  comparatively  little 
suffering,  apart  from  the  causes  already  enumerated,  be- 
yond that  which  seems  almost  necessarily  incident  to  the 
present  imperfectly  developed  condition  of  human  society. 
No  wasting  diseases  have  been  extensively  prevalent  in 
our  midst,  but  good  health  rather  has  been  our  happy  lot. 
Our  public  schools,  public  charities,  and  all  our  public 
institutions  have  encountered  no  serious  interruption,  but 
have  been  carried  forward  with  characteristic  energy,  be- 
nevolence and  success,  and,  notwithstanding  the  great 
uncertainty  that  hangs  over  the  immediate  future  and  the 
threatening  aspect  of  our  national  affairs,  a  general  cheer- 
fulness and  hopefulness  pervades  our  community. 

We  shall  undoubtedly  be  required  to  contribute  much 
more  largely  than  ever  before  to  the  support  of  the  gen- 
eral government ;  and  state  and  municipal  taxes  may  range 
higher  than  they  have  for  many  years  past,  if  not  higher 
than  ever  since  our  government  was  first  founded.  The 
most  careful  and  strict  economy  should  therefore  be  prac- 
ticed in  all  appropriations  and  expenditures  of  the  public 
money. 

It  is  under  these  circumstances,  Gentlemen  of  the  City 
Council,  that  we  have  been  selected  by  the  free  suffrages 
of  our  fellow  citizens  to  administer  for  them,  not  for  our- 
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selves,  their  municipal  affairs  during  the  current  year. 
And  we  are  now  assembled  in  this  hall  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  the  usual  and  necessary  organization  of  the 
municipal  government,  and  having  complied  with  the  pre- 
scribed forms  of  law,  to  enter  at  once  upon  the  discharge 
of  our  public  duties.  The  sphere  of  these  duties  is  not 
large,  but  a  proper  performance  of  them  is  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  welfare  of  those  whom  we  are  called  upon 
to  serve  ;  they  may  at  times  be  irksome  and  perplexing,  but 
having  been  undertaken  by  us  they  should  be  discharged 
with  entire  fidelity  and  with  sole  reference  to  the  public 
good.  Happily  for  us,  these  duties  are  all  defined  and 
regulated  by  the  general  statutes  of  the  commonwealth, 
or  by  the  city  ordinances.  We  have  severally  solemnly 
sworn  faithfully  and  impartially  to  perform  the  duties  that 
belong  to  our  several  stations,  and  I  know  of  no  better  or 
safer  rule  for  the  conduct  of  a  public  officer  than  first  to 
make  himself  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  obligations 
he  has  assumed,  and  then  firmly  and  dispassionately  dis- 
charge them,  without  fear  or  favor,  and  without  the  hope 
of  any  higher  reward  than  the  approval  of  his  own  con- 
science and  the  approbation  of  loyal  and  law-abiding  citi- 
zens. We  have  not  been  elected,  that  I  am  aware  of,  upon 
any  one  particular  issue,  but  it  is  quite  certain  that  our 
fellow  citizens  will  rightfully  expect  that  our  execution  of 
the  trusts  committed  to  us  will  be  as  comprehensive  as 
the  oaths  we  have  taken  and  the  laws  and  ordinances  pre- 
scribing our  duties. 

Among  the  objects  that  will  claim  our  attention  are  our 
public  schools,  the  glory  of  a  free  state,  —  the  highways 
and  streets,  which  are  correctly  regarded  as  furnishing  sure 
indications  of  the  progress  and  cultivation  of  a  community, 
—  the  shade  trees  which  line  nearly  all  our  principal 
streets  and  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  and  comfort  of  the 
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City, —  the  public  grounds,  which  will  be  more  used  and 
valued  when  these  valleys  and  hills  shall  be  filled  and 
crowned  with  a  busy  population  of  a  hundred  thousand, 
—  the  poor  who,  from  whatever  cause,  have  ceased  to  be 
able  to  provide  for  themselves, —  the  public  library,  whose 
«  principal  founder  still  lives  among  us  and  is  anually  adding 
to  his  original  munificent  gift,  and  whose  name  will  be  held 
in  honored  and  grateful  remembrance  until  the  love  of 
reading  shall  cease  to  be  one  of  the  purest  sources  of 
enjoyment  and  the  light  of  science  become  extinct.  The 
families  of  the  gallant  men  who  have  gone  from  our  midst 
to  uphold  and  protect  all  that  makes  homes  and  life  here 
desirable,  must  be  liberally  provided  for  ;  and  if  more 
needs  to  be  done  by  us  to  add  to  the  comfort  and  efficiency 
of  our  soldiers  in  the  field,  or  for  the  sick  and  wounded  of 
our  own  men,  we  must  not  with  an  illiberal  hand  withhold 
the  needed  assistance. 

All  causes  injuriously  affecting  the  public  health  or 
morals,  or  tending  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace,  and  all 
common  nuisances,  should  be  abated,  so  far  as  that  can 
be  done  by  a  reasonable  execution  of  law.  There  is  a 
large  class  of  evils,  not  to  say  vices,  lying  quite  beyond 
the  sphere  of  municipal  law,  and  wholly  within  the  pro- 
vince of  morals,  with  which  we  as  public  officers  can  have 
nothing  to  do,  and  perhaps  the  success  of  a  municipal 
administration  depends,  as  much  as  upon  any  one  cause, 
upon  the  clear  comprehension  and  recognition  of  the  true 
limit,  beyond  which  the  operation  of  positive  law  cannot 
be  properly  carried,  and  beyond  which  moral  and  religious 
influences  alone  must  be  depended  upon  to  correct  abuses  ; 
though  there  is  another  principle  quite  essential  to  suc- 
cess, and  one  quite  too  often  forgotten  by  men  in  places  of 
power  and  influence,  and  that  is,  that  although  the  sphere 
of  law  does  not  embrace  the  whole  Tfield  of  morals,  yet 
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moral  obligation  does  extend  over  the  whole  sphere  of 
law,  and  that  in  fact  all  right  government  and  laws  spring 
from  and  rest  upon  some  moral  principle,  and  that,  there- 
fore, a  public  officer  does  not  cease  to  be  a  moral,  because 
he  has  become  a  public,  agent. 

But  not  to  detain  you  longer  with  these  general  obser- 
vations, I  will  hasten  to  perform  the  duty  incumbent  on 
me  at  this  hour,  and  lay  before  you  such  information  re- 
lating to  the  different  departments  of  the  City  Government 
as  I  have  been  able  to  collect.

Some  of  these  amounts  may  vary  slightly  from  the 
actual  condition  of  the  debt  on  the  first  of  January,  1862. 
Different  portions  of  this  debt,  it  will  be  seen,  are  desig- 
nated by  different  names,  but  the  whole  is  in  reality  a  debt 
of  the  City,  and  which  the  tax  payers  will  at  some  time 
be  required  to  pay.  It  has  been  the  policy,  undoubtedly 
a  wise  one,  of  every  administration  since  the  first  organi- 
zation of  the  City  Government,  to  diminish  rather  than  to 
increase  this  debt,  but  notwithstanding,  the  debt  has  been 
but  inconsiderably  reduced  at  times,  and  is  now  very  much 
increased.

Of  the$14,500  called  the  War  debt,  about$8,500  has  been 
paid  to  the  families  of  those  of  our  citizens  who  now  are,  or 
have  been,  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States.  Most 
of  this  last  named  sum  it  is  believed  will,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  existing  laws,  be  refunded  by  the  State. 
Whether  the  entire  amount  will  be  repaid  I  am  unable  to 
say,  but  if  the  State  authorities  construe  the  law  with  the 
same  generous  regard  for  the  rights  of  the  soldiers  as  the 
committee  here  have  done,  who  have  had  charge  of  the 
disbursement  of  this  fund,  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
whole  sum  paid  out  will  be  refunded.  It  would  seem 
that  the  legislature,  in  passing  a  law  authorizing  the  pay- 
ment of  money  by  towns  and  cities,  to  the  families  of 
soldiers,  did  not  intend  to  enact  a  pauper  law,  but  to  offer 
a  bounty  to  the  patriotic  citizen  who  should  volunteer  in 
the  service  of  his  country.  If  our  predecessors  have  not 
already  taken  the  necessary  measures  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  this  sum  of  money  from  the  State,  the  subject 
should  claim  your  early  attention.

The  whole  indebtedness  of  the  City  being,  as  already 
stated,  $102,533.95  in  1860,  and  $129,755.38  in  1861. 

This  statement  shows  how  very  difficult  it  is,  even  under 
the  management  of  the  most  careful  and  skillful  in  finan- 
cial matters,  to  control  and  keep  down  the  public  debt ; 
for  while  the  taxation  of  the  last  two  years  was  much  above 
what  it  was  the  two  years  next  preceding,  the  debt  was 
largely  increased  in  both  the  last  two  years.  For  although 
the  City  debt,  as  it  is  called,  was  reduced  $5,000  in  1860, 
a  public  debt  under  another  name,  to  wit,  the  Library  debt 
of  $8,000,  was  created,  which  resulted  in  a  net  increase 
of  the  whole  debt  to  the  amount  of  $3,000 ;  and  in  1861, 
as  has  already  been  shown,  the  increase  was  $27,221.43. 
And  this  has  occurred  notwithstanding  the  very  confident 
prediction,  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  year,  that  all 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  City  could  be  provided  for 
without  increasing  the  rate  of  taxation,  and  have  $25,000 
or  $30,000  to  apply  for  extraordinary  expenses  or  liquida- 
tion of  the  City  debt. 

The  extraordinary  expenses,  as  they  are  called,  of  the 
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last  year,  remain  unpaid  to  a  large  amount,  and  the  City 
debt  is  not  materially  diminished.  I  make  these  observa- 
tions with  no  view  to  unfriendly  criticism  upon  the  acts  of 
our  predecessors,  for  if  they  have  increased  the  public 
debt,  they  show  substantial  reasons  for  it.  A  library  build- 
ing, a  school  house,  a  new  highway,  the  supplying  to  the 
families  of  the  soldiers  in  some  measure  what  they  lose  by 
their  absence,  are  all  legitimate  objects  for  which  to  expend 
the  public  money.  And  I  have  only  alluded  to  the  subject 
in  this  connection  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the  debt 
is  much  more  likely  to  be  increased  than  lessened,  and  for 
the  further  purpose  of  inquiriug  whether  it  would  not  be 
wiser  to  raise  the  rate  of  taxation  a  trine,  and  thus  have 
the  money  to  pay  as  we  go,  rather  than  run  the  risk  of 
continually  augmenting  a  debt  for  posterity  to  liquidate. 
The  expense  of  building  a  school  house,  the  construction 
of  a  new  highway  or  street,  the  increase  in  our  proportion 
of  the  county  or  state  tax,  can  hardly  with  propriety  be 
treated  as  extraordinary  expenses,  for  in  a  growing  com- 
munity like  ours,  increasing  in  wealth  and  population, 
some  or  all  of  these  things  are  of  almost  annual  occur- 
rence, and  should,  if  known,  or  to  be  reasonbly  antici- 
pated, before  the  assessment  of  taxes,  be  provided  for  each 
year,  unless  special  reasons  exist  against  it. 

There  remains  uncollected,  of  the  taxes  of  1861,  between 
$7,500  and  $8,000,  of  which  the  collector  thinks  $4,500 
may  yet  be  collected.  Several  important  improvements  in 
the  highways  within  the  limits  of  the  City  were  ordered  by 
the  County  Commissioners  during  the  last  year,  all  of  which 
are  required  to  be  completed  the  present  year,  and  will 
involve  the  necessity  of  heavy  expenditures.  One  of  these 
improvements  has  been  commenced  and  a  portion  of  the 
work  done,  but  no  part  of  the  expense  has  been  paid  ex- 
cept by  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  future  taxation. 
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Under  this  state  of  facts,  and  in  view  of  the  heavy  demands 
likely  to  be  made  upon  the  tax  payers  of  the  City  from  the 
sources  I  have  alluded  to,  all  will  agree  that  our  appropria- 
tions should  be  limited  to  objects  imperatively  demanded 
by  the  public  exigencies.  But  should  it  be  found  necessary 
to  erect  a  new  school  house,  or  repair  an  old  one,  it  would 
seem  to  be  the  part  of  sound  policy  to  provide  the  means 
of  paying  therefor,  not  by  the  easy  expedient  of  bor- 
rowing, but  by  taxation.  Expenditures  will  then  be  more 
likely  to  be  limited  to  uecessary  objects. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  know  that  our  public  schools, 
under  the  judicious  management  of  the  accomplished 
Superintendent,  aided  by  an  able  and  faithful  corps  of 
teachers,  are  illustrating  the  full  benefits  of  popular  edu- 
cation. 

I  learn  from  the  Superintendent  that  there  are  now  in 
the  Centre  District  twelve  school  houses,  including  the  one 
erected  on  Salem  street  last  year. 

These  twelve  school  houses  are  furnished  with  seats 
for  3,349  pupils. 

In  the  suburbs  there  are  twelve  houses,  furnished  with 
seats  for  587  pupils. 

All  the  houses  in  the  centre  district  are  in  good  condi- 
tion, except  that  several  rooms  in  the  Sycamore  street 
house  must  be  enlarged.  All  the  houses  in  the  suburban 
districts  are  reported  to  be  in  good  condition,  except  the 
one  in  the  North  Pond  district,  which  should  be  extensively 
repaired,  or  replaced  by  a  new  one.  The  condition  of 
the  school  house  in  this  district  has  been,  as  I  am  inform- 
ed, the  subject  of  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  district  for  some  time,  and  the  complaints  seem  to 
be  well  founded.     I  would  therefore  recommend  early 
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attention  to  this  subject,  and  that  all  needed  and  reasona- 
ble improvements  for  the  accommodation  of  the  scholars 
of  the  district  be  promptly  made. 

It  seems  to  me  that  liberal  appropriations  and  pro- 
visions should  be  made  for  all  the  schools  distant  from  the 
centre,  and  in  the  more  sparsely  settled  portions  of  the 
city,  so  that  the  scholars  in  these  districts  shall,  although 
few  in  number,  enjoy,  to  the  fullest  extent  their  situation 
will  allow,  the  benefits  of  our  excellent  school  system.

The  average  annual  cost  per  scholar  for  the  five  years 
from  1856  to  1860  was  $11.38. 

I  concur  with  the  Superintendent  in  the  opinion  that 
the  appropriation  should,  in  all  cases,  be  large  enough  to 
cover  all  necessary  expenses  ;  and  he  gives  it  as  his  judg- 
ment that  the  cost  per  scholar  cannot,  with  the  present 
standard  of  salaries  and  with  proper  care  of  the  school 
property,  be  safely  reduced  below  ten  dollars. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  are  in  the  Centre  district 
205  more  pupils  than  there  are  seats.  This  single  state- 
ment demonstrates  the  necessity  for  additional  school  room 
in  this  district.  And  the  concurrent  opinion  of  all  with 
whom  I  have  conversed  upon  the  subject,  is,  that  this 
want  can  be  best  and  most  economically  supplied  by  build- 
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ing  a  new  house  in  the  neighborhood  of  Pleasantville, — 
in  the  westerly  part  of  the  district.  A  house,  with  ample 
accommodations,  can  probably  be  erected  in  the  locality 
named  for  the  sum  of  about  $4,000.  And  unless  some 
adverse  reason  exists,  unknown  to  me,  I  think  the  want 
should  be  supplied  and  the  house  built  during  the  present 
year. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

An  officer  connected  with  this  most  important  and  rising 
institution,  and  who  is  entirely  familiar  with  the  subject, 
has  kindly  furnished,  at  my  request,  the  following  state- 
ments respecting  the  Library  and  the  new  building  in 
which  it  now  is. 

The  Public  Library  building,  after  some  delays,  is  at 
length  nearly  completed,  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  inaug- 
uration. The  gas  fixtures  are  arranged,  and  the  desks 
and  seats  for  the  Green  library  are  now  being  constructed. 
The  Medical  library  and  the  Natural  History  collection  are 
now  being  arranged,  and  will  add  greatly,  the  latter  espe- 
cially, to  the  attractions  offered  to  those  who  visit  the  new 
institution. 

The  operations  of  the  Circulating  department  of  the 
library  have  been  seriously  interrupted  by  the  delay  inci- 
dent to  removal,  and  by  the  absence  of  any  means  of 
lighting  the  building  for  many  weeks  after  the  removal. 
Operations  are  now,  however,  fully  resumed,  and  the  use 
made  of  the  library  never  was  so  great  as  at  present.  And 
although  the  Green  library  has  not  yet  been  regularly  opened 
to  the  public,  it  is  already  evident  that  the  use  made  of  it 
will  be  large  and  constant. 

A  new  catalogue  of  the  circulating  department  was 
issued  after  removal  to  the  new  building.  From  this  it 
appears  that  the  whole  number  of  books  now  placed  in 
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the  building,  and  accessible  to  the  public,  is  as  follows  : 


A  fund  of  §1,648  was  reserved  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors for  1860,  to  be  invested  in  books  on  removal  to  the 
new  building. 

In  view  of  the  depressed  condition  of  business,  and  the 
unsettled  state  of  public  affairs,  the  Directors  for  1861  re- 
luctantly limited  themselves  to  an  expenditure  of  §500  for 
this  purpose  ;  drawing  on  the  residue  of  the  fund  for  the 
current  expenses.  The  City  Government  of  1861  was  there- 
fore called  on  to  provide  only  for  the  expenses  of  part  of 
the  year,  apart  from  the  cost  of  the  building,  and  the 
amount  so  appropriated  was  barely  sufficient  to  cover  the 
running  expenses  up  to  January  1,  1862. 

An  early  appropriation  for  this  purpose  will  therefore 
become  necessary.

From  these  last  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
of  persons  directly  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
the  Circulating  department  of  the  Free  Public  Library  is 
larger,  by  nearly  one  thousand,  than  the  average  daily 
attendance  of  scholars  in  all  our  public  schools.    Add  to

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these  the  number  of  those  who  read  the  books,  besides  the 
4400  who  take  the  books  out,  and  the  large  number  who 
will  eagerly  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the 
Green  library,  and  there  can  exist  no  remaining  doubt  of 
the  demand  in  this  City  for  such  an  institution  as  the  Free 
Public  Library,  and  that  it  is  destined  to  become  one  of 
the  principal  agencies  in  educating  and  in  informing  the 
people. 

I  can  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  it  is  an  institu- 
tion which  ought  to  be  cherished  with  pride  by  the  people 
and  with  great  liberality  by  the  City  Government.

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The  highways  are,  as  I  am  informed,  generally  in  good 
condition. 

During  the  last  year,  the  County  Commissioners,  upon 
the  petitions  of  certain  persons  therefor,  ordered  some 
specific  repairs  on  the  road  leading  to  Shrewsbury,  and  a 
solid  causeway  to  be  constructed  across  Lake  Quinsiga- 
mond.  The  work,  upon  the  latter,  was  commenced  some- 
time during  the  fall,  under  the  immediate  superintendence 
of  Mr.  Prentiss,  the  highway  commissioner,  who  informs 
me  that,  in  his  judgment,  about  one-third  part  of  the  work 
had  been  done  before  the  close  of  December,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  about  $6,000. 

The  work  is  still  in  progress,  and  it  will  undoubtedly 
be  advisable  to  prosecute  it  with  vigor  so  long  as  the  sea- 
son will  permit.  This  causeway,  according  to  the  order 
of  the  County  Commissioners,  is  to  be  thirty-six  feet  wide 
on  the  top,  with  a  suitable  railing  on  both  sides,  and  a  side 
walk  on  the  southerly  side,  which  is  also  to  be  divided 
from  the  carriage  way  by  a  suitable  railing.  No  part  of 
the  expense  for  accomplishing  this  great  improvement  has 
yet  been  paid  except  by  borrowing,  and  the  whole  must  be 
provided  for  during  the  current  year.  The  order  requires 
that  the  work  shall  be  completed  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
Commissioners  by  the  first  of  July  next.  Whether  this 
work  could  not  have  been  contracted  for  at  a  less  sum  than 
it  will  cost  the  City  to  do  it  in  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
now  being  done,  it  would  be  useless  to  inquire ;  for  to 
change  the  mode  of  completing  the  work  now,  cannot  be 
advisable,  and  besides,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  manner 
adopted  is  a  judicious  one,  inasmuch  as  employment  is 
thereby  given  to  a  large  number  of  laborers  in  the  city 
who  otherwise  would  be  out  of  work,  and  some  of  them,  at 
least  might  during  this  season  of  depression  in  business,  be 
compelled  to  call  upon  the  City  for  aid  in  some  other  form. 
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The  County  Commissioners  have  also  ordered  specific 
repairs  on  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  rods  of  the  road 
leading  from  this  City  to  Paxton,  beginning  at  the  Paxton 
line  and  extending  in  this  direction.  These  repairs  are  to 
be  completed  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  June  next,  and 
the  subject  will  therefore  require  the  early  attention  of 
the  government. 

Another  order  from  the  County  Commissioners  requires 
the  building  of  about  forty-one  rods  of  new  road  this  side 
the  village  of  Quinsigamond,  and  a  substantial  stone  bridge 
across  the  Blackstone  at  or  near  that  village,  all  to  be  fin- 
ished before  the  15th  day  of  October,  1862.  Our  prede- 
cessors advertised  for  proposals  for  doing  the  work  named 
in  the  last  order,  but  it  will  be  for  you  to  make  the  contract 
and  see  that  the  work  is  done  in  compliance  with  the  order. 

All  these  important  and  expensive  improvements  were 
ordered  during  the  term  of  office  of  our  predecessors,  and 
are  to  be  made  and  paid  for  by  us  ;  but  of  this  we  ought 
not  to  complain,  for  it  will  often  necessarily  happen  that 
works  undertaken  by  one  administration  will  be  left  incom- 
plete, and  remain  to  be  finished  by  their  successors.  And 
this  results  from  the  very  nature  of  things  ;  the  City  lives 
on  continually,  enjoying  a  kind  of  immortality,  while  ad- 
ministrations come  and  go  with  the  years,  and  works  fit  to 
be  undertaken  by  an  enterprising  and  growing  city  like 
ours,  are  frequently  of  such  a  character  as  to  render  it 
quite  impossible  to  complete  them  within  the  narrow 
limits  of  a  single  year.  And  if  each  successive  adminis- 
tration will  do,  not  what  it  may  narrowly  think  most 
expedient  for  itself,  but  what  on  the  whole,  and  in  the 
long  run,  shall  be  for  the  best  good  of  the  city,  then  all 
will  be  more  likely  to  be  well  done ;  and  when  we,  and  all 
our  brief  administrations  shall  have  passed  away  and  been 

forgotten,  there  will  nowhere  be  left  upon  the  permanent 
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monuments  and  growth  of  the  city  evidences  of  a  narrow, 
partizan,  or  illiberal  policy,  but  a  beautiful,  convenient 
and  symmetrical  whole,  as  if  fashioned  and  formed  by  a 
single  intelligent  hand. 

Among  the  papers  referred  to  the  present  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, I  find  the  following  order  introduced  to  the  notice 
of  your  immediate  predecessors,  and  was  by  them  referred 
to  you  : 

"  That  the  Mayor  be  instructed  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  the 
necessary  powers  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  Shade  Trees  and  Public  Grounds  of  the  City, 
and  whose  mode  of  election  and  term  of  office  shall  be  similar  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Hope  Cemetery." 

I  commend  this  subject  to  your  favorable  consideration. 
There  certainly  is  nothing  in  the  external  appearance  of 
our  City,  during  the  spring,  summer  and  autumn  months, 
which  adds  more  to  its  attractiveness  than  the  great  variety 
and  beauty  of  the  trees  which  border  our  streets  and  fill 
and  beautify  the  public  and  private  grounds  of  the  city. 
These  should  be  preserved  and  their  lines  extended,  and 
this  should  be  done  upon  some  well  considered  plan,  dic- 
tated by  sound  judgment  and  good  taste,  and  can  undoubt- 
edly be  much  better  accomplished  by  a  permanent  board, 
selected  from  the  citizens  at  large,  than  by  committees 
appointed  every  year  from  the  City  Council,  and  at  no 
greater  expense. 

In  passing  through  some  of  the  streets,  long  lines  of 
curb  stones  in  place,  may  be  seen,  with  no  corresponding 
side  walks.  Whether  any  measures  have  been,  or  should 
be  taken  in  such  cases,  to  induce  the  owners  of  adjoining 
lands  to  comply  with  the  ordinance  requiring  side  walks 
to  be  paved  wherever  the  City  has  established  curb  stones 
and  paved  the  gutters,  will  be  for  the  appropriate  com- 
mittee to  inquire. 

I  may  as  well  mention  in  this  connection  that  there  is 
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an  indictment  pending  against  the  City,  for  maintaining 
or  permitting  a  nuisance  on  West  street,  in  front  of  the 
estates  of  Dr.  Hawes  and  Mr.  Blake.  This  nuisance  can 
readily  be  abated  by  some  additional  sewerage  in  that  part 
of  the  city.  It  will  in  my  judgment  be  more  advisable  to 
abate  the  nuisance  by  the  improvement  suggested,  rather 
than  to  defend  against  the  indictment,  for  after  the  trial 
the  City  would,  in  all  probability,  have  to  remove  the  nuis- 
ance, besides  having  all  the  expense  of  the  trial  to  pay.

The  Aqueduct  Commissioner  informs  me  that  the  ex- 
penditures in  his  department  during  the  past  year  have 
been  about      ..  ..  ..  ..  {$1,700  00 

And  the  receipts  are  nearly  or  quite  equal  to  the 
expenditures. 

The  hydrant  boxes  are  nearly  all  new.  Twenty-seven 
have  been  put  in  the  past  season.  Seven  new  hydrants  of 
a  new  pattern  have  also  been  put  in  during  the  same  time. 
These,  the  Commissioner  says,  are  less  expensive,  and  yet 
are  in  several  respects  superior  to  the  old  pattern  hereto- 
fore used. 

The  necessary  expenditures  for  repairs  the  current  year 
will  be  small ;  but  the  department  very  much  needs  a 
building  for  the  storage  of  the  tools  and  materials  belong- 
ing to  it.  These  tools  and  materials  are  now  deposited  in 
different  parts  of  the  city,  and  at  considerable  expense  for 
rent,  and  at  no  inconsiderable  inconvenience.  A  building 
amply  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  one  story  high  and  12  by 
36,  can  be  erected  on  the  City  stable  lot,  at  an  expense  of 
not  more  than  $150,  and  I  can  see  no  good  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  done. 

The  Commissioner  says  an  additional  pipe  is  needed, 
extending  from  Pleasant  street,  south,  about  1,000  feet,  to 
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Austin  street,  through  Oxford  street.  He  thinks  the  income 
from  the  water  distributed  will  be  nearly  sufficient  to  pay 
for  this  addition  and  the  necessary  repairs,  and  that  the 
water  in  the  locality  named  would  be  greatly  needed  in 
case  of  fire  in  that  neighborhood.  The  expense  of  this 
1,000  feet  of  pipe,  if  the  wrought  iron  and  cement  pipe 
should  be  used,  and  the  laying  of  it,  will,  it  is  estimated, 
be  between  $700  and  $800.  I  am  too  imperfectly  informed 
upon  this  subject  to  do  more  than  call  your  attention  to  it. 

HOPE  CEMETERY. 

Hope  Cemetery  continues  to  be  well  cared  for  by  the 
Commissioners,  and  under  their  excellent  management  is 
annually  made  a  more  beautiful  and  fitting  resting  place 
for  the  dead.

The  Commissioners,  in  their  report  at  the  close  of  1860, 
asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $400,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  permanent  fences  on  the  northern  and 
southern  boundaries.  The  appropriation  was  made,  but 
was  not  certified  to  the  Commissioners  until  August,  "  and 
such  was  the  difficulty  of  procuring  suitable  materials,  at 
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reasonable  prices  and  in  any  seasonable  time,  that  no  advan- 
tageous contract  could  be  made  for  the  work."  In  the 
judgment  of  the  Commissioners  these  improvements  are 
imperatively  demanded,  and  I  recommend  that  an  ade- 
quate appropriation  therefor  be  made  at  an  early  day. 
The  amount  required  for  the  contemplated  improvements 
will  be  $400  or  $500. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  amount  of  appropriation 
called  for  by  the  commissioners  is  less  than  the  amount 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  them,  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  sales  of  lots  during  the  last  year. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

A  well  organized  and  effective  Fire  Department  is  in- 
dispensable in  every  community  like  ours,  and  is  one  in 
which  every  property  holder  at  least  is  directly  interested 
and  should  willingly  see  treated  with  the  utmost  needed 
liberality.  Men  who  hold  themselves  in  readiness  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night  to  hasten  to  the  scene  of  danger 
at  every  alarm  of  fire,  should  be  furnished  with  all  the  nec- 
essary means,  so  far  as  they  can  reasonably  be  supplied, 
to  make  their  efforts  effectual.  Men  cannot  be  expected 
to  be  able  to  extinguish  a  raging  fire  without  water,  nor 
even  then  without  the  necessary  machines  and  apparatus 
for  conveying  and  applying  it.  All  experience  teaches 
us  that  in  a  city  like  ours,  whose  buildings  are  composed 
so  generally  of  combustible  materials,  it  is  much  less  ex- 
pensive to  provide  the  necessary  means  for  extinguishing 
fires,  than  to  suffer  the  loss  of  property  which  will  result 
from  the  want  of  those  means.  Upon  inquiries  of  the 
proper  parties  I  have  received  the  gratifying  information 
that  the  department  is  now  in  a  most  excellent  condition 
of  harmony  and  efficiency,  although  it  has  required  greater 
exertions  to  keep  up  the  organization  in  consequence  of

the  large  number  of  firemen  who  have  enlisted  for  the 
war.

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of 

One  Steam  Fire  Engine, 

Four  Hand  Engines, 

Three  Hose  Carriages, 

Two  Hook  and  Ladder  Carriages, 
and  about  5,000  feet  of  leading  hose ;  but  much  of  this  I 
am  informed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  is  poor,  and  that  1,000 
feet  of  new  hose  is  greatly  needed  and  should  be  supplied 
at  an  early  day.  Reservoirs  in  different  parts  of  the  city 
are  much  needed.  One  near  the  Orphans'  Home,  and  one 
on  or  near  Arch  street  are  needed  and  can  be  con- 
structed with  very  little  expense,  and  supplied  with  water 
from  the  brooks  in  those  localities.  Another  it  is  said 
should  be  placed  some  where  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Pleasant  Street  school  house.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
subject  will  be  early  investigated,  and  if  the  suggested  fa- 
cilities can  be  provided  without  inordinate  expense,  that 
the  work  will  be  done.

It  has  become  the  settled  policy  and  recognized  duty  of 
every  Christain  and  civilized  community  to  provide  for  the 
poor  who  cannot  provide  for  themselves  ;  without  stop- 
ping to  inquire  how  or  why  they  have  become  reduced  to 
such  a  state  of  poverty  and  helplessness.  It  will  be  our 
duty  and  pleasure  to  provide  for  the  poor  in  our  midst. 
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And  may  I  not  add  in  this  connection,  that  it  will  be 
equally  our  duty  to  remove  the  causes  so  far  as  we  can  by 
the  vigilant  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  us,  of  a  large 
share  of  the  poverty  and  crime  with  which  society  is  bur- 
dened. 

THE  POLICE. 

The  Police  force  of  a  City  should  be  organized  and 
supported  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  good  order,  pre- 
serving the  public  peace  and  protecting  the  lives,  safety 
and  property  of  the  citizens  against  the  violence  and  dep- 
redations of  the  vicious  and  criminal.  To  these  ends  it 
should  be  active  and  vigilant  in  the  prevention  of  crime 
and  in  the  detection  of  offenders.  To  the  efficiency  of 
such  a  force  harmony,  system,  and  a  due  subordination  are 
absolutely  essential.  A  police  without  system  and  subordi- 
nation is  like  a  military  force  without  discipline,  and  with- 
out a  responsible  leader ;  and  unless  harmony  and  cordial 
co-operation  prevail  among  its  members,  they  will  be  quite 
as  likely  to  contribute  to  the  success  of  the  guilty  as  to 
the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  innocent.  It  should  be  com- 
posed of  men  of  integrity  and  intelligence,  and  they 
should  be  proof  against  all  bribes,  and  men  who  would 
instantly,  and  at  all  times,  reject  all  patronizing  favors 
from  the  known  violators  of  the  law. 

They  should  be  intelligent  men ;  for  a  police  officer  who 
cannot  as  a  witness  give  an  intelligible  account  of  what  he 
has  seen  and  heard,  is  but  half  fitted  for  the  duties  of  his 
station.  He  should  be  a  man  of  deeds  rather  than  of 
words,  and  a  man  who  can  keep  his  own  counsels  and 
those  of  his  fellows.  Nor  has  the  officer  whose  delicate 
and  responsible  duty  it  is  to  bring  the  law  to  bear  directly 
upon  the  citizen,  any  right  to  play  the  petty  tyrant,  and  by 
the  offensiveness  of  his  manner  of  enforcing  law  make 
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all  law  obnoxious.  And  all  will  agree  that  vulgarity  in 
manners,  harshness  and  profanity  in  speech,  and  a  free 
companionship  with  the  vicious  and  abandoned,  constitute 
no  necessary  or  desirable  qualifications  for  a  good  police 
officer ;  and  those  who  attempt  to  execute  the  laws  should 
be  careful  to  make  use  of  lawful  means  only  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  that  object. 

In  selecting  the  members  of  the  Police  for  the  present 
year,  I  shall  be  governed  by  the  principles  here  indicated, 
and  should  it  afterwards  be  discovered  that  unfit  appoint- 
ments have  been  made,  I  trust  I  shall  have  the  concurrence 
of  my  associates  in  the  government  in  forthwith  dismissing 
such  unworthy  incumbents  from  the  public  service.

In  1860  there  were  two  assistant  marshals,  whose  com- 
bined salaries  were  $1,250.  In  1861  there  were  no  assist- 
ant marshals  appointed,  and,  of  course,  no  salaries  paid  to 
such  officers.  But  the  service  that  would  have  been  per- 
formed by  them  was  performed  by  constables,  who  received 
their  compensation  in  the  form  of  fees  ;  and,  as  I  am  in- 
formed, the  two  constables  who  did  the  principal  part  of 
the  business  of  serving  warrants,  &c,  last  year,  received  in 

fees  some  over  $650  each,  making  over  $1,300  for  both. 
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Now  how  does  any  one  suppose  this  $1,300  was  paid  to 
the  constables  ?  I  will  answer  that  question  before  I  leave 
this  subject.  But  first  I  desire  to  state  that  I  have  been 
thus  particular  in  this  comparative  view  of  the  operations 
of  this  department,  because  I  noticed  a  different  policy  in 
the  appointments  of  the  police  had  prevailed  the  two  last 
years,  and  I  find  a  statement  in  the  published  valedictory 
address  of  my  distinguished  predecessor  that  $1,300  was 
saved  in  the  management  of  this  department  during  the 
last  year.  And  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  investigate  the 
subject,  and  that,  if  one  policy  would  secure  an  equally 
efficient  and  more  economical  police  than  the  other,  it 
would  be  our  duty  to  adopt  the  former.  But  upon  exam- 
ination this  apparent  difference  in  the  expenses  of  the  two 
years,  will,  I  think,  disappear.  The  question  under  con- 
sideration is  not  who  paid  these  expenses,  but  what  were 
the  actual  expenses  of  the  Police  department  for  the  years 
1860  and  1861  %  in  other  words,  how  much  did  it  cost  the 
public  to  maintain  the  police  of  this  City  during  those 
two  years  1 

By  the  provisions  of  law  as  they  existed  from  the  first 
of  July,  1860,  to  April,  1861,  the  fees  earned  by  salaried 
officers,  such  as  assistant  marshals,  were  required  to  be 
paid  into  the  County  treasury,  so  that  the  fees  earned  by 
the  two  assistant  marshals  for  the  last  half  of  the  year 
1860  were  paid  to  the  county,  and  did  not  appear  as  a 
credit  to  the  Police  department  of  that  year.  Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  City  paid  the  assistant  marshals  for  their 
services  and  the  County  received  their  fees,  which  was 
wrong  in  principle,  although  according  to  the  then  exist- 
ing law.  In  1861  the  case  was  exactly  reversed,  for  the 
constables  received  their  $1,300  from  the  County  treasury 
and  the  City  secured  the  benefit  of  their  services,  which 
was  also  wrong  in  principle.    Now  add  the  $1,300  to  the 
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above  balance  of  $6,261.85,  and  we  have,  for  the  actual 
expenses  of  the  department  for  1861,  $7,561.85,  which  is 
only  a  trifle  less  than  $7,599.94,  the  net  expense  of  1860. 
So  that,  in  point  of  fact,  the  net  expense  for  the  two  years 
was  about  equal,  and  the  public  paid  in  both  cases,  but 
from  different  treasuries. 

The  law  referred  to  was  modified  by  the  last  legislature 
(in  April,  1861),  so  that  now  the  fees  earned  by  assistant 
marshals  are  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  city  from 
which  they  receive  their  salaries  ;  and  I  cannot  doubt  that 
it  will  be  wiser  to  appoint  two  good  and  responsible  assist- 
ant marshals,  and  give  them  the  fixed  salaries  provided  for 
them,  rather  than  to  appoint  constables  in  their  stead,  who 
would  be  strongly  tempted  unnecessarily  to  multiply  com- 
plaints in  order  to  enhance  the  amount  of  their  fees  ;  and 
besides,  the  Eevised  Ordinances  adopted  by  the  last  City 
Government,  require  that  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  appoint  a  Marshal 
and  two  Assistant  Marshals. 

The  number  of  poor  persons  fed  and  lodged  at  the  watch 
house,  during  the  year  past,  was  ..  2,098 

The  number  of  persons  arrested  for  various  offences  and 
committed  to  the  watch  house,  was         ..  876 
Of  these,  391  were  non-residents,  and  485  were  resi- 
dents of  the  city. 

Of  the  876,  complaints  were  entered  in  the  Police  court 
against  453,  and  416  were  discharged  without  complaints 
having  been  made  against  them ;  7  were  taken  upon  proper 
process  to  other  places. 

The  number  of  complaints  made  in  the  Police  court 
was  695.  Of  the  persons  complained  against,  271  were 
non-residents  and  424  residents  of  the  city.    Of  the  whole 
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number  of  arrests,  a  large  proportion  was,  as  usual,  for 
drunkenness  ;  437  for  single  acts  of  drunkenness,  and  38 
for  being  common  drunkards. 

Sixteen  complaints  were  made  against  parties  for  selling 
intoxicating  liquor,  and  one  for  renting  a  tenement  for 
the  purpose  of  being  used  for  the  illegal  sale  and  keeping 
of  intoxicating  liquor,  and  one  for  maintaining  a  tenement 
used  for  such  sale  and  keeping  of  intoxicating  liquor  ; 
making  in  all,  during  the  year  1861,  eighteen  prosecutions 
under  what  are  known  as  the  prohibitory  liquor  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

In  the  published  address  of  my  predecessor,  already 
referred  to,  it  is  said,  that  "In  1860  fifteen  complaints 
were  made  against  persons  for  selling  intoxicating  liquors  ; 
in  1861  seventeen  complaints  were  made  against  the  same 
class  of  individuals."  The  author  of  that  address  must 
have  been  misinformed  upon  the  subject,  for  the  facts  in 
relation  to  this  class  of  prosecutions  in  1860  are  quite 
otherwise  than  as  stated. 

The  City  Marshal  of  that  year  in  his  final  report, 
dated  December  31,  1860,  says  that  during  the  year, 
thirty-six  complaints  were  made  against  persons  for  selling 
intoxicating  liquor,  fifteen  for  being  common  sellers  of 
such  liquors,  for  conveying  and  keeping  such  liquors  with 
intent  to  sell  contrary  to  law  thirty-one,  for  seizure  of  liq- 
uors sixteen,  (this  last  number  is  not  carried  out  in  the 
Marshal's  report,  but  the  Docket  of  the  Police  Court 
shows  that  sixteen  such  complaints  were  made,)  for 
maintaining  common  nuisances  in  violation  of  the  provis- 
ions of  chapter  87  of  the  General  Statutes,  commonly 
called  the  liquor  nuisance  act,  thirty-four,  making  in  all 
one  hundred  and  thirty-two  complaints  in  1860  against  per- 
sons for  violation  of  various  provisions  of  the  prohibitory 
liquor  laws,  whereas  in  1861  there  were,  as  appears  by 
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the  Marshal's  final  report  of  that  year  only  eighteen  of 
this  class  of  complaints.  If  any  comparative  statements 
are  made  tending  to  show  the  attempts  to  enforce  these 
laws  in  different  years  and  under  different  administrations, 
it  seems  important  that  they  should  be  correctly  made. 

Whether  if  there  had  been  in  both  years,  more  of  the 
latter  class  of  complaints  made  and  successfully  prosecu- 
ted, there  would  have  been  less  of  the  former  I  will  not  now 
stop  to  inquire.  But  I  will  not  in  this  connection  forbear 
to  say,  since  frankness  and  an  open  avowal  of  our  senti- 
ments are  always  more  manly  and  useful  than  any  ingeni- 
ous indirection  of  statement,  that  I  believe  the  provisions 
of  the  86th  and  87th  chapters  of  the  General  Statutes  of  this 
Commonwealth,  forbidding,  except  under  prescribed  regu- 
lations, the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors,  should  be  ob- 
served, and  that,  if  they  are  violated,  the  offenders  should 
be  dealt  with  according  to  law,  as  are  the  violators  of  other 
penal  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth.  There  should  be 
no  recognized  privileged  orders  in  crime. 

This  is  not  the  time  or  place  to  discuss  the  policy  of  main- 
taining such  a  law,  and  it  is  sufficient  for  my  purpose  to  say 
that  .the  present  law  upon  this  subject  has  stood  upon  the 
statute  book  of  the  Commonwealth  for  more  than  six  years  ; 
that  every  controverted  provision  of  it  has  been  considered 
by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  the  highest  judicial  tribunal 
in  the  State,  and  every  part  has  been  pronounced  valid  and 
constitutional ;  it  is  therefore,  to  every  intent  and  purpose, 
the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  every  citizen  is,  by  the 
obligations  of  his  allegiance  and  fidelity  to  the  State,  bound 
to  obey  it.  Public  officers  in  their  attempts  to  enforce  this 
law  should,  in  my  judgment,  treat  it  as  they  should  all 
other  penal  statutes,  and  carefully  abstain  from  all  unlaw- 
ful modes  and  means  for  its  enforcement. 

And  it  seems  to  me  that  the  statute  itself  furnishes  the 
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best  rule  for  the  guidance  of  the  public  officer,  and  at  the 
same  time  shows  how  imperative  the  duty  is  upon  him  to 
execute  this  law.  After  enumerating  the  officers  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  enforce  the  law  under  consideration, 
and  among  these  officers  are  named  "  any  mayor,  alderman, 
marshal  and  assistant  marshals,"  the  statute  proceeds  to  say 
that  44  The  several  officers  aforesaid  shall  enforce,  or  cause 
to  be  enforced,  the  penalties  provided  in  this  chapter, 
against  every  person  guilty  of  any  violation  thereof,  of 
which  they  can  obtain  reasonable  proof."  This  language 
shows  that  these  officers  have  an  active  duty  to  perform  ; 
the  marshal  and  his  assistants  are  not  to  sit  in  their  offices 
and  prosecute  only  such  complaints  as  the  citizens  may 
make  and  furnish  evidence  to  support ;  they  are  to  prose- 
cute all  against  whom  they  can  obtain,  not  passively  re- 
ceive, reasonable  proof.  In  doing  this  they  are  to  be 
governed  by  reason,  judgment  and  sound  discretion  —  not 
by  passion,  prejudice  and  caprice. 

And  our  immediate  predecessors,  in  their  capacity  as 
legislators  for  the  city,  when  revising  the  City  Ordinances, 
ordained  among  other  things  that  44  the  marshal  shall  pros- 
ecute all  offenders  with  promptness  and  effect,  and  use  all 
lawful  and  proper  means  to  secure  convictions.  It  shall 
be  his  duty  to  enforce  and  carry  into  effect  all  laws  and 
city  ordinances,  and  shall  be  vigilant  to  detect  and  punish 
any  breach  thereof."  This  is  the  law  of  this  City,  passed 
by  our  own  local  legislature,  and  I  take  it  to  be  the  legal 
expression  of  the  will  of  the  people  ;  and  the  Marshal  is 
required  to  make  solemn  oath  that  he  will  observe  it. 
Now  unless  this  ordinance  is  a  mockery,  and  its  words 
worse  than  meaningless,  then  I  say  it  is  the  sworn  duty  of 
the  Marshal,  sustained  by  the  City  Government  and  by  all 
the  people,  to  extinguish,  so  far  as  he  reasonably  can,  that 
great  cause  which  produces  from  two-thirds  to  three- 
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fourths  of  all  the  crime  and  poverty  which  tax  and  curse 
this  City  and  the  surrounding  community. 

MILITARY  DRILL. 

There  is  one  other  subject  to  which  I  beg  leave,  for  a 
single  moment,  to  direct  your  attention  and  ask  for  it  your 
careful  consideration.  In  the  midst  of  the  grand  and 
stirring  events  of  the  times  in  which  we  live,  we  are  liable 
to  be  called  upon  at  almost  any  moment  to  furnish  other 
companies  of  gallant  men  to  swell  the  numbers  and  add 
efficiency  to  the  more  than  imperial  army  that  is  now  car- 
rying the  flag  of  the  Union  into  nearly  all  the  disloyal 
states  ;  nor  is  it  among  the  remotest  contingencies  that  we 
may  be  summoned  at  short  notice  to  repel  foreign  invasion 
from  our  own  soil.  And  by  the  experience  of  the  last  few 
months,  we  have  been  forcibly  taught  that  war  can  only  be 
successfully  waged  with  arms  and  disciplined  men.  A 
large  part  of  our  fellow  citizens  connected  with  the  three 
organized  military  companies  of  the  city  are  now  at  the 
seat  of  war,  or  soon  will  be,  and  have  taken  with  them 
their  arms,  so  that  but  few  are  left  in  the  city.  There  are 
one  or  two  drill  clubs  now  organized  here,  composed 
of  the  most  highly  respectable  and  worthy  young  men, 
who  are  perfecting  themselves  under  the  instruction  of  a 
competent  drill  master,  in  military  discipline  ;  but  they 
are  without  suitable  arms,  and  what  I  have  to  suggest, 
(I  offer  no  specific  recommendation,)  is,  whether  it  would 
be  expedient  for  the  City  to  purchase  one  hundred  or 
more  muskets,  and  hold  them  as  its  own  property  and  loan 
them  upon  proper  terms  and  security  to  these  military 
clubs.  We  should  then  have  at  hand  excellent  material 
for  forming  an  effective  military  company  or  companies 
upon  any  sudden  emergency,  such  as  I  have  suggested. 
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Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

I  have  now  laid  before  you.  in  a  most  imperfect  man- 
ner, I  am  aware,  such  information  respecting  the  affairs 
of  the  City  and  our  duties  in  relation  thereto  as  I  have 
been  able  to  acquire  in  the  few  hurried  hours  I  have 
devoted  to  the  subject.  The  position  in  which  I  am 
placed  is  a  novel  one  to  me,  and  to  which  I  have  at  this 
time  been  most  unexpectedly  called ;  it  is  one  I  have  not 
sought.  I  enter  upon  it  with  but  little  needful  prepara- 
tion, but  with  no  other  conscious  purpose  than  that  of 
doing  my  duty  to  the  City. 

I  shall  be  happy  at  all  times  to  unite  with  you  in  har- 
monious co-operation,  to  do  that  which  shall  in  the  highest 
degree  promote  the  welfare  of  our  constituents,  and  add 
most  to  the  honor  and  prosperity  of  the  City  in  which  we 
all  have  a  common  interest. 

And  now,  trusting  to  that  Divine  favor  which  was  in- 
voked at  the  commencement  of  these  proceedings,  let  us 
enter  calmly  and  dispassionately  upon  the  discharge  of 
our  respective  duties,  and  in  their  performance  so  illustrate 
and  administer  law,  as  that  all  within  the  sphere  of  our 
influence  shall  respect  it,  44  the  very  least  as  feeling  its  care, 
and  the  greatest  as  not  exempt  from  its  power."

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  : 

I  should  be  destitute  of  feeling,  if  I  was  not  sensibly 
affected  with  this  strong  proof  of  your  confidence  in  me, 
expressed  by  the  resolution  which  you  have  now  adopted. 
From  this  manifestation  of  your  opinion,  I  derive  that 
gratification  which  those,  who  are  conscious  of  having 
done  all  they  could  do  to  merit  it,  can  alone  appreciate. 
In  the  performance  of  my  duties  I  have  been  much  in- 
debted to  you  for  your  generous  aid  and  prompt  co-opera- 
tion. At  every  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  during 
the  past  year,  the  Board  have  been  called  to  order  pre- 
cisely at  the  time  appointed,  and  business  has  not  been 
delayed  one  moment  for  the  want  of  a  quorum.  Differ- 
ences of  opinion  have  existed  upon  some  questions  and 
measures,  —  but  not  greater  than  would  naturally  arise 
among  candid  and  intelligent  men,  whose  sole  aim  was  to 
discharge  their  respective  duties  with  fidelity.  The  uni- 
form kindness  and  courtesy  which  the  members  of  the 
Board,  the  City  Clerk  and  other  officers  of  the  City 
Government  have  manifested  towards  me,  has  filled  my 
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heart  with  grateful  emotions,  and  excited  in  my  mind  feel- 
ings of  respect  and  friendship  never  to  be  forgotten. 

As  the  municipal  year  is  nearly  closed,  and  as  we  shall 
not  probably  be  called  together  again,  it  may  not  be  deemed 
improper  in  me  so  far  to  imitate  the  course  pursued  by  my 
distinguished  predecessors,  as  to  refer  briefly  to  some  of 
the  principal  objects  which  claimed  the  attention  of  the 
City  Council  the  past  year. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  municipal  year,  business 
was  prostrated.  Real  and  personal  estate  had  but  a  nom- 
inal value.  Many  of  our  business  firms  were  obliged  to 
bow  under  the  pressure,  and  thousands  of  our  fellow  citi- 
zens were  thrown  out  of  employment.  States  were  seced- 
ing from  the  Union,  and  the  future  prospects  of  our  City 
and  Country  were  darkand  gloomy.  Under  these  repres- 
sive circumstances,  a  general  sentiment  prevailed  in  the 
community,  that  frugality  and  economy  would,  in  some 
measure,  insure  to  us  again,  advancement  in  material 
prosperity. 

Our  largest  annual  expenditure  is  for  the  support  of  our 
Public  Schools,  which  are  the  pride  and  glory  of  our  City. 
Here  the  rule  has  been  to  pay  such  liberal  salaries  as  will 
command  first-class  teachers,  and  to  provide  such  facilities 
and  improvements  as  to  give  all  the  youth  of  the  city  the 
means  of  mental  and  moral  culture,  which  will  enable 
them  to  discharge  understandingly,  the  great  social  and 
civil  duties  of  citizens. 

A  substantial,  neat  and  commodious  brick  school  house 
has  been  erected  the  past  year,  on  Salem  and  Orange 
streets,  which  will  accommodate  two  hundred  and  fifty 
scholars,  at  an  expense  of  about  $10,000.  For  comfort, 
convenience,  good  ventilation,  and  all  which  pertains  to  a 
perfect  school  house,  —  the  School  Committee  and  the

friends  of  education  pronounce  this  to  be  a  model  house, 
and  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  city. 

The  number  of  scholars  attending  school  the  past  year 
has  been  5,339,  a  larger  number  than  in  any  former  year. 
The  average  daily  attendance  was  176  more  than  the  year 
previous.  The  expense  of  educating  each  child  is  less 
than  in  any  former  year.  The  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  this  department  was  $34,000,  in  addition  to  the 
amount  received  from  the  State,  and  the  expenditure  will 
not  probably  exceed  the  appropriation.  The  supplies  of 
fuel,  &c,  for  the  schools  are  several  hundred  dollars  more 
in  value  than  they  were  at  the  close  of  last  year. 

The  streets,  highways  and  bridges  of  the  city  have  been 
kept  in  good  repair  and  made  safe  and  comfortable  for 
travelers.  The  extensive  use  of  iron  cinders  has  greatly 
improved  the  roads  and  streets.  The  sewerage  of  the  city, 
which  was  originally  so  improperly  constructed  as  to  cause 
unpleasant  and  unhealthy  effluvia  to  arise  from  it,  to  the 
great  annoyance  of  the  citizens,  and  injurious  to  health, 
has  been  effectually  remedied,  at  no  inconsiderable  outlay. 
New  streets  have  been  laid  out  and  made  public,  with  per- 
manent stone  monuments  placed  to  designate  their  exact 
location.  Street  crossings  have  been  made  —  gutters  paved 
and  curb  stone  set,  and  440  feet  of  sewerage  has  been 
constructed  on  Salisbury  street ;  so  that  there  has  been 
marked  improvement  in  our  public  ways. 

A  new  road  has  been  constructed  from  James'  mill  to 
Auburn  line,  which  involved  the  construction  of  a  bridge 
over  Kettle  Brook.  This  road  was  laid  out  by  our  pre- 
decessors, and  has  been  constructed  at  an  expense  of 
$620.62. 

For  the  past  few  weeks  a  strong  force  has  been  employ- 
ed at  Quinsigamond  Lake,  to  construct  a  causeway  over 
the  lake  to  take  the  place  of  the  floating  bridge,  which 
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had  become  unsafe  for  public  travel.  This  work  is  done 
under  the  order  of  the  County  Commissioners  on  a  peti- 
tion which  has  been  pending  before  them  for  more  than  a 
year.  The  decree  of  the  Commissioners  having  been 
communicated  to  the  City  long  after  the  appropriations  for 
the  current  year  were  made,  the  City  Council  voted  to  bor- 
row the  money  temporarily  for  the  construction  of  the 
causeway  and  improvement  of  the  road.  The  cost  of 
building  a  floating  bridge  would  have  been  at  least 
$25,000,  and  would  have  been  a  constant  bill  of  expense 
to  keep  it  in  repair.  This  structure  when  once  done  is 
done  forever,  and  by  the  first  of  January,  1862,  one-third 
of  the  expense  of  complying  with  the  order  of  the  County 
Commissioners  will  have  been  completed,  and  the  cost  of 
doing  one-third  of  the  work  will  not  exceed  $5,500.  If 
the  work  is  permitted  to  go  on  under  supervision  of  the 
able  and  efficient  Commissioner  of  Highways,  it  may  be 
finished  at  an  expense  of  about  $16,500. 

In  regard  to  the  means  left  in  the  hands  of  our  succes- 
sors for  the  care  and  custody  of  the  roads,  streets  and 
bridges  for  the  coming  year,  we  shall  leave  them  with 
supplies  for  the  department  of  more  value  than  was  on 
hand  at  the  commencement  of  the  past  year.  The  appro- 
priation for  this  department  was  $10,000,  and  the  expen- 
diture will  not  exceed  the  appropriation.  Of  this  sum, 
$2,050  was  expended  in  breaking  out  roads  after  the 
severe  snow  storms  in  January,  February  and  March  last. 

The  Fire  Department  towards  the  close  of  the  last  ad- 
ministration, and  at  the  commencement  of  the  present, 
was  called  out  very  frequently  to  fires  which  were  the 
work  of  incendiaries.  By  an  arrangement  with  some  of 
our  enterprising  citizens,  a  secret  watch  was  established, 
independent  of  the  City  Police,  and  in  a  very  short  period 
such  means  were  adopted,  that  false  alarms  and  cases  of 
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incendiarism  entirely  subsided.  For  the  last  nine  months, 
the  Eire  department  have  scarcely  been  called  out  oftener 
than  their  monthly  drills.  This  is  an  efficient  and  impor- 
tant department  —  well  organized,  and  is  at  all  times  ready 
to  discharge  its  duty.  For  this  department  there  was  ap- 
propriated the  sum  of  $10,000,  and  the  expenditure  will 
probably  exceed  by  a  trifling  sum  the  appropriation. 

The  present  municipal  year  has  witnessed  the  comple- 
tion of  the  building  for  the  Public  Library.  The  whole 
cost  of  the  land  and  building  has  been  $30,500.  What- 
ever there  is  of  elegance  and  beauty  in  design,  of  comfort 
and  convenience  in  arrangements  and  of  adaptation  to  the 
object,  belong  exclusively  to  our  predecessors.  Plans,  de- 
signs and  contracts  were  made,  and  all  we  had  to  do,  was 
to  execute  and  pay.  The  City  Council  of  1859,  purchased 
and  paid  for  the  lot  $5,044.50.  Nearly  $5,000  was  paid 
towards  the  building  by  our  immediate  predecessors.  This 
City  Council  has  paid  towards  it  about  $6,500,  including 
interest  on  the  Library  debt,  leaving  the  debt  about 
$14,500.  We  have  also  paid  for  the  increase  of  books 
and  care  of  the  library  $2,655.51,  including  the  undrawn 
balance  in  the  treasury  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 

The  mode  of  dispensing  the  charities  of  the  City  for 
the  past  year  has  been  systematized  and  greatly  improved. 
The  bill  of  fare  at  the  alms  house  has  been  made  more 
acceptable  and  agreeable  to  the  inmates.  System  and 
order  have  been  given  to  the  mode  of  administering  tem- 
porary relief  to  the  poor  and  destitute,  who  have  no  legal 
settlement  in  the  city,  so  that  the  books  of  the  department 
will  show  the  name  of  every  individual  to  whom  relief  has 
been  furnished.  The  dictates  of  our  holy  religion,  the 
best  feelings  of  humanity  and  the  law  of  the  land,  all  im- 
periously require  a  generous  outlay  to  relieve  the  distresses 
of  the  poor  and  destitute.    Yet  the  judicious  management 
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of  the  farm,  the  purchasing  of  supplies  —  the  mode  of 
distribution  of  charities  —  the  careful  investigation  of  set- 
tlements have  made  a  marked  difference  in  the  expenses 
of  this  department.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  refer 
you  for  more  full  information  to  the  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  which  will  soon  be  published. 

The  income  of  the  farm  has  required  a  large  addition  to 
the  barn  and  sheds,  which  has  been  accomplished,  leaving 
the  cash  value  in  improvements  and  supplies  $1,040.37 
greater  than  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  municipal  year. 

The  City  Water  Works  have  been  greatly  improved,  so 
that  the  income  in  future  will  be  much  increased.  Here- 
tofore there  had  been  no  means  of  testing  the  amount  of 
water  used  by  any  water-taker.  Water  meters  have  been 
procured  and  applied,  and  in  some  cases  it  has  been  ascer- 
tained that  individuals  were  using  four  or  five  times  more 
water  than  they  paid  for,  and  in  some  few  cases  persons 
were  receiving  less  than  they  paid  for.  By  applying  these 
meters  justice  can  be  done  to  all.  Eleven  hundred  feet  of 
pipe  have  been  laid  —  new  and  improved  hydrants  and 
boxes  have  taken  the  place  of  old  ones  —  and  the  water 
works  are  in  a  greatly  improved  condition,  and  will  yield 
in  future  a  much  larger  income  to  the  city.  There  has 
been  expended  in  this  department  $2,000. 

Never  in  the  history  of  our  City  have  there  been  so 
many  and  such  large  congregations  of  people  as  during 
the  past  year.  Yet  there  has  been  no  riot  —  no  mob  — 
no  commotion.  Peace,  quiet  and  good  order  have  char- 
acterized the  City.  This  is  an  indication  that  the  Police 
have  been  efficient  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties.  Every  citizen  who  has  called  upon  the  Marshal 
with  a  complaint  for  the  violation  of  any  law  of  the  state 
or  ordinance  of  the  city,  and  who  was  ready  to  point  out 
the  evidence,  has  been  promptly  attended  to.    It  is  a  safe 
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rule,  in  most  cases,  that  a  public  prosecution  is  unneces- 
sary when  the  individual  or  individuals  affected  by  the  evil 
are  unwilling  to  make  the  complaint,  or  point  out  the  evi- 
dence. Our  streets  have  been  filled  with  armed  soldiers 
—  civil  war  has  existed  in  the  country  —  great  excitement 
has  prevailed,  the  property  and  homes  of  citizens  have 
been  protected,  and  all  could  walk  about  our  streets  with- 
out fear  of  molestation.  On  the  occasions  of  large  assem- 
blies, a  large  number  of  police  officers  have  been  tem- 
porarily appointed,  yet  the  expenses  of  this  department 
have  been  about  $1,300  less  than  the  year  preceding. 
The  number  of  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness  for 
three  years  past  are  as  follows  : 

In  1859,  506  — in  1860,  460  — in  1861,  to  December 
17th,  450.  Of  this  number,  a  majority  have  not  been 
residents  of  the  city.  In  1860,  fifteen  complaints  were 
made  against  persons  for  selling  intoxicating  liquors  —  in 
1861,  sixteen  complaints  were  made  against  the  same  class 
of  individuals. 

The  City  Register  containing  the  ordinances  and  laws 
of  the  State  applicable  to  the  City  was  published  eight 
years  since.  The  City  Council  at  an  early  day  resolved  to 
have  a  revision  of  all  the  Ordinances  of  the  City,  and  to 
have  them  published  in  proper  form.  This  has  been  a 
work  of  great  labor  and  no  inconsiderable  expense.  The 
Ordinances  have  been  all  carefully  revised,  altered,  amend- 
ed and  re-enacted,  and  are  now  in  the  press  and  will  in  a 
few  days  be  ready  for  delivery.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the 
Committee  who  had  this  matter  in  charge,  and  who  have 
untiringly  labored  to  accomplish  this  desirable  object. 

The  monument  to  the  memory  of  Col.  Timothy  Bigelow, 
the  brave  and  heroic  commander  of  the  15th  Continental 
Regiment  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  has  been  erected 
on  our  Central  Park,  and  dedicated  under  the  auspices  of 
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the  City  Council,  on  the  memorable  19th  day  of  April  last. 
This  beautiful  and  chaste  structure,  which  has  attracted 
so  much  attention,  and  is  highly  ornamental  to  our  public 
grounds,  was  erected  by  the  munificence  of  Col.  T.  Bige- 
low  Lawrence,  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  April  last  civil  war  burst  upon  the  country  with  all 
its  horrors.  The  City  of  Worcester  responded  promptly 
and  nobly  to  the  call  of  the  government.  The  gallant 
Worcester  Light  Infantry  was  the  first  uniformed  and 
well-armed  company  to  march  into  the  Capital  of  the 
Country  to  defend  it  against  a  wicked  and  an  unjustifiable 
Rebellion  From  that  time  to  the  present  our  patriotic 
citizens,  native  and  adopted,  have  voluntarily  enrolled  their 
names  in  the  service  of  their  country,  so  that  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  we  have  from  this  City,  according  to  the  best 
data  we  can  obtain,  one  thousand  men  in  the  army  and 
the  navy,  enlisted  for  the  war.  To  arm,  equip  and  uni- 
form (as  was  the  case  with  the  three-months'  volunteers), 
to  provide  for  their  families  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
state  —  to  supply  the  troops  with  the  numerous  articles 
not  provided  by  the  government  —  to  care  for  the  sick  and 
wounded  returned  from  the  battle-field  —  to  be  courteous 
and  hospitable  to  the  numerous  troops  which  have  passed 
through  our  City  to  the  seat  of  war, —  has  imposed  nu- 
merous duties  and  great  responsibilities  on  the  City  Gov- 
ernment, and  has  been  attended  with  heavy  disbursements, 
amounting  at  the  first  of  December,  1861,  to  $12,259.77. 
This  war  debt  should  be  refunded  to  the  City  by  the  State. 
Indeed  a  large  part  of  it  has  been  disbursed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth. 

This  sum  has  been  temporarily  borrowed,  as  it  is  to  be 
refunded  to  the  City  from  the  State,  most  of  it  in  the 
coming  month.  Had  it  been  necessary  to  disburse  ten 
times  this  amount  in  order  to  sustain  the  Government  in 
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maintaining  the  Constitution  —  preserving  the  Union  and 
putting  down  this  wicked  and  unprincipled  Rebellion,  it 
would  have  been  promptly  granted  and  cheerfully  dis- 
bursed. The  City  of  Worcester,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  her  inhabitants,  stands  in  the  front  rank  of  the 
patriotic  cities  of  the  Union  which  have  promptly  and 
patriotically  contributed  men  and  money  to  sustain  and 
uphold  one  of  the  best  governments  God  ever  bestowed 
on  any  people.

So  that  the  State  and  County  Tax  in  1861  was 
$7,561.28  greater  than  in  1860. 

The  result  is,  that  all  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  City 
have  been  paid  —  leaving  most  of  the  different  depart- 
ments in  a  greatly  improved  condition. 
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We  have  paid  for  what  may  be  termed  extraordinary 
expenses,  viz  :

New  road  from  James'  mill  to  Auburn,  620  62 

Addition  to  barn  and  sheds  at  alms  house,  &c. ,  1 ,040  37 
Public  Library  building,  about  6,500  00

The  interest  has  been  paid  on  the  City  Debt,  and  it  will 
probably  be  reduced  to  $94,000  at  the  close  of  the  muni- 
cipal year  —  the  Library  Building  debt,  $14,500,  and  the 
debt  for  School  house,  $4,500,  besides  the  War  debt  ad- 
vanced for  the  State,  and  about  $5,500  for  the  causeway 
over  Quinsigamond  Lake. 

All  the  money  borrowed  during  the  year  is  at  a  rate 
of  interest,  5  per  cent.  The  money  in  the  treasury,  with 
the  Bills  receivable,  will  be  larger  than  we  found  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  if  the  money  is  borrowed 
which  has  been  authorized. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say,  that  the  City  Council  has 
laid  out  no  work  or  entered  into  any  contract  for  our 
successors  to  fulfill,  leaving  them  an  open  field  to  make 
such  improvements  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  such  as 
the  prosperity  of  the  City  may  require. 

The  relations  which  have  subsisted  between  us  as  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Government  are  now  to  be  dissolved 
forever.  If  we  are  conscious  of  having  discharged  our 
respective  duties  with  fidelity  to  ourselves,  to  our  constitu- 
ents and  to  God,  we  can  separate  with  cheerfulness  and 
pleasure. 

Accept,  Gentlemen,  the  assurance  of  my  high  respect, 
and  fervent  prayer  for  your  prosperity  and  happiness  in 
whatever  position  duty  may  call  you  to  occupy. 


REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  report  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  year  1860 
begins  with  an  inquiry  for  the  records  of  the  Committee 
antecedent  to  the  year  1843.  The  inquiry  has  not  been 
unsuccessful.  Soon  after  the  publication  of  the  report  a 
volume  of  the  "  Records  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Schools  of  the  Centre  District  in  Worcester,"  covering  a 
period  of  sixteen  years,  from  May  9th,  1831,  to  April  5th, 
1847,  was  found  in  the  town  of  Oxford,  in  the  possession 
of  a  young  woman,  who,  ignorant  of  its  value,  was  using  , 
it  for  a  scrap  book,  The  Hon.  Nathaniel  Eddy  discovered 
and  restored  the  book.  Eighteen  pages  of  the  records  are 
covered  with  choice  selections  from  newspapers,  in  prose 
and  verse.  No  satisfactory  account  of  the  migration  of 
the  volume  from  the  archives  of  the  city  to  the  place  where 
it  was  found  can  be  given. 

Thinking  it  important  that  the  printed  annual  reports 
of  the  School  Board  should  be  preserved  in  a  permanent 
form,  and  finding  none  in  the  possession  of  the  city  of  an 
earlier  date  than  1856,  the  superintendent  caused  a  notice 
to  be  published  in  the  city  papers  asking  for  the  missing 
ones.  In  response  to  the  call  several  citizens  have  fur- 
nished enough  to  make  the  series  complete  back  to  the 
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year  1842.  The  report  for  the  year  1837  is  believed  to 
be  the  first  one  printed.  If  those  still  wanting  can  be 
found,  the  City  will  have  a  printed  history  of  her  public 
schools  for  the  last  twenty-five  years. 

The  inquiry  for  the  printed  reports  has  brought  to  light 
some  long  lost  written  records.  One  volume  with  the  title 
"  Records  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Schools  in  the 
Centre  School  District  in  Worcester," — comprising  a 
period  of  nineteen  years,  —  from  January  8th,  1824,  to 
February  17th,  1843,  was  found  among  the  rubbish  of  the 
store  formerly  occupied  by  Mr.  Warren  Lazell,  for  several 
years  secretary  of  the  board,  which  store  is  now  occupied 
by  Mr.  A.  L.  Burbank,  to  whom  the  City  is  indebted  for 
its  discovery  and  restoration. 

The  search  for  records  was  crowned  with  another  un- 
expected success.  Soon  after  the  inquiry  appeared  in  the 
public  prints,  information  was  brought  to  the  superinten- 
dent by  Charles  B.  Whiting,  Esq.,  assistant  cashier  of  the 
Worcester  bank,  that  a  small  trunk  labelled  "  Centre 
School  District,"  which  had  been  kept  in  the  bank  for 
many  years,  might  contain  valuable  papers  relating  to  the 
schools.  On  examination  the  anticipation  was  realized. 
It  contained,  in  two  volumes,  the  "  Records  of  the  doings 
of  the  Centre  School  District  in  Worcester,"  from  June 
22d,  1799,  to  February  9th,  1848,  at  which  time  the  old 
system  of  schools  was  supplanted  by  the  new,  under  the 
municipal  organization.  These  early  records  are  well 
kept  and  are  duly  certified  till  1810.  Here,  a  few  blank 
leaves  intervene  which  are  followed  by  the  record  resumed 
in  1817.  Whether  in  that  interval  of  seven  years  any 
records  of  the  centre  school  district  were  kept,  and,  if  kept, 
where,  it  would  be  interesting  to  know. 

Whether  any  records  of  the  "  doings  of  the  centre 
school  district"  were  kept  prior  to  1799,  or  any  records  of 
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the  "  overseers  of  the  schools  in  the  centre  district  "  prior 
to  1824,  are  questions  which  it  is  feared  even  our  oldest 
citizens  may  not  be  able  to  answer. 

These  records  attest  how  dear  to  the  hearts  of  our 
fathers  was  the  cause  of  popular  education,  and  how  un- 
selfishly they  gave  their  cheerful  and  gratuitous  services 
to  the  support  and  improvement  of  the  public  schools. 
An  eminent  citizen,  who  was  secretary  of  the  "  board  of 
overseers"  from  1835  to  1842,  has,  in  his  last  entry,  while 
recording  his  own  interest  in  the  cause  of  popular  educa- 
tion, truthfully  and  forcibly  expressed  the  spirit  of  the 
people  of  Worcester  of  that  generation  on  the  same  sub- 
ject. The  record  is  made  April  15,  1842,  and  concludes 
as  follows  : 

"  With  this  meeting  the  services  of  this  board  close,  and  the  present 
secretary  makes  his  last  entry.  May  those  who  come  after  him  be  wiser 
and  more  faithful  than  he  has  been,  and  may  the  Lord  bless  the  cause  of 
education,  as  the  cause  of  truth,  to  the  end  of  time. 

Yale.  Alfred  Dwight  Foster,  Sec'y." 

SUMMARY   OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  public  schools  in  the  city  on  the  first  of 
January,  1862,  is  sixty, —  an  addition  of  one  since  last 
year, —  forty-eight  in  the  centre  district,  and  twelve  sub- 
urban. All  of  them,  except  the  adult  and  the  suburban, 
are  graded,  and  have  a  school-year  of  forty-three  weeks. 
The  suburban  school-year  comprises  forty  weeks.  The 
adult  schools  are  in  session  only  in  the  winter. 

The  want  of  suitable  rooms  in  which  to  organize  addi- 
tional schools  has  induced  the  committee  to  place  assist- 
ants in  several  which  had  become  too  large  for  one  teacher. 
Experience  has  so  thoroughly  demonstrated  the  superiority 
of  single  schools  to  double  ones  that  no  more  of  the  latter 
will  probably  be  organized  unless  the  pressure  for  room 
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makes  it  imperative.    Some  important  modifications  in  the 
classification  of  the  primary  schools  have  resulted  in  mak- 
ing a  new  grade, —  the  sub-primary. 
The  schools  are  classified  as  follows  :

TEACHERS. 

The  sixty  public  schools  give  employment  to  eighty 
teachers,  of  whom  seventy-four  axe  females.  While,  in  the 
education  of  the  young,  none  question  the  expediency  or 
propriety  of  following  the  order  of  nature,  which  places 
the  earlier  years  of  childhood  almost  exclusively  under 
female  influence,  there  is  almost  equal  unanimity  in  the 
opinion  that,  at  some  period  of  their  school  life,  children 
should  be  transferred  from  the  control  of  a  woman  to  that 
of  a  man, — from  the  influences  of  a  feminine  to  those  of  a 
masculine  mind.  At  what  period  the  transfer  should  be 
made  is  a  question  not  yet  definitely  settled.  Our  system 
makes  the  transfer  on  purely  intellectual  grounds.  The 
standard  of  scholarship  alone  determines  whether  a  child 
shall  be  taught  by  a  woman  or  a  man.  Those  who  have 
given  this  subject  the  most  careful  attention  are  convinced 
that  there  are  other  weighty  reasons  which  should  be  con- 
sidered in  attempting  to  solve  this  somewhat  complicated 
problem.  Males  are  not  always,  or  generally,  better  teach- 
ers, or  better  disciplinarians,  than  females.  But  a  child 
that  has  not  self-respect  enough  to  cheerfully  and  prompt- 
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ly  comply  with  the  wishes  of  a  female  teacher,  will  some- 
times have  respect  enough  for  authority  which  he  knows 
will  be  enforced,  to  obey  a  man  on  the  first  intimation  of 
his  will.  This  class  of  pupils  is  not  numerous  in  the  city, 
but  their  inferior  scholarship  is  commonly  an  effectual 
barrier  to  their  connection  with  the  graded  schools  under 
the  charge  of  men. 

It  is  a  very  serious  question  what  the  public  shall  do  for 
truant  and  vagrant  children.  Legislative  skill  has  been 
employed  to  determine  what  to  do  with  them.  Must  not 
the  city  determine  what  shall  be  done  for  them  ?  They 
cannot  all  be  sent  to  the  state  reform  school,  and  if  they 
could,  the  extent  to  which  they  would  be  reformed  there 
would  be  somewhat  questionable.  If  there  were  in  the 
city  a  school,  continued  through  the  year,  under  the 
charge  of  a  kind  and  firm  man,  whose  intuitions  would 
enable  him  to  discover  latent  germs  of  intellectual  and 
moral  worth,  and  whose  skill  and  patient  labor  would  de- 
velope  those  germs,  to  whose  charge  the  habitual  truants, 
the  vagrants  who  are  educated  into  crime  in  the  streets, 
the  obstinate  and  perverse  gathered  out  of  all  the  schools 
not  under  the  charge  of  men,  should  be  committed,  would 
not  the  moral  effect  be  salutary  1  Would  there  not  be 
less  restiveness  under  the  wholesome  restraints  imposed 
by  the  teachers  X  Would  not  the  insolence  and  haughtiness 
of  "young  America"  be  somewhat  abated,  and  truancy 
be  greatly  checked,  if  not  wholly  abolished  % 

Teaching,  if  not  a  recognized  profession,  is  an  art  whose 
successful  prosecution  requires  no  less  skill,  tact,  or  wis- 
dom than  any  of  the  professions.  Nowhere  are  higher 
moral  qualities  demanded  than  in  the  teacher.  Firmness 
must  be  blended  with  gentleness,  patience  with  cheerful- 
ness, and  kindness  with  severity,  —  and  the  substratum 
on  which  all  other  excellent  qualities  must  rest  is  that 
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much  abused,  but  never  too  prominent  quality,  common 
sense. 

Of  her  teachers,  as  a  class,  Worcester  has  no  occasion 
to  be  ashamed.  By  far  the  larger  part  of  them  are 
earnest  and  industrious,  and  so  devote  themselves  to  their 
own  advancement,  that  they  take  their  schools  along  with 
them.  Their  willingness  to  listen  to,  and  improve  by, 
suggestions,  and  the  generous  emulation  which  makes 
them  unwilling  to  have  a  school  inferior  to  the  others  of 
the  same  grade,  have  made  it  both  possible  and  easy  to 
elevate  the  standard  of  the  schools. 

A  feature  worthy  of  particular  attention,  since  it  is  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  stability  and  prosperity  of  the 
schools,  is  the  small  number  of  changes  during  the  year 
in  the  ranks  of  the  teachers  in  the  centre  district,  and  the 
relatively  large  number  in  the  suburban  districts, —  the 
changes  in  the  former  being  only  14  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  in  the  district,  in  the  latter  77  per  cent. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

There  are  twenty-four  school  houses  belonging  to  the 
city, —  twelve,  including  the  one  recently  erected  on  Salem 
street,  in  the  centre  district,  furnished  with  seats  for  three 
thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-nine  pupils, —  and  twelve 
in  the  suburban  districts,  furnished  with  seats  for  five 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  pupils. 

The  school  houses  are  in  good  condition,  except  that 
several  rooms  in  the  Sycamore-street  house  must  be  en- 
larged to  accommodate  the  large  daily  attendance  and  to 
prevent  sickness,  which  the  infected  air  of  a  crowded  and 
contracted  room  is  sure  to  produce, —  and  that  the  house 
in  the  North  Pond  district  must  either  be  extensively  re- 
paired or  give  place  to  a  new  one.  A  school-house  lot 
and  a  well  are  also  needed  there. 
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A  new  house  in  Pleasantville  has  been  asked  for  by  the 
citizens  living  in  the  western  part  of  the  city,  and  the 
committee  on  school  houses  have  recommended  that  one 
be  built  there.  Another  is  needed  in  East  Worcester  and 
will  soon  be  asked  for  by  the  people  in  the  third  ward, 
who  have  not  now  accommodations  sufficient  for  their  pri- 
mary scholars,  while  all  of  a  higher  grade  are  sent  a  great 
distance,  and  often  to  schools  already  full.  There  is  no  part 
of  the  city  where  a  new  house  is  more  needed  or  would  be 
more  highly  appreciated. 

To  leave  the  school  houses  without  repairs  till  they  be- 
come nearly  or  quite  uninhabitable  is  not  economy,  but 
extravagance,  wastefulness.  It  is  cheaper  to  keep  houses 
and  furniture  in  good  condition  than  to  restore  them  after 
they  have  fallen  into  decay  by  neglect  or  abuse. 

A  school  house  should  be  kept  clean.  The  moral  as 
well  as  the  physical  effects  of  uncleanness  are  too  gross 
and  alarming  to  permit  motives  of  economy  to  prevent  an 
annual  cleaning  of  every  house.  There  has  been  gross 
neglect  in  this  respect  in  past  years.  An  annual  cleaning 
of  the  school  rooms  is  now  as  regular  as  the  annual 
examinations,  and  the  improved  condition  of  the  school 
rooms  has  been  naturally  enough  followed  by  an  improved 
personal  appearance  of  the  children,  more  tidiness  in  dress 
and  cleanliness  of  person,  as  well  as  a  better  state  of 
health. 

SALEM   STREET   SCHOOL  HOUSE. 

The  erection  of  a  new  school  house  on  Salem  street  was 
recoiifcmended  by  the  mayor  in  his  inaugural  address  Jan- 
uary 7th,  1861.  The  house  was  designed  by  Samuel  D. 
Harding,  Esq.,  assisted  by  Merrick  Bemis,  M.  D.,  and  was 
built  by  Messrs.  Harding  &  Taft.  Though  not  so  large  as 
several  other  school  houses  in  the  city,  it  is  the  best  in  all 
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that  conduces  to  health,  convenience  and  utility,  as  well 
as  economy.  It  was  dedicated  to  the  cause  of  free  popu- 
lar education  Saturday,  September  21st,  1861. 

The  dedicatory  exercises  were  opened  with  prayer  by 
Rev.  Alonzo  Hill,  D.  D.,  after  which  Dr.  Merrick  Bemis 
in  a  felicitous  and  appropriate  speech,  in  behalf  of  the 
building  committee,  formally  delivered  the  keys  of  the 
house  to  his  Honor,  the  Mayor.* 

The  mayor,  Hon.  Isaac  Davis,  having  received  the  keys 
of  the  house  in  behalf  of  the  city  from  the  building  com- 
mittee, made  the  following  speech,  after  which  he  delivered 
the  keys  to  the  superintendent,  who  received  them  for  the 
school  committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

We  have  assembled  at  this  time  and  place  to  consecrate  and  dedicate 
this  house  to  the  cause  of  Free  Education.  In  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts it  has  become  a  fixed  principle  that  all  minors,  high  or  low,  rich  or 
poor,  native  or  foreign,  shall  receive  education  at  public  expense  sufficient 
to  qualify  them  to  discharge  understandingly  the  social  and  civil  duties 
of  citizens. 

This  lot  of  land  and  the  building  erected  upon  it  has  cost  about 
$16,000,  and  is  to  be  paid  for  by  a  tax  upon  the  polls  and  estates  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Worcester.  No  tax  is  more  cheerfully  borne 
than  that  which  relates  to  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  culture  of 
the  rising  generation.  This  house  will  accommodate  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pupils,  and  is  more  admirably  adapted  to  the  health,  comfort  and 
convenience  of  teachers  and  scholars,  than  any  house  within  the  limits  of 
the  city.  The  location  is  elevated,  and  no  surroundings  can  interfere 
with  light  or  air  —  the  system  of  ventilation  is  perfect  —  the  school  rooms 
are  large  and  commodious,  and  are  finished  and  furnished  with  all  modern 
conveniences  and  improvements.  The  grounds  are  graded  and  substan- 
tially and  neatly  fenced.  In  short,  this  school  house  and  all  that  j^ertains 
to  it,  is  now  ready  for  the  reception  of  teachers  and  scholars.  Here  ends 
the  duty  of  the  City  Council.  The  School  Committee  is  authorised  by 
law  to  take  the  care  and  custody  of  the  building  and  grounds,  and  use  it

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for  such  teachers  and  scholars  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  subject  how- 
ever to  the  legislation  of  the  state. 

Me.  Superintendent  and  Gentlemen  of  the  School  Board  : 

As  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  City  Council,  in  their  behalf  and 
in  behalf  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  I  now  transfer  to  you  the  keys 
of  this  university  of  the  people  —  the  care  and  custody  of  it  —  to  be  de- 
voted, consecrated  and  dedicated  to  the  cause  of  free  education,  where 
the  rich  and  the  poor  are  to  have  like  privileges  and  advantages.  I  in- 
voke you  to  remember  that  the  City  Council  and  the  citizens  of  Worces- 
ter will  expect  of  you,  a  faithful  and  impartial  discharge  of  the  important 
trusts  and  responsibilities  confided  to  you.  The  care  and  custody  of  this 
expensive  estate  is  but  of  small  moment,  compared  with  the  intellectual 
and  moral  training  which  the  youth  who  may  resort  here  for  education 
may  receive.  The  laws  of  the  commonwealth  point  out  with  great  exact- 
ness the  qualifications  of  teachers  and  what  is  to  be  taught.  Not  only 
the  various  branches  of  an  English  education  are  to  be  taught ;  but  teach- 
ers are  especially  required  to  instil  into  the  minds  of  their  pupils  the 
principles  of  piety  and  justice  —  a  sacred  regard  for  truth,  industry,  fru- 
gality and  temperance  —  and  a  love  of  country,  —  and  those  other  virtues 
which  are  ornaments  to  human  society.  Suffer  no  teachers  who  are  not 
fully  qualified  to  unfold  and  develope  the  minds  of  their  pupils  in  harmo- 
ny with  the  requisitions  of  the  law,  to  desecrate  this  beautiful  temple  of 
knowledge.  If  the  case  should  ever  occur,  that  you  should  find  that  you 
have  a  teacher  who  is  not  fully  qualified  to  discharge  the  responsible 
duties,  have  the  moral  courage  to  dismiss  such  teacher  without  delay. 

I  know  full  well  it  will  be  your  pleasure,  as  well  as  your  duty,  to 
assume  the  responsibilities  I  have  alluded  to.  It  is  therefore  with  very 
great  pleasure  that  I  give  over  to  you  the  charge  of  this  neat,  chaste  and 
beautiful  structure,  and  join  heartily  with  you  in  the  dedication  of  it  to 
the  great  object  of  free  education. 

The  superintendent,  on  receiving  the  keys,  said : 
Mr.  Mayor  : 

In  behalf  of  the  School  Committee,  whom  I  am  permitted  to  represent 
on  this  occasion,  in  receiving  from  your  hands  the  keys  of  this  new  and 
beautiful  house,  and,  with  them,  the  future  care  of  the  property  and 
the  responsibility  for  the  use  to  be  made  of  it,  I  thank  you  and  the  gen- 
tlemen associated  with  you  in  the  municipal  government  for  the  generous 
contribution  which  you  have  made  to  the  cause  of  free  popular  education.

In  behalf  of  the  children  living  in  this  part  of  the  city,  I  thank  you 
for  giving  them  a  house  so  nearly  perfect  in  all  its  parts.  Its  architectu- 
ral beauty  makes  it  a  welcome  ornament,  while  its  internal  arrangements 
are  admirably  adapted  to  promote  the  health  as  well  as  the  comfort  of  the 
scholars.  No  part  of  the  house  is  without  light,  and  the  system  of  venti- 
lation is  such  as  to  leave  no  excuse  for  breathing  noxious  or  infected  air. 
The  rooms  are  larger  than  those  appropriated  to  single  schools  in  other 
parts  of  the  city. 

The  efficient  working  of  our  system  of  public  instruction  made  it  neces- 
sary for  you  to  do  just  what  you  have  done.  The  number  of  school 
houses  in  the  centre  district,  which  embraces  all  the  schools  in  the  city 
except  the  suburban,  is,  not  including  this,  eleven,  having  seats  for  three 
thousand  two  hundred  and  seven  pupils.  The  average  number  belonging 
to  the  schools  in  the  centre  district  during  the  late  summer  term  was 
three  thousand  six  hundred  and  eight,  leaving  a  surplus  of  four  hundred 
and  one,  —  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  whom  accommodations 
were  furnished  in  the  leased  house  in  Temple  street ;  leaving  two  hund- 
red and  seventy-five  without  seats.  Though  this  house  makes  the  number 
of  school  houses  twelve,  and  the  number  of  seats  three  thousand  four 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  the  large  number  of  children  still  unprovided 
for  reminds  us  that  there  will  still  be  work  of  this  kind  left  for  your  suc- 
cessors to  do.  When  victory  shall  have  crowned  our  arms,  and  the 
glorious  flag  of  our  fathers  again  floats  over  an  unbroken  country,  —  over 
a  united  and  a  happy  people,  which  event  we  fondly  believe  cannot  long 
be  deferred,  they  to  whom  the  citizens  shall  then  confide  the  direction  of 
our  municipal  affairs  will  command  the  confidence  and  the  support  of  the 
people  by  giving  a  new  school  house  to  the  extreme  east  and  another  to 
the  extreme  west  of  the  centre  district.  In  the  third  and  fourth  wards 
there  is  no  school  higher  than  a  primary,  and  in  Pleasantvilie  there  is  no 
school  house  at  all. 

The  cost  of  a  good  school  house,  properly  furnished  with  all  the  need- 
fid  facilities  for  educating  those  who  are  to  come  after  us,  is  no  inconsid- 
erable item  in  the  taxes  of  the  city,  but  no  investment  made  by  municipal 
authority  so  promptly  returns  satisfactory  dividends.  If  silver  seed  is 
sown,  a  golden  harvest  is  gathered,  and  the  increase  is  a  hundred  fold. 
Wise  rulers  in  all  ages  have  desired  to  achieve  some  triumph,  to  found 
some  benevolent  institution,  to  write  their  names  on  some  useful  work, 
which  will  live  in  the  memory  of  grateful  generations.  The  military 
roads  of  the  Roman  empire  bear  more  truthful  testimony  to  the  wisdom 
and  vigor  of  those  who  made  them  than  the  carefully  inscribed  and  artis- 
tically adorned  triumphal  arches  which  commemorate  the  martial  victories 
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of  the  same  heroes.  The  triumphal  arch  which  commemorates  imperial 
achievements  in  the  battle  field  is  at  best  only  a  tombstone  ;  —  the  inscrip- 
tions are  only  records  of  events  which  humanity  would  never  have  prayed 
for,  —  brief  epitaphs  of  slain  nations.  But  they  whose  good  fortune  it  is 
to  found  a  school,  and  consecrate  it  to  free,  popular  education,  erect  a 
living  arch  which  will  span  the  ages  and  commemorate  the  munificence 
and  wisdom  of  its  founders  to  the  latest  generations. 

In  prescribing  what  shall  be  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  this  com- 
monwealth, the  statute  is  careful  not  to  omit  the  love  of  country  and  the 
duties  which  every  citizen  oives  to  his  native  land.  In  behalf  of  the  school 
board  I  pledge  you  that  this  provision  of  the  statute  shall  not  be  over- 
looked here.  Among  the  institutions  left  us  by  our  fathers,  none  has 
done  more  than  the  common  school  to  feed  the  flames  of  patriotism. 
Treason  is  the  child  of  aristocratical  pretensions  and  exclusive  privileges. 
The  common  schools  of  New  England  will  never  contend  with  the  mili- 
tary academy  at  West  Point  for  the  unenviable  distinction  of  being  the 
national  nursery  of  traitors. 

Let  me,  in  conclusion,  again  thank  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  the  gentlemen 
connected  with  you  in  the  city  government,  for  supplying  to  our  youth 
in  this  dark  hour  of  our  country's  need,  by  the  erection  of  this  house,  a 
new  incentive  to  that  first  of  all  virtues  —  patriotism.  Over  a  free  school 
a  free  flag  must  always  float,  and  the  gates  of  hell  cannot  prevail 
against  it. 

The  formal  ceremonies  of  the  occasion  were  followed 
by  very  interesting  and  eloquent  speeches  by  Eev.  E.  E. 
Shippen,  Eev.  Merrill  Richardson,  and  Eev.  A.  Hill,  D.  D., 
the  last  of  whom  gave  some  very  pleasant  reminiscences 
of  the  growth  of  the  city  and  of  the  schools,  during  his 
ministry  of  more  than  thirty  years.

The  several  grades  of  schools  comprise  a  course  of  study 
which  will  require  a  child  of  average  mental  capacity  to 
be  fourteen  years  in  completing  it ;  so  that  every  child  in 
Worcester  has  provision  made  at  the  public  expense  to 
keep  him  in  school  from  his  fifth  to  his  nineteenth  year. 
Our  local  pride  is  somewhat  abated  when  we  consider  how 
few  appreciate  what  has  been  done  for  them,  or  avail  them- 
selves of  all  the  advantages  so  generously  and  gratuitously 
proffered. 

If  all  the  scholars  that  enter  the  schools  should  com- 
plete the  course  of  study,  each  grade  would  have  very 
nearly  an  equal  number  of  scholars,  since  the  course  in 
each  comprises  two  years,  except  in  the  high  school, 
which,  having  a  course  of  study  twice  as  long  as  any  of 
the  others,  should  have,  on  this  supposition,  twice  as  many 
pupils  as  any  of  them.  But  the  statistics  show  that  the 
number  of  scholars  in  each  grade,  from  the  lowest  to  the 
highest,  diminishes  in  very  regular  proportion? 

From  the  sub-primaries  to  the  primaries  the  number  falls  from  1,450  to 

1,109,  or  23  per  cent. 
From  the  primaries  to  the  secondaries  —  from  1,109  to  917,  or  17  per  cent. 
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From  the  secondaries  to  the  grammar,  lower  grade  —  from  917  to  575,  or 
37  per  cent. 

From  the  grammar,  lower  grade,  to  the  grammar,  higher  grade  —  from 

575  to  338,  or  41  per  cent. 
From  the  grammar,  higher  grade,  to  the  high  school,  first  and  second 

year  classes,  which  really  constitute  the  next  grade  —  from  338  to 

139,  or  59  per  cent. 
From  the  first  and  second  year  classes  to  the  third  and  fourth  year 

classes  —  from  139  to  65,  or  53  per  cent. 

If  we  compare  the  statistics  of  1861  with  those  of  1860, 
we  find  that  the  increase  in  the  number  registered  is  one 
hundred  and  sixty-five^  and  in  the  average  daily  attend- 
ance one  hundred  and  seventy-three. 

The  relative  standing  of  the  several  schools  in  regularity 
and  punctuality  of  attendance  will  be  seen  in  the  tabu- 
lated statement  which  accompanies  this  report. 

Seventy-two  scholars  have  not  been  absent,  tardy,  or 
dismissed  during  the  entire  year.  One  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  have  a  perfect  record  for  the  first  six  months,  and  two 
hundred  and  thirty-five  for  the  second  six  months.  We 
append  their  names,  omitting  in  the  record  for  the  shorter 
periods  the  names  of  those  who  were  perfect  through  the 
entire  year,  since  the  whole  includes  all  the  parts.

BOOKS    AND  APPARATUS. 

The  committee  on  books  have  wisely  refrained  from 
recommending  changes,  except  where  the  interests  of  the 
schools  clearly  demanded  a  change. 

Worcester's  spellers  have  been  substituted  for  Tower's 
gradual  speller,  Hitchcock's  physiology  for  Hooker's,  and 
Wells'  chemistry  for  Draper's. 

The  apparatus,  chemical  and  philosophical,  though  in 
good  condition,  is  not  adequate  to  the  wants  of  the  school 
where  it  is  used.  If  the  natural  sciences  continue  to  be 
pursued  as  extensively  as  of  late,  considerable  additions 
should  soon  be  made  to  the  apparatus. 

VOCAL  MUSIC, 

Music  is  as  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  public  schools  as 
rhetoric  or  elocution.  But  the  teachers  of  the  public 
schools  are  not  generally  competent  to  teach  music.  The 
only  school  in  the  city  in  which  the  elements  of  music  are

taught  by  the  principal  is  the  Thomas-street  grammar 
school,  first  grade.  Mr.  James  II.  Newton  has  tried  the 
experiment  for  a  year  with  gratifying  success. 

The  people  of  Worcester  have  recently  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  how  much  interest  a  few  brief  lessons  in 
music  will  awaken  in  our  schools,  and  how  large  a  num- 
ber of  our  children  would  learn  to  sing  if  they  were  pro- 
perly taught.  Mr.  Amos  Whiting  lately  volunteered  his 
services  for  a  few  weeks  in  the  public  schools  with  the 
purpose  of  giving  a  juvenile  concert  to  the  public  on  new 
year's  night.  The  concert  was  given,  and  repeated,  much 
to  the  gratification  of  those  who  listened  to  the  harmony 
of  a  thousand  voices  singing  the  songs  that  stir  the  patriot's 
and  the  christian's  heart.  When  the  iron  hand  of  war 
is  lifted  from  our  country,  and  the  wheels  of  material 
prosperity  again  begin  to  turn,  can  a  better  investment 
be  made  than  an  annual  appropriation  sufficient  to  enable 
our  children  in  the  public  schools  to  be  taught  the  ele- 
ments of  music  1  W ould  not  the  elevated  taste  and 
greater  refinement  of  the  next  generation  more  than  pay 
the  cost  ? 

WRITING   AND  DRAWING. 

The  time  cannot  be  far  distant  when  a  person  who 
makes  writing  his  speciality  will  teach  that  art  in  the 
schools  of  Worcester.  This  subject  has  been  discussed 
in  former  reports,  been  considered  by  special  committees, 
and  been  dignified  with  an  honorable  place  in  the  inau- 
gural address  of  a  former  mayor,  but  the  cost,  a  spectre 
which  happily  frightens  officials  in  Worcester  more  than  in 
Washington,  has  always  bidden  it  away  to  be  called  up  on 
some  more  convenient  season.  The  wonder  is  not  that  the 
children  in  our  schools  write  so  poorly,  but  that,  under  all 
the  circumstances,  they  write  so  well. 
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Some  of  the  teachers  have  studied  drawing,  and  by 
their  skill  in  that  have  added  to  their  power  to  interest 
and  instruct  their  schools.  It  ought  to  be  taught  in  con- 
nection with  writing,  and  it  will  be  when  our  ideal  school 
becomes  the  actual. 

READING. 

In  former  reports  we  have  referred  to  the  want  of  skill 
in  teaching  reading.  There  has  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  this  department.  A  large  number  of  the  teachers 
have  themselves  recently  taken  lessons  in  reading  of  ac- 
complished elocutionists,  and  their  schools  now  enjoy  the 
benefit  of  it.  What  a  skilful  teacher  of  reading  can 
accomplish  with  a  good  class,  even  in  a  few  months,  was 
made  abundantly  and  satisfactorily  manifest  last  April  in 
the  contest  for  the  Bullock  prize  for  excellence  in  reading. 

ADULT  SCHOOLS. 

The  adult  schools  are  two, —  a  day  school  exclusively 
for  males,  and  an  evening  school  for  both  sexes.  The 
schools  were  in  session  fourteen  weeks,  and  were  attended 
for  longer  or  shorter  periods  by  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  pupils,  of  whom  thirty-three  were  females. 

These  schools  have  never  given  the  committee  entire 
satisfaction.  The  unequal  attainments  and  the  different 
mental  capacities  of  the  members  make  the  classification 
of  them  extremely  difficult  and  sometimes  impossible. 
The  chief  defects  have  been  a  want  of  proper  discipline, 
of  prompt  and  cheerful  obedience,  of  respect  for  law  and 
deference  to  authority.  Before  taking  lessons  in  reading 
and  arithmetic  they  need  to  be  taught  the  rights  of  pro- 
perty, habits  of  neatness,  and  the  proprieties  of  social  life. 

On  opening  these  schools  in  December,  1861,  the  com- 
mittee had  special  reference  to  these  defects,  and  aimed 
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to  remedy  them.  The  teacher,  Mr.  Thomas  Wheelock, 
was  authorized  to  commence  his  instructions  where  they 
were  most  needed.  The  experiment  has  been  made  thus 
far  with  very  gratifying  success.  The  schools  give  greater 
promise  of  usefulness  than  ever.

Nine  of  the  twelve  schools  are  not  large  or  likely  soon 
to  become  so.  Three  of  them  have  employed  assistants  a 
part,  or  the  whole,  of  the  year  ;  the  Quinsigamond  school, 
all  the  year,  —  the  South  Worcester,  six  months, —  the 
Northville,  only  a  few  weeks,  the  want  of  room  making  it 
impracticable  to  try  the  experiment  longer.  A  small  ad- 
dition to  the  population  of  Northville  would  make  the 
enlargement  of  the  school  house  imperative. 

One  of  the  peculiarities,  as  well  as  one  of  the  banes  of 
the  old  district  system  was  the  frequent  change  of  teachers. 
The  district  system  has  been  long  abolished,  but  the  hab- 
its formed  under  it  are  not  yet  broken  up.  Only  three  of 
the  twelve  schools  are  now  under  the  charge  of  the  per- 
sons that  taught  them  a  year  ago. 

These  schools  enjoy  the  services  of  some  of  the  best 
teachers  in  the  city,  and  nothing  is  wanting  to  raise  the 
schools  to  the  level  with  the  best  but  the  united,  uniform, 
and  unreserved  support  of  the  teachers  by  the  people  in 
all  just  and  proper  measures  of  discipline  and  instruction. 
The  best  teacher,  without  the  moral  support  of  the  parents

of  those  she  is  appointed  to  instruct,  will  keep  a  very  in- 
different school,  and  a  teacher  of  very  moderate  abilities 
with  such  support  may  keep  a  very  good  school.

This  grade  of  schools  has  been  recently  formed.  Its 
formation  was  recommended  in  the  annual  report  for  1859, 
and  the  principle  was  applied  to  the  schools  on  the  com- 
mon the  next  year  with  so  manifest  success  that,  one  year 
later,  it  was  extended  to  all  the  primary  schools  in  the  city 
except  three,  where  the  location  of  the  schools  on  the  ex- 
treme limits  of  the  centre  district  and  the  want  of  suitable 
accommodations  made  the  change  inexpedient. 

This  classification  contemplates  bringing  the  children 
that  are  incapable  of  studying  books  and  that  must  be 
taught  orally,  if  taught  at  all,  into  schools  by  themselves, 
and  adapting  their  instruction  and  discipline  to  their 
capacities  and  tastes. 

The  first  requisite  of  a  good  school  of  this  grade  is  a 
suitable  teacher.  This  is  important  in  any  school,  but 
here  it  is  indispensable.  It  is  a  common,  but  a  mistaken 
notion,  that  almost  any  person  is  qualified  to  teach  the 
alphabet  and  the  primer, —  and  the  prevalent  idea  that  a 
teacher,  in  going  from  a  school  of  a  higher  grade  into  one 
of  these,  is  thereby  degraded,  is  too  absurd  to  claim  a  mo- 
ment's attention.  While  a  teacher  in  this  department 
must  have  abundant  mental  resources,  must  know  much 
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and  be  able  to  simplify  her  knowledge  and  adapt  it  to  the 
capacities  of  her  pupils,  her  most  important  qualification 
must  be  of  the  heart  Patience,  gentleness,  love,  are  as 
potent  and  as  useful  as  knowledge,  industry,  and  skill. 
Several  of  the  teachers  now  in  charge  of  these  schools  are 
models  worthy  of  study  and  imitation.  In  no  place  can  a 
teacher  of  the  highest  qualifications  be  more  useful  than 
in  one  of  these  schools.  If  a  doubt  on  this  subject  still 
lingers  in  any  one's  mind,  let  him  spend  an  hour  in  the 
school  of  one  of  the  best  of  the  teachers  of  this  grade, — 
let  him  witness  the  cheerful  school  room,  the  happy  child- 
ren, the  interest  awakened  in  these  young  minds  in  the 
exercises  of  the  school,  and  the  rapidity  with  which  they 
acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  alphabet  and  of  its  uses,  and 
his  doubts  will  all  be  dissipated.

The  school  in  New  Worcester,  which  is  justly  regarded 
as  one  of  the  best  in  the  city,  will  not  soon  be  so  large  as 
to  justify  its  division,  nor  will  that  in  Providence  street ; 
but  it  will  be  expedient,  at  the  commencement  of  the  next 
school  year,  to  divide  the  one  in  Salem  street,  making  a 
new  sub-primary  for  the  relief  of  the  schools  in  Sycamore 
and  Ash  streets.

These  schools  comprise  only  the  most  advanced  classes 
of  the  old  primary  schools,  —  those  that  had  already  been 
taught  the  alphabet  and  how  to  combine  letters  into  sylla- 
bles and  syllables  into  words.  The  teachers  of  this  grade 
are  assigned  the  task  of  teaching  them  how  to  combine 
words  into  sentences,  how  to  read  understandingly,  and 
the  much  more  difficult  one,  how  to  study,  to  receive 
knowledge  through  the  eye,  though  accustomed  to  receive 
it  only  through  the  ear.  The  education  whose  superstruc- 
ture is  finished  and  polished  in  the  high  school  or  college 
is  indebted  to  the  primary  school  teacher  for  its  solid  and 
permanent  foundations.  The  intelligence,  skill,  and  in- 
dustry of  the  teachers  in  this  grade  are  not  surpassed  in 
any  other.  The  progress  of  the  schools  has  not  disap- 
pointed the  expectations  of  the  committee.  More  than 
the  most  sanguine  anticipated  has  been  accomplished. 
These  schools  on  the  first  of  January  had  passed  the  limit 
in  their  studies  which  they  have  been  accustomed  to  reach 
at  the  close  of  the  school  year, —  four  months  later.

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Additional  accommodations  for  this  class  of  schools  are 
much  needed.  The  school  rooms  are  all  seated  for  as 
many  pupils  as  ought  to  occupy  them ;  still  every  school 
has  a  number  of  scholars  for  whom  temporary  seats  are 
provided,  a  plan  which  is  liable  to  the^most  serious  objec- 
tions. The  only  remedy  is  the  organization  of  a  new 
school,  which  can  only  be  done  after  the  erection  of 
another  house,  since  all  the  rooms  in  the  houses  now  own- 
ed by  the  city  are  already  in  use. 

If  such  a  school  were  organized  where  it  is  most  needed 
the  location  would  be  in  East  Worcester,  where  there  is 
no  school  higher  than  a  primary,  and  where  the  children 
are  very  numerous.  As  soon  as  they  leave  the  primaries 
they  are  sent  out  of  the  neighborhood,  and,  for  the  want  of 
room  in  the  nearest  school  house,  are  scattered  over  the 
city  wherever  a  place  can  be  found  for  them.  The  dis- 
tance they  have  to  go  makes  them  often  irregular  in  their 
attendance,  and  this  irregularity  makes  them  the  less  wel- 
come in  those  schools  which  are  already  well  filled  by  the 
children  living  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  With  equal 
advantages  the  children  in  East  Worcester  are  not  inferior 
to  any  in  the  city. 

The  studies  of  the  primary  schools,  reading,  spelling, 
geography,  and  mental  arithmetic,  are  continued  in  these 
schools  ;  —  writing  is  commenced,  and  written  arithmetic 
is  pursued  through  the  division  of  simple  numbers. 

These  schools  are  particularly  difficult  to  teach  or  to 
govern.  Very  few  of  the  scholars  have  yet  formed  good 
habits  of  study ;  they  have  generally  very  little  ambition, 
and  their  moral  nature  is  not  commonly  so  fully  developed 
that  a  sense  of  duty  controls  them. 

With  all  these  difficulties  to  contend  with,  the  teachers 
in  this  grade  are  worthy  of  high  commendation  for  their 
almost  uniform  success.    A  teacher  who  can  attain  the 
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highest  success  in  a  secondary  school  may  safely  under- 
take the  management  of  any  school  of  any  grade.  The 
energy,  skill,  tact,  and  wisdom  which  will  give  her  the  con- 
fidence of  her  pupils,  the  complete  control  of  their  persons 
and  of  their  wills,  in  a  school  of  this  grade,  are  elements 
which  will  command  respect  and  success  in  the  most  re- 
sponsible situation  to  which  a  teacher  may  be  called.

For  the  increase  in  this  grade  provision  was  made  by 
placing  an  additional  teacher  in  the  west  grammar  school, 
Thomas  street,  which  for  nearly  two  years  had  em- 
ployed only  one.  To  the  studies  pursued  in  the  seconda- 
ries, which  are  continued  here,  are  added  the  study  of 
grammar,  the  writing  of  compositions,  and  the  defining 
of  words. 

These  schools  are  all  taught  by  females,  and  it  is  not  too 

much  to  say  of  most  of  them  that,  if  their  places  were 

made  vacant,  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  find  their  equals 

to  fill  them.    Their  methods  are  as  unlike  as  their  mental 

and  moral  constitutions.   Teachers,  like  lawyers,  may  learn 

much  of  each  other,  but  cannot  safely  imitate  each  other. 

Saul's  armor  is  only  an  incumbrance  to  David.  Other 

things  being  equal,  that  teacher  is  the  most  successful  who 

combines  with  good  teaching  qualities  the  most  extensive 

and  accurate  knowledge  of  human  nature,  who  does  not 

n 
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too  soon  give  up  a  dull  or  refractory  child  as  hopeless, 
who  when  one  method  fails  has  the  ingenuity  to  discover 
another,  and  the  patience  to  try  it, —  who,  after  numerous 
failures,  still  believes  that  there  is  through  the  heart  of 
every  child  an  avenue  to  his  intellect,  and  who  insists  on 
finding  it.

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  corps  of  teachers  in 
these  schools.  What  was  said  of  them  in  last  year's  re- 
port has  only  been  confirmed  by  another  year's  trial.  After 
the  annual  examination  the  number  of  pupils  promoted  to 
this  grade  so  far  exceeded  the  accommodations  for  them 
that  a  new  school  to  receive  them  was  organized  and  lo- 
cated for  the  time  in  the  room  in  the  Main  street  house 
occupied  during  the  winter  by  the  adult  schools  ;  but  on 
the  completion  of  the  new  house  on  Salem  street,  in  Sep- 
tember, it  was  permanently  located  there.  A  teacher  was 
placed  in  charge  of  it  who  had  already,  in  the  schools  of 
the  city,  established  a  reputation  which  makes  her  a  wor- 
thy compeer  of  her  brilliant  associates  in  this  grade  of 
schools.

The  high  school  is  the  vertex  of  the  pyramid  of  our 
system  of  public  schools.  It  is  the  highest  in  the  order 
of  the  grades,  and  the  smallest  in  the  number  of  pupils. 
The  course  of  study  comprises  four  years  and  the  pupils 
are  divided  into  four  corresponding  classes  called  the  sen- 
ior, junior,  second  year,  and  first  year,  classes. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  number  in  each 
of  these  classes,  the  average  age  of  each  class,  and  also, 
how  small  a  fraction  of  those  that  enter  the  school  com- 
plete the  course.

The  year  has  passed  without  a  change  in  the  corps  of 
teachers,  a  fact  without  a  precedent,  it  is  thought,  in  the 
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history  of  the  school,  certainly  without  a  precedent  in  the 
last  ten  years.  The  interests  of  the  school  have  not  been 
promoted  by  the  frequency  of  these  changes,  and  we  hail 
with  pleasure  the  signs  of  greater  permanency  and  a  more 
uniform  policy  under  teachers  enjoying  the  confidence  of 
the  public  as  well  as  of  the  committee. 

The  high  school,  as  its  name  indicates,  comprises  sev- 
eral departments.  In  the  order  of  their  prominence  they 
are  the  English,  the  Classical,  and  the  French.  None  of 
these  is  wholly  distinct  and  separate  from  the  others.  The 
English  is  not  exclusively  English,  or  the  Classical  exclu- 
sively classical,  and  the  French  department  includes  schol- 
ars connected  with  all  the  others. 

That  the  course  of  study,  now  comprising  four  years,  is 
as  long  as  public  opinion  demands  is  evident  from  a  com- 
parison of  the  first  year  and  fourth  year  classes,  the  for- 
mer having  seventy-six  pupils,  the  latter  only  twenty.  But 
a  course  of  study,  like  a  river  which  no  one  might  wish  to 
be  longer,  may  sometimes  be  greatly  improved  by  being 
made  deeper  or  wider.  The  schools  of  our  city  should  be 
adapted  to  our  wants.  Education  in  England  is  carefully 
conformed  to  the  wants  of  English  society,  —  in  France,  to 
the  wants  of  French  society.  Our  children  should  be 
educated,  in  no  narrow,  partizan,  or  selfish  sense,  to  be 
Americans.  In  harmony  with  this  principle  our  own  local 
wants  should  not  be  forgotten  or  neglected.  Provision  is 
now  made  in  the  high  school  for  the  large  class  who  are 
educated  with  a  view  to  mercantile  or  mechanical  pursuits, 
also  for  the  smaller  class  who  have  college  and  the  pro- 
fessions in  view.  Should  not  provision  also  be  made  for 
the  special  training  of  that  large  class  who  wish  to  be- 
come teachers  I  Why  should  not  Worcester  educate  all 
her  own  teachers,  and  furnish  to  her  neighbors  a  better 
supply  than  they  can  procure  anywhere  else  I    A  slight 
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modification  of  the  English  course  in  the  high  school 
would  enable  us  to  accomplish  this  desirable  result  and 
give  to  the  committee  an  unfailing  supply  of  the  best 
teachers  for  all  our  schools. 

Rev.  R.  R.  Shippen,  chairman  of  the  visiting  committee, 
has  furnished  the  following  report  of  the  school : 

The  prosperous  condition  of  the  High  School  externally  is  indicated  by 
its  number  of  pupils,  larger  than  ever  before ;  by  the  high  per  cent,  aver- 
age attendance,  and  by  the  smooth  record  of  the  year,  unbroken  by 
changes  of  teachers  or  difficulty  of  any  kind. 

Its  order  and  discipline  have  improved  perceptibly.  Whether  now 
satisfactory  will  depend  on  whether  we  expect  rigid,  military  discipline, 
or  prefer  the  more  genial  relations  that  beget  affection  rather  than  fear 
toward  a  teacher,  making  order  not  so  much  an  end  in  itself  as  the  means 
to  higher  ends.  One  hundred  pupils  in  a  single  room,  reciting  to  several 
teachers,  render  impossible  the  intimate  personal  interest  and  close  super- 
vision found  in  schools  where  one  teacher  has  but  fifty,  hears  all  their 
recitations,  and  comes  in  constant  contact  with  them.  Yet  the  most 
kindly  relations  between  teacher  and  pupil  are  perfectly  consistent  with 
complete  subordination  and  respect  for  authority,  without  which  no  school 
is  successful.  We  would  neither  apologize  nor  rest  satisfied  ;  but  would 
aim  for  that  high  moral  tone  which  has  made  Rugby  school  famous,  giv- 
ing every  member  its  impress  of  refined  manners  and  address,  nice  sense 
of  honor  and  truth,  and  an  esprit  du  corps  which  felt  every  merit  or  fault 
of  the  school  as  a  personal  matter.  The  committee  believe  the  present 
teachers  to  be  faithful  and  devoted,  and  ready  to  carry  out  all  practical 
suggestions  for  further  improvement. 

The  medals  and  marks  and  other  stimulating  influences  have  plainly 
increased  the  punctuality  in  attendance  and  ambition  in  study.  Yet  such 
influences  fail  to  reach  some  and  alfect  others  unduly  ;  and  with  the  same 
allotted  studies  some  will  despatch  their  task  in  brief  time,  while  others 
seem  overburdened.  So  that  it  will  probably  continue  as  now  happens, 
that  some  parents  will  deem  their  children  driven,  while  others  complain 
that  they  have  too  little  to  do. 

The  text-books  used  in  chemistry  and  physiology  have  been  changed 
for  better,  but  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  course  of  study.  The 
committee  would  gladly  introduce  book-keeping,  for  which  our  young 
men  entering  business  ought  not  to  be  obliged  to  seek  private  instruction  ; 
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—  to  pay  more  attention  to  penmanship,  in  which  our  schools  somewhere 
are  sadly  deficient ;  to  drawing,  which  is  no  mere  showy  accomplishment, 
but  the  training  of  eye  and  hand  for  a  thousand  useful  purposes  ;  to  mu- 
sic, which  is  no  mere  passing  enjoyment,  but  a  resource  against  gross 
temptation  and  an  aid  to  religious  worship  ;  and  to  physical  exercise,  to 
whose  necessity  public  attention  has  been  so  largely  called  of  late.  The 
difficulty  is  more  fully  to  crowd  the  four  years  which  the  teachers  repre- 
sent as  too  short  for  the  course  already  arranged.  They  have  asked  that 
another  year  be  added.  This,  however,  it  was  believed,  would  not  prove 
acceptable  to  the  public.  Relief  maybe  obtained  by  requiring  the  gram- 
mar schools  to  complete  arithmetic  and  grammar,  obviating  the  necessity 
of  spending  six  months  in  the  high  school  reviewing  those  studies,  often 
to  the  great  distaste  of  pupils.  This  would  somewhat  elevate  the  stand- 
ard of  admission.  As  our  rule  has  been  to  require  all  applicants  to  reach 
the  lowest  rank  of  those  received  from  our  grammar  schools,  this  might 
in  some  cases  exclude  applicants  from  private  schools  who  are  often  found 
to  have  gone  over  more  studies  than  they  have  gone  through.  But  how- 
ever high  the  standard  of  admission,  the  school  cannot  be  deemed  select 
or  exclusive  while  all  its  seats  are  filled  and  its  rooms  crowded. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  thought  that  by  devoting  a  portion  of  the  last 
year  to  a  review  of  these  elementary  and  English  studies,  opportunity 
may  be  afforded  to  young  ladies  about  to  graduate  to  refresh  the  memory 
and  fit  themselves  for  teaching,  thus  securing  some  advantages  of  a  nor- 
mal school  course,  and  preparing,  as  we  ought,  our  own  graduates  as 
teachers  for  our  schools. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  our  graduates  sometimes  find 
difficulty  in  entering  Harvard  college,  or  are  compelled  to  leave  the 
school  and  incur  expense  elsewhere  in  order  to  make  full  preparation. 
This  ought  not  to  be.  Yet  there  are  difficulties  that  should  fairly  be 
stated.  Harvard  college,  in  her  requirements  for  admission,  is  especially 
exacting  in  the  classics  and  the  minutiae  of  the  grammar.  The  Boston 
high  school,  organized  into  three  departments,  devotes  one  —  the  Latin 
school  —  to  the  specific  object  of  fitting  boys  for  Harvard  ;  and  to  that 
end  takes  them  at  the  age  of  ten  and  leaving  untouched  chemistry,  natu- 
ral philosophy,  and  all  studies  which  the  college  course  embraces,  carries 
them  through  six  years  training  almost  exclusively  in  the  elements  of 
Latin  and  Greek.  Obviously  such  a  course  would  not  suit  the  wants  of 
this  community,  which  sends  to  college  only  two  or  three  out  of  each 
graduating  class.  As  our  high  school  completes  the  tuition  of  so  many, 
its  course  must  be  arranged  to  meet  the  average  need,  and  the  classics 
occupy  but  their  fair  proportion  among  other  studies.    Since  therefore 
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the  college  standard  does  not  measure  the  general  attainments,  but,  indif- 
ferent to  many  of  our  studies,  is  stringent  in  certain  specialties,  it  is  no 
disparagement  of  one's  scholarship  that  he  has  not  the  specific  outfit  re- 
quired, nor  can  it  be  expected  that  every  graduate  of  the  school  shall  be 
ready  to  enter  college.  Until  the  wants  and  means  of  our  city  shall  make  a 
more  complete  organization  and  system  practicable,  the  committee  would 
suggest  that  boys  intending  to  enter  college  should  make  their  decision  two 
or  three  years  in  advance,  and,  forming  a  special  class,  study  with  express 
reference  to  college  requisitions.  The  committee  and  teachers  will  gladly 
facilitate  such  plan  when  desired. 

The  school  needs  more  liberal  annual  appropriation  for  books  of  refer- 
ence, maps,  charts,  chemicals,  and  working  facilities.  The  pupils,  by 
their  own  exertion,  have  purchased  and  presented  to  the  school  a  carpet 
and  a  piano  ;  and  now  from  the  proceeds  of  their  recent  Christmas  festi- 
val offer  to  appropriate  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  permanent 
uses  of  the  school  if  the  city  will  duplicate  the  amount.  If  this  should 
be  granted,  the  full  sum  would  make  handsome  addition  to  the  resources 
of  the  school. 

The  committee  appreciate  the  earnest  desire  often  expressed  that  our 
high  school  should  rank  with  the  best  in  the  country.  One  obvious  meth- 
od of  attaining  that  end,  as  in  so  many  departments  of  this  practical 
world,  is,  to  pay  the  cost.  It  is  worth  while  to  observe  that  while  Phila- 
delphia, for  every  high  school  pupil,  pays  $32.53  tuition,  or  $36.42  in 
gross  expense,  and  Boston  pays  $56.18,  Worcester  is  paying  but  $20.79. 
Nor  is  the  difference  merely  in  the  higher  salaries  paid  in  the  larger  cities. 
It  is  in  the  number  of  teachers  and  ample  facilities  provided.  With  lib- 
eral pecuniary  appropriation,  and  cordial  co-operation  of  parents,  teachers 
and  pupils,  nothing  need  prevent  our  enjoying  a  school  at  the  head  of  our 
city  educational  system  which  shall  gratify  our  pride  as  one  of  our  most 
honorable  and  valuable  institutions.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen,  and  Common  Coun- 
cil of  the  City  of  Worcester : 

Through  the  past  year,  the  Commissioners  have  con- 
tinued to  give  that  care  and  attention  to  the  management 
of  the  Cemetery,  which  was  demanded  by  their  sense  of 
duty  and  the  interest  taken  by  the  city,  in  these  conse- 
crated grounds.  Early  in  the  season,  they  caused  the 
Avenues  and  Walks  to  be  put  in  thorough  repair,  the  im- 
proved lots  and  reclaimed  land  to  be  cleared  of  all  rubbish 
and  decaying  vegetable  matter,  and  a  general  condition  and 
appearance  of  order  and  neatness  to  be  produced.  With 
every  tasteful  operation  of  labor,  this  home  of  the  dead, 
is  being  made  a  more  fitting  depository  for  the  remains  of 
mortality,  where  bereaved  affections  may  find  solace  in  the 
contemplation  of  the  harmonies  of  nature,  and  faith  derive 
confidence  from  quiet  communings  with  the  works  and  N 
wrays  of  the  Eternal.  No  spot  in  our  city  presents  more 
of  the  picturesque  and  the  beautiful.  With  every  diversi- 
ty of  surface  and  of  aspect,  it  needs  rather  the  forbearance 
of  change,  than  the  hand  of  cultivation,  to  secure  its  attrac- 
tiveness ;  for  it  is  only  by  preserving  its  features  of  variety 
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and  seclusion,  that  it  will  draw  to  the  gentle  slopes  of  its 
hill-sides,  and  the  silent  vale,  in  the  fragrant  breath  of  the 
forest,  the  weary  foot-steps  of  heart  stricken  mourners  ! 
The  location  of  lots  is  kept  only  so  far  in  advance  of  the 
demand,  as,  from  difference  in  situation,  to  offer  a  choice 
in  selection  ;  and  the  surrounding  grounds  are  so  prepared 
and  graded,  as  to  render  access  to  the  lots  easy  and  agreea- 
ble. It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Commissioners,  that  all 
tastes  should  be  consulted,  and  all  preferences  reasonably 
gratified. 

The  amount  of  money  at  the  command  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, the  past  year,  was  made  up  of  the  sum  of  fifty- 
nine  dollars  and  five  cents,  remaining  in  their  hands  from 
the  receipts  of  the  preceding  year ;  a  balance  of  the  last 
year's  appropriation  of  thirty- six  dollars  and  forty-five 
cents,  in  the  City  Treasury ;  and  the  appropriation  for  the 
year,  of  four  hundred  dollars,  making  an  aggregate  of  four 
hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and  fifty  cents ;  to  which 
may  be  added  a  further  sum  of  eleven  dollars  and  sixty- 
one  cents  received  for  divers  small  quantities  of  hay  and 
wood,  taken  and  sold  from  the  land  in  the  process  of  im- 
provement ;  thus  placing  a  total  amount  of  five  hundred  and 
seven  dollars  and  eleven  cents,  at  their  disposal.  The  en- 
tire sum  of  expenditures  for  the  year,  on  account  of  the 
Cemetery,  has  been  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars 
and  sixty-nine  cents.  This,  however,  includes  charges  to 
the  amount  of  eighteen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  for 
printing,  and  a  Kecord  Book  of  Deeds,  required  for  the  use 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  which 
devolve  upon  him  in  the  sale  of  Cemetery  Lots,  but  not 
properly  chargeable  against  the  appropriation  for  work 
upon  the  grounds.  Deducting  this  sum  of  eighteen  dollars 
and  seventy-five  cents  from  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents,  leaves  one  hundred  and  eight 
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dollars  and  ninety-four  cents,  as  the  amount  of  expendi- 
tures by  the  Commissioners ;  and  this  sum  deducted  from 
the  aggregate  of  receipts  and  the  appropriation  of  the  year, 
gives  an  unexpended  balance,  to  the  credit  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, of  three  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  seven- 
teen cents.  Of  this  balance  twenty-nine  dollars  and  sixty- 
seven  cents  is  now  in  their  hands,  applicable  to  any  occa- 
sion for  the  removal  of  snow  or  other  contingencies,  in  the 
use  of  the  Cemetery  grounds,  during  the  winter,  and  three 
hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents  remains  un- 
drawn from  the  City  Treasury. 

When  the  Commissioners,  in  their  Report  for  the  year 
1860,  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  four  hundred  dollars, 
for  the  ensuing  year,  it  was  contemplated  by  them,  to  com- 
mence the  construction  of  permanent  fences,  to  enclose 
the  Cemetery  upon  the  northern  and  southern  boundaries. 
This  was  called  for,  by  the  exposed  situation  of  the 
grounds  to  the  intrusions  of  cattle,  and  the  necessity  of  pro- 
tection against  uses  and  injuries  to  which  they  were  other- 
wise liable.  The  appropriation,  however,  was  not  certified 
to  them,  until  the  month  of  August,  and  such  then  was 
the  difficulty  of  procuring  suitable  materials  at  reasonable 
prices,  and  in  any  seasonable  time,  that  no  advantageous 
contract  could  be  made  for  the  work.  In  the  judgment 
of  the  Commissioners,  it  is  now  imperatively  required, 
that  the  commencement  of  this  measure  of  security  to  the 
sacred  relics,  the  monuments,  and  the  embellishments  of 
the  occupied  lots,  should  no  longer  be  postponed;  and  it 
is  their  purpose,  with  the  sanction  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, to  cause,  at  least,  one  hundred  rods  of  durable  fence, 
by  stone  posts  firmly  set  in  the  ground,  with  sou 
chestnut  sawed  rails  fastened  to  the  posts  by  iron  clamp, 
or  bolts,  and  substantial  pine  palings,  to  be  constructed, 
during  the  coming  year.    By  the  time  these  side  lines  are 
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thus  secured,  the  fence  and  gate-way,  on  the  front,  will 
doubtless,  require  renewal,  and  thus,  by  a  gradual  prosecu- 
tion of  the  labor,  and  by  appropriations  within  the  annual 
receipts  from  the  sale  of  the  lots,  the  entire  work  of  en* 
closing  the  grounds  may  be  completed. 

A  particular  account  of  the  outlays  of  the  last  year  ac- 
companies and  makes  part  of  this  report.  The  labor 
charged  was  employed  in  the  care  of  the  grounds,  and  in 
the  preparation  of  an  extended  area  of  land,  by  clearing, 
grubbing,  and  grading,  for  the  location  of  additional  lots. 
Ornamental  trees  have  been  planted  out,  where  it  was 
thought  advisable.  A  portion  of  the  reclaimed  land  has 
been  dressed  with  compost,  and  new  supplies  of  materials 
for  fertilization,  have  been  gathered  for  future  use.  About 
forty  lots,  from  land  prepared  the  preceding  year,  have 
been  surveyed,  laid  out,  appraized,  and  certified  to  the 
City  Treasurer  for  sale. 

The  receipts  from  the  sales,  the  past  year,  of  forty-three 
lots,  amounted  to  the  aggregate  sum  of  five  hundred  and 
fifty-four  dollars,  thus  exceeding  the  appropriation  for  ex- 
penditures, with  all  balances  in  the  hands  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  receipts  from  the  sales  of  wood  and  hay, 
as  before  given  at  five  hundred  and  seven  dollars  and  eleven 
cents,  by  forty-six  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents,  and  exceed- 
ing the  actual  expenditures  of  the  year,  stated  at  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents,  inclu- 
sive of  the  printing  and  Record  Book  for  the  Treasurer, 
by  three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  forty-two  cents. 
With  this  balance  at  the  command  of  the  Commissioners, 
and  for  their  use,  they  ask  for  a  further  appropriation,  in 
anticipation  of  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  lots,  the  pres- 
ent year,  of  four  hundred  dollars,  to  enable  them,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  care  and  labor  upon  the  grounds,  and  their 
progressive  gradual  improvement,  to  enter  upon  the  work 
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of  fencing,  which  they  have  proposed,  and  which  they  now 
deem  to  have  become  immediately  necessary. 

Deeds  have  been  given  to  the  purchasers  respectively, 
upon  all  sales  of  lots,  the  past  year,  and  the  whole  of  the 
consideration  money,  amounting,  as  before  stated,  to  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars,  has  been  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury.

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OF  THE 

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY, 

OF  WORCESTER. 


The  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  of  Worcester, 
herewith  submit  their  second  annual 

report: 

The  first  Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Public 
Library  of  Worcester  detailed  the  circumstances  of  its 
origin  and  establishment.  When  that  report  was  submit- 
ted, the  Library  Building  was  in  process  of  erection,  and 
the  Library  was  still  confined  within  the  narrow  walls  of 
its  room  on  Foster  street. 

The  Institution  was  only  on  the  threshold  of  that  career 
of  anticipated  usefulness  upon  which  it  may  now  be  said 
fairly  to  have  entered. 

It  is  for  us,  at  the  present  time,  to  review  another  year 
of  its  early  progress,  embarrassed,  as  it  has  been,  by  many 
difficulties,  some  of  them  inevitable,  but  still  affording,  as 
we  believe,  convincing  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  its  benefi- 
cent founder  and  patron,  and  justification  of  prompt  and 
hearty  co-operation  with  him  on  the  part  of  the  City 
Council.

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On  the  21st  of  January  the  Board  was  organized  by  the 
choice  of  W.  W.  Rice  as  President,  and  Albert  Tolman  as 
Secretary,  and  the  appointment  of  the  various  Standing 
Committees.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  Z.  Baker  was 
chosen  Librarian,  and  Miss  C.  Barnes  Assistant  Librarian, 
with  salaries,  respectively,  of  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800) 
and  three  hundred  dollars,  ($300)  per  annum.  The  duties 
of  the  Librarians,  in  a  great  degree,  mechanical  and 
monotonous,  peculiarly  require  the  exercise  of  equable 
and  courteous  manners.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Directors, 
Mr.  Baker  and  Miss  Barnes  have  discharged  their  duties 
with  the  utmost  faithfulness  and  assiduity.  Mr.  Baker's 
almost  intuitive  knowledge  of  books  has  been  of  great 
service. 

The  Library  was  open  on  Foster  street  until  June  18th. 
It  was  then  closed  for  the  purpose  of  taking  account  of 
books,  cataloguing  and  removal,  until  Sept.  4th,  when  the 
circulating  library  was  re-opened,  during  the  day,  at  the 
new  building.  Nov.  25th,  it  was  re-opened  during  the 
evening.  The  Green  Library  has  not  yet  been  formally 
re-opened,  owing  to  delay  in  fitting  and  furnishing  the 
room,  which  is  now  nearly  accomplished.

With  which  to  begin  the  year  1862, 
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A  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  by 
the  Treasurer,  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars,  ($1,000) 
made  by  the  City  Council,  in  August,  1861,  was  based  upon 
a  close  estimate  of  the  ordinary  current  expenses  of  the 
Library  until  the  commencement  of  the  present  year.  But 
the  Board  have  been  obliged  to  meet  the  extraordinary  ex- 
penses of  moving,  and  of  preparing  and  printing  a  new 
catalogue,  which  last  item  has  amounted  to  four  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  dollars,  ($427)  which  were  not  included 
in  this  estimate ;  so  that  we  have  good  reason  to  congratu- 
late ourselves,  that,  by  aid  of  the  balance  of  the  appropri- 
ation of  1860,  we  have  not  exceeded  the  amount  at  our 
disposal. 

But  this  result  has  been  attained  only  by  exercise  of  the 
strictest  economy  on  the  part  of  the  Book  Committee. 
Less  than  six  hundred  dollars  ($600)  has  been  expended 
by  them  in  the  purchase  of  books ;  the  balance  of  the 
item  of  six  hundred  fifty-seven  dollars  and  two  cents, 
($657  02)  as  stated  in  the  Treasurer's  account,  being  for 
stationery  and  other  incidentals  charged  under  that  head. 

The  sum  of  seven  hundred  forty-four  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($744  50)  which  was  appropriated  by  the  City  Council 
in  Oct.  1861,  for  finishing  and  furnishing  the  building,  is  not 
included  in  the  foregoing  statement ;  the  special  committee 
to  whom  the  work  was  intrusted  not  having  yet  submitted 
their  report. 

Notwithstanding  the  distracting  and  exciting  events  of 
the  year,  and  the  absence  of  many  constant  borrowers  at 
the  seat  of  war,  the  public  interest  in  the  Library,  and  the 
number  of  borrowers  have  been  constantly  increasing 
during  the  year.  In  the  one  hundred  and  thirty  days, 
during  which  the  Library  was  open  on  Foster  street, 
twenty-nine   thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
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(29,328)  volumes  were  delivered  to  borrowers,  being  a 
daily  average  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  a  half 
(2251)  volumes. 

Since  the  removal  to  the  Library  Building  the  daily  de- 
livery has  averaged  about  two  hundred  (200)  volumes,  the 
temporary  decrease  being  mostly  attributable  to  the  fact 
that  the  Library  has  not  been  open  evenings  for  a  large 
portion  of  the  time.  Since  the  introduction  of  gas,  and 
the  re-opening  of  the  Library  during  the  evening,  the  de- 
livery of  books  has  been  much  greater  than  ever  before. 
There  are  now  upon  the  books  the  names  of  four  thous- 
and seven  hundred  and  eighty-six  (4,786)  borrowers,  of 
which  about  seven  hundred  (700)  have  been  added  since 
the  re-opening  of  the  Library  in  the  new  building.  Not- 
withstanding this  large  and  promiscuous  use  of  the  library, 
but  few  books  have  been  lost,  and  they  have  been  gener- 
ally carefully  used.  Some  of  the  younger  borrowers  might 
improve  in  this  respect,  and  the  Librarian  requests  the 
particular  attention  of  parents  to  the  matter.  The  influ- 
ence of  the  building  upon  the  younger  frequenters  of  the 
library  is  manifested  by  an  increased  dignity  and  propriety 
of  deportment. 

Interest  is  often  expressed  by  the  friends  of  the  library 
to  know  what  class  of  books  are  most  in  demand.  Many 
persons  have  an  unaccountable  impression  that  if  the  facts 
were  known  they  would  prove  that  the  library  is  a  means 
of  disseminating  worthless  or  injurious  reading.  This  im- 
pression does  such  injustice  to  the  intelligence  of  our 
community,  old  and  young,  that  it  ought  to  be  at  once  re- 
moved. The  observation  of  Librarians  and  Directors 
proves  the  fact  to  be  directly  opposite.  There  is  of  course 
a  large  demand  for  works  of  fiction,  and  as  a  novel  reader 
can  get  through  four  volumes,  while  a  reader  of  biogra- 
phies or  travels  reads  one,  the  proportion  of  such  works

issued  is  larger  than  the  proportion  of  those  who  read 
them.  It  is  found  practically,  however,  that  there  is  a 
marked  progress  in  the  taste  of  individuals,  and  that  even 
young  persons  are  apt  to  grow  tired  of  novels,  and  demand 
something  more  solid.  But  to  prove  that  the  actual  use 
made  of  the  library  is,  in  a  high  degree,  creditable  to  our 
community,  nothing  more  would  be  necessary  than  a  faith- 
ful list  of  books  taken  or  returned  from  day  to  day.  The 
following  list  of  forty  books,  taken  by  one  of  the  Library 
Committee,  precisely  as  they  lay  on  the  Librarian's  table, 
on  a  single  morning,  without  the  slightest  selection  or 
omission,  tells  its  own  story  and  refutes  all  slanders. 

It  will  be  seen  that  nearly  all  departments  of  literature 
are  represented  in  tolerably  fair  proportion,  and  that  of  the 
works  of  fiction  nearly  all  are  of  the  highest  character. 
Nor  is  there  any  reason  to  doubt  that  this  gives  a  fair 
specimen  of  the  daily  operations  of  the  library,  and  when 
we  consider  that  the  poorest  and  most  ignorant  in  the  com- 
munity, adults  or  children,  may  come  freely  to  the  library 
and  make  their  own  selections  without  restraint,  such  a  list 
of  books  certainly  gives  an  overwhelming  proof  of  the 
utility  of  the  institution.    The  following  is  the  list :

Additions  have  been  made  to  the  library,  by  purchase  and 
donations,  and  if  these  have  not  been  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired, the  pressure  of  the  times  certainly  affords  a  reason- 
able excuse.  Seven  hundred  and  thirty-five  (735)  volumes 
have  been  added  by  purchase  during  the  year.  While 
many  of  them  are  of  the  current  literature  of  the  day, 
the  list  includes  many  standard  works.  While  the  Book 
Committee  have  sought  to  gratify  the  popular  demand  for 
new  books,  they  have  not  forgotten  or  overlooked  the 
permanent  wants  of  the  library.  Eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-three  volumes  have  been  added  by  dona- 
tion ;    of  these  sixteen  hundred  (1600)  volumes  have 
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been  added  by  Dr.  Green.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  of  Dr. 
Green's  additions,  that  they  fully  sustain  the  character 
of  his  previous  choice  collection.  Among  them  may  be 
found  many  rare  old  works,  treatises  on  Theology  and 
Religion ;  finely  illustrated  and  costly  works :  such  as  the 
Versailles  Gallery  and  Jardine's  Naturalist's  Library,  in 
forty  volumes,  with  colored  plates ;  sets  of  periodicals 
and  publications  of  learned  and  scientific  societies.  The 
other  donations  have  been  as  follows :

Mr.  Hoar's  donation  comprised  the  two  final  volumes  of 
the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  and  twenty-five  additional 
volumes  of  the  new  Boston  edition  of  the  British  Poets ; 
both  being  continuations  of  previous  gifts.  Mr.  Thayer's 
public  documents  included  the  valuable  American  State 
Papers  in  17  vols,  folio,  and  Mr.  Sumner's  the  twelve  vol- 
umes of  the  Pacific  Railroad  Exploration.  Mr.  Higginson's 
gift  included  a  complete  file  of  the  Boston  Liberator  for 
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twelve  years  back,  and  a  folio  copy  of  the  Massachusetts 
Colonial  Charter  and  Laws, — edition  of  1726.  We  are  in- 
debted to  our  School  Superintendent,  Mr.  Jones,  for  the 
six  last  reports  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  to 
Mr.  Capen,  Secretary  of  the  Boston  School  Committee,  for 
similar  volumes  of  Boston  School  Documents.  The  Trus- 
tees of  the  Boston  Public  Library  have  kindly  presented  a 
copy  of  their  invaluable  Catalogue,  which  will  be  a  model 
for  all  similar  works  during  years  to  come. 

The  most  important  of  these  donations  however,  has 
been  that  of  A.  McF.  Davis,  Esq.,  who  has  presented 
to  the  city  an  exceedingly  valuable  collection  of  books  in 
a  very  important  department.  Having  devoted  much  time 
to  the  study  of  engineering,  Mr.  Davis  had  made  a  collec- 
tion of  the  best  books,  in  English  and  French,  on  this 
and  kindred  topics.  These  books,  to  the  number  of  sixty- 
seven  volumes,  he  now  presents  to  the  library.  They  are 
in  good  order  and  binding,  and  accompanied  by  some  large 
volumes  of  plates ;  and  they  extend  over  pure  Mathemat- 
ics, applied  Chemistry,  Hydraulics,  Road  making,  Rail- 
roads, Bridges,  &c,  thus  covering  a  range  of  topics  for 
which  the  library  is  often  consulted.  Valuable  in  itself, 
this  donation  is  yet  more  valuable  as  an  example.  Books 
which,  when  locked  in  a  private  book  case,  are  useful  only 
to  one,  may,  if  intrusted  to  a  public  institution,  extend  their 
benefits  to  many. 

Before  the  re-opening  of  the  Circulating  Library  a  new 
catalogue  was  imperatively  necessary.  This  was  prepared 
principally  by  Miss  C.  P.  Hawes,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Library.  In  the  preparation  and 
printing  of  this  catalogue,  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
dollars  ($427)  of  our  scanty  appropriation  were  expended. 
Most  of  this  will  be  refunded  from  the  sale  of  catalogues, 
as  it  was  thought  best  to  print  a  large  edition, — to  last  for 
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several  years,  during  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  annual 
additions  shall  be  appended  to  the  Reports.  The  cata- 
logue is  a  volume  of  186  pages,  containing  the  names  of 
5,700  volumes,  alphabetically  arranged,  and  designated  by 
their  authors,  titles  and  subjects.  The  works  of  the  same 
author  are  given  under  his  name  ;  books  upon  the  same  or 
similar  subjects  are  grouped  together,  and  the  title  of  each 
book  is  also  found  in  its  alphabetical  arrangement. 

A  Numerical  Catalogue  for  the  use  of  the  Librarians 
was  also  found  necessary,  which  has  been  prepared  with 
great  care  and  neatness  by  Mrs.  Baker. 

It  is  also  very  necessary  that  a  full  written  catalogue  of 
the  Green  Library  should  be  prepared,  a  printed  one  not 
being  absolutely  essential,  and  also  far  beyond  our  means 
at  the  present  time.  At  present,  the  chief  guide  to  the 
library  is  the  memory  of  the  Librarian.  It  is  worthy  of 
consideration  whether  the  employment  of  an  additional 
assistant,  temporarily  at  least,  may  not  be  advisable,  who 
shall  attend  upon  the  readers  in  the  Green  Library,  and 
also  devote  all  spare  moments  to  cataloguing.  The  Green 
Library  now  numbers  nine  thousand  one  hundred  (9,100) 
volumes,  and  the  Circulating  Library  five  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty  (5,780)  volumes. 

It  is  in  accordance  with  the  design  of  the  institution  to 
afford  accommodations  so  far  as  possible  within  the  Li- 
brary Building  for  various  literary  and  scientific  Societies 
of  the  city.  Accordingly  arrangements  have  been  made, 
mutually  satisfactory,  by  which  the  Worcester  District 
Medical  Society  and  the  Worcester  Natural  History 
Society  have  accepted  rooms  in  the  Building. 

The  Worcester  District  Medical  Society  has  taken  the 
rooms  over  the  Circulating  Library  and  fitted  them  with 
shelvings  and  otherwise  in  a  corresponding  style. 

The  Library  of  this  society  originated  in  donations  from 
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individuals  collected  by  a  committee  appointed  in  the 
year  1814,  of  which  Dr.  John  Green  was  the  active  mem- 
ber. To  the  nucleus  thus  formed  were  added  a  few  books 
from  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society. 

In  1845  the  Library  was  placed  upon  a  permanent  basis 
by  a  bequest  from  Hon.  Daniel  Waldo,  who  during  his 
life  had  been  its  largest  contributor,  of  six  thousand 
dollars  ($6,000)  "  the  principal  of  which  is  to  be  kept 
safely  invested,  and  the  income  perpetually  appropriated 
to  the  purchase  and  care  of  books  for  a  Medical  Library." 
This  Library  is  to  be  always  kept  in  the  city  of  Worcester 
and  to  be  the  property  of  the  Worcester  District  Medical 
Society,  but  is  to  be  open  at  all  times,  to  the  profession  at 
large  of  Worcester  County.  In  1851,  the  funds  of  the 
Society  were  farther  increased  by  a  legacy  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  from  Dr.  Charles  W.  Wilder,  of  Leominster. 

This  library  now  contains  thirty-five  hundred  volumes, 
carefully  selected  by  the  Society.  Most  of  the  books  are 
of  a  medical  character,  although  the  Library  is  by  no 
.  means  confined  to  such.  Whatever  is  new  and  valuable 
in  this  country  or  Europe,  upon  medicine  in  all  its 
branches,  Natural  History,  Hygiene  and  kindred  topics, 
is  secured  by  the  Society.  The  high  talent  of  the  gen- 
tlemen composing  the  Society,  and  the  ample  means  at 
their  disposal,  afford  a  guarantee  that  this  library,  already 
one  of  the  best  in  that  department,  in  the  state,  will  fully 
retain  its  position.  By  the  arrangements  referred  to,  this 
library  is  now  thrown  open  to  the  public  under  the  super- 
vision of  our  Librarian,  and  subject  to  the  regulations  and 
restrictions  which  govern  the  Green  Library. 

The  cabinets  of  the  Worcester  Natural  History  Society 
are  now  being  arranged  in  the  hall  in  the  basement  story 
appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and  the  public  will  be  sur- 
prised to  find  that  so  large  and  beautiful  a  display  of  nat- 
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ural  objects  has  been  formed  in  onr  midst  with  so  little 
notoriety.  The  society  was  formed  in  1854,  as  a  depart- 
ment of  the  Yonng  Men's  Library  Association,  and  its  col- 
lections were  based  upon  a  mineralogical  cabinet  which 
had  been  deposited  at  Antiquarian  Hall,  long  previously, 
by  a  defunct  society  of  the  same  name.  To  this  has  grad- 
ually been  added,  by  the  zealous  labors  of  a  small  band  of 
naturalists,  a  collection  embracing  almost  all  the  branches 
of  Natural  History,  by  illustrative  specimens.  One  of  the 
costliest  collections  of  shells  in  Massachusetts  (Mr.  J.  M. 
Earle's,)  is  about  to  be  placed  in  the  hall,  and  Professor 
Agassiz  has  promised  some  important  donations  of  dupli- 
cates, from  his  great  Museum  in  Cambridge,  in  return  for 
services  rendered  him  by  members  of  the  society.  The 
hall  has  been  liberally  and  handsomely  fitted  up  by  the 
association  itself ;  and  thus  without  a  dollar  of  expense  to 
the  city,  beyond  the  occasional  cost  of  a  little  gas — for  the 
heating  costs  nothing — the  public  will  have  access,  under 
proper  restrictions,  to  an  institution  which  may  justly  be 
a  source  of  local  pride. 

The  farmers  of  Worcester  have  for  some  time  been  in 
the  habit  of  meeting  at  regular  times  for  mutual  improve- 
ment. They  have  a  small  but  choice  library  upon  agricul- 
tural subjects.  It  is  already  mooted  among  them  to  add  this 
library  to  that  of  the  city.  Should  this  be  done,  and  should 
they  desire  it,  it  would  be  well  to  inquire  if  there  is  not 
yet  another  room  in  the  Library  Building  in  which  these 
gentlemen  may  find  accommodation. 

The  Free  Public  Library  is  now  a  fixed  and  perma- 
nent institution  of  the  city.  It  has  overcome  the  difficul- 
ties and  oppositions  of  its  origin  and  is  an  incorporated  por- 
tion of  our  educational  system.  Already  the  number  of  those 
availing  themselves  of  its  privileges  is  greater  than  that  of 
the  scholars  in  our  public  schools.    Nor  are  these  privi- 
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leges  few  or  slight.  The  Green  Library  is  one,  the  possession 
of  which,  whether  we  regard  the  number  or  the  character 
of  its  books,  might  justly  be  a  source  of  congratulation 
and  pride  to  any  community.  It  is  already  nearly  as  large 
as  the  Library  of  Mr.  Parker,  presented  to  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  much  better  adapted  to  the  varied  wants  of  a 
community  like  Worcester.  It  contains  nearly  twice  the 
number  of  volumes  of  the  Dowse  Library  of  Cambridge, 
whose  consecration  to  the  public  use  was  deemed  worthy  a 
public  celebration,  and  an  oration  by  Mr.  Everett. 

In  its  Encyclopedias,  Dictionaries  and  Gazetteers,  works 
of  general  reference ;  in  its  historical  department,  European 
and  American ;  in  its  illustrated  books  of  art  and  architec- 
ture ;  in  its  collection  of  works  on  Natural  Science,  choice 
and  costly ;  in  its  books  of  Geography  and  travels  and  in 
all  its  miscellaneous  departments,  the  Green  Library  is 
rich  and  ample.  It  is  a  treasury  of  knowledge  nobly  and 
generously  provided  for  the  intellectual  wants  of  our  city. 
And  it  is  peculiarly  fortunate  and  proper  that  in  this  city, 
distinguished  for  the  mechanical  genius  and  enterprize  of 
its  citizens,  for  their  independence  of  thought  and  restless 
desire  for  progress,  in  matters  both  physical  and  intellect- 
ual, there  should  be  one  public  place  consecrated  to  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge,  free  and  universal,  within  whose 
walls  the  jar  of  political  and  religious  discord  may  never 
come,  all  whose  influences  shall  be  softening  and  elevating, 
improving  the  character  of  the  present  generation  and 
moulding  the  next  for  something  still  higher  and  better.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  THE  FIRE  HEPARTMENT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration my  first  annual  report  of  the  character  and  con- 
dition of  the  Fire  Department,  which  has  been  under  my 
direction  since  the  first  Monday  in  May  last.  In  assuming 
my  present  position,  at  a  time  of  intense  excitement  in  re- 
gard to  our  National  troubles,  and  many  men  whose  names 
were  upon  our  rolls  exchanged  the  "  fire  hooks1'  and  "  hose 
pipes"  for  the  musket  and  the  sword,  and  were  soon  be- 
yond the  sound  of  our  alarm  bells,  hazarding  their  lives  in 
another  arm  of  the  public  service,  it  has,  therefore,  been 
more  difficult  than  in  former  years,  to  keep  our  ranks  full ; 
but  through  the  united  efforts  and  co-operation  of  my  as- 
sociates the  force  of  the  department  has  at  no  time  been 
materially  weakened,  and  entire  unity  of  feelings  and  har- 
mony of  action  prevails  throughout  the  organization,  and 
the  good  name  of  our  department  is  in  no  way  impaired. 
The  strictest  economy  has  been  practiced  during  the  last 
eight  months,  and  but  little  improvement  in,  or  additions 
made  to,  the  apparatus,  except  two  hose  carriages,  which 
have  been  built  to  supply  the  place  of  others  entirely  worn 
out  and  unfit  for  use.  I  fear  however,  the  same  economy 
long  continued  would  endanger  the  ability  of  the  depart- 
ment to  render,  at  all  times,  such  service  as  the  public  re- 
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quire.  New  hose  is  now  very  much  needed,  and  I  would 
recommend  an  appropriation  at  an  early  day  of  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  purchase  1000  feet. 

I  am  gratified  to  inform  your  honorable  body  that  with 
the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  a  few  prominent  citizens, 
the  raising  of  false  alarms,  and  incendiary  fires,  has  been 
nearly  or  quite  suppressed ;  there  has  been  but  one  alarm 
of  fire  since  the  first  Monday  in  May  without  cause. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  propriety  of  having 
the  act  incorporating  the  Worcester  Fire  Department,  so 
changed  that  the  firemen's  year  shall  commence  at  the 
same  time  of  the  municipal  year, — that  all  departments 
may  as  nearly  as  possible  commence  and  close  at  the  same 
time.  I  will  renew  the  request  that  has  several  times 
been  made  by  my  predecessors,  that  there  should  be  sev- 
eral reservoirs  built  in  different  parts  of  the  city  now  not 
reached  by  the  water  pipes,  also  a  few  natural  springs  in 
other  localities  might  with  a  small  outlay  be  of  great  bene- 
fit ;  should  a  fire  break  out  in  such  a  section  the  whole  de- 
partment may  be  compelled  to  look  on,  utterly  unable  to 
extinguish  it.  I  have  been  informed  that  there  is  at  the 
present  time  but  little  water,  either  in  the  reservoir  or  Bell 
Pond,  and  it  is  important  that  this  matter  should  receive 
your  early  consideration. 

William  Dickinson,  Esq.,  who  has  a  reservoir  in  rear 
of  his  estate  on  Main  street,  has  generously  offered  its  use 
should  a  fire  occur  in  that  vicinity. 

The  number  of  alarms  of  fire  from  the  first  of  January 
1861,  to  the  first  Monday  in  May,  were  22,  and  the  amount 
of  property  destroyed  I  have  ascertained  from  my  prede- 
cessor to  be  $45,650  00.  The  number  of  alarms  from  the 
first  Monday  in  May  to  the  first  of  January,  1862,  were  14, 
and  the  amount  of  property  destroyed,  $5,000  00  ;  making 
the  total  number  of   alarms  for  the  year,  36,  and  the 
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amount   of  property   destroyed  by   fire   a  little  rising 

$50,000,  most  of  which  was  covered  by  insurance.  The 

department  at  present  is  composed  of  257  men,  divided 

and  organized  into  the  following  companies,  viz :

We  have  on  hand  two  engines  unmanned,  (old  5  an  d6.) 
Number  5  is  worthless  for  fire  purposes,  and  will  be  dis- 
posed of  as  soon  as  an  opportunity  is  offered.  No.  6 
might  do  good  service  yet,  if  properly  used  and  taken  care 
of.  I  have  thought  it  might  be  good  policy  to  station  it 
either  at  Quinsigamond  or  Northville,  if  the  citizens  of 
either  place  would  man  it.  It  would  not  be  necessary  to 
bring  them  under  the  full  rules  and  regulations  of  the  de- 
partment in  the  city  proper,  which  would  not  increase  the 
expenses,  and  in  case  of  a  fire  would  render  important 
service  in  the  protection  of  property.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

AQUEDUCT  COMMISSIONER. 


City  of  Worcester,  January  1st,  1862. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  ^  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Worcester  : 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report  of  the  Aque- 
duct Department,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1861,  showing  the  expenses,  income,  condition,  property 
on  hand,  the  names  of  the  water  takers,  and  the  amount 
each  individual  is  assessed  for  the  use  of  water,  and  the 
purposes  for  which  it  is  used. 

The  expenses  for  the  year  have  been,       -  $1,745  76 

The  amount  of  bills  delivered  City  Treasurer,       -  -        1,707  50 

Expenses  above  Income  is,  -  -  38  26 

The  supply  of  water  in  "  Bell  Pond"  at  the  first  of 
January  was  very  small.  The  rain-fall  for  the  year  being 
very  much  below  the  average,  the  entire  dependence  has 
been  on  the  springs.  The  works  are  all  in  good  condition, 
as  nearly  all  the  hydrant  boxes  have  been  replaced  within 
four  years. 

During  the  past  year,  four  water  metres  were  pur- 
chased, and  I  think  that  by  the  purchase  of  a  few  more, 
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much  water  might  be  saved,  as  in  many  places  it  is  allowed 
to  run  to  waste,  and  no  attention  is  paid  to  fixtures  so 
long  as  the  water  will  run.  But  if  metres  were  used  and 
all  the  water  to  be  paid  for,  a  much  larger  income  could 
be  derived  from  the  water  furnished  from  "  Bell  Pond." 
The  need  of  a  store-house,  is  what  any  prudent  individual 
would  have,  particularly  to  protect  his  property  from  de- 
cay. The  value  of  property  on  hand  for  repairs,  is  about 
$700,  and  is  stored  in  a  number  of  places,  and  the  ex- 
pense of  a  building  would  soon  be  paid  for  by  what  could 
be  saved.

OF  THE 

OVERSEERS  OE  THE  POOR, 


The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  Municipal 
year  1861,  respectfully  submit  to  the  City  Council  their 

REPORT. 

The  undersigned  were  elected  by  their  constituents  to 
take  charge  of  the  poor  and  destitute  people  of  this  city, 
and  to  have  the  general  management  of  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  Pauper  Department  during  the  municipal 
year  just  passed.  In  assuming  the  pleasant  and  unpleas- 
ant duties  of  this  office,  it  was  our  earnest  desire  to  per- 
form them  in  the  most  judicious  and  impartial  manner. 

We  have  endeavored  to  receive  all  applicants  for  charity, 
in  the  most  kind  and  friendly  manner,  as  we  are  all  well 
aware  that  with  the  deserving  poor,  the  application  for 
public  or  private  charity  is  a  most  unwelcome  task. 

No  one  has  been  allowed  to  surfer  for  want  of  fuel,  or 
from  hunger,  when  such  cases  of  destitution  have  in  any 
way  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  board.  If  there  have 
been  cases  where  cold  and  hunger  have  crept  into  the 
family  circle,  and  no  assistance  furnished  for  their  relief, 
it  has  been  so  from  circumstances  beyond  our  control. 
No  doubt,  in  a  community  so  large  as  this,  cases  do  occur 
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where,  from  want  of  proper  food,  clothing,  &c,  much  suf- 
fering exists,  and  is  endured  for  a  long  time,  rather  than 
make  known  to  the  proper  authorities  their  destitute  cir- 
cumstances ;  such  cases  are  most  usually  found  among 
our  American  citizens — among  a  class  of  people  who  have 
enjoyed  in  more  prosperous  days  all  the  comforts  of  a 
happy  home, — among  those  who  have  contributed  accord- 
ing to  their  means  in  support  of  our  schools,  churches, 
and  the  same  charitable  institutions,  the  benefits  of  which 
are  now  freely  extended  to  them  in  their  hour  of  trial,  if 
they  choose  to  come  forward  and  present  their  just  claims. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  have  too  many  people  who,  with 
flippant  tongues,  and  base  hearts,  are  ever  on  the  watch 
for  the  most  trivial  excuse  for  presenting  their  claims  to 
the  dispensers  of  public  and  private  charity ;  their  claims 
are  urged  in  the  most  skillful  manner,  even  while  their 
homes  are  quite  well  supplied  with  hidden  comforts,  and 
their  names  are  enrolled  as  depositers  of  money  in  our  in- 
stitutions for  savings.  These  are  the  people  who,  thwarted 
in  their  designs,  heap  curses  upon  our  heads,  and  give 
more  trouble  than  all  others. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  this  department  has  been 
the  recipient  of  less  severe  criticisms,  generously  bestowed 
by  a  certain  class  of  people  who  infest  every  city  like  this, 
than  other  departments  of  our  city  government, — but  at 
the  same  time  it  becomes  us  to  be  charitable, — we  believe 
that  everything  that  exists,  was  created  for  some  especial 
use, — therefore  if  this  department  has  contributed  its  share 
of  material  for  the  support  of  this  class  in  our  community 
we  are  content,  as  it  comes  strictly  within  our  province  as 
dispensers  of  public  charity,  to  supply  the  destitute. 

The  pauper  department  of  this  city  is  necessarily  di- 
vided into  two  parts,  each  quite  different  from  the  other 
in  its  management,  yet  very  intimately  connected  in  order 
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to  carry  out  more  completely  the  purposes  of  the  organi- 
zation ;  one  part  comprising  the  Alms  House  and  Farm, 
is  under  the  management  of  a  Superintendent.  The  other 
part  is  in  charge  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  Overseers. 
He  receives  a  large  proportion  of  all  the  applications  for 
public  charity,  and  transacts  the  general  business  of  the 
department;  the  whole  management  of  the  department 
being  under  the  supervision  of  the  whole  board,  by  whom 
these  officers  are  annually  elected,  and  to  whom  they  are 
required  to  render  their  monthly  reports. 

In  making  up  a  statement  of  the  transactions  of  this  de- 
partment for  the  past  year,  we  have  endeavored  to  give  it 
in  detail  as  far  as  practicable,  so  that  each  branch  may 
have  its  due  share  of  credit  or  censure  as  facts  may  justify. 

At  no  time  for  many  years  has  the  prospect  been  so  dark 
and  gloomy  among  the  poor  people  of  our  city,  as  was 
made  apparent  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  in  consequence 
of  the  National  troubles,  then  and  now  existing ;  many  of 
our  most  extensive  branches  of  industry  were  depressed  to 
an  alarming  degree,  while  others  of  less  magnitude  were 
closed ;  the  result  was  that  many  of  our  hard  working  ar- 
tizans  and  laborers  were  thrown  out  of  employment,  and 
deprived  of  the  means  of  support ;  the  most  frugal  among 
them  who  had  by  strict  economy  accumulated  small  sums 
of  money  were  now  obliged  to  make  use  of  it  for  the  sup- 
port of  their  families,  with  no  other  alternative,  when  that 
was  gone,  than  to  call  upon  their  fellow  men  for  assistance. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  undersigned  memorialized  the 
City  Council  upon  the  subject  of  providing  labor  for  these 
people  in  their  destitution.  The  paper  was  promptly  acted 
upon  by  that  honorable  body,  and  the  suggestions  therein 
contained  received  their  unanimous  approval.  The  most 
extensive  public  work  in  which  our  city  has  ever  been  en- 
gaged, was  commenced  by  the  government,  in  the  early

part  of  the  fall.  The  building  of  a  causeway  across  Quin- 
sigamond  Lake,  is  furnishing  to  a  great  extent,  the  means 
of  support  to  a  large  number  of  families,  who  otherwise 
would  become  a  public  charge. 

No  able  bodied  men  are  now  assisted  by  this  department 
unless  they  are  willing  to  earn  their  bread,  or  at  least  a 
part  of  it ;  those  indolent  persons  who  are  ever  ready  to 
impose  upon  a  generous  public  and  receive  its  charities 
are  by  this  arrangement  foiled  in  their  evil  practices,  and 
keep  at  a  respectful  distance. 

The  unusually  mild  fall  and  early  winter,  has  been  of 
great  advantage  to  people  of  quite  moderate  means,  and  a 
great  blessing  to  the  more  destitute. 

Galls  upon  this  department  have  not  been  so  frequent  as 
they  would  have  been,  had  the  cold  winter  weather,  with 
its  usual  accompaniments  of  rain  and  snow  storms,  closed 
in  upon  us  at  an  earlier  day. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  it  was  ascertained  by  care- 
ful inquiry  that  many  persons  who  called  for  assistance 
and  received  orders  from  this  board  for  groceries,  &c,  were 
in  the  habit  of  calling  for  and  receiving  a  large  part  of  the 
amount  in  such  articles  as  are  carried  into  your  and  our 
families  as  luxuries,  instead  of  the  substantial  ones  with 
which  to  sustain  life. 

As  a  remedy  for  this  evil,  a  new  form  for  an  order  was 
adopted  by  the  board,  in  which  the  delivery  of  articles  of 
luxury  was  strictly  prohibited,  unless  especially  ordered  by 
the  clerk  who  has  discretionary  power  in  cases  of  sickness, 
&c.  The  result  of  this  plan  has  been  quite  satisfactory  to 
us,  and  with  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  traders  who 
receive  the  orders,  the  cure  of  a  great  and  growing  evil 
can  be  effected.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Overseers 
to  diffuse  the  trade  of  the  department,  among  as  many  of 
our  merchants  as  possible,  as  we  believe  that  those  who 
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pay  their  money  in  support  of  public  institutions  are  justly 
entitled  to  a  share  of  their  patronage. 

The  position  occupied  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers  is  one  of  much  responsibility.  The  duties  of  the 
office  are  difficult,  and  oftentimes  of  a  most  delicate  and 
trying  character.  To  be  successful  in  the  examination  of 
settlements,  he  must  understand  pauper  law,  and  its  appli- 
cation. To  protect  us  from  fraud,  he  should  ascertain  the 
true  character  of  every  applicant  for  assistance.  To  per- 
form the  duties  in  a  proper  manner,  requires  a  large  part 
of  the  clerk's  time.  The  position  should  be  occupied  by  a 
person  well  qualified  to  transact  the  business  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  his  compensation  should  be  such  in  amount  as 
to  command  his  whole  time  in  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  the  office. 

At  the  organization  of  the  board,  Mr.  James  McFarland 
was  elected  its  clerk.  He  entered  upon  the  difficult  duties 
of  the  office  under  adverse  circumstances,  inasmuch  as  the 
position  and  its  requirements  were  entirely  new  to  him. 
He  has  performed  the  duties  of  the  office  faithfully  and 
with  ability,  and  we  cheerfully  bear  witness  to  the  success 
which  has  attended  his  efforts. 

The  City  Farm,  but  a  few  years  since  considered  almost 
worthless  for  cultivation,  has,  under  the  management  of 
the  superintendent,  Mr.  Drury,  been  improving  in  the  most 
gratifying  manner  from  year  to  year.  It  will  require  but 
a  few  years  of  good  cultivation  to  place  our  poor  farm  in 
a  very  respectable  position  among  the  good  farms  in  our 
county.  The  result  of  the  last  few  years  experience 
proves  that  the  natural  resources  of  a  great  part  of  the 
tillage  land  are  good,  and  with  a  proper  application  of  fer- 
tilizers, as  has  been  practiced  for  the  past  few  years,  com- 
bined with  good  judgment,  and  more  constant  personal 
attention  to  its  cultivation  by  the  superintendent,  more  sat- 
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isfactory  results  can  be  obtained,  and  consequently  the 
means  of  self-support  be  largely  increased.  The  rapid 
development  of  the  resources  of  the  farm  under  its  pres- 
ent management,  required  an  addition  to  be  built  upon  the 
old  barn.  An  addition  of  25  by  40  feet  has  been  built 
the  past  year,  together  with  additional  shed  room,  18  by 
25  feet,  in  which  to  store  the  hay  and  grain  crop,  and  the 
proper  storage  of  wagons,  carts,  tools,  &c. 

The  hospital  building  had  become  dilapidated  and  un- 
safe.   This  building  has  been  put  in  good  repair. 

The  permanent  improvements  made  during  the  past 
year  are  valued  at  seven  hundred  dollars,  —  made  with 
comparatively  a  small  outlay  of  money  ;  most  of  the  lum- 
ber was  obtained  from  the  City  wood  land,  and  the  labor 
performed  by  the  superintendent  and  inmates  of  the  Alms 
house. 

The  hay  crop  was  very  heavy  and  of  excellent  quality,  , 
and  secured  in  the  very  best  manner.  The  amount  of 
hay  produced  was  about  sixty-nine  tons.  The  crops  of 
grain,  roots,  &c,  for  the  year,  in  bushels,  are  as  follows  :  — 
Corn,  300  ;  wheat,  50  ;  buckwheat,  40 ;  oats,  150 ;  pota- 
toes, 400  ;  roots  of  all  kinds,  280. 

Believing  that  every  prudent  farmer  should  have  on 
hand  one  year's  supply  of  corn  in  case  of  failure  of  crop, 
and  the  farm  not  being  thus  supplied,  we  purchased  dur- 
ing the  past  summer  about  300  bushels  of  good  sound 
corn,  at  the  low  price  of  53  cents  per  bushel. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  superintendent  for  the  general 
neatness  and  good  order  which  characterizes  the  establish- 
ment. 

The  household  affairs  are  under  the  immediate  care  of 
the  matron,  Mrs.  Drury,  to  whom  much  praise  is  due  for 
the  general  good  order  and  neatness  which  pervades  the 
whole  interior  of  the  house.    Kind  and  cheerful  in  man- 
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ner,  ever  ready  to  administer  to  the  wants  of  the  sick  peo- 
ple of  the  house,  she  has  gained  an  enviable  reputation. 

The  bill  of  fare  has  been  made  more  acceptable  to  the 
inmates  of  the  house  without  any  additional  expense. 

Visitors  are  received  and  shown  about  the  establishment 
in  the  most  cordial  manner,  and  we  doubt  not  are  well 
satisfied  that  our  poor  people  are  in  all  respects  well  pro- 
vided for. 

Four  persons  have  been  sentenced  by  court  to  the  Alms 
house. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  of  the  Alms  house 
during  the  year  is  33. 

417  travelers  have  been  furnished  with  food  and  lodg- 
ing at  Alms  house. 

There  have  been  two  births  and  four  deaths  at  Alms 
house  during  the  year.  * 

56  persons  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Alms  house  at 
Monson. 

10  persons,  most  of  them  with  families,  have  received 
weekly  allowances  during  the  year  in  sums  of  from  75 
cents  to  $3.00. 

956  persons  in  destitute  circumstances  have  received 
assistance. 

259  of  this  number  had  legal  claims  upon  this  city. 
63  persons  belonged  to  other  cities  and  towns. 
107  persons  belonged  to  other  States  in  the  Union. 
15  were  from  Scotland,  7  from  France,  15  from  Ger- 
many, 50  from  Canada,  30  from  England,  and  407  from 
Ireland.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  MARSHAL. 


City  of  Worcester, 
Marshal's  Office,  Dec.  31,  1861. 

To  the  Hon.  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Worcester  : 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ordinance 
on  Police,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual 
report  of  the  doings  of  the  Police  and  the  condition  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1861. 

The  commitments  to  the  watch  house  for  the  quarter 
ending  this  day  are  183  ;  of  which  number  98  have  been 
prosecuted  in  the  Police  Court.  The  remaining  78  have 
been  discharged  from  custody  by  my  orders. 

From  January  1st,  1861,  to  the  present  date,  the  whole 
number  of  persons  arrested  and  committed  to  the  "  Lock- 
up" has  been  876,  of  which  number  453  have  been  pros- 
ecuted before  the  court  on  complaint. 

The  remaining  416,  arrested  for  the  lighter  and  more 
venial  class  of  offences,  have  not  been  subjected  to  prose- 
cution, under  the  belief  that  the  temporary  confinement  to 
which  they  were  subjected  would  prove  as  effectual  for 
future  restraint  as  the  imposition  of  fines,  which  in  many 
instances  are  discharged  only  by  confinement  in  the  House 
of  Correction. 
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Of  this  number,  391  were  non-residents  of  this  city.  I 
have  held  myself  in  readiness  at  all  times,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  creating  the  office  of 
City  Marshal,  to  attend  to  the  calls  of  every  person,  and 
to  receive  all  complaints  for  any  violation  of  the  Statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Ordinances  of  the  City,  and 
prosecute  the  same,  providing  the  evidence  was  or  could 
be  produced  sufficient  to  warrant  a  conviction. 

With  this  determination,  I  have  made  and  caused  to  be 
made  during  the  year  695  complaints  in  the  Police  Court, 
for  the  following  offences,  viz  :  —  Disturbing  religious 
meeting,  1  ;  attempt  at  shop  breaking,  1  ;  selling  charcoal 
in  a  basket  not  properly  sealed,  1 ;  selling  impure  milk,  1 ; 
larceny  of  boat,  1  ;  refusing  to  pay  rail  road  fare,  1  ;  as- 
sault with  intent  to  kill,  1  ;  attempt  to  steal,  1  ;  renting 
tenement  for  the  purpose  of  liquor  selling,  1  ;  permitting 
sink  water  to  run  into  public  street,  1  ;  injuring  shade 
trees,  1 ;  threatening  the  life  of  a  person,  1  ;  aiding  pris- 
oner to  escape,  1  ;  malicious  mischief,  1 ;  perjury,  1  ;  ob- 
taining goods  under  false  pretences,  1  ;  injuring  school 
house,  1  ;  driving  away  horse  without  leave,  1  ;  stealing 
horse,  1  ;  refusing  to  assist  officer,  1  ;  embezzlement  of 
goods,  1  ;  liquor  nuisance,  1  ;  fast  driving,  2  ;  neglecting 
to  support  family,  2  ;  keeping  shop  open  on  Sunday,  2  ; 
malicious  trespass,  2 ;  playing  cards  Sunday,  2  ;  throwing 
stones  in  streets,  2  ;  collecting  and  carrying  away  house 
offal,  2  ;  depositing  snow  and  ice  in  the  public  streets,  2  ; 
passing  counterfeit  money,  3  ;  stubborn  and  disobedient 
children,  3  ;  falsely  causing  alarm  of  fire,  3  ;  stealing  fruit, 
4  ;  assault  with  a  deadly  weapon,  4  ;  keeping  disorderly 
house,  4  ;  search  warrants,  4  ;  larceny  from  the  person,  6  ; 
keeping  dogs  without  license,  7 ;  assault  upon  officer,  7  ; 
breaking  glass,  11  ;  selling  intoxicating  liquors,  16  ;  break- 
ing and  entering  stores  and  shops  in  the  night  time,  28 ; 
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common  drunkards,  51  ;  vagrancy,  63  ;  disturbing  the 
peace,  64  ;  larceny,  87  ;  assault  and  battery,  134 ;  drunk- 
enness, 158.  Of  which  number,  271  were  against  persons 
claiming  a  residence  out  of  the  city  ;  the  balance,  424, 
claiming  to  be  residents  in  this  city. 

Food  and  lodgings  have  been  furnished  during  the  year 
to  2,098  poor  persons,  mostly  traveling  in  search  of  em- 
ployment. These,  with  the  prisoners  confined  in  the  watch 
house,  number  during  the  year  2,974  which  have  been  fur- 
nished with  food  at  a  cost  of  $144.99 ;  and  although  a 
large  part  of  this  sum  should  be  charged  to  the  Pauper 
account,  it  has  been  charged  as  in  former  years  to  the  Po- 
lice department. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Police  department  the  current 
year  was  $6,000.  The  amount  earned  by  the  department, 
accruing  to  the  city,  during  the  year,  is  $198,  making  the 
amount  earned  together  with  the  appropriation,  $6,198.

—  Being  an  excess  of  expenses  over  earnings  and  the  ap- 
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propriation  for  the  department  of  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents. 

In  my  quarterly  reports  I  have  credited  the  city  with 
the  fees  earned  by  the  Marshal  as  complainant  before  the 
Police  Court.  But  at  the  last  term  of  the  Superior  Court 
for  the  trial  of  criminal  causes  it  was  ruled  that  the  law 
"restoring  fees  to  officers"  did  not  apply  to  the  City  Mar- 
shal ;  therefore  the  city  becomes  the  loser  to  the  amount 
of  about  two  hundred  dollars.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  City  Council  authorize  the  Mayor  to  petition 
the  legislature  to  so  amend  the  law  as  will  restore  the  fees 
to  the  Marshal ;  as  it  was  evidently  the  intent  of  the  legis- 
lature, when  the  law  was  enacted,  not  to  so  frame  it  that 
the  city  should  be  the  loser  by  withholding  the  Marshal's 
fees  as  complainant. 

The  department  consists  of  thirteen  active  men.  Of 
these,  nine  are  employed  as  night  watchmen,  and  four  as 
an  active  day  police,  upon  whose  vigilance  has  depended, 
in  a  great  measure,  the  preservation  of  the  peace  and  the 
protection  of  the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens. 

During  the  year  large  gatherings  of  military  have  been 
in  our  midst,  bringing  together  large  assemblages  of  our 
own  people,  together  with  visitors  from  other  places, 
such  as  the  city  has  never  before  witnessed  ;  yet  I  cannot 
but  congratulate  myself  that  quiet  and  good  order  has 
generally  prevailed  throughout  the  city  during  the  current 
year. 

I  have  had  the  honor  of  holding  the  office  of  City 
Marshal  for  one  year,  it  being  now  near  its  close.  I  as- 
sumed its  responsibilities  and  entered  upon  its  duties  with 
an  almost  insurmountable  reluctance,  having  a  full  appre- 
ciation of  the  labors  and  trials  incident  to  a  faithful,  im- 
partial, and  honest  discharge  of  its  functions.  And  when 
the  time  arrives  at  which  I  shall  retire  from  those  duties,

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it  will  be  with  cheerfulness  ;  nor  shall  I  retire  without 
mingled  feelings  of  gratitude  and  respect  for  those  that 
have  bestowed  their  confidence  in  my  appointment  and 
confirmation.  And  to  such  of  my  fellow  citizens  as  have 
given  me  their  countenance  and  support  I  shall  ever  feel 
grateful. 

The  office  is  one  which,  in  a  proper  and  judicious  dis- 
charge of  its  duties,  is  encumbered  with  difficulties  and 
trials  which  have  no  parallel  in  the  range  of  public  offices 
under  our  government.  Every  act  of  omission,  every  com- 
mission of  error,  indiscretion,  or  neglect  of  duty  of  the 
Police,  is  charged  upon  the  Marshal.  If  anything  is  over- 
done, poorly  done,  or  not  done  at  all ;  any  act  affecting  the 
rights  of  citizens,  or  their  comfort  or  convenience,  or  that 
causes  discomfort  or  inconvenience  ;  it  is  laid  at  his  door, 
as  if  he  were  and  must  be  omnipresent  and  possessed  of 
all  power. 

Honest  intentions,  a  judicious,  intelligent  and  conscien- 
tious discharge  of  duty,  with  the  purest  and  highest  mo- 
tive that  can  control  human  action,  with  the  most  earnest 
desire  to  do  right  only,  and  as  far  as  possible  to  render  un- 
biassed justice  to  all  under  the  circumstances  of  each  case, 
will  not  exempt  the  incumbent  from  unjust  criticism  and 
sometimes  reproach. 

To  claim  that  I  have  not  committed  errors  or  mistakes, 
would  be  claiming  to  be  more  than  human  ;  for  to  err  is 
human.  But  I  shall  retire  with  a  consciousness  of  hav- 
ing honestly  and  faithfully  regarded  and  discharged  the 
duties  of  the  office  which  I  have  the  honor  to  hold  ;  and 
of  having  been  governed  by  those  principles  and  motives 
which  commend  themselves  to  the  conscience  in  the  hour 
of  retrospection. 

May  the  Police,  the  executive  arm  of  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment, never  have  its  strength  weakened  by  party  infiu- 
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ences  and  dissensions  ;  and  may  its  unity  of  action  never 
be  dissevered  by  elements  of  incompatibility,  or  the  alloy 
of  party  factions  ;  —  but  may  it  be  perpetuated,  an  arm  of 
strength,  for  the  protection  of  the  lives,  liberty  and  prop- 
erty of  all  our  citizens,  and  for  the  promotion  and  con- 
tinuance of  the  highest  interest  and  best  good  and  fair 
fame  of  our  beloved  city.
